Undergraduate Programs f 

McGowan and Freeman 
were arrested and charged Aug 
24, 2001, m (unction City Dc 
fcnse attorneys claim the 
charge!! resulted after the two 
were illegally stopped. 

The original Oct JO, 2001, 
trial was moved to |an 24, 
2002 Defense attorneys mo- 
tioned for another suppression 
for McGowan's and Freeman** 
March 1 5 court date before the 
Geary County Dtstricl Court 

Tony Cruz, Geary County 
assistant attorney, appealed the 
suppression. 

"1 hope it gets reversed," 
Cruz said 

[f the case is reversed, it will 
return to the Geary County 
District Court later this fall 

Attorney Steven Opat repre- 
sents McGowan, and attorney 
Michael McKonc represents 
Freeman. 

Freeman resigned from her 
position Jan. 31, 2002, and Mc 
Gowan's job duties haven't 
changed since the arrests. Mc- 
Gowan supervises grants for 
programs such as Upward 
Bound and GEAR UP

"It is expected," Linda 
Richter, professor nf political 
science, said "Women hove 
been working their way up 
through the political pipelines 
for awhile There are literally 
thousands of women who are 
getting their credentials, and 
they arc starting to emerge " 

And are they ever Women 
are challenging 14 of the SO 
governor posiliom this No 
vember. and as many as eight 
are strong bets to win 

"Volcr* are Itiukirtg post 
gender and mote into pocket 
book issues," said Sue Peter 



son, director ol governmental 
relations for K State, "and 
thai is what women siand for 
They are tonuerned about 
paying bills, providing for the 
family und education Thiiv 
doesn't exclude men from 
having these same concerns - 
it jusi seems like k^'otnen think 
about them more because of 
their interest." 

Winning the governor seat 
means women would become 
the dominant political power 
brokers in their states and 
perhaps increase the chance 
that the United Stales might 
get its first female president. 



"II is a stepping stone," 
Richter said "More people 
arc more accustomed to hav- 
ing women in politics, so I 
think it is jusl a matter of time 
before women break those 
barriers." 

Until then, the barriers 
keep coming down In Con- 
gress, women now have 13 of 
100 Senate seats and bO of 
435 hlouse seats But the race 
for governor still seems to l>e 
the hot ticket.

"We're going to see a football game," )acobi 
Buie, 10, said "I'm excited to see the touch 
downs." 

[acobi said that although he never had seen 
a K-State football game before, he had heard 
of the learn and was ready for the game. 

Doug Spencer, event co-ctjordinator and 
KC area Catbacker, said football is a good way 
for fathers and children to bond 

"From ihe time I was 7 years old, I came to

Orion Online restructured after four years to reflect independent professional agency

Por students interested in 
the Web design profession, 
K-State's Orion Online pro 
vides an atmosphere that is 
akin to a professional agency. 

Orion was created in 1998 
by Thomas Gould, assistant 
professor in the A.Q Miller 
School of journalism and 
Mass Communications 

The agency's original name 
was "The Orioij Project" 

Orion, which serves small 
businesses and non-profit or- 
ganizations, had an adminis- 
trative facelift this summer 

The changes were Institut- 
ed to transform Orion into a 
professional agency and t;ive 
student employees the chance 
to be in charge 

The model is not unlike the 
Kansas State Collegian or KS 
DB-FM 91 <J, said Dave 
Smoller, Orion faculty adviser 
and creative director 

"Before the changes this 
summer, Orion was just an 
idea Professor Gould had It

/Jso. the treatment itself takes the patient 
through agonizing lonely sessions and deep 
depressions and the crossroads of pain, suf- 
fering and anguish that accompany the pa 
tient until death 

This drama experienced hy hundreds of 
thousands of women and men, adults and 
children, is an invisible drama.

f (resident," said Kathleen Scbe 
ius, the democratic nominee 
for governor in Kansas. "It is 
considered the CEO of the 
state, and serving in that execu- 
tive position might break some 
barriers because women are not 
typically in those CEO posi- 
tions, [1 is a step towards open- 
ing that door" 

A door to a different style of 
governing, Sebelius said. 

"Women often have different 
life experiences than men," she 
said. 

"They are mothers and care- 
takers of older parents. Their 
work experience is different - 
they tend to be in health care, 
leaching or child care And 
those experiences bring some- 
thing different to a legislative 
discussion. 

"The decisions made in 
those discussions will be more 



of a representation of the entire 
population." 

The female candidates also 
would bring in experience. 
Among the gubernatorial candi- 
dates, two are attorney gener- 
als, two are lieutenant gover- 
nors, one is secretary of state, 
three are state treasurers, one is 
a state insurance commissioner, 
one is a forincr U.S. attorney 
general and one is a statewide 
education official. 

"They arc ready They have 
the experience," Richter said 
"The party is ready The public 
is ready. The only problem is 
getting niore women to put 
themselves forward as candi- 
dates because so many more 
are qualified 

"They need to realize when 
they run, they are going to have 
a good chance to win. Hopeful- 
ly, this election will set the 
standards and encourage even 
more tt» enter the pool"

Spencer said the Calback- 
crs - a type of booster club 
for K-Statc athletics - really 
helieve in this project and 
were glad to help. 

"This was an idea we 
thought was neat." he said 
"They provided the dads and 
kids, and we contacted people 
and raised the money" 

The National Center for 
Fathering was created in 1990 
to encourage healthy relation- 
ships between fathers and 
their children and to reduce 
fathcrlessness m society 

"Our goal is to encourage 
dads to be the best fathers 
they can be" Ken Canfield, 
the center's founder, said "We 
want lo engage fathers in 
healthy fathering in an effort 
to curb the effects of father 



lessncss on society" 

Canfield said that although 
he wanted all involved to 
cheer for the Cats at the 
game, he hoped the cheers 
would start long before the 
football team took the field 

"Por many families, a col- 
lege education is taken for 
granted," he said "tn an ur 
ban environment, life is fragile 
and complex It makes sense 
lo give kids an opportunity to 
catch thi; college vision and 
gives dads the chance lo act 
as cheerleaders.' 

Canfield said he hopes kids 
begin looking more toward 
Ihe future and toward higher 
education. 

"I'm hoping a handful of 
these kids say, 'Dad, 1 want to 
go to K-State someday,' and 
we want dads to be able lo 
say, 'Here's how,' " he said 



"We want, in the next few 
years, for upplicalions lo KSU 
to be submitted by some of 
these kids" 

Canfield said many of the 
fathers involved in the Urban 
feathering Project have just 
come out of rehabilitation 
centers and are trying to 
change Iheir lives for their 
children's sakes 

"Giving your kids a sense 
of destiny is one of the most 
important things you can do," 
he said "Tlie opportunity to 
go to a game is huge Some of 
these dads have been away for 
a while and are trying to 
catch up with their kids" 

Canfield said he hopes to 
continut bringing fathers and 
children lo the games together 
and said he doesn't foresee 
any problems with getting 
participants. 



"We had to turn away a lot 
of people" he said. 

"There were so many who 
wanted lo come, but we just 
didn't have the money for it. 
There should be a section at 
each game where people who 
can't come normally can 
come experience the lize of 
it." 

Canfield, who admitted 
he's biased toward K-State, 
said the children deserved to 
see a place like K-State to get 
an idea of what the best is 
and how ihcy can be a part of 

"I have a degree from 
K-Stale, and 1 have two 
daughters there," he said. "1 
think KSU is one of the hid- 
den gems of Ihe Midwest, and 
1 can'l think of anything bel- 
ter to give these kids than the 
best"

Tapping Into A 
New Market 
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Packaged beer 

sales up; owners 

anticipated change

si ore owners say, packaged lieer 
sales are up 

Owners predicted before the 
keg registration law was passed 
that this would be the outcome^ 
Keg sales wrtuld );o down, hut 
packaged beer sales would go up 

Mike Townc, owner of The Li 
brary Discount Liquor Store, said 
he is seeing the change The week 
end «i( ihc first home fnoiliall game 
did not produce the keg sales i1 did 
a year ago. he said 

"Early indication is people are 
moving away from kegs'* he said 
"iVut that might be a liille too early 
(o call a trend" 

The new law that went into ef 
feet July I requires liquor store 
owners to put identifying tugs on 
all containers (hat hold four or 
more gallons of beer cereal malt 
beverages Also, purcha<iers must 
register and pnivide their names, 
addresses, dates of birth and dri 
ver's license numbers. 

The Kansas Legislature passed

the bill intending to deter adults 
from furnishing alcohol to minors 
The ta^s and registration gives law 
enforcement officials the ability lo

"1 just view il as a trade off,' 
Townc said "Whether they buy 
packaged beer or keg beer it's just 
kmd of a trade off They II trade 
fnim one (o the ()(her, and business 
will stay about the same" 

After implementation, Towne 
decided to continue selling kegs 
However, some owners decided 
otherwise 

Hd Kickel, owner of Rickel's 
Discount Liquor, initially stopped 
selling kegs He said the law in- 
fringed on people's rights Since 
then, he decided to sell kegs again, 
but only to purchasers who order 
in advance. However, college s(u 



dents do no( want lo sign the re 
quired registration, he said 

"If ihey come in, and they re- 
verve a keg, we'll handle that for 
I hem," Rickel said. "We tried that 
wt(h the kids Wc say they have to 
sign il, and ihey won't, and we 
can't release the kcjt il ihcy don't " 

Rickel said the law has done its 
job It's decreased the access to 
kegs for minttrs 

"But they still are going to get 
the beer," he said 

He, too, said packaged beer 
sales have increased 

Pete Bodyk. operations manager 
for Alcohol Beverage Control, said 
the law has been effective, bu( it 
has not led to any arrests in Man- 
hattan yet. 

Bodyk said it is possible the law 
will cause underage drinkers lo 
turn to packaged beer, but ABC is 
taking precautions against it 

"That's possible, but we're also 
out there checking for (hose things,

Speaker urges 
education on 
death penalty

Despite her open opposition to the death penalty, 
the year's first Lou Douglas lecturer did not tell the 
audience on Monday that her opinion is right 

Instead, Sister Helen Prcjean urged students lo 
learn, read and think about the death penalty and 
what il means to death row inmates and murder vie 
tims' families Prcjean was the first speaker in Ihe 
22nd year of the Lou Douglas Lecture Scries on I*ub 
lie Issues at a packed McCain Auditorium on Monday 
night. 

Prejean is the author of the 1993 Pulitzer Priic- 
nominated book. "Dead Man Walking An Eyewitness 
Account of the Death Penally in the US," which was 
made into the Academy Award-winning 1496 movie, 
"Dead Man Walking" 

Prejean, a member of the Sisters of St. |oseph of 
Medaille, has been counseling death row inmates 
since the early 1980s 

"Most people are not affected by it personally," Pre- 
jean said. '"They don"t reflect or read deeply into it 
like they do for other moral issues." 

Prejean told the story of Patrick, the first inmate

■ When pulling away 



from a stop sign, yield the right of way to bicy- 
cle and pedestrian cross- traflic Note: When 
turning left, oncoming bicycle traffic often is 
overiooked or its speed is misjudged. 
Again, I refer to hood ornaments. 

■ Give cyclists and pedestrians plenty of 
room when you are passing or turning Bicy- 
clists are not restricted to the right lane of traf- 
fic, though that's generally where bike lanes are 
located BicyclisU and pedestrians can be any- 
where, so be on the lookout when you're pass- 
ing or turning. 

Good ideas for bicyclists 

■ Wear a properly fitting helmet to reduce 
the chances of head infury and death In some 
places, city or county law requires it. TYue, 
they're not very fashionable, but would you 
rather look dorky for a few minutes or become 
dinner for scavengers' 

■ Always check brakes and tires before rid- 
ing You don't want to lose control and take 
the chance of adorning someone's hood. 

■ Wear light colors or reflective clothing so 
pedestrians and motorists will see you ap- 
proaching, not iust when you're nght next lo 
them You don't have to wear neon pink -just 

don't wear dark colors such

Cross swiftly, and in groups, if you can. 
There's nothing worse for a driver than having 
to wait for 50 people to cross the street - 
separately If you sec someone behind you, wait 
for Ihem, then cross the road together. 

■ t>ook for traffic when stepping off a bus or 
from behind parked cars. Especially in a college 
town, people can't seeni to get to their desired 
destinations fast enough. So, and I can't stress 
this enough-l return lo my hood ornament 
argument -look both ways before venturing out 
onto the road 

■ Get in and out of cars on the curb side of 
the street. This won't be hard to do in Aggjeville 
with the one way conundrum it's got going on, 
but it Mrill be more difficult in other areas of 
town, so keep this in mind if you're parked in a 
high -traffic neightmrhood 

Sharing the road with pedestrians and 
bicyclists requires mutual respect and aware- 
ness.

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Cellular phone 
emergency calls 
to become easier

Riley County 911 dispatch- 
ers might have a new weapon 
in their hands this [uly. 

The county, along with cell 
phone providers, is working to 
make lechnuUif^ical advances 
for emergency calls made from 
cell phones 

In some counties, such as 
Sedgwick, yil dispatchers are 
ahle to locate cell phone calls 
by using u computer to find 
the lower the call came from 
and the direction it was made 
from 

I'atrick Collins, Emergency 
Management Director for Ri- 
ley County, said the county is 
not at this level of technology 
but is trying to get there 

He said Riley County is 
working on Phase 1 of the ad- 
vancement, which allows the 
dispatchers lu find out which 
cell phone lower the tall was 
made from as well as the num- 
ber lit the cell phone^ 

Collins said the county 
wants to achieve Phase 2 by 
this [uly. Phase 2 would in 
elude a mapping product to 
provide the direction the call 
was made from in relation to 
the tower 11 would give the 
longitude and latitude within 
100 meters. 

However, the biggest barri- 
er to achieving these advance- 
ments has been funding De 
spile advancements, problems 
can still arise 

Capl John Doehling of the 
Riley Coimly Police Depart 
ment. said Riley County re 
ccives an average of 1,000 
emergency calls a month 
Doehling said the maiority of 
the calls are land line, but 
there are sttU a lot of uell 
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phone calls, 

Some of the problems are 
losini a signal, not being able 
to hear the caller or the caller 
not being able to give the loca- 
tion, Doehling said. 

Cell phone companies have 
been trying to fix these prob 
lems by putting up more tow- 
ers to ensure stronger signals 

Adam Lams, an employee 
at Communications Unlimited. 
said even if a cell phone user's 
account has been turned off, a 
911 call can still be made. 

"Even if the owner o( the 
phone is hurl and the phone is 
locked, a 911 call will go 
through," Lams said 

Collins said another issue 
with the technology is that if 
people are traveling, they fre 
quently change signals. In this 
case, the system will have 
trouble if a person is traveling 
over 66 mph 

Doehling said that if while 
driving you need to make an 
emergency call, the best op- 
tion is to stop on the side of 
the road. 

"Try to pull over at a stable 
location where you have a sig- 
nal if passible," he said. "It 
you're on the phone, you 
shouldn't be driving" 

Collins said drivers need to 
pay attention If a person is on 
the interstate, the mile marker 
would be an ideal location 
marker If that isn't possible, 
giving an ejcil number or, for 
example, saying I'm twenty 
minutes west of Topeka' 
would also be helpful, Collins 
said 

Collins said that even 
though the new plan might be 
costly, it will be validated 
when it is in full use 

"If just one life is saved, it 
was worth it," he said

Support grows in favor of military action against Iraq

WASHINGTON. DC - 
The White House said interna- 
tional opposition to military 
action against Iraq is softening 
as more world leaders have 
said Saddam Hussein cannot 
be allowed to snub U N. 
weapons inspectors. 

Officials from France, 
Spain, Denmark and the 
Netherlands denounced Sad- 
dam in blunt terms Monday, 
and some allies said military' 
action cannot be ruled out if 
Bush works through the Unit- 
ed Nations to confront him. 

The comments, a significant 



shift in tone among wary US 
allies, came as senior adminis- 
tration officials said Bush 
planned to urge the UN on 
Thursday to demand Saddam 
open weapons iites tn inspet 
tions or face punitive action 

In his address Thursday to 
the UN General Assembly, 
Bush is not expected to set a 
deadline nor spell out the con- 
sequences - leaving the finer 
points to US and U N dipio 
mats who may set a formal res- 
olution - but his address wilt 
make il clear thut military at- 
tion will be taken if Iraq does- 
n't comply, othcials said 

The ofhcials, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said

Bush's case was bolstered 
by the International Institute 
for Strategic Studies, a London 
^roup that issued a report say- 
ing Iraq could build a nuclear 
weapon in a lew months if il 
obtained radioactive material 
It warned, too, of Saddam's 
powerful arsenal of chemical 
nnd biological weapons 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Naji 
Sabri called such claims "false 
pretexts, false accusations" de

Faces In The Dark 

Feminist artist uses political statements as inspiration for mysterious works

TTie firs) things you natice art- the (ates 

The gaunt, minimally detailed, but cumpletcly 
fleshed out faces nf wunien in simple cluthtng stare 
out at the viewer from inside the black environment 
Barbara Waterman- I'elcrs, 1498 K State graduate, 
has created for them 

Standing in frnnt of several of I he paintings is like 
being in front uf an audience The varying expres 
sions and wide eyes of Waterman-Peters' characters 
in her "Women's Series" seem almost in react to 
whoever is watching while other characters in the art 
go on about their business 

Waterman Peters has been working on her 
"Women's Series' since 1992, and her latest install 
ments are now on display at the Strecker-Nelscm 
Gallery, 406 1/2 Pnynl/ until Oct 26 The dark 
paintings all feature women figures in differenl set 
tjngs. Some are interacting and some are alone Some 
are disguised in clown like makeup and some look 
very plain 

The meanings are always different, and if a story 
exists behind any of the works. Waterman Peters isn't 
telling 

"1 don't intend any particular stories, and if there 
is one then it's very loose, and I'm not telling anyone 
what it is," she said "I want the viewer to have the 
opportunity la spin their own tale about what's going 
on" 

Viewers often gravitate to the dark colors and 
themes that permeate Waterman Peters' work when 
coming up with meanings and stories for the art 
That darkness is something the artist has called pro 
tective and safe She associates the darkness with 
shelter such as caves or houses, or the cover of night 
when actions can be hidden. 

But that doesn't mean everyone sees it that way 

"I like to have people come up to me and ask 
questions and tell me Iheir perceptions, and some 
times they bring responses to the work that I hud 
possibly never thought of or intended," she said. 
"Someone once said it looked Satanic, which was 
the farthest thing from my mind, but it gives me food 
for thought" 

The series deals mainly with women and their 
roles, tn fact, none of the paintings contains any 
male figures 'This is derived, in part, from the artist's 
feminist background 

Wsterman- Peters said that while attending Wash 
bum University, where she graduated in 1973, she 
was aware of the feminist movement, but didn't have 
the chance to be an activist 

"i was a young mother and wife taking 18 hours 
of credit to get through so I didn't join any protests 
or anything like that," she said "I was active as an 
individual because 1 had been discouraged from

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studying art and told I should 
learn tiiin^js like shorthand 
and typing. 'I'hose were the 
things It good little woman 
should do'' 

While in graduate school at 
K-State, Waterman- Peters took 
women's studies classes and 
her paintings started to take 
on a dilferenl Feel 

Her first works in the 
■'Women's Series" featured 
women with ugly, contorted, 
sometimes animal faces with 
no arms, or slicks lor arms, and they were devoid of 
all femininity The figures were often victims rc- 
sptmding to circumstances. Now the figures have 
evolved, Waterman- Peters said 

"They have become softer and more naturalistic," 
she said. Instead of being reactive tu things that 
have been done to them and things going on in the 
world, they've assumed a self-confidence that allows 
them to examine their place in the world with more 
power." 

The long lasting and evolving series is not how 
Waterman- Peters began She started out with water 
paintings of landscapes and abstract art. When she 
was working in the 1970s, minimalism and abstract 
were popular and anything figurative was somewhat 
discouraged, she said. 

While working on a political series in response to 
the Gulf War. the destruction of the Berlin Wall and 
other hihloric events, Waterman -Peters said she in- 
cluded two female silhouettes in one piece to give it 
a sense of scale 

"At that point I discovered a whole new thing go- 
ing on,' she said "I had to ask myself why I found 
two female figures confronting each other so disturb 
ing Then I started thinking about the matriarchal 
society I grew up in 

"My father died when I was very young I grew up 
with my mother, my grandmother and my sister, and 
I went III Catholic school where I was taught by 
nuns, so 1 was always surrounded by females" 

At first, the scries didn't seem like a good idea be 
cause Waterman Peters was afraid no one would be 
interested in buy inn 'be art Fortunately, buyers have 
shown more interest in her "Women's Scries" than 
they did in her landscapes 

" Both men and women have been very responsive 
to this work," she said "I think they all find some 
thing different recognisable in the imagery Children 
really seem to like it. and that's the ultimate compli 
inent because if they don't like it, they'll tell you." 

One recurring theme in the work is that of plac- 
ing the figures around a table, such as Ihe women in 
"The Guest 11," and 'A Bone to Pick." Waterman- Pe- 
ters describes the acl of sitting around a table as cul-

tural ritual 

"In families, what is said around the table can be 
very supportive, or wounding, or funny," she said "It 
can be torment to sit with certain people at the table 
and get through a meal 

"Even the order we sit around the tabic and the 
positions take on meaning The formality is mean- 
ingful Is it good China, or plastic *> This is all highly 
charged symbolism, and they are means for me tu 
talk about the figures' roles and positions" 

The Intesi step in the evolution of Waterman Pe- 
ters' art features something new This is the first time 
the artist has shown any piece from her "Women's 
Series" done in watercolor "Calla" is one of the two 
watercolors and features a calla lilly in the fore- 
ground next (o a woman with a painted face. 

"I have been attempting to interpret this series in 
watercolor for a number uf years, but I haven't been 
happy with the results," Waterman Peters said 

As for what comes ncitt. Waterman -Peters is al- 
ready studying for her next pieces 

"I'm doing research on crows for my next paint- 
ing," she said. "I'm watching a video called 'Seven 
Crows a Secret,' and I stop the video as it goes to

Nepal - Royal 
Nepalese Army soldiers launched a 
counterattack Monday after Maoist 
guerrillas killed at least 57 soldiers and 
policemen in a mountainous area 
overnight, a government minister said 

Devendra Raj Kadel. the junior inten 
or minisU-r, said the army was fighting 
near Sandhikhara, about 190 miles west 
of Katmandu, where rebels killed 40 po 
lice and 17 soldiers hours earlier in their 



deadliest assault since the government 
lifted a state of emct^ienty two weeks ago 

"We have reports thai a group of 
rebels who were fleeing from Sand-

DETROIT - In the shadow 
of a bridge that is the busiest 
crossing point between the 
United States and Canada, 
President Bush and Canadian 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien 
declared Monday that a new 
quick pass system for trusted 
regulars would boost security 
and speed commerce between 
the two countries 

"This great and peaceful 
border must be open lo busi 
ness, must be open to people, 
and it's got to be closed to ter 
rorists and criminals," Bush 
said, as a Irickle of trucks ral- 
lied across the flag adorned 
Ambassador Bridge that con- 
nects the two countries "Our 
inspectors will spend less time 
inspecting law abiding citizens 
and more time inspecting those 
who may harm us ' 

Bush also held a behind 
closed -doors session with Ch re 
tien in which he pressed his 
case for action against Iraqi 



leader Saddam flussein Chre 
tien, like many other world 
leaders reluctant to join a mili 
tary campaign against Iraq, has 
said he has yet lo see evidence 
that would justify Canadian 
support 

Neither leader would com- 
ment afterward lo reporters 
and included no mention of 
Iraq in their public remarks 
Bush spokesman Ari Fleischer 
said thai Bush, having not 
asked Chretien to change his 
view, won no commitments 

As they have recently started 
doing with regularity, small 
groups of anti-war protesters 
greeted Bush's motorcade on 
its short trip through town. 
"Drop Bush, not bombs." said 
one handwritten sign 

The small audience of cus- 
toms officials and local busi- 
ness people, which responded 
to Bush's speech with only 
tepid applause in places, also 
seemed more preoccupied with 
Iraq than the day's official topic 
of border security 

"He needs to get the other 



countries behind him before he 
moves." said Dick Pierson, the 
owner of a lumber and building 
wholesale company in New 
Baltimore, Mich , who echoed 
many others present 

Bush and Chretien applaud 
ed two programs meant tu 
speed prcscreened truckers and 
individual traveler* across the 
nations long, shared border - 
which log.s $13 billion in iradi- 
each day 

"The threat of terror will nut 
undermine the security of our 
citizens or hold our econoniie>i 
hostage,' Chretien said 

The Free and Secure Ttadc 
i'rogram will allow US and 
Canadian companies la regis- 
ter, slatting Mi>nday. their 
goods, trucks and drivers with 
the governments ahead ol time 
As of December in Detntil and 
five other crossings, the trucks 
will be able to cross through 
special lanes, their uilormalion 
instantly verified by computer 

Restrictions after the terror- 
ist attacks snarled traffic at the 
border here and resulted in

civil and service installations." 
The spokesman gave no fur- 
ther details 

In Monday's strike, coali- 
tion aircraft used precision- 
guided weapons to hit an air 
defense command and control 
facility near Al Amarah, about 
170 mites southeast of the 
Iraqi capital, the US. Central 
Command said 

The command called it "a 
self-defense measure in re- 
sponse to Iraqi hostile threats 
and acts aguinsi coalition 
forces and their aircraft." 

Monday's strike was in the 
southern /one, set up to pro- 
tect Shiite Muslims, and it was 
the 27th one in the zone this 
year 

In the northern zone, set up 
to protect Kurds, there have 
been 10 this year Both groups 
were given protectiim after un 
successfully revolting against 
the regime of Iraqi leader Sad- 
datii ftusscin 

Counterattacks by coalition 
planes were made 43 times in 
the northern and southern 
2(ines in 2001 and 80 times in 
2000. officials said. Asked if 
Iraq was increasing its attempt 
to shoot down coalition planes 



or the United Stales was trying 
to make some point with the 
frequent retaliations, Pace said 
that over time, the number of 
Iraqi attacks has been fairly 
consistent 

"What we arc certainly try 
ing to do is to not accept that 
at all and to ensure that any 
time that they shoot at our 
coalition aircraft that we re- 
spond," Pace said in an inter- 
view with wire service re- 
porters 

The strikes come as Presi- 
dent Bush"s administration in- 
creases efforts to convince the 
world of the need to overthrow 
Iraqi leader Saddam Hussein, 
and as Iraq wages a campaign 
to rally the world against such 
a move.

$4 1.6- million package 

clears State Department 

to assist military units

WASHINGTON. DC - 
The Stale Department cleared 
the way Monday for provid- 
ing $41.6 million in military 
aid to Colombia after certify 
ing the country's armed 
(orces had met human rights 
standards in three areas 

Release of the funds was 
contingent upon a depart- 
ment finding that the Colom 
bian military had suspended 
personnel guilty of grave hu- 
man rights violations, cooper- 
ated with civilian prosecutors 
in rights cases and was sever- 
ing ties with right wing para- 
military groups 

State Department 

spokesman Kichard Boucher 
said that while the 
certification signifies "real 
progress " in Colombia, "much 
more needs to be done to im- 
prove the human rights per- 
formance of the armed 
forces," 

Congress insisted on the 
three human rights ccmditions 
when it approved military as- 
sistance for Colombia last 



December A certification in 
May led to the release of S61 
million. 

Colombia's defense minis- 
ter, Martha Lucia f^amirez, 
said the certification under- 
scored "'the commitment of 
our security 'orces to respect 
human rightF " 

"'It is important that we 
here in Colombia shed ... the 
belief that our security forces 
violate human rights in 
Colombia." Ramirez told a 
news conference in Bogota, 
the Colombian capital. 

She insisted that Colom 
bia's military and police fight 
an outlawed right-wing para- 
military group with as much 
vigor as it combats leftist 
guerrillas. 

Deputy Secretary of State 
Richard Armitage formally 
certified Colombian compli 
ance Monday morning, 
prompting a strong objection 
[rum William Schulz, execu- 
tive director of Amnesty In- 
ternational USA 

A State Department offi- 
cial, who briefed reporters on 
condition of anonymity, said 
16 Colombian military per- 
sonnel have been suspended 
lor human rights violations in 
recent mrmths, including six 
officers. 

Twenty nine others were 



dismissed for trying to cover 
up the deaths of two civilians. 

In addition, he said, a 
Colombian general, Kodrtgo 
Quinunes, was removed from 
his command based on alle- 
gations that he did nothing to 
prevent the massacre of 21 
civilians by a paramilitary 
unit 

The ofHcial said a second 
massacre in which Qui nones 
has been implicated involved 
the deaths of 27 civilians. 

As for the p;ir;iniililiiry 
units, known by Iheir Spanish 
initials AUC, the official said 
416 members were arrested 
during the first eight months 
of I his year compared with 
590 m all of 2001 

He said another 1 60 others 
were killed in combat 

The AUC, cimsidered a 
terrorist organi/alioo by 
Washington, is made up of 
militias that are accused of 
carrying out most of the mas- 
sacres in Colombia's bloody 
civil war. 

Their links with the 
Colombian military have been 
a sore point here for years, 
particularly among humait 
rights groups 

Schulz said the ties be- 
tween the AUC and the 
Colombian militory still per- 
sist.

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Salina adds 
more flight 
regulations 

Aviation department 

takes steps to heed 

FAA recommendation

Sept 11 affects K-State- 
Salina operations every day 

Marlon lohnston. aviation 
deparUnent head, said K-State- 
Salina has taken an incremen- 
tal approach in adding more 
regulations to flight policies 

The Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration and the govern- 
ment regulate the major air- 
lines, lohnston said, and 
they ve worked to improve se- 
curity measures such as bag- 
gage checks 

K-State-Salina falls under 
the category uf a general avia- 
tion operation because its 
planes weigh less than 12,500 
pounds, lohnston said 

The PAA has not mandated 
any policies for aircraft that fall 
below this point, but has ad- 
vised the campus to take ac- 
tion 

"So far we've taken to heart 
the advisories of the FAA, even 
if we've been unaffected," John- 
ston said "We do have an en- 
hanced security level" 

Part of K-State-Salina's se- 
curity includes an electronic 
card swipe system, but it was 
already in place before the at- 
tacks, he said 

■'We've expanded the system 
to include more flight facilities," 
he said "It's just another step 
to improve the security level" 

Flight mamtenance students, 
faculty and workers now have 
a standard shirt for quick iden- 
tification, lohnston said. He 
said they understand the im- 
portance of increasing aware- 
ness for overall security. 

■*We want to give a full pic- 
ture to our students of this in 
dustry," [ohnston said "Pilots 
arent the only ones who wear 
uniforms" 

lohnston said another 
change K-State-Salina imple- 
mented follows the FAA's guid- 
ance of not accepting (light rat- 
ings from international <iources. 

"International students will 
now have to complete some 
hours at school here," he said 
"We won't just be accepting 
everything now. But that hasn't 
affected us here very much " 

Barney King, professional 
pilot section head, said security 
has tightened considerably fol- 
lowing the attacks. However, 
he said a post-Sept 1 1 visit by 
the FAA didn't require a lot of 
repsonse on K-State-Salina's 
part 

"I think what the FAA visit 
revealed is that we're doing a 
solid job," King said 'We've al- 
so added a section in our poli- 
cies to cover security now" 

King said K-Slate- Salina re- 
quires all students flying planes 
to fly with an instructor He bI-

Vanover said that while 
most results of changes in 
alert level will not be appar- 
ent to the public, people will 
notice a change in the ap- 
pearances of soldiers, who 
will be wearing more combat 
equipment. 

Although she said she was 
not allowed to discuss how 
long this heightened security

anniversary. 

Americans were urged 
Tuesday to be alert but un- 
bowed - go to work, to 
school and on trips ~ despite 
specific threats against U.S. 
interests abroad and less 
credible concerns that ter- 
rorists might attack America 
again. 

"The threats that we have 
heard recently remind us of 
the pattern of threats we 
heard prior to September the 
nth," President Bush said 
on the eve of the anniver- 
sary "We have no specific 
threat to America, but we're 
taking everything seriously."

Agriculture is more than 
fanning - it's a science. That's 
what more than 200 fourth - 
through-sixth grade pupils 
learned Tuesday at the third 
annual Elementary School 
Agronomy Field Day. 

Pupils visited the Agronomy 
Research Farm on Kimball Av- 
enue to Icam about technolo- 
gy, crops, ioll, wind and water 
at 11 interactive stations, |im 
Shroyer, extension agronomist, 
said. Pupils from nine classes 



at Marlatt, Frank Bergman, 
Theodore Roosevelt and Lee 
elementary schools attended 

The event helped introduce 
agriculture to pupils from ur- 
ban areas or without agricul- 
ture backgrounds, he said 

"About 2 p«rcent of the na- 
tion's population is involved in 
production agriculture Where 
are our researchers going to 
come from in the future?" 
Shroyer said. "With that few 
peopie associated with produc- 
tion agriculture, the city kids 
are going to be working in 
agricultural sciences. This is a 
way to whet their appetites" 

Exhibits helped pupils un- 
derstand agricultural science 
and technology. 

A wind tunnel and rainfall 
simulator showed the impor- 
tance of crop residue in mini- 



mizing wind and water erosion 
in fields Other exhibits taught 
about common Kansas weeds 
and how pioneers used them 

Attendees also learned how 
to build a compost pile and 
why compost is important, 
how soil layers are formed and 
which minerals are present in 
each layer, and how crops 
from around the world are 
used in common food prod- 
ucts, Shroyer said. 

Another exhibit, The Liv- 
ing Soil," let pupils view 
through microscopes the tiny 
organisms that make the soil 
"aUve," he said

"We have actually reduced 
the margin on leittbook prices, 
because we have been able to 
purchase a lot more used 
books," he said 

"Any price increases are 
because the manufacturers 
have increased their prices " 



jeH Levin also said prices 
are one of Varney's main 
concerns 

"We know that prices are 
a big factor for students in 
deciding where to shop, and 
we try to stay competitive," 
he said 

Steve Levin said the Union 
store is trying to offer a wider 
variety of items. 

"We are trying lo set a lot 
more merchandise for stu- 
dents," he said. 

"We have the K- State 
T-shirts for $9 99 this year and 
things like that.'" 

Wal-Mart Store Manager 
Itoy Hullett said he thinks

"It seems like every year we 
get more and more competi- 
tive," he said "For example, 
this year we sold five bottles of 
glue for a dollar, and in the 
past it has been three for a 
dollar"' 

Hullett said Wal Mart is al- 
ways looking for new ways to 



offer low-cost merchandise to 
customers. 

"The biggest new thing for 
us this year is Wal-Mart On- 
line," Hullett said 

■ We offer over 500.000 text- 
books online and we think 
that is a big advantage for a 
college student " 

Dan Christian, sales manag 
er at Staples, said prices at his 
store are basically the same as 
in previous years. 

"Some of our prices have 
gone up a little, but others 
have gone down a little," 
Christian said 

"A lot of the main things 
like pencils, paper and note- 



books are pretty close to the 
same prices" 

Staples also is offering more 
networking modem devices 
this year Christian said 

"ft is a big draw for the stu* 
dents," he said.

Union Governing Board discusses bookstore outsourcing response 



Students content with 
changes to bookstore; 
new features in works

The Union Governing Board 
discussed the transition to out- 
sourcing the K-State Student 
Union Bookstore to Varney's 
Book Store at its meeting Tlies 
day 

"We feel very good with the 
move," Bernard Pitts, director 
of the Union said "It was a 
very difficult choice to make, 
but I think it has been for the 
better for our students" 

Steve Levin, manager of the 
Union Bookstore, said Vamey's 
has been well received and has 
kept atl employees who wanted 



to remain. Also, he said, they 
added several student worker 
positions and extended working 
hours 

So far, he said, the process 
has run smoothly 

"The books were here, the 
lines were quicker - if there 
were any - and sales were up," 
Levin said 

Varney's added several fea- 
tures to the store, he said. 
These include dry-clean pick 
up. Digital Shelf DVD rental 
service, an art table and a pick 
up point for film lo be taken lo 
Wolfe's Camera and Video in 
Topeka 

Levin said they will begin a 
delivery service for the movie 
rentals, along with pizza deUv 
ery. 

However because the Union 
chose to outsource to a for- 
profit group, the Educational 



Charge Account Program will 
end The program allowed stu- 
dents who had not yet received 
their financial aid to purchase 
books and put the cost on a 
charge card Once their aid 
came in. they paid it back 

The university helped cover 
the cost, but because Varney"s 
is for-profit, neither K-State nor 
the slate can accommodate the 
program I'itts said the Union 
has a pool of money to contin- 
ue the voucher program this 
fall and spring, but then the 
program will cease. 

Todd Kohman, board mem- 
ber and student body vice pres- 
ident, said he knows that some 
students depend on this to buy 
books, but said that the move 
was beneficial to students 

"For what we got oul of ihe 
deal, ! think its one of the best 
decisions the Union's made fis- 



cally since I"ve been here." 
Kohman said 

To help with the transition, 
books are offered al a lower 
price al the Union Bookstore 
than Vamey's, he said Vamey's 
will also donate .025 percent of 
its net sales to scholarships for 
Union student employees 

"There's u lot of negative 
spin of Varney's taking over, 
like there's a mysterious mo- 
nopoly, but the students are re- 
ally making out better." 
Kohman said 

Also at the meeling, the 
board ruled lo allow ihe distrib 
ution of the Liberty I*ress al the 
Union 

The weekly publication is 
aimed at ihe bisexual, lesbian, 
gay and transgender communi- 
ties ll contains letters, articles 
and lists of events and activities 
of interest 



"This is a very good publica- 
tion to the BLCT population 
who might not have any access 
to this information otherwise," 
leff Powell, representative of 
Queer & Straight Alliance. 
said 

The board also approved the 
donation of about 3,000 text- 
hooks, roughly 50 litles, lo Al- 
abama State University instead 
of sclhng them The books were 
purchased dunng buyback. and 
then not used again by profes- 
sors The bookstore kept liie ti- 
tles so they could be courted as 
assets during financially lough 
years, but when Varney's 
moved in, they did not want to 
keep them 

"The value of the informa- 
tion of the books would he 
much better in the hands of 
students al another university," 
Levin said 



In other discussion, Pitts 
said which projects were com- 
pleted due to the $600,000 the 
Privilege Fee Committee allo- 
cated to the Union last spring 
Pitb said they purchased a new 
freight elevator and new ban 
quet chairs for the ballroom 
and catering rooms The exteri 
or doors at the east and north 
entrances also were replaced. 

Other projects will be 
brought before the board 
throughout the year, Pitts said 

"We have a priority list we 
are using," he said "We'll prob- 
ably spend the entire $600,000 
this year."

University's decision to seli KKSU airtime to WIBW eliminates part of history; 
K-State's lack of research to blame for allowing institution's run come to end 



Editor, 

Many think of historic preservation only in 
terms of buildings But historic preservation al- 
so can deal with intangible things - such as the 
way we act ~ that are as much a part of our 
"roots" as are buildings 

The news of late reports the out-of-court set- 
tlement between K-State and WIBW radio over 
rights to broadcast K State football games 
Someone obviously did not do his homework 
and sold the Mid-America Ag Network exclu- 
sive rights to broadcast K- Stale games for the 
next five years - for $6 million - overlooking 
Ihe fact thai a 1969 contract gave WIBW radio 
the right to broadcast football games. 

Part of the settlement is that WIBW gets to 
buy - for $15 million - the right lo take over 
all of the AM 580 frequency, now used five 
hours each day by KKSU 

What most people do nol realize is that AM 
580 was K-Slale's frequency, acquired in 1924, 
which the university later allowed WIBW to 
use, nol vice vena 

Not long ago I read an article about KKSU 
being one of the last, if not the last, of the stu- 
dent radio stations in the United States sharing 
a frequency with another station - a fairly 
common phenomenon in the early days of 



broadcasting. 

I took some pride in the fact that for yean, 
K- Stale has resisted WlBW's pressures to sell 
its remaining rights to KKSU 

Unfortunately, WIBW used this debacle to 
force K- Stale into a settlement on WIBW'i 
terms, 

The KKSU, originally KSAC. broadcaiU 
have been a kind of "living history," carrying on 
the tradition uf shared-frequency broadcasting 
while fulfilling a role in educating student 
broadcasters, lliat is now to be relegated to the 
dustbin of history, and future generations will 
not be able lo experience it 

They will have to read about it in the history 
books. 

Ironically, other recent news accounts report 
a massive program being undertaken to protect 
the Topeka shiner, a small minnow found in 
many eastern Kansas streams, declared to be an 
endangered species. 

Unfortunately, no one came forward to save 
shared-radio frequency broadcasting from out- 
right extinction, and a 78-ycar epoch of K-State 
broadcasting on AM 580 will soon come to a 
close. 

And we will be the less for it.

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Local songwriter Justin Hulsey packs up acoustic guitar, moves to Nashville

Moving to Nashville can be a daunting task, and 
many songwriters return from the musi- 
cal promised land emplyhanded - or 
worse 

After three weeks, the country capi- 
tal of the world still has some work to 
do if it will stifle Manhattan singer 
songwriter Justin Hulsey s optimism 

Things arc going really well for only 
being here a couple of weeks." Hulsey 
said. "I miss Manhattan like cra/y 1 
didn't want to leave, but sometimes you 
just have to" 

After the release of his second album, "Running 
Upon the Wires,' which tame out in July, Hulsey, 21 
years old, decided it was time to make the move to 
Nashville in hopes of making connections and fur- 
thering his music career 

For Hulsey, the mental aspect of leaving his com 
fori zone in Kansas was the hardest part of deciding 
to move However, he says he feels like he is sup 
posed to be there and will make the best of it 

Hulsey said he isn't the hm bit worried about 
what will happen if things don't work out in 
Nashville He h there because he loves to play 

After attending KStale for 3 years as an English 
major, Hulsey said he doesn't plan on going back to 
school unless he is left with no other options. 

"I'm going to make il work nut," he said "It's not 
about making it big It's just about playing" 

So far, Hulsey has been singing in booked perfor- 
mances and at the few open-mic nights available In 
Manhattan and the surrounding area, open mics arc 
set up for any artist who wants to be heard But in 
Nashville, many times, if you don't get booked, you 
don't play 

Despite the limited venues he can play, Hulsey 
said he has kept himself busy working on an idea tor 
a new album He is also spending plenty of time writ- 
ing, 

"I have 14 songs ready to record, but it will be a 
different process from the last album I recorded, be- 
cause it won't be as polished sounding," he said "My 
new stu0 sounds more acoustic-lolk " 

The production of 'Running Upon the Wires" 
turned out to be an educational experience fur both 
Hulsey and its producer, Ty Kasper. Kaspcr helped 
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Hulsey achieve the slick sound on the album and 
said his work wasn t planned, but he was glad it hap- 
pened 

"Tbis was the first ulbum I had ever recorded, and 
Justin was kind of going out on a limb 
with nic," Kasper said 

Hulsey said he only planned on 
recording a demo, but before it was all 
over, he had recorded a full album with 10 
songs Typically, Hulsey performs without 
a band, but for this albuni he worked with 
llif Wichita band Applewood. 

"The whole process went really 
well," Hulsey said. "It was realty good to 
work with a band, and we were able to 
produce a really clean album" 

Kasper said Hulsey is a mature songwriter, and 
with any luck, he'll have a bright future ahead 

"It will do the world good to have more songwrit- 
ers like him," Kasper said " Hc"s a very honest, pas- 
sionate writer I really respect the fact that Justin 
doesn"t like to tell people what he thinks his songs 
are about because he wants people to find their own 
meaning" 

Kasper added that one of Hulsey's strong points is 
the unique approach he lakes to the guitar 

"I think he is amazing."" Kasper said "He sees the 
guitar differently than a lot of people do He sees it in 
seven or eight different tunings and takes songs from 
that His approach to guitar playing is different than 
anyone else"s, and it just blows me away" 

Hulsey "s recent perfonnances in Manhattan have 
been at Auntie Mae's Parlor and 12th St. Pub. but his 
very first performance was at The Lighthouse when 
he was only a junior in high school 

The Lighthou.'ie, a three story house occupied by 
Christian college students, was where events such 
as poetry readings tind performances happened 
Al the time, Hulsey said this first show seemed 
like a big aciomplishment because he had to play 
for an older uudience. 

Hulsey said sont,wnting has intrigued him ever 
since he started playing the guitar He immediately 
had the desire to write songs because he was fas- 
cinated with writing 

"Music is the only constant thing that has 
pushed me," Hulsey said "I get a feeling and just 
have to write It"s a passion" 

Hulsey keeps the focus on bis lyrics to con- 
centrate on good, honest writing, he said 



"My goal is to be honest with what I say," Hulsey 
said '"It"s about tellinjj things from tny point of view, 
and a lot of it is therapy" 

Thougli his parents have always supported his pas- 
sion (or music, they never pushed him into playing 
Hulsey said there was no one in particular who 
helped him get where he is today, though he was a 
Pearl jam Ian while growing up and was influenced 
by Jackson Brown. 

He said he is independent, and music always has 
been something he has dune i.ui his own Hulsey 
writes with hopes that everyone can gain something 
different from listening to his music 

"I hope people can listen to my songs and apply 
them to their own lives," 
Hulsey said. 'It"s like 
rending a book 
Everyone will 
probably get 
something 
different out 
of it ""

The al-Qaeda operative 
who provided some of the in- 
formation has been in the cus- 
tody of an unidentified foreign 
country for several months, 
but he has not been publicly 
identified. 

Ashcrofi said the govern- 
ment also has learned of plans 
in the Middle East to launch 
one or more suicide attacks 
against U.S. interests. "At this 



time, we have no specific in 
formation as to where these at- 
tacks might occur,' Ashcroft 
said 

The intelligence community 
believes the most likely targets 
at home and abroad are trans 
portation and energy facilities 
or other symbols of U.S pow- 
er, such as military facilities, 
embassies and national monu- 
ments, he said 

"In addition, US intelli- 
gence has concluded that low- 
er-level al-Qaeda operatives 
may view the Sept 11 anniver 
sary as a suitable time to lash 
out in even small strikes to 
demonstrate their worldwide 
presence and resolve." 
Ashcroft said 

"Widely dispersed, unso- 
phislicated strikes are possi- 
ble," he warned. 

U.S. officials found little so 
lace in the fact that the threats 
focused on overseas targets; a 
similar pattern was detected 
just before the Sept. 1 1 attacks, 
they said 

"Americans need to go 
about their lives," Bush said

Sept. 1 1 attacks 
don't change 
: attitudes of 
those learning 
in foreign lands

Dan tJndahl wasn't worried 
about boarding a plane just 
weeks after the Sept. U at- 
tacks. 

But bis mother was 

"My mom didn't want me to 
go," Lindahl, senior in business 
marketing, said "But I wasn't 
worried I felt safer" 

Ltnduhl moved to Munich, 
Germany, just weeks after the 
Sept. 1 1 attacks to attend the 
University of Munich on a 
5ludy abroad program. He said 
moving to a foreign country af- 
ter the attacks was strange be- 



cause it didn't affect the peo- 
ple of Munich the same way it 
did him. 

"They watched the news all 
the time like we did here, but 1 
don't think they were affected 
near to the extent we were," he 
said 

Crissan Zeigler, internation- 
al programs adviser, said only 
three students decided not to 
go abroad last fall because of 
the Sept U attacks She said 
the attacks put things into per 
spectivc for students abroad, 
but it didn't really change the 
program 

"Essentially it just made us 
more conscious of safety," she 
said. 

Zeigler said there was initial 
concern from students and 
parents who were either going 
abroad or were already abroad, 
hul they were able to assure 
everyone that safety was the 
No. 1 issue. 

"Right after the attacks we 
got immediate responses from 
all the study abroad sites stat- 
ing that our students were 
fine," she said. "Wc got letters 
from all the students and they 
all had initially positive reac- 



tions from their hosts." 

The Sept n attacks 
spurred the international pro- 
grams ofHce to do several 
things. One was to make con- 
tact lists of all parents of study 
abroad students. Another was 
to send information to every 
US embassy to make the dif- 
ferent countries aware of the 
American students present 
there 

Lastly, Zeigler said they 
sent letters from the office to 
parents and students who were 
abroad, informing them of 
where they could follow U.S. 
news and developments. She 
said one of the things that con- 
cerned students most was that 
they didn't know what was go- 
ing on in America. 

"Many students were con- 
fused because they would 
watch the news and not under- 
stand," she said. 

They would just see a 
plane hitting the Worid Trade 
Center." 

Zeigler said another con> 
cern of the international pro- 
grams office right away was 
the treatment of Muslim stu- 
dents on campus 



'While there were no seri- 
ous incidents, when we talked 
to Muslim students they said 
the most difficult thing was 
that no Americans reached out 
to befriend them." Zeigter said. 
"They felt bereft of American 
friendship." 

She said it also was impor- 
tant to contact parents of in- 
ternational students at K-State 

"We wrote to all the parents 
of students here," she said. 
"Some of them thought that 
Manhattan, New York, was 
Manhattan, Kansas" 

The international programs 
office and study abroad pro 
gram hasn't been changed be 
cause of the attacks, Zeigler 
said, but it has made partici- 
pants take on a new way of 
seeing the world. 

"There is a huge difference 
in understanding tragedy from 
the international perspective," 
she said 

"Things like this happen all 
the time in other countries. 
Why is the United States so 
special'^ It really shows us how 
lucky we are that this would 
stop the United States from 
functioning." 



Iraqi official calls for

BAGHDAD, Iraq - In 
conflicting signals, a senior 
Iraqi ofli:ial on Tiiesday 
called on Arabs to rise and 
"confront" America, barely a 
day after another official said 
Iraq wanted to be a trade 
partner, not a battlefield foe, 
with the United States, 

In the United Nations, 
meanwhile, chief arms inspec- 
tor Hans Blix said there was 
no evidence from aerial pho- 
tos or other sources that Iraq 
has weapons of mass destnic- 
lion or is trying to build them 
But he added there are still 
"many open questions" about 
Iraq's weapons programs that 
need lo be answered. 

He urged Iraq to allow 
U.N inspectors back and reit- 
erated that if Baghdad coop- 
erated fully with inspections, 
he could recommend that the 
Security Council suspend 
sanctions within a year

The case against K-State ju- 
nior fullback Travis Wilson has 
been settled ' 

At his preliminary hearing 
Tuesday, Wilson pleaded guilty 
to one misdemeanor count of 
criminal damage to property 
and one misdemeanor count of 
obstruction of the legal 
process He will go on diver- 
sion for the tirH count and be 
put on probation for 12 
months for the second charge 

Wilson originally was 
charged with a felony count of 
criminal damage to property, 
but it was reduced (o a misde- 
meanor. 

Assistant Riley County At- 
torney Valerie Peterson said 
the slate made the decision to 
lessen the charge based on in- 
vestigations^ 

"We just decided it was a 
fair resolution provided the in- 
vestigation that was done. He 
had no prior criminal history, 
we felt he was a good candi- 
date for the misdemeanor crim- 
inal damage, and the obstruc- 
tion we fell was an appropriate 
action for him given his actions 
that night," Peterson said

Trees presented 
in remembrance 
of attack victims

Alter the Sept 11 attacks, 
the Student Governing Associa- 
tion decided to memoriatiie 
those who had lost iheir lives 
by planting three Allee Chinese 
Elm trees in the K-State Stu- 
dent Union PIszb 

The trees, which were plant- 
ed Sept 19, 2001, were dedi- 
cated in a eeremtmy Wednes- 
day Sludenis and urgani/.alions 
were invited to tie white rib- 
bons on the trees commemorat- 
ing the victims and heroes of 
Sept U 

The trees were planted as 
the result of an SGA resolution 
that urged the memoriaUzation 
of the victims of the tragedy, 
said Dea Brokesh, one of the 
landscape architects who 
helped with the project 

In the Student Senate meet- 
ing following Sept 11. 2001 
former student body president 
Kyle Barker and faculty repre- 
sentative Hill Muir brought up 
the idea of a memorial, Muir 
said. 

Donations were accepted 
during ihc meeting lo pay for 
the tree^, Muir said 

"i made the promise to all 
the senators that I would mutch 
whatever they put iniu the hat, 
which ended up being $400," 
Muir said 

Stale funding paid for the re- 
mainder of the cost, Brokesh 
said. 

Along with the trees is a 
plaque (hat slates in memory 
of the (he human lives that 
were lost on September 11, 
2f)01 in New York City. Wash- 
ington. DC and Pcrmsylvania, 
and to honor the courage, spin! 
and strength of the people of 
the United Stales of America." 

Brokesh said she picked 
Chinese Elms, also known as 
Lace BIms. because of their 
popularity on the Bast Coast 

"The tree ts commonly 
found in the areas where the 
attacks happened." Brokesh 
said. "Also, it's similar lo the 
American Elm hul a loi more 
resistant to Dutch Elm disease" 

It was important to SGA 
thai the trees Mere larger than 
the average transplanted tree, 
Muir said 

"These were big trees al- 
ready when we got them They 
were close to mature size after 
only being planted seven or 
eight months," he said "Every- 
one who helped donate was re- 
ally happy because the trees 
were big" 

T^e trees also are getting a 
favorable response from stu 
dents 

"I think the trees are a really 
nice addition to the courtyard 
area, as opposed to just con- 
crete like it was last year," Ryan 
Cloyd, sophomore in psycholo- 
gy, said 

Cloyd said he did have one 
concern about the accompany- 
ing plaque 

"They could have made the 
plaque big enough to see when 
you're walking by, instead of 
looking like a utility outlet," he 
said 

Because there were no dedi- 
cations for the trees when they 
were planted, Wednesday's cer- 
emony gave everyone involved 
a chance to formally dedicate 
the trees, 

'When Ihe trees were plant- 
ed last September we just stuck 
them in the ground," Muir said 
"At this ceremony, we were 
able to get them officially rec 
ognized."

"On this anniversary, let us pause 
and remember those who were lost and 
those who sacrificed to aid others and 
those who grieve," Mayor Ed Klimek 
said "Bui also let us honor them all by 
furthering Ihe cause of freedom and 
democracy in our lives" 

Klimek urged residents Wednesday 
night at the Sept. 1 1 Tribute in City 
Park to honor those who protect the 
city He then honored local heroes by 
recognizing Ihe fire department, police 
department and EMS. 

Klimek ihen read a city prnclama- 
lion dedicating Sept II. 2002, as "Al- 
ways Remember 9/11 Day" 

"We salute the heroism of public 
safety and rescue workers, volunteers 
and local officials and those who re- 
sponded to these tragic events with 
courage, selfless compassion, determi- 
nation and skill We dedicate Sept II, 
2002, as Always Remember 9/11 Day' 
- a day to mourn, reflect and reded i 
cate ourselves lo ending terrorism in 
commemoration of the anniversary of 
the terrorist allacks" 

To honor the victims, Klimek en- 
couraged citizens to sustain Iheir new- 
found patriotism through vulunleerism. 
community involvement and service 

Renee Spurlock, who was sent twice 

10 Ground Zero for ihe Red Cross Dis- 
aster Team, agreed 

She thanked the community for do- 
nating lo the Red Cross and discussed 
her experience while in New York She 
Ihen urged the community to volunteer 

'We can'i control what other people 
do," she said, "but we can control our 
response lo il" 

President of the Manhattan Cham- 
ber of Commerce Lyie Butler applaud- 
ed the city for ils response after Sept 

11 He said that when the World Trade 
Center lowers were destroyed, about 
19,000 businesses were lost But after u 
week, consumer spending returned in 
New York And il returned in the Utile 
Apple, too 



He quoted then-chairman of the 
US Chamber of Commerce Steve Van 
Andel. 

"The spirit of enterprise doesn't live 
in buildings,'" he said "'It lives in the 
hearts and minds of all Americans.' 
Steve's words prove true." 

He said Americans have demonstrat- 
ed their commitment to free enterprise 
and democracy 

'In addition to paying homage to the 
thousands of innocent people who lost 
their lives one year ago today, one of 
the best things we can do as Ajnericans 
is to strengthen our resolve, and that is 
to continue supporting the economy," 
Butter said. "These folks did not win." 

The sacrifice of those who lost their 
lives Sept 1 1 will never be forgotten, 
he said 

Mohammad Al-Deeb, representative 
of Manhattan's Islamic Center, agreed. 

He said it is important to remember 
that those who committed the horrific 
acts do not represent all Muslims 

"I'm here to say that in Islam, there 
is no rcHim - there is no place - for ter- 
rorism," Al-CJecb said. 

He said it is important to make a 
distinction between the behavior of the 
terrorists and Islam 

He also urged the community to vis- 
it the local mosque and educate them- 
selves about Islam 

"We all know that knowledge is 
power, so it is good to arm yourself 
with knowledge about other cultures, 
other religions," he said 

Following the speeches, there was a 
candlelight vigil The Manhattan Mu 
nicipal Band, which played patriotic 
songs throughout the evening, then per 
formed 'God Bless America" 

During Ihe performance, David 
McGillis, Manhattan resident, was one 
who extended his candle into Ihe air. 

McGillis sal with his son. daughter 
and mother-in-law, while his wife and 
oldest son performed in the band Last 
year. McGillis said, he was unable to be 
with his family on Sept 1 1 because he 
was in Kuwait for the army.

Bush Strategists consider deadline for renewed weapons inspections 



President to offer 
reasi>ns (nr war in Iraq

President Bush will use a 
UN speech Thursday to de 
mand that Iraq admit weapons 
inspectors and ki urge world 
leaders to insist un Saddam 
Hussein's compliance. US of 
ficials said 

Bush intends lo cite a list of 
ut least a dozen instances in 
which Ihe Iraqi president de- 
fied UN resolutions calling 
for inspections of suspected 
weapons sites and for disarma- 
ment 

At the same time. Bush 
hopes to gather support fnmi 
reluctant allies and others for 
using force against Iraq 
Bush's strategists, meanwhile. 
are considering setting a dead 
line with serious consequences 
if Saddam halks. 

The implicit warning of 
US. military action to remove 
Saddam from power would 
come in a UN Security Coun 
cil resolution by Britain A ve 
lo by Russia, China f>r France 



would kill the measure 

A senior US official said 
Bush is going lo make clear 
that the current regune in Iraq 
is an outlaw regime, that it has 
defied U N resolutions for 1 1 
years now 

Bush's national security ad- 
viser has put the matter in 
stark terms, saying that with 
Iraq's buildup of destructive 
weapons "we don'i want the 
smoking gun to be a mush- 
room cloud," he said 

Secretary of State Colin 
Powell did some preliminary 
diplomacy on Wednesday, dis- 
cussing what he described as a 
need lo enforce Security 
Council resolutions with Ihe 
foreign ministers of the other 
four permanent council mem- 
bers - Britain, China, France 
and Russia - along with his 
German and Australian coun- 
terparts 

Bush contends he docs not 



need new legal authority lo 
use force to try to oust Sad- 
dam 

The White House cites 
U.N resolutions dating from 
1990-91 Persian Gulf war that 
reversed Iraq's annexation of 
Kuwait 

Britain is solidly in the US 
camp, but German Chancellor 
Gerhard Schroeder has dis- 
missed military action as an 
"adventure" and other foreign 
leaders have expressed doubts 
Bush has said he is prepared 
to act unilaterally if need he 

Israel's foreign minister.

hast year America battled an inanimate contaminant 
that lurked between the folds of an envelope. 

This year, our foe hovers alKive, around and some- 
times upon us. 

Although anthrax and the West Nile vims are completely dif- 
ferent threats - one obvious difference being malicious intent 
veraus the random chance of fatality - these afflictioiu share a 
common Iwnd: their celebrity. 

News of senators scrambling from their ofTices a year ago is 
now replaced with ominous information regard- 
ing infected cattle and suspicious blood 
transfusions. 

Though forlorn faces relay caustic facts of 
malicious insects out for more than our 
blood, there are a few facts that should be 
clarified to quell the fears of the misin - 
formed and misled. 

Rrst, the media have pounced upon this 
story as if this virus is 
breaking 
news 

For 
Americans, 
yes, this b a 
retattvety re- 
cent threat. 
For the east- 
em hemisphere, 
this disease is old 
news - more than 60 
years old, in fact. 

The first document 
ed case of a human 
infected with the 
West Nile virus 
mu in 1937. 

According to 
the Center for In- 
tegration of Nat- 
ural Disaster In- 
formation, this 
dbease was primarily 
concentrated in 
Africa. West Asia and 
the Middle East 

Human infection 
was nut documented in the 
western hemisphere until 
1999. 

Although this virus is wide 
spread, the chance of fatality is ex- 
tremely low 

It is estimated that less than 1 per- 
cent of humans who come in contact 
with the virus will develop any serious 
afflictions, states cimliuigs.gov 

One out of 1,000 victims of West 
Nile will fuffer from diseases such as 
meningitis, a swelling of the spinal chord 
or encephalitis, an inflammation of the 
brain 

Neither of these ailments sound too 
appealing, t)ut take comfort in the 
odds Unless you're as lucky as 1 am at 
gambling, you're most likely to elude 
these painful side effects 

In fact, the majority of humans ex- 
posed to the virus have no rccogniz 
able symptoms 

To further reassure those 
hypochondriacs on campus, the 
Centers lor Disease Control has re 
ported no cases of any Kansans 
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testing positive for the West Nile vim* to date. 

Mosquitoes are considered the primary carrier 
of the virus, and the only real threat of infection for 
htunans. 

Thou^ mosquitoes attain the virus from dit- 
eased birds, there have twen no cases of bird- to- human 
transmission so far. 

Though common sense might seem an anti(|ual- 
ed arsenal against such a malady, it's the best preventive meaiure 
for this incurable disease.

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RCPD cracks down quietly 

Police department 
implements program 
using unmarked cars

The Riley County Police De- 
partment h using unmarked 
tars to patrol traffic and track 
duwn on speeding in Manhat- 
tan. 

"We are using some slick lop 
vehicles, which have red lights 
and sirens, and are different 
colors, but they jusl don't have 
the lights on top," RCI'D Ejtec- 
ulive Director Mike Watson 
said 

The department began using 
the cars last week and will uti- 
lize them in areas where people 
complain of speeding and at 
sites of numerous traffic acci- 
dents 

The use of the unmarked 
cars will continue in the future. 
Watson said 

The unmarked cars will give 
police officers an element of 
surprise in tracking speeding. 
In the past, Watson said, the 
department would receive com- 
plaints about certain areas and 
dispatch a traffic officer lu pa- 
trol the area The speeding 
would decrease when the offi- 
cer was on patrol, but it in- 
creased when the patrolling 
stopped. 



"We have always ran radar," 
LI. Kurt Moldrup of the RCPD 
said "We ran the radar gun, 
and when the unit is gone, they 
sped up again" 

With the untnarked cars, 
Watson said he hopes speeds 
will remain lower 

"Thai is the only reason thai 
we wrile lickels," Watson said. 
"Thai money goes to the state 
(»f Kansas or ihe city of Man- 
hattan, and not the RCPD 
Thai, and to cul down on acci- 
dents " 

Watson said police officers 
often are dispatched to areas 
where residents ctjniplain of 
speeding, school zones and 
around bus slops in Manhattan 
He said K-State Police jt»inlly 
palrols areas surrounding the 
campus wiih fiCPD 

I.,ocations where the most 
speeding tickets occur and pre- 
liminary reports of I he program 
were unavailahlf 

The program started just two 
weeks into K Slote's academic 
year 

However. Moldrup said 
there isn't necessarily a connec- 
tion between the usage of un- 
marked cars and classes starl- 
ing Still, he said an increase in 
population can increase the 
amount of traffic problems 

ii is tnorc the volume 
When you have 20,000 more 
people, you have a higher 
chance of accidents when you 
have a higher influx of people 
in town," Moldrup said

A proposal passed by City 
Commission on Tuesday could 
make ordering liquor similar 
to ordering fast food. 

Passed on a 4-1 vote, the 
proposal will transform Ihe 
former Mini's Diner, on Ihe 
corner of 1 1th and Moro 
streets, into 11th Street 
Liquors 

Mark Bylkas, local busi- 
nessman, said he is establish- 
ing lllh Street Liquors be- 
cause he believes it is a 
convenient way to distribute 
and receive liquor 

This proposal. Alcohol Bev- 
erage Contri>l officials said, is 
not uncommon to Kansas. The 
idea of having a liquor store 
with a drive thru window was 
established around the early 
1990s 

"There is nothing in the 
Liquor Control Act thai pro- 
hibits ihem,' said Lisa Kaspar, 
spokeswoman for the State 
Revenue Office, which ABC is 
a part of 

Commissioners were con- 



cerned the lurnoff from Moro 
Street onto Uth Street, where 
the drive-thru would be locat- 
ed, would cause traffic disrup- 
tion. However, Chuck lackson, 
chairman of the zoning board, 
said he didn't see any prob- 
lems with Ihe proposal since 
Moro Street was changed into 
a one-way 

"The traffic flow on lllh 
Street is down 50 percent 
since it was changed into a 
one-way street, and 1 believe 
Ihal this type of business will 
nol cause too much disruption 
lo traffic," Jackson said 

"After all, we are talking 
about a liquor store, not a fasl- 
food restaurant." 

Another concern was peo- 
ple did not know where to en- 
ter or leave the drive-thru, but 
additions were made in the 
proposal for signs to be put up 
for entering and exiting Ihe 
business 

Bylkas said although Ihe 
proposal has its risks, which 
were pointed out by residents, 
he is prepared to meet ihem. 

"If someone pulls up, and 
they've obviously been drink- 
ing something, we are nol go- 
ing to sell lo them," he said "I 
would never do anything to 
make the drinking and driving 
situation worse, but the people

Bylkas said it will be more 
difficult to tell whether some 
one is underage. However, hu 
plans on asking for identifica- 
tion from everyone His main 
concern, he said, is trying to 
deled whether someone has 
had loo much alcohol before 
driving up to the drive-thru 
window. 

"If they come into the 
store, they are easier lo identi- 
fy." he said 'That's why if we 
notice thai their speech is 
somewhat slurred, we won't 
sell lo ihem Under no circum 
stances will wc sell lo minors 
Everyone who drives through 



is going lo get carded unless 
they look like they're 55 years 
..Id" 

Shauna Laauwc, cily plan- 
ner, said Ihe board of zoning 
reviewed Ihe rezoning applica- 
tion under the conditional use 
criteria. 

The criteria used to consid- 
er the proposal is called con 
ditionul use because it is a dri- 
ve-thru business 

Under the conditional use, 
the board has to look at Ihe 
effect of the proposal on adja- 
cent properties, Laauwe said 
she has nol heard an objection 
from neighboring businesses 
concerning the proposal 

"Some people will think 
thai having a liquor store with 
a pick-up window is wrong," 
Bylkas said, 'mostly because 
they think it promotes drink- 
ing and driving However, 
that s not my plan 

"The board saw that I was 
proposing to open a store thai 
will provide convenience to

Scissors, glue, old magazines aren't just for Icindergarten projects 

Pasting It Together 
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International collages on 
display at Beach Museum

Scissors, glue and old maguzines aren't just fur 
kindergarten prujccts 

Gluing pieceii uf puper to a painted or unpainted 
surface is, believe it or not. a rt'spetted and valid art 
fonn But the craft (if collage doesn't end there Col- 
lage often incorporates another medium along with 
the paper, said Lynda Andruii. curator of '"Hie Inter- 
national Collage Exhibit", a display on show m the 
William T Kemper Art Gallery in the K Slate Student 
Union 

"Like all art, collage is used as a way of expres 
sion, and artists use all sorts of mediums in collage," 
she said. "Srime people combine painting, drawing. 
clay and metaU in their collage to <ihow how they feel 
about something 

"Musi of ihe lime the items used are found and 
someone had previousily used ihem Most artists use 
writing somehow, so there is lext and communicalion 
on several levels " 



Collage started in 1912 when Picasso pasted a 
piece of commercially printed paper to his cubist 
painting Chair Caning, according to wumcoHage- 
towncotn 

The exhibit features work 
from 27 well known collage 
artists from 6 countries, and 
will be on display until Sept. 
20 

Andrus, associate professor 
of art and head of the S-D de- 
sign department, is also one of 
the artists with work in the ex- 
hibit 

"I originally started off in ce- 
ramics but then got into col- 
lage." Andnis said. 'That seems 
to he sort of a iuntp, hut about every famous modem 
artist has worked in collage one time or another " 

Andrus said her S-D design classes will be study- 
ing the pieces used and will then communicate with 
the artists one on one.

Officials offer tips on understanding instructors' speech patterns; 
evaluations should improve classroom learning environment

Ronald Downey, associate 
provust, said five years agti the 
survey showed that about 15 
out of 250 GTAs had serious 
problems tonittiunitatiri)! effec 
lively with their students- 
Officials also discovered that 
bath native and non- native 
I'nglish-speaking GTAs had dif 
fictilty 

Now the number is down to 
an averaite of two or three 
problem eases in llie fall seines- 
ler and an average of zetu in 
the spring 

Each year, the surveys are 
given to new GlAs 

Surveys are distributed early 
in the semester in case the 



GTAs need help 

Downey said the number uf 
GTAs who don't effectively 
communicate with their stu- 
dents has dropped dramatically 
since K State started conduct 
ing the survey. 

Downey said the niost com- 
mon problems GTAs have with 
communicating are with vol- 
ume, heavy accents, and the in- 
ability to understand or answer 
students' questions. 

Soonlae An. assistant profes- 
sor for the A Q Miller School 
of luurnalism and Mass Com- 
munications, has been teaching 
at K State for two years An is 
from Seoul, South Korea, and 
has lived in the United States 
for eight years 

"I was concerned that stu 
dents would find it difficult to 
understand my accent," An 
said. 

However, she said she has 
never had any students tell her 
they had a problem under- 
standing her 

When An lectures, she dis 



plays a Cuwerl'oint outline on 
an overhead projector 

However, she said she does 
not provide the outline for stu- 
dents to compensate for her ac- 
cent - she does it to add to the 
class 

"I find just talking to be very 
boring I try to produce supple- 
mentary material to make it 
more interesting," An said 

Marc Johnson, dean of the 
College of Agriculture, said if 
students have problems under- 
standing the instructor, they 
should try to sit closer to the 
front of the class 

"It's a real important oppor- 
tunity for students to learn to 
communicate with individuals 
with different speech patterns," 
lohnson said "If one goes into 
public service, they're going to 
run into people whose native 
language is some other lan- 
guage. It's only by exposure 
that one can start to I earn word 
and sound patterns so students 
can learn to respond to other

though Ihe United Slates and 
Israel have made clear that af- 
ter two years of Mideast vio- 
lence, they no longer consider 
him a parUier for peacemaking. 
Critics tended to blame Arafat's 
aides, and not the longtime 
leader himself 

While many Palestinians 
Hnd fault with Arafat, they say 
they resent US efforts lo Iry to 
push him aside and chafe at 
meddling in their affairs 

None of the central figures 
in the Palestinian leadership 
have said they would run 
against Arafat One key figure 
militia leader Marwan 
Barghouli - is in an Israeli 
prison, and another, parliament 
speaker Ahmed Qureia - did 
not play a major role in 
Wednesday's parliamentary 
challenge.

6 police officers injured in raid at suspected al-Qaeda hide-out; 2 militants killed, others captured in 3-hour battle

KARACHI, Pakistan - Po 
lice commandos fought a 
pitched battle with alQaedu 
suspects holed up in an apart- 
ment Wednesday, with conibal 
spilling out onto adfoining 
rooftops Two suspects were 



killed and five captured in the 
fighting, as Pakistan stepped up 
pressure on the remnants of the 
terrorist movement a year after 
it made its mark on the world 

Si)c officers, including two 
intelligence agents. were 
wounded when police stormed 
the top-floor apartment and 
the rooftop where the gunmen 



held out aiainst hundreds of 
troops in ijie street and on the 
roofs of nearby apartment 
blocks Two of the wounded 
were reported in critical condi- 
tion , 

Police said one of ihe dead 
militants and one of those ar- 
rested were Arabs, but their na- 
tionalities were not known 



The rest were Afghans, he said 
The federal Interior Ministry 
in Islamabad confirmed all the 
gunmen were foreigners but re- 
leased no further information 

Police seized a laptop com- 
puter and "literature, ' plus iin 
arsenal of assault rilles, subma- 
chine guns, pistrds and hand 
grenades, said an intelligence

The nation helcj its breath that day 

And now it is sbwly starting to exhale - but 
few seem to forget 

The day the teironsts slammed two planes into 
the World Trade Center, one into the Pentagon 
and one into a Penntylvaiiia field will forever be 
in America's memories - Sept, 1 1 , the day the na- 
tion witnessed the murder of thousands of inno-

"It bumped us 180 
degrees on our head," 
said Tony jurich, 
K- State professor who 
has friends and family 
in New York and Wash- 
ington, 0,C.

on, starting to adjtJtt But people will never forget. 
"It makes you pause for thought," said Jennifer 
Bambach, who works for K-State Online and 
moved to Kansas from New Vork last April "\ go 
through every day remembering what happened 
and thanking God that I was here in Kansas and 
not in New York" 

But while counting her blessings - including 
that a sorority sister who works in the Pentagon is 
alive today - Bambach is also remembering her 
loites - a former friend and co worker wivo left 
behind a wife and child when he died in the 
World Trade Center 

And there is still more pain. Her boyfriend, a 
captain in the Army, is stationed in Fort Knox, 
Ky , right now waiting for the next military step in 
Operation Enduring Freedom 

"It affects rac big time," she said. "The pictures 
don't show you half of what goes on down there 
A friend told me that in one grade school class, 26 
out of the 30 children had lost one or both par- 
ents That reality is hard to handle" 

And the reality of what happened a year ago 
today has changed America Citizens have adjust- 
ed to a different way of life, although the changes 
might be less dramatic than they expected 

"I have began to accept them," Malone said "It 
just seems normal now" 

The securitA,' searches at the airport took her by 
surprise when she flew last November, but when 
she made the trip home to New Jersey this sum- 
mer, she didn't even think twice - it had become 
routine, While walking down Times Square in 
New York, Malone pays little attention to the po- 
lice officers dressed in full gear and holding 
loaded weapons 

"It is normal," she said. "1 know why they are 
there."

When army veteran Diana Chapel sees the 
American flag, she gets a lump in her throat 
Since Sept. 11, her eyes well up with tears 
when the "Star Spangled Banner " is played 

"I was in the army far 22 years, so wc have 
always been patriotic," Chapel said "We have 
always hung our American flag. My husband 
has 100 flags he puts out for Memorial Day 
and the Fourth of July" 

When she saw the planes crash into the 
World IVade Center a year ago, her love for 
America only grew stronger 

"I think it reinforced what we already felt," 
Chapel said "It made us appreciate that much 
more what the military does, and firefighler? 
and police officers. We are reminded once 
again how very important they are for us to 
enjoy the kind of life we have." 

After Sept. 11, Manhattan was colored with 
red, white and blue, and candlelight vigils re 
newed the love tor America's freedom and jus- 
tice. 

The terrorist attacks also reminded Todd 
Kohman, student body vice president, how 
grateful he is to live in the United States. 

"I think my patriotism is high," he said "I 
was still in shock the day afterward, and 1 
didn't even know what was going on. 1 didn't 
know how to feel or who to be mad at. 

"But now that it's been a year, 1 have had 
time to think about it I am proud to be a citi- 
zen of the US I am just happy to live in the 
greatest country in the world" 

The weeks after the Sept 1 1 attacks healed 
the hearts of Manhattan citizens Flags on 
Pojmtz Avenue flew at half mast and people 
were glued to their TVs 

And although most K- State students never 
felt the direct effects of having a loved one die 
in the attacks, the patriotic spirit has re- 
mained

Attendance surged at other 
local churches, too Nation-

Pastor David Thompson, of 
Westview Community Church, 
said people have changed 
spiritually since that day.

They also are making more

"We have seen more of a 
seriousness about life and

Where wai God on Sept 1 1 ? 
How can we help? 

Sunday morning after the 
attacks, Thompson addressed 
these in his sermon But peo- 
ple still have some questions,

The life of one Fort Riley 
soldier will never be Che same 
One year later, he continues to 
feel the affects in his profes-

At 19 years old, Spt. 
Michael lluddlcslon knows 
he's doing what's right for 
himself and his country, even 
if it means being deployed. 
Even if it means risking his 
life. Even if his life Is forever 
changed. 

That realization hasn't been

"No one could understand 
what this year has been like

Huddleston said he thought 



it was a mistake. 

He had grown up believing, 
as many others did, that Amer 
lea was invincible 

He said it was like a bad 
dream But eventually he had 
to deal with the fact that 
Aincriea had been attacked 

"I was never scared," Hud- 
dieslon said. "Right away I was 
angry I wanted to pack up and 
go to Afghanistan" 

He wasn't deployed, but he 
was given orders to guard the

"There was a lot of stress on 
my marriage for those few 
months, and I ended up gel 
ling a divorce because of it," 
Huddleston said "It's been 
quite a year." 

His personal life isn't the 
only thing that's been affected 
Everything is different, he said. 

"I'm more ready than ever 
to go and ftghl this war," he 
said. "It's hard to think about 
being deployed and the 
thought of dying, but that's my 
job If I'm called, I will go 
without hesitation" 

Fort Riley has mobilized 
more than 500 troops to de 
ployment for Operation En- 
during Freedom, the war 
against terrorism, and Opera 
tion Noble Eagle, the mission 
to achieve homeland security 

About 150 Fort Riley sol 
diers were deplriycd in April to 
guard the Pentagon A hand hi I 
of other soldiers who have 
specialities have been called to 
active duty since Sept. II.

Behind the scenes, U.S. 
diplomats reported progress to-

"If Iraq's regime defies us 
again, the world must move de- 
liberately and decisively to hold 
Iraq to account," Bush said in 
his 15-minute address.

Colbert Hills to pay for Manhattan's meter mistake

For three years, the city of 
Manhattan has been under- 
billing Colbert Hills Golf 
Course for its water - by 
about 10 times. 

In luly, city officials real- 
ized that Ihe water meter 
readings during the past 
three years were read incor- 
rectly, making the water bill 
significantly lower than what 



it should have been, Bernie 
Hayden, director of city fi- 
nance said 

As a part ol their own op- 
erations, K-State placed the 
6-dial water meter at the golf 
course three years ago At the 
same time, waler readers 
from the city were informed 
thai it was to be read as a 5 
dial meter, thus making each 
reading lower than what It 
aciually was, Hayden said 

"In essence, everything 



read one -tenth of what it re- 
alty was," he said. 

However, Hayden said 
the city is taking Ihe blame 
for the error and trying lo 
come up with a plan for the 
repayment process. 

"ll was our fault, and we 
feel that is was an embarrass- 
ment." he said "The golf 
course didn't have any 
qualms They understand thai 
I hey were using that amount 
of water." 



David Gourley, Colbert 
Hills director of golf course 
operations, said the facility 
realizes thai an error was 
made and will reimburse ihe 
city for the money loss after 
the final finances arc agreed 
upon 

"1 think there's always 
mistakes made," he said.

The presentation is part o( 
the annual meeting and social 
gathering for the Flint Hills 
Chapter ol the United Nations 
Association of the United 
Slates of America, an organi 
zaiion dedicated to strengthen- 
ing the United Nations system

"These pictures are fascinat 
ing," speaker Dan Talab, presi- 
dent of the chapter, said "and 
for somebody who doesn't 
have the opportunity to be 
there, these pictures arc a great 
display of the condition of life 
and the way lliat people live in 
Afghanistan" 

Talab said he has visited the 
country multiple times since 
the 1970s for projects he 
works on. 

He speaks (he native lan- 
guage and has weekly contact 
with people there 

During his trip in May. his 
wife. Rosemary, joined him, 

Rosemary, professor of sec 
ondary education, said they 
took some video footage and 



hundreds of still images white 
in Kabul and Mazar-e-sharif. 
There will be images from hos- 
pitals, landmines and everyday 
Afghan life 

"just a slice of life in K«bul 
and in Mazar e-sharif," she 
said. 

"Some of that's good, and 
some of that's bad 

"A lot of them are starving, 
but they are good people, and 
it's a beautiful cc)unlry, or the 
remnants of it There's nut 
much that doesn't have bullet 
holes" 

She said the pair also wilt 
address the history, develop- 
ment and current conditions of 
the country 

"He's been there enough 



that I think at this point In 
time we have a reasonable re 
flection to offer," Rosemary 
said. 

Admission is free and re- 
freshments will be provided 
The presentation will last 
about 30 minutes, and people 
are welcome lo stay for the re- 
mainder of the meeting 

Rosemary said students In- 
terested in Afghanistan should 
attend the presentation 

"If they want to know more 
about that part of the world, 
not from an Afghani position, 
but from someone who's been 
there a few limes and has 
weekly contact," she said, 
"then they might want to come 
see what's going on"

They will act as the 
executive heads of a "Student 
Governing Association," or SGA 

Together, the instructors and 
students will attempt to develop 
plans to solve problems con- 
fronting the student body Stu 
dents will hav« ample opportunity 
to make their opinions known 

The course will be divided into 
three sections, old business, new 
business and perennial business 

Old business - The most sig- 
nificant issue of last year's presi- 
dential platform was the Safe 
Ride proposal 

Both Cook and Kohman have 
pledged to continue supporting 
the program, which would pro- 
vide a safe late-night transit sys- 
tem for students. 

New business - Last spring, 
the Cook- Kohman platform re- 
volved around four critical points: 
international programs, voter reg- 
istration, open-door policy, and 
recycling programs. 



International 
proorams 

This was the 
chief issue of the 
campaign Cook's 
initial goals were to 
expand the available 
programs and pro- 
vide more scholar- 
ships to suppori international ex- 
periences He suggested a 
Sl-per-studcnt privilege fee to 
support this. 

Also, to increase interest in 
these opportunities, he proposed 
adding an international studies 
emphasis to every undergraduate 
program. Cook's long-term goal is 
to raise the number of students 
per year with international experi- 
ence from 1 to 25 percent by 
2008. 

Cook's and Koh man's interest 
in supporting exchange programs 
goes both ways, too After win- 
ning the election. Cook began 
making plans for a shuttle system 
to bring in new students from 
other countries The proposed ser- 
vice would transport them from 
Kansas City International Airport 
back to campus 

Voter registration 

It became clear aher last 
spring's election fiasco why it is 
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important for more 
students to become 
politically active. To 
increase students' 
awareness and make it 
easier for them to reg- 
ister. Kohman pro- 
posed registration 
booths in the K-State 
Student Union 

The pair also planned to add 
registration to freshmen and 
transfer-student orientation 

Open-door policy 

After being elected, Kohman 
said, 'We want to make it so 
students can feel like they can 
walk right past the secretary and 
see us without making an ap- 
pointment." 

This policy is not just limited 
to Manhattan students, however 

Cook and Kohman wrote a bill 
that, if passed, would move a Stu- 
dent Senate meeting to K-State- 
Salina, the Tint step in improving 
communication between the two 
campuses 

Recyding programs 

Cook plioiiiL'd to ihrow his 
support behold the recycling pro- 
gram under development by Stu- 
dents for Environmental Action.

After playing mote Ihan 2,000 
sKows in the past nine years, the 
renuwned fulk duo Small Potatoes 
will bring their atl back to the 
Little Apple on Friday 

The show will take place at the 
Manhattan Arts Center and will 
mark the beginning of this sea- 
son's BirdHouse Acoustic Concert 
Series 

The series usually consists of 
eight to 10 acoustic music shows 
scheduled throughout the school 
year 

Steve Martini, BirdHouse co 
founder, said concerts can range 
from jazz to folk to single acoustic 
guitar performances 

"Our performers are mainstream 
in the folk music scene, but you 
wouldn't necessarily hear them on 
mainstream radio," Martini said. 
They arc all really talented peo 
pie" 

Such is tiie case with the Chica- 
go-based duo Small Potatoes, 
which consists of the husband- 
and-wife musical teom of [ai^quie 
Manning and Rich Prezioso. 

They began performing in 1992. 
started touring a year later, and 
eventually married two years after 
that And they haven't stopped 
since 

What makes Small Potatoes 
such a special band is its deep un- 
derstanding of all sorts of music, 
said David Kamerer, BirdHouse 
chair and one of three co- 
founders of the organization. 

"They can do cowboy songs 
They can do Celtic or early swing 
iazz. They can play any genre," 
Kamerer said 

Another talent of Manning and 
Preiioso's is that they ore both ca- 
pable of playing different types of 
music on a number of instru- 
ments, Kamerer said. 

EVezioso can sing and play the 
guitar, mandolin, and a number of 
percussion instruments Manning 
sings and can play the guitar, 
flute, tin whistle and mandolin, 
among other instruments

M^ntumnArtiCfnttr 
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Prezioso offered a similar de- 
scription of his band's style 

"We usually call ourselves 'eclec- 
1 maniacs, " he said. "That's a good 
way of putting it. We write songs 
that I guess you could call folk, but 
it's a lot of different styles we actu- 
ally play" 

I^ezioso does most of the guitar 
work while Manning contributes 
her songwriting capabilities. In 
1998, Manning won the Kcrrville 
New Folk Songwriting Contest, the 
only songwriting contest she ever 
entered, Prezioso said 

The two have performed at sev- 
eral festivals, including the Ker- 
rvillc Folk Festival in Kcrrville, 
Texas, for the past three years 

They've also played at the Wal- 
nut Valley Festival in Winfield, 
Kan., the past five years This festi- 
val, at the Cowley County Fair- 
grounds, usually brings in a total of 
20,000 people every year. 

The popularity of Small Potatoes 
has blossomed not only because of 
talented vocals and musical chem- 
istry, but also because of a dedicat- 
ed and outspoken fan base, Kamer- 
er said 

"I've known about them for five 
or six years," he said "Patrons of 
ours would come up to us and say, 
'You've got to get Small Potatoes. 
They're so fun.' And when we had 
them originally, they were a huge 
hit So we knew we wanted to in- 
vite them back. 

"There's simply been a demand 
by our patrons," Kamerer said. 
'"They tend to have pretty good 
knowledge about music, and they 
let us know about the music that 
they love."

Although some students 
find it hard to concentrate on 
sleep during an academic 
overload, others find it hard 
cr to rest when there are a 
variety of activities going on 

•'It can be hard to go to 
sleep because there's m much 
to do," lessica Barnes, junior 
in English, said In the 
dorms there's always some- 
thing going on" 

Justin Claybrook, junitir in 
architectural engineering, felt 
that getting sleep in college is 
harder because of the atmos- 
phere, 

"It's more relaxed and 
there's more stuff to do," he 
said "With all of these peo- 
ple around, there's no reason 
to sleep" 

Fighting the bug 

While fiomework is impor 
tanl and parties might seem 



high on the priority list, Rath- 
bun said the lack of sleep can 
lead to serious side effects. 

"Traditionally, students are 
still growing and need more 
sleep," he said "If you have 
sleep deprivation, you lower 
your tnental capacity 

"If you get an adequate 
amount of sleep, the energy 
rises, and you're mentally 
sharper and less likely to get 
illnesses associated with the 
immune systems" 

Not only does sleep depri- 
vation increase the risk of im 
munal diseases, it also affects 
human emotions 

In a February 2002 study, 
the National Sleep Founda 
tion found that people who 
slept less than six hours were 
more likely to say they were 
tired, stressed, sad and angr>' 
than I hose who slept more 
than eight hours each night. 

"When I gel enough sleep, 
t feel good the next day," 
Barnes said 'And class does- 
n't seem quite so horrible" 

Cat naps 

Fur some students, the so- 
called 'power' naps can work 



wonders - if done correctly. 

At flinders University in 
Adelaide, Australia, associate 
professor Leon Lack and 
postgraduate student Amber 
Tietzel concluded that 10 
minutes is best for a nap, be- 
cause it improves perfor- 
mance for up to three hours 
afterward 

However, Rathbun dis- 
agreed, saying that 10-minute 
naps were too short. 

"A 15-minutc power nap is 
a good thing," he said. 

"If you go l>eyond 15 min- 
utes, it disrupts the sleep pat- 
tern and makes it harder to 
sleep at night." 

Moreover, short naps help 
students catch up on sleep 
they might have missed 
throughout the night. Rath- 
bun said 

"I take a nap about once a 
week," Barnes said 'I just get 
behind in sleep, so 1 find 
them helpful" 

Sleeping litce a baby 

Although college students 
live a hectic life, Rathbun 
said there are ways to get the 
adequate amount of sleep 



each night 

"It's usually best to go to 
bed at the same hour every 
night and to get up at the 
same time each morning, 
with adjustments on the 
weekends," he said. 

"College students fmd this 
difficult because of their dif- 
ferent schedules each day" 

Moreover, Rathbun said, 
students should prepare 
themselves before going to 
bed each night. 

"Find something more re- 
laxing to do 30 minutes be- 
fore going to bed," he said 

"Get into the process of 
sleep Don't exercise or take 
showers before sleeping be- 
cause this builds stimulation. 
If you want to bathe yourself 
before going to bed, take a 
bath" 

All in all, Rathbun advises 
students to take sleep seri- 
ously and to enjoy the bene- 
fits. 

"You feel so energized, 
and you perform better when 
you gel an adequate amount 
of sleep,' he said 

" For the long haul, it's just 
better for you"

that has lost its legitimacy will 
also lose its power," 

Bush gave Hussvin a chance 
to avoid confronlalion, but on- 
ly if Iraq meets a amen of strict 
US demands that no US offi- 
cial, including Bush, expects 
Iraq to meet. The biggest chal- 
lenge to Hussein: Remove or 
destroy all weapons of mass 
destruction from Iraqi soil.

Douri said 

Bush did not spell out the 
consequences of Hussein's re- 
fusal to comply, but senior ad- 
ministration oflicials pointed 
to language in ihe address that 
points to the potential for mili- 
tary action; "The purpose of 
the United States should not 
be doubted The Security 
Council resolutions will be en- 
forced."

WASHINGTON. DC - 
f^esident Bush won an impor- 
tant homeland security test 
vote Thursday when the Sen- 
ate signaled its unwillingness 
to set up a powerful new anti- 
terrorism office that the White 
House opposes 

By a 55-4 1 vote, the Senate 
effectively endorsed Bush's 
position against the office, 
which would be subject to 
Senate confirmation and have 
broad budgetary powers The 
office was included in the De. 
mocratic version of Ihe bill 
setting up a new Homeland 
Security Department, but 
Bush sees it as an unwarrant- 
ed congressional intrusion 

Although a final vote was 
put off on an amendment re 
moving Ihe office entirely 
from the bill, 48 Republicans 
joined si)i Democrats and in 
dependent. Sen fames |effords 
of Vermont, in siding with the 
president on the vole. 

"It's clear from the vote we 
have just taken that a majority 
of the Senate feels It goes too 
far," said Sen Bob Graham, 
D-Ra,, of the proposed office 

Less certain was whether 
that coalition would hold on 
the other main controversy in 



the debate over the new de- 
partment: whether the presi- 
dent would have greater pow- 
ers to hire and fire, or exempt 
from union coverage, the pro- 
posed agency's 170,000 work- 
ers But Republicans said the 
vote on the antiterrorism of- 
fice showed that Bush has the 
upper hand in the creation of 
an agency intended to protect 
Americans from terrorism at 
home. 

"We ought to give Ihe pres- 
ident the benefit of the doubt," 
said Sen Fred Thompson, R- 
Tenn, 

The homeland security of- 
fice occupied by Tom Ridge 
was created by Bush last year 
via executive order. The White 
House strongly resisted con- 
gressional efforts to force 
Ridge to testify on Capitol 
Hill, and Bush has made it 
clear he wants to keep Ridge's 
counsel about potential 
threats and US intelligence 
(.onfidential 

"He's entitled to have his 
own counsel with regard to 
this," Thompson said 

Sen Joseph Lieberman, D 
Conn,, chief sponsor of the 
Democratic bill, attempted lo 
offer a compromise on the an- 
ti-lerrorism office but he was 
blocked by a fellow Democrat, 
Sen. Robert Byrd of West Vir- 



ginia, who threatened a fili- 
buster Byrd favors greater 
congressional involvement in 
homeland security. 

"I am in favor of creating a 
Department of Homeland Se- 
curity Bui I am not in favor of 
Congress doing that and then 
walking away," Byrd said 
With that latest delay, it ap- 
peared likely that most action 
on the homeland security bill 
would be put off until next 
week Earlier Thursday, House 
Republicans heaped scorn on 
Senate Democrats (or the slow 
pace, noting thai the House 
passed its bill in July 

"There's no excuse for not 
giving the people of this coun- 
try a homeland security bill," 
said House Speaker Dennis 
Hastert, R III 

Senate Majority Leader 
Tom Daschle, DSD, said the 
more careful Senate debate 
would produce 'a much better 
bill" than the House version. 

Despite Ihe differences, the 
House and Senate bills both 
give Bush much of what he 
wants in a new Homeland Se- 
curity Department, including 
transfer of more than 22 Agen- 
cies such as the CoasI Glmfd. 
Border Patrol. TransportftUlHl 
Security Administration, Cui-; 
toms Service and Secret Scr-- 
vice.

House parties provide entertaining night life, gathering place

Mu unc can if lis Ryart Lutui's 
house party. Lunn, junior in market- 
ing, charges $3 to SS for men and 
women to enter and drink at his par 
ties 

"1 was pretty regulatory about that," 
he said, "since 1 was the one wha paid 
for the parties" 

For Lunn. house parties arc ideal 
limes for friends lo socialize For other 
college students, too. parties in frater- 
nity houses, opartments t>r houses on 
random streels provide fun gotng-oul 
atmospheres 

Lunn said he had about 20-30 keg 
parties last year at his eight -pt^rson 
house with an avera)ic attendance of 
40-ptus For his birthday party last 
year, however, he said he could nol 
even estimate how many people were 
there 

To have a successful party, Lunn 
said, there are a few requirements 

"People, music, beer, alcohol, pen 
pie who dance," he said. "Some people 
gel drunk and decide they're going lo 
moon walk" 

Sgl Steve lloyda, Riley County I'o 
lice Department, said neighbors usual- 
ly call in lOI'i loud party complaints 
each weekend :iight 

Boyda sa' police officers stop at 



house parties if they drive by and sus- 
pect underage drinking, if there has 
been a noise complaint or if partieni" 
parking is causing a problem 

Lunn said that although police 
have never issued him a ticket for any 
of these violations, officers have con- 
fronted him twice - once because Ihey 
expected to find underage drinking, 
and another time because his guests 
were causing parking problems 

"All Ihey did was ask us to move 
the cars," Lunn said 

Boyda said Ihal al mosl parties, he 
and other officers will ask whoever is 
responsible for the party to come out 
side Usually, one of the house owners 
will come forward If no one claims to 
live there, however. Boyda said the 
people who are in the house techni- 
cally can be charged with criminal 
trespassing 

When underage drinkers are pre- 
sent at an outdcjor house party, Boyda 
said officers can issue tickets lor mi- 
nor in possession At parties, Boyda 
said, he usually can pick out the inex- 
penenccd drinkers. 

"Most erf them will volunteer their 
age by dropping it or trying to hide, 
especially al a larger party," he said 
"You can easily tell who's a minor and 
who's not just by ihe way they act." 

Even if underage people are drink- 
ing on their own front porch and po- 
lice vuspect they are young, officers 
can issue MIPs, Bpyda said

Sobriety checkpoints teach violators consequences of drunken driving

KANSAS suit (OlLiGIAN 

One Friday night four years ago, 
Justin Thompson went out and had a 
couple of drinks. 

Hours later, he got into his car and 
began to drive and was soon pulled 
over when police lights flashed in his 
rearview mirror. 

"When I got pulled over, I wasn't 
too worried about it," Thompson, 
lophomore in business, said "II had 
been a couple of hours since I had 
been drinking, and I thought that they 
had pulled me over for speeding." 

However, the police made him 
blow into a Breathalyzer and walk a 
Straight line, he said 

Although Thompson passed his so- 
briety tests, other students aren't so 
lucky it sobriety checkpoints al vari- 
ous locations in Manhattan during 
April through September 

Riley County Police Sgt Steve Boy- 
da said that a grant from the Kansas 
Department of Transportation funds 
six different sobriety checkpoints each 
year in Ihe Manhattan area. 

"DUi checkpoints are more to edu 
caie the public and try to deter people 
from drinking and driving." he said 



Police officers set up checkpoints at 
locations where records show high 
DUI rates, Boyda said Tliey stop each 
car thai drives through the check- 
puinl, a process that takes an average 
of 37 seconds per stop, he said. 

Unce stopped, trained officers will 
look inside the car, speak to the dri- 
ver, and if necessary, perform a sobri- 
ety test Tests might include a one-leg 
stand, walking a straight line, horizon- 
tal eye gaze and breath tests. 

"We cmly test the ones that are 
stopped and show indication they've 
consumed alcohol," he said 

If caught, age and consumption lev 
els come into play, Boyda said. 

Kansas law stales that a DUI arrest 
is made if a driver is 2 1 years or older 
and has u blood-alcohol concentration 
of ,08 or higher If a driver is under 21 
years old and has a blood-alcohol lev- 
el from .02 to 08, a suspension of li 
cense wilt be issued. 

According to records from the 
RCPD, a previous sobriety checkpoint 
located at ICKM) N. Manhattan Ave. on 
Aug 24 had a range of results. 

Throughout the early morning 
hours, the police department stopped 
a total of 250 vehicles Twenty drivers 
were tested, eight drivers were arrest-

ed for DUI, one drug arrest was made, 
and four open containers were found. 

Six to 10 arrests arc averaged at 
each checkpoint, Boyda said 

"In actuality, more DUI arrests are 
made while on patrol," he said. 

In 1998, sobriety checkpoints 
throughout the state found a total of 



391 impaired drivers on Kansas roads 
Thompson said he would like offi- 
cers to adjust tests during a check 
point and not "pick out" students 

"You shouldn't have to walk after 
you have passed your Breathalyzer 
test," he said. 'There arc other people 
that drink, yet ihey harass us"

Two games, 498 yards rush- 
ing, 394 yards passing and 14 
touchdowns has equaled two

As Ihc Wildcats head into 
their third game against East 
ern Illinois, the offensi^ is get- 
ting things finished 

But the truL' strength of the 
2002 Wildcat offense is still a 
qufsiion mark 

Coach Bill Snyder said his 
own questions concerning the 
offense arc no different than 
any other area of his football 
team: The Wildcats are looking 
to become a deeper, more com- 
petitive group 

"We're trying to get better 
individually, trying to get better 
collectively in certain aspects of 
the game - whether it's in the 



passing game or the running 
game."

Saturday's contest versus the 
Panthers will mark K-State's 
second game against a Division 
l-AA program, an opportunity 
to improve that Snyder said his 
team should use to its advan- 
tage.

Coach Bill Snyder said he 
was frustrated with his special 
teams unit after the Cats' 68-0 
win over Louisiana-Mnnrne 

Of course, he was unhappy 
with just one aspect of the spe- 
cial team's game - kicking; 

Terence Newman returned a 
punt 40 yards fur a touch- 
down, and punters Travis 
Bruwn and Rick Gcria cam 
bined tu average 46 yards per 
punt 

But kicker Iiie Rheem had 
two extra points blocked in 
Saturday's game, resurrecting 
(lashes of lost season. 

That prompted Snyder to 
address that aspect afteru'ard 

"We have to be able to kick 
the ball better," he said "We 
got some blocked, but some of 
that stems from the execution 
of the snapper, holder and 
kicker. 

"And outside of that, some 
one's going to get fired" 

So there might be some 



changes on this weekend's 
starting kicking unit. 

But those alterations won't 
consist of changes to K-State's 
core kicking unit 

"What happened was they 
got knocked back far enough 
to where they were into us," 
kicker |oe Rheem said "People 
just weren't getting the right 
guys, so that needs to im- 
prove " 

Linemen got pushed into 
Rheem's comfort zone, causing 
him to lose his focus, he said. 

But that's not to say it is all 
their fault, he said 

He still has room for im 
provcment as well 

"I'm just working on getting 
my ball a little higher," Rheem 
said "it's all n matter of tem- 
po, and we have to get better 
at that." 

Rheem said tempo consists 
of a good snap, an even belter 
hold and finally a perfect kick. 

But if one of the first two 
fails, the kick could get 
blocked. Rheem said 

"You try not to think about 
those things because it's all 
mental," Rheem said. "It does 
mailer, but at the same time, I 
have to be concerned with

At the same time, it's hard 
to focus when the line is col- 
lapsing or a snap is not crisp,

"When you see that snap 



wobbling or having troubles, it

"We've worked on that a 
lot, and We hope to sec the 
necessary improvements" 

Those improvements not 
only have to be made by kick- 
ers, holders and snappers, Sny- 
der said, bul by coaches as 
well, he said 

Coaches need betterment 
because they are the ones who 
can see those mistakes at 8 
more evaluative angle 

"As we look at it from a per 
sonal standpoint, there will 
be," Snyder said. "At the same 
time, we hove to make posi 
tions better and perhaps we 
can do it by changing people.

If we 
used vouchers, the only 
thing they would think 
about is how close they 
are to a school they like. 
Children living in poorly run 
districts have trouble getting out of 
the cycle of dropping out. Vouchers 
would allow those students to go 
where they need to be to stay in 
school and prepare for life 

Opponents will say vouchers are 
loo costly. But, in 1996, the aver- 
age tuition for all private schools 
was $3,1 lb, less than half of the 
$6,857 cost at public schools, ac- 
cording to David Boaz and R. Mor- 
ris Barrett in their Cato Institute 
briefing paper A reasonable vouch- 
er would be only $3,000, they said. 
Therefore, many private -school stu- 
dents are getting a quality educa- 
tion, while some public -school stu- 
dents are getting a less 
individualized education - at a 
higher cost. 

Kestructuring the education sys- 
tem would tie a daunting task. The 
nation's educators and families 
would have to brace themselves for 
the change But American students' 
education, not easy implementa- 
tion, needs to be our priority.

Tax-based vouchers don't offer 
educational freedom promised 



Conservatives, liber 
tan an s and yes, even 
some liberals, have 
jumped onto the ideo- 
logical bandwagon 
known as school 
vouchers. 

Words such as 
"choice," "freedom" and "compe- 
tition" are thrown around, yet 
the true nature of tax -funded 
vouchers at the federal and stale 
levels do not apply to the lofty 
aspirations of less government 
involvement in education and 
more quality education in the 
classroom. 

l^ke for example the ctirrent 
public schooling system - tax- 
payer-funded and made avail 
able /compulsory to the pubhc 
that funds it Advocates of 
school vouchers cite benefits al- 
lowing families to choose the 
schools children attend, and cre- 
ate a competitive business envi- 
ronment in the education field. 

To libertarians and free -mar- 
ket supporters, this sound? like 
the perfect economic model. To 
others, it is a wolf in sheep's 
clothing. Tkx- funded vouchers 
&K just what they slate to be - 
tax -funded. Public funds wilJ be 
utilized to educate America's 
youth. lust as much of the gener- 
al population relies on the public 
school system due to federal and 
state funding, the same scenario 
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will play out with 
parochial and other 
private institutions 
getting a tump of 
money straight from 
Uncle Sam 

When private 
schools twcome 
comfortable with this new fund- 
ing, they will twcome compla- 
cent in their efforts lo offer a 
quality education - the same ar- 
gument advocates cite when pro- 
claiming the trouble with the 
current public education system. 
These schools will have no com- 
pelling business interest to hir« 
better teachers and administra- 
tors, nor will they feel obligated 
to provide better facilities, re- 
sources and staff to students 

True innovation in the private 
educational sector will require 
higher costs The free market 
model doesn't apply to institu- 
tions luring upper-income fami- 
lies into sending their children to 
private schools without the aid 
provided by tax-funded vouchers 

Another unavoidable issue 
with federally and stale -funded 
voucher programs is the ongoing 
questioning of the line of separa- 
tion between church and state. 
Apparently, voucher advocates 
have no qualms with using pub- 
lic dollars to go directly to non- 
secular institutions 

The worst aspect of the re- 
specting of religious groups 
through an act of the govern 
ment is that the Bush adminis 
tration admits the problem and 
accepts it based upon prece- 
dence The oft-mentioned No 
Child Left Behind Act of 2001 is 
supported on the Department of 
Education's Web site concerning 
this area of church and state de- 
bate at ammi.edgov/PressReleas 
es/06-2002/06272002bhtml 

Our pohcy is to accept the 
flaws of yesterday while we im 
piemen t the boondoggles of to- 
morrow If choice, freedom and 
competition are the ends desired 
by voucher advocates, those ad- 
vocates must first take a critical 
look at the means to those ends. 

Reverting schools back to 
how they operated ISO years ago 
would allow proponents of 
school choice and the free mar- 
ket to keep education and poh- 
tics from mixing

drinking game rules violate ethics, put publication in legal risks 



Bditor, 

Faculty and alumni advisers of 
student groups, whether a greek -letter 
house, an academic club or fe special 
interest organization, should know 
that risk management is just as 
important as advising and mentoring 
students

On Saturday, the Cats

Florida with a winning tourna- 
ment record 

The two straight losses 
were the Wildcats' first since 
opening the 2001 season with 
back-tu-back losses to No 5 
Hawaii and No 7 UCLA. 

Statistically K-State and 
MSU were neck and neck 

Both teams tallied 64 kills 
and 62 digs, while also com- 
mitting 14 service errors each. 
But the Spartans dominated 
the Cats defensively, out

Gabby Guerre posted a ca- 
reer-high 12 kills and added 
46 assists, while Lauren 
Coehring chipped in 10 kills 
and three aces.

Despite the wind and rain, 
K-Stalc had no problems get- 
ting past Eastern Illinois on 
Saturday. 63-13 

At least for three quarters it 
didn't 

K-Slate (30) was up just 
15-13 after 15 minutes of play, 
with the offense only seeing 
two minutes of action in the 
opening quarter 

The Cats scored two touch- 
downs, though - one on a 
blocked punt, and the other on 
a 95 yard Terence Newman 
kickoff return, 

This left the defense (o see 
a majority of the snaps in the 
quarter, playing against an of- 
fense that was having its way 
with the Cats 

"We played pretty much 
every snap of the first quarter," 
linebacker Terry Pierce said "I 
was getting frustrated with the 
fact they were running a total- 
ly different offense and they 
were doing so much shifting 
that we hadn't worked on be- 
ciute we didn't expect them to 
dolt. 

"Then every time we 
weren't out there, they were 
icoring in one play so it was 
an ongoing process that first 
quarter" 

Eastern Illinois (0-2) had 25 
offensive plays in the quarter, 
compared to just three for 
K-Statc. 
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The Panthers also had two 
sustained drives in the quarter, 
both 1 1 plays for 80 yards, led 
by quarterback Tony Romo, 
who completed 13 of 14 pass 
attempts, throwing for 120 
yards. 

Snyder said he was very im- 
pressed with Kumo's abilities. 

"Romo is a great quarter- 
back - 13 out of 14, we can't 
even do that in pregam& 
warm-ups," Snyder said.

Defense recovers from poor 1st half; 
secondary grabs 3 interceptions

In the first quarter of Sat- 
urday's 63-13 Wildcat trounc- 
ing of Eastern Illinois, 
K- State's secondary was hav- 
ing some problems gelling 
time to breathe 

Eastern Illinois' Tony 
Romo completed 13 of his 
first 14 passes, an attack that 
kept the Wildcat defensive 
backs scrambling fur the ma 
jority of the first half 

And while the defense 
might have been reeling a tit 
tic in this time as well. Coach 
Bill Snyder said the effects of 
Eastern Illinois' opening of- 
fensive production were wel- 
comed. 

"I was glad it happened," 
Snyder said 

"As 1 lold our team last 
week, we needed to be able 
to condition ourselves to play 
70 to 75 snaps a ball game. 
But I didn't realize they were 
going to gel them all in the 
first quarter " 

After that first quarter, it 
looked like the Wildcats' sec- 
ondary settled in nicely 

Midway through the sec- 
ond quarter. Randy Jordan 
closed in on a pass near the 
sideline and got the offense 
back on the field with a one- 
handed interception. 

On Eastern llllnoii' ensu- 
ing drive, Bobby Walker fol- 
lowed suit, picking off Romo 
on the 25 and returning it to 
the 40. 
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Kashad Washington, who 
blocked a punt earlier in the 
game, capped off the defen 
sive backs' performance in 
Ihc third quarter, intercepting 
a pass and taking it back 40 
yards to make the score 50- 
14. 

By the end of the game, 
however. Eastern Illinois did 
pau for 187 yards, eclipsing 
K-State's aerial effort by 63 
yards. 

"I'm going to have to sit 
down and watch some tape," 
Snyder said "There are some 
things I'm still not quite ccr 
tain about in regards to how 
we played against Ihe pass 

"There were some things 
we did that we hadn't done a 
lot of before, and we're just 
kind of feeling our way 
around with it. We just didn't 
quite have a knack for play- 



ing the way we needed to" 

Snyder added that there 
were highlights in the way 
the Wildcats defended the 
pass against Fastem Illinois 

"If you lake away the first 
two drives and get settled in, 
after thai, I thought ihey did 
relatively well," he said 

Defensive coordinator Bob 
Elliott said the complexity of 
Eastern Illinois' offense had a 
lot to do with K-State's early 
struggles in the secondary 

" I thought we were on our 
heels at the start," Elliott said

So what is so special about this low- 
hudget, $1 million movie that keeps it 
floating at No 2?

It isn't flashy special effects, sex or 
shameless promotion It isn't even star 
power The movie benefits from a simple, 
sincere and well filmed screenplay that 
people enjoy.

These were several pictures 
presented during "Images of 
Afghanistan: Kefrmslructing a 
Heritage, Revitalizing a Cut- 
turc" Friday night at the Inter 
national Student Center 

"There's not much that 
doesn't have bullet holes," 
keynote spealter Rosemary Ta- 
lab. professor of secondary ed- 
ucation said 

Tfie presentation was part 
of the annual meeting of the 
Flint flills Chapter of the 
United Nations Association of 
the United Slates of America, 
an organization dedicated to 
strengthening the United Na- 
tions system and enhancing 
US. participation in it. 

Talab and her husband, 
Dan, president of the chapter, 
traveled to Afghanistan in May 
and documented their experi- 
ence through photographs and 



video clips 

Dan started the presenla 
tion with a brief history of 
Afghanistan and what led to 
its current war-toni condition 

He described its rule under 
the Taliban and showed a 
burqa, the required clothing 
for women 

'If anyone had any hair 
showing, I hey were punished," 
he said 

However, they no longer 
are required. Rosemary, who 
has blond hair and lightly col 
ored eyes, said she purchased 
a wig and dark contacts when 
she went there. 

'But I didn't need any of 
it," she said "No one caivd." 

The people there were ami 
cable, she said 

"Everyone was lovely," she 
said, "just like every other 
country I've been to. I was 
scared, but I didn't need to 
be." 

Rosemary shared pictures 
from Kabul and Mazar-c- 
sharif, where she traveled, and 
from Badahkshan and Sakhi, 
where her husband traveled 
She showed a video clip of the 
airport's terminal bus, which 
had a bullet hole where the 



driver was shot. 

She also showed pictures of 
daily life, including food mar- 
kets, streets in Kabul before 
US bombings, shops und cliil 
dren riding bikes. 

"Kabul used lu be beauti- 
ful," she said "I ihtnk it will be 
again someday" 

Now, she said, there is nr> 
infrastructure 

"There were no phones, no 
electricity, no nmning water - 
nothing," Rosemary said. 

They had to pay to make a 
call, and Rosemary discussed 
why she ate little and lost 
weight during her slay. 

"The food was all fried," she 
said "Plus, I didn't want to 
There are so many people 
starving, you just don't feel 
right." 

She also discussed 
Afghanistan's education Por 
the first time in years, women 
are allowed lo go to school, 
but I hey do not have desks, 
chairs or tables in the claiii- 
roonis. 

"The future is looking good 
for these girls," Kosemary said. 
"And I think that the future is 
t(»oking good for everyone 
else, too"

tuition in the Big 12 Confer- 
ence and has been in the low- 
est quartile among major state 
universities 

The increase, Wefald said, 
will bring K State's tuition 
closer to the median of these 
comparison groups. 

Wefald cited other in- 
stances when students have 
risen to the occasion to pro- 
vide for I he university, such as 
$5 million for the Hale Library 
addition and $12 million for 
the renovation of the K State 
Student Union 

"1 have been so overjoyed 
by the quality of students' re- 
sponse." he said 'Almost in 
variably, students have stepped 
up when they needed to " 

Wefald said 20 percent of 
the moncv from tuiticm hikes 
would be allocated to hnancial 
aid for the neediest of stu 
dents fte said this model is 
used by many other universi- 
ties and will help reduce finan 
cial effects on the families with 
the lowest inciimes 

State appropriations 

Wefald praised the Kansas 
Legislature for implementing a 
tax increase last session. 

"Kansas is a conservative 
state," Wefuld said, "but when 
push comes to shove, they ral- 
ly around the flag to do good 
things" 

The $260 million tax in- 
crease saved K- State from an 



18-perccnt cut, and instead, 
the university has to absorb a 
6 percent cut. 

Wefald pointed to other 
universities that did not re- 
ceive additional tax money as 
examples of where K- State 
could be hie said Iowa State 
University has taken a 20 per 
cent reduction in state fund- 
ing, while the University of 
Missouri at Columbia has seen 
cuts of 37 percent 

Additional cuts are almost 
inevitable, Wefald said. 

Grants 

Wefald said K- State ton 
tributes more than $2 6 billion 
to the stale's economy Much 
of this is made possible 
through work done on re- 
search grants. 

Wefald said the new food 
safety and security complex. 
for which ground was broken 
Friday morning, would be an- 
other good example of what 
the university can do For 
Kansas The S^O- million, five 
building complex will play a 
large role in securing the na- 
tion's food 

"It is in America's national 
security interest to have this 
building," he said "We will be 
right there when it comes to 
securing America's food" 

Private gifts 

The KSU Foundation raised 
more than $6S million in cash 
and deferred gifts last year. 
Wefald said 



The foundation raises mon- 
ey for scholarships and univer- 
sity programs Last year, We 
fald said, the foundation 
donated $35 million for uni- 
versity programs. 

Other points of interest 

In March, K -State was re 
accredited for an additional 10 
years by the North Central As- 
sociation. Wefald said the 
NCA praised K-State for im- 
proving the quality of students, 
as well as the research and 
new physical facilities on cam- 
pus 

Wefald thanked department 
heads and said K-State utilizes 
the Eisenhower m<xlel of dele 
gated authority Me said this 
allows the deans and depart- 
ment heads to make their own 
decisions about what to cut, 
rather than the administration 
making Ihose decisions for 
them 

The Sept 11 attacks, We- 
fald said, made Americans 
more colorblind than before. 

"People didn't see other 
colors or religions," he said, 
"just Americans" 

Wefald said K-State has 
been making progress in diver^ 
sity and affirmative action 

Student achievement is a 
good measure of bow well the 
university is doing, Wefald 
said K Slate has had more re- 
cipients of the Rhodes, Mar- 
shall, Truman. Goldwatcr and 
Udall scholarships than any 
other pubhc university

Iraq to permit U.N. inspections 



After 4- year absence, 

weapons inspectors given 

permission to return

UNITED NATIONS Iraq agreed 
Monday to allow the return of weapiins 
inspectors in order to "remove any 
doubts" it still has weapons uf mass de 
struction, the Mideast nation said in a 
lelter to L) N Seeretari' General Kofi An- 
nan 

"The government of the republic of 
Iraq has based its decision concerning 
the return of inspectors on its desire to 



complete the implementation of relevant 
iiecurity council resolutions and to re- 
move any doubts that Iraq still possesses 
weapons of mass destruction ' 

Iraq's Poreign Minister Nuji Sabri 
gave the letter to Annan, who an 
nounced the stunning turnabout in Iraq's 
position on the inspectors. 

(n the letter, Iraq called on the Securi- 
ty Council members, which includes the 
United Stales, to 'respecl the sovereign 
ty. ternlitrml integrity and political inde- 
pendence of Iraq' 

The letter further said that Iraq was 
(esponding to an earlier appeal by An- 
nan for Baghdad \ compliance with Se 
curity Council resolutions calling for un 
fettered access to inspectors, and to an 
appeal by the Arab League and other Is- 
lamic countries. 



Annan forwarded the letter to all 1 5 
members of the UN Security Council 
and to the chief weapons inspector, Hans 
Blix 

It was not clear when the council 
wfiuld meet to consider the letter 

"1 can confirm to you that I have re 
ccived B letter from the Iraqi authorities 
conveying its decision If) allow the return 
of inspectors without conditions to con 
tinue their work." a pleaded Annan told 
reporters, nearly four years after inspec- 
tors left Iraq

The first lime he was taught, Bill Mey 
er hated fencing. 

Meyer was living on an Arnjy base in 
Germany when his parents hired a fenc- 
ing tutor 

The tutor, a former Nazi secret police 
officer, taught Meyer an illegal form of 
fencing known as mensur fencing 

"Have you ever seen the old movies 
where Germans have scars on their 
faces*'" Meyer said "Those scars arc 
from mensut fencing" 

Mensur fencing, also known as dis- 
tance fencing, doe^ not allow the partici 
pants to move their feet, Meyer said. The 
participants stand a certain distance 
apart and try to cut each other's faces 

The first one to flinch loses 

The style was outlawed, Meyer said, 
because it fosters extreme aggressive be- 
havior, although some secret mensur 



societies exist even today. 

"It's a stupid thing," Meyer said. "It's 
colossal ly stupid' 

Meyer quit the lessons after less than 
six months 

But when he returned to the United 
States, Meyer fell in love with the style of 
fencing more commonly recognized - 
Olympic-style fencing 

"All the moving back and forth, that's 
what I thought fencing should be tike," 
he said 

Meyer now has been fencing for about 
20 years, and has been leaching classes 
at the I'FM for four years He teaches 
beginning, iniernicdiaie and competition 
level classes. 

Kaci Slubbs, sophomore in open op- 
tion, is enrolled in the beginning class 

Stubbs said she always has been inter- 
ested in fencing, but has not had the op 
portunity to take u class until now 

"l like the part of your brain it uses," 
Stubbs said "Plus. I'm small, so I'm 



better with reflexes." 

The beginning class has only had two 
sessions, but Stubbs said she cupccts it to 
gel more challenging when they begin 
wearing body armor 

"I didn't realize we would be using all 
the equipment.' she said 

'It will be more difficult when we put 
it all on and some of our senses are im 
paired " 

Rachel Rhoades, junior in interior ar- 
chitecture, said she enrolled in the clays 
to relieve stress 

Spending 20 to 10 hours per week in 
studio is stressful, Rhoadc!i said, and she 
thought the fencing class would offer a 
healthy alternative 

"So far, it's very cool," Rhoades said. 
"Especially all the work you do with your 
feet" 

But, Rhoades said, there is more to 
the class than just the physical aspect 

"I've always had a fascination with

K-State not likely to adopt mandatory attendance policy

keep students in class

cies. 

I'he University of Alabama 
recently considered requiring 
mandatory attendance for 
some freshmen and sopho- 
more classes However, Al 
Cochran. Faculty Senate pres- 



ident, said KState is not like- 
ly to adopt such a policy 

Cochran said that during 
the 23 years he has worked at 
K-State, a mandatory atlen 
dance policy never has been 
discussed. 

David Dvorak, junior in 
computer science, said 
mandatory attendance is not 
something he would support 

"We pay to go to class, we 
pay for the teachers time, and 
it should be our decision 
whether or not we want to 
show up," he said "Mandato- 
ry attendance policies are the 
kind of thing we left behind in 
high school." 

Because of (he variety of 



classes. Cochran said a 
mandatory attendance rule 
would not work 

'We have so many different 
kinds of classes here at K 
Slate," he said. "A policy like 
that probably would not work 
for i«." 

Individual professors can 
make their own attendance 
policies 

John McCulloh. history 
professor, said he determines 
whether to use an attendance 
policy based on class size. 

"In some of my smaller up- 
per-level classes, I have poli- 
cies," he said. "If students 
have three or more unexcused 
abtencGt, their grade drops." 



McCulloh said he had a 
good reason for adopting an 
attendance policy in his class- 
es. 

"1 did not have one for a 
long time, but I became con- 
vinced that when 1 do requirtr 
attendance, the students have 
much better exam scores," he 
said. 

Phil Nel, English professor,

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New Yorker of Yemeni background appears in 
court on charges of aiding terrorist groups

tHE AJSOtiAUD TOSS 

BUFFALO, NY - A sixth 
alleged member of an al Qaeda 
terrorist cell based in suburban 
Buffalo was arrested in the 
Middle East and brought into 
court here Monday tu face fed- 
eral charges 

Prosecutors said 22-year-old 
Mukhtar al-Bakri - a natural 
ized US- citizen bom in Yemen 
- admitted being al an al-Qae- 
da training camp in 
Afghanistan He was arrested 
last week in the Persian Gulf 
country of Bahrain 

Al Bakri was brought into 
court in handcuffs and shack- 
les, ffe was granted a public de- 
fender and ordered held with- 
out hail pending a hearing 
Wednesday with the five other, 
who were arrested last week in 
suburban l^ckawanna. A feder- 
al magistrate entered an inno- 
cent plea for him 

The six men are charged 
with providing niatenal support 
and resources to foreign terror- 
ist orjiani/iatinns. 



The first five arrested were 
born in the United States and 
are of Yemeni descent. 
Prosecutors said earlier that the 
five were members of a (error 
cell trained by Osama bin 
Laden's al-Qaeda network and 
were under investigation even 
before the Sept 1 1 attacks 
They said the men had intensi- 
fied their communications this 
month. 

According to the criminal 
complaint. Al-Bakri told the 
FBI in a Sept 1 1 interview that 
he, two of the first five dcfen 
dants and a third man went to 
Pakistan in the sununer of 200 1 
to attend religious training. Ac 
cording to the complaint, an 
FBI agent said he thought al- 
Bakri was not being truthful, 
and al Bakri admitted the 
group went to the al-Praooq 
training camp maintained by al 
Qaeda near Kandahar. 
Afghanistan. 

Federal authorities who an- 
nounced the first five arrests 
said bin Laden lectured the 
men while they were at Kanda- 
har 



It was the same camp John 
Walker Lindh attended, but oi- 
Ticials would not say if Lindh 
assisted with the investigation 

FBI agent Peter Ah earn said 
Monday that the Lackawanna 
ceil was limited to the six men 
in custody and two other as- 
yet -uncharged conspirators. 

'I don't have any informa- 
tion that there's any other part 
of this group operating in the 
Buffalo area," he said 

Officials have said the dis- 
covery of the cell was connect- 
ed to Information that also 
prompted the Bush administra- 
tion to raise America's terror 
alert to "code orange" - the 
second-highest - last week on 
the eve of the one year anniver- 
sary of the Sept. 1 1 attacks. 

Al- Bakri 's lawyer, John Mol- 
loy, questioned the strength of 
I he government's case 

'The complaint charged is 
aiding a terrorist organization," 
he said "I don't know what 
thai means The strength of 
their case might be impaired if 
there are no specific acts that 
they think are imminent "

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Lowering the Kansas drinking age to 18 seems an appealing action 
to the youth eagcriy crossing off the days until they're 21 

T'here are numerous reasons this is a bad 
idea, the least being an even more crowded 
Rusty's Last Chance 

We all have our opinions about alcohol, its 
use and abuse MosI drinkers, legal or not. seem 
to classify themselves as social drinkers capable 
of controlling the cffecls'of libations 

Let's ignore public opinion for a moment and 
address some sobering data concerning teenagers 
and drinking. 

According to uiww M ADD org, youth who begin to drink before the 
age of 1 5 are four times more likely to develop alcohol dependence 
than those who slari at age 2t 

^^^^^^_^ About a third of teens responding to an American 
Academy uf Pediatrics survey were misinformed about 
the potency ol ceriain spirits They assumed a 12 -ounce 
can of beer contains less alcohol than a standard shot of 
distilled alcohol 

They assumed wrong 

Students who attend high schools with high rates of 
heavy drinking also experienced a greater number of side 
effects, including a disruption of sleep or study, property 
damage and verbal, physical or sexual violence 

It's safe to assume that lowering the drinking age to 
18 would not make these statistics disappear 

Some might argue that underage drinking already ex- 
ists, so why not make it legal'* If teens are going to ac- 
^_^^^^^ quire alcohol, why not allow them lo do so in a legiti- 
mate manner' 
There is an enormous factor missing from such thought: these 18- 
year-olds are not the only ones effected by their ability to drink, law- 
fully or otherwise 

As with any decision a person makes in his life, others are affected 
by the outcome Teenagers who decide lo drink affect others in a 
sometimes fatal fashion 
One obvious fatal decision made by an inebriated in- 
dividual is the decision to drive. An estimated 30 
percent of 15-to-20-ye3r olds killed in motor vehi- 
cle crashes in 2000 had beta drinking 
Nearly 21 percent were intoxicated 
It is true drunk drivers come in all ages, but 
ihe history of teen fatalities is alarming. 

In the late 1960s and early 1970s a number 
of states aclually lowered their legal drinking age 
to 18 Soon after, many of these slates documented 
a surge in highway deaths, especially among 
teenage drivers 

There was a movement in the 1980s to rein- 
state 21 as the legal drinking age Those 
slates deciding to follow the movement not- 
ed a considerable drop in highway fatali- 
ties - as much as 28 percent less 

In 1982, the stales where the mini- 
mum drinking age was 18 had approxi- 
mately 55 percent of fatal car crashes 
involving youth, also involving alco- 
hol 

Since the age minimum was reinstat- 
ed nationwide at 21, alcohol-related 
fatalities among youth has been cut 
in half Mothers Against Drunk Dri- 
ving estimates more than 17,000 lives 
have been saved 
So, historically, this theory that teenagers can 
handle alcohol has been proven false But why is 
21 the magical drinking number' 

According to Buzzed, a book containing facts 
about alcohol abuse, biology plays an enormous 
role 

The human brain does not finish developing 
until about the age of 20 

One of the last regions of the brain to ma- 
ture is involved with Ihe ability tu plan and 
make tumplex judgments 

It's ridiculous and dangerous to assume an 
immature mind can handle all the hazards that 
come with alcohol abuse 
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0«lr first thre« fo<jtbal1 vic- 
lories only cost $750,000 for 
thpoe no-name teanu and 
we're already halfway there to 
boi^gheing bowl eligible.

Response to Lou Douglas lecture positive; coverage fails 
to note several critical points in Sister Prejean's speech 



Editor. 

As a member of the Lou 
Douglas Committee that 
brought Sister Prejean to cam 
pus, I was delighted to see the 
overwhelming response front 
attendees, and the Collegian 
coverage Sept 9 and 10. before 
and after the event 

Encouragint> attendance and 
name recognition where stu 
dents might not be quite as fa- 
miliar in advance is a tradition 
that has been important for K- 
Stale's educational mission 

While I was pleased the 
coverage captured the feisty, 
entertaining quality of the 
speaker, 1 was very disappoint 
ed and dismayed that the 
speaker's powerful, substantive 
points opposing the death 
penalty weren't mentioned 

While focusing on Prejean's 
commendable desire fur her 
audience to think for Ihem 
selves, the Sept 10 ariicle 
failed to note such key points 
as the social injustice of a judi 



cial system whose dice are 
loaded against the poor, her 
withering portrayal of those 
who quote the Bible to defend 
the death penalty, the illogic of 
the "deterrent" argument, the 
often ignored point that vic- 
tims' families and law enforcers 
arc hardly united behind the 
death penalty, that one can op- 
pose the death penalty without

Avoiding the actual politics 
of issues can quickly become a 
form of journalistic self-censor- 
ship that assumes in advance 
readers just want to be enter 
tained with a "human interest" 
story, hardly worthy of Sister 
Prejean's work.

Nel's attendance policies 
are based on the types of 
classes he teaches,

It would be very hard for a 
student to succeed without at- 
tending classes. Nel said. 

"My classes depend on dis- 
cussion and interaction," Nel 
said.

It is difficult to understand 



why some students choose 
not to come to classes, Nel 
said. 

"Well, it's kind of ridicu- 
lous," he said. 

"A student pays all this 
muitey to go to college, and 
then they don't show up to 
classes."' 

But for Dvorak, going to 
class is a personal decision 
He said he is motivated to go 
to class because he wants lu 
pass, not because of an atten- 
dance policy imposed by one 
of his professors. 

"If I am going to skip, t 
would skip a lecture-type 
class rather than a discussion 
based class," Dvorak said. 

'In smiller classes, you are 
easily missed. But lecture 



classes are usually so big that 
no one notices." 

Nel said he has found his 
attendance policies ensure 
that most of his students 
show up in class. 

Although he is in favor of 
attendance policies in gener- 
al. Nel is not sure a mandato- 
ry attendance policy would 
work at K-State. 

■With a policy like this, 
you wuuld definitely want to 
have the support of most of 
the faculty before you even 
considered it," Nel said "This 
campus has a lot of different 
styles and types of classes, 
and whether or not some- 
thing like that could work for 
the entire university, well.

Iraq after its 1990 invasion of 
Kuwait cannot be lifted until 
U.N. inspectors certify its 
weapons of mass destruction 
are destroyed. Inspectors left 
the country in 1998 ahead of 
US and British airstrikes to 
punish Iraq for not cooperat 
ing with inspections. 

Since then, Iraq has refused 
to allow inspectors to return, 
and the stalemate had split the 
United States. Britain, Russian,

She said Ihe courses were re 
quired for ihe student umbas 
sadors at her former school, 
Butler County Community Col- 
lege 

Now that she has transferred, 
Remsberg said two key inter- 
viewing tips have stayed with 
her always to maintain eye con- 
tact and never tu giggle. 



"I giggle a lot, and it makes 
you look nervous if you giggle," 
Remsberg said. 

Remsberg said she also was 
lotd that when an employer 
asked a question, if she didn't 
know the response right away to 
lake lime for herself and not to 
say "uh" 

"I'd say, 'that's a very good 
question Lei me think about 
ihat for a moment,'" ffemsberg 
said 

Iteller said another impur 
tanl factor in the interviewing 
process iN how a student sits 
during the interview 

"You sliuuld have good pos 
ture, and sit up straight Heing a 
little on the edge of the chair 
makes yuu seem more involved 
in the interview as well as con- 



veying an interest in the job," 
she said 

Heller also said the intervie- 
wee should gauge the employer 
to make sure he or she still is 
paying attention. 

For example, if ihe employer 
looks bored, the interviewee 
should shorten his or her re- 
sprmses 

"Responses should be com- 
plete and concise," she said. 

Heller said thai if students 
are not confident with their in 
terviewing techniques, they 
should go to CKS and bring r* 
sumis to be critiqued 

"Since yuu only get lo spend 
50 minutes wjih the employer, 
anything you can do lo stick out 
so the employer remembers you 
is a good thing," Heller said.

A college diploma isn't the 
only piece of paper that matters 
in the job market. 

A good r^sum^ could be the 
first step in ubtaining a career 
after college 

A good r^sum^ should sell 
the job candidate, said Mary 
Ellen Barkley, Career and Em- 
ploymenl Services coordinator 

"I think they provide the 
employer a quick summary of 
your experience," she said 

Matt Woller^, senior in agri- 
cultural economics, has been 
teaching students in the Uni- 
versity Experience class about 
the importance of a good r^- 
sum£ 

"The rfsum£ is important to 
get the inleiview," he said. "You 
have to have a r^sum^ that 
shows your experience, as well 
as looks good" 

R€sum^s can vary in length, 
design and content, Barkley 
said Most undergraduates can 
get by with a one-page r^sumf , 
but it's acceptable if a student 
has enough experience to war- 
rant a second page, she said 

Less is more when it comes 
to most rfsumf designs, 
Barkley said Bold headings, 
lines and white space make r^- 
sumts look professional and 
easy to read, she said 

"In some disciplines, it's 
more appropriate to have more 
creativity, such as in graphic 
design fields," she said 

"In general, we tend to be 
more conservative. You have to 
consider the circumstances" 

Barkley recommends choos 
ing a plain color of paper, such 
as ivory, gray or white. 

Some textured papers work 
well, but she said students 
should avoid using too much 
texture, since it can make it dif 
ficult to read. 

Students can print a few 
copies and have others look at 
it to decide if the paper type is 
right, she said 

Barkky also recommends

The rSsum^'s content should 
be concise, well-written and 
balanced to avoid crowding in- 
formation on the page, she said. 
Subject headings should be 
clear and easy to read. 

"The idea is to show you're 
actually taking pari in doing 
something rather than being a 
passive participant," she said. 
"The more detail you can in- 
clude - the specific number of 
people you worked with, equip- 
ment, dollar amounts - gives 
the reader a better picture of 
what you've done" 

Students also should take 
the lime to ensure rdsum^s are 
free of spelling mistakes and 
grammatical errors, she said 

"Even something small, like 
having a misspelling on a r^- 
sum*, can keep you from get- 
ting an interview." Barkley said 
"if you're in a very competitive 
industry, they have to have 
some way of eliminating pea 
pic"

"A lot of students intern to

Pacey said "But often they 
make better students " 

I'accy said engineering in- 
ternships arc almost always 
paid internships. 

This is not I rue for all in- 
ternships, Keller said. 

She said payment often 
depends on the organization 
and how much money it has 

Keller said students 
should make the decision of 
whether to take an unpaid 
internship or to work a part- 
time job based on their per- 
sonal needs 

Eric Matzke, senior in in- 
formation systems, found his 
work experience to be very 
valuable 

Maizke completed an in- 
ternship this past summer in 
an information management 
leadership program 

"I'm more ready for the 
real world now," Matzke 
said.

Going throu(;h (he motions of col- 
lege life can gel students Muck in a mt^ 
Studying, testing and attending class be- 
come habits 

But )udy Lynch, director of the Acs- 
demic Assistance Center, suid nearly 
every quality that is required to be a 
successful student is directly transfer 
able to the workplace, so it is important 
to develop and maintain good work 
habits. 

Lynch said time management, good 
communication and knowing how to 
work with othens are skills that are im 
port an I to hone in college because they 
will be essential in careers 

Time management involves using a 
planner, prioritizing and focusing on 
the task at hand. She said employers 
expect this from college students, and 
those who manage time the best are 
most likely to be successful 

Cooperation, sharing idean and re- 
specting others' ideas all are important 
aspects of getting along with others in 
the workplace, she said 

Lynch said ejiposilory writing and 
public speaking are required courses fur 
every student at K- State because the 
university realizes how important good 
communication skills are She said em- 
ployers can assess communication skills 
through resumes and during interviews. 

Kerri Day Keller, associate director 
ol Career and Employment Services, 
said having a goal is important in both 
school and professional fields 

"Everyone has a different style," 
Keller said, "but being result-oriented is 
important and will carry over lo the 
work field" 

Keller also said students should have 
a desire to learn because employers 
want their employees to continue learn- 
ing aher graduation 

"By no means are you done learning 
when you get your degree," she said 
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"Employers want to see potential to 
continue learning ' 

Keller said simply showing up to 
class isn't good enough 

"It's not just going and doing your 
job or going lo class," she said, "but to 
make the most of that experience and 
take the extra initiative is what sets you 
apart" 

Michelle Haupt, coordinator of the 
Academic and Career Information Cen- 
ter, said it is important for everyone - 
students and those in the workforce - 
not to gel stuck in the dayto-day 
drudgery 

"A student should be open and will- 
ing to reassess the siiuatinn and change 
if necessary," she said "You have to 
have the courage to change."

Expo 2002 in August attracted 
1,100 students and 27 employers 

"It just shows that we have a lot 
ol students looking for jobs," she 
said "But there are some opportuni 
ties in Manhatlan" 

Hven working in service related 
jobs is beneficial to students' job- 
skills development, Keller said 

"These types of jobs offer slu 
dents a chance to develop customer 
skills, work ethic and an idea of 
how people approach work,' she 
said 

She said work experience can be 
later documented and be marketed 
on r^sum^s Keller said she suggests 
students use pari time job experi- 
ence as a stepping stone to job-relat- 
ed internships 

"I think what employers are 
looking for from students is a bal- 
ance between academics and 
grades," Keller said "Low grades re 
suiting from students working too 
much won't help"

In what seems to be its sec- 
ond big oversight this year, 
the city of Manhattan has 
been undcrfoilling K-Stale 

Van Zilc Dining Hall has 
been underbilled $15,000 for 
water usage during the past 
two yeort. 



The problem seems to be 
due to a meter malfunction, 
Bemie Hayen, director of city 
rinanec, said The outside me- 
ter, which was not working, 
fed to an inside meter, which 
was working properly City 
meter readers use ihe outside 
meters to determine water us- 
age. Tills apparently caused 
the underbilling 

The readers reported a 
dead meter, but the billing 
procedure was not properly 
handled, fiayeii said 

"Utility billing people ill 
advisedly billed them the 
wrong amount," hlaycn said 

Instead of billing K State 
its average bill amount, a 
common pnxredure when me 



lers are broken, the city billed 
Van Zile $14 94 a month, 
which is the minimum water 
bill amount The hill should 
have run between $600 and 
$700 each month 

"Mistakes are going to oc- 
cur," Hayen said "We are 
aware of that possibility, but 
they should be caught in a 
reasonable amount of lime 
Unfortunately, 24 months is 
loo long." 

However, university offi 
cials said they ore nol con- 
cerned with the mistake. 

"1 don't believe it was a sig 
niftcant amount," Skyler 
Harper, assistant director of 
(lousing and Dining Services, 
said "The meter was broken, 



and the city is going lo pro 
vide us wiih a new one to in- 
stall" 

In July, city officials also 
discovered that the water me- 
ter readings for Colbert Hills 
Golf Course were read incor- 
rectly for the past three years, 
making ihe water hill signifi- 
cantly lower than il should 
have been The city is estimat- 
ing Colbert Hills was under 
billed about $382,000. Hayen 
said.

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A smile helped. 
At least Lori Jordan thought 
her smile helped show the peo 
pic of New York that there are 
(riendly people out there. 

"it helps," she said "It helps 
ease some of the pain." 

When three KStatc students 
and their sponsor headed to 
New York in May, that is what 
they set out to do - help ease 
some pain 

The group, including )ordan. 
sophomore in grain and milling 
science; Elizabeth Townsend, 
sophomore in political science; 
7.ach Lawrence, senior in sec- 
ondary education; and the Rev. 
Matthew Cobb traveled to New 
York City for a week of service 
to help the hungry and the 
homeless

"We visited St. Paul's 
Chapel," Cobb said, "which had 
become a place for people who 
were working on the recovery 
effort to rest Police officers, 
firefighters, construction work 
ers and rescue workers would 
come to this church that is 
right next to Ground Zero to 
have some quiet moments " 

However, the church had 
much more significance than 
simply a resting place Because 
someone had opened a window 
the day of the Sept 11 attacks, 
ihc church had no major dam 
age even though it is next door 
to the disaster site 

"It is an amAing story," 



Townsend said "Not a window 
was broken 

"I think that was one of the 
most moving parts of the trip - 
to walk into this church and 
see every available space cov 
ered with signs, letters and sto- 
ries. People all over the country 
had sent these to express their 
feelings about the attacks and 
to show their love for the res 
cue workers It was a very com- 
forting place." 

And a very moving place, 
(ordan said 

"1 couldn't relate to how 
much devastation these people 
were feeling," she said, "but it 
made you think It made you 
think about why you are here 
What is your purpose'" 

For Lawrence, it was a dis 
covery of how interconnected 
society is, 

"It is a huge sense of com 
munily up there," he said 
"They are all stuck together in 
one great big place, and they 
have to work together They 
can't be isolated 

"We don't sec how intercon 
necled we are because we are 
not as big as a community We 
don't realize what it is like to 
have to be directly affected by 
anything, whether it is poverty 
or a physical threat We don I 
see how interconnected we are 
as a race and as human beings 
We all need each other. We de- 
pend on each other." 

New Yorkers have depended 
on each other to get through 



this crisis. Jordan said 

"They have united because 
everyone had the same emo- 
tions," she said. "In an emo 
tional sense, everyone wai 
poor." 

Although New York has a 
huge problem with homeless- 
ness, Cobb said, the Sept. 1 1 at- 
tacks seemed to affect the poor- 
est of the poor. 

"In some cases, there were 
more people on the streets after 
Sept. 11," he said, "but there al 
so was a sense of folks willing 
to engage these people face to 
face." 

Willingness to help one an 
other - and the belief that no 
body needs to be alone - is 
what united the group's service 
work and visit to St. Paul's 
Chapel 

"Whether it is through 
hunger and homelessness or if 
it is with the rescue workers at 
Ground Zero," Cobb said, "we 
wanted to let them know they 
are not alone and that God is 
always present with them" 

The students also came back 
with the realization that they 
are not alone, 

"I would never say I am the 
same person after seeing that," 
lownsend said "1 don't take 
what 1 have for granted as 
much anymore I realized I 
have been blessed I have the 
chance to go to college, cat 
when I want to, sleep in an ac- 
tual bed, in an actual home. It 
is an amazing gift"

It 
should not take two years to uncover a 
serious error. 

University and city officials need to 
start opening up the communication 
lines and owning up to their responsi- 
bilities so costly oversights such as this 
do not happen again.

Arguments against vouchers unsound 



Bditor, 

in the Sept 16 Collegian, 
Christopher Harrop attempts to ar- 
gue why he has reservations about 
school vouchers What he writes 
raises some questions. 

"T^ funded vouchers are (usl 
what they stale to be - tui funded 
FHiblic funds will be utilized to edu 
cate America's youth" 

Thai makes good sense. If our 
government makes schooling 
mandatory, it must also accept an 
obligation to fund it 

But Harrop continues with: "Just 
as much of the general papulation 
relies on the public school system 
due to federal and state funding, the 
same scenario will play out with 
parochial and other private institu- 
tions getting a lump of money 
straight from Uncle Sam." 

How is thai again? Are not 
vouchers given to parents, who then 
may choose freely which school wilt 
receive them? lliat is the same way 
funds from Pell grants and NEA 
scholarships find their way from 



government to school. Such funds 
arrive from individual students - 
they are not set by enrollment 
count 

"When private schools become 
comfortable with this new funding, 
they will become complacent in 
their efforts to offer a quality educa 
tion - the same argument advocates 
cite when proclaiming the trouble 
with the current public education 
system." 

Once more, how is that again? 
To the best of my knowledge, public 
schools rely on a captive market - 
home address defines where the 
child goes to school But the parents 
of a child can carry a voucher to 
any school of their choice rather 
than be forced to enroll their child 
in the nearest public school. 

Schools financed by vouchers, be 
they public or private, have to earn 
their funding by demonstrating their 
quality That leaves little room for 
"complacency" - such schools will 
have to do it right, with competenl 
faculty, suitable facilities and lean 
staffing. 



"Apparently, voucher advocates 
have no qualms with using public 
dollars to go directly to non-secular 
institutions" 

Nor need they Voucher funds do 
nol go directly to any institution - 
they go to individuals - and are 
then beyond control of the govern 
ment 

So do Pell grants, NBA scholar- 
ships and, for thai matter, funds 
from the Gl Bill that made it possi- 
ble for Ihe generation of your 
grandparents to get a college educa 
tion. 

They could use those funds to go 
to Notre Dame, to Yeshtva Universi- 
ty, to Bethel College or to any other 
place To my knowledge, none of 
those funding programs have ever 
been challenged on First Amend- 
ment grounds 

tlarrop might have reasons to 
frown on voucher programs, but his 
arguments do not stand up to 
scrutiny

The K-State Insect Zoo is 
one of the "10 Great Places lo 
get Bug-Eyed over Insects" ac 
cording to an article in the 
Sept 5 edition of USA Today 

K State was the only univer 
sity zoo listed in the article 
Others listed include the San 
Diego Zoo and the National 
Museum of Natural History 

Ralph Charlton, associate 
professor of entomology and 
zoo director, said that it was an 
honor for the zoo to be men- 
tioned. 

The zoo, he said, includes 
ttate-of-the-art exhibits that 
usually are found only in large 
20OS and museums, like those 
on the USA Today list. 

"It's quite an honor (to be 
included) because these other 
places operate on fairly sub- 
stantial budgets, while we op 
erate on the ((cnerosity of 
donors," Charlton said. 

Charlton also mentioned the 
extreme varieties of specimen 
that can be seen at the zoo 

"I think we've kind of taken 
it tu another level," Charlton 
said "We have an incredible 
variety of things." 

Some of the features of the 
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zoo are interactive displays, an 
amazon tree with an orb spider 
inhabitant, and a colony of 
leafcutter ants. 

"We have probably the 
greatest variety of insects," 
Charlton said. "Not only that, 
but we allow others to handle 
and touch some of the more 
benign creatures." 

Marlene Charlton, zoo man 
ager, said the muin cHhibti will 
be a tropical tree thai will have 
a pool with tropical trees and 
plants beneath it She said this 
exhibit is in the process of be 
ing built. 

She also said the ni^ht cave, 
which will be cut off tn a dark 
area, will be a big altraclion 
when it is completed 

"A lot of insects are active at 
night time, so (the exhibit) will 
be like a cave I also think it 
will have ijound effects, which 



wilt be neat," Marlene 
said 

Ralph said having the 
zoo is excellent for tours, es- 
pecially for children 

"1 think it's a good way to 
break the ice and gel their at- 
tention," Ralph said. 

f Je said the insect zoo has 

allowed a more hands-on ap 

p roach with live animals rather 

than brittle specimen He iiK' 

noted it is more convenient tor 

tours. 

"It's allowed us to have a 
central facility where we can 
deal with tours and the public," 
he said. "It's our vehicle for 
outreach" , 

The insect zoo, located in 
an old dairy barn in the Uni- 
versity Gardens, is the result of 
a b-month construction pro- 
ject 

The zwt was opened to the 
public |une 15, but is not com 
pletely Tmished, the Charltons 
said. 

Ralph said a goal is to have 
all displays ready for the grand 
opening ceremony Oct 18 

F^esidenl |on Wefald will be 
one of the featured speakers at 
the ceremony at 5 p.m in the 
University Gardens 

"Not only is this an opening, 
but we're usinji this as a vehi- 
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cle lo thank all the people who 
helped fund this and make the 
dream a reality." Ralph said 

Michelle Kac?.marek, tour 
coordinator, said Nhe hoped the 
anicle in USA Today will boost 
the number of visitors to the 
zoo 

''It's great that we got na- 
tional recognition," she said. 
"Hopefully, people will come 
to K-State and say 'Hey, let's 
swing by the insect garden '" 

Although the zoo is not 
complete and has not been ad 



verti^ed, Ralph estimated that 
it has already been visited by 
more than 1,000 people from 
30 slates and 10 different 
countries.

1 thought it was a fun 
concept, and the publisher 
liked the idea of the ghosts. 
It's a book about someone 
who goes back in time and 
meets historical figures, so it's 
not like scary "Boo!" ghosts. 

Q: What are you going to 
talk about when you come to 
tho Boach Museum of Art?

School's reputation

Did you know that Pat 
Bosco, dean of student life, was 
K-Stale's student body presi- 
dent in 1970-71? 

He isn't the only faculty 
member at K-State who also 
attended the university as an 
undergraduate 

Bosco, lanice Wissman, as- 
sociate dean of education, and 
Scott Slaggcnborg, extension 
specialist in crops and soils, are 
also faculty members who have 
spent their undergraduate years 
and the bulk of their profes- 
rional careers at K-State 

Bosco has been working at 
K-Stale ever since he graduated 
with a bachelor's degree in cic 
mentary education in 1971 

Originally from Syracuse, 
NY , Bosco said he searched 
all over the country for a Mid 
west, Big 12 Khool that gen 
uinely cared about its situdents. 
He said he found a match at 
K-State. 

"I arrived in Manhattan in 
1969 and didn't know a soul," 
Bosco said "Not only in Man- 
hattan, but not even in the en 
tire state of Kansas." 

After graduation, Bosco had 
several positions at K State, in 
eluding coordinator of student 
activities. aiiKociale dean of stu- 
dent life, assistant associate 
vice president, director of en- 
rollment management, assistant 
vice president for institutional 
advancement and his current 
position as dean of student life 



Bosco, who has worked 
more than 32 yean at K-State, 
also has the uiittant profeHor 
rank in the College of Educa- 
tion 

"Our institution's emphasis 
on leadership and student in- 
volvement had a tremendous 
effect on myself as a young 
professor in the early '708," he 
said 

Bosco said his favorite as- 
pects of K-State are the stu- 
dents and the K-State spirit. 

"It's a pleasure to serve stu- 
dents and work with faculty 
and staff who care," Bosco 
said 

Wissman grew up near 
Manhattan but said she didn't 
fully appreciate K-State until 
she started her professional ca- 
reer 

'I took K-State for granted 
because I grew up 60 mites 
from Manhattan," she said. "I 
knew in high school that 1 
wanted to leach, and fortunate- 
ly for me, one of the best pro- 
grams in the teaching field was 
at Kansas State Univeraity. I re- 
alized when I started working 
in California that K-Stale pre 
pared me very well for my role 
in leaching, so I went back and 
got my master's at 
KState" 

After earning her nisster's 
degree in 1968, Wissman went 
to the Univenity of Kansas and 
earned her doctorate in higher 
education administration in 
1981 

"I knew 1 wanted to go to 
K-State because I knew they 
had an exemplary teacher edu 
cation program, and since I 
wanted to enhance my teach 
ing skills, K State was at the 
tup of my list," Wissman said. 

Wissman graduated from 
K-Statc in 1963 with a bache 
lor's degree in family and con- 



sumer sciences education. She 
has been an employee for 34 
years. 

Wissman has had a handful 
of positions at K Stale, includ- 
ing instructor and assistant 
professor of secondary educa- 
tion, assistant dean of the Col- 
lege of Education and her cur- 
rent position as associate dean 
of the College of Education 

"My favorite part about my 
job is not only working with 
the students in the College of 
Education, but I'm also the ad- 
viser for the Mortar Board, 
which allows me to work with 
some of the very best students 
at K- Slate. 1 enjoy that a lot." 

Like Wissman, Staggcnborg 
lived close to Manhattan He 
has been the extension special 
ist in crops and soils since 
1995 

"I knew I was going to be 
coming to school here a long 
time before I actually came," 
Staggenborg said "My brother 
was going here, and our minds 
were made up several years be 
fore we actually came here We 
grew up K-State fans" 

Staggenborg graduated from 
K-State with a bachelor's de- 
gree in agronomy in 1988 and 
a ma.sfer's degree in agronomy 
and agriculture in 1990 

After earning his master's 
degree, Staggenborg went to 
Texas Tech University to earn 
his doctoral degree 

"One of my favorite things 
of working here and being in 
volved in the K-State faculty is 
that we have a very strong agri- 
culture college, which is some- 
thing I'm very proud of," 
Staggenborg said. "I'm also 
glad we have a football team 
now. Six years ago when 1 was 
attending K-State. we won a 
total of two games, and I think 
tied one. It's a nice change"

meter, thus making each read- 
ing lower than it actually was. 

The city and Colbert Hills 
ufficials arc in the prut:c!)s ut 
detertnining a plan fur a repay- 
ment process, Hayen said 

Although MayL'ii said the 
city is taking the blame for 
both errors, he said the univer 
slty must have known there 
was a problem with its bill 

"It is no diffcreni than a 
residence," he said. "You know 
something is wrong when your 
bill is significantly lower 
K-State had to have a sel bud- 
get for water usage, but it is al- 
ways a question of do you wait 
for it to be discovered or re- 
port H'' Still, the ultimate re- 
sponsibility is the city's " 

Harper said the fault lies 
with the city 

"It is their responsibility," he 
said. 'They read our meter and 
bill us" 

A plan for a repayment 
process has not been estab 
lish«d, but Hayen said the city 
will not bill the university in 
one lump sum. 

"We will determine the 
•mount of money and work 
out a process," he said 

Harper said he still is un- 
sure how much the university 



owes, 

"T am not sure if we will be 
able to determine that 
amount," he said. "We will fix 
the meter, and then they 
should be able to properly 
track our water usage." 

The city is working un safe- 
guards to prevent this from re- 
curring. 

"[ think we have enjoyed a 
good relationship with the uni- 
versity," Hayen said "This is 
just one of the cases that has 
slipped through the cracks, 
and it sends a clear message 
something is wrcmg." 

The university has on un- 
usual relationship with the 
city. The city of Manhattan 
provides water service, but K 
State is responsible hir mainte- 
nance - including replacing 
tnalfunctioning meters. 

"That partnership ought to 
exist," Hayen said "When a 
meter goes bad, we need tu 
communicuie that tjuickly to 
K State ofTicials. and they need 
to replace thcni Unfortunately, 
these two cases were missed 
somewhere in the chain" 

To prevent missing anolhcr 
case, the city plans to improve 
its system in three main areas 
The Tint will be to redefine the 
university's status Water usage 
now is separated into two cat- 



egories - residential and busi 
ness. Hayden wants the uni 
versity to become its own sep- 
arate category 

"It makes sense." he said. 
"They are major users of city 
water It should help us catch 
the mistakes because we 
would be able tu look at the 
water being produced com- 
pared to the water being con- 
sumed at a more precise level." 

The second safeguard is to 
implement a reverse override 
system in the billing process. 
At present, the process has a 
set ceihng for water usage If a 
bill goes above that amount, 
the system automatically gen- 
erates report The reverse 
override system would do the 
opposite - generate a report if 
the monthly water usage drops 
below a set floor amount 

The final safeguard deals 
with new water customers For 
every new user, like Target or 
Home Depot, the city will find 
a retail establishment in the 
system that is similar and com- 
pare monthly use for six 
months to ensure the meter is 
working properly 

"It is embarrassing to have 
these mistakes," Hayen said 
"We just want to take every 
possible step to prevent this 
from happening in the future"

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HOMELESS I Committee raises money, awareness

said they arc trying to raise 
funds and search for a bigger 
facility They rent the building 
they are in, but Norris said 
she would like that to change 

"We're putting a lot of

"The last few years, this 
group has literally paid the 
bills during September and 
October," Norris said. 

The group also collects 
other donations, such as toi 
letries and other supplies 

Silver Key President Seth 
Sanders said the group was 
taking leadership through ac 
tion They learned about the 
problem and acted on it. 

"It's good because we've 
got an honorary that wants to 
do something outside the col- 
lege and do something for the 



community," he said 

Sanders said he was sur- 
prised when he learned how 
many homeless people the 
shelter serves each year. 

"I come from a smaller 
town, so it's just not so preva 
lent," Sanders, who is from 
Sterling, Kan , said "It's more 
prevalent in the bigger cities. 
If anything, it just makes me 
realize if it's this big of a 
problem here, 1 can't imagine 
how bad it is in a city like 
Kansas City or Wichita" 

Besides making people 
aware, he said the group

"It's college," Sanders said

able (o say they slept out on 
the Union courtyard'?"

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Blix then met with Iraqi 
representatives, after which 
the Iraqis announced talks 
were set for Sept. 27 to make 
final plans 

In the Middle Bast, the 
business of preparing for war 
went on as American war- 
planes flew under aggressive 
new rules over Iraq, and US. 
commanders considered bas- 
ing heavy bombers closer by 

At a U.N news conference 
at which Powell and Russia's 
Igor Ivannv laid out conflict 
ing views, Secretary- General 
Kofi Annan appealed for them 
to stick together on Iraq 

This is "the beginning, not 
an end," he said "We should 
try to maintain the unity of 
purpi>se that has emerged." 

The Security Council then 
went into closed-door consul- 
tations on a timetable for deal 
ing with the fast -changing Iraq 
issue. The council sent 
weapons inspectors intu Iraq 
after the 1990 91 Gulf War. to 
ensure that President Saddam 
Mussein's regime destroyed 
any chemical or biological 
weapons it possessed, as well 
38 the capacity to produce 
those or nuclear weapons. 

The inspectors left in 1998, 



ahead of U.S. air •■irikes, amid 
Iraqi allegations that some 
were spying for the United 
States and countercharges that 
Baghdad wasn't cooperating 
with the inspection teams. 

The internatiimal "unity of 
purpose" that Annan cited 
emerged when I*residem Bush, 
in a speech to the UN Gener- 
al Assembly last Thursday, 
forcefully called fur the Securi- 
ty Council to threaten action 
against Iraq if it did not allow 
the inspectors back 

If the world body didn't act, 
Bush made clear, Washington 
would feel free to launch a 
military attack. 

Bush's was the opening 
move in what may become a 
high-slakes diplomatic chess 
game 

Iraq's surprise reply came 
late Monday, in a letter to An 
nan in which Foreign Minister 
Naji Sabri said Baghdad 
would allow the inspectors 
back "without conditions " in 
order to "remove any doubts 
that Iraq still possesses 
weapons of mass destruction." 

On Tuesday, Annan told re- 
porters that chief inspector 
Blix is ready to move as 
quickly as is practicable" 

Asked when the inspectors 
might actually return tit Bagh 



dad, Iraqi representative Saced 
Hasan replied, "It depends on 
Mr. Blix's arrangements." 

The secretary-general indi- 
cated he didn't believe any for- 
mal reauthorization is needed 
from the Security Council, 
whose previous resolutions set 
out specific conditions for 
their return. 

The Bush administration 
late Monday had dismissed the 
Iraqi move as a ploy to split 
the Security Council On Tucs 
day, Powell was equally dis 
missive.

Sam Brownback announced the grant, 
called the Homeland Security Grant, last week 

This national program distributes monies 
bated upon a formula, which essentially depends 
on state or district population, nut on a vulnera 
bility rating scale, said Glcnda Kendrick, a repre- 
sentative for the Department of [ustjce 

Capt Tim Ujckett. emergency operations co- 
ordinator for the Kansas Highway Patrol, said of 
the $4 2 million. $184,000 will be used to con- 
duct and evaluate weapons of mass destruction 
exercises and $1.9 million will be used for equip 
mcnt. 

'This division of the grant is based on the 
state strategy," Kendrick said 'The strategy says 
that we know particular places might be likely 
targets and we need the following resources" 

Lockett said there are four categories of firrt 
responder equipment that are authorized expen- 
diture* by the grant 

Personal protective equipment is the first cat 
eifiry. This equipment includes a self-contained 
breathing Apparatus and other protective suits 
that fint rc^ionders would w«ar if working with 
hazardous materials. 

The grant also can provide for detection 
equipment This equipment tells responders if 
they are in a hazardous atmosphere that would

Webmail system still giving students headaches 

Increased e-mail usage to blame for recent service failures

ft began Sept 9 when students and fac- 
ulty across campus began noticing prob- 
lems while using their 
K-State e-mail accounts 

Louie Novak, junior in public relations, 
said he became frustrated when he could- 
n't access to his Webmail account 
He wasn't alone. 

"1 tried to e-mail my professor and it 
was really tough for me to get through," 
Novak said "At first 1 thought It was be- 
cause I didn't renew my password, but 1 
guess everyone has been having prob- 
lems- 
According to an investigation by Com- 
puting and Network Services, increasing 
e-mail usage caused the central e-tnail sys- 
tem to experience slowdowns during peak 
usage times - weekdays from 10 am to 4 
p.m The investigation pointed tu 814 e- 
matl users with Inbox folders of 20 to 250 
megabytes each, much more than the rec- 



ommended five megabytes. 

On 1\iesday, CNS notified users with 
large accounts to reduce their inboxes to 
five megabytes by noon Wednesday In 
boxes nut reduced by the deadline were 
moved to a different folder However, no 
e mail messages should have been lost 

Harvard Townsend. CNS director, 
said too many large mailboxes were con- 
tending for the same location, and the 
short notice was necessary. 

"We didn't anticipate this problem to 
creep up on us like it did," Townsend 
said. 

"R-mail usage hit a threshold, and 
there was no other alternative but to 
move larger folders to another location." 

Townsend said e mail users with 
large inboxes had difficulty accessing 
their accounts, and therefore couldn't 
reduce their inbox size. 

"It was kind of a catch -22" he said. 
"Users with lai^^e accounts needed to

Brownback says Congress supporting Bush

It's been one week since the 
United States has paid tribute 
to those who died in the Sept 
1 1 attacks, and President Bush 
is once again trying to find an- 
swers to what the counlry 
should be doing about Iraq. 

"The major debates wc have 
going on right now is Iraq and 
what the United States should 
be doing at this time," Sen. Sam 
Brownback R-Kan. said in a 
teleconference Wednesday 
"Last week, President Bush 
made a forceful case to the 
United Nations that the world 
community can no longer af- 
ford to ignore the problem of 
Saddam Hussein" 

Brownback said Congress 
has supported Bush's decisions 
over the past two weeks, and 
members plan to do so in the 



coming months 

"I see a lot of support for 
the president," he said 
"Frankly, 1 think he's had an 
amazing two weeks of moving 
the issue forward on con- 
fronting Saddam Hussein 

"I've heard almost unani 
mous positive comments (hat 
we should be giving the IVcsi- 
dent the authority to pursue 
this as he sees best" 

Since the Gulf War. Brown 
back said, Saddam continues to 
have and pursue weapons of 
mass destruction 

In 1998, Congress passed 
the Iraq Liberation Act and 
since then, Saddam has violat- 
ed 16 different resolutions, 
Brownback said. Therefore, he 
said, the president has asked 
the United Nations lo take re 
sponsibility. 

"The president has called 
upon the U.N to take up its re 



sponsibility and to ensure con- 
sequences with resolutions or 
else risk becoming an irrelevant 
body," he said "If Saddam 
Hussein wants peace, he will 
comply with the UN resolu 
tion If not, he'll risk his regime 
of being forced out." 

Moreover, Bush has been 
working to increase I he num 
ber of allies the United States 
supports, Brownback said 

"I think that two weeks ago, 
ihc only ally that was very 
open about it that was support- 
ing the United States was Great 
Britain," Brownback said 
"Now, we have some of the 
Gulf States and Saudi Arabia is 
saying we can use their base" 

Although Congress supports 
the president and his decision, 
Brownback said, he has further 
concerns with Saddam 

"My biggest concern on this 
is if Saddam Hussein decides to

Depending on a person's 
preference, Vanwye said, a full 
set of equipment could cost 
from $200 to $400 

"If you are new to the sport.

cantly lower in price, until yuu 
are sure you want to stick with 
the game," he said. "I played 
my first season only paying $20 
[or a used set ol shoulder pads- 
Ihe rest of my equipmcni was 
loaned or given to me."

$150 registration fee due (o the 
club in December, but fund 
raisers pay for most of it, Van 
wye said. 

Shane Apple, junior in radio 
and television, and secretary of 
the club, said tu raise funds, 
lacrosse members lake down 
chair backs at (he KSU Stadi- 
um at the end of football sea 
son 

"I wouldn't exactly call it 
fun, but it's working together 
with your teammates," Apple 
said "Any hardships you go 
(hrtiugh with your friends 
makes you bond mure It helps 
build character, and there's a 
lot of stairs, which helps devel 
dp the legs" 

Vanwye said there ta al»o a 
banquet where practice jerseys 
are auctioned off. 

Although the Lacrosse 
Club's season oHlcially starts in 



the spring, its first game this 
fall is against Colorado School 
of Mines on Sept. 2 1 and 22 in 
Golden, Colo. 

The club even has its own 
tournament, (he Donnic Tillar 
Tournament un Oct. S and 6 
The tournament is dedicated to 
the club's first coach, Donnie 
Tillar, who was killed in Desert 
Storm in a helicopter crash To 
honor him, club members wear 
a helicopter symbol on their 
helmets 

"It's our symbol lo honor 
Donnie every game," Apple 
said "The tournament is a 
good way to test out how good 
we are and what we need to 
work on" 

Apple said since lacrosse is 
a high-impact sport, there are a 
lot of injuries 

"It's like football with 
sticks- injuries are bound to 
happen," Apple said. "Most end 
up playing through their in- 
juries" 

Vanwye said he has seen 
some injuries during his time 
on the team, too. 

"The worst injury I have 
seen was someone who was hit 
in the car hole of their helmet 
with a shot and had (heir 
eardrum rup(ured," Vanwye 
said "Other than that, people 
usually sprain ankles or have 
other common sports injuries "

U.S., Britain spell out 
compliance resolution

UNITED NATIONS - 
Bucking an anti-war mood 
among their U.N. Security 
Council partners, the United 
States and Britain began craft 
ing a toughly worded resolu 
tion Wednesday that would 
narrow the timetable for Iraqi 
compliance with weapons in- 
spections and authorize force 
if Iraq fails to cooperate, 
diplomats said. 

The two allies plan to com- 
plete and circulate the draft 
next week to the three other 
permanent members of the 
Security Council .- France, 
Russia and China - diplomats 
told The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity. 
Prance, Russia and Arab na- 
tions oppose a new resolution 

""Nothing is on paper yet," 
said Rick Grcnnel, spokesman 
for the US mission at the 
United Na(ions, who con- 
firmed American and British 
diplomats met on a resolution 

Iraq's surprise announce 
ment this week that it would 
accept the return of interna- 
tional weapons inspectors 
nearly four years after they 
left has divided the council, 
with the United States step- 
ping up preparations for war 
even as weapons inspectors 
planned their return to Bagh- 
dad 

In Washington, Defense 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld 
told Congress that it should 
authorize the use of military 
force against Iraq before the 
Security Council makes a 
move 

"No terrorist state poses a 



peater and more immediate 
threat to the security of our 
people and the stability of the 
world than the regune of Sad- 
dam Hussein in Iraq" Rums- 
feld told the House Armed 
Services Committee on 
Wednesday 

President Bush, also speak- 
ing Wednesday, said Iraq 
would not "tool anybody" 
with its about-face and pre- 
dicted the United Nations 
would rally behind the United 
Slates despite Iraq's "ploy" 
His administration disclosed 
plans for moving B-2 bombers 
closer to Baghdad, preparing 
for possible war to remove 
President Saddam Husaein 

But at the United Nationi, 
U.S. alhes on the Security 
Council seemed determined 
to stave -off a resolution as 
plans moved ahead tor the re- 
turn of weapons inspectors 

"We hope that this step . 
will be the first step toward a 
comprehensive solution to the 
crisis in the relations between 
the United Nations and Iraq 
and the lifting of the brutal 
regime of sanctions, which 
has been killing our people 
for 12 years," Iraqi Foreign 
Minister Naji Sabri said late 
Wednesday aAer meeting with 
U.N Secretary-General Kofi 
Annan. 

In a statement, Annan said 
that Sabri had pledged his 
government's full cooperation 
on finalizing arrangements for 
the swift return of inspectors. 

On Tuesday, Russian For- 
eign Minister Igor Ivanov said 
he saw no need for another 
resolution on Iraq. But in

Slave descendants should receive 
reparations through education 
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America con no longer be known a« a country 
of empty promises It is time for some account- 
ability around here. 

Realistically, it is impossible and ridiculous to 
track down slave ancestors and set them up with 
40 acres and a mule - it's really just symbolic 

Here's a bit of a history lesson: The phrase 
"forty acres and a mule" comes from Special 
Field Order 15 during! the reconstruction following the Civil War in 
1865. This was a deal that William T Sherman made with black minis 
ten. which set aside parts of Georgia and South Carolina coasts as 
black settlement Later, the US. Army wanted to get rid of its mules, so 
it threw them into the deal 

The deal never malcriali/ed Still, it was made, and it should have 
been followed through 

In a modem sense, F.bony Magazine editor Lerone Bennett )r , calls 
tor 205 years of back pay 'Irying to sue America tor $T77 trillion is not 
possible, unbelievable and really quite silly. 

A cuiulroom is no place to Hghl what happened in that regrettable 
chapter of this country. In no way is it the proper venue lu address the 
situation - il would lake year^ ol court time to figure it all out 
Besides, the United States has sovereign immunity and cannot 
be sued 

Lawsuits add to the victimized attitudes with which Ameri- 
cans are already flawed 

Sending cash to every descendenl of U.S. slaves is unwise 
and would probably even be counter- productive for 
blacks A check in the mail is no way to elimi- 
nate the evils of the p&st, but there is a logical 
and sensible way (o go about it 

Providing more funds for edu 
cation can, over lime, 
bridge (he gap 1 call 
upon the federal gov 
emmcnt to use infu 
sions of development

There should be a public trust that all 
citizens pay into, regardless o( ancestry, which would go to dramatic in- 
tervention in ihe worst neighbcirhoods 

We know reparations are possible because they have been done be- 
fore. T'hc United States paid $20,000 to individual [a pan ese- Americans 
who were detained during World War II Victims of the Rosewood ram- 
page in Florida received nearly $2 million for Iheir stnfe Officials have 
talked about giving scholarships and memorials for the Tulsa riot, 
which devastated (he Negro Wall Street neighborhood in 1921 
{jtru'wrtproTg and lustier Talking/National Ihiblic Radio Aug. 27, 2001) 

It is possible, etbical and fair, and it should be done in a way that 
benefits us all. 

Recent headway at the United Nation's World Conference Against 
Racism in Durban, South Africa, makes reparations look a little more 
promising Slavery was finally named as a crime against humanity, and 
current slavery problems in northwest Africa will be studied more in 
tensely 

But if you're a slave dcscendent in the United States. I would not 
look for a check or apology any time soon. 
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Ending slavery in other nations 
more important than reparations 
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Though the issue only gained national atten- 
tion in the last few years, the idea of slavery 
reparations has been around for a while. 

For instance, Rep John Conycrs, D-Mich,, 
tried (o introduce a bill every year since 1989 to 
examine the case for reparations. 

Luckily for sensible Americans, Congress re- 
fused to listen (o him every time. 

Most legislators understand that the argument for tossing large sums 
of money at people who have no( directly si^ered slavery is shaky and 
weak a( best. 

According to umm.aboutcom, the latest development in this dispute 
is a lawsuit filed on behalf of 35 million black people against three cor- 
porations 

This suit demands descendants of slaves be paid for their anceston' 
forced labor and harsh treatment 

It also requests monetary compensadon equal to "forty acres and a 
mule," which was the payment the United States promised freed slaves 
but never forked over 

Of course, when inflation is taken into account, those filing suits 
think they need $777 trillion 

I understand the precedent of making reparations to japan ese -Amer- 
ican families for their suffering in internment camps, and the same for 
lewish families who suffered as slave laborers in Nazi Germany 

The difference between those c^es and this situation, though, is (ha( 
many of those unfortimate individuals 
were still alive when the reparations 
were made 

There is not one single liv- 
ing individual who was a slave in 
the United States 

The descendants will have 
an extremely hard time proving 
they have suffered financial 
damage when they are genera- 
tions removed from the 
crimes. 

One plausible solution, 
(hough, would be to accept 
that the corporations should still 
pay for their crimes 

After all, if a plantation owner 
from the Civil War era were alive today, 
would anybody tolerate him avoiding punishment^ 

By legal definition, a corporation is like an individual, 
and can be held just as accountable So there is no reason 
why FleetBoston Financial, CSX and Aetna shouldn't be 
made to pay, right'' 

Wrong Those corporations were never in existence at the 
time slavery flourished They are descendants of companies 
that did use slave labor, but time, mergers and other business

This year, Dan Ireton, senior in 
theater, and Tare Bauer, junior in 
theater, have the hosting rcsponst- 
bllitjes of picking a theme for siu 
dent playwrights to explore and 
delegating the flow of the night's 
activities 

"The hosts just hold it together 
and guide people through it," 
Stephanie King, junior in theater, 
taid. 
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"Mid 
night Madness 
bciungs to 
everyone be 
caiisc they can 
jump up and 
be a part of 
it" 

The first 
Midnight Madness of the school 
year will be at II 10 tunight 

The ni^ht begins with anony- 
mous, student written scripts being 
laid on the stage floor with as 
many copies as needed. 

After rallying the audience with 
a few call -back chants, the hosts 
pick up the scripts and ask for vol 
unleers from the audience to play 
each role 

Prom there, the play is in the 
hands of the students and at |he 
mercy of the audience. King said 

The short plays hit on a variety 
of styles, Bauer said 

"The plays ure usually funny, 
ihough some are serious." she said 
"It's uncensored, so it gets kind of 
crazy" 

Not only do the actors create 
characters on the spot, but the 



plays themselves are usiially writ 
ten a few days in advance, at most 
The theme for tonight, exploita- 
tion, was formally announced 
Wednesday 

The themes usually arc posted 
on the call board in Nichoh Hall 
sometime during the week uf Mid 
night Madness 

Jiniba Ivy. junior in thealer, has 
written more than SO plays since 
he started participating in Mid 
night Madness as a freshman 

fie said he enjoys writing plays 
within 24 hours because he thinks 
it makes them fresh 

"It's a one lime shot - you 
don't have time to revise it," Ivy 
said 

"Midnight Madness is geared to 
ward fun, bui il also allows you to 
practice your art in an environ- 
ment without professional pres 
sure." 

Because Midnight Madness is 
student run, it allows student play 
wrighls to explore more liberties. 
Ivy said, 

Even the theme i» to be taken as 
a suggestion or a starting point for 
writers, he said. 



About the only restriction put 
on Midnight Madness is the limit- 
ed space of the Purple Masque 

Last year. Midnight Madness 
outgrew itself and the hosts were 
forced to cut back attendance 

However, patrons don't want 
this to discourage anyone from 
coming 

King said the limited capacity of 
the Purple Masque is a key ele 
menl in the success of Midnight

Nebraska continues dominance with 
3-game sweep over Cats at Ahearn

Nearly 3,000 screaming 
fans, most of whom were 
decked in purple, provided an 
electric atmosphere Wednes 
day night fur K-State's match 
with No 5 Nebraski. 

But the Husken quieted the 
crowd and rolled to an easy 
30-25. 3016, 30 27 win over 
the Cats at Aheam Field 
House 

The three-game sweep of K- 
Statc on Wednesday marked 
the 30th consecutive win (or 
NU on K-State's home court. 

But the Cats (4-5. 0-1) 
weren't about to accept pearls 
or any other gift the Huskers 
(8-1, 1-0) might have had to 
commemorate the victory 

Instead, they walked away 
taking pride in making the 
match competitive to the end 

"1 thought we played with 
some composure, which was 
something we lacked this last 
weekend," Coach Suzie Fritz 
•aid. "When you have an inex- 
perienced team, you're going to 
play sporadic. We stayed in ral- 
lies for the most part, and we 
had opportunities to swing for 
points. Some went our way, 
and some didn't" 

On paper, the Cats hung 
with Nebraska Both teams dug 
55 balls, and K- State even 
served less errore (6-5) 

But Wildcat hitters commit- 
ted 14 more errors, while hit- 
ting just 1 19 for the match 

"Sometimes 1 think our 
mentality is that we're not sup- 
posed to win because it's Nc 
braska," outside hitler Jennifer 
Pollard said 

"When we're playing and 
we're right with them, we just 
have to be the aggressor and 
take control of tittle opportuni 
tin." 

After an up and down first 
game, the second was exactly 
the opposite.

Pollard had (our kills, but 
committed five errors as well, 
as Nebraska held the Cats to a 
zero hitting percentage 

"That hurt us real bad," set- 
ter Gabby Guerre said "Once 
you gel on a run, it's kind of 
hard to get out of it. And the 
first couple of points. OK you 
have some options to take, but 
three or four points, you'rt 
like, 'what do I do now, I've 
tried everything.' And I don't 
want to say you're hoping to 
gel out of it at that point, but 
it's hard because you've tried 
everything," 

K' State tried everything to 
stay in the final set, but big 
Husker kills, coml)^ned with 
officiating calls that didn't go 
the Cats' way, kept K-State 
from extending the match.

In the wake of the Sept. 1 1 
anniversary, a campus group is 
studying the effects of post Irvu- 
matic stress on couples 

"We arc interested in cou- 
ples with trauma history, 
whether one or both partners 
have experienced trauma, " said 
Briana Nelson, assistant profes- 
sor of marriage and family ther- 
apy and faculty adviser to 
I'KKCK 

Trauma Kcscarch Education 
and Consultation at K State, or 
TRECK, has been around for 
four years, Nelson said 

The group has given several 
presentations at both state and 
national trauma levels 

Mentors also have done clin- 
ical work and therapy with 
trauma survivors. Nelson said. 

Ryan Peterson, graduate stu 
dent in marriage and family 
therapy and TRP.CK member, 
said the group is important. 

"Trauma has become a big- 
ger issue - students deal with it 
every day from the trauma of 
death, rape or even Sept 11." 
Peterson said "Uur mission is 
to educate people on the effects 
of trauma on their lives " 

Nelson said the information 
TRKCK assembles from the 
study on post traumatic stress 
in couples will be used to edu- 
cate future therapists 



"We will be presenting data 
at professional meetings and 
publishing information in pro- 
fessional journals," she said. 
"This is something that will be 
helpful in educating future clin- 
ical professionals " 

TRECK is inviting anyone 
who has had a traumatic expe- 
rience and is in a relationship 
to contact the group. 

"Across campus there have 
been several traumatic deaths 
recently," Peterson said "There 
is a lot of information on how 
individuals are affected by irau 
ma, but not much on the im- 
pact on relationships " 

She said the study requires a 
time commitment of about two 
hours during which participants 
will take part in a confidential 
questionnaire and interview 

"We recogni/.e that this is a 
sensitive topic, and we are most 
interested in how individuals 
have been affected, how the 
partners were affected and how 
the relationship was affected," 
Nelson said "But participants 
need to know that we won't be 
asking a lot of personal ques- 
tions We don't want to traimis- 
tize someone again." 

TRECK is hoping to gel at 
least five couples to participate, 
but Nelson said the more cou- 
ples who participate, the better.

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FAKE Bouncers use new technology as deterrent

"If we find an underage per 
son drinking, the bar gets stuck 
with a rine" he said "If the bar 
can show they have made a 
reasonable attempt, then they 
cut them some slack." 

To reduce the amount of 

t' lake IDs enlering Auntie 

Mae'a, Denney said the bar hax 
recently purchased an electron 
Ic device to swipe all identifica- 
tion cards. 

"We have two electronic 
card swipcrs," he said. "We 
swipe every card before we can 
let them enter." 

Most bars, like the Aggie 
Station Restaurant and Pub, 
have doormen stand at bar en 
trances, asking for forms uf 
identification before they let 
patrons in. 

"Whoever looks underage, 
we ID," said Don Day, senior 
in business administration and 
a doorman for Aggie Station 
"If the ID is fake, we turn them 
away basically - wc don't let 
them in" 

At Auntie Mae's, the door- 
men take training courses of- 
fered by the Alcoholic Bever- 
age Control and use these 
tactics when observing an 1 D 

"The ABC offers classes and 
seminars that wc take for 
things to look for on a fake 



ID," Denney said. "Our first 
thing to look at is if the license 
is out of state Then we look at 
the picture" 

Although seminars and 
classes assist in detecting false 
IDs, years of practice and com- 
mon sense are used by a major- 
ity of the doormen at the bars 
and clubs. 

"I've seen a lot of IDs that 
are fust terrible - lines across 
the photo, the laminanl will be 
pulled back," said Patrick 
jaquay, security employee for 
Rusty's Last Chance. 

Day said there are certain 
characteristics to look for in 
each person walking in. 

"Whenever someone looks 
off in the crowd and they don't 
look at you, that's a gtxid sign," 
he said 

When a bar or club pin- 
points a fake ID, a variety of 
necessary steps are taken, with 
a majority of the businesses 
asking for another form of 
identi^cation and then confis- 
cation of the in 

"We will ask them for an- 
other form of ID and if we still 
have questions, we will contact 
the Aggievillc police." Ocnney 
said. 

If the police become in- 
volved, it's a situation they 
don't lake lightly, George said 

"If the individual has a bor 



rowed or fake ID, a citation is 
issued and the ID is confiscat- 
ed," he said. "The citation then 
goes to the city court, where 
the court costs are about $200. 

"If the individual bought the 
manufactured ID, the judge 
will ask for the source, and if 
they do not lell, the judge has 
been known to charge approxi- 
mately $l,0O0" 

Moreover, George said that 
with the Sept 1 1 attacks, stu- 
dents should think before they 
buy or supply forms of false 
identification 

"Since 9/li, people could 
see handling a fake ID as an 
act of terrorism." he said. 

As technology increases, 
some businesses are finding it 
harder to find all the signs of a 
fake ID, and as a result, are let- 
ting more minors into their 
bars. 

"I would say there arc more 
slipping by these days," Denney 
said 

"There's some you can buy 
on the Internet that look pretty 
real." 

Day also said il was hard to 
catch everyone who walked 
through with a fake ID 

"Nobody's perfecl, and I'm 
sure it happens even in the 
best places," he said

Bill Porter was born and raised in Boulder, 
Colorado, fie didn't like high school very much 
so he joined the Navy at ihe age of i6. After a 
stint in the service, he decided to follow hi^ 
father's advice and go to school. 

Mr. Porter graduated from Adams State College 
in Colorado. He then came to Kansas State 
where he earned a master's in physics, Hia 
master's thesis, "Infrared spectroscopy applied 
to the study of the aut oxidation of di-isu- butyl 
ketone' was published in i^.S^ In 1967, after 
working at the National Bureau of Standards, 
General EUectric, and Textron Corporation, he 
went to school at Mil'. 

Mr. Porter has been the creative getuus behind 
more than 30 products and sendees, which 
include many electronic devices and products, 
and he holds 14 patents One of his patents is 
for the first shoulder-mounted backpack 
broadcast color TV camera; others include the 
first electronic diesel-eleclric locomotive 
checkout system; the fitat infrared horizon 
sensor for satellite stabilization and several 
other breakthroughs that are still used today. 

In 1982, he founded an electronic brokerage 
service for stockbrokers where the world's first 
oidtne trading took place. Ten years later he 
realized he could compete with major 
brokerage houses and launched a subsidiary of 
Trade Plus now known as E*TYade - the leader 
in online investing. He most recently launched 
the International Securities Exchange (ISF.) - 
the United States' fu^t entirely electronic 
options market. 

Mr Porter is very modest about all of his 
achievements. He says, "1 figured if I could 
live to be 150, maybe I'll know how to do it 
right,' regarding the complex game of 
entrepreneurship There's always plenty more 
to learn."

WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
[■resident Bush asked Congress 
Thursday for au(hori(y to "use 
all means," including military 
force if necessary, (o disarm 
and overthrow Iraqi leader 
Saddam Hussein if he does not 
quickly meet Uniled Nations 
demands tha( he abandon all 
weapons of mass destrucdon. 

At the UN., Saddam deliv 
ered a defiant written message 
taunting the United S(a(es 
while claiming that Iraq has 
i^o chemical, biological or nu- 
clear weapons - and saying he 
welcomed inspections. 

Secretary of State Colin 
Powell said Saddam's latest 
statement itself represented a 
backing away from his earlier 
promise to grant weapons in- 
spectors unfettered access. 

The proposal Bush sent to 
Capitol ftill would give him 
broad war -making authority. 
"If you want to keep the 
peace, you've got to have the 
authorization to use force," he 
told reporters in the Oval Of- 
fice. 

The president worked to 
build support for a vote by 
Congress before lawmakers go 
home to campaign for the Nov. 
9 elections, and legislative 
leaders said the vote could 
come in two weeks,

RCPD limiting noise 

Returning students force authorities to respond

Noisy parties and students 
create headaches for area res- 
idents 

Since the beginning of the 
school year, more noise com- 
plaints have been filed than 
expected 

Mike Watson, Riley Coun 
ty Police Department direc 
tor, said the complaints have 
mainly been coming from 
older people concerning Ag 
gieviUc, loud parties and loud 
can. 

"If it's because they are 
more sensitive now since the 
summers are quieter, or if 
younger people have been 
louder than normal, 1 really 



don't know." he said. 

Watson said noise prob 
lems in Manhattan have been 
occurring un and off for 
years 

"1 think it partly has to do 
with it being back to school 
time," he said. "After October, 
for some reason, there is not 
as much noise" 

The RCPD normally gives 
people a first warning about 
the complaint, but they cite 
them if ihey receive a second 
complaint 

"It is not how we like to 
do business," Watson said 
"We don't like just going 
around arresting people all 
the time." 

To better handle the in- 
creasing amount of com 



plaints, Watson said the 
RCPD recently started hand- 
ing out flyers to these neigh 
borhoods, including those 
north of Aggicville, instead. 

The flyer reminds residents 
of the city's noise ordinances 
Any excessive, unnecessary or 
unusually loud noise that un 
reasonably annoys or disturbs 
another is prohibited 

The ordinance includes 
any audible noise, such as 
music, loud parties, people or 
loud vehicles up to 30 feet 
away between 1 1 p m. and 7 
a.m. 

Watson said since school 
has started, RCPD has regu- 
larly received complaints at 2, 
S and 4 am 

"1 think it is quite reason 



able to ask for quiet at thil 
time," he said "We handed 
out flyers, because this isn't 
directed towards anyone, just 
everyone in general." 

A first offense normally re 
suits in going to court and 
paying a fine If a judge 
wants, he can Rne a person 
up to $500 and give them 6 
months in jail, but Watson 
said that most likely a judge 
would save that for a repeat 
offender And if a house is 
disorderly, they can close 
down the house 

Watson said they are }ust 
trying to keep neighborhoods 
peaceful 

"We would rather have 
people be good neighbors and 
not upset people," he said.

Eddie f-ishel uses his credit cards for 
most everything he needs. 

When his TV went out, he used his 
credit card to buy a new one 

When he needs groceries or other 
necessities, he uses his credit card 

Even though he knows credit card 
use can lead to serious debt. Pish el, se- 
nior in mechanical engineering, isn't 
worried about the way he uses his 
cards. 

"1 haven't had any problems as far 
at being in extreme debt," he said "I 
charge more than I can pay on my card 
in a month, but 1 haven't had any 
problems with them at all" 

Pishct is part of the 85 percent of 
undergraduate coltegf students nation 
wide who have at least one credit card, 
according to a study published in April 
by Nellie Mae 

According to the study, more under - 
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graduate college studcnto tn Buying 
credit cards than ever before. Ttie per 
centage of students that have at least 
one card has gone up 24 percent since 
1998 

Kim Rebel, a ccriified credit coun 
selor for the Consumer Credit Counsel- 
ing Service, said using credit cards can 
be one way to build good credit, but 
many college students who use them 
have overextended limits, high bal- 
ances and end up falling behind on 
payments 

She said she suggests people only 
use credit cards for emergency uses. 

" I always tell people if you can eat 



it, wear it or drink it, it is not an emer- 
gency," Rebel said 

Rebel said her office serves people 
from all around Riley county, but about 
one fourth of the people who come in- 
to her office are K State students 

"lliat doesn't sound like a lot, but it 
is." she said. 

Nellie Mae found that 21 percent of 
undergraduates who have cards have 
balance levels between $3,000 and 
$7,000, a 61 percent increase from the 
2000 study population. 

Rebel said she believes one way 
many students achieve high balances is 
by using iheir cards on spring break 
trips She said a SI, 000 (rip at a 15,9 
percent interest rale, making only min' 
tmum payments, will take 15 1/2 years 
to pay off She also said that the $1,000 
trip will turn into a $2,329 trip with 
the interest rates 

"1 use those numbers as a wake -up 
call for some students," she said 

Even though (here are high rates of 
s(udents with high credit card balances, 
Nellie Mae found that the average 
credit card debt per student has fallen 
from $2,748 in 2000 to $2,327 in 2001. 

Jeanne Waller, junior in kinesiology, 
said she uses her credit cards for may 
reasons and has charged some expen- 
sive things to her card she couldn't pay 
for right away.

Rnt, « bill was passed al- 
lowing voters the ability to 



write in candidates equal to 
the number of positions avail 
able for that particular office. 

Hie bill also included a rul 
ing by Student Tribunal last 
year, which prohibited the use 
of write-in candidates for gen- 
eral elections in the office of 
student body president and 
vice president Write-ins are 
allowed for this office in the 
primary election only. 

A second elections regula- 
tion change regarding ran 
domizatlon of names on the 
ballot was passed after 
lengthy debate. The bill called 



for candidates' names to be 
listed on the ballot in an or- 
der determined by drawing of 
numbers at mandatory elec- 
tion meetings 

Although this change elim- 
inates the use of numerous 
versions of a randomized bal- 
lot, Bill Harlan, Senate opera 
tions committee chair, said 
the new process will be just as 
fair at a more reasonable cost. 

The technicians program- 
ming the online voting system 
described randomization as 
very technically challenging, 
he said.

LOS ANGELES - Among University of 
Southern California professors and students 
alike, response to the Information Services Divi- 
sion's new wireless data network httve been 
mixed 

The wireless Internet access, which is avail- 
able in common areas, eateries, University Vil- 
lage and on the Row, was funded by a S460,000 
grant from Bnterasys Networks. Data is trans- 
ferred on the network via packetized radio 
waves. 

"Packetized means there is a packet of infor- 
mation, which would consist of a header that 
says who it's headed for, where it's going, and 
then it's received and decoded," said A. Michael 
Noll, professor of communication "It's like an 
envelope with an address on it saying who it's 
intended for" 

Noll said he is skeptical of the new technolo- 
gy's applications at USC 

One of his concerns is irafHc on the network 
- multiple users seeking bandwidth slows down 
the entire network and can sometimes block 



others from accessing it at all. 

"Just like a conversation, if you go to talk and 
someone else goes Io talk at the same time, you 
collide," Noll said. 

Because of this, wireless Internet access is un- 
likely to replace wired systems, he said 

In addition, there are signihcant security is- 
sues associated with transmitting information on 
a radio spectrum since it can be picked up by 
anyone 

"Relying on so-called complexity in the tech- 
nology as a form of security never works," Noll 
said 

Beyond technical issues, however, Noll ques- 
tioned the asefulness and worth of the new wire- 
less systems 

"Who cares how it works^*' he said, 

'The real issue is what are you going to use it 
for and what are going to be the humanistic im- 
plications of those uses''"

Michelle Watson wanted to 
return some of what she had 
received. 

Watson, freshman in fine 
arts, has played soccer since 
the was 5, but stopped playing 
competitively after high 
school. 

When she carae to K-State, 
Watson decided to turn her ef- 
, forts to coaching a youth 
, league for the Manhattan De- 
partment of Parks and Recrc 
atJon. 

She now is coaching a 
group of third and fourth 
grade girls whose team name is 
'Dynamo.' 

"If you can't play, you 
might as well coach," she said 
"It's a good way to stay in- 
volved" 

Coaching is a way to return 
all the support she got from 
her father and coaches. Wat- 
son said 

Watson said she played 
enough soccer to know what 
she is doing as a coach, al- 
though she IS mostly teaching 
her team the basics 

"It's easier with younger 
girls because they're just start 
ing out," she said. 

Wynn Conover, who coach- 
es a group of second grade 
girls, the Zips, agreed coaching 
young children doesn't require 
a lot of strategy, but said it 
does require patience and cre- 
ativity 

"The hardest part is figuring 
. out how to teach younger 
kids," Conover, senior in mar- 
keting, said. "It's hard to come 
up with fun drills that aren't 
too difficult" 

The attention spans of 
many of the children present a 
difficult obstacle for Conover 
to overcame. 

"We can't spend more than 
five minutes on any one drill." 
she said. 
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While coaching children 
with very little experience has 
its challenges, Conover said 
the experience is Fulfilling 

"it's fun because they're all 
there to have fun and play," 
she said "It doesn't have to be 
too serious" 

College students make up a 
large part of the soccer coach- 
es for parks and recreation, 
said Adam Dolezal, recreation 
supervisor at the parks and 
recreation 



Many parents would like to 
help, DoJczal said, but most 
don't know enough about soc- 
cer to coach. He said college 
students offer a good knowl- 
edge base about the sport, in 
addition to providing other 
benefits 

"Students have the ability to

One of his patents is ' - 
for the first shoulder- mounted backpack 
broadcast color TV camera; others include the 
first electronic dieseUelectric locomotive 
checkout system; the first infrared boricon 
sensor for .satellite stabilization and several '. 
other breakthroughs that are still used today 

In igBii, he founded an electronic brokerage 
service for stockbrokers where the world's first 
online trading took place Ten years later he 
realized he could compete with m^or 
brokerage houses and launched a subsidiary of, 
Trade Plus now known as E "Trade - the leader 
in online investing. He most recently launched, 
the International Securities Exchange (ISE) - 
the United States' first entirely electronic 
options market. 



Mr. Porter is very modest about sD of his 
achievements. He says, *I figured if I could 
Uve to be 150, maybe ID know how to do it 
right,* regarding the complex game of 
entrepreneurship. "There's always plenty more

"The tournament last weekend, playing 
three really good learns on the road, will 
help us tremendously down the road in 
the Big 12" 

K-State dropped alt three matches in 
the South Florida tournament last week- 
end, then lost to No S Nebraska on 
Wednesday 

Despite the four -match losing streak, 
the longest since the Cats dropped five in 
a row in 1997. Pollard said the compel i 
tion the team faced in Florida will help 
the team against some of the top teams in 
the league 

"Those teams can for the most part 
beat any team in the Big 12," Pollard said 

"That prepared us for Baylor and the 
Other teams in the conference." 

If K-State hopes to have success 
against the Bears, they will have to block 
better than they did Wednesday against 
Nebraska. 

The Cats had just one block against 
the Huskers, which tied the lowest total 
for a match in school history. 

The last time K-State had one block in 
a match was in 1993 against Washington 
State 

But the Cats hope the road opener will 
be the end of their losing streak, and the 
continuation of their success away fmni 
Manhattan to begin Big 12 play. 

K-State is 5-2 in league openers since 
the inception of the conference in 1996 
L,ast season, though, the Cats lost their 
road opener to Texas Tech 

Conference road opening success, or 
not, the Cats just want to get a win. 

K-State hasn't dipped below the SOO 
mark after more than two matches since 
1995, when they started the season with 
a record of 3 6.

. . Health educators 
say city's supply 
is free of toxins

Every lime Alicia Koster 
takes a drink of water, she 
. wonders what else is floating 
around in her glass besides hy- 
drogen and oxygen. 

Koster. junior in park man 
agement and conservation, 
said she is concerned about 
Manhattan's water supply 

"I really don't like it when I 
can taste a hard chlorine in 
Ihe' water," she said "Sonic 
tinie$ it seems like 1 ani drink 
ing water from a swimming 
poql." 

However, Pedro Armeslo. 
assistant director of utilities 
and water, said there is really 
nothing to be concerned 
about 

"Every year, we come out 
with the Consumer Confidence 
■Report in the spring," Armesto 
' -said 

"If there is a violation then 
we have to alcrl the public im- 
mediately" 

Armestu said a cause fur 
concern would be any chemi- 
. cai. found in the water supply 
in' ^mounts higher than the le 
gal level allowed 

"We have never had a viola 
tjop here in Manhattan," he 
said 

""This past spring, every 
thing was detected way below 
the levels allowed " 

The chemicals found in the 
water supply were everything 
one would expect to Rnd in 



our area. 

"We found nitrate, which is 
of course from fertilization by 
the farmers," Armesto said 
"We also found fluoride, but 
that is something we add to 
the water at the plant" 

Fluoride is added to the wa 
ter to help prevent tooth dc 
cay, Annesto said. 

Although people might 
think that bottled water is bet 
ter for them. Armesto said that 
in some cases that is just not 
true. 

"The water we process is 
just as safe or safer than bot 
tied water," he said. 

"The bottled water industry 
is nut regulated as closely as 
our plant is" 

Even though the plant has 
strict guidelines that surpass 
industry standards, Koster still 
has concerns. 

"I'm not the only one who 
is worried about their water,' 
she said. 

"Sometimes the chlorine 
taste makes me feel sick. I 
think the chemicals used to get 
the water clean are worse for 
us than what is in the water to 
begin with" 

Dianna Schallcs. nutrition- 
ist and health educator at 
Lafene Health Center, said no 
matter what kind ol water they 
drink, it is important for stu- 
dents to get eight cup!^ of wa- 
ter a day. 

"Normally our water is so 
well regulated by our govern- 
ment that it is really the safest 
water supply in the world," 
Schalles said 

"A lot of people perceive 
bottled water as safer, but ei- 
ther is really acceptable." 

The only time to be con- 
cerned about the quality of 



water is in special cases, 
Schalles said 

"For pregnant women and 
very small children, it may be 
a good idea to use bottled wa- 
ter just to be safe," she said 

"Rut in the Unites States, 
infectious disease caused by a 
contaminated water supply is 
almost nonexistent" 

Koster said that although 
she is not that worried about 
disease, she does not like the 
taste of Manhattan's water 

Lyman Schurle. owner of 
Schurle's water conditioning, 
said students have many op 
tions to Alter their water 

"Most of the filters on the 
market today are charcoal fit 
ters," he said 

The charcoal filters work by 
absorbing chemicals that are in 
ihe water, but if the water 
passes too quickly through the 
filter it does not help, Schurle 
said 

Schurle said he and his wife 
drink only the best water on 
the market 

"The purest water you can 
get is steamed -distilled water. 
It is passed through charcoal 
fdters and UV light" 

Schurle said people should 
be aware that water is an im- 
portant part of their physical 
well being. 

"In my opinion, a big per- 
centage of people's health 
risks comes from the water 
they drink," Schurle said 

Koster said she's not sure if 
bad water has ever actually 
made her sick 

"1 don't think I have gotten 
sick from the water," she said. 
"But the more I drink the wa- 
ter the more 1 think I should 
probably get a filter - just to 
be safe" 
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OPEC rejects West's call to boost oil output

OSAKA, lapan OPEC 
ministers decided Thursday to 
keep oil production levels un 
changed through year's end, 
despite calls from the West for 
more output and fears a war 
on Iraq could disrupt supplies 

Consuming nations had 
lobbied for an increase in out 
put to cut fuel bills, but OPEC 
figured the market is ade- 
quately supplied and any in- 
cnaae in price has been based 
on a "war premium" whipped 
up by Washington's saber-rat 
tling about toppling Iraqi 
l*resident Saddam Hussein 

"1 think they are political 
prices, not market prices," 
said Qatari oil minister Ab 
dullah bin Hamad alAttiyah. 
who was named Thursday as 
the new president of the Or- 
ganization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries. 

OPEC's most important 
player, Saudi Oil Minister Ali 
Naimi, said oil is now at a 



good kvcl for buyers and sell- 
en alike, adding he would like 
to sec its price average $25 
per barrel, slightly below the 
current level, but more ex pen 
sive than oil has been for 
most of this year. 

OPEC maintained its off! 
cial supply ceiling of 21.7 mil- 
lion barrels per day, which is 
being boosted by up to 2 mil- 
lion barrels daily as most 
members cheat on their indi 
vidual output ((uotas. 

In an acknowledgment of 
concerns that high prices 
could prove economically 
damaging to oil-importing na- 
tions, the ministers said they 
would gather again on Dec 
12 at OPEC headquarters in 
Vienna to take anotiier look 

OPEC pledged more oil 
would be pumped if the price 
moves too high, with some 
saying they would watch 
closely for any action against 
Iraq that might lead to supply 
shortages, or hoarding by con- 
sumers that could nudge 
prices upward. 



Nigeria's presidential oil 
adviser, Rilwanu Lukman said 
OPEC would raise production 
if the price breaks out of its 
target range of $22 to $28 per 
barrel. Premium grades of 
crude traded on the New York 
and London futures markets 
have been higher than that 
lately, but OPEC said its 
benchmark price was just 
$26.92 on Wednesday 

On the New York Mercan 
tile Exchange, nearby October 
crude futures rose 2 cents to 
$29 50 a barrel On lx}ndon's 
International Petroleum Ex 
change, nearby November 
Brent futures gained 6 cents 
to $28 38 per barrel. 

Consuming nations, includ 
ing the United States, are 
worried that supplies heading 
into the peak demand season 
could make oil cost even 
more, but many in OPEC 
think prices have been pushed 
higher by fears President Bush 
will decide to attack Iraq to 
oust Saddam - not by any im- 
balance in the market

Bush endorses Homeland Security alternative 

After 3 weeks, Senate still unable to reach agreement on worker rights in department

WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
Senate Democrats and Republi 
cans remained at an impasse 
Thursday over worker ri^ts in 
the proposed Homeland Secu- 
rity Department as President 
Bush endorsed a new altema 
live. 

In a 50-49 test vote along 
party lines, the Senate fell short 
of the 60 votes needed to pre- 
vent major GOP changes to a 
Democratic version of the bill 
Bush has threatened to veto 
that version because it does not 
give him broad authority he 
seeks to rapidly hire, fire and 
deploy the agency's 170,000 
workers to respond to terrorist 
thrents. 



A few hours after the vote, 
Bush endorsed an alternative 
being circulated by Sens. Phil 
Gramm, R-Texas, and Zell 
Miller, D-Ca., that makes some 
modesl concessions to Democ- 
rats on the crucial issues of civ 
il service and union protec- 
tions. 

Bush said the Gramm-Miltcr 
version is a "comprehensive 
substitute for a piece of legisla- 
tion which we believe is 
flawed." 

After touring a White House 
homeland security facility, Bush 
said the Senate must act in time 
for Congress to pass an accept- 
able bill before adjourning for 
the year 

"We're at a time of war and 
the Senate shouldn't be making 
it harder for an administration. 



whether ttiia one or future ad- 
ministrations, to do their job," 
Bush told reporters. "America 
is still threatened. There are en- 
emies out there which sUU hate 
us." 

After quick Houie action in 
)uly, the Senate is in its third 
week of sluggish debate on 
Bush's plan to combine 22 
agencies into a single depart- 
ment focused on protecting 
Americans from terrorism at 
home The Coast Guard, Bor- 
der Patrol, Customs Service, 
Transportation Security Admin- 
istration and Secret Service arc 
among those that would be 
transferred. 

Although far from conclu- 
sive, the Senate vote Thursday 
ensured that Republicans will 
be able to offer amendiasaU 



giving Bush the personnel pow- 
ers he seeks Democrats 
adamantfy oppose those pow- 
ers as attacks on the civil serv- 
ice system and union bargain- 
ing rights. 

"I will fight that with every 
bone in my body," Sen. Barbara 
Boxer, D-Calif said. 

Yet Miller, a conservative 
who frequently breaks with De- 
mocratic leaders, said there are 
others in his party willing to 
back the alternative. 

He predicted many Democ- 
rats, facing a November elec- 
tion with control of Congress at 
stake, eventually would vote for 
a Homeland Security Depart- 
ment similar to that sou^t by 
Bush despite the influence 
wielded by labor unions within 
the party. 



Senate committee passes additional aviation security steps to screen luggage for explosives

WASHINGTON, DC - A 
Senate committee on Thursday 
passed additional measures to 
tighten aviation security while 
also extending the year-end 
deadline for some airports to 
screen all passenger hags for 
explosives. 

But the security steps might 
not become law because Con 
gress could run out of time to 



act this year. 

Legislation passed by the 
Senate Commerce, Science 
and Transportation Committee 
includes requirements for air 
cargo inspections, background 
checks on foreign flight school 
students and a stx-munth ban 
on small planes flying over sta 
diums 

The measure would extend, 
for as many as 40 airports. 
their Dec 31 deadline to in 
stall the bomb-screening 



equipment. 

The head of the agency 
overseeing aviation security 
told the committee that as 
many as 55 of the nation's 429 
commercial airports would 
miss the deadhne. 

The House voted 217-211 
last month to move the dead 
line back by a year. 

Missing the deadline carries 
no legal penalty 

Sen Kay Bailey Hutchison, 
R-Tcxas, wanted a year's ex 



tension, citing problems at air- 
ports in California, Honda and 
Georgia in meeting the current 
deadline. 

But Sen. Barbara Boxer, D- 
Calif , said the government 
should hold firm on six 
months. 

"The terrorists are not sit- 
ting around and saying we'll 
just wait to attack until they 
get it fixed," she said 

The bill requires James Loy, 
head of the Transportation Se- 



curity Administration, to re- 
port on how the airports that 
miss the deadline will comply 
and to ensure that other meth- 
ods are used to screen baggage. 
A separate proposal before 
the full Senate would relax the 
requirement impoaed last year 
that all passenger scrceners be 
U.S citizens. Loy's agency, 
which is responsible for hiring 
a federal work force to screen 
airport passengers by Nov. 19, 
said Wednesday that it had 



hired the 31,693 screeners il 
needs 

Ttic committee approved an 
inspection program for freight 
shipped on passenger and car- 
go planes. 

The proposal would estab- 
lish a database of trusted ship- 
pers so security could be fo- 
cused on shippers that have 
not passed background checks 
and it would require security 
clearances for people who 
handle cargo.

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CREDIT I Study finds credit-card usage increasing

"1 just pay what I can that 
month," she said "I have had 
some expensive things on it - 
one thing was $1,300." 

Another way students get in 
over their heads with creditors 
are high interest rates and an- 
nual fees, Rebel said 

"Know what they are 
charging you," Rebel said 
"Watch for sky high interest 
rates and monthly fees. You 
can be losing money just to 
have a piece of plastic " 

Rebel said some of the 
main advantages of credit 
cards include using them in 
emergencies, cutting back on 
the need to carry cash, and 
most importantly, building up 
good credit. She said many 
students who apply for credit 
cards do so because they want 
to establish good credit, but 



there are other ways to do it. 

"Jt can be a good step to 
building good credit, but you 
can also do so by paying rent 
and bills on lime, keeping a 
bank account and keeping 
steady employment," Rebel 
said. 

Nellie Mae also found that 
credit card availability has 
been on the rise recently 

The percent of students 
with credit cards went up from 
67 percent in 1998 to 83 per 
cent in 2001, but the amount 
of credit cards per student has 
also been on the rise. 

Pishel has gained a credit 
card each year for the past 
three years 

He said only uses one or 
two at a time though. "I am 
working on paying one of 
them oH," he said 

Waller said she has two 
credit cards and has had them 



both for two years. 

"I got them because I don't 
like to carry cash," she said. 

According to Nellie Mae, 
54 percent of freshman stu- 
dents, and 92 percent of 
sophomores have at least one 
card. 

Rebel said she advises peo- 
ple not to apply for too much 
credit at once in order to keep 
them from being surprised 
with high interest rates and 
annual fees. 

Hishel said he has been 
happy with his credit decisions 
and will continue to use them 
in the future, but wishes he 
would have done a few things 
differently. 

"1 wish I would have taken 
things a little slower," he said 
"At one point, I was enough in 
debt that I had to take out a 
loan to pay it off I am still 
paying oft the loan "

According to state law and 
K-State policy, drinking at 
KSU Stadium is only allowed 
in specified areas set forth by 
administration. These areas do 
not include paved parking lots 
adjacent to the stadium or l>ol 
9, the grassy area between the 
stadium and Chester R Peters 
Recreation Complex or the 
agricultural lut north of the 
stadium. 

Capt Robert Mellgren, of 
the K- State Police, said offi- 
cers are patrolling all lots, nut 
just student lots However, the 
larger groups usually include 
students, he said. 

"We've got to get this under 
control before someone gets 
seriously injured," he said 
"Plus, once we get it under 
control, it will stay that way" 

He also said the open con 
sumption of alcohol also has 



been a problem 

"We aren't going around 
smelling cups or glasses, but 
when you pop a top or flash a 
can in front of our face," he 
said, "then we have to lake 
some sort of effort to curtail 
that" 

Mellgren said partying re 
sponsibly docs not create a 
problem and neither does just 
the group size. Problems arise 
when they occur together. 

"If they are just being re- 
sponsible drinkers, I don't 
have a problem with it." he 
said "The size just became a 
factor People were becoming 
intimidated by the size and 
drinking of the groups. Oiey 
were causing problems with 
the average football fan" 

Will Burion, president of 
Kappa Sigma Fraternity, said 
fans number between 100 lo 
200 around his fraternity's tail- 
gates However, he said mem- 



bers might change their tail- 
gates depending on what hap- 
pens at Saturday's game 

The heightened enforce- 
ment is unfortunate, Burion 
said, but understandable 

" It's unfortunate because 
lailgating is a great environ- 
ment to get pumped up for the 
game," Burion said, "but 1 also 
understand that there is a 
need for a level of safety" 

Muller said offlcials will 
continue lo monitor lots 
throughout the season Any- 
one openly drinking can be 
asked to dispose of the bever 
age or leave, he said 

"Party responsibly," Muller 
said "Don't abuse the privi- 
leges of others, and you will 
have no problem in the park- 
ing operation of the tailgates 
But parties that bather other 
people and get out of hand 
will have cause for concern 
and action."

Three games into the 2002 
schedule, K-State has won 
three easy decisions and dom- 
inated three lower-tiered 
teams. 

En route to the fast start, 
though, the Wildcat defense 
has faced three completely 
different looks on offense 

Western Kentucky entered 
KSU Stadium opening day af 
tcr averaging more than 300 
rushing yards per game last 
season As the game pro 
gresscd, the flilltoppers 
stayed true to their unbal 
anced offense, rushing nearly 
80 percent of the time. 

Eastern Illinois also pre- 
sented K-State with an unbal- 
anced attack The Panthers 
threw the ball on 42 of 78 
plays, which accounted for 
nearly 60 percent of their 
yards through the air 

On Saturday, though, the 
Wildcats will face a different 
story For the first time this 
season, K-State will en 
counter a top caliber offense 
dedicated to splitting lime be- 
tween the ground and air 

"I think they really want to 
be a balanced football team, 
they want to run the ball well, 
and ihey certainly did that 
against Colorado," Coach Bill 
Snyder said 

"They were a very bal 
anced football team, and that 
makes them harder to defend 
against." 

Against Colorado, a 40 3 
thrashing the Trojans dished 
up Sept 14, use was able to 
find its desired balance. The 
team ran 31 pass plays and 
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ran the ball 41 times In the 
end, the Trojans gained only 
60 mure yards through the air 
than on the ground 

rhe key to the Trojan of- 
fense lies in the skill posi- 
tions 

After only two games, USC 
has three different wide re- 
ceivers with more than 100 
yards The talented bunch is 
led by senior Kareem Kelly 

Kelly, a four year starter, 
has caught a pass in every 
game he has played. He relies 
on his speed to find a crease 
in the defense and actually 
splits his athletic talents be- 
tween the USC football team 
and the track squad 

Helping to take the pres 
sure off Kelly will be several 
underclassmen True fresh- 
man Mike Williams leads the 
Trojans in receiving with 1 1 
catches for 146 yards 
Williams uses his 6- foot 5, 
210 pound frame to gain an 
advantage 

lunior Keary Colbert is en 
tering his second season as a 
starter, already contributing, 
with six catches for 75 yards 

With Kelly and Colbert 
getting the attention and up 



start Williams as the un- 
known factor, K-State defen- 
sive back Terence Newman 
said it will be a challenge. 

"They're arguably one of 
the best receiving corps in the 
nation," Newman said "They 
have a true freshman and 
then they have Kareem Kelly 
who has been productive 
since he was a freshman So 
it's going to be tough for this 
weekend" 

In the backfield, USC will 
rely on a two seniors to carry 
its running game 

Against Colorado, Sultan 
McCullough ted the Trojans 
with 110 yards and a touch- 
down He is joined at tailback 
by Malaefou MacKenzie 

MacKcnzie presents not 
only a credibly running 
threat, but also pass-catching 
ability, (ie is third on the Tro- 
jans receiving list, highlighted 
by a six catch effort for 1 17 
yards against Auburn. 

But the man behind the 
Trojan's potent offense is co 
ordinator Norm Chow 

Chow spent 27 years run 
ning the BYU passing attack, 
and now is in his sectjnd year 
as offensive coordinator at 
use At BVU, Chow coached 
six of the top 1 2 pass efficien- 
cy leaders in NCAA history. 

K-State defensive coordi- 
nator Bob Elliott said that it's 
Chow's game plan, combined 
with the talented athletes on 
the field, that makes USC's 
offense so dangerous. 

'They're capable of moving 
it both ways, but our job is to 
make sure that they cant be 
multi -dimensional," he said 
"If you take something away, 
then you have a chance."

His name is Corson 
Palmer, and he's com 
ing to Manhattan on 
Saturday 

use coach Pete Car- 
roll said Palmer is 
equipped to become one of the 
nation's standout quarterbacks. 

"Carson is off to a fantastic 
start," Carroll said "He's play 
ing great football and he's put 
two games hack-to back that 
are almost carbon copies of 
each other That shows that his 
consistency and command of 
what we're doing are both 
there. 

"I thirik he's as good a foot- 
ball player as anybody is going 
to see this year and he's poised 
to have a great senior year" 

Calling it a fantastic start 
may be an understatement tn 
topping Auburn in USC's open- 
er, Palmer was 23 of 32 for 302 
yards and a touchdown That's 
a 71^ percent completion rat 
ing. 

Against Colorado last Satur- 
day, Palmer completed 73 3 
percent of his passes, going 22 
of 30 for 244 yards with a 




touchdown. These numbers 
came by way of going six for 
his first six and completing all 
eight of his attempts in the sec 
ond half.

Williams rolled over the 
use defense in the Brsl half to 
the tunc of 94 yards on 2 1 car 
ries and a touchdown, and the 
Tigen got another score just be- 
fore the half to make it 14 14 

It looked as though Aubum 
would be able to ride its "Cudil 
lac" all the way to a win. 

But USC's defense came out 
of the locker room changed In 
stead of amilher 100 yard half, 
Williams was treated to a net 
total of minus two yards rush 
ing on seven carries in the third 
and fourth quarten 

The Tigers would be able to 
get just a field goal after half- 
time, and when it was all over. 
use stood triumphant, 24 17 

use then took its one win 
to Boulder, Colo , last Saturday 
and promptly owned the de- 
fending Bi^ )2 champs 40 J. 

Pacing a backup quarter 
back, use shut down every 
facet of Colorado's offense The 
highly touted BuFfalo running 
attack was able to rush for just 
57 yards against the Trojan de- 
fense, and Colorado totaled out 
at 61 yards on the day 

Trojan coach Pete Carroll 
said that while his defense; was 
suspect at the beginning of the 
year, some questions have been 
answered 

"We've played pretty solid 
.though we were a little shaky 
coming out of the chute," Car- 
roll said "Against Aubum we 
had not bad an opportunity to 
do all of our scrimmaging and 
camping as we were kind of 
nicked up," 



"And it showed," he said. 
"We were sloppy tackling and 
technique wise But once we 
got our feel on the ground, we 
got going, and we've played 
very solid for the last six quar- 
ters I'm pleased we're going in 
the right direction" 

Carroll said it wasn't any 
miracle that caused his players 
to make adjustments on the de- 
fensive side of the ball It was 
just a decision his players made

"Wc just played better," Car-

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Balanced USC offense presents new challenge for K-State

USC has played two games

And USC has two wins 
over quality opponents this 
year 

The men of Troy passed for 
302 yards and rushed for 84 
more in topping Aubum 24-17 
in their home opener 

In last Saturday's 40-3 
manhandling of Colorado in 
Boulder, Colo., USC's rushing 
total ballooned to 181 yards 
while the passing total 
dropped just 54 

Based solely on stats, one 
reason USC is 2 likely has 
something to do with the bal- 
ance its offense has been able 
to produce 

One way to disrupt a bal- 
anced attack is to frustrate its 
flow with good linebackers. 
an asset Coach Bill Snyder 
said the Wildcats have to 
prove they possess on Satur- 
day, 

"They will be extremely sig- 
nificant in this ballgamc," Sny 
der said, 'All three of them, or 
four or five for that matter, 
have played well Terry and 
[ush and Bryan, as our 
starters, work well together 
and have played well together 

"The bottom line is that A: 
they're playing pretty well to- 
gether and B they will be 
tremendously instrumental in 
the outcome of how we de- 
fend, either well or not so 
well, against USC's run and 
pass" 

Linebacker Josh Buhl said 
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defending well againit the 
Trojans' dual attack means 
countering with dual-respon- 
sibility linebackers. 

"Ajiy time you have s team 
that balances the pass and the 
run, as USC does, linebackers 
are going to be a factor," Buhl 
said "We have to get back to 
the secondary and help them 
out, and we also have to help 
out the front." 

Linebackers, no matter 
how involved in the passing 
game, are still used in stop 
ping the ground attack. 
Against USC, the Wildcats' 
linebackers could very well 
have their hands full 

So far this year, the Trojans 
have handed the ball off to 
five different running backs 
The combined efforts of this 
group, anchored by Sultan 
McCullough's 180 yards on 
the season, translate into 
152 5 yards per contest 

Wildcat linebacker and 
team captain Terry fHerce said 
slowing the production of 
Troy's running backs early 
will be essential in setting the 
tone for the rest of the game 

"In any given game, line- 
backers are going to be impor- 
tant," Pierce said "Especially 
with a team tike USC that 
likes to start the offense with 
a good running game 

"A lot of that is going to

"The counter argument is 
that students may jusit need 
these times lo study - not to 
ask questions," Hobrock said 

Hobrock said while the 
management committee that 
made the decision to cut 
hours discussed the decision 
with the entire library staff 
and l*rovost Jam ess Coffman. it 
didn't consult students, and 
he doesn't believe it should 
have.

The White House said 
Sunday that Israel's assault 
on Yasser Arafat's compound 
did not help the Middle East 
peace process and that Pales- 
tinian hopes for an indepen- 
dent stale are greatly harmed 
by suicide attacks 

"Israel's actions in and 
around the (Arafat com- 
pound) are not helpful in re- 
ducing terrorist violence or 
promoting Palestinian re- 
forms," White House spokes- 
woman Jeanne Mamo said on 
the third day of the Israeli 
operation at Arafat's once- 
sprawling headquarters 

"We urge Israel to contin 
ue considering the conse- 
quences of its actions on 
progress" toward reaching 
goals President Bush has set: 
Palestinian elections next 
year, Arafat's removal as 
leader of the Palestinians and 
creation of a Palestinian state 
within three years to exist 
peacefully with Israel 

Israeli Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres said his coun 
try remains committed to 
Bush's ideas but insisted: 
"The Palestinian fate is in the 
hands of the Palestinians" 

A suicide bombing 
Wednesday killed an Israeli 
policeman, ending a relative 
lull that lasted six weeks and 
raised hopes that I wo years of 
violence might be winding 
down Five Israelis and a 
Scottish seminary student 
were killed in a Thursday sui 
cide bombing on a Tel Aviv 
bus, claimed by the Islamic 
militant Hamas group. 

A top Arafat aide, Nabil 
Abu Rdcnch. told CNN he 
feared "a real massacre" if the 
standoff at the compound 
should erupt into a con 
frontation 

"We are in need of an im- 



mediate American Interven- 
tion to stop this, because if 
this happens, this will reflect 
negatively on us and on Is- 
raelis and on the Americans 
themselves," he said. 

Mamo said the White 
House saw pri>grcss in recent 
months toward Rush's goals 
But renewed Israel-Palestin 
ian violence complicates the 
administration's effort to rally 
world opinion for the ouster 
of Saddam Hussein 

The White House's words 
of warning to Israel were also 
notable because during other 
waves of violence, the Bush 
administration has generally 
criticized Palestinian suicide 
attacks far more sharply than 
Israeli retaliations 

The Israeli assault on 
Arafat's compound left him 
surrounded, and some U.S. 
officials worried that it could 
allow him to cast himself as a 
victim and a hero. 

Four Palestinian demon- 
strators were killed by army 
fire in Gaza and the West 
Bank on Sunday, and a F*alc«- 
tinian teenager was killed in 
Nablus, residents said. 

Israel got a firm expression 
of support from Rep Henry 
Hyde, Rill., chairman of the 
House International Rela- 
tions Committee 

"Suicide bombing is a 
weapon that is pretty hard to 
deter," he said on CNN 

"If someone has a better 
idea than what the Israelis 
arc doing, I'm sure (Prime 
Minister) Ariel Sharon would 
listen to it, but right now, 1 
would And it hard to criticize 
them, although 1 would cau 
tion for both sides to stop the 
killing" 

The White House would 
not respond publicly Sunday 
to Egyptian [^resident Hosni 
Mubarak's plea that Bush in- 
tervene immediately to stop 
the Israeli operation

That rewarding moment was 
when 1 received a message from 
Xuemei Yang, an international and 
doctoral student in curriculum and 
instruction, who referred to my 
previous column "Life Support" in 
the Sept 9 Collegian: 

"I was impressed," she wrote 
two weeks ago, "by your article in 
today's Collegian Yes, it is not 
enough to say 'We pray for you to 



get well' like many peo- 
ple do They do need 
more than that. Bui, they 
may feel ill at ease. Peo- 
ple are unlikely lo under- 
stand how much pain the 
patjenls are experiencing 
physically and emotional- 
ly. 

"What i wan I to add is Ihat the 
patients' su^ering has an end. But 
the deep emotional suffering of 
their families or loved ones may 
last forever. Sometimes the emo- 
tional suffering is more painful But 
people have even less understand- 
ing and compassion for the family 
members or their loved ones 

"In theory, God tan solve any 
problems. In practice, none of our 
problems have ever heen solved by 
God My persona] experience is 
thai it is stupid to place hope on 
God, and it in even more stupid to 
place hope on people What I want 
to say is thai not only the patients 
but also their loved ones need to 




hug, to Idss, to cry, to 
listen, to talk, to shore 
the mysterious drama 
of life and death," Xue- 
mei said. 

I have been 
thinking about what 
Xuemei says Her point 
about the families of 
cancer patients is very relevant 
Our society not only turns the can- 
cer patient into a myth, but those 
around them arc forgotten. The 
death of a loved one will be there 
for the rest of their lives, and no 
body seems lo notice. 

Xuemei rejects Ihat "theoretical 
and socially convenient" God who 
lets people face suffering and feel 
exonerated of providing support 
and help and compassion because 
that is God's job. She also finds it 
absurd lo thirtk that a physician, a 
scientist or a therapist will solve a 
human being's problems 

In our over-commercialiied so- 
ciety, compassion has become a 



commodity The solidarity between 
two human bein(^ who have to 
face the inexplicable mystery of 
death, the Christian love that is 
there to hold the hand of some- 
bcMjy dying, the Buddhist compas- 
sionate love that tries to prevent 
the suffering of any creature, the 
simple noble heart that simply is 
always there when it is needed - 
these are lost under the greedy 
business of medical and psycholog- 
ical care. 

ixjve has become an industry. It 
is no longer just a market of bodies 
but of souls as wcU. 

The supermarket of advice, un- 
derstanding, solidarity, compassion, 
love and care puts everything on 
sale 

Parents are too busy lo make 
their children feel they are loved. 
Older people are forgotten and 
stored in those cemetery waiting 
rooms - nursing homes 

Yes, Xuemei. let's create the 
Heart and Souls Liberation Front

The end of apartheid stands 
as one of the crowning accom- 
plishments of the past century, 
but we would not have suc- 
ceeded without the help of in 
lemational pressure*- in par 
ticular, the divestment 
movement of the l^HOs. 

A similar movement has 
taken shape during the past 
six monllu, this time aiming at 
an end lo the Israeli occupa- 
tion of l^lestinian territory 

Divestment from apartheid 
South Africa was fought by or- 
dinary people at the grass- 
roots. F^aith -based leaders in- 
formed their followers, union 
members pressured their com- 
panies' stockholders and con 
sumers questioned their store 
owners Students played an es- 
pecially important role by 
compelling universities lo 
change their portfolios Even 
tually, institutions pulled the 
financial plug, and the South 
African government thought 
twice about its policies. 

Similar moral and financial 



pressures on Israel are being 
mustered one person at a time 
Students on more than 40 
US campuses are demanding 
a review of university invest- 
ments in Israeli companies. 

Ronnie Kasrils and Max 
Ozinsky, Iwo {vwish heroes of 
the an ti apartheid stniggle, re 
cently published a letlcr tilled 
"Not in My Name" Signed by 
several hundred other promi- 
nent (ewish South Africans, 
the letter drew an explicit 
analogy between apartheid 
and current Israeli policies. 

Mark Mathabane and Nel- 
son Mandela also have point- 
ed out the relevance of the 
South AAican experience. To 
criticize the occupation is not 
to overlook Israel's strengths. 

In a region where repres- 
sive governments and unjust 
policies are the norm. Israel is 
more democratic than its 
neighbors This does not make 
dismantling the settlements 
any less a priority, "nirritorial 
ambition is equally illegal 
whether it occurs in slow mo 
lion, as with the Israeli settlers 



in the Occupied Territories, or 
in blitzkrieg fashion, as with 
the Iraqi tanks in Kuwait 

The United Stales has a 
distinct responsibility to inter 
vene in atrocities committed 
by its client states, and since 
Israel is the single largest re- 
cipient of U .S arms and for- 
eign aid, an end lo the occu 
palion of f^cstintan territory 
should be a top concern. 

Almost instinctively, the 
I e wish |>eople have always 
been on the side of the voice- 
less. In their history, there b 
painful memory of massive 
roundups, house demolitions 
and collective punishment. In 
their scripture, there is acute 
empathy for the disfranchised. 
The occupation represents a 
dangerous and selective artme- 
sia of the persecution from 
which these traditions were 
bom. 

The growing Israeli re- 
fusenik movement evokes the 
small anti conscription drive 
that helped turn the tide in 
apartheid South Africa. Sever- 
al hundred Israeli officers 



have refused to perform mili- 
tary service in the Occupied 
Territories Those not already 
in prison have taken their 
message on the road, rightly 
arguing ihal Israel needs secu 
rity, but that it will never have 
it as an occupying power 

More than 35 new settle- 
ments have been constructed 
in the past year Each one is a 
step away from the safety de 
served by the Israelis and two 
steps away from the justice 
owed to the Palestinians. If 
apartheid ended, so can the 
occupation, but the moral 
force and international prei- 
sure will have lo be just as de- 
termined. The current divest- 
ment effort is the first, though 
certainly not the only, neces- 
sary move in that direction. 
We can only hope that U.S. 
students will Continue taking 
the moral initiative

We need to help 
them out as much as we can" 

Bridge said that while an ex 
pansion o( hours is what Sen- 



ate wants, it will have to see 
what happens. 

"We're not naive. We know 
the university and the entire 
slate is in a financial crisis," 
Bridge said. "Any increase in li- 
brary hours is what we're after" 

Welald and Hobrock said 
they would be open to a peti- 
tion. 

"We're waiting (or and wel 
coming student input," Ho- 
brock said 

However, with drastic un- 
derhinding because of state 
budgel cuts, the possibility of 
extending library hours doesn*t 
look promising. 



"There is no money - we 
have allocated everything out, 
and (here just isn't any large 
amount of money to take care 
of the problem," said John 
Struve, interim associate vice 
president for administration 
and Tin B nee. 

Coffman said although he 
has heard student concerns 
about the hours, he doesn't see 
an extension in Ihe near future

hind, punting away four of 
five opportunities in the first 
and second quarters 

Neither offense had pro 
duced any points But then 
things started lo go a different 
direction 

Roberson and the Wildcats 



took over at their own 17 with 
10:20 left in the second 

Roberson optioned out (or 
three yards He then hit Travis 
Wilson for a 10-yard gain. 
And aided by the efforts of 
fJarren Sproles and l^co Wal 
lace, in 13 plays K State got 
the ball to the USC 18. 

J a red Brite banged in a 
field goat to give the Cats their 
first lead of the game. 



Following a fumble recov- 
ery on use's next drive, 
K-State got the ball back on 
the USC 30. Roberson imme- 
diately took the snap and lired 
a 29-yard strike to Wallace.

Ice Cube stars as Calvin, the recent 
inheritor of a barbershop in Chicago 
The shop has been Calvin's family 
trade since his grandfather founded 
the establishment in the 1450s But 
heritage alone can't pay the bills, and 
the shop 19 barely sustaining itself 

Calvin has bigger dreams, like pro- 
ducing platinum-selling records from a 
buement recording studio But these 
dreams never materialized, and Calvin 
ii in financial trouble from investing in 
several failed get-rich-quick schemes 

Searching for a way to make a 
quick profit from the barbershop, 
Calvin impulsively aells the property to 
a loan shark for $20,000 Through the 
courw of the day in which the film is 
set, Calvin comes to realize that the 
barbershop isn't just a commercial en- 
terprise but a cultural inititution. 

With a renewed reverence for hit 
forefathers' endowment, Calvin re- 
solves to buy back the shop from the 
loan shark who raised the price. 

Thankfully, Cube's leading role is 
more equivalent to his work in Three

New Beck album fits artistic pattern; 
introspective effort is listener friendly 



Beck and his music have many 
qualities, but stagnance is not one of 
them 

Ever since "Mellow Gold," Beck has 
been changing, but patterns have been 
a part of his work On the exterior, al 
bum covers alternate between absurd 
artwork and wekominjj portraits of 
the artist. Respectively, the material cy 
cles from light hearted booty-shakers 
to heartfelt tear jerkers 

The cover of Beck's latest album, 
"Sea Change," features a cbseup of 
him, looking somewhat dazed and 
haggard, accented by bright colors ra- 
diating from his eyes and ears Accord- 
ing to the formula, the album should 
be subdued and introspective It is, and 
it's Beck's best work in the variety 

"Sea Change" cotuiters the all night 
dance party that was "Midnight Vul- 
tures" with some of the most intimate 
and solemn songs that Beck has re- 
leased. "Midnight Vultures' was the 
soundtrack for midnight Saturday, but 
"Sea Changes" resonates for 6 am 
Sunday momiiu. 

The album Matures a soft and em- 
bellished acoustic folk sound that 
could be compared to 1998's "Muta 
tions," but is more parallel to the rela- 
tively obscure 1994 K Records release.

There is still some grooviness that 
has carried over from the last album. 
The second (tack, "Paper Tiger" pro 
vides a good transition between styles 
and should please all Beck fans tt has 
the sharp beat, funky bass and tight 
bending guitar that helped make "Mid- 
night Vultures" so infectious. But here 
they are offset by surging strings 
arranged by Beck Hansen's father. 

The lyrics are far more serious than 
his previous songs that often feature 
gou^, nonsensical lines The album 
also has an obvious influence from the 
Parisian duo, Air, whom Beck collabo- 
rated with on "lO.OOOHi Legend" 

"Sea Changes" is more listener 
friendly than usual Beck has had a 
tendency in the past to include some 
tracks on his albums that can be rather 
aggravating, But on "Sea Changes" 
Beck consistently creates songs that 
are potently harmonious and melodic. 

Beck continues to be one of the 
most profound and prolific modem 
artists His masterful duality is some- 
thing that is extraordinarily rare and 
should be treasured.

Coach Bill Snyder said he 
was pleased with what the de- 
fense did against Palmer and 
the deep corps of Trojan re- 
ceivers. 

"I can certainty point to the 
fact that after Tony Romo 
came in here and completed 
the first 12 passes he threw, we 
did a pretty good job on Car 
son Palmer," Snyder said. 
"And everything I thought 
about those receivers is true - 



all of them will play on Sun- 
doy, and I thought our defense

Southern California's de- 
fense also slowed down the 
Cat offense to start the game.

Mike Patterson re 
covered the loose ball and 
took it into the end zone for 
the score. 

K- Stale's special teams 
blocked the PAT try. and New- 
man took the ball 90 yards for

"I thought at first I would 
just get tackled." Newman 
said "I saw a couple of seams, 
and my guys were making 
blocks I just got to the point 
where I was looking for a time 
to coast, because I was getting 
tired."

Scalpers provide another opportunity for tickets; 
authorities cracicing down on second-hand sales

On the corner of College Heights 
ftoad and Kimball Avenue. Matt lensen, 
a student at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln, gets to work. 

As cars stop at the intersectlOft, he 
holds up a bright yellow sign reaalng "I 
Need Tickets" and yells for their attcn 
tion as they jiass him Some drivers stop 
and talk about ticket prices while others 
just pass by. 

Each week, [en sen gf>es to the top col- 
lege football games around Nebraska and 
Kansas, trying to make money by pur- 
chasing tickelii for an affordable price, 
then turning around and selling them at a 
higher price 

"I get here early and buy the tickets," 
he said "Ihen I sell them higher than 
what I paid for" 

Jensen was among the many salesmen 
who crowded the sidewalks uf Kimball 
Avenue on Saturday afternoon trying to 
bu;' ind sell tickets to the football game 
between foes K- State and USC 

HoM cr, with the university's policy 
of no solicitation on any school property 
and various athletic department rules. 



Kimball Avenue was the closest that tick- 
et sellers could get to the stadium with- 
out the K- State Police stepping in 

Although Kansas law states it is not il- 
legal to scalp tickets, certain university 
policies come into effect, said l.t Kurt 
Moldrup of the Riley County Police Oe 
partmoit. 

"There are no laws in Kansas on 
scalping tickets," he said. "But what it 
falls back to is liie fact that you can't sell 
anything on K-State property without a 
license" 

Moreover, with the increase in atten- 
dance at the home football games, the K- 
State jxilice officers are beginning to en 
force all -university policies more strictly. 

"We have begun enforcing the policy 
becatise we started having problems with 
professional ticket brokers earlier this 
season," said Jim Muller, assistant associ 
ate director of Bramlage Coliseum 
"We've had issues with both the profes 
sionals and fans going to ticket lines and 
disrupting those people trying to buy 
tickets"' 

In addition, Casey Scott, associate ath- 
letic director, said ticket sellers take away 
the positive atmosphere and, more im- 
portantly, the school's ticket sales. 



Each week, Jensen goes to

households ta cJetennine polit- 
ical opinions 

The last lime the poll wbs 
conducted, in 1997, some 
menibeni o( the Kansas Leg i fi- 
lature voiced strong criticism 
for the poll, Leonard 
Blooinquist said^ 

Bloomquisl, professor in so- 
ciology, alsti said the poll's re- 
instatement was set back last 
spring when Robert Poresky, 
professor in family studies and 
one of the founders of the 
poll, died of cancer 

Another reason the poll 
was ended was because of fi 
nancial troubles. 

"We could not obtain a 
steady source of funding," 
Bloomquisl said 

But with the government 
playing such a big role in the 
lives of Kansans, Murray and 



Bloomquist both said they feci 
il is lime to revive ihc poll. 

"The poll was designed to 
assess Kansans' outlook on 
the future," Murray said, 

The pull traditionally has 
been conducted over ihe tele 
phone with randomly selected 
numbers from all over Kansas. 

"We always got a good re- 
sponse," Murray said "People 
were willing to talk to us 
when they heard who we 
were" 

Bloomquist said the poll 
asked* general demographic 
questions along with political 
opinion questions, and the 
poll helped the Legislature 
with political decisions. 

"We asked if Kansans 
would support tax cuts," he 
said. 

The poll stipulated that if 
ta)(es were cut, il would mean 
that certain services performed 



by the government would be 
lost 

Bloomquist said they found 
that people were not in favor 
of tax cuts at that time 

"Il served a very useful pur- 
pose in providing information 
about how adults in Kansas 
fell about issues," he said 

Murray agreed the poll 
helped Kansan lawmakers in 
the past, and he said he be- 
lieved it will be able to help 
again 

"It helps the governor and 
Legislature because it gives 
them non biased and non-par 
tisan views about what 
Kans^ins think," Murray said. 

Murray is now trying to en- 
sure that the poll is as scientif- 
ic as possible Special commit- 
tees will be set up to decide 
which questions lo ask and 
how to ask them 

In the past, Murray said, 



they found a sort of unity 
across Kansas with the poll. 

"In general, there were not 
large differences between what 
rural families thought were 
important and what urban 
families thought were impor- 
tant," he said. 

However, there are many 
questions that need to he ad- 
dressed before the poll can be- 
come active again 

"We have to think about fi- 
nance, and of course we have 
to think about if people will 
support the poll," Murray said. 
"Lastly, we have to consider 
who is going to be involved in 
running the poll " 

Even though these details 
remain uncertain, Murray is 
positive the poll has a future 
in Kansas. 

"We are hopeful that we will 
be able to provide some input 
for the Legislature." he said

Israel is opposed to any 
new Security Council resolu- 
tion on its conflict with thf 
Puleslinians, regardless of the 
wording. 

"Any resolution here will be

Die Palestinian draft resolu- 
tion blames Israel for the up- 
surge in violence, demands its 
withdrawal from Palestinian 



cities and expresses concern 
for the humanitarian plight of 
(he Palestinian people. 

It doesn't address Israel's 
security concerns or mention 
Palestinian suicide bombings, 
including the (wo that oc- 
curred last week that prompt- 
ed Israeli troops to surround 
ArafaCs West Bank headquar- 
ters and deniolish buildings in- 
side the compound. 

"Israel's recent actions . 
are not helpful, either in

World leaders 

demand U.N. 

support for war

COPENHAGEN, Den- 
mark - The European Union 
and 10 Asian nations on 
Monday called for U.N. back- 
ing for any action against Iraq 
while underscoring that any 
US. strike must comply with 
inlemalional law. 

In a declaration, the 25 
leaders said terrorism posed a 
"serious threat" to world 
peace and security, but added 
that the ri(;ht against terror- 
ism "must be based on the 
principles of the UN. Charter 
and basic norms of interna- 
tional law." 

The text appeared to ad 
dress the standoff over Iraq, 
but didn't specify any country 
by name 

While an earlier summit 
draft said (ha( any action 
should not violate humanitar 
ian law and human rights, the 
two were absent from the fi 
nal declaration 

Leaders from 15 BU na- 
tions, as well as |apan. China, 
South Korea and seven mem- 
bers of the Association of 



Southeast Asian Nations dis- 
cussed economic issues and 
terror at the two -day summit. 

Danish Prime Minister An- 
ders Pogh Rasmussen - 
whose country currently 
holds the rotating EU presi- 
dency - told reporters that 
the discussion on Iraq result- 
ed in a call by all leaders for a 
"multilateral approach" to re- 
solve the standoff 

Fogh Rasmussen admitted 
thai participants disagreed on 
whether military action 
should be taken against Iraq, 
adding that many leaders felt 
thi; Middle East crisis "c;>m 
plicales the international 
community's efforts on Iraq " 

While some European 
countries have come around 
to the idea of a US -led 
strike, many Asian countries

'lownsend said CNS tem- 
porarily solved the problem 
by moving 1ar>>er mailboxes 
to a different lucattoti, which 
freed up more e-mail disk 
space. 

According tu wwviksu 
etlu/crts, these large accounts 
consumed -16 percent of the 
total e-mail disk spuce, and 
only J percent of users had 
these accounts 

After they were moved, ac- 
cess returned to normal. 
However, Town send said, a 
long-term solution is needed 

"Historically. people 

would prefer they are not 
Itraitcd in Iheir c mail, but as 
we saw last week, that's not a 
sustainable mrxtel," he said. 

As of Ntonday morning, 18 
mailboxes already bad grown 
to mure than 20 megabytes

e-mail usage will continue to 
gruw, so the solution falls to 
administration and students. 
Me said administration needs 
to continue to invest more 
money in the e-mail system, 
and students need tu self-reg- 
ulate their account si3!cs. 

'Especially in this tight 
budget climate, we can't just 
keep throwing more money 
into the problem," he said 

lie said CNS is in the 
process of acquiring a large 
storage area network that 
would provide more disk 
space. 

'But again, all uf this costs 
money, and it is not unlimit- 
ed, so we need people to 
continue to keep their mail 
boxes cleaned up," Town send 
said. 

As another short-term 
measure, CNS is proposing 
to check the size of accounts 
each night and reijuesting 



those with larger mailboxes 
to decrease the size. If they 
do not comply, then their 
mailboxes would be moved to 
another location, just as they 
were last week. 

Townsend said he hopes 
to have the system in place 
by October, but it must be 
presented to several commit- 
tees and approved by central 
administration first 

He said he knows last 
week's access problems were 
frustrating, but that regulat 
ing inbox sizes will help cur 
tail any future problems He 
also said he had not heard uf 
any cases where critical in 
formation was lost or de 
layed.

"It's just a nuisance when 
il goes down because we've 
been informed that it's nice 
to use this technology in our 
classrooms, and when you 
employ it, and then it doesn't 
work - it just frustrates stu- 
dents, and it frustrates profes 
sors, and then no one wants 
to use it," Sherow said. 

Townsend said the bottom 
line is that people need to 
keep Iheir inboxes clean in 
order to ensure access 

"If everyone did that, we'd 
have no problem," he said

A student injured in a water- 
ski accident during the week- 
end is in fair condition. 

lessica Ervin, junior in masa 
communications, underwent 
larynx surgery at St. Louis Uni- 
versity Hospital after suffering 
neck injuries during a jump at a 
waterski competition in Illinois. 
During ifie maneuver, her neck 
was caught in the tow-rope and 
tow-rope handle. 

"She is in fair condition," a 
hospital spokeswoman said. 
"Her vital signs are stable She 
may be experiencing some dii- 
comfort, but the outcome looks 
good." 

Ervin has been a member of 
the K State Waterski Team for 
three yean She was competing 
at the Great Plains Conference 
Championship in DuQuotn, lU., 
near Southern Illinois Univeni- 
ty when the accident occurred. 

The accident was unusual 
since most wetenki injuries are 
limited to broken bones, said

The Fort Riley cemetery was 
constructed in 1853. Now, M9 
years later, the cemetery is al- 
most out of burial plots. 

"We currently have seven 
spots left." Christie Vanover, 
deputy media relations officer, 
laid. "We are in the process of 
trying to make a lew additional 
grave spots." 

The 70- acre cemetery, locat- 
ed on the southwest perimeter 
of the base on Hubener Road, 
has 4,000 grave sites, but offi- 
cials aren't sure how many peo- 
ple have been buried there. 

"In 1855 and 1867, there 
m* a cholera epidemic, and we 
buried all those who died dur- 
ing that time along a side wall 
of the cemetery," Vanover said 
"Wr had wooden tombs up for 
everyone **ho died during the 
epidemic, but there was a fire, 
and they all burned down, so 
we aren't sure how many bod- 
ies are actually in the ceme- 
tery" 

Also, in 1999, a road was 
destroyed to make room (or a 
75 plot cemetery expaiuion. 

"We are about to remove an- 
other road and add another 32 
spots," Vanover said. "We only 
have seven spoU left, plus the 
32 that will be made soon." 

The cemetery is averagir^ 
about seven buriahi a month, 
Vanover said, so officials

plicants in fall 2003. He said 
he anticipated a permanent 
appointment anytime from 
lanuary to |une 2004. 

Stephen White serves as 
the college's interim dean. 

The previous time frame 
included screening candidates 
(his fall and interviewing them 
in January, Coffman said 
With the old plan. K Slate 
would have hired a perma- 
nent dean in spring 2003. 

"The old timeline would 
have put us a little bit ahead 
of the recruiting curve," Coff- 



man said '^th the new plan, 
we will have a better chance 
of finding the best applicants 
during the recruiting cycle." 

James Hamilton, search 
committee chairman and as- 
sociate professor of philoso- 
phy, said the new timeline is a 
good compromise because it 
reflects concerns the commit 
tee raised. 

"We had a certain amount 
of momentum with the 
search," Hamilton said "Wc 
still maintain that momentum 
even though we're essentially 
delaying acting on the search 
for six months" Coffrnan said 
extending and restructuring 
the search will also allow the 



new dean to have a better fi- 
nancial picture for the next 
two to three years. 

Hamilton said the financial 
future of the state and univer- 
sity still it uncertain, and 
while the interim dean can 
make a few long-range deci- 
sions, it's better to have the 
permanent dean in place for 
the sake of long-term plan- 
ning, 

"Finding a permanent dean 
is critical.'* he said "lis better 
to have a permanent dean 
knowing that he or she will be 
in that position for five or nx 
years."

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Book explaining cancer to children grows 
in popularity, recently published in Spanish

Nearly every day, a difTcrenl 
child joins Dr WadtJIe in his 
superdupcT research laboratory 
to leam about cancer 

"The idea has really taken 
off" said )an GalitKer, adminis- 
Irative assistant for the Center 
for Basic Cancer Research 
'The book is now used all uver 
(he country and evfen through 
out the wurld." 

Since "A Day With Dr Wad 
die" was created in 1<^SH. (he 
popularity of the book has 
grown more than the origina- 
tors could ever have imagined. 

The coloring book was tre 
ated to educate children about 
the different aspects of cancer 
It informs Ihem about cancer 
cells, science and good health 
by using a cartoon duck named 
Dr Waddle 

The idea originated when a 
Manhattan teacher approached 
the center about avciilable re 
sources (hat would help her tix- 
plain cancer to young children 
The teacher had two children 
in her second grade class who 
had family members with can 
cer, and many of the other stu 
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denl« seemed interested in the 
subiecl, Galit/er said. 

"We looked everywhere," 
she said "There was lots of in- 
formation for kills with cancer, 
bttt nothing about family mem- 
bers or fricndii having cancer 
So, a couple of staff members 
took it upon themselves to 
write and illustrate a book that 
catered to the need." 

Hie center then published a 
rouijh veraion and distributed it 
to the teacher to use with her 
cla.ss. 

"The response was over- 
whelming," Galitxcr said. 
"Soon, all second grade leach 
crs in Manhattan were using it 
So in a year or so, the center 
went back und published the 
fr^t edition. Now, it has grown 
from there." 

It's grown so much that the 
book was translated into Span 
ish abou* two years ago. 



"There was a need for it," 
said Laurine Speights, market- 
ing and program director for 
the center, "and there has been 
an overwhelming response (or 
it, both nationally and intema- 
tionally." 

Because the center received 
funding for the Spanish version 
of the book, it was able to dis- 
tribute copies of Dr Waddle for 
free to several organizations 

"We got it into the right 
hands, and from that we have 
received new order*," Galtl/er 
said 

The book costs $2 for orders 
of 10 or fewer and $1 50 for or- 
ders of 1 1 or more books The 
center makes no money from 
the sale All money goes toward 
printing costs 

"We want to help people ex 
plain what cancer is to children 
and deal with the issue, not 
make money," Galilzer said. 
"That might be one of the rea 
sons Dr Waddle gets such a 
positive response wherever he 
goes." 

Por the past year, Dr Wad 
die has been helping patients at 
the Surgical Associates in Man 
hattan 

"It has been very helpful." 



|anet KJser, regiitered nurse, 
Haid. "The patients appreciate 
the book because it helps all 
children of all ages - from 
young to teenage years - un- 
derstand the disease" 

Kiser, a breast cancer sur- 
vivor, first learned about the 
book when her cancer support 
group loured the center. 

"Being a nurse and seeing a 
lot of cancer patients, I knew 
this would be helpful (o people 
with children," she said. "A lot 
of children don'l understand 
what the disease is when they 
htar the word cancer This 
book has such simple language, 
and it brings it down to their 
level" 

The book explains at a iec- 
ondgrade level what cancer is 
through a friendly duck who 
happens to be a scientist. It 
helps alleviate the fears and 
misconceptions associated with 
the disease, Galitzer said 

"The problem we find is, 
when someone close to a chitd 
gets sick, a lot of times the sick- 
ness isn't explained," she said 
''This helps make it possible for 
adults to talk to children about 
the tough subject. It really is a 
pretty neat book"

Restaurants lax on germ-awareness, cleanliness

Food safety is a big cuncem of mine 

I'm not talkinjt about biuterrorism or 
sgTDterrarism - I'm talking about the restau 
rant cleanliness. 

And, in light of the fact that September is 
National Pood Safety 
Month, I want to let 
you all in on some of 
the requirements restau 
rants have to meet to 
stay operational. 

To receive those 
green certificates with 
the passing "A" durint; 
inspection, rentaurants 
have to meet a scries of 
criteria regarding Food storage, building codes 
and employee hygiene. My sister-in-law, a se- 
nior Geld consultant for [)airy Queen, Inc., 
oversees more than 100 stores in a multi -state 
region and inspects those stores twice a year to 
make sure they're up to code 

She said for foods to be safe, they have to be 
stored at the proper temperatures - above 140 
degrees Fahrenheit for hot food, below 40 de- 
grees for cold food - and employees in Kansas 
are required to wear plastic gloves when han- 
dling any rcady-lo-eai food, such as sandwich 
condiments and ccM)ked meat This is to avoid 
diseases such as Hepatitis A 

Also, one uf the main rca.<ions people get 
sick is because hot foods are improperly cooled 
when stored at night 'Yhey don't reach the 40- 
degree temperature mark before being reheated, 
and bacteria begin to form. 

My sister-in-law also said chemicals cannot 
be stored near food or paper products, and they 
have to be properly labeled. Also, d(X)rs and 
windows must remain closed to prevent insect 
and rodent infestations. 

For some eating establishments, having this 
kind of clean wurlting environment is a top pri- 
ority At others, managers have a tendency to 
get lackadaisical when it comes to the upkeep 
of the store and its employees' hygiene 

Such is the case at one of the fast-food iointa 
here in Manhattan. 

One afternoon, my husband and 1 entered 
the anonymous sandwich shack and got in line 
behind another couple As we were waiting to 
place our order, we noticed the woman work- 
ing our register of choice blow her nose several 



times and not wash her hands before touching 
people's food 

I don't know about you, but I don't want to 
eat other people's buogers E don't even eat my 
own boogers It's just revolting 

My husband and I never once saw the 
woman retreat to the back of the store to wash 
her hands She just kept using the same Ussue

Eskridge citizen works for 35 years to help community; 
students could benefit from hearing her speak tonight

It came to my attention just over a month 
ago that a truly magnificent woman and 
American icon lived less than an hour's drive 
away from Manhattan in the little town of 
Eskridge, Kan 

This nationally recognized woman is a 
model of what people can do when they set 
their hearts on achieving a goal, and for the 
first time, she is coming to speak to K-State 
and Manhattan about her accomplishment. 

Her name is Maisie I>evore, and her story 
is as compelling as any 1 have ever heard De 
vore has been collecting aluminum cans over 
the course of the last 35 years in pursuit of a 
goal to construct and maintain an in-ground 
pcxil for the city of Bakridge. She came up 
with the idea more than three decades ago as 
a result of making multiple trips to the near- 
by lake for her children to swim on the 
weekends She wanted Eskridge lo have a 
pool, but the city council at the time did not 
support her endeavor, and the name "Crazy 
Mame" became all too communptace 

Driving an old pickup and armed with the 
guts to do something nearly everyone around 
her thought was impoasible, Devore has col- 



lected more than 90 tons of cans during the 
past 35 years With some help from the stats 
of Kansas, Devore opened the only public 
pool in F^kridge more than a year ago 

The city gave her nothing more than watd 
for the pool and still to this day does not 
support the pool financially. It runs on a can' 
recycling program and other support activi 
ties often organized by Devore's family. 

Although the pool is up and running, any- 
thing any student organizations cotdd do to 
help Devore would be truly appreciated, not 
only by her. but also by the hundreds of chil- 
dren who frequent the pool every year. 

Maintenance, lifeguard wages and a new 
pool cover are on the current necessities Uit 

If nothing else, it is just about time we set' 
this woman's name out to the city of Manhat' 
tan, especially to every student here at K- 
Sute,

Sept. 1 1 commission

WASHINGTON DC. - 
The Senate voted over- 
whelmingly TViesday to create 
an independent commission 
to conduct a broad investiga- 
tion into intelligenci- failures 
and other government mis- 
steps before the Sept U at- 
tacks and recommend how 
to prevent future disasters 

"If we don't come to terms 
with the whole truth by look 
ing back at what happened, 
#c can never move forward 
with the knowledge and con 
fidence we need to set things 
right," said Sen. [oseph 
Lieberman, D-Conn,, a chief 
sponsor along with Sen, lohn 
McCain, R-Ariz 

The Senate voted <*0 » to 
attach to the t)epartment of 
Homeland Security bill an 
amendment authorizing the 
10-member commission 

The bill has been stalled 
for weeks in a partisan dis 
pute over worker rights. A 
new bipartisan propoital on 
the labor issues raised hopes 
that the stalemate on the 
homeland security bill might 
soon end, despite opposition 
from most Republicans and 
the president Bush urged 
lawmakers after a Cabinet 
meeting to act quickly to ere 
ate a department he can sign 
into law 

"There's still time to get a 
homeland security bill done, 
one which will ... give us the 
tools necessary to protect the 
homeland," Bush said 

The Sept. 11 commission 
idea, championed by many 
victims' families, became un- 
stoppable when the Bush ad- 
ministration last week 
dropped its opposition 



Although differences must be 
worked out with a House 
version and with the While 
House, it is clear that the 
commission will be created 

"Well be fine. Were 
working with ihem," McCain 
said. 

All the senators who vot- 
ed against the commission 
are Republicans: Sens. Kit 
Bond. Missouri; Thad 
Cochran, Mississippi, Phil 
Gramm, Texas; )udd Gregg, 
New [Hampshire; Trent Lott, 
Mississippi, Richard Lugar. 
Indiana; Craig Thomas, 
Wyoming, and George 
Voinovich, Ohio Not voting 
were Sens Daniel Inouye, D- 
Hawaii, and Max Baucus, D- 
Mont 

The Senate-created com- 
mission's probe would be 
much broader than a House 
version, which was limited 
mainly to post Sept 1 1 inlcl 
ligence questions 

The Senate panel would 
have authority to look into 
the rules of law enforcement, 
commercial aviation, US 
diplomacy, border control 
and immigration, along with 
intelligence 

An initial report would be 
due within six months, with 
a final report within a year, 
on recommendations to pre 
vent future attacks. The mea- 
sure authorizes S3 million to 
cover the commission's costs 

Stephen Push, leader of a 
group of Sept 1 1 victims' 
families, said the families 
were thrilled by the solid 
Senate vote 

"We are trying to keep 
other families from suffering 
the way we suffered," said 
Push, whose wife died in the 
hijacked plane that rammed 
the Penli^on 



College students eligible for jury duty despite class schedule

TVming 18 doesn't just en- 
able one to buy cigarettes and 
lottery tickets 

It also enables one to be 
summoned for )ury duty. 

However, for many college 
students, serving jury duty can 
interfere with class schedules. 

Pam Clark, Riley County ju- 
ry duty coordinator, said stu- 
dents can request to be excused 
for this reason 

'You are not exempt from 
serving because of being a stu- 
dent," Clark said "It just de- 
pends on what you have sched- 
uled that day." 

The judge will decide If the 
student can be excused, she 
said. 

Anyone who is 18 years old 
and is registered to vote or has 
a driver's license is eligible. 
Names are randomly selected 
from both driver's license and 
voter registration lists. Individ- 
uals are selected to serve for 
the county in which they claim 
residency. 

Clark said that when indi- 
viduals are selected they are 
"on-cair for three months. 
Within that period, they can 
serve on a jury three times 

In Riley County, jurors are 
paid $10 each day they are in 
court, even if they are not se- 
lected for the jury panel. They 
also are allotted a cents-per- 
mile fee for traveling to and 
from the courthouse if they live 
outside city limits 

Clark said of those sum- 
moned, a jury panel then is se- 
lected No preparation is need- 
ed if chosen 

"They don't need to pre- 
pare," she said "All the instruc- 
tions are given to them when 
they report" 

Amanda H el ten, graduate 
student in accounting, said she 
was called twice to serve. 

The first time she was ex- 
cused because of classes. How- 



ever, she had to serve the sec 
ond time. Helten, because she 
is from Cheney, Kan , was sum- 
moned to serve in Sedgwick 
County. She was working in 
Wichita for the summer and 
had to miss two days of work. 

'I thought it was stupid," 
Hetten said "I waa so mad. 
Nobody likes to do jury duty, 
and it's not that I minded giv 
ing my time for it, but I only 
live in Sedgwick County for 
three months of the year, and 
the rest of the time 1 am here 1 
think it is stupid I had to serve 
there when most of my time is 
spent here," 

She wu one of IS selected 
for the questioning process, 
where the judge and counsel 
ask questions to determine a 
fair and unprejudiced jury. But 



she was not selected for the 12- 
member jury 

'It was kind of neat, but I 
wouldn't want to necessarily do 
it again," she said. "It was kind 
of a waste of time." 

Leslye H alter, K-State senior 
administrative assistant, said 
she has served on two juries, 
including the Skylor Alexander 
murder trial last spring. 

She said the judge makes it 
very clear that the trial will 
take precedence over anything 
else 

"They make it very clear 
that once you are chosen, that's 
it, and it's your life for however 
long you are chosen to be on 
it," HaUer said. 

Hallcr said that during the 
questioning process, students 
should answer questions hon- 



estly Don't try to answer ques- 
tions inconectly to dodge serv- 
ing, she said. 

If selected, Haller also ad- 
vised students to follow the 
guidelines, such as refraining 
from media and discussing the 
case. She said it keeps the juror 
unbiased. 

Haller said just like every- 
one else, she dreads receiving 
the jury duty letter in the mail. 
But, she said, serving is benefi 
cial because it allows one to 
see the judicial syslem first- 
hand and to learn more about 
people. 

Students should serve if giv- 
en the opportunity, she said 

"It's good for you," she said 
"It's a good learning experience 
- a good growing experience 
for you as a person."

K-State will 
face the Oklahoma Stale Cow 
boys on Oct. 12. Okie Stale is 
now 2-2 after dropping contests 
to Louisiana Tech and UCLA 
and will likely be blown out by 
Texas before coming in to face 
the CaU. Ouch 

Tcias follows the week after 
Oklahoma State, and - don't 
kid yourself - the Longhoms 
have it all. But Texas has a big

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Israel ignores U.N. Security Council's orders 
to end siege of Arafat's West Bank headquarters

RAMALLAH, West Bank - 
Israel defied a U.N Security 
Council demand Tuesday to 
end its six day siege of Yasser 
Arafat's devastated West Bank 
headquarters, and nine Pales- 
tinians were kilk'd in an Israeli 
strike against alleged munitions 
factories and other targets in 
Gaza City. 

Israel's siege drew criticism 
from President Bush and many 
Israelis whu questioned the 
wisdom of a military operation 
that may have boosted the 
Palestinian leader's popularity 
at a time when voices had be- 
gun to be heard urging him to 
share power. 

Sporadic pro-Arafat dcnmn- 
ttrstions persisted IXjesday de 
spite curfews imposed in tbc 
West Bank in an effort to bnll 
suicide attacks. 

With the United States ob 
staining, the Security Council 
demanded early Tuesday thai 
Israel end its operations, "in 
eluding the destruction of 
Palestinian civilian and security 



infrastructure." The resolution 
also called on the Palestinian 
Authority to ensure '"those re 
sponsible for terrorist acts are 
brought to justice " 

It) Washington, liush said, 
"We've got to end the suffering 
I thought the actions the Is- 
raelis took were not helpful in 
terms of the establishment und 
development of the institutions 
necessary for a Palestinian state 
to emerge." 

Unmoved, Israeli Defense 
Minister Binyamin Ren-E^liezer 
said thai ""no resolution, and no 
person, can take from us our 
exclusive right to defend our 
homes, our people." 

Cabinet Secretary Gideon 
Saar said the siege would con- 
tinue until some 200 people in 
side the compound give up, as- 
serting many arc terrorists who 
must be put on trial Apparent 
ly hinting at possible use of 
force, he added, "I'm not con 
vinced it will end in them being 
given up - but it must end with 
their capture."'

Crocker said books are challenged for 
a variety of reasons Some of the reasons 
she named were magic, the use ol four- 
lelter words, inapproprialeness for the 
age level and the type ol community of 
the library or school 

"One book can he banned in a library 
but required for a course," Crocker said. 

Katlifl said librarie^i do various thinp 
lo promote RonnctI (look Week He said 
thill when he wtis a high school librarian, 
he would make a display about the van 
cius kinds ol books thai had been banned 
and why and where tbey were banned 
Some libraricN display poMers or have 
read onls where parlicipanis read out 
loud for a set uiiHiunt of time from 
banned books Some teachers will make 
asMgninenis (or students to go out and 
research why and how certain books 
were banned. Kallilf said 

"A readout is a fun way to promote 
Banned Book Week on campuses be 
cause you can walk by and listen to Ihem 
un your break,' Kalliff said 'KU has had 
one that didn't deal direcdy with (tanned 
Hook Week, bul they read Moby Hick' 
(or 24 himrs straight" 

(lulliff said banned books do not aKect 
college students much, because college Ii 
braries ore generally research libraries 
Bul college students should still be con- 
cerned, lie said, because when books arc 
banned anywhere, it lakes away people's 
right lo choose whul they read 

"1 would encourage students, when 
they have the time, to check out one of 
the books that has been challenged and 
read and enjoy il I'hat is what Ihey were 
written for - to be enjtjyed," Hatltfl said.

However, the Fed eoitlinued 
to view the possibility of weak 
economic conditions, rather 
than inflation, as Ihe greatest 
risk lo the eotnomy That sig- 
naled that the Fed is prepared 
to tut rates, if necessary 

Frcsident Bush remained up- 
beat, telling reporters al the 
White Flouse that "when you 
combine Ihe productivity of the 
American people with low in- 
terest rales and low inflation, 
those are the ingredients for 
growth." 

Hut we have more work lo 
do," he said. "There are things 
thai Congress and the adminis- 
irulion can do together to make 
sure Uiat people work" 

Ihc Fed's decision to hold 
ihr funds rate steady means 
th.it commercial banks' prime 
le luting rale - the benchmark 
for many loans - will remain at 
4 Th percent, the lowest level 
since November l*J65 

After being knocked down 
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by last year's recession, Ihe 
economy is back on its feet but 
isn't bursting with vitality. 

Stock market woes, a stag- 
nant job market and height- 
ened concerns about a war 
with Iraq could threaten ihe re 
covery In addition, a report 
Tuesday showed thai con- 
sumers' conGdcnce in the ecort 
omy sank in September to its 
lowest level in 10 months, rnis 
ing new questions about con 
sumers' willingness to spend in 
the coming months 

Businesses, meanwhile, have 
remained reluctant to make big 
comniitmenis in hiring and 
capita) spending, two factors 
restraining Ihe recovery. Manu- 
facturing - hardest hit by Ihe 
recession - lost considerable 
momentum in August 

Economists say a sustained 
turnaround in business invest- 
ment - a necessary ingredient 
for the economy to get back to 
full health - won't come about 
until companies feel better 
about the economy and see 
their profits, which look a hit 
during the slump, recover 

Layoffs have been rising re- 



cently, and economists are pre- 
dicting that the nation's jobless 
rate - now at 5 7 percent - will 
probably increase slightly in Ihe 
months ahead 

Consumers, whose spending 
accounts for two-thirds of all 
economic activity in the United 
States, have been the primary 
engine keeping the economy 
going They have taken advan- 
tage of free-Tinancing deals lo 
buy automobiles and home ap 
pliances And, low interest rates 
have motivated them to buy 
homes at such a brisk pace that 
experts predict both sales of 
new and existing homes will set 
records this year 

Low interest rales, good 
deals, rising home values and 
extra cash coming from a refi 
nancing boom are all helping to 
support consumer spending. 

'Thus far, those positive fac- 
tors have offset some negative 
ones, including Ihe volatile 
stock market, the lackluster job 
market and eroding cimsumer 
conRdence, 

Consumer confidence tell for 
the fourth month in a row in 
September, sinking to its lowest 



level since November, the Con- 
ference Board reported The ' 
board's Consumer Confidence 
Index fell to 93.3 from a revised 
44 S in August 

f-or shoriterm interest ratei 
to move ivcn lower, the Fed 
would probably need to lee 
clear trouble signs that the na- 
tion's economy was slipping 
back into recession, analysts 
say. While many anatyst« con 
sider a "double dip" reccssitm 
scenario remote, it can't be 
ruled out, they say 

A dramatic and prolonged 
rise in energy prices stoked by 
Middle Fast tensitms. a big cut- 
back in spending by consumers 
- Ihe driving force behind Ihe 
economy - would probably 
send the economy into a nose 
dive, analysts say. 

The economy grew at a tepid 
1.1 percent in llie second quar- 
ter, but could grow at a rate of 
around 3 percent or more in 
the current quarter 

But increasing numbers of 
economists believe the econo- 
my will lose momentum again ' 
during the final quarter of this

Matt Elliott I <«UGIAN 
Oriftint a (omumrd tiy HI to 90 ptntRt sf 
Anwrkui en « diily bilk 

Students 

cautioned to 

drink caffeine 

in moderation

As Matt Michael.iion, ju- 
nior in psychology, downs a 
can of pop, his friends shake 
their heads in disbelief 

It's not that he downed 
the caffeinefilled drink in 20 
seconds, nor is it the way he 
drank it in one gulp. 

It was because it was his 
seventh pop that day. 

"People think I drink a lot 
of pop," Michaelson said 
"But I just tell them that I'm 
thirsty" 

Michaelson, along with 
thousands of other college 
studenla, are finding that caf 
feinated beverages, such as 
coffee, pop and tea, are be- 
coming the remedy to give 
them the extra energy they 
need throughout the day 

"1 just like pup." Michael 
ton said. "I drink a lot, and 
I'm always thirsty for it I get 
different kinds because 1 just 
like the taste of it." 

On average, Michaelson 
said he drinks seven or eight 
cans of pop a day During a 
week, he usually goes through 
two or three 12 packs 

However, as the popularity 
of caffeine nses, health offi- 
cials caution students to be 
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aware of their consumption 
levels with caffeinated bever 
ages 

"Be careful not to replace 
food with the false energy 
you may be getting from caf- 
feine,' Dianna Schalles, niitri- 
tionist at Lafene Health Cen 
ter, said "It will give you a 
temporary lift, but it's only 
going to be short-term" 

According to the Interna- 
tional Food Information 
Council, a majority of health 
experts agree that common 
sense and a moderate 
amount are important when 
consuming caffeine Most 
health organizations define a 
moderate level of caffeine as 
}00 milligrams, equivalent to 
three cups of coffee con 
sumed each day. Schalles 
said 

Moreover, Schalles said, it 
is important for students not 



to cut back on water con- 
sumption throughout the day 

"Even though you're get- 
ling fluids, don't replace the 
water intake you need for 
each day," she said. 

Like Michaelson, Luke 
Manning, freshman in jour- 
nalism and pre-medicine, ad- 
mits to consuming a fair 
amount of caffeine each day 
On average, he drinks a 24- 
pack of pop in a week and 
can drink anywhere from two 
to five cans uf pop each day 

"It helps me stay awake 
during the day and keeps me 
focused," he said. "1 usually 
drink most of it when I'm 
studying or doing my home- 
work at night." 

Along with the extra ener- 
g^, Manning said that as a 
child, he always preferred 
pop above other drinks. 

"That's what I drank the 



most when 1 was younger 
and it's just what I'm used 
to," he said "The flavor is 
better than water" 

Although caffeine is not 
addictive in the same sense 
as alcohol or nicotine, people 
who completely take it away 
from their diet after being 
used to drinking it in large 
quantities could have side ef- 
fects, Schalles said 

'After being used to drink- 
ing too much caffeine, people 
can get headaches, irregular 
heart beats, trembling, fatigue 
and mood changes," she said 
"The professionals recom- 
mend gradual withdrawals 

'They haven't found a di- 
rect link to any diseases," 
Schalles said "Their research 
has not found any future 
problems for those individu- 
als who drink caffeine in 
moderation."

Jeffrey Pfeffcr and 
Christina Pong, said with the possible 
exception of the most elite programs, 
MB As are useless in the business world 
and the degree has little effect an 
salaries in the long run The article is 
Ihe result of studying decades of re- 
search, they said. 

But students and faculty at K-State 
an; not worried about the results - 
they still feel confident in their pro 
gfwn. 

"I still think getting an MBA degree 
will teach you a lot more about the 
business industry," Bonnie Wetta, grad 
uate student in business, said "The 
prosram goes way beyond the under 
graduate degree. I don't ngrei my deci 
tiun at all" 



And while the students don't regret 
the decision lo enter graduate school, 
David Vruwink, director of business 
graduate studies, said the study re- 
minds him of past events 

"There was a study done during the 
'70s that questioned the value of an un 
dergraduate college degree." Vruwink 
said 

"It said college didn't pay That was 
when the unions were strong and the 
job market was open Now, looking 
back 25 years, it was a falsity When 
the job market is strong, like during the 
1990s when this study was completed, 
it is hard to determine the additional 
value a MBA degree offers" 

And with the current weak econo- 
my, employers can be choosy and an 
MBA degree gives students that extra 
edge, Shane Van Oalsem, graduate stu- 
dent in business, said. 

"With the job market like it is now, 
any advantage you can get is helpful," 
Van Dalsem, chairman of the Graduate 
Student Association, said. "I am not 
nervous at all about entering the job 
market, because I went to graduate 
school. A master's degree gives me an 



edge over others with just an under- 
graduate degree." 

The article also questions whether 
the explosion in the popularity of 
MBAs has diluted their value. In 1956, 
only 3,200 MBAs were awarded To 
day, that number has grown to more 
than 1 12,000, the researchers said. 

While Vruwink said there might be 
some truth to that claim, he still does- 
n't think the degree is worthless 

"As the MBA supply increases, it is 
true that there also is going to be less 
value in the degree." he said, "but the 
survey didn't separate accredited and 
non -accredited MBA programs either. 
If the researchers would take thai into 
consideration, there would be an in- 
crease in value." 

However, there arc about 350 ac- 
credited MBA programs in the United 
States. 

To counter that problem, K-Slate 
has a graduate studies committee that 
reevaluates the curriculum on an al- 
most daily level, Vruwink said The 
school plans to add an 
information/technology track (or the 
2003-2004 academic school year 



"There 's more of a demand for that 
ty|)e of degree right now," he said, "and 
it gives our graduates an advantage 
over others who graduate with their 
MBA degree" 

The Stanford researchers also ar- 
gued that students can take on as 
much as $100,000 in debt to pay for 
the two-year program 

In response, the Graduate Manage- 
ment Admission Council sent out re- 
sults of a study showing US MBA 
graduates have an average starting 
salary of $77,000 - quite a difference 
from an average of $50,000 with an 
undergraduate degree. 

"That is worth it to me," Wetta said, 
"l don't know how they can say the de- 
gree is not valuable when there is that 
much difference in salaries." 

Stilt, Vruwink said some of his stu- 
dents are worried, but he blames it on 
the current economy 

"One uf my graduate students cut 
the article out," he said "Sure they no 
tice it, but when the job market is 
tougher, there is always going to be 
some doubts I just have to try and re 
auure them it will get better."

Eskridge resident speaks about service, 
recounts personal story of realized dreams

For 35 years, community members of Bs 
kridgt. Kan , watched Maisie DeVure follow her 
drcain, and now I hey believe nothing in the 
world tan take the place of persistence 

DeVort, 83, spent the last 35 years collecting 
aluminum can« and i>elling them to recycling 
centers in order to raise money for the tonstrwc- 
lion of a swimming pool in Eskridge. 

Ninety tons of cans later, DeVure has raised 
SlOO.OtK). and her dream came tnie in juJy 2001 
when Malsie's Community Swimming Pool 
opened 

DeVorc told her story Wednesday night in 
McCain Auditorium at a program sponsored by 
K-States Nalitmal Residence Hall Honorary and 
the Association i>f Hesidence Halls. 

"People told me I was crazy," DcVore said 
"My lasi husband told me I'd never live to see it, 
but I'm still here This was something I believed 
in" 

DeVore said she decided to raise money for a 
pool because there was only one pool in all of 
Wabaunsee County She said the children of Es- 
kridge needed another recreational activity be- 
sides team sports programs, to get involved in. 

"Not everyone is interested in ball, but I 
haven't seen a child yet thai doesn't like to play 
in water, even if they don't know how to swim," 
DcVorc said 

DeVore said she started by herself with noth 
ing and was told many times she wouldn't he 
able to accomplish her goal, but she never gave 
up 

"The city council told me there was no way 
they could support u pool." DeVore said 

City ofhciaU ulso failed to turn a grant in on 
time, causing the construction of the pool to be 
gin a year jalt-r than planned. DeVore said 

Now that DcVi»re's dream has become a real 
ity, residents of Hsk ridge are supportive of the 
pool, which is located across the street from De- 
Vore's home. * 

"tvc hnatty made believers out of some of 
them," DeVore said 

I^e city does furnish walcr fur the pool, hul it 
has 111 be maintained by DeVore's funding This 
means DeVore's work is not done, and she plans 
to keep raising money (or the pool 



"We aren't giving up," she said "We're going 
to keep on working " 

DeVore said she still takes a route in the 
country once a week to collect cans She also 
hunts for cans once ti week at Lake Wabaunsee 
and Mission Valley High School 

"I've trucked a big pickup load of cans to 
Topcka every week for the last four weeks," she 
said 

In addition to cans, DeVore also collects and 
sells old batteries, scrap aluminum, brass and 
copper. Plus, she sells jam and jelly and orga- 
nizes food sales all in an effort to improve the 
Eskridge community. 

DeVore's hard work and dedication paid off 
last June when she was awarded the Jacqueline 
Kennedy (Jnassis Award for the greatest public 
service benefiting local e<(iTiniunities The cere 
mony look place in Wa-shingtim, DC. 

■f couldn't believe it when I found out I bad 
won," DeVore said "( never really dreamed that 
I would win This was a really wonderful thing 
to have happen to me at my age, and I never 
dreamed it was possibk-" 

DeVore's story has been recognized in maga- 
zines, newspapers and TV programs nationwide. 
She even said people from out of state stop by 
and leave cans for her. 

DeVorc recalled some individuals from Platte 
City, Mo , who stopped by one evening when she 
wasn't home and left some cans 

'You never know when, where or who they 
will come from," DeVore said 

DeVore's story was bniught to campus in 
hopes of encouraging students to take part in 
community service projects

Police officers say 

sweet-talking not 

best solution

Jesse Ehlen knows all about 
getting out o( speeding tickets 

In fact, Biilen, junior in 
marketing, has not only gotten 
out of one ticket, but three of 
them -all in just two yean 

While he doesn't necessari- 
ly consider himself a profes 
sional in the art of escaping 
police fines, he docs feel pretty 
confident when the red lights 
from u police car begin flash 
ing in his rearvtew mirror. 

"Most of the time, the cops 
are more lenient when you are 
polite, to the point and don't 
make too many excuses or are 
overly regretful for speeding 
and getting pulled over," he 



said. "If you can make up a 
good reason for why you were 
in a hurry, that helps, too." 

Ehtcn used plenty of excus- 
es the last time he got pulled 
over, when he was on his way 
to towa to meet his family. 

"I was going through a con- 
struction zone in Missouri, 
and a cop pulled me over," he 
said 'I told him I was meeting 
my mom and I didn't want her 
to worry. He basically told me 
to slow down, take it easy and 
even offered to call the hotel 
in Iowa where my parents 
were slaying and seeing if my 
mom had checked in yet." 

Lt Michael Quinlcnar of 
the Riley County Police De- 
partment said people try to 
talk their way out of tickets all 
the time, and depending on 
the officer, some get away 
from paying the price. 

lie said it is also the offi- 
cer's decision to issue a speed- 
ing ticket, and many officers 
lake into account the location 



where the driver is speeding. 

"It's up to the discretion of 
the officer whether or not they 
will issue out a speeding tick 
et." he said. "It also depends 
on where the driver is speed- 
ing. If they are going five miles 
over the speed limit in heavy 
traffic where an accident may 
occur, chances are they are go- 
ing to be cited But, you can 
also see people going 10 miles 
over on the highway, and the 
oQicer will let them go" 

Holly Cribbs, sophomore in 
family and consumer science 
education, found hcricif in the 
wrong place at the wrong time 
last year, when she was pulled 
over by an officer on her way 
back to Manhattan after a 
weekend trip home. 

"I was in a speed reduction 
ares where I usually slow 
down, but this time 1 didn't," 
she said- 

In a matter of minutes, 
Cribbs and her friend were 
pulled to the side of a road. 



"The cop pulled us over 
and gave us a lecture about go- 
ing too fast," she said. "He 
stood in between our vehicles 
for 10 minutes, and that entire 
time I was leaking out." 

Unlike Ehlen, Cribbs had 
no idea of what to do as tlie 
police officer observed her dri- 
ver's license atid plate tag. 

"I had no game plan at all," 
she said "1 always thought if I 
would get pulled over, I would 
start crying, hut I didn't at all. 
I was just really polite." 

Cribbs was able to drive 
away from the site with fust a 
warning and a lesson learned. 

"I don't speed very much at 
all anymore," she said. 

While some students feel 
that sweet-talking officers will 
get them out of a speeding 
ticket, l.t Quintenar said there 
is a better alternative 

"Speeding is considered 
anything over the posted speed 
limit," he said. "Grj the speed 
limit" 



U.S. special forces move in to rescue Westerners from threats in West Africa

YAMOUSSOUKRO, Ivory 
Coast - Waving US flags and 
shouting "Vive la France t," 
American schoolchildren es 
caped a rebel-held Ivory 
Coast city under siege 
Wednesday, as US special 
forces and French troops 
moved in to rescue Western- 
ers caught in the West African 
nation's bloodies! uprising. 

The evacuation came amid 
concerns that a full-scale hat- 
tic could envelop Houakc, a 
central city of a half-million 
residents 

"We're running out of 
everything," said one fright- 
ened Ivorian woman, reached 



by telephone "We are scared" 
US and French troops 
moved into Houake Wednes- 
day to .'safeguard Westerners 
caught in a six day uprising 
after a failed coup Sept 19 in 
which at least 270 people 
died. 

With insurgents holed up 
in Bouake and the northern 
city of Korhogo, President 
Laurent Gbagbo has pledged 
an all-out battle io root out 
rebels in what was once West 
Africa's most stable and pros- 
perous cr>untry 

The l*)l Americans evacu- 
ated (rom the school were es- 
corted by the French military 
to an airfield in Yamous 
soukro, where U.S. C-130 air- 
planes will fiy them to Ghana 



this morning, Pentagon offi- 
cials said 

US special forces spilled 
out of two C- 1 30 cargo planes 
that touched down in Ivory 
Coast at midaftemoon from a 
staging point in neighboring 
Ghana 

Plane ramps came down, 
and US forces secured the 
tarmac of the forest lined 
airstrip in Yamoussoukro, 
clearing the way for Humvees 
that came rrjiling out. 

American soldiers march- 



ing with duffel bags and metal 
boxes rapidly set up a post at 
the strip, a base for French 
troops who arrived earlier to 
move in on behalf of Yamous- 
soukro's foreigners. American 
officials would not say what 
the soldiers were going to do 
next. 

About 300 Americans live 
in Bouake, Ivory Coast's sec 
ond-largest city, which has 
been cut off from water, elec 
tricity and food since last 
week's rebel takeover.

Freeland said 
Boyd wanted to give 
visibility to small 
town media because 
of lis importance to 
the community it serves. She 
said Kurtis represents Boyd's 
philosophy because of his 
ownership of small Kansas 
media outlets and his interest 
in developing land in Kansas. 
The first Huck Boyd lecture 
was delivered by Bob Dole, a 
former US senator from 
Kansas and Republican presi- 
dential candidate, in 19M 
The second lecture was deliv 
ered by former US senator 



from Illinois. Paul Simon, in 
2001 Freeland said Kurtis'

House approves $8.6 billion payment of back dues to United Nations

WASHINGTON - With the 
United Slates seeking support 
for possible military action 
against Iraq, the House voted 
Wednesday to make the final 
payment on back dues to the 
United Nations 

The dues paymctii is part of 
an $8.6 billion bill authorising 
State Department programs for 
next year An additional $5.2 
billion was authorized for 
countertcrrorism and military 
aid to U.S. allies The bill was 
approved by voice vote 

The bill authorizes payment 
of $244 million to the United 
Nations, the final part of the 



$926 million in back dues the 
United Slates agreed lo pay in 
19W In exchange, the United 
Nations agreed lo reform its 
bureaucracy and reduce Ihe 
United States' financial obliga 
tions 

Last year, the House voted 
to withhtitd the S244 million 
payment after the United 
Stales lost its seat on the U.N 
Human Rights Commission It 
recovered the seat this year 

In addition to the back 
dues, the House bill included 
$7$ million in new obligations 

With the House vote 
Wednesday, Congress is poised 
to approve its first State De- 
partment authorization bill 
since 1*394 The bill offers 



funding guidelines for dozens 
of f!)rcign relations programs, 
although the actual spending 
will be determined in a sepa 
rale appropriations bill 

rraditionslly. Congress ap- 
proves an authorization bill 
every two years Bui in recent 
years, Congress had been un- 
able to work out a bill, partly 
because of differences over 
whether US. aid could be used 
for overseas family planning 
agencies that use their own 
money to discuss abortion with 
clients Congress has had to 
waive the authorization re 
quirement or include it in the 
appropriations bill. 

This year's bill offered few 
points of contention House- 



Senate negotiators were able 
to work out a final bill on 
Monday that didn't address the 
abortion debate 

In one area of disagree- 
ment, negotiators were unable 
to agree on the funding and 
scope of public diplomacy pro- 
grams lo boost the US image 
abroad 

They will try lo resolve 
those differences in a separate 
bill, congressional aides said 

Changes in the bill apptar 
to give the Bush administra 
lion more flexibility in setting 
the criteria fur judging nations 
Because the adminislralion has 
criticized the certification pro- 
gram, some lawmakers believe 
weaker standards will prevail

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Professors discourage student use of online language-translator engines 



Inaccuracy leads list of problems 
with foreign language Web sites

Online tnmslation Web sites 
might make language home 
work easier, but modem lan- 
guage prufessors at K-Slate are 
warning their students ugainst 
the long-term effects 

Jessica Barnes, junior in 
English, said she has been tak 
ing Spanish classes since high 
idiool. 

Although Barnes has used 
translator engines, she does not 
rely on them heavily 

"They don't work well when 



you are trying (o translate en- 
tire paragraphs," Barnes said. 

But there is still a use fur on 
line translator engines, Barnes 
said. 

"I use one like I would use a 
Spanish /English dictionary," 
she said. "They arc fairly cffec 
live when you are just trying to 
look up an individual word or 
phrase" 

Elizabeth lanxen, professor 
of Spanish, said she does not 
encourage her students to use 
translator enf^nes. 

"When translating certain 
words or phrases, it can get 



them wrong," janzcn said "The 
machines du not have good 
skills for writing" 

Christ a Henderson, ins true 
tor and graduate student in 
German, agreed with this men- 
tality about translator engines. 

"TTiey do not work well," she 
said. 

"The sentence structure is 
very poor." 

tiendersun said she would 
definitely not advise her stu- 
dents to use these kinds of 
translators when working on 
homework 

Mireillc Green, inslnjclor in 
Prcncli and director of the I.an- 
guage Learning Center, has tak- 
en steps to ensure her students 
will not use online translator 
engines.

"If they were to hand in an 
assignment like that to me, 1 
would make them redo it," she 
said "I would deflnitely not ac- 
cept it," 

Bradley Shaw, associate pro- 



fessor in Spanish, said there arc 
four or five engines students 
usually use, although the results 
ore sometimes almost comical. 

"If a student were to use one 
to translate a paper that they 
wrote in English, it would come 
out so badly, it would be em- 
barrassing," he said 

Shaw compared some of the 
engines a few years ago. 

"I had all the engines run 
the same translation," he said 
"Some were better than others, 
but none of them would have 
been good enough for any kind 
of presentation." 

Most professors said if the 
student wishes to learn a new 
language, these translating en- 
gines will only harm them. 

"They do not help the slu 
dents to learn.' janzcn said. "It 



is a very bad habit to get in to 
It does not teach how to write 
in Spanish, just to translate." 

Students studying abroad 
have the opportunity to learn 
firsthand about translation. 

Elias liildebrande, junior in 
modern languages, is currently

Hildehrande said he his 
learned so much about llje 
Spanish language and how to 
translate it.

Colombian paramilitary leader says he will surrender to U.S. under certain conditions 



Official maintains he 

was not involved witii 

drug trafficking 

iy Artdraw Salsky 

BOGOTA, Colombia - 
Right-wing paramilitary chief 
Carlos Castano. wanted by the 
United States for drug irafHck- 
ing, insisted Wednesday he is 



innocent but imposed condi 
tions for his surrender to US 
authorities 

Colombian authorities, 

meanwhile, called on the Unit 
ed States to seek the extradi 
tion of leaders of the rebel 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia, or FARC, if Wash 
ington is serious about fighting 
drug trafficking 

The appeal came a day after 
the US government said it 
wanted to extradite Castano, 
leader of a paramilitary force 
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which has been battling rebels 
who also profit front drug traf 
ticking. 

'If there is coherence in 
U,S, policy it seems to me 
that in u few hours we will be 
receiving ejilradition requests 
for all the leaders of the 
FARC," Interior Minister Fer- 
nando Londono (old parlia- 
ment 

Castano said in a radio in 
terview broadcast nationwide 
that bis main condition for sur- 
render was that hia children be 



moved to the United States 
"because here in Colombia 
they will certainly be killed" 

Colombian authorities indi- 
cated they would approve 
Washington's entradition re 
quest if Castano, who has two 
sons and whose wife is preg- 
nant, is apprehended. 

The leader of the United 
Self-Defensc Forces of Colom 
hia, or AUG, also said he want- 
ed to be judged impartially, 
which he said he expects will 
happen in the United States. 



Castano, who did not say 
when he might surrender, in 
sists he has not personally been 
involved in drug trafficking, al 
though be admits committing 
and ordering numerous killings 
of suspected rebel collabora- 
tors. 

Hie U.S. Embassy in Bogota 
said it was not aware of any 
negotiations between the US 
government and Castano for 
his surrender 

Castano's remarks came as 
Colombian President Alvaro 
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Uribe met President Bush in 
the White House on Wednes- 
day. 

U.S. authorities charge Cas- 
tano was deeply involved in 
many facets of drug trafficking. 

Since 1S)97. Castano and 
two other indicted paramilitary 
figures fixed prices up the pto- 
duction chain and arranged to 
haul tons of cocaine by ship to 
the United States and Europe, 
according to the indictment 
unveiled Tuesday by the US. 
District Court in Washington.

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House passes bill against abortion payoffs 

Hospitals, insurance companies to benefit from new Congress measure

WASHINGTON - The 
House passed a bill Wednes- 
day that would let hospitals 
and insurance companies 
refuse to perform or pay for 
abortions without forfeiting 
Medicare and other federal 
funding. 

Anti-abortion activists 

hailed the 229-189 vote as a 
key action that would shield 
Catholic hospitals and other 
health providers that oppose 
abortion. 

Supporters of abortion 
rights accused conservatives of 
attempting to scale back 
women's access to (he proce- 
dure 

The debate provoked strong 
emotions among lawmakers 

"The question before us is 
not the question of abortion," 
said Rep Todd Akin, R-Mo 
"The question is whether we 
protect the various health care 
organizations, whether we 
want to protect their right to 
have a choice, to even have an 
opinion." 

Rep ferrold Nadler. D-N Y.. 
countered by saying the bill is- 
n't about religious freedom or 



protecting the right of con- 
science, but it is only aboirt 
making it harder for women 

The Bush administration 
earlier in the day offered its 
support. 

"Hospitals and health care 
professionals should not be 
forced to perform or partici- 
pate in abortions," the Bush 
administration said in a state- 
ment Wednesday. 

"This legislation makes 
clear thai they may not be sub- 
jected to discrimination by the 
federal government, or by any 
state or local government 
because they oppose or choose 
not to participate in abortions 
or abortion training." 

It is unlikely the measure 
will win enough support for 
passage in the Democratic - 
controlled Senate 

Supporters have maintained 
the bill is necessary to clarify 
entities covered by a con- 
science clause in current law. 

TVo Democrats from Ohio, 
Marcy Kaptur and Dennis 
Kucinich. voted "present" on 
the bill 

The Alaska Supreme Court 
in 1997 ruled that a hospital in 
l^lmer, Alaska, must allow 
doctors to perform abortions. 



The court said in its ruling that 
the Valley Hospital, which had 
adopted an an ti abortion poli 
cy, qualified as a "quasi public" 
entity because it received mon- 
ey, land and operating funds 
from state, local and federal 
governments. 

Wednesday's bill would al- 
low health providers and in 
surers to refuse to perform, 
pay for, counsel or refer pa 
tients for abortion services 

The vole was just (he latest 
abortion debate waged in the 
House In July, Republicans 
pushed through a ban on the 
late term procedure known by 
opponents as partial birth 
abortion 

Lawmakers have also 
passed a bill to make it a fed- 
eral crime to transport a minor 
across state lines for an abor- 
tion to circumvent parental 
consent laws. 

The abortion debate has 
spilled over into other areas of 
House business. House Majori- 
ty Leader Dick Armey, a 
staunch abortion foe, refused 
to allow the House lo consider 
a bill reauthorizing community 
health cenlers until lawmakers 
took up the abortion bill 
passed Wednesday. 



Bush to send envoy to North Korea ' 

Discussions reopened for 1st time since Clinton administration

WASHINGTON ~ President 
Bush plans to send an envoy to 
North Korea in the near future, 
reopening security talks with 
thai country for the first time in 
almost two years, the White 
House said Wednesday. 

President Bosh notified 
South Korean President Kim 
f3ae Jung of his decision in a 
telephone call, presidential 
press secretary An Reischer 
said 

"The two leaders agreed that 
real progress with the North 
depends on full resolution of 
the security issues on the Kore- 
an Peninsula, including the 
North's possession and pursuit 
of weapons of mass destruction 
and ballistic missiles," Fleischer 
said 

The announcement came af 
ter US and North Korean offi- 
cials held two rounds of talks 
earlier this week about sending 
an envoy 

A senior administration offi- 
cial, asking not lo be idcnLified, 
said Assistant Secretary of 
State James Kelly was likely to 



undertake the mission. 

Kelly was supposed to have 
traveled to North Korea in July 
but the visit was postponed, 
partly because a June 19 gun 
battle at sea between ships of 
North and South Korea had 
soured the atmosphere 

Secretary of State Colin 
Powell chatted informally with 
North Korean Foreign Minister 
Paek Nam-sun at a meeting of 
Asia- Pacific leaders in Brunei 
in late July, but no decisions on 
renewed talks were reached. 

Despite Bush's decision to 
send an envoy, there was little 
in Fleischer's remarks Wednes- 
day to suggest the president 
was backing away from his 
deep suspicion of North Korea. 

"Nothing has changed in the 
president's thinking about 
North Korean I^esident Kim 
Jong fl and the North Korean 
leader's starvation of his own 
people, the mili(ari/,alion ef- 
forts that he's leading, the mas- 
sive number of conventional 
weaptms thai he has on the 
border with South Korea, as 
well as proliferation of 
weapons of mass destruction," 
Fleischer said. 



At the same time, he noted 
that Bush had said the United 
States was prepared to meet 
with North Korea any time, any 
place. - ' 

He said there could have 
been progress earlier were it 
not for the incident at sea in 
June. 

There have been no discus- 
sions between the United States 
and North Korea since late io 
the Clinlon administration. 

Madeleine Albright visited 
Pyongyang in October 2000 for 
talks on curbing f*yongyang''i 
development and export of mis-' 
siles. 'The talks were inconctu^' 
sive. 

In lunc 2001, Bush pro- 
posed resuming talks, but , 
North Korea showed little in- 
terest until lost spring. 

Pyongyang may have been 
influenced by Bush's designa- 
tion of North Korea as part of 
an international "axis of evif 
last January. 

Last week, Japanese Primt 
Minister Junichiro Koizumi, af- 
ter a visit to North Korea, 
urged Bush in a telephone con- 
versation lo "open a road to di 
alogue" with North Korea

Agency enforcement 

promises legal action 

against corporate crime

WASHINGTON, D.C. - The 
Smurities and BxcKange Commis- 
sion will lake action against com- 
pany directors who neglect their 
duty to protect shareholders 
against abuses by companies, the 
agency's enforcement chief said 
Wednesday. 

In Enron's stunning collapse, 
the company's outside directors 
were found to have failed in their 
watchdog duties in two reports: 
one issued in February by a special 
Enron committee and a second by 
a Senate panel in |uly. 

A Senate Governmental Affairs 
subcommittee found that Enron's 
directors closed their eyes lo evi- 
dence the energy-trading company 
was careening toward rmancial 
disaster Its report concluded that 
claims by former directors they 
were kept in the dark were untrue. 

The SEC has been pursuing a 
civil investigation of Enron's ac 
counting practices while the )us 
tice Department has conducted a 
criminal inquiry. 

The SEC's enforcement direc 
lor. Stephen Cutler, was asked by 
a reporter whether the agency was 
pursuing directors of companies 
embroiled in the recent accounting 
scandals 

'"Let me clear about this," Cut- 



ter replied. 

"There is no accounting or fi- 
nancial reporting case that we are 
investigating in which we don't 
closely scrutinize the conduct of 
the board of directors, including 
outside directors. And we will not 
hesitate to bring enforcement ac- 
tions against outside directors if 
they are culpable." 

The question was prompted by 
a report in Wednesday's Wall 
Street fournal that the SliC had 
decided not to pursue in the im- 
mediate future any enforcement 
action against Enron's directors. 

Referring to the Journal report, 
SEC Chairman Harvey Pitt said 
"Recent press speculation :tboul 
purported (SEC) decisions with re- 
spect to 'forgoing' enforcement ac- 
tions in connection with ongoing 
investigations is factually inaccu- 
rate and irresponsible." 

"We're unaware of any inaccu> 
racies in our story," said Byron 
Calame, a spokesman for Journal 
publisher I>ow Jones & Co. Inc. 

"If the SEC chairman will spec- 
ify what is 'factually inaccurate' in 
the story, we will carefully review 
his speciGc assertions to determine 
if a clarification or correction is 
warranted." 

Legal experts acknowledge that 
it is difficult to make such cases 
against company directors because 
of stringent standards of proof un- 
der federal law 

'Those are very hard things to 
prove." David Ruder, a former 
SEC chairman who teaches law at 
Northwestern University, said 
Wednesday. 



Betidea, he laid, with the 
dozens of big companies it is in- 
vestigating for accounting prob 
lems - including WorldCom, 
Global Crossing and Adelphia 
Communications - the SEC "has 
an enormous number of things on 
its plate right now" 

In its 60- page critique of En 
ron's directors, the Senate panel 
said that "much that was wrong 
with Enron was known to the

Attorneys for the company and 
the directors have disputed the 
findings.The internal Enron report, 
led by University of Texas Law 
School dean William Cowers,

cial arrangements knowing that 
the company's management freely 
handed out bonuses - some $50 
million for closing a deal for an 
electric power project in India that 
subsequently failed, for example. 

In addition, many of the direc 
tors themselves had conflicts of in 
terest, according to lawmakers 
who cited consulting contracts 
worth millions that some of them 
had with the company and ties 
they had with charities that re- 
ceived large donations from 
Enron.

The directors - and lop Enron 
executives - have been widely cril 
icized for reaping hundreds of mil 
lions of dollars from selling their 
company stock in 2000 and 2001. 



Soldiers move into position to prevent 
attacks during India religious riots

GANDHINAGAK. India - Soldiers 
moved into position Wednesday to pre- 
vent new religious rioting in western In 
dia after gunmen killed 32 people at a 
Hindu temple. India blamed Pakistan, 
raising new tensions between the hostile 
neighbors. 

Pakistan said it wasn't connected 
with the gunmen, who Indian authori- 
ties said belonged to a previously un- 
known group called lehrcek c-Kasas, or 
"Movement for Revenge." 

Tho.se killed at the Swaminarayan 
Temple on tlie outskirts of Gandhinagar 
included at least one government com- 
mando, two policemen and Ihe two at 
tackers Seventy (our people were 
wounded, including at least 25 police of- 
ficers 

There were fears thai the allegation 
against Pakistan, an Islamic nation, 
could set off atlack<i againsl Muslims in 
the slate of Gujurai, where (he temple is 
located 

At leasl 1,0(10 people were killed in 
Gujarat, most of ihem Muslims slain by 
Hindus, in riots after Muslims attacked 
Hindus on a train in February 

Brig Kaj Silapalhy said letters found 
on the gunmen said they carried out the 
attack "because they could not tolerate 
what happened to children, women and 
Muslims during the Gujarat riots " 

Prime Minister AUl Uihari Vajpayee 
visited ihe temple and called for an end 
lo Ihe violence. 

"I have seen blotches of blood here 
This blond will dry up, but will leave be 
hind ils marks, which will he a chal- 
lenge lo us," he lold reporters. "1 assure 
you we will hghi terrorism and defeat it 
together " 



The Indian army sent 3,000 soldiers 
lo the state to guard against any new vi- 
olence. 

The Defense Ministry said the troops 
were requested by the slate govcmmeni, 
which had been criticized for nol acting 
quickly to quell the rioting earlier this 
year. 

Schools, colleges and businesses stayed 
shut in Gandhinagar and the nearby 
commercial capital, Ahtuadabad. 

The World Hindu Council called for 
a nationwide general strike Thursday lo 
protest what it called "jihadi terrorism." 

"The strike is to warn that if the gov- 
ernment does not act in lime, people 
will take the law into their own hands," 
said Mohan Salekar, the group's general 
secretary. 

But Vajpayee said in Gandhinagar: 
"I'irst there is a violent incident in one 
place. Ihen there is mindless revenge 
We need lo end this" 

At dawn Wednesday, commandos 
stormed the temple, killing Ihe two gun- 
men who had attacked Tuesday evening 

The gunmen eluded government 
forces for nearly 14 hours, lying quiet 
for long periods, then reluming Rre and 
lobbing grenades. Silapathy said 

No group claimed responsibility for 
Ihe attack, and the gunmen were not 
identified But India's deputy prime min 
ister. l-a! K. Advani, blamed Pakistan 

Advani referred to the Sept 12 
speech that Pakistan's President Ven/cz 
Musharraf made lo Ihe United Nations, 
when he condemned the killings of 
Muslims in Gujarat 

"Our enemy weni to ihe United Nations 
and spoke about Gujarat," Advani said at 
Ihe temple Irom that, it appears they 
had been planning for some time And this 
attack has been executed to implement 
I heir designs."

ISRAEL I Palestinidns end talks 
without Arafat to lead discussion

U.S., Europe and the Arab 
world to pull back. 

One consequence of the 
siege is a halt lo efforts lo re- 
form Arafat's regime, said a top 
official, Mahmoud Abbas. Ab- 
bas, also known as Abu Mazen, 
is Arafat's deputy and has been 
mentioned as a possible prime 
minister if the Pdlesiinians de- 
cide lo appoint one to lake over 
some of Arafat"s duties in the 
framework of reforms. 

Bui Abbas said there can be 
no talk of reforms "while our 
president is under such cruel 
and unprecedented qggresaion" 
Abbas told The Associated 
Press that he has been meeting 
with other reform minded 
Palestinians, but ihey have dis 
cussed only how lo end Israel's 
siege 

Israel, Europe and the Unit- 
ed Slates have joined many 
Palestinians in demanding re- 
forms in Arafat's unwieldy and 
corrupt regime 

Israel sent tanks and bull 
do/crs into Arafat's compound 
last Thursday after a Palestinian 
suicide bomber blew up a Tel 
Aviv bus. killing himself and six 
other people. 

On Monday, the U.N. Secu- 
rity Ctiuncil passed a resolution 
demanding that Israel end the 
siege, pull its forces back to 
ward the lines they held before 
violence cmpled two years ago, 
white condemning attacks on 
civilians and calling on the 
Palestinians lo put those re- 
sponsible for terror attacks un 
trial 

Israeli Foreign Minister Shi- 
mon Peres said Israel cannot 
carry out the resohilion "be 
cause the other part will not be 
fulfilled," charging ihai Palestin- 
ian security forces arc not stop- 
ping militants from carrying out 
attacks. 

However. Israeli Defense 
Minister Binyamin Ben Eliezcr. 
a member of the moderate La 
bor Party, set a different condi 
tion for ending the blockade, 
demanding the sunender of 19 
terror suspects in Arafat's office. 

"The rest arc not important," 
he told Israel Radio 

Israel has changed its de- 
mands several times, according 
to the Palestinians Until Ben- 
Eliezer spoke, Israel was saying 



it would nol withdraw from the 
compound until about 200 peo- 
ple holed up inside surrender, 
among them 50 allegedly in- 
volved in attacks on Israelis, in- 
cluding Palestinian intelligence 
chief Tawfik Tirawi 

Tvawi denied the allegations 
in an interview with the Israeli 
daily Maariv and vowed not to 
suirender 

"Yasser Arafat and 1 will 
Tight to the last minute," Tirawi 
said 

Ben-Eliezer said talks were 
underway to resolve Ihc stand 
off, but Palestinians canceled a 
meeting with Israeli officials s«t 
for Wednesday because Israel 
refused to allow representatives 
of Ihe so-called Quartet lo meet 
with Arafat first, said Palestin- 
ian Cabinet Minister Saeb 
Erekat, the chief negotiator. 

The Quartet is made up of 
the United Slates, United Na- 
tions, European Union and 
Russia, working for a solution 
lo the Israel- Palestinian conflict 

Elsewhere in the West Bank, 
Israeli forces blew up three 
houses of Palestinian terror sus- 
pects, two in ihe tense, divided 
city of Hebron and one in the 
nearby town of Dura 

In recent weeks, Israel has 
been demolishing houses of 
suspected militants, saying the 
measure can serve as a deter 
rent 

Reporters Without Borders, 
a group defending the rights of 
journalists, issued a statement 
Wednesday criticizing Israel for 
the death of Palestinian radio 
reporter Issam Tllawi. 

The group said he was shot 
by an Israeli sniper while wear 
ing a "press " sign, charging that 
his killing was a "serious viola- 
lion" of international rules 
about protection of civilians in 
wartime. Four Palestinians 
were killed in the clashes. 

In violent incidents Wednes- 
day, Palestinians fired three 
rockets al an Israeli village near 
Gaza, hitting a building, Ihe 
military said Nobody was hurt 
in the attack, the army said 

Two Israelis were wounded 
by Palestinian gunfire in a 
roadside shooting in the West 
Bank, the mihtary said, and 
Palestinians said 15 people 
were wounded, one seriously, in 
a clash with Israeli forces in Ihe 
Gaza Strip.

alleviate some of those 
problems." 

I1ie action was taken be 
cause the city recently dis- 
covered an underbilling of 
$352,578.51 for Colbert 
Hills Golf Course and a 
$15,000 underbilling mis 
lake for Van Zile Dining 
Hall 

The Colbert Hills mis 
take occurred over a three- 
year period of lime when a 
six-digtl water usage system 
at the golf course meter was 
only being read as a five- 
digit system This caused 
the meter to be off by a fac- 
tor of 10. 

The miscalculation was 
discovered in July, and the 
city is now working with 
Colbert Hills on a plan to 
pay off the bill. 

The second mistake, dis- 
covered last week, was be- 
cause of a malfunctioning 
meter at Van Zile During a 
two year period, meter 
readers indicated a dead 
meter at the site, Haycn 
said 

However, instead of 
billing K State its average 
bill amount, a common pro- 
cedure when the meters are 
broken, the city billed Van 
Zile $1494 a month. The 
bill should have run be 
twccn $6O0-$7O0 a month, 
Hayen said 

"We made a mistake," 
Hayen said. "Now we are 
working with the university 
to correct it" 

Officials with Housing 
and Dining Services were 
out of Ihe office Wednesday 

The city is purchasing 
the meter and the university 
is espect to install it. The 
city will then bill the uni 



versify for the charge, 
Hayen said 

"That is a common prac- 
tice among commercial 
users," he said. 

Six other K-State meter 
problems also were discov- 
ered when the utilities de- 
partment examined the 
city's larger meters K-State 
is being billed the average 
consumption amount for 
three of the meters until 
they are repaired. The re 
maining three meters are 
used for irrigation 6r spo- 
radic purposes, meaning 
they won't always be in use 
and if they are there is very 
minimal consumption, 

Hayen said 

To prevent missing an- 
other mistake, Ihc city plans 
to include additional ac- 
countability reports Some 
of the reports will include 
the following: a monthly 
management report that 
will contrast water produc- 
tion against water con- 
sumption; a monthly report 
comparing that month's 
largest users to past con- 
sumption history, showing 
any unusual levels, high or 
low, in consumption that 
should be investigated; and 
a report showing the six- 
month tracking of new in- 
dustrial, commercial or uni- 
venity users and comparing 
them with similar types of 
users 

The meter reading equip- 
ment and computer soft- 
ware also will be routinely 
checked for quality control. 

"It is important that the 
public has confidence in the 
municipal utility," Pehr said 
"These are proactive mea- 
sures lo ensure these kinds 
of billing errors do nol hap-

Enmllment at K State has 
reached a record high, despite 
a 25-percenl tuition increase. 

According tn fall 2002 fig- 
ures released Thuisday. total 
enrullment at the Manhattan 
campus increased by about 1 
percent, or 366 students En- 
rollment at the Salina campus 
increased by t>5 students. 

These figures make it the 
fourth consecutive year K-State 
has reached record enrrjilmeni. 

Student Body President Zbc 
Cook said Iht numbers 
squelched fears thut tuition in- 
creases would negatively affect 
enrollment. 

"I was as resistant as anyone 
else about tuition increases, but 
when people started going out 
and comparing it to the other 
schools, they found out it was 
stilt a good bar^jain and en- 
rolled just tike they planned be> 
fore tuition went up." 

ffe also said the numbers 
prove K Slate's quality of edu- 
cation is worth the price. 

"It's probably a testament to 
show that the education we get

Zac Cook said the reinstate 
ment of hours is a reflection 
of the administration's under-

"The library is the most

Cook said "You should cut a

However, the library will 
continue to open at 8 am in 
stead of 7:30 am Hobrock 
said he will wart for student 
input on the effects of this re 
duct ion.

Bosco said members of the K- State 
family are free to exercise their right to 
free speech anywhere on campus They 
arc not restricted to the area commonly 
referred to as the free-speech zone in the 
K-Slate Student Union Plaza 

f lowever, that has not been the case at 
other universities. 

Iowa State University, the University 
of Houston, Borida Slate University and 
West Virginia University all have been 
under fire for their free speech zone poh- 
ctes. Students there were not allowed to 
protest, picket or demonstrate anywhere 
other than the free-speech zones. Stu- 
dents retaliated, saying it was their First 
Amendment right to speak out or 
demonstrate anywhere on campus. 



Ihc case at West Virginia University 
garnered national attention when the po- 
lice were called on a student activist who 
wanted to distribute flyers about corpora- 
tions and human rights outside the free 
speech zom^ Ihey said he only could 
hand them out in I he designated free- 
speech zone 

Tlial was in April 2002 
Since then, the debate has grown 
Todd Simon, director of the AQ 
Miller School of journal ism and Mass 
Communications, said restriciing speech 
to certain areas tm state -owned property 
is against the law Under the Public I'o- 
mm Doctrine, the answer is simple, he 
said.

Although Hale Library hours have 
been reinstated, the fix is just a tempo- 
rary sotuliun to a much bigger problem. 

We thank the univer- 
sity for listening to the 
students and pulling 
funds from a reserve 
account to assist Hale, 
but we urge students to 
prepare themselves for 
what will come in the 
future. 

Hale is one of the 
many places on 
campus that suffered 
when the slate 
Legislature announced 
budget cuts. Library 
officials originally 
reduced hours to keep 
funds available for materials, With more 
cutbacks looming ahead, Hale will be 
forced to cut its spending even more. 

Students should take advantage of 
what the university has recently done. 
This issue is just one example of how 
Student Senate and administration 
docs, and will, listen to students when 
they voice their concerns. 

This temporary solution will be a trial 
period, though Students must make the 
reinstatement worthwhile by using Hale 
as often as they can. Evaluate what you 
value more about Hale. The hours of 
operation, or the materials. 

Take advantage of, but don't take for 
granted, this short-term fix to a much 
larger dilemma.allows for an easier flow 
of traffic that should, in turn, help to 
prevent accidents.

City, county should watch finances closer, 
prevent mistakes when facing tight budgets 



By now, almost everyone is 
aware the United Stales is in 
scriuiis eciininnic straits 

And Kansans rcali/c llieir 
state is suffering a significant 
budget crisis. 

Hut if Manliatlan and Hiley 
County are templates by which 
to iudgc, same of the worst fi 
nancial problems may be happening at the 
local government level 

Funds already arc stretched thin in 
many places, and thi -lituatiDn unly conr 
pounds when avoidahtt.' errors are made 

When money (jets tight, there is no eiitra 
funding to cover mistakes, and even luote 
budget cuts and tax increases become nec- 
essary to break even. 

Some examples of this affecting K Slate 
students directly have occurred within the 
last two months. 

For starters, on Aug 1^, the Riley 
County Appraiser's office discovered that 
an employee had accidentally valued a 
house on Pomcroy Street at $200,059,000 

I would guess there aren't many houses 
that nice in Manhattan, and certainly nime 
on Pomeroy If so, that would be one rich 
landlord 

Apparently, no one in the appraiser's of 
fice scratched his or her head hvlt this like 
I did, until it was too late. 

Hy the time they fijiured out it was sup 
posed to be SS9.500, the county, city and 
school distnct already had finali/ed their 
budgets based on the incorrect fif^re 

t'Uckily for Manhattan residents, USD 
383 was able tti readjust its spending plan 
by $230,000. tlad it not done so, home- 
owners would have been tased to the tune 
of $1.9 million 

There still will be a tax increase, though 
The city added one mil lo the property tax 
levy, a rise of $2KO,564 And it could have 
been worse 

To avoid a four-mil boost, City Manager 
Run Fehr met with a management team to 
cut $430,436 from the cjty budget and 
$2S0,000 from reserves 

These cuts will be felt in the form of re 
duced emergency services and decreased 
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parks and recreation funding 

This isn't the only num 
bcrs quandary the city has to 
handle, either. 

Due to various silly over- 
sights. Manhattan has been 
underbilling two large water- 
consuming entities: Colbert 
flilli Golf Course and - drum 
roll, please - K- Slate. 

In one of the great miscommunicatiuns 
of recent history, city officials ended up 
reading Colbert Hills' six digit meter as a 
five digit meter Now, the golf course owes 
about $182,000 in bills 

As for K Slate, Van Z.ile twining Hull 
was pelting the discount deal - Sl4 94 per 
month - but its meter wasn't misread, just 
broken 

Since the normal charge would be 
somewhere between $600 and $700 a 
month, it's not improper to ask why this 
wasn't caught, especially since the co.st of 
this error is $15,000 

True, the responsibility lies with many 
parties Both the golf course and K-State 
might have noticed their bills didn't seem 
right. 

The city and the county, though, are the 
last lines of defense in preventing and solv- 
ing these errors Taxpayers and voters 
should keep these public employees direct- 
ly accountable Hiis cannot be done with 
K State officials, who ore not elected by 
the public 

TTiese screw-ups are mistakes that in- 
evitably will happen in any bureaucracy, 
but the time fur vacillating and making ex- 
cuses is at an end 

With the economy like it is, we can't af- 
ford to tolerate stupid little bookkeeping 
boo boos that end up costing thousands, if 
not millions 

Tfie city's reorganizaUon of its water 
and billing operations is a step in the right 
direction, but it means nothing if ofTiciats 
continue overlooking simple mistakes.

It will soon be harder for 
Manhattan residents and stu- 
dents to cnmplain about find- 
ing places to eat. 

In the coming manlhs, Man- 
hattan residents can look for 
ward to the arrival of new 
restaurants in the area, said 
Lyie Butler, president of the 
Manhattan Chamber of Com 
merce. 

While there are no definite 
plans yet, interested restaurant 
developers have continued to 
keep an eye on the Manhattan 
area to start new restaurants 
and extended chains. 

"There are restaurants from 
chains as well as some inde 
pendent ones that have been 
looking at Manhattan," Butler 
said "They are constantly 
looking at our demographics" 

With the addition of a new 
Dairy Queen this summer and 
the new Buffalo Wings restau 



rant opening soon in Ag- 
gieville, the restaurant market 
continues to grow in Manhat 
tan, a trend that is popular 
among smaller towns with 
large universities 

"When yuu have a major 
university, il gives Manhattan a 
little bit of an edge," Butler 
said "Restaurants will know 
they'll get a boost from home 
sports activities and other ac- 
tivities offered through the uni- 
versity." 

Butter added that with a 
university in the area, a num- 
ber rif chain restaurants are 
able to have a successful busi- 
ness 

"If wc didn't have a major 
university, we would not be 
able to have the number of fast 
food restaurants we have," he 
said 

David Sautcr, co owner of 
the Marco Polo Rislorante. 
said (here are several reasons 
their family-owned business 
has been so successful. 



"Wc have good food at rea 
sonablc prices and a comfort 
able atmosphere," he said 
"We're different from a lot of 
restaurants in that we don't try 
to hustle our customers 
through We want them to en- 
joy our atmosphere and stick 
around for a while and enjoy 
the person that you come 
with" 

Butler said the individual 
and large chain developers in- 
terested in starting a restaurant 
tend to base their decision on 
the town's she, population 
growth and, most importantly, 
market growth. 

"Some of it is driven by per 
ception, and sometimes it's a 
reality," he said, "If a particular 
restaurant is already doing well 
here, it attracts other restau 
rants Sometimes people make 
the perception on what the 
taste of Manhattanites are." 

Also, a majority of national 
chains have certain population 
thresholds and only will look 



at a community with a certain 
number ot people, Butler said 

With a f^ome Dcpol and a 
Target coming into Manhattan, 
future devclopeis are looking 
at building new restaurants at 
both sites and around that 
area. 

"There's quite a few of them 
that you'll probably see over 
the next several months," But 
ler said 'A lot o( that depends 
on the overall economy, but 
there are a lot of people look- 
ing around at the new Hume 
Depot and Target areas" 

Although there is a possibil 
ity of large chain restaurants 
coming to Manhattan with the 
new development of two large 
businesses, Sauter said he is 
not worried about his restau 
rant's future busine.ss 

"Competition is certainly

North Korea is expected to 
seek economic aid as well as 
security assurances from the 
United Slates when bilateral 
talks resume on Oct. 3 in (Py- 
ongyang, U.S. officials said 
Thursday 

The White House an 
nounced that Assistant Secre- 
tary of State James Kelly will 
head the U.S. delegation for 
the discussions, the first in al 
most two years with North 
Korea 

Labeled with Iran and Iraq 
by President Bush as part of 
an "axis of evil," North Korea 
is the only one of those coun- 
tries engaged in a reform pro 
gram and the only one with 
which Washington is holding 
discissions 

It is not clear how the ne- 
gotiating process will unfold. 



The two sides have not dis- 
cussed what will happen after 
the conclusion of Kelly's 
three-day visit. No one is ex 
peeling early agreement on 
any of the long list of issues 
confronting the two countries 

The officials said they arc 
encouraged by signs of new 
thinking in Pyongyang on 
both domestic and interna 
tional issues. 

North Korea's leader, Kim 
fong II, has been taking steps 
lately to rescue his country 
from economic collapse, in- 
troducing market -oriented re 
forms. 

North Korea recently an- 
nounced plans to establish a 
capitalist enclave in the 
northwestern part of the 
country along the border with 
China There also has been 
talk of major deals with Rus- 
sia involving rail linkj and a 
gas pipeline.

After about 10 years of oper- 
ation, the tower was vandalized 
and burnt 

"Leroy felt it should be re- 
stored," he said, "and that is 
when he approached the K- 
Slate Foundation with the 
idea" 

About four years ago, Paslay 
donated the money - half for 
the restoration and half to be 
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set aside for fiiture renovations. 
When Paslay died in the spring. 
Rathborne decided to continue 
the project. 

"He was a great guy," he 
said. "A friend and an atumnus 
who did a lot for the university 
I thought we needed to finish 
this for him," 

Now, the tower has a slate 
of-the art sound system and 
.will again play music. 

"It is a great addition to the 
cemetery," Eric Londeen, ceme- 
tery board chair, said. "Long- 
term residents remember it 
playing for funerals 
and special events 
Now, it will be an- 
other memory fu- 
ture generations 
can have." 

When the mu- 
sic will play has 
not been deter- 
mined, but a week 
long test will ex- 
pose the 
community. 

"After the week, we will 
have a public meeting," he said,

Kansas Sen. Pat Roberts an- 
nounced K-Stale's Arthur Cap 
per Cooperative Center will re 
ceive a $3(K),000 grant from the 
Department of AKriculture's 
Rural Development otllce. 

The ACCC, located in tfie 
Department of Agricultural 
Economics, works jointly with 
the Kansas Cooperative Devel 
opment Center to help various 
producer-led groups who arc 
looking into value added busi 
nesses, said David Cultrain, 
program leader for the KCDC 

Coltrain said value added 
businesses are interested in tak 
ing a raw commodity and 
changing it into something 
valuable to consumers, such as 
changing wheat into flour 

"We received the grant 
through a Rural Cooperative 
Development grant." he said 
"These grants are to help 
groups with their value added 



businesses and for improve- 
ments with the cooperative ed- 
ucation program " 

In addition to working 
closely with the ACCC, the 
KDCD works hard to encour 
age and assist business develop 
ment that is focused on value 
added marketing and 

processing of agriculture prod- 
ucts, CoUrain said. 

"There's a whole host of 
groups of producers in Kansas 
who have organized and come 
together to try and evaluate 
some form of value-added ven- 
ture," said Dan Bernardo, head 
of agricultural economics de- 
partment "The primary use of 
the funds is to offer and award 
small grants to groups of pro- 
ducers who want to evaluate 
the feasibility of the particular 
value-added agriculture inter- 
ests." 

tn order to receive the 
award, the ACCC must prove 
they have administered stale 
wide coordinating projects and 



that they have provided techni- 
cal assistance in previous years, 
Coltrain said. 

"It's based on performance 
that you've done in the past," 
he said. "You have to continue 
to do a good job with the grant 
that you've received in the past 
to be awarded again." 

During the past five years, 
the ACCC has helped 25 value- 
added groups get a portion of 
each year's grant, 

In addition, Coltrain said the 
grant has increased in value 
each year the ACCC has re- 
ceived it, an honor that the 
agricultural economics depart- 
ment has taken seriously. 

"I think that it says the 
granting agency feels that we're 
making significant contribu 
tions in the area," Bernardo 
said 

"There are more and more 
producers and groups out there 
seeking assistance from K-State 
in the area of value-added 
agriculture" 



Manhattan, Riley County officials discuss 
policy for Urban Area Comprehensive Plan

The environment, traffic 
and housing were among the 
top issues on the minds work- 
ing to plan the future of Man- 
hattan on Thursday night. 

The project advisory com- 
mittee for the Manhattan Ur- 
ban Area Comprehensive 
f>Ian Update met at City Hall 
to discuss the policies for a 
plan outlining the city's fu 
tuic 

The plan, a joint effort of 
the city and Riley County, is 
part of a planning initiative 
updating the current plan, 
which was adopted in 1941 
Planning involves differeni 
types of meetings, including a 
workshop on Wednesday (or 
the public to share their con- 
cerns. 

Thursday's meeting was for 
committee members, which 
include representatives from 
city and county governments, 
local businesses, neighbor 



hoods and other entities, in- 
cluding K State. 

Members discussed the 
policy framework document, 
which will guide officials who 
implement the final plan 

Traffic in neighborhoods 
was a primary concern for 
member Vernon Peines, who 
suggested the city consider 
closing off certain roads or 
using barriers like cul-de-sacs 
to restrict trafiic 

But that may not be the 
most logical solution, said 
Ben Herman, vice president 
of Clarion Associates, the 
company the city and county 
hired to help with planning. 

"You can't eliminate the 
traffic flow of areas," Herman 
said, 

"If you have a grid system, 
traffic is spread out, but if you 
close off streets, they get clob- 
bered" 

Member Janet Throne said 
she was concerned about 
housing because college stu- 
dents, instead of regular 



homeowners, now live next 
door to her home on West- 
wind Drive, 

Throne also mentioned 
several environmental issues 
outlined in the policy draft 
She talked about connecting 
trails, preserving rural resi- 
dential areas and the impor- 
tance of stressing the benefits 
of wildlife habitats. \ 

"These areas do not juit 
have scenic quality or serve as 
wildlife habitat - there ;33 
more to it," Throne said, A- 
ing erosion and groundwMr 
issues. m 

David Darling, K- State t|- 
tension specialist in agncB) 
tural economics, attended ime 
meeting to express his ctfl- 
cern about the plan He sfld 
the plan may not change fflc 
problems his neighborhood, 
University Heights, already 
has had with the city '".

't^ople arc able to practice 
free speech everywhere," he 
said. 

If university officials tell 
students they cannot practice 
outside the free speech zone, 
the offlcials are not consistent 
with the rules, he said 

"The basic rule is pretty 
simple As long as you are 
somewhere where the public is 
allowed to be, you aren't dis- 
rupting traffic or classes, you 



have a right to be there," Si- 
mon said "The problem is 
when you start regulating who 
speaks there The Supreme 
Court is very clear on you 
can't do that" 

Universities can determine 
where, when and how long 
someone exercises their free 
dom of speech. Hut Bosco said 
KState only does this with 
outside groups. The area called 
the free speech zone is one of 
about seven locations where 
outside groups can exercise 



freedom of speech 

But KState students, facul 
ty and staff have no limita 
tions, Bosco said. 

"The entire campus is a free 
speech area. That's what a uni- 
versity is about," Bosco said 

Bosco said he did not know 
whciv or why people started re 
ferring to the plaza area as the 
"free-speech /one" because 
there is no specific zone for 
free speech 

Simon said that although 
free speech can be practiced 



' anywhere, the free-speech 
zone is ideal because of the 
high traffic. 

"If students have the im- 
pression that's the only place 
they can spout off, they're 
wrong, but I'd still argue it's 
the best place to spout off" 

Bosco said freedom of 
speech is sacred at K Slate. 

'That's part of the K State 
spirit, and that's not going to

washed mission boarding

"We were hunkered down 
for seven days waiting for help 
- then the French came," said 
Mike Coustineau, security 
chief for the U.S. allied Inter 
national Christian Academy 
"We were very delighted to sec 
them." 

The first (light out came as 
U.S , French and British forces 
scrambled lo bring all their na- 
tionals out of Bouake, a cen- 
tral city of 500,000 people that 
has been held by rebels since a 
failed Sept 1<J coup attempt 

As the evacuation got under 
way. Ivory Coast Defense Min- 
ister Lida Moise Kouassi took 
to state TV' lo declare Bnuake 
and one other rebel -held city 
"war zones." He said attack 
was imminent. 

Troops from France - Ihe 
once-stable nation's colonial 
ruler - hammered out a cease- 
fire with rebels for Ihe evacua- 
tion and rushed to clear the 
city of all who wished to go 

Hundreds of armed French 
troops in jeeps and at least one 
light lank secured ihi- main 
roads out of Bouake 

Anxious evacuees lined Ihe 
roads in cars, rolling out in 
convoys when the word In 



move out came. 

Thousands of Ihe Bouake's 
people fled on foot, walking 
the sides of the roads with 
bundles of belongings or cook 
ing pots on their heads. 

Rebels in camouflage uni- 
forms manned checkpoints in 
and out Ihe , city. Shattered 
glass and other wreckage by 
some of Ihe checkpoints testi 
fied lo recent fighting 

Government troops secured 
the 40 mile route to a hastily 
erected reception center at the 
Ivory Coast capital, Yamous- 
soulcro 

French and U.S. forces and 
diplomats of several European 
countries and [apan wailed 
there lo take in and process 
their nationals. 

French forces said Ihey ex- 
pected Bouake to be emptied 
of all foreigners who wanted to 
leave by Friday 

The city is home to 650 
French, an unknown number 
of other Europeans, and at 
least 1 50 Americans 

Unable or unwilling to flee, 
many of Bouake's Ivory Coast 
citizens huddled in their 
homes 

"K very one is afraid,* said 
<me frightened Ivurian woman, 
reached by telephone Thurs- 
day.

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KURTIS Journalist uses experience to revitalize snfiall-town America

career was in his future. 

Kurtis' firsl big assignment 
was in Chicago, covering the ri- 
nts following ihe assassination 
of Martin Lutfier King Jr. 

"[ learned my firsi critical 
journalistic lesson," Kurtis said 
"We had imposed a boycott on 
racially inflanimatury infurma* 
tion thai we would not broad- 
cast ji, thinking that we would 
communicate a riot on the 
south side to the folks on the 
west side, and we would add 
fuel to the fire 

"Wc were failing in the No 
1 obligation of a broadcaster. 
We were failing to warn people 
of Ihe danger. I watch cars try- 
ing to come home, driving into 
mobs, driven being pulled out 
and pummcled The responsi 
bihty of a journalist is to call it 
as he sees it. If you are are do- 
ing the right thing, you better 
be ready to make important 
calls You have got to be 
strong" 

In I96*>, Kurtis covered the 
10 month murder trial of 
Charles Manson He said he re 
members Mansion leaping on 
the defendant's table, grabbing 
a pen and lunging at the jury 
members. Manson 's three fe- 
male accomplices walked into 



the courtroom with Xs carved 
into their foreheads 

Kurtis was able to use his 
law degree to go deeper into 
coverage of the trial. 

"You have to know your 
subject," he said Tortunatcly, I 
had a law degree. With that ex- 
tra knowledge, 1 was able to see 
another dimension." 

Kurtis then served in the 
Vietnam War in 1975 When he 
got back, he continued his 
broadcasting career, when one 
day a plain vanilla envelope 
was laid on his desk In il, a list 
of 12 names of Vietnam veter 
ans who were exposed to Agent 
Orange, a defoliant used during 
warfare to clear jungle All 12 
were experiencing physical and 
psychological symptoms attrib 
uted to the exposure to Agent 
Orange 

"I knew at this moment if 
we were using biological and 
chemical warfare on our own 
people that in fact it would 
change the nature of warfare," 
he said 

Kurtis was the first Amcri 
can joumalist to be oJlowed in 
to Vietnam where he invesligat 
ed the veterans' claims against 
chemical companies. He even 
tually testified before the anned 
services department, which in 
turn awarded millions of dol- 



lars to veterans. 

Despite Kurtis' success, he 
does have his regrets With a 
tear rolling down his cheek, he 
told Ihe story uf a trip to Africa. 

While in Uganda, his crew 
got a call that local vcterinari 
ans had found an orphaned 
400-lb. baby elephant In a 
truck, Kurtis and his crew, 
along with veterinarians, 
searched (or a pregnant mother 
who might take in the baby 

After locating a mother with 
two babies of her own. the vet- 
erinarians pushed the baby ele- 
phant toward Ihe mother But, 
when the baby approached her, 
the mother threw it aside with 
her trunk. 

I'he baby came back to the 
group, the only family it knew. 
As the baby elephant nuiC/.lcd 
Kurtis' hand, he realized what 
was about to happen 

"'Itie baby had no where else 
lo go," he said " I look over at 
the veterinarian, and he was 
looking at the director They 
were dealing with the most dif 
ficull decision a veterinarian 
ever has to make - life and 
death. 

"Putting a baby to sleep is 
mure merciful then letting them 
go knowing the hyenas were 
going to get them " 

As they drove back to Ihe 



headquarters, Kurtis reminded 
his crew to stay out of the situ- 
ation and be objective juumal- 
isls even though they were in 
pain But he still has regrets 
when he remembers the syringe 
that put the baby elephant to 
sleep. 

"Not a day goes by that I 
don't wish I would have br^jken 
the rules that one time," he 
said 

"1 shouldn't iritervene, I 
shouldn't interfere - you don't 
make Ihe move But you have 
to break the rules sometimes." 

Now, Kurtis continues his 
in-depth reporting through 
Kurtis I^roductions, which he 
founded in 19«*0 While an- 
choring three A&E series, Kur- 
tis is on a quest to save small 
town America He is now 
working to save Sedan, Kan ~ 
population 75 - with a tourism 
center focused on his buffalo 
ranch and a replica of Laura 
Ingalls Wilder's cabin He said 
small towns are being replaced 
by large corporations, and it is 
time for smalt town citizens to 
take a stand 

"Communities need to wake 
up to the fad that they can 
Tight back," he said "I behevc 
it's time fur Kansans who have 
done well to come back and do 
good."

research we do at the station, 
I do behavioral work on the 
reptiles. We will have a num- 
ber of live amphibians and 
reptiles that arc local for peo- 
ple to look at " 

Station activities will allow 
visitors of all ages to interact 
with Ihe prairie environment. 

At the hisUiric slt)ne barn, 
video and slide presentations 
will describe the prairie's pur- 
pose, habitats and experimen 
tal management plan

CAIRO. Egypt ~ The United 
States on Sunday began advis- 
ing Egyptians traveling to 
America they may be finger- 
printed, photographed and 
questioned on arrival in Ameri- 
ca for reaions uf national secu- 
rity. 

So (ar, the program requir- 
ing registration of foreign visi- 
tors included those from Iran, 
Iraq, Sudan and Libya - the 
countries listed by the State 
Department as stale sponson 
of terrorism 

According to an Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service 
memo obtained by The Aaaoci- 
ated Pre<«s earlier this week, the 
program was expanded to in 
elude men ages 16 to 45 from 
Saudi Arabia, Pakistan and 
Yemen, starting Oct. 1 . 

The US Embassy in Cairo 
said in a press release "the new 
system will require the digital 
fingerprinting and photograph- 
ing of selected (Egyptian) trav- 
elers upon arnval in the United 
States, as well as responses to 
questions posed by immigration 
officials." 

An Bgyplian Foreign Min- 
istry official, speaking on con-

U.N. inspectors begin talks 



Discussion to 
center around 
return to Iraq

UNITED NATIONS - UN. 
weapons inspectors, who on 
Monday will lay down demands 
to [raq about getting back into 
the country, may not get the 
unfettered access demanded by 
the United States unless the Se 
curity Council alters a deal 
made in 1998. 

The inspectors are dusting 
off old equipment, ordering he- 
licopters and testing new tech 
nology as the United Stales ne- 
gotiates a new proposal for 
their return 

The Bush administration dis 
missed Iraq's offer earlier this 
month to accept the inspectors' 
unconditional return under pre 
vious U.N, resolutions. Instead, 
it wants a tough new resolution 
completely redesigning the in- 
spections regime and the pow- 
ers inspectors woutd have to 
enter Saddam flussein's 
palaces, block his movements 
and break in on closed facilities 
during their hunt fur weapons 

Hans Blix. the chief UN 
weapons inspector, and lacques 
Baute, the head of the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency's 
nuclear team, on Monday begin 
two days of taJks with Iraqi ex- 
perts to arrange for the inspec- 
tors' return 

The Iraqis are supposed to 
bring a backlog of reports list- 
ing items they possess that 
could have military purposes 
The lists must disclose the loca 
tions and uses for those items 

"We're certainly aware of 
what happened last time," said 
Melissa Fleming, spokeswoman 
for the Vienna-based IAEA 
"But we uncovered Iraq's secret 
nuclear program, and we dis 
mantled it If we get unfettered 
access, we will be successful 
again." 

Although they have not been 



inside Iraq since December 
1998, international inspectors 
are certain Iraq has a biological 
weapons program 

Some experts also believe 
that, despite 12 years of sanc- 
tions in place since Iraq invad- 
ed Kuwait and lobbed Scud 
missiles at Israel and Saudi 
Arabia, Saddam is ready to 
build a nuclear bomb if he gets 
enough we a pons -grade urani- 
um or plutonium 

Britain said last week that 
Iraq bos a growing arsenal of 
chemical and biological 
weapons capable of being 
launched within 45 minutes. 
Washington also has claimed 
Iraq has ties to Osama bin 
Laden 's al-Qaeda terror net- 
work. 

But unless they are on the 
ground, inspectors say there is 
no way to know just how 
quickly Iraq is resuscitating its 
programs 

When U.N. inspectors first 
arrived in Baghdad in the after 
math of the 1991 Persian Gulf 
War. they were a powerful, al- 
most untouchable force. 

Helped by hundreds of cam- 
eras and air sniffer? installed at 
more than 750 sites, they got 
Iraq to admit to a biological 
weapons program and were 
able to monitor materials that 
could be used for military pur 
poses. 

But the operation began to 
unravel by 1996 as Iraq and the 
inspections teams faced off 
over access and transparency 
Inspectors accused Iraq of vio 
lating resolutions and refusing 
to cooperate with inspections. 

The Iraqis accused inspec- 
tors of the same, pointing to 
wording in resolutions calling 
on monitors to respect the 
country's sovereignty 

The inspectors also com- 
plained they were spied on 
while Iraq claimed the entire 
operation was a front for US 
intelligence 

In an effort to keep the op 
eration afloat and avoid anoth- 
er war in Iraq, UN Secretary 
General Kofi Annan cut a deal 
with Baghdad in early 1998 re 
striding inspectors' access to 
eight so called presidential sites 



encompassing a total of 12 
square miles. 

The United States and the 
rest of the Security Council en- 
dorsed the plan but, within 
weeks, the inspectors said they 
were fmding very little other 
than frustration After months 
of cat-and-mouse games, Sad 
dam sent the entire team pack 
ing in November 1998. 

Then, after a brief return to 
Baghdad, the inspectors report- 
ed Iraqi noncompliance and 
left the country in December 
1998 ahead of punishing U.S. 
and British airstrikes. 

Since then, many former in 
spec tors have maintained that 
the only way to disarm Iraq 
would be to reinstate some of 
the inspectors' earlier ft^edoms 

US officials, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, say 
their proposal does just that by 
nullifying the restrictions on 
presidential sites 

Saddam would have seven 
days to agree to the terms of 
the resolution or face military 
action He would then have an- 
other 23 days to report his en- 
tire arsenal, under the proposal 

The draft resolution would 
then authorize inspectors to 
designate "no-fly" and "no-dri- 
ve" zones around areas sched- 
uled for inspection 

The resolution also would 
end the Iraqi practice of assign- 
ing government guides to ac- 
company inspecton 

Much of the US draft reso 
lution is based on a position 
paper written in August by the 
Washington -based Carnegie 
Endowment for International 
Peace A critical element of the 
endowment's paper calls for the 
Bush administration to for- 
swear unilateral military action 
as long as Iraq appears to be 
complying with inspections. 

The draft resolution, written 
in Washington with British sup 
port, has not yet been made 
public but details were dis- 
closed Fnday while the admin- 
istration lobbied for support 
from France, Russia and China 
- the other permanent mem- 
bers of the Security Council 
who oppose threatening force 
before inspectors return 



More than 1,700 visit Konza Prairie 
for biennial event highlighting area 



Visitors allowed 

to explore, learn 

about prairie

With a 7-foot bull snake 
coiled around her body, she 
welcomed visiton to the Kon- 
za i'rairie by inviting them to 
touch the yellow and black 
scales 

"I'd rather you didn't hold 
his head," Eva Home, assis- 
tant professor of biology, said. 
"Here, you can touch the back 
part of him" 

The biennial Konza Prairie 
Visiton Day on Saturday at 
tracted 1 .700 people. 

Among the first to arrive 
for the festivities, Sharon Wci- 
dman brought her family from 
Olathe, Kan Megan Weld- 
man, a sophomore at Olathe 
South High School, toted a 
camera in hopes of pho- 
tographing wildlife and 
scenery for her 4-H club Her 
mother, Sharon, said the fami- 
ly had looked forward to the 
event since they moved from 
Texas. 

"We've been wanting to 
come out here for several 
years but never made it due to 
other circumstances," Sharon 
said. "I just want to see the 
natural, the untouched " 

John Whitehouse, Weid- 
man's grandfather, said he en- 
joyed experiencing the prairie 
terrain, much different from 



his home in Pennsylvania's 
Pocono Mountains. 

"I'm interested in conserva- 
tion," Whitehouse said- "I 
wanted to see what is here. 
I'm used to the mountains and 
forests, so I'm interested in 
what's happening in the 
prairie It's totally different." 

Dr. Gary Jeffrey, Konza 
Prairie doccnt, said visitors 
would see grasses at the 
prairie that are endangered in 
the United States but common 
in Argentina, Russia and Asia. 

He yanked one of 600 
species of flora from the 
ground as he led hikers up a 
walking trail 

"This is blue gramma, 
which is not to be confused 
with a sad grandma," leffrey 
said. 

Inside the historic stone 
bam, researchers displayed 
work and answered questions. 
Ryan Rehmcicr. graduate stu 
dent in biology, showed visi- 
tors the small mammals he 
traps for study at the prairie. 

"They ask a lot of strange 
questions, like How can I 
catch a skunk without getting 
sprayed'** You get feedback 
from the rest of the crowd, but 
it's usually a recipe for disas- 
ter," Rehmeier said "I'd still 
like to see people try to catch 
one" 

He said visitors also ex- 
pressed curiosity about the re- 
search projects 

"People are just generally 
interested in what we're doing 
It's just because so many peo- 
ple have great interest in 
mammals," Rehmeier said. 
"People assume they know a 
lot about mammals, and they 



End out whether or not that's 
true at these things" 

In addition to testing their 
knowledge, visitors took two- 
hour van or bus rides, which 
brought them close to bison 
and other wildlife Chris 
Smith, professor of biology, 
led a group that spotted a 
peregrine falcon. Smith said 
sighting the bird was an un- 
usual occurrence at Konza. 

Visitors could also take a 
one-hour hay wagon ride. Ter- 
ri Mangiaracino, administra* 
tive specialist for grain science 
and industry, explained the 
prairie "s dynamic ecosystem to 
visitors settled on haystacks. 

"It is amazing how many 
people can live so close by 
and not even realize it"s out 
here," Mangiaracino said. 

In the driver's seat, foe 
Gelbroth said he had worked 
with Konza for 29 years. 

He said the program's suc- 
cess was made possible by in- 
dividual efforts within the do- 
cent program, which allows 
volunteers to go through a 
training program, and educate 
visiton about the prairie. 

More than 100 volunteers 
from the community and uni- 
versity helped throughout the 
day. For Gelbroth, Visitors 
Day serves as a reunion with 
other docents. 

' It's also fun just to talk to 
people A lot of people who 
are new to Manhattan, like 
freshmen, wonder what's so 
exciting about this thing that 
doesn't grow many trees," Gel- 
broth said. "It's fun to see 
them explore it You can come 
out here every two years and 
learn something new,"

Ryan Adams has been busy selling 
Gap jeans and dating actresses, but he

Adams' 2001 LP 
"Gold" found its way 
onto many critics' lists 
for best album of the year 

After on achievement tike that, many 
artists would be content to take some 
time off for rest and reflection, bul 
Adams' endeavors grow exponentially 

His new album, "Demolition," was 
originally planned to be released as a 
four-diK, 60-track behemoth 

Luckily, someone convinced Adams 
that when an artist constructs an album. 
there are more things to consider than 
quantity of material, such as the artist's 
fan base's purchasing power and atten- 
tion span. 

The now- condensed, 13-track album 
features son^ from a number of differ- 
ent recording sessions folkiwing the 
completion or"Gold." 

These songs were recorded to be 
used as demos - note the title's play on 
words It's questionable if a group of 
highly mastered recordings by an estab- 
lished artist can truly be classified as a 
demo, but you have to give him credit

'One Hour Photo' worth seeing 



It shouldn't come as 
a surprise that Robin 
Williams can portray a

If you think about it, Williams 
has always been a freak i'rom the 
space-egg inhabiting Mork to the 
teacher with questionably pedofile- 
tike qualities in "Dead Poets Soci 
ety," Williams has brought a sort of 
stckncsi to all of tiis roles 

In "One Hour Photo," Williams 
finally gets a chance to take full ad 
vantage of his own abnomtality. and 
boy is he creepy 

Williams plays Sy Parrish, or as 
he is more often referred to, "Sy the 
Photo Guy" Sy works in the photo 
lab at the massive suburban dis 
count retailer SavMart. fic takes his 
job seriously, considering his work a 
vital asset to the community 

Sy's passion for his job spawns 
from the fact it's the only thing fill 
ing the desolate void that is his life 
With no family or real friends of his 
own, Sy combats his loneliness by 
living his life through other people's 
pictures 

Sy's favorite customers are the 
Yorkins, an American family torn 
straight out of a magazine.

This is writer/director Mark Ro- 
manek's first feature film in 14 years 
Romanek is best known for direct- 
ing music videos such as Nine Inch 
Nails' "Closer" and Madonna's 
"Bedtime Stories" While "One Hour 
Photo" marks an outstanding re-en- 
try into the field, Romanek needs a 
little practice

Levy said the anti -global- 
ization movement has drawn 
public scrutiny to the policies 
of those financial institutions, 
which harm the environment 
and worsen conditions for' 
poor, underdeveloped nations. ,;

KEAA and the advisory council both 
chose the latter, which will apply to 
budgets beginning January 2003 

"We had a big budget challenge, we

Statehouse's new adornment 
makes trip to Manhattan

Today from 1 1 a.m. to 1 p m. out- 
side the K-Statc Student Union 
I^aza, students will be able to view a 
part of history, the sculpture "Ad As- 
tra," which is on its way to adorn the 
Statehouse's dome 

"It's been s 14 year saga," Lori 
Bergen, associate professor at the 
A Q Miller School of {oumalism 
and Mass Communications, said. "I 
don't think anybody paid attention 
to the reality of it going up until it 
was loaded on the flatbed Then 
everybody wanted to talk to my 
dad" 

Her father, Richard Bergen, a 
1963 K- State graduate, is the sculp- 
tor of the 4,420- pound statue 

The bronie statue is called "Ad 
Astra" and comes from the state 
motto, "ad astra per aspera," which 



is Latin for "to the stars through dif- 
ficulties" 

"Ad Astra" is sculpted in the like- 
ness of a Kansas Native American 
shooting an arrow The arrow will 
aim toward the North Star when in 
place on the dome. 

Richard Bergen is in the process 
of taking "Ad Astra" on a 30-city 
tour of Kansas before the statue 
reaches the State house in Topeka. 

The decoration of the dome has 
been an issue since construction on 
the Statchouse concluded in 1901. 

More than 100 years ago, Kansas 
officials planned to top the State- 
house with a statue of Ceres, the Ro- 
man goddess of agriculture 

Legislators objected to the plan 
because of stories of her promiscu- 
ous behavior and because they did- 
n't want to honor a pagan deity,

Not-for-profit organization provides wigs for children with hair-loss diseases

Ten inches. 

Three years. 

And it was all gone in seconds. 

Dana Bllts, senior in elementary education, 
cut off about 10 inches of her hair Monday 
moniing to benefit Locks of Love, a not for prof 
it oirganixttion that provides hairpieces to fman 
cially disadvantaged children under the age of 1 8 
with medical hair loss. 

"I have been thinking about it for a long 
time," Ellis said "And instead of just cutting all 
of it off for no reason, I decided to donate it to 
Locks of Love" 

Sounds easy but Ellis' face told a different 
story as Hair Experts designer Abbe Doll showed 
her the 10 inches of hair bundled in a ponytail 

"Oh my gosh." GItis said as she covered her 
mouth in astonishment "It's OK. I feel OK" 

It helps, she said, knowing it goes toward a 
good cause. 

Locks of Love provides children with a cus- 
tom, vacuum-fitted hairpiece made entirely from 
donated human hair 



"It looks natural," said Calhleen Cason, exec- 
utive assistant for the organization. 

"It just really gives them back their self-es- 
teem." 

The vacuum-fil, which does not require the 
use of tape or glue, is designed for children who 
have experienced a total loss of scalp hair Most 
recipients, Cason said, suffer from an auto-im- 
mune condition called alopecia areata 

In alopecia areata, the affected hair follicles 
are mistakenly attacked by a person's own im- 
mune system, resulting in no hair growth. The 
onset most often begins in childhood, according 
to the National Alopecia Areata Foundation 

"It is long-term, permanent hair loss," she 
said. "Thanks to the donors, we are able to give 
these children a part of their life hack" 

The hairpieces take about four months to 
make, so the majority of the children receiving 
them have permanent conditions like alopecia 
areata. Others have suffered severe bums or 
have endured radiation treatment to the brain 
stem. 

Contrary to popular belief, the hairpieces are 
not used for people undergoing chemotherapy 
because hair loss from that treatment is tempo 



rary, Cason said 

But regardless of who receives the hair, Cason 
said, the hairpiece is extremely important in 
gaining self worth during the disease. 

"Knowing 1 am helping someone makes it 
easier to decide to cut it off," she said. 

Doll said that most donors have their minds 
made up before they come to the salon, but she 
always goes through a full consultation with 
them before she cuts their hair 

"We talk about what would benefit their facial 
shape and what would suit their lifestyle before 
we cut," Doll said "It is extremely important be- 
cause the people that donate have been growing 
their hair out for years It is going (o be a huge 
change" 

It is a change for the better, though. Doll said 

"it is nice to know they are donating the hair 
instead of letting me sweep it up and throw it 
away," she said. 

"It is really courageous of them." 

But despite her courage, Ellis doesn't think 
she is doing anything incredibly special 

"It gives me a reason to grow out my hair," 
she said. "1 am just glad I decided to do it. It was 
worth it" 



Area administrators tal(ing precautions against cyberterrorism attads

With the rise in (^bcrterrorism, local 
businesses, along with K-State and the 
city of Manhattan, have taken precau- 
tions to protect their computer systems 

Harold Vandevenler, network ad 
ministrator and telecom manager for 
DPRA Computing Services, said the 
company has not had any critical com- 
puter breakdowns due to cyberterror 

ism, 

"We've had some problems," he said 
"Not serious ones - a few years ago 
some viruses were brought in on 



floppy disks" 

Vandeventer said they were able to 
stop the viruses with desktop virus 
scarming software. 

"We have two ways of attacking 
viruses and things like that," he said 
"We have virus scanning for all e-mails 
and desktop virus scanning" 

f^rst Bank, which includes locations 
in Manhattan, Junction City and 
I.,awrence, has never had any computer 
complications related to cyberterrorism, 
an official said. 

"We have not had any viruses that 
have damaged machines." said Dale 
Martinson, vice president of informa 



tion systems at First Bank. "We have 
had them try to get into our systems, 
though" 

Martinson said the bank uses several 
methods to help ensure the safety of its 
systems. 

"We have a firewall, of course, and 
each server runs a virus scan," he said 
"All of these scanning systems update 
daily." 

The majority of the cyberterrorism 
thai First Bank has experienced has 
been e-mail related, Martinson said. 

"We have had e-mails with viruses in 
them," he said "The surprising thing is 
that when I traced them back, they 



came from other businesses' systems 
and not from a client or other individ- 
ual computer system." 

Martinson said that each time an in- 
fected e-mail has been received at one 
of the bank's locations, the anti-virus 
station stopped it before any damage 
could be done 

Officials from the city of Manhattan 
have also taken steps to ensure that the 
computer systetns stay safe 

Gregg Gibson, information systems 
manager, said he believes the system 
that is now in use is safe and effective.

Rumsfeld angered by enemy fire, 
calls Iraqi actions 'patently false'

WASHINGTON DC - 
The Bush administration criti- 
cized Iraq on Monday for con- 
linaing lo fire at US. and 
British warplanes patrolling 
two no-fly /ones while prepar- 
ing For the return of United 
Nations weapons inspectors. 

"With each missile launched 
at our air crews, Iraq expresses 
its contempt for the UN reso 
lutions," Defense Secretary 
Donald Rumsfeld said at a 
Pentagon news briefing. 

Iraq has fired on no-fty- 
zone patrols 67 limes since 
promising two weeks ago, on 
Sept 16, to allow UN 
weapons inspectors back into 
the country, said Gen. Richard 
Myers, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff 



Iraq has never shot down a 
coalition plane 

The Bush administration it 
trying to persuade Congress 
and the United Nations lo ap- 
prove resolutions authorizing 
the use of military force to oust 
Saddam. Bush says Saddam is 
stockpiling biological and 
chemical weapons and trying 
to obtain nuclear bombs in vi- 
olation of UN resolutions. 

His voice rising, Rumsfeld 
said Iraq's claimed willingness 
to allow open weapons inspec- 
tions was "patently false" The 
defense secretary said Iraq has 
lied so many times that no one 
should Irust what Saddam's 
government says 

"It bothers the dickens out 
of me that US and British pi- 
lots are getting fired at day af- 
ter day after day, with impuni- 
ty," Rumsfeld said.

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Local bands combine country, rock 'n' roll to create undefinable genre of music

Countiy is jtist a label like any other music genre 

But what's in a name? What is it abtiut uur cogni- 
tive process that tempts us to create a word or short 
phrase to describe complex subtecU? 

Creating order and abbreviating the thought 
process are nice, but sumi-limi.>s it's not as easy as 
that There is an ambiguous mixture of country and 
rock n' roll that has been gaining popularity nation 
ally 

In Manhattan, live performances Iron) local bands 
Ihe Pcmbertons and Mankalo and national louring 
acts like the Meat Purveyors and Slobberbone have 
exposed the LittJe Apple to this return-to-roots mu- 
tic. 

Coming up witJi an in- 
clusive term to describe a 
type of music is not as 
easy as naming a sub 
species of rottlesnakes In 
music, labeling a sound 
can be less efficient than 
leaving it abstract 

Allernalivc country, 
Americana, country rock, 
progressive country, 

grange rock, hillbilly noir, 
insurgent country, new 
old time, Iwangcorc, and 
roots rock arc all names 
used to describe band^ in 
this musical vein. 

Dave Spiker, drummer 
for the Pembertons, said he likes to use the term 
whiskey rock 'n' roll to describe his band's rough 
honky lonk sound Listening to a live performance 
or the band's "Starling the Fire" BP, reveals a band 
that loves to sing about quintessential country sub 
jecls, like truck stops and hard labor 

The Pembertons have gained a healthy following 
in Manhattan with numerous shows at Aggie villc 
venues and arc gaining recognition by playing gi^s 
throughout the area 

"Hopefully we'll be a gateway band for people 
around here," Spiker said "There's a lot of hard 
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working bands out there that people might not have 
been exp<»cd to." 

Mankato is another Manhattan band that brings 
rustic sounds to rock and roll Mankato combines el- 
ements of bluegrass, folk and rock, which they per- 
form in a stripped-down simplistic style Guitarist 
and vocalist Nathan Page said even he has trouble 
defining his band's sound 

"I'd say folk rock, but I don't even really know 
what thai means," Page said 

The multitude of descriptive titles 

implies that many musicians aren't 
comfortable being classified, but Page 
understands the importance. Page said 
labels help audiences and bands find 
what they're looking for — — 

'If f went to go see what I was told 
was an emo band and they had an upright bas!> and 
an accordion, I'd be pretty pissed," Pkge said, 

Page said classifications lose some of their mean- 
ing when the terms gel popularized, such as alterna- 
tive in the mid '90s, but creating subdivisions of 
styles revitalizes and clarifies the meaning. 

Spiker said some of the confusion regarding what 
to call the country rock genre comes from it's diver 
sity 

"There's just so many different niches, there's re 
ally no two bands that sound alike," Spiker said. 

This problem with nomenclature has been going 
on since the music first came into being during the 
late 'b(H. Cram Parsons, considered to be the godfa- 
ther of country rock, hated the labels thai journalists 
were attaching to his music Parsons preferred the 
term "Cosmic American Music," but the name never 
managed to lake root. 

Although his proposed title never became popu- 
lar. Parsons inspired countless artists through his 
music and his life. He personified the perfect blend 
of country despondency and rock and roll deca 
dence. 

Parsons pioneered country rock while playing in 
the International Submarine Band, the Byrds and 
the Plying Burrito Brothers. He also had u heavy in- 
fluence on the Kolling Stones' "Bxilc on Main 
Street." After releasing two highly acclaimed but un 
successful solo albums, "G P" and "Gricvious Angel", 
he overdosed on tequila and morphine. 



Musk Trends 
in Manhattan 



After Parsons' death, country rock lived on 
through the likes of Neil Young, Steve Earle and 
Bruce Springsteen. The urban cowboy sound has 
been consistently present, but it has always taken a 
back seat to the more conservative mainstream 
country Kenny Rogers and Dolly Parton were at the 
top of the charts when Ihe catalyst that brought 
about this most recent surge of country rock ap 
peared on the outskirts of St Louis 

Uncle Tupelo was formed in 

Belleville, III , during the 1980s The 

bund originally started as a Black Flag- 
type punk band, but the group eventu- 
ally found itself playing music that was 
more similar to the old-time country 

, their parents liked. Uncle 'f\ipelo end 

ed up transforming country rock into 
country punk rock and they fueled a new movement 
in music 

The introduction of Uncle Tupelo spawned a 
horde of similar bands like Whiskeytown (fronted by 
the now popular solo artist. Ryan Adams), the 
fawhawks. and Freakwater In its breakup. Uncle 
Tupelo begat two of the most successful alternative 
country bands. Son Volt and Wilco 

}eff Denney, manager of Auntie Mae's, said Uncle 
Tupelo had a big impact on college radio during its 
existence, and its influence was strong in Manhattan. 

"When I moved here in the late '80s, that was all 
you heard on college radio," Denney said, "You 
weren't cool unless you knew what was going on in 
those bands" 

Denney is largely responsible for the current 
country craze in Manhattan by bringing acts like the 
Damnations, the Kirk Hundstrom Band and tomor- 
row night's Southern Culture on the Skids to Auntie 
Mae's. In fact, Denney hired Pembertons front man 
Bro as a bartender and filled his jukebox with coun 
try rock 

As a drummer for one of the bands that is keep- 
ing this music in Manhattan. Spiker said his band is 
continuing on regardless of how cool country gets. 

"This type of music has been in the area for a 
long time with bands like Truck Stop Love, who had 
a good following." Spiker said, "( think that it will al 
ways be around and there will always be some peo- 
ple listening to it."

spokesperson said "We're 
continuing lo pay our propor- 
tion of those benefits as well. 
The portion we pay is just go- 
ing from 100 percent down to 
about 40 percent, so we're not 
failing to pay our bills. We're 
just sharing the non-retirement 
benefUs" 

But Newsome said that un- 
der the agreement, it is not the 
county's responsibility to pay 
for such beneflts - it is K- 
SUte's. 

The Extension Service re- 
ceives county funds and feder 
al funds, which are allocated 
by K State The 1943 agree- 
ment between the counties and 
K- State outlines what county 
and federal funds each should 
pay for. 

Newsome said benefits fall 
under federal funding 

But lohnson said their ac 
lions are legal, and counties 
were informed about them. 

"We just didn't dream this 



thing up and pop it up on 
them," )ohnson said. "We had 
many discussions through the 
summer and spring on how to 
get through this budget short- 
fall, because it was veiy signifl- 
cant." 

He said counties have re- 
sponded to the increased cost 
by adding it to their budget re- 
quests to the county Tliat is 
where county commissioners 
see it as an increase. 

Newsome said that when 
costs are passed from the uni- 
versity to the counties, it levies 
taxes against the people. In all, 
he said it is costing Riley 
County about $3,300 for each 
of its five agents - about 
$16,500 total. He said the 
groups Johnson talked lo had 
no authority to pass costs on 
to Riley County, or any Kansas 
county. 

"Those people don't have 
any authority to appropriate 
any tax money for anyone. The 
county commissioners are re- 
sponsible for levying taxes, and 



we're talking about 105 coun- 
ties that were never contacted 
or consulted," Newsome said. 

He said he plans to visit 
with all of Kansas' county 
commissioners at their annual 
meeting in about one month. 
There, he will ask commission- 
ers to make the issue part of 
the Kansas Association of 
Counties platform. He also 
said he will ask President fon 
Wefatd and Provost fames 
Coffman to look al the situa- 
tion. 

Wefald refused lo comment, 
and Coffman was unavailable 
for comment. 

Newsome said that because 
the university is responsible for 
overseeing how Extension Ser- 
vices functions, commissioners 
are left with little choice. 

"If we do not think the di- 
rector h honoring those condi- 
tions, the only recourse we 
have is to make a political situ- 
ation out of it and inform our 
legislators and people through- 
out the state."

Topcka Capttaljoumal. 

In 1988, the Kansas Arts 
Commission sponsored u 
competition to select an artist 
and a design for a sculpture 
to complete the dome. 

Richard Bergen won the 
competition and has been 
raising money to complete 
and deliver the statue through 
private donors. 

"Ad Astra" will replace a 
1.000- watt light bulb that 
now tops the dome on Oct. 7 
when a helicopter places it on 
top of the Slatehouse. 

A current topic of discus- 
sion is that the installation of 
the sculpture will cost about 
$700,000 Some criticize the 
project because of state budg- 
et problems "Ad Astra" also 
has been addressed by guber- 
natorial candidates Tim Shal- 
lenburger and Kathleen Sebe 
llua. 

There are three sections to

the cost, Lori Bergen said. 

The first section is for in- 
stallation and modification of 
the cupola at the top of the 
dome, which the statue will 
rest on. 

However, the cupola won't 
be able to support the entire 
weight of the 4,420-pound 
statue 

The construction modifica 
tions wilt transfer the weight 
from the cupola to the dome. 
The modification includes a 
platform that will have 
beams, which will go through 
the cupola to the lop of the 
dome 

Another division is the 
cost of installation, which in- 
cludes the equipment rental 
and workers. 

The last division of the 
cost is the installation of 
lights. 

Lori Bergen said the state 
will pay for the installation 
and modifications with mon 
ey from government bonds

"We have a firewall, pass- 
word security, both internal 
and external," he said "We also 
monitor Internet traffic." 

Gibson said intrusion detec- 
tion software makes it passible 
for him to know whenever 
someone unauthorized Is using 
the system 

The firewall used by the city 
of Manhattan is a combination 
of hardware and software, Gib- 
son said. 

"it can act as a riltering de 
vice, both ingoing and outgo- 
ing," he said. 

However, firewall protection 
is not an option for K-Stale's 
campus, said Larry Robertson, 
manager of the Information 
Technology Help Desk 

"We are not allowed to have 
firewalls," Robertson said "It 



would be against the students' 
freedom of speech to prevent 
anything from coming into the 
system like that." 

Robertson said the lack of a 
firewall is the reason that so 
many iunk e-mails manage to 
get through the K-State sys- 
tem. 

If students are worried 
about their individual comput- 
er systems, Robertson said, 
they should take advantage of 
the free version of Norton An- 
ti-Virus ihat is available to all 
students and staff. 

The program can be acquired 
at wwwantwirus.ksu.edu. 

Brad Gunether, K-State 
computer information special- 
ist, said there are several 
things students can do to pro- 
tect their systems. 

"One of the things that is 
simple for a student to do is 



take advantage of the virus 
software, and make sure they 
have an updated version," he 
said 

Gunether also said students 
should use a program like 
Windows Update to make sure 
their programs and systems 
stay updated. 

"Windows Update is basi- 
cally a program that does all 
the patching for you," he said. 
"It lets you know when there 
is something new to download 
for a program you arc using, 
and then allows you to down- 
load it fairly easily." 

Students should also prac- 
tice safe computing. Vande 
venter said 

"Be aware of e-mail," he 
said "If it is from someone 
you don't know or has a 
strange subject heading, just 
delete it"

States' policy toward Taiwan. 

K- State Police were cailed to 
the scene when members of the 
audience, primarily Chinese 
students, held signs and debat- 
ed with the speaker. The pro- 
testers stayed in the Little The- 
ater and surrounding areas for 
nearly an hour after the speech 
to continue discussions 

Michael Ponle, senior policy 
analyst for the Pomiosan Asso> 
ciatjon for Public Affaili in 
Washington, DC, was present- 
ing a Lou Douglas Lecture 
about his opinion on the Unit- 
ed Stales' policy. 

Ponle said the United States 
should recognize Taiwan as an 
independent nation because of 
its strong economy, democratic 
government and good record of 
respecting human rights. 

But Jessie Wu, a native of 
China, said Taiwan is pari of

"China is like a family," said 
Wu, graduate student in indus-

This week a letter is being 
distributed nationwide to al- 
most 700 faculty members who 
teach business ethics and social 
responsibility The letter, a re- 
sponse to recent corporate cor- 
ruption, stresses the imporiance

Diane Swanson, faculty fel- 
low and associate professor of 
management at K- State, and 
William Frederick, professor 
emeritus of business administra- 
tion at the University of Pilu 
burgh, co-wrote the letter. 

"We are asking them to join 
us in putting pressure on the 
nation's business schools to 
make ethics a central part of a 
business student's education," 
Frederick said. 

Swanson said the requirc- 
ments for teaching business 
^ics are not uniform enough 

"It needs to be better 
planned and carried out on the 
national level," she said. 

"Right now, the extent to 
which each professor covers 
fUUcs is left up to each profes- 
sor" 

Ptederick said the letter is in 
Ifaponse to the string of corpo- 
niU corruption and crime from 
companies like Enron, World- 
Com and Gtofaal Crossing.

Merit awards under fire 

Study finds scholarships not going to those needing them most

Merit scholarships reward 
students' academic achieve- 
ments 

However, the scholarships 
do not always go lo students 
who need the Hnancial assis- 
tance most, according to a 
recent Harvard University 
study. 

Merit scholarships give 
students recognition for their 
leadership success and acad- 
emic achievements. 

The purpose of merit 
scholarship programs is to 
encourage in -state college 
enrollment among top stu- 
dents with academic excel- 



lence and to cut across eco- 
nomic and social barriers, ac- 
cording to the study 

The study found in its re- 
view of merit programs in 
four states that merit scholar- 
ship programs were widening 
the gap between white and 
minority students. 

Merit programs that were 
looked at critically include 
Florida's Bright Futures 
Scholarship program. 

Researchers' results from 
Florida showed thai the pro- 
gram over-represented white 
students compared to minori- 
ty students 

In 1998, while students 
made up 61 percent of the 
student population but were 



77 percent of aid recipients 
Black students made up 28 
percent of students, while on 
ly 8 percent received tinan- 
ciaj aid 

The study recommended 
expanding the definitions of 
merit, putting income caps 
on the aid and allowing stu 
dents to receive both merit- 
and need -based aid. 

Although K State does not 
have data showing a compar 
ison of which ethnic groups 
receive more merit scholar- 
ships, enrollment figures 
show that the gap between 
white and minunty groups 
has narrowed slightly during 
the past three years. 

fuanita McUowan, direc- 



tor of the American Ethnic 
Studies program, said she 
supports Harvard's frndings. 

She said some students of 
color might not be aware of 
or have access to the oppor- 
tunity to apply for and re- 
ceive merit scholarships. 

"We must look at the 
grooming process used to 
prepare students who apply 
for scholarships," McGowan 
said 

"We must ask the ques- 
tion, are all students exposed 
to these opportunities? " 

McGowan said K-State of- 
ficials should reexamine the 
way they go about making

Rich Bergen vowed not to cut his 
hair or shave until his father's sculp- 
ture is on top of the Kansas State- 
house. 

In 1988, Rich's father, Richard 
Berg»n, won a contast spowaarad by 
the Kansas Aris Commission to de 
sign a sculpture to be placed on the 
dome of the Slatehousc. At that time, 
the yourtger Bergen decided he wasn't 
going to cut his hair or shave until 
the project was completed He figured 
it would only be about three or four 
years 

Now, 14 years later. Rich can't wait 
for Oct. 7 - the day the sculpture will 
be placed on the dome 

"I'm ready for a haircut," he said. 

Members of the Bergen family 
have been traveling across Kansas for 
the past two weeks, taking the 22- 
f^il-tall, 4,420-pound, silicon, bronze 
and stainless steel sculpture of a 
Kans. American Indian to 30 cities 
around the state. The sculpture 
paused in Manhattan Tuesday, mak- 
ing stops at both the K Slate Student 
Union Maza and the Manhattan Arts 
Center 

Richard said the response he has 
been receiving from people all over 
the state has been overwhelming 

"When you do something like this, 
you never know if it is any good or 
not, but after 1 travel across the coun 
try and people arc oohing and aahing 
and praising it, and they can't think 
of enough good words to say about it, 
I think I must have done a pretty 
good job " he said. 

The sculpture will replace a 1,000- 
watt light bulb that now illuminates 
the dome of the Statehouse What 
should top the dome has been a ques- 
tion since the completion of the 
Statehouse in 1901, spurring KAC to 
have the contest in 1988 

Sarah IMce, graduate student in 
ari, said she didn't even know the 
Statehouse was origmally supposed to 
have a sculpture on top of it. 

"I am glod that it is fmally getting 
done," she said "I think it's a good 
symbol for the Kansas capitol, both 
because of the ari and the history." 

fUchard said he used inspiration 
from books and pictures about 
Kansas to sculpt every detail of the 
American Indian, from the loincloth 
to the medicine bag that hangs 
around the sculpture's neck But, 
Richard said, another imporiant as 
peel of the sculpture is what it repre 
sent* 

He said he liked the words "ad as- 
tra", Latin for "lo the stars," and 
thought the first two words of the 
Kansas motto would make a good 
name for the statue fie then decided 
he would sculpt the Indian pointing 
an arrow to the North Star. 

"^ou know you can depend on the 
star to find your way home - you 
look at that North Stat, and you

New steps were taken by 
the city of Manhattan on Tues- 
day night toward the develop 
men! fif a new Wal-Mart 
Supercenter as city commis 
sioners and Mayor Ud Klimck 
unanimously approved the 
first reading of the rezoning 
ordinance witli a 5 vote 

The vole for the rezoning 
area, which consists of a 22.5 
acre tract of land, came after 
months of planning and nu 
merous revisions ol the vari- 
ctus developments. 

The first ordinance reading 
is in effect under ten condi 
tions, among them the provi 
sions of various landscaping 
and irrigation features and 
traffic and drainage improve 



menls. 

"The city staff has been 
helpful through this process," 
said Bob (ohnson, developer 
of the Kansas City Wal Mart 
Stores, Inc. "I think that with 
this plan, we've listened and 
(eel we've added elements to 
the plan and that it will be a 
positive asset to the city of 
Manhattan." 

fJevelopers arc planning to 
expand the existing Wal-Mart 
liKated east of the intersection 
of Tuttle Creek Boulevard and 
Bluemont Avenue. If every- 
thing goes smoothly and dead 
lines are met, Johnson said, 
the Wal-Mart Supercenter 
hopes to open its doors by the 
fall of 2003 

"This will not only serve 
Manhattan, but the surround- 
ing areas as well," he said 



In addition, with the eco- 
nomic slowdown after Sept. 
11 last year, area merchants 
are hoping the attraction of 
the new Supercenter will bring 
new economic growth 
throughout the city 

"With the continued 
growth, this redevelopment 
has a positive impact, and we 
stand in support of the rezon- 
ing," said Lyle Butler, president 
of the Manhattan Area Cham 
ber of Commerce.

mainland and the democratic 
government of Taiwan, run hy 
the Kuomintang 

The United Stales currently 
recognizes one China, but nei- 
ther recognizes Taiwan as in- 
dependent nor as part of Chi 
na 

Ponle said he would sup 
port recognizing Taiwan, but 
whatever decisions the United 
Slates makeii, the discussions 
must be kept peaceful. 

Many of the protesters, 
though, said they fell strongly 



about keeping China unified 
with Taiwan. 

•'The Chinese are a tradi 
lional people," said t>ong Cao, 
graduate student in electrical 
engineering 'This is like a 
lamily reunion, and we need 
Io have the whole family " 

CS Chang, a Taiwanese - 
bom Manhattan resident, said 
many of the protesters were 
not open to hearing the truth 

"{Fontc) gave a good brief 
ing," Chang said "Some prob 
ably accepted what he had to 
say. but others refuse to realize 
it." 

Many of the protesters 
spoke out during Pontes 



speech and held signs that 
read "One China Peaceful Re 
union," and other slogans sup- 
porting their view. 

Chang said many of the 
students who grew up in 
mainland China only were 
taught what the government 
wanted them to know and 
might have a distorted view of 
the history 

"Some of the students were 
pretty emotional," Chang said 
"But they arc allowed to talk 
- it's a free country They 
probably couldn't talk and 
hold signs like that in China." 

Campus Police were un- 
available for comment

As my younger brother and I passed 
through half a dozen towns in northwestern 
Missouri, it occurred to me that many of 
them had more people in their grave- 
yards than in their phone books 

The trend continued - the situa- 
tion was the same in southeast Ne- 
braska and in northeast Kansas 

Wc drove past innumerable aban- 
doned homesteads Their silos stood 
guard over the fields like obsolete sen 
tinels Their bams were run down, 
their paint peehng, their roofs holier 
than the Rev^ Oral Roberts' special 
vials of miracle anointing oil. 

It's been more than a century 
since many of these buildings arose 
out of the sweat, blood and tears of 
tough -as nails farmers intent on mak 
ing good lives for their families 

Our nation was built on the backs 
of hard working farmers and small- 
town entrepreneurs. In 1800, there 
weren't many while settlers in 
Kansas By \90Q, most of the state's 
main towns - including Manhattan - 
were booming. It was the same way 
across the Midwest. 

Farmers have always had lo con 
tend with droughts and loan offi- 
cers, but with the added strain of 
corporate competition, many have 
given up and gone to live easy lives 



in the suburbs 
As our nation's small towns dwindle, we 
should not forget how those 
towns began. The hollow farm- 
houses represent the resolve of 
tenacious people who wanted 
lo make good lives for them 
selves. 

Life on our anccslore' 
farms seems to many of us like 
a wad of never-ending toil, but 
they wanted lo work to get ahead Thais 
why they moved out of their comfort zones 
in places like Ohio and Virginia.

One way pet owners can save 
money is by avoiding excessive di 
agnostic testing Such tests are fre- 
quently overdone and cause un 
needed stress for the animals. 
Treatment often end up being the 
same, regardless of diagnosis 

Recommendations for multiple 
tests up front should be a warning 
sign that veterinarians are trying to 
add unnecessary charges to your 
bill, so be on the lookout next time 
your pel needs a routine checkup 

Pet owners can also save money 
on vaccinations Most vets now of 
fcr a three year rabies shot so pels 



don't have to come back every 
year Other vaccinations, such as 
distemper, parvovirus, feline 
leukemia, hepatitis and bordatella, 
are preventative recommendations 

flowever, if you have no plans 
to board your pets, the bordatella 
shot is unnecessary Also, if you 
have one cat who is always inside 
away from other animals, the fe- 
line leukemia vaccination is extra- 
neous. These shots are not legally 
required, unlike rabies vaccina 
tions, and there is increasing evi 
dence that too many vaccines 
might cause harm 

The age and overall health of 
pels should be considered when 
making vaccination appointments. 
But if your pets are in tip-top 
shape and are at an age when they 
are unlikely to become seriously ill 
or die as a result of contracting a 
disease, your pet probably doesn't 
need multiple vaccinations. 

One last line of defense against 
outrageous vet hills is to keep an 
eye on the charges If you notice 
anything suspicious, be sure to 
bring it to your vet's attention If 



there is a problem, it can'l be fixed 
if you don't speak up.

Remember, before you choose a 
pet, consider all costs - food, 
health care, cleaning - before 
making a decision This, too, will 
help prevent unwanted expenses. 

Being smart about pel costs will 
leave you with more money to do 
things you like, instead of wasting 
hours waiting in a vet's office.

When Alabama won it in 
1992, Michigan also was unde- 
feated In 1993, Auburn fm 
ished at No i with no losses 
In 1994, Penn State ran the 
table and Rnishcd second -- 
Texas A&M also finished per- 
fect in the loss column 

In 1995, Toledo notched an 
unbeaten season and didn't 
even crack the top 10 

In 1996, Marshall won 15 
Straight and finished No 10, 
following up with another per 
feet season in 1999. 

Tulane went 12-0 in 1998. 

So, I guess one way to put 
it is that, in the last 10 yean, 
there have been 17 examples of 
teams that were able to over- 
come the "nearly impossible" 
task of ending the year without 
a loss 

I wonder if Mr. Cordon is 
rethinking his statement at this 
point' 

Gordon went on to say, 
"Games against Nebraska and 
Iowa State at home are only 
lightly penciled-in victories 
right now." 

Who said anything about 
penciled -in victories? 1 just 
said K- State had a good shot 
at winning the Big 12.

As one musician sifted 
through his papers, searchinte 
for the lyrics for one of his 
songs, he looked up at the au 
dience and warned them he 
was making il up as he went 
along. 

It showed 

Gettinii in front of a crowd 
and playing ntusic i^i one of the 
greatest fears of any musician, 
because things like this hap 
pen. 

There is only one way some- 
one can overcome that fear, 
and thai is to go out and play. 
Tony "Buck" Buckner, bar- 
tender at O Mallcy's, thinks the 
best place to start off is at 
Open Mic Night 

"Before 1 started this, I no 
ticed that there are a lot of 
good places for bands to play, 
but not a lot of places for 
singcr/songwritery. And being a 
singer/songwriter, you want to 
network and meet 
other musicians 

"I wanted lo 
create something 
where you can sit 
outside, en)uy a 
pint of beer and 
listen to some 
good music. A 
place where you 
can relax, like your 
own front porch, 
and meet other 
people." 

Buckner has 
been host to the 
O'Malley's Open 
Mic Night since 
last summer He said he likes 
to keep the venue laid-back 
and prefers meeting people be- 
fore they perform instead of 
having a formal signup sheet 

"Anyone can come out to 
play music or read poetry," he 
said "I've had people up lo the 
age of 60 come out and play 



The only stipulation I have is 
that since we're outside, 1 don't 
allow any electric guitars or 
trap sets I hke keeping an 
acoustic setting." 

Three venues in Manhattan 
ofler open mic nights. O'Mal 
ley's offers its microphone on 
Wednesdays, Dave's Hideaway 
on Mondays, and Bobby Ts 
has one Thursdays 

Most singers and guitarists 
cover songs, bm the more ex- 
perienced writers and perform- 
ers will try out new material 
All of the artists walk away 
with a little more experience, 
Danny Adrian, junior in Tine 
arts, said 

"As a musician, I like lo 
come out and hear other musi- 
cians' work," he said "But 1 
ihink it really makes you feel 
better about yourself, and il 
builds your confidence when 
you're in front of a crowd and 
Ihey start clapping for you. 
That's how you know you're 
making progress. 

"It's really fun and enter- 
taining to come out with 
friends And, (or me, I like lo 
relax with a couple of beers, 
think about what I'm going to 
play and then get up and do it" 

With many different kinds 
of genres represented, figuring 
out what to play can some 
limes be difGcult for many mu 
sicians. But for Ed Crabi- 
anowski, graduate student in 
journalism and mass communi- 
CBlions, it all depends on how 
he feels 

"I play a variety of music 
I'll play a little Tool, Bob Dy 
ian, Black Crowes or throw in 
a little Cure," Grabianowski 
said. "I also have a handful of 
originals, but it depends on my 
mood and what I've been lis- 
tening to.

Tool and other hard stuff. But 
it also depends on if I just feel 
like playing a cover or experi- 
menting with other songs" 

Having an artistic outlet is 
important fur aspiring musi 
cians And all of them agree it 
is great to have a special place 
to perform in front of a crowd 

"It's great to come out here 
and perform on your own," 
Grabianowski said "With a 
band, you have to rchcane 
with them all week, and every 
one has to be on Ihe same 
page Bui here, you just come 
out and play and have a good 
lime 

"Us nice to come oul and 
see olher guitarists Besides. 1 
can't really yell loud in my 
apartment" 

Many accomplished musi- 
cians enjoy the spontaneity 
that an open mic night offers 
With several different sounds 
and styles, deciding what to 
play can be a challenge 

"I normally play things I'm 
more familiar with," Grabi- 
anowski said. "Olher times, I 
venture nut and play things I'm 
not as familiar with, and that is 
when 1 stari lo get nervous that 
i might screw up. 

"Like I might gel a song in 
tny head and I'll run to the In- 
ternet and look for the chords 
But most open mic nights arc 
in such a laid-back setting that 



you can experiment a little bit 
and nobody minds But it's 
very thrilling to get the crowd 
response when it goes well." 

Beginners shouldn't shy 
away, either. Buckner said 
O'Malley's Open Mic Night 
pndes itself on welcoming 
newcomers, 

"There are about a do^en 
regulars that come and hang 
out," he said "But I'm always 
introducing new talenl that of- 
ten -times is new to Manhattan. 
Most of ihe time, they play 
covers until they gel comfort- 
able wiih getting in front of 
people." 

Buckner stays on lop of his 
game by performing as well, so 
he said he knows about gelling 
nervous That's why he helps 
out other performers occasion- 
ally, he said. 

"1 normally like lo gel up in 
front of the audience once or 
twice a night to tell the audi- 
ence to applaud even if it isn't 
your type of music, because 
people gain a lot of confidence 
from playing Not to mention 
it's hard It takes a lot of guts 
to gel up and play in front of 
strangers" 

Buckner said the open mic 
nights also can be a spring- 
board for local performers by 
giving ihem venues to hone 
iheir crafts and possibly And 
future band mates. 

"If you have never been out 
here, come out and check it 
out," he said "You can then see 
what's going on. There is a lot 
of culture and talent out here 
thai people are missing out on."

proipective students aware of 
the opportunity to appSy for 
scholarships. 

"We need to make sure we 
are accessing all students," she 
said. 

"1 think additional recruit- 
ing needs to occur. 
It needs to be expanded, be- 
cause if minority students 
aren't getting in there, how can 
they even be selected (for 
scholarships)?" 

The KSU Foundation re- 
ported that out of the 22,762 
students at the two K-Statc 
campuses, 5,240 were award- 
ed merit scholarships fur the 
2002-03 school year 

Larry Mocder, director of 
student financial assistance, 
said many students receive 
multiple scholarships, inctud 
ing merit scholarships 

K State also provides finan- 
cial assistance through loans 
and grants, he said 

Moeder said financial aid 
with regards to a merit schol- 
arship is only considered when 



the scholarship donor specifi- 
cally requests it be considered. 

"The donors set the specific 
criteria for their scholarships 
for which applicants are eligi- 
ble, such as being in a certain 
major, etc.," Mocder said 

"So it is up to them if they 
want financial need to be 
looked at, because they are the 
ones donating the money," 

Financial need for students 
who rely on the funds is met 
elsewhere through federal and 
state financial assistance, 
Mocder said 

Pat Bosco, dean of student 
life, said he doesn't believe 
merit scholarships received by 
K- State students are causing a 
gap between white and minori 
ty students. 

"We have a specific initia- 
tive to encourage and recog- 
nize students across the cur- 
riculum," Bosco said. 

"Our scholanhip programs 
recognize leaders, people of 
color, ACT scores, high grades 
and class rank We're lucky to 
be able to give as many schol- 
arships as we do."

"It is vitally important for 
business students, who are to- 
morrow's corporate leaders, 
to learn the fundamentals 
about business ethics," he 
said. 

Frederick explained the 
fundamentals of business

"This means honesty in 
dealing with customers, fair- 
ness in setting wages and 
working conditions tor work- 
ers, respect and concern for 
the community where busi- 
ness is conducted, protection 
of the environment, respect 
for human rights around the

holden." 

Swanson said the letters 
are not directed at K-State. 

"K-State has been on the 
forefront on this kind of 
ethics curriculum," she said. 

Swanson said that since 
1984, the College of Business 
Administration has required a 
business ethics course at the 



1h9 bottom line of 

business has to 

measure more than 

Just profits.

Swanson became interest- 
ed in business ethics while 
taking her first doctoral semi- 
nar from Frederick at the 
University of Pittsburgh, 
where she obtained her doc- 
torate in business. 

"I felt that he addressed 
ethics with such a compelling 
intelligence that I wanted to 
know more about it," she 
said. 



Debra Volesky, senior in 
accounting and Swanson's 
student, said the teaching of 
business ethics is especially 
important now because of the 
numerous corporate scandals 
taking place. 

"We need to get back to 
the basics," Volesky said. 

"When we're dealing with 
someone else's money, there 
has to be some level of what 
is right or wrong." 

She said ethics come into 
play in everyday life in the 
way people treat each other. 

"Although ethics comes 
from within, if you're having 
questions about ethics, a 
courae will guide you in the 
right path and bring it all to- 
gether," Volesky said. 

Frederick said today's 
business students need to 
know that ethical behavior is 
the best course of action. 

"Many of the corporate ex- 
ecutives who have engaged in 
unethical and illegal acts will 
wind up behind bars," be said, 
and "their careers will be 
ruined". ,

before paying bills

University oSicials are wait 
ing for Gnal figures before they 
begin to pay back more than 
$20,000 in past water bills. 

"We are working with the 
city," said Tom Kawson, vice 
president of administration and 
Hnance. "We are more than 
willing to pay what we owe." 

In September, city nfTicials 
discovered thai K-Statc's Van 
Zile Dining Hall had been un- 
derbilled about $15,000 for wa 
ter usage during the past two 
years because of a meter mal- 
function 

Meter readers indicated the 
meter was "dead," so the 68- 
resident hall with dining facility 
was billed the minimum charge 
of $14.94 per month The hall 
should have been billed be- 
tween $600 to $700 a month, 
an average bill that reflected its 
historical use, until the meter 
was repaired. 

Usually, the city would have 
reported the broken meter to 
K- State, and the university 
would have replaced it.^ow 
ever, because of a lack of com- 
munication, the univenity waa 
never told. 

"I don't think anyone was 
aware of these problems," flaw- 
son said. "I certainly wasn't. It 
is my understanding it is the 
city's responsibility to inform 
us and then we would be able 
to replace the meter." 

Since the mistake surfaced, 
city officials have audited the 
university's meter They found 
three more broicen meters with 
underbilling chiirges adding up 
to more than $5,000

Students might have some of society's 
brightest minds, bul when it comes to rational- 
izing decisions about ultraviolet exposure, doc- 
tors are wondering how some can be so shnrt- 
sigliled. 

As salon tanning - a $S billion industry in 
2001 - increases in popularity, health rislcs re 
lated to ultraviolet radiation continue to be ig 
nored by Americans concerned with their ap- 
pearance - even with death as a possible 
consequence. 

According to American Cancer Society re 
search, 67,000 new cases of skin cancer wilt be 
reported in 2002 About 750 of those cases will 
come from Kansas 

"Our perception of beauty is that tan skin 
looks healthy," said Dr Dane Ditto, owner and 
director of Candlewood Aesthetics Center. "It's 
been aniund for quite a white, and it's unfortu- 
nate for a lot of young people to think that 
way,"

ganizations on campus to donate mon 
cy 

Allen said the topics Kimmel will dis 
cuss tie into the center's Campaign for 
Nonviolence 

"[ think bringing Michael in will be a 
good fit to what we are trying to do," 
Allen said. 

Tun Hull, graduate student in public 
administration and president of PEERS, 
said this was the first time the group has 
brought in a speaker of this magnitude. 

Hull said she thought the lecture 
would be very benericial for the univer 
sity given the issues Kimmel will ad- 
dress, especially the issue of sexual vio- 
lence. Hull said sexual violence has 
been categorized as females being vic- 
tims and males being perpetrators, and 
therefore society only lias examined the 
crime through tiie female perspective. 

"When studying these issues, you 
have to look at both perspectives or 
nothing will change." Hull said. "I think 
having a male speaker will be very pow- 



erful in reaching the male audience." 

Hull said that although PEERS has 
put extra effort toward advertising to 
males, the lecture will be very beneficial 
to both genders. 

Phihp Ne I, assistant professor of Eng- 
lish, has heard Kimmel speak before and 
was impressed by him. 

Nel said one example of why Kimmel 
is respected includes his testimony on 
behalf of the US Department of Justice 
in the case against the Citadel for its ex- 
clusion of females Kimmel testified in 
favor of integration, Nel said. 

Nel said he encouraged students to 
attend because he thinks the Kimmel 
lecture will be beneficial for them. 

"I think must undergraduates are cu- 
rious about relaUonships and have many 
questions," Nel said. "For instance - 
why do relationships work - how do 
they work and how could mine be bet- 
ter. I think students will get answers and 
insights to these questions which are of 
interest to them." 

Allen said she hopes students will de- 
velop a new perspective on violence af- 
ter listening to Kimmel. 

"We're having discussions about war

Marlon Johnston, department head of avia- 
tions, said when he heard about Irvin commut- 
ing by air, he found it intriguing 

"With the way the weather can change every 
day, I felt it took a very confident flyer to com- 
mute on a daily basis." he said 

Irvin said since he had an interest in flying at 
luch a young age. he docsn t remember what 
spawned it. 

He said although Superman and Sky King 
were popular TV shows when he was growing 
up in Cherryvale, Kan., his interest in flying grew 
even before those shows aired 

"Whot made me start flying was a fellow at 
work many years ago who was the treasurer of 
the K-State Flying Club," Irvin said "I took a

The college lifestyle may 
leave some worrying about nu- 
trition problems, such as cat 
ing too much junk food 

However, students m<iy fail 
to see the consequences of not 
eating enough of other types of 
foods, such as foods rich in 
iron that can help combat iron 
deficiency anemia. 

Denis Mcdeiros, head of the 
Department of

Medeiros said 

His previous 

studies have shown that rats 

fed an iron deficient diet have 

decreased bone density 

These results will be In an 
article in the October issue of 
the Joumat of Nutrition, which 
wilt be the first publication of 
this kind of data. 

"Publishing this preliminary 
data is the first step, getting 
additional funds to study the 
problem with animals is the 
second before finally going on 
to humans," he said 

"We are at the second stage 
since we have an article com- 
ing out in the |ournal of Nutri- 
tion and have just gotten a 
grant to study the problem fur- 
ther" 

Iron deficiency anemia li. 
the most common fonn of ane 
mia and affects more than 20 
percent of women under age 
45, according to the MED 
LINEplus Web site 

It is caused by inadeijuate 
amounts of iron in the diet or 
loss of blood, including men 
slruation 

Symptoms of this disorder

If tron levels continue to 
stay low, the heart could be- 
come vulnerable and the disur 
dcr could become life threat

Dianna Schaltes, nutrition- 
ist and health educator at 
Lafc-ne Health Center, said stu 
dents shouldn't assume they 
have thf disorder without 
seeking medical attention 

"Don't self medicate be- 
cause it could be something 
else,' Schatles said 

"A person might est all the 
red meal ihey want to, but if 
(hey are truly iron deficient, it 
usually takes prescription lev- 
els of iron to help" 

Iron deficiency also could 
affect the strength of bones 

Medeiros plans to study the 
cause of stress fractures in 
anemic women to see if iron 
deficiency plays a role 

"We want to see what 
chemicals in the blood are 
changing and if they are reflec- 



tive of bone integrity," he said 

"Then we will look at ane- 
mic females with stress frac- 
tures to see if the same ehemi 
cal markers arc there to make 
a connection" 

Aaron Plattner, senior in 
nutritional sciences, helped 
Medeiros with the study 

Plattner said he originally 
was helping with the research 
because he wanted to learn 
more about the scientific re- 
search process 

However, he found the re- 
sults interesting 

i went and bought daily 
multi vitamins," he said "It 
heightened my awareness of 
the importance of daily vita- 
mins and minerals," 

Although the disorder is a 
serious health problem, there 
are ways to prevent and con- 
trol it. Schallcs said 

"I wouldn't want people to 
panic The bottom line is to 
eat a healthy variety of foods 
packed with vitamins and min- 
erals," she said 

"Make sure you're getting 
the right sources, and not do 
Jng too many things to de 
crease them" 



Iraq war resolution 
gains momentum in 
both House, Senate

WASHINGTON, D.C - 
Democrats and Republicans 
in Congress began closing 
ranks Wednesday behind a 
resolution giving President 
liush broad authority to use 
military force against Iraq. 

Bush hailed the develop- 
ment and suggested war with 
Baghdad could become "un- 
avoidable" if Saddam Hussein 
docs not disarm. 

Pull compliance with all 
UN Security Council de- 
mands "is the only choice and 
the time remaining for that 
choice is limited," Bush said, 
standing with lop congression- 
al leaders in the Rose Garden 

Bush struck a deal on the 
resolution with House leaders 
in the morning, and momen- 
tum quickly built behind it 
throughout the day [>eaders of 
both parties predicted passage. 
I^robably next week, by large 
margins. 

"Mr President, we deliv- 
ered for your father We will 
deliver for you," said Sen. John 
Warner of Virginia, the senior 
Republican on the Senate 
Armed Services Committee. In 
lanuary 1991, Congress autho- 
rized the first President Bush 
to use force to reverse Iraq's 
invasion of Kuwait 

House Minority Leader 
Dick Gephardt, D-Mo., said, 
"We disagree on many domes- 
tic issues. But this is the most 
important thing that we do 
Tfiis should not be about poli- 
tics. We have to do what is 
right for the security of our 
nation and the safety of all 
Americans." 

At the United Nations, the 
administration was pursuing a 
Security Council resolution 
that would give Iraq 30 days 
to compile an "accurate, full 
and complete" inventory of all 
aspects of its weapons pro- 
grams - and provide U.N in- 
spectors military backing to 
carry out their search 

The 3 1/2 -page draft pro- 
posal, obtained by The Associ- 
ated Press, has not been sub- 
mitted formally It faces deep 
opposition from Russia, China 
and France, each of which 
holds veto power. 

Bush planned an atidress 
Monday in Ohio to bolster his 
case for regime change in ad- 
vance of the congressional 
votes, senior White House of 
ficials said. Ilie speech, which 
is in its final draft, is also 
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aimed at US. allies as Bush 
seeks support for the U.S res- 
olution before the United Na 
tions. 

As part of the deal with the 
House, Bush bent to Democ- 
ratic wishes and pledged to 
certify to Congress - before 
any military strike, if feasible, 
ot within 48 hours of a U.S 
attack - that diplomatic and 
other peaceful means alone 
are insdetiuate to protect 
Americans from Saddam's 
weapons of mass destruction. 

l^e resolution also would 
require Bush to report to Con- 
gress every 60 days - instead 
of the 90 days suggested by 
the White ffouse - on matters 
relevant to the confrontation 
with Iraq And it would reaf- 
firm the policy embedded in 
US. law that Saddam should 
be overthrown. 

Still, the resolution would 
give Bush wide latitude to act, 
with or without waiting for 
the United Nations 

The ffouse International 
Relations Committee worked 
into the night on the measure, 
although no votes were ex- 
pected until Thursday An 
identical version was intro- 
duced in the Senate by a bi- 
partisan group that included 
Warner and Sens. |ohn Mc 
Cain, R-Ariz , and Joseph 
Lieberman, D Conn 

Three women, shouting "no 
war with Iraq," briefly disrupt- 
ed the House committee's ses- 
sion Chairman Henry Hyde, 
Bill, ordered them removed 
from the rtwm 

Rep Tom Lanlos of Cali- 
fornia, the panel's senior De- 
mocrat, said delaying a con 
frontation with Iraq would 
only "increase the danger and 
increase the price" and leave 
the United States "humiliated 
before history" 

Rep, Gary Ackerman, D- 
N Y . said "I continue to have 
grave concerns about the ad- 
ministration's complete failure 
to explain what an unsupport- 
ed war on Iraq will do to our 



efforts to establish a stable 
global order." 

Many Democrats and mod- 
erate Republicans remained 
unhappy with the wording, 
preferring to have stricter lim- 
its on the president's authori- 
ty. But there was also a grow- 
ing sense of resignation 
among critics that the presi- 
dent would get his way. 

"In this place, everybody's 
pretty practical at the end of 
the day," said Senate Poreisn 
Relations Committee Chair- 
man Joseph Biden, D-Del He 
said Senate Democrats re- 
mained divided, but that he 
doubted the momentum build- 
ing behind the resolution 
could be slowed. 

Biden dropped plans to try 
to have his committee consid- 
er an alternative he drafted 
with Sen Richard Lugar, R- 
Ind., that would have put 
more emphasis on a U.N. role 
and made disarmament the 
only reason for confronting 
Iraq Biden said he and Lugar 
still hoped to offer it as an 
amendment during Senate de- 
bate, but conceded it was un- 
likely to prevail. 

Biden expressed surprise 
that Gephardt had agreed so 
readily to a deal with the 
White House and said he, 
himself, did not agree with the 
approach. 

The Senate was scheduled 
to begin debating the resolu- 
tion first, but continuing dis- 
putes, mostly among Democ- 
rats, delayed debate 

Congressional leaders said 
it now seems likely the House 
will vote first on the measure. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Tom Daschle, DSD, who did 
not join Bush in the Rose 
Garden but attended an earli- 
er breakfast session, said the 
new Iraq resolution was "an 
improvement over the presi- 
dent's original proposal." 

He said he preferred 
greater emphasis on eliminat- 
ing Iraq's weapons of mass de- 
struction and something on 
reconstruction plans for a 
post Saddam Iraq Still, he 
predicted the Senate would 
provide "broad bipartisan sup- 
port" to give the president 
"the authority he needs." 

In the Rose Garden, Bush 
thanked congressional leaders 
for uniting on the draft resolu 
tion 

"We will not leave the fu- 
ture of peace and the security 
of America in the hands of 
this cruel and dangerous 
man," Bush said "Saddam 
must disarm, period. If, how- 
ever, he chooses to do other- 
wise, if he persists in his defi- 
ance, the use of force may 
become unavoidable"

Mast of us know it's popular, it's as at- 
tainable (or youth as mah)uana and it's the 
raver's choice for an elevated ex 
pcrience. 

Not surprisingly, there is much 
more to know about Ecstasy. 

It seems this drug has explod- 
ed onto the party scene within re- 
cent yean In actuality, Ecstasy, 
or MDMA, (methylene- 
djoxymethaniphc (amine) has been 
around since 1914. 

Ecstwy was first used as an 
appetite suppressant in the early 1900s Ac- 
cording to www. tcada stale tx us, MDMA 
was relatively ignored until the 1960s when 
non -medical use was first reported in the 
United States 

Hippies weren't the only group to em 
brace MDMA. Until 1985, the drug was 
used by psychiatrists and psychologists to 
help those with certain psychological and 
emotional disorders. 

Ecstasy is now ubiquitous to the party 
scene and is a (airly inexpensive high, cost 
tng anywhere from $7 lo $30 for a few pills 

Although Ecstasy is a low -cost rush that 
might aid temporary weight loss, its few at 
tributes are overshadowed by potential risks 
for users. 

MOMA is a stimuluni combining proper 
lira of methamphetamine or "speed" with 
those of haSluctnogens, explains wwwec.\ta- 
iyfacts.org. 

It usually is taken in tablet or capsule 
form. Such capsules often contain other 
drugs, household chemicals such as rat poi 
son and numerous byproducts of the drug- 
manufacturinft process thai arc potentially 
lethal 

Why would an adolescent ignorontly con- 
sume such a mystery capsule?

One notable reason is the effect Ecstasy 
has on the brain MDMA causes the brain to 
release serotonin, a neurotransmitter that 
helps control the mood. Such a release trig- 
gers feelings of euphoria, enhanced mental 
and emotional clarity and heightened senso- 
ry perceptions. 

Unfortunately, such moments of euphoria 
only last so long - an average of three to six 
hours. 

Once the hours of enchantment are over, 
the brain has been depleted of its supply of 
serotonin Users frequently experience feel 
ings of depression, anxiety and 
paranoia as a result 

Peeling einottonatly irritable )s 
the least of an Ecstasy user's 
problems 

Incidents rtf heart attacks, 
strokes and seizures have 
been reported in some 
users Dehydration is also 
a concern since Ecstasy 
energizes its usen, who 
often neglect their bodies and 
succumb to heat exhaustion, 
kidney or cardiovascular sys- 
tem failure 

According to a study post 
ed at wwui.newscientKt.com, 
there is a potential risk of 
Parkinson's disease for 
MDMA users as well 
The Johns Hopkins 
University study investi- 
gated the effects of Ecsta- 
sy on squirrel monkeys 
and baboons Up to 
three consecutive doses 
were given two hours 
apart, to simulate how a 
partier might take the 
drug. 

Weeks later the re 
searchers found severe dam 
age to dopamine- producing 
neurons. These neurons are 
essential for everyday body 
movement, speech and cognition 
functions The lack of these neu 
rons are characteristic of Parkin 
son's disease. 

Besides the health repercussions, there 



is the issue of legality to contemplate. Ecfta- 
sy is classified as a "Schedule 1" controlled 
substance, sharing the classification with 
drugs tike heroine, cocaine and LSD. 

Penalties for possession include fines as 
high as $100,000 and life in prison, depend- 
ing on the amount seized 

If a release of serotonin is your desired 
effect, go rent a comedy Run around the 
block.

Chinese student protest story lacked important details; free speech should be practiced in civilized maimer

James Hurla's article on the 
front page of the Collegian 
Wednesday contained many 
mistakes that need to be 
corrected. 

As the speech organizer 
and faculty/stafl adviser for 
the lUiwanese Student 
Association, which sponsored 
the speech, I feel Mr. Huria, as 
a responsible joumalist, should 
have at least checked some of 
his facts with me. 

He did not I don't even 
think Mr HurIa attended the 
lecture. Thus, he gave a 
distorted view of the event. 

Pact 1 : The Chinese 
students started their protest

TTicy then started to inter- 
rupt the speaker, Mike Ponte, 
throughout the delivery of his 
speech on U.S. foreign policy 
toward Taiwan Mr. Ponte 
asked these hecklers to at least 
let him speak, and sovc their 
rude and loud comments for 
the discussion phase of the 
speech. 

That period consisted 
mostly of the Chinese students 
holding up their signs and 
rudely giving their sole opinion 
that T^wan is part of Chma. 

Pact 3: The campus poUce 



were called in only after the 
speech, when these Chinese 
students again congregated 
outside the entrance of the 
Little Theatre and started 
engaging in loud and heated 
debate with Taiwanese- 
Americans trying to leave the 
theater. 

Pact 4: This was not a 
"debate" with the speaker, as 
characterized by Mr. Hurla 
This was a suppression of free 
speech, which the Chinese 
students did not want to hear 
Their belief system that Taiwan 
"belongs to tfiem" was not to 
be subject to any debate, let 
alone a civilized discussion. 
Rather, they wanted to squelch 
the discussion altogether, and 
they didn't really care what the 
l^wanese people feel on this 
matter 

Pact 5: This lecture was not 
a Lou Douglas Lecture, but 
rather was dedicated to his 
memory Professor f}ouglai 
was a champion of equal rights 
(or all, and encouraged the 



Taiwanese students and ftcul^ 
at K State to dare to dream gf 
democracy for their island. 

I did agree with Dr. Chaai^ 
comment in the news trtidt 
that the Chinese students 
should appreciate that free 
speech and protest is allowed 
in the U.S. and not allowed ia 
China. 

But the Chinese student!

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Bus passengers concerned with safety 
following attack on commercial driver 



Greyhound expanding 
security procedures 
to protect travelers

Safety is a rising concern 
for bus passengers following 
Monday's attack of a Grey- 
hound bus driver in Fresno, 
Calif. 

After a passenger stabbed 
the driver, the bus flipped on 
its side and slid, killing two 
passengers and injuring 26 
others 

Manhattan Greyhound 
agent, Viola Tabb, said the 
overall safety of bus travel 
wasn't affected by Monday's 
attack 

"What happened in Cali- 
fornia was a shock," Tabb 
said. 

"The Greyhound iystem 
has only had two accidents 
this year." 

Tabb said she thought trav- 
eling on a bus is safer than 
traveling on an airplane be- 
cause it is closer to the 
ground. 

Midway USA Travel Ser- 
vice Inc agent Bob Hender- 
son said while he thought 
traveling on an airplane was 
safe, he could see why some 
would rather take the bus. 

"A bus isn't a bad way to 
go for an elderly person who 



has time to travel." Render 
son said. "And someone who 
is afraid of flying is better on 
a bus." 

Traveling on Greyhound 
buses is still a safe way to 
travel despite what happened 
in California, said Kim Plas- 
ketl, senior manager of cor- 
poration communications at 
Greyhound headquarters. 

"Since Sept. II, we began 
implementing a number of se- 
curity procedures around the 
country," Plaskett said. "We 
increased the number of secu- 
rity guards in terminals, and 
we introduced random wand- 
ing' 

Greyhound also has ex- 
panded its zero-tolerance pol- 
icy beyond drugs, alcohol and 
weapons - it now encom- 
passes aggressive behavior. 
Plaskett said the company has 
invested around $5 million in 
the security program and 
plans to expand more security 
measures to all Greyhound 
locations. 

"We randomly select a cer- 
tain number of schedules dur- 
ing the day for wanding," she 
said. 

"More than 30 locations 
arc being selected for the ran- 
dom wanding We hope to ex- 
pand that to all of our loca- 
tions, but it's an issue of 
having the resources to do it." 

Greyhound passenger 

David Wootcn said the attack 
in California didn't affect his 
decision to travel on a bus

"When I came back from 
New Mexico, and 1 was gel- 
ting off the bus, everyone 
said, 'bye, David'" 

Cost is a main factor when 
choosing a mode of trans- 
portation, Plaskett said. 

"11 is a lot less expensive to 
travel on Greyhound as op- 
posed to buying a plane lick 
ct," she said "You might 
spend more on a tank of gas 
to drive however many miles 
than you would pay (or a bus 
ticket." 

The Manhattan Grey- 
hound station gives a 15 per- 
cent discount to students with 
valid K Stale IDs However, 
that isn't the only advantage 
to taking the bus, Plaskett 
said. 

"The bus allows you to sit 
back and relax and enjoy the 
scenery from the window"

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Transient charged with murder after Monday attack; 
authorities holding 27-year-old on 3 felony counts

FRESNO, Calif - A Iran 
sieni was booked on suspicion 
of murder 'Hiesday for alleged- 
fy stabbing a Greyhound bus 
^ilrtver in the neck with a pair 
of scissors, causing a crash 
that killed two passengers. 

The bus, heading from Los 
Angeles to San Francisco, 
flipped on its side Monday 
evening and slid into a 5eld 
«il Interstate 5 near Fresno It 
was carrying 50 passengera. 

The suspect, Arturo Mar- 
tinez, 27, was held on two 
iifunts of murder and one 
count of attempted murder. 
Authorities said they did not 
know of any motive, 

"He has told us several sto- 
ries about why he did what he 
did," Sheriffs Lt. Margaret 
Mints said. 



She said authorities were 
checking to see whether drugs, 
alcohol or mental problems 
played a role 

Martinez boarded the bus 
in Los Angeles and did not 
draw attention to himself until 
aher a dinner break in Coalin- 
ga, about 70 miles from Fres- 
no, authorities said 

According to witnesses, he 
rose from his seat shortly be- 
fore 9 p.m., walked briskly up 
to the driver and attacked him 
with the scissors The driver 
survived 

"It happened very quickly 
He immediately stabbed the 
driver, too quickly for the pas- 
sengers to take action on their 
own," Mims said. 

She said the driver "strug 
gled, tried to defend himself 
and lost control of the bus." 

Two women were crushed 
to death, said Fresno Sheriffs 



Capt Carlos Mestas Their 
identities were not immediate- 
ly released. 

Authorities caught Mar- 
tinez as he tried to run away. 

Greyhound Lines spokes 
woman Lynn Brown said 26 
passengers and the driver were 
taken to hospitals. Two peo- 
ple, including the driver, re- 
mained hospitalized Tuesday 
at a Fresno hospital, where 
they were listed in fair condi 
tion 

Alfredo Sara via, a passen- 
ger from suburban Los Angc 
les, said he was awoken by the 
attack. 

"The people in the front, 
when they saw, they tried to 
stop the guy, but he already 
had the driver Everything 
happened in seconds," he said 
"The bus started tumbling and 
went off the road and started 
flipping."

"Wc have really had a mixed 
response on it." Foster said

paper copy For them, they can 
purchase it from the bookstore, 
or there is a printable version 
of the schedule available on- 
line" 

Copies at the Union [)ook- 
store will cost $2. 

While budget cuts were a 
huge motivational factor for the 
online schedule, Foster also 
said the change was prompted 
by an increasing number of stu 
dents using only the previous 
online veraion. 



"We did various informal 
surveys among students and 
found thai many are already us- 
ing it," he said.

Nevertheless, Cat fans were lulled in 
to sleep, dreaming of Heisman heroics

Colorado last season. Roberson strug- 
gled - tossing two interceptions and 
producing 19 yards rushing in a 16-6 
loss to the Buffaloes. 

That Saturday he looked lost. 

"It seems like a situation comes about 
where those spectacular things happen,

Imagine that a beloved friend invites you over to see b re- 
centiy purchaied painting. 

A completely white canvas with faint white lines is pro- 
duced and you are told it was a deai at just under $30,(>00. 

This situation is the main conflict presented in "Art" The 
play, written by Yasmina Reza in the midi990s, won the 
Ttiny Award for best play in 1998 It opens at Nichols The- 
atre this weekend and continues next weekend 

Wth a cast of three main characters, it is only one act, 
and uses one set for all three men's apartments, Lew Shcl- 
ton, director of the play, said this 
comedy has a fresh outlook on 
the relationships between men. 

"It's a unique modem comedy 
that shows how strong of a bond 
friendship can be," Shelton said 
"But you see their sensitive femi- 
nine side, due to the fact that it 
svu written by a woman It's very 
believable. It starts off as a bit of 
hifh comedy and then gets so ab- 
surd It almost becomes farcical." 

The friendships of all the men falter when the characters 
try to force their own values an each other, Shelton said 

"Most people want their friends to like what they like 
and, in a way, be like themselves," he said. "At times it can 
be a feeling so strong that we may be a little fascistic about 
It And that is brought out in the play" 

Serge, played by joe Clark, junior in open-option, pur- 
diaaei a contemporary painting for 200,000 francs and is 
Ofilttd to show his two closest friends. One of his friends, 
Muc, dlsUkes the painting and is hurt that his friend shelled 
out ao much money for a white canvas without talking to

him about it. Yvan, the thhd friend, ii torn between the two 

The conflict is about art at first, but it slowly turns into a 
more penonal argument Tempers llarc and Serge and Marc 
deliver verbal jabs at each other and the innocent Yvan. 

But does the canvas really represent art? The cast mem- 
bers are torn. Clark said yea, with a slight exception. 

"I believe that if you have something you want to com- 
municate," Clark said "If you create a piece of art to express 
that idea, then it is art And if Serge really thinks that it 
communicates to him and he believes everything he has 
said during the play, then yes it is art. 

"However, it is hard to say that a white canvas is art. Aft 
has certain rules and there arc even rules in breaking the 
rules. So. it may sound contradictory, but in my heart, yes, I 
think it is art, but in my head I have to say no it is not." 

Garrett GotUchalk, senior in theater, took a more prag- 
matic view to the canvas. 

"If the artist had a message, it could be art," he said. 
"But, if someone created art that leaves a canvu blarJc, It is 
sort of a cop-out. It's like they're trying to fool someone."

The Venice Baroque Orchestra 
has strayed outside the usual ap- 
proach to Vivaldi 

Director Andrea Marcon has led 
the group into uncharted Vivaldi ter- 
ritory, becoming the first group to 
record some of the composer's unti- 
tled, privately commissioned violin 
concertos Some classical music crit- 
ics argue that the bulk of Vivaldi's 
work is so similar that it lessens his 
credibility as a great composer, but 
Marcon said he ii trying to change 
that view. 

With violin soloist Gtuliano 
Carmignola, Marcon will lead the 
group through a presentation of Vi- 
valdi's "Four Seasons" and some of 
his lesser known works Saturday at 
McCain Auditorium. 

Q: What do you think will be In- 
teresting about 
this perfor- 
mance for 
someone who 
Isn't familiar 
with claaakal 
iniialc? 

A: For peo- 
ple who are not 
familiar with 
classical, Vival- 
di is very im- 
mediate. He's 
not a difficult 
composer, in 
terms of ap- 
proach, for the 

listener It's easy to be on the same 
frequency as Vivaldi in his music 
And for people who are familiar with 
the music, it's interesting because we 
are trying to bring out Vivaldi that is 
unfamiliar to many people. 

Q; Why have you decided to 
record and perform such obscure, 
unnamed concertos from Vivaldi 
along with his moat popular work, 
"Four Seuoni?" 

A: "Pour Seasons" is nearly re 
quired of someone presenting Vival 
oi. We've tried, in our prt^ram, to let 
the pubUc know the other part of Vi- 
valdi that normally is never played 
these days. 

Those concertos were recorded 
for the first time ever, by us. In my 
opinion, Vivaldi deserves more atten- 
tion than he gets. He did not fust 
write the same concerto 500 times, 
as Stravinsky said His range is much 
wider, and even some teachers don't 
know his work well enough. Vivaldi 
operas are still quite unknown. 

His concertos for viotm are won- 
derful and they were unknown be- 
fore our recordings. So performing 
those is our tribute to Vivaldi and the 
work he did that is not so famous 

Q; Do you feci vindicated now 
that your Interpretations of Vival- 
di's work are receiving so much 
critical praise? 

A: Yes. definitely. I'm happy to 
read in reviews all over the worid 
how critics are saying that they have 
never heard Vivaldi like this They 
have been surprised at how we were 
able to interpret his music, especially 
the later Vivaldi work, which Is not 
known well enough 

He published only about 30 per- 
cent of hit work, and he decided to 
sell violin concertos, piece by piece, 
to customers to make more money. 
He was happy to sell his music to the 
customer alrectly And many of those 
pieces are not Included in his collec- 
tion. 

We have discovered these trea- 
sures later It is easier to sell named 
concertos to an audience rather than 
six concertos without titles, but these 
Vivaldi pieces are even more genius 
because they are much more free, 
asymmetrical and unconventional. 
They change from major to minor 
keys very roughly and quickly at 
times. 

He always plays to the listener 
and keeps the listener awake. He wai 
a composer with spontaneity and 
freshness. His style is less academic 
and more interesting in his later 
work 
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More women considering breast implants; 
technology making augmentation easier

[t's B trend that's sweeping 
the young female population. 

And with recent lechmilogi 
cal advancements, it's becuni 
ing safer and more aSordsble. 

After a decade of lilicone 
scares, breast augmentations 
are more popular, especially 
among college aged women 

"I have seen an increase in 
younger-aged women since I 
cnme here a year ago," said 
Kenneth Fischer, a board-certi 
fled plastic and reconstnictive 
surgeon in Manhattan "1 feel 
that more women are getting 
them done because they're safe, 
affordable, and there was a 
good economy so more people 
could afford it" 

Out with the otd 

According to a recent Wash- 
ington Post article, 220,000 
American women, an all lime 
high, received breast implants 
in 20OI In the past two years, 
mt)re than 5,000 implants were 
given to women 18 or younger. 

The increase in breast aug 
mentations, credited to new 
technological advancements 
and cost efficiencies, comes af- 
ter the Pond and Drug Admin 
istration limited the use of im- 
plants filled with silicone gel. 

"With the first implants 
done in the '80s, they were 
made of silicone and there was 
a high leak rate." Fischer said 
"Frofcssionals were scared 
about silicone being associated 
with a mixed connection to tis- 
sue disease" 

In addition, researchers from 
the National Cancer Institute 
reported in April 2001 that, 
contrary to popular belief, 
women with silicone breast im 
plants had no increased risk for 



most cancers. Now, however, 
most women receive salinesalt- 
waler mix implants 

"Now that the implants arc 
safe and many are made of 
saline, more women are gelling 
Ihem," Fischer said "There's no 
increase of breast cancer with 
the augmentation, and there's 
minimal side effects." 

These effects include mini- 
mal scarring, swelling, and pain 
following the surgery, he said. 

"Typically, women who have 
had the surgery go home the 
same day, three or four hours 
after the surgery," he said. 
"Most women complain about 
pain and lightness, so I tell 
women to limit their activities" 

In addition, with the saline 
implants, Fischer said women 
are more likely to have addi- 
tional surgery 

According to the national 
average, 25 percent will require 
revision within 10 years. 

"I tell women chances are it 
won't be their last sur^gery and 
the last time they'll be in my of- 
fice," Fischer saJd 

Psychological effects 

Wliile breast augmentations 
alter the body, Fischer also not- 
ed that implants increase a 
woman's body perception. 

"The benefits of breast im- 
plants are psychological," he 
said. "Typically, Americans 
want instant gratification, and 
that's a pretty instant gratifying 
operation." 

Moreover, Fischer said he 
believes the mass media have a 
big effect on a woman's choice 
of breast augmentation. 

"Sexuality is strong in Amcr 
ica." he said. "Sex sells, so most 
people see good-looking breasts 
as attractive and sexy They 
look better over time, and 
everyone wants to lee I good 



about themselves." 

However, women like Jessie 
Luttman, junior in business, 
have mixed feelings about the 
augmenlation process 

"If there wasn't surgery in- 
volved and il didn't hurt, I'd get 
them," she said "Bui I've heard 
that il hurts so bad " 

Moreover, Luttman said she 
didn't need to increase her 
breast size to help her image 

"1 love my boobs," she said. 
"I don'l need fake boobs. It's 
quite a thing to waste a lot of 
money on, and most girls who 
gel them seem to be a little too 
confident" 

In addition, while many 
women feel breast implants will 
gain attention from the oppo 
site sex, Dan Hill, sophomore 
in political science, disagreed. 

"Breast implants cheapen 
the woman, because it makes 
you know they don't have a lot 
of self-confidence since they 
have to better themselves cos- 
metically," he said. 

The result 

Although breast augmenta- 
tion slirs controversy, Fischer 
said the surgery resulLs in a life- 
time change 

People want to feel good 
about themselves, and it's a rel- 
atively inexpensive way to do 
it," he said "In the right hands, 
it can be done very safely, and 
il can be reversible " 

While Fischer has consuhed 
many women in his practice, he 
has turned away women for 
various reasons 

"Certain people are bctler 
candidates than others," he 
said "They have to want breast 
implants for the correct rea- 
sons, and they have to under- 
stand the risks and benefits 

"The patient has to have the 
right motivation"

He also threw for 134 
yards, and accounted for 
nearly two-thirds of the yards 
the K- State offense earned. 

In the entirety of last sea- 
son, Roberson was only 40 
percent throwing the ball, 
and only threw for more than 
50 percent three times 

Against USC, Roberson 
completed 66 percent of his 
passes He said that just 
shows one way he's a differ- 
ent player from what he was 
this time last year 

"1 am a much better 
leader," he said "I feel more 
comfortable playing with this 
offense, knowing what 1 have 
to do. Going out there, I just 
have to put all of it together 
and hopefully do well." 

But that doesn't mean that 
any success that comes his 
way will go straight to his 
head. In 2002, Roberson said 
he is confident he can re- 
main grounded and just con- 
centrate on football.

had about 250 people a day 
come in," Southern Sun owner 
Kathy OMallcy said "Every 
year has been better and bet- 
ter." 

And while health ofhciah 
continue to stress ways to min- 
imize ultraviolet exposure, 
O'Malley said her customers 
are content with taking the 
risk 

"These days, whether it's 
the sun, coffee or whatever, 
something's going to kill you 
sooner or later," she said "We 
try to go through everything 
with them, though We give 
them pamphlets, and we have 
signs up We try to educate 
them the best we can, but a lot 
of them do what they want " 

Kristin Stabenow. junior in 
family life and community ser- 
vice, said she understands the 
dangers of tanning in salons, 
but the benefits ullimately out- 
weigh the consequences. 



Tbey say it's not good for 
you, but they also say smoking 
isn't good for you, and people 
still do it" she said "Everyone 
has their little thing they like, 
and mine is tanning" 

Stabenow's experience be- 
gan in high school for home 
comings and proms, but she 
schedules more sessions in col- 
lege than before 

"I've started tanning more 
and more, probably because 1 
don't have my parents around 
to give me their opinion," she 
said. 

Stabenow's parents might 
be in the know. 

Most of Dr Ditto's patients 
arc women who began tanning 
several years ago and are only 
now experiencing side effects 

"They end up with skin that 
is actually due to be on a lady 
who is in her 70s and 80s,' he 
said. 

"They're getting that in 
their 50s and 60s, so it's ad- 
vancing the age of the skin by 



20 or 30 yeart. They're paying 
the price, because that many 
years ago, these were the 
ladies using tanning booths." 

But even as cancer statistics 
and skin deformation stories 
increase. students like 
Stabenow continue to close 
the lid and take the risk. 

"I'll probably have wrinkles 
in the future, but by then 
everyone will, so I'm not realty 
worried about it," she said. 

Increased wrinkles, splotchy 
skin and sun spots arc com- 
mon, Ditto said, but those 
symptoms arc relatively mild 
compared to what ultimately 
could happen. 

"We're going to see the per- 
son that's done that amount of 
damage to their akin in their 
40s and 50s," he said "That'J 
the likely time they're going to 
be complaining about it It's 
one of those delayed types of 
things that they don't see the 
downside of right up front, but 
they eventually will.'

Memorial Stadium, at the foot 
ball practice field and on a 
property where the university 
conducts swine research. 

"Van Zile was cleaHy the 
biggest concern," Bemie 
Hayen, director of city finance, 
said. 

"The rest, at least in my 
judgment, were minor" 

City officials estimate the 
revenue loss from the meter at 
the football practice field is 
about $4,200 The meter was 
reportedly about 20 years old, 
and because the university had 
installed other lines, the city 
wasn't sure the meter was be 
ing used, thus causing it to bill 
the university the minimum 
usage amount - $14.94 per 
month. 

'Again, it was an oversight,"

Hayen said. "One we are 
working to correct." 

At the swine research luca 
lion, the meter dial was bro- 
ken since July 2001 

The bill totals $429 for use 
of water since it has been bro 
ken. The city ordered a meter 
for the area, and 12 existing 
meters will not be routed 
through it, Hayen said 

The meter at Memorial Sta 
dium, for which the university 
owes about $250. sprves a 
bathroom and concession 
stand. 

"These are not a big deal," 
Hayen said "We are talking 
about small amounts of money 
that the university is willing to 

pay" 

Ftawson also said he doesn t 
expect any delays in repaying 
the back bills 

"We are looking forward to 



receiving a detailed bill from 
the city," he said "These mis- 
takes are relatively minor com- 
pared to the university's total 
bill" 

The Manhattan campus 
budgeted $474,894 for water 
usage for the university this 
fiscal year. Dale Boggs, associ- 
ate director of facilities, said 
That number excludes water 
usage from Housing and Din- 
ing, where the significant un 
derbilling mistake occurred 

"Thai might be one reason 
for the delay," Boggs said 
"Who is billed for what mis 
take is a little confusing be- 
cause of the complicated struc 
ture. Once the bill is fmalized, 
the university can begin to de- 
termine when and how we will 
pay the bill" 

Replacement meters also 
have been ordered for the 



practice field and swine unit, 
Hayen said, and the cost will 
be billed to the university. 

K-State officials said they 
will connect the lines that go 
to the broken meter at Memor- 
ial Stadium to other metered 
lines just north of the location 

In efforts to make sure mis 
takes like these don't reoccur, 
all city departments who deal 
with the water billing process 
were consolidated under the fi- 
nance department last 
Wednesday. 

Previously, utilities moni- 
tored the meter readers, hu 
man resources was responsible 
for computerized billing, and 
the finance department was in 
charge of the accounting and 
computer system functions 
that support the departments 
Now. all three efforts arc con- 
solidated. 



This just makes more 
sense," said Hayen, who is now 
directly responsible for the 
billing process "Hopefully, the 
communication will continue 
to improve between all depart- 
ments involved with water 
billing because they are all 
now under the same depart- 
ment" 

The department is now au- 
diting all 12,400 water ac 
counts within the city in ef- 
forts to catch any more 
mistakes. It plans to flnish up 
cycle one today and the re- 
maining two cycles by the end 
of October 

"We have five seta of eyes 
looking at every account" 
Hayen said 

"It is going well so far We 
haven't found any other er- 
rors." 

And he doesn't anticipate 



'I think we are ready to 
correct the mistakes found and 
move on," he said "We have 
been meeting with university 
officials and have established a 
good line of communication. 
We are in the process of get- 
ting a good grasp on the prob- 
lem and dealing with it on a 
general basis, not one meter at 
a time" 

Hayen said as soon as the 
city is sure all K-State water 
usage is accounted for, he will 
begin negotiations on how the 
bilU are to be paid 

"I just think it makes more 
sense to have one amount than 
to bill them for a piece here 
and a piece there," he said. 
"They arc witling to pay the 
bill - we just are finisi^ing the 
audit in order to move to the 
next step"

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Campus officials address safety concerns

When listening to a public address by 
Dean of Student Life Pat Bosco, 
prospective student:^ curi^nt students, 
and community members are usually 
told that the campus is safe 

However, with state budget cuts 
slashing into every department, will that 
report still be accurate? 

Although Bosco spoke of K-State's 
commitment to safety through law en- 
forcement, campus lighting, campus es- 
cort service and other safety programs, 
he said statewide budget cuts are devas- 
tating to all areas of campus life, includ- 
ing campus safety 

"As deans, we are trying to do what- 
ever we can to maintain a student-cen-

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tered university, and we are all trying to 
balance priorities," he said "Campus 
safely is going to have to be addressed 
in that framework." 

Ronnie Grice, director of K-State Po- 
lice, said campus safety does not have 
its own allocated budget Instead, it is 
covered in the police department's bud 
get, wNch Grice said is dwindling 

"We don't have much of a budget. It 
is really small for a department of this 
size," Grice said. 



"With the financial viuation of the 
state, we are losing money due to cut- 
backs." 

Grice said although the campus po 
lice budget is small, he feels at this time 
the department is not sacrificing camptis 
safety due to lack of money. 

"We have learned to do so much with 
so little That's always been our philoso- 
phy here in the department," he said 
"Right now our main goal is to continue 
to provide the same quality service we 
have always provided You can never 
cut safety shori." 

Grice said the studenl-io-officer ratio 
is 22,0Q0-to-23. If budget cuts worsen, 
he said, layoffs may be the only way to 
keep the department within its budget.

Thousands spent on monitoring, upl(eep of equipment

Several thousand dollars 
have been spent lo monitor 
safety on campus, said Ronnie 
Grice, director of K-State 
Pbilce, bul whose responsibili- 
ty it is remains unclear 

Grice said that while both 
the security cameras and the 
emergency phones arc moni- 
tored continuously by campus 
police, two separate depart- 
ments handle the bill when 
repairs need to be made. 



The phones are purchased, 
installed and maintained by 
K-State Telecommunications 
Services. The security cam- 
eras, which are purchased and 
installed by Parking Services, 
are also maintained by 
telecommunications, Grice 
said. 

"Telecommunications fixes 
the phones and absorbs the 
cost because they said that 
campus safety is a cam- 
puswide function, not a police 
function,' he said.

Pred Damkroger, director of 
telecommunications; and 
Danny Pronce, assistant direc- 
tor of telecommunications,

Michael S. Klmniel repre- 
sentative for the National Or- 
ganization for Men Against 
Sexism and professor of sociol- 
ogy at Stony Brook Univenity. 
used humor and statistics to ad- 
dress students about gender re- 
lationships during a lecture 
sponsored by the Women's 
Center and Peer Rape Educa 
tors, or PEERS 

In the last 40 years, women 
have made gender identity visi 
ble Kimmel said this is evident 
in the workplace, within fami 
lies and through the sexual rev 
olution, but men should not be 
intimidated. 

"Our interests as men are to 
support women in gender 
equality," he said 

He said society raises chil 
dren according to gender pro 
files and continues these pat- 
terns into adulthood Kimmell 
used his own attire of a necktie 
and a belt as an example 



"One garment is a 
noose, and the other 
points to the genitals," 
he said. 

He invited the fe- 
males In the audience 
to express whether 
they would choose to 
pursue a full-time ca- 
reer. The number of 
hands dropped when 
he referenced their 
mothers' and grand- 
mothers' generations. 

"What you see in 
this room, is women's expecta 
lions about working have 
changed fundamentally over 
three generations," he said 

Participating in the women's 
rights movement creates oppor- 
tunities for men and women 
alike, Kiinmel said. He said 
men should promote women in 
the workplace by sponsoring 
Family Friendly Workplace as 
public policy. 

If they do, he said, men can 
have more intimate relation- 
ships with women and children. 
Men are united by their desire 
to be good fathers and spends 
quality time with their families, 
Kimmel said. 

"One of the best predictors 
of womens' status, is how much 
time men pariicipate in child- 
care," Kimmel said 

The sexual revolution has 
played a role in improving rela- 
tionship equality, he said. 

"We thought that the sexual 
revolution was all about us. 
More access to more partners 
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and no commit- 
ments," Kimmel said. 
On the con- 
trary, he said, women 
have been more af- 
fected by the sexual 
revolution than men. 
Some women 
live in fear because of 
sexual abuse, fCimmel 
said. He said sexual 
assault continues to 
influence women's 
perceptions of men 

"What I 

called dating, in high school, it 
now called rape," he said "We 
were always told to keep going 
until she hit us." 

He said the "locker room 
lessons" of his day have since 
evolved. In today's America, no 
means no, he said. 

After pulling out a splash- 
guard that would ordinarily be 
used in the bottom of a urinal, 
he read the inscription on the 
back: "You hold the power to 
stop rape." 

Kimmel encouraged audi- 
ence members to imagine how 
the world might be if all 
women could live in freedom 
from fear (or 24 hours 

He concluded by telling the 
audience to share the responsi- 
bility of promoting gender 
equality. 

'The change has already 
happened," Kimmel said. 
"Women's equality is inevitable. 
They've already entered the 
workplace, and they're not go- 
ing home."

fiowever, for those who hve in the 
residence halls or certain apartment 
complexes, this is not an option. They 
are given three days before school begins 
to find a job For those of us not eligible 
for work study, this can cause a loss of 
ile«p. 

And dire mistakes 

1 had applied for more than 1 5 jobs 
when I read an advertisement for a wait- 
ress that claimed great pay and good 
houni, The advertisemeni said to apply 
in person, so my roommate and I 
dressed up and jumped in the car. 

We thought it was a small reslau 
rant/bar in )unction City After driving 
around for an hour, we finally found it. 
The building was strategically placed 
next to a strip club, but wc hoped for 
the best and strolled in anyway. 

Rrst, we noticed we were t lie only fe- 
males in the bar aside from the waitress 
es, Then we realized the waitresses were 
wearing less clothes than Demi Moore in 
"Striptease." 

The manager hurried over to us and 
snide ly asked us for identification. We 
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told her we were there for 
applications and she pulled 
out a notebook and tore out 
a sheet of paper. "Write 
your names and numbers," 
she said. I asked her if she 
wanted me to write down 
past waitress experience 
"Experience doesn't 
matter here," she said 

After we ran to our car, the job 
search was on again We knew we'd 
have to re-evaluate how far we'd go to 
earn some cash, and exactly what that 
cash would be used for

to have spending money Por others, it is 
rem, tuition, car payments, insurance 
and a host of other expenses. But finding 
time to attend school and make enough 
money is a hard stretch 

There are some steps you can take to

Classmates, friends, roommates 
and even professors, if you gel Ihe 
chance. The more contacts you have, the 
higher the probability you will find work 

2) When you arc filling out applica- 
tions, make sure your references know 
you are usin^ them as references This 
gives them an opportunity 1o know what 
they are going lo say about you, and it 
helps you nol look like a complete mo 
ron for listing someone without their 
permission 

3) Give up your pnde. Sometimes, 
menial jobs can work as a stepping stone

4) Deviate from the orig 
inal plan You might have in 
mind exactly what you want (o 
do. However, if an opportunity 
presents itself in another Geld, take 
it Attempt to plan your schedule 
availability, including days and nigh Is. 
This gives you an edge on someone who 
is only available evenings or mornings. 

5) Call them back if they don't call 
you If you turn in an application and 
know the establishment is hiring, call 
them back This lets ihe employer know 
you are responsible and really want the 
job. 

6) If you are given an interview, think 
about what you are going to say and the 
questions they might ask. When there 
are hundreds of applicants for the same 
position, this interview could make or 
break you. 

After the interview is passed and you 
are hired, impress your bosses These arc 
your hjlure references and contacts

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American humanitarian efforts could help feed starving North Koreans 



With all the hype 
about Iraq, people 
often forget there 
are two other mem- 
bers of the so-called 
"axis of evil." 

And I have to 
question why we 
aren't planning to 
invade North Korea or Iran 

It's especially interesting to 
look at North Korea's situation- 
Even as relations with Iraq disin- 
legrale, the Bush administration 
gets friendlier daily with the 
North, and for good reason 

Times have changed, and the 
former communist state is under 
pressure to reintegrate itself into 
ihe world stage 

The key issue, according to 
ttnuwctin.com, is that 20 percent 
of the country will probably 
starve this winter 

Though there are several envi- 
ronmental factors leading to this 
situation, the chief cause is the 
nature of the flawed communist 
system The lack of capitalist 
competition and free trade, com- 
bined with economic mismanage- 
ment, has dug a deep hole. 

Por several years, North Korea 
depended on aid from its tradi- 
tional enemies - South Korea, 
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japan and the Untied 
States - to feed Us peo- 
ple. 

The Japanese re- 
cently revoked their 
aid, angered by the 
North's admission lo 
abducting several 
Japanese citizens during 
the past few decades for espi- 
onage purposes. 

Consequently, 4.5 million peo- 
ple will permanently lose their 
food aid within the next year, ac- 
cording to CNN 

The majority of the condemned 
will be school children and im 
poverished elderiy people, those 
least equipped to survive on limit- 
ed diets. 

Although we cannot make 
)apan recommence aid, it is with 
in America's power to increase its 
own contributions, at least for this 
year. 

Hopefully, North Korean eco 
nomic reforms, like increased pri 
vatization and free pricing, will 
lake effect and stimulate food 
production in 2003. This year's 
measures were not taken until 
crops already were planted, mak 
ing reform too late 

The government should autho 
nte more aid immediately as a 



stopgap. It is the only humanitari 
an thing to do. 

Unfortunately, our policy to- 
ward "enemy" nations is to make 
the common people suffer in the 
unlikely hope they will rise up 
and overthrow their corrupt gov- 
ernments 

Making matters worse is the 
fact that no armistice was ever 
signed to end the Korean War. 
Technically, America is still at war 
with North Korea, and wc still 
maintain 37,000 troops to guard 
the border with South Korea, ac- 
cording to CNN 

I'resident Bush's excuse for not 
increasing aid is the same as in 
Iraq: North Korea is also suspect- 
ed of pursuing weapons of mass 
destruction. In this case, they may 
have stockpiled some weapons 
grade plutonium before 1994, ac- 
cording lo CNN 

Thai year, the North agreed to 
abandon its nuclear program if a 
US. -led group would assist in 
constructing light-water nuclear 
reactors, which do nol use pluto- 
nium The first of these reactors 
began construction in August. 

As with Iraq, where an embar 
go remains in effect until Saddam 
Hussein can prove he has no 
weapons of mass destruction. 



Bush refuses to increase aid until 
North Korea allows weapons in- 
spectors to investigate the stock- 
piling accusation 

There are signs that relations 
are improving. The White House 
announced last week that it was 
dispatching a diplomatic delega- 
tion to North Korea Secretary of 
State Colin Powell has been meet- 
ing with North officials as well 

This isn't enough, though, 
when North Korea is making sig 
nificanl efforts to gradually open 
itself to capitalism and democra- 
cy. 

In fact, they just announced 
the creation of a free economic 
zone that will operate without 
government influence. 

North Korea also has agreed lo 
abide by a missde -testing ban. 

Overall, the nation is progress- 
ing. If the United States wants 
more, it needs to make the first 
move.

Sn classes at K-State-Salina due 
a decline in freshman cnroll- 
Hent 
According to records from 
Office of the Registrar, the 
r^lina campus's freshmen nura- 



apen 
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bered 191 in 2002, down from 
a high of 256 in 2001. 

Dennis Kuhlman, dean of 
the College of Technology and 
Aviation, said the main areas K- 
State- Salina focuses on, engi- 
neering technology and avia- 
tion, are the same areas in the 
economy that are now de- 
pressed 

"This affects students be- 
cause they'll choose to look 
elsewhere for jobs in other oc- 
cupations," he said. "This is a 
mistalte because there are 
tremendous opportunities avail 
able." 



Pat Bosco, dean of student 
life, said the downturn in the 
airline economy caused a blip 
in the enrollment picture. He 
also said the decrease can be 
attributed to the fee increases 
that took e fleet this fall. 

Bosco said that when the 
Sahna campus became part of 
the K-Statc family, its students 
were paying community college 
level fees Because of this, K 
State officials have been trying 
to gradually bring their tuition 
up to the level of Manhattan 
students. 

"They're receiving a Big 12 



education," he said. "We want 
to be able to have resources to 
continue that type of experi- 
ence," 

This gradual increase, cou- 
pled with other fee increases at 
both campuses, created a bigger 
tuition hike for Salina studenU 
for the 200203 school year. 

"It was a double hit for 
them,' Bosco said. "It was more 
than normal." 

Matt Melvin, assistant dean 
and director of college ad 
vanccmcnt at K-State Salina, 
said the campus is aggressively 
recruiting students He said he 



thinks the market demand will 
increase in two or three years. 

"We have to make sure stu- 
dents know that the long-term 
benefits are still there," Melvin 
said. "There will be demand for 
pilots following retirements and 
especially after the economy 
improves." 

Making Salina better known 
is important in order to attract 
more students," Kuhlman said. 

"We need to continue to get 
the word out about our pro- 
gram, Kuhlman said. "We've 
made significant strides in the 
past five years to be better 



known, but we're still a sccrei" 
Kuhlman said it's important 
to remember that the decrease 
in the number of freshmen is 
partially balanced by the 
record-high number of sopho 
mores. Kuhlman said as the 
economy improves, he expects 
enrollment numben to also im- 
prove. 

"Even though the number 
was down, there was a huge re- 
tention of all other students," 
he said. "However, we will 
have to find a way in the next 
four years to compensate for 
the freshmen numbers"

WASHINGTON DC - 
President Bush's request fur au- 
thority lo use U.S. force against 
Iraq advanced in Congress on 
Thursday, with a House com 
mittee voting its approval and 
Senate leaders predicting wide 
margins of bipartisan support 
1^ "It's up to us today to send a 
HRessage to the world," said 
SBenatc Minority Leader Trent 
l.ott, R-Miss He predicted 
Congress would give Bush the 
authority he wants by next 
week and "set in motion the 
beginning of the end of Sad- 
dam Hussein" 

Reflecting the Senate's de- 



termination to move ahead, the 
chamber then voted 95 1 on a 
procedural motion that clears 
the way for votes next week 
The lone dissenter was Sen 
Robert Byrd, D W.Va. 

The Bush administration 
was having less success win- 
ning over the U.N. Security 
Council for a new resolution to 
disarm Baghdad 

After veto- holding Russia 
suggested such a resolution was 
unnecessary. Bush showed 
clear frustration with the lack 
of headway 

He suggested he would build 
a coalition of world leaders 
willing lo {oin the United 
States against Iraq - even if 
the United Nations does not. 



Bush did not say who would 
sign on, though US officials 
mention Britain. Romania and 
Bulgaria, among others, 

"The choice is up (to) the 
United Nations to show its re- 
solve The choice is up to Sad- 
dam Hussein to fulfill his 
word," Bush said "And if nei 
ther of them acts, the United 
States in deliberate fashion will 
lead a coalition to take away 
the world's worst weapons 
from one of the world's worst 
leaders" 

The House International Re- 
lations Committee turned back 
efforts to weaken the resolu-

then went on to drop two more 
Big 12 malcKes before turning 
the season around to make a 
bowl appearance.

Linebacker Josh Buhl said it

UCLA," he said "You can't 
look much at the game against

Snyder said that shows that 
even if Colorado has one loss 
like in 20O1, two losses tike 
they do row or a hoard of de- 
feats, they are still dangerous. 

"They could be 0-20 and I 
would still be immensely con- 
cerned about how good they 
are," Snyder said. 

Players don't doubt Col- 
orado is a good football team, 
Newman said. But they can do 
without Buffalo players letting 
everyone in the country know 
about it, he said. 

"They're very arrogant, from 
players to coaches," Newman 
said. 

"I've seen a lot of press 



where our players and coaches 
have been down-grated, from 
the juco players and from us 
being K-State and them still be- 
ing Colorado." 

That makes the magnitude 
of this weekend that much 
greater, quarterback Ell Rober- 
son said. 

They may not get any love 
from Buffalo players, but they 
might just make a statement to 
CU fans, as well as the rest of 
the nation - a statement that 
they can play a big game, and 
win, on the road 

"I don't think we will ever 
get respect from Colorado," 
Roberson said. "We don't re- 
spect them and they don't re- 
spect us.

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Campus safety numbers 
incomplete, unreliable

When students consider at- 
tending K Slate, the federally 
required annual safety report 
could lead them to believe that 
fewer crimes occur on campus 
than is accurate^ 

"Ninety percent of all vio- 
lent crimes arc not reported to 
the police," Tara Hull, assistant 
advocate at the Women's Cen- 
ter, said. 

"We see an average of be 
tween (wo and five women a 
month for various things, most- 
ly assault," she said "When 
you add to that the people who 
(jo lo Lafcne for physical care, 
the counseling center, or the 
people who go to their RAs 
and don't even go lo a resource 
tpechanism, the numbers climb 
tp five, 10, 15 people a month " 

Ronnie Grice, direclor of K 
State Police, said the problem 
with campus safety isn't in the 
reported offenses but in the 
non -reported offenses. 

"We try lo encourage every- 
Qge lo report if they have been 
^j%'ictim of assault, but some 
pople just want lo talk to 
gmeone, " Grice said. "We en- 
oourage reporting, bul we can't 
make someone talk to us if 
lliey don't want to " 
» Hull said the reason so 
■Mny crimes go unreported 
might be because victims feel 
tmbarrassed or worried about 
•epercussions of reporting 
I Mary Todd, inlcrim direclor 
•f the Women's Center, said 
6ie problem might also be in 
6ie siigma attached to certain 
^pes of crime and the report- 
tig of those crimen 
! "People have come lo us 
i'ho have gone to gel help 
from Iheir RAs, the campus po 



lice or the Riley County police 
and at some point are made lo 
feel like, 'What did you do to 
provoke the attack?'" she said. 
"Thai's just the way it is " 

Hull said if change is going 
lo be made, people need lo be 
verbal about the crimes and re- 
port to the proper authoritiei. 

"When things happen on 
campus, it has to become ap 
parent lo the right people for it 
to become an issue People 
have lo be verbal and open 
about it and willing lo talk," 
she said "The crime has to be 
visible, people have to file 
complaints, but if we arc lucky 
we gel two people a year who 
arc willing lo talte it tiial far, to 
take it all the way." 

Todd said the crime does 
not always have to be reported. 
but in order to learn to deal 
with the pain of the assault, 
victims should talk to someone. 

Although Hull said she 
doesn't sec the incidence of un 
reported crime declining much, 
she encourages people to help 
lower the level of crime by 
talking about violence. 

Todd said the Women's 
Center is trying to raise aware 
ness of violent crime by mak- 
ing attacks more visible and 
getting untold stories of vio- 
lence out in the open and 
talked about. 

"To gel people talking about 
violence and make this issue 
come out. we are telling the 
untold stories of violence," she 
said "We are collecting stories 
about people who have vio- 
lence in their past." 

The collection of stories, 
called "Making Violence Visi- 
ble: Our Untold Stories," will 
be displayed in the K Slate Stu- 
dent Union when enough nar- 
ratives are gathered.

He said that if there arc lay- 
offs, students will need to take 
on a bigger role and become 
the extra eyes of the depart- 
ment 

However, even if there 
aren't more budget cuts, ques- 
tions about campus safety re 
main. 

'^ere isn't a public gather- 
ing that I don't address student 
safety," Bosco said "At one 
lime, it wasn't a question peo- 
ple would ask Now it's always 
asked." 

One concern students have 
is the safety of campus after 
dark. 

Stephanie Voss, senior in 
landscape architecture, is often 
on campus late at night work- 
ing on architecture projects. 
Voss said she feels safer on 
campus than oR. 

However, Dennis Day, pro- 
fessor for the College of Archi- 
tecture, Planning and Design, 
said he worries about his stu- 
dents walking alone on cam 
pus after dark 

"I think it can be a problem 
I'm always concerned abiul 



their safety, " he said. 
"There haven't been any prob- 
lems lately, bul Ihat doesn't 
mean thai kind of thing could- 
n't happen today" 

So what do campus police 
officers do lo keep crimes from 
happening every 
day^ 

Grice said 
thai at any given 
time there will 
be between two 
and three offi- 
cers patrolling 
campus. 

"The main 
thing is, percep- 
tion is a reality, 
Johnson, said "As long as they 
know we are out there, and we 
are, that is going a long way 
toward supporting public safe 
ty." 

Tara Hull, assistant advo- 
cate at the Women's Center, 
said awareness of campus 
crime is down, and for that 
reason, the crimes themselves 
are becoming more frequent 

"There has to be safety 
awareness, but I don't think 
there is awareness on this cam 
pus It's amazing what college

K Stale dis- 
closes reported 
oncampus 
crime incidents 
through an an 
nual safely re- 
port, which is federally man- 
dated by the Jeanne Cleary 
Disclosure of Campus Security 
Policy and Campus Crime Sta- 
tistics Act. 

The Cleary Act designates 
that all colleges and universi- 
ties must disclose certain time- 
ly and annual information 
about campus crime and secu 
rity policies, including reported 
crimes, how to report crimes, 
the university's steps in pre 
venting crime, and the defini- 
tions of crime, 

"The safely report is an ex- 



cellent resource for students," 
Grice said. "We fumish a lot of 
Ihe information in the report." 

Although in previous years 
the annual safely report was 
published in the back of the 
Campus Phone Hook, this 
year, students can only obtain 
the information by visiting 
umm. km. edu/studentl ife/pu b- 
licalions. 

Bosco said although infor- 
mation about K- State's preven- 
tative measures are available in 
Ihe crime report, he still in- 
cludes that information in his 
speeches about campus safety. 

Hull said as long as stu- 
dents continue lo be unaware 
of the problems, crime will al- 
ways exist at K-State. 

"When people stop coming 
through our door, when people 
stop going to Lafene, when 
people slop going to their RAs 
or to their best friends, when 
crime stops, then campus will 
be safe, but it is not going to 
stop," she said "What we can 
do is preventative We can do 
education, we can acknowl- 
edge the negative behavior and 
be willing to change the behav- 
ior so that it won't exist."

"We have a relatively safe 
campus, " he said "We just got 
our crime statistics report, and 
the numbers show that in 
many categories we have a re- 
duction." 

According to the safety re- 
port, while aggravated assaults 



on campus have decreased 
from three in 2000 to one in 
2001, on campus forcible sex 
offenses have remained at two 
per year. However, in 2001, 
the offenses occurred on-cam- 
pus bul not in residence halls. 
In the previous year, both 
offenses were in tlie residence 
halls Non-forcible sex offens- 



es increased from one offense 
in 2000 lo four in 2001. 

Grice said students might 
also be confused about when 
is the appropriate time to use 
the phones to contact the po- 
lice 

"Last year, we had a stu- 
dent who went to Ihe parking 
lot for class and realized she 



had a flat tire and didn't use 
the phone." he said. "Whenev- 
er you go to your car at one in 
the morning and realize you 
have a tial. use the phone."

had been solved during his 
talks with the Iraqis in Vienna. 
"but there are some minor 
matters and some loose ends 
before we go to Baghdad" 

The United States leaped 
on Blix's reference to "loose 
ends" to say this reinforced 
the need for a resolution. 

Blix .said he recognized Ihe 
council was debating the issue, 
but he was going alii-ad with 
preparations to go to Iraq "at 
the earliest possible upportuni 
ly." 

"It would be awkward if we 
were doing inspections and a 
new mandate with new, 
changed directives arrived," 
Blix said "It would be better 
to have those early" 

President Bush, meanwhile, 
stepped up his pressure on the 
United Nations lo stand with 
the United States against Iraqi 
leader Saddam Hussein. 

"The ch(tice is up (to) the 
United Nations to show its re- 
solve The choice is up to Sad- 
dam Hussein lo fulfill his 
word," Bush said 

'And if neither of ihem 
acts, the United States in de- 
liberate fashion will lead a 
coalition to lake away the 
worlds worst weapons from 
one of the world's worst 
leader." 

Secretary-General Kofi An- 



nan told reporters it is "up to 
the council today or In the 
coming week to determine 
what the next stage would be" 

"Of course, they are dis- 
cussing a new resolution 
which may be passed But 
Blix, in the meantime, contin- 
ues his preparations," Annan 
said 

Washington wants one res- 
olution thai would include ap- 
proval for military action if 
Iraq fails to comply Russia, 
China and France - all veto- 
wielding members of the 
council - appose the U.S. de- 
mand that any new resolulion 
authorize the use of force if 
Iraq fails to comply with in 
specton 

Prance has proposed a mid- 
dle ground which would 
strengthen inspections but give 
Iraq a chance to ciwperate be 
fore authorizing any mihtary 
action. 

Blix said the UN Monitor 
ing, Veriricalion and Inspec 
tion Commission which he 
heads already has the legal au- 
thority to return lo Iraq under 
a series of resolutions adopted 
since the end of the Gulf War 
in 1991. 

The inspection regime was 
designed to uncover and dis- 
mantle Saddam's arsenal of 
chemical and biological 
weapons and his program to 
develop nuclear arms and bal 



listic missiles ^ 

"The question was whether 
one should solve every practi- 
cal arrangement (beforehand)," 
Blix said. 

"Wc solved a good deal in 
Vienna and went over a good 
deal, but there are some minor 
matters and some loose ends 
before we go to Baghdad" 

Those loose ends, he said, 
included Ihe key issue of 
whether Saddam's network of 
presidential palaces would re- 
main off-limits to surprise in- 
spections 

Also unresolved were secu- 
rity arrangements for inspec- 
tors and flights within Iraq to 
reach suspected weapons sites. 

Britain's V,N. Ambassador 
Jeremy Greenstock said Blix 
should wait for the council to 
act. 

"It would be practically - 
and I would say politically - 
wise for those discussions to 
rinish so that he (Blix) is 100 
percent clear across the full 
range of his business, tight 
ends and louse ends, what are 
his rights and what are his 
powers," Greenstock said. 

Washington wants a com- 
plete overhaul of the rules un- 
der which the inspections 
would be carried out. includ- 
ing immediate and unfettered 
access lo the eight presidential 
complexes, which cover about 
12 square miles.

West Nile hits home 



State braces 
for increase 
in incidents

Confimiing that 97 of 105 
Kansas counties have seen at 
least one case of West Nile 
virus since August, Dr. Gail 
Hansen described the phe 
nomena as an "explosive 
spread." 

Hansen, who serves as 
deputy state epidemiologist 
and state public health veteri- 
narian for the Kansas Depart- 
ment of Health and Environ 
ment, said the findings so far 




have been comparable to oth- 
er states, though a stranger 
analysis would be available at 
the end of the year. 

After the fint confirmed 
case of West Nile hit Kansas 
in early August, Hansen's de- 
partment has received daily re- 
ports of suspected West Nile 
cases from across the state, 
Hansen said. 

She said the cases are even- 
ly distributed throughout 
Kansas. 

"Birds and mosquitoes can 
move pretty fast," Hansen said 



Affected araif 
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"They don't care about state 
lines and county lines." 

The department has orga- 
nized a West Nile surveillance 
program that tests for the virus 
in migratory birds throughout 
the state, focusing on areas 
that have had few or no con- 
firmed cases Researchers also 
test for the virus in mosquito 
pools, birds, horses and mula, 

"There are certain areas 
where they are no longer ac- 
cepting birds for testing,

KANSAS sun (OH-EWN 

One night during a psychol 
ogy class, KAsey Kerber, gradu- 
ate student at the University of 
Nebraska, decided it was time 
for a change. 

After battling with a ditfi 
cult professor and struggling 
through a complicated text- 
book, Kerfoer wished he would 
have known what he was get- 
ting into when he decided to 
take a clats from this profes- 
sor. 

"h got to the point where 1 
wondered if there was any way 
I could have known about the 
professor before taking the 
class," he said 

This inspired him and two 
students from the University of 
Florida to develop 

www myp rofessorsu cks.com, a 
Web site that allows students 
to evaluate their professors. 

"Initially, I was going to set 
up a bulletin board online, but 
luckily 1 had friends in Florida 
who had a better idea," Kerber 
said. "Prom that point on, we 
really got the whole site run- 
ning in about two months. I 
did the design work while they 
did the technology work" 

The Web site gives students 
opportunities to grade their 
professors and post comments 
about what they like and dis- 
like about professors. 

Furthermore, the site allows 
students to view a professor's 
grade and the opinions of oth- 
er students. 

Brandon Hagman, sopho- 
more in mechanical engineer- 
ing, said he supports the use of 
these types of sites 

"I think it's a good Idea for 
students because it helps them 
find out the best teacher who's 



teaching the classes they're 
taking, and therefore they'll do 
better in the class," Hagman 
said. "1 would grade my 
teacher mainly to help out oth- 
er students I've had both good 
and bad teachers, and I think 
other students should have the 
right to know which ones are 
going to help them and which 
ones they'll find difficult." 

Although the Web site was 
created to inform students, 
Kerber and his fellow develop- 
ers were worried about stu- 
dents' negative output in eval- 
uations 

"When we first created the 
Web site, we were expecting a 
negative reaction, but it really 
hasn't been," Kerber said. 
"About 60 to 70 percent of the 
evaluations have been posi- 
tive." 

In addition, the site's cre- 
ators chose to honor strong 
professors with the A+ Club, a 
collection of 25 percent of the 
professors included on the site 

"We felt that with the A-^ 
Club, we could reinforce the 
positive evaluations." Kerber 
said. "It's a testament of good 
teaching." 

The site's grand launch was 
in August 2001 More than 
200.000 visitors have viewed 
the site, and more than 3,000 
colleges from the United States 
and Canada have been includ- 
ed, Kerber said. 

'We have been very popular 
in campuses we have a reach 
at." Kerber said "Wc lound 
that once word gets out, there 
is nothing but growth" 

Kerber said the Web site's 
unique name has increased 
growth with college campuses 
throughout the nation. 

"We were trying to find a 
name that if you heard it. you 
would actually be able to re- 
member it," Kerber said "It's 
definitely memorable. We do 
have people put off by the 
name, but once you get to the 
site, wc really do try to remain 
unbiased" 

Although Kerber thinks his 



Web site generates a positive 
response toward collegiate 
leaching. Student Body 
President Zac Cook said 
similar Web sites such as 
www.pickapTofxom, are noth- 
ing but trouble. 

Like Kerber's site. 

www.pichapmfcom allows stu- 
dents to log in and compare 
professors and classes through 
student reviews. However, the 
site also posts the overall grade 
histories of each professor on 
campus, showing the number 
of As through Fs the instructor 
gave in each of his or her 
classes. 

"I was disturbed because 1 
don't believe you should have 
a site where they show the 
overall grades from classes," 
Cook said "I saw with thai, 
students think the quality of 
the class is how many people 
got As and could turn away 
from a good professor who 
doesn't give out as many I re- 
ally think that people think 
they can get a shortcut." 

In addition, the new devel- 
opments of K- State Online will 
allow students to review teach 
ers, so students can avoid join- 
ing an online Web site, Cook 
said 

"Right now, students can 
comment on how their teacher 
is doing, and in the future, 
we'll be able to have our own 
'pickaprof,'" he said. "We 
haven't got into tht specifics of 
things, but we're supposed to 
add more " 

While a number of similar 
Web sites are developing, Ker- 
ber said the professor evalua- 
tions have been positive for 
students and teachers 

"We don't think the evalua 
tions should be the basis of 
teachers being fired, so we're 
taking more of a responsible 
stance," he said 

"We've had positive com 
ment from our students, and 
some of our best features were 
created when professors gave 
us the ideas to improve the 
site" 



DEBATE I Sebelius discusses government audit

election. 

"It has been 20 years since 
a complete audit has taken 
place in the state government." 
Sebelius, Kansas Insurance 
Commissioner, said 

"We can't afford to do busi 
ncss as usual. There are wast- 
ed inefficiencies, and wc need 
to shift that money into strate- 
gic plans" 

The audit would be per- 
formed by government teams 
and private sector members, 
Sebelius said, in order to "con- 
tinue to look at a better way to 
do government." 

Sebelius performed the 
same type of audit to the state 
insurance commissioner's of- 
fice, and she said because of 
that experience she believes 
the process is "not only valu- 
able, hut it restores account- 
ability so the citizens of this 
stale know where their tax 
money is going" 

"The cost of government is 
high," she said, "hut the people 
I have been talking to are not 
seeing it in their classrooms or 
business communities" 

The inefficiencies found in 
the audit must go first to pub- 



lic education, Sebelius said 
Kansas ranks 41 si in teachers' 
salaries 

"Students are getting out of 
school, and they can go to any 
surrounding state and make 
more money than they can 
make here," she said. "We 
need to shift this We need to 
keep quality teachers here" 

And as for higher educa 
tion, the candidate said there 
is no question a post- 1 2th 
grade education is needed in 
the 21st century 

"We have 19 wonderful 
community colleges, excellent 
Regents schools and a number 
of vocational schools in this 
state," she said. 

"When times are tough, we 
do not have the luxury of cut- 
ting education programs If we 
retreat from our commitment 
to education, there will be a 
serious disturbance in the 
state" 

She said she was "some 
what stunned" the K-12 fund- 
ing formula hasn't changed in 
10 years. To counter that, she 
called for increases in the base 
per-pupil state funding 

"Legislative increases have 
not kept pace with inflation," 
she said, "which forces the 



school districts to fall back on 
local property taxes to finance 
their budget." 

The problem with that, she 
said, is those property taxes 
vary statewide, and some 
school districts are receiving 
much more funding than oth- 
en. 

"Quality education should 
not be an accident of geogra- 
phy," she said. 

"It should be funded at the 
state level" 

Sebelius ended by saying 
she was enthusiastic about the 
campaign, despite the chal- 
lenges facing the state. 

"Challenges create opportu- 
nities to discuss what priorities 
we need to focus on," she said. 
"And that discussion needs to 
start in the communities." 

Sebelius said she would fo- 
cus on putting together com 
munity coah tions that would 
help elect "appropriate legisla- 
tors so we can have an effec 
tive legislature again" 

"We can balance the chal- 
lenges by starting at the core 
of the government," she said. 
"Kansas can have a belter, 
brighter future, and that is 
why I am running for gover- 
nor." 



Bullet linked to 4 other sniper spree victims

ROCKVILLF., Md - The 
bullet used to shout a Virginia 
woman matches ammunition 
used to kill at least four of six 
victims ol a sniper spree in 
Washington, DC, and subur 
ban Maryland, investigators 
said Saturday 

Tests conducted by the Bu- 
reau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms confirmed the same 
weapon was used in five of 
the random shootings during 
the past three days in Mont- 
gomery County, Md., and 
Washington Tests were still 
underway to determine any 



links to two additional shoot- 
ings in Maryland 

"The round that wc col- 
lected there is in fact a match 
to the rounds that were used 
here in Maryland and also in 
DC," said Maj Howard 
Smith, of the Spotsylvania 
Couniy, Va., sheriffs office 

The 43 -year-old Spotsylva 
nia woman was shot in the 
back in a parking lot at a 
craft store in Fredericksburg. 
Va , about 55 miles south of 
Rockville, at about 230 p.m 
Friday 

No arrests had been made 
in the scattered shootings that 
began Wednesday Authorities 
were talking to one man late 



Saturday afternoon, but they 
sfressed that he was not a sus- 
pect, and no weapons were 
found with him 

In the Washington suburbs 
where the killings occurred, 
police si ill encouraged resi- 
dents to go about their nor- 
mal lives and enjoy their 
weekend. 

'The coiAmunity is safe for 
the moment." Montgomery 
County Police Chief Charles 
Moose said earlier Saturday. 

Authorities said late Friday 
that 223-caliber bullets used 
to kill four of the victims 
came from the samu weapon, 
perhaps a hunting or assault

Internet sites such as pickaprof.com 
and myprofessorsucks.com provide 
students and professors with class statis- 
tics and personal 
evaluations on 
individual professors. 

These sites are 
supplying a service to 
students because they 
hold teachers account- 
able for the validity of 
their classes. 

Unlike university 
teacher evaluations, 
professor-rating sites 
allow students to see 
what their peers' 
opinions. This system is 
more helpful than 
T-vals, which don't 
seem to create much change. 

These Web sites also give power to 
the students. They can look at what 
others are saying and base their sched- 
ules on those comments. 

However, students shouldn't put too 
much weight in these statistics. These 
sites only show comments from people 
who felt strongly enough to go online. 

Student Body President Zac Cook 
said K-State has plans to implement a 
rating system similar to those 
mentioned above. 

This would be a great way for univer- 
sity officials to empower students to 
share their opinions.

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A higher standard of Hvjng, medical advances, public health im- 
provements and better health education have opened new upportuni 
ties for our aging population fiui as the population of the elderly in- 
creases, it creates a challentte for our society flow do we 
accommodate the elderly in a society that worships youth and is terri- 
fied of death^ 

Wealth, political power, abilities and icnnwiedge cannot stop the 
process of aging and eventual death At best, old people are perceived 
as wealthy segnients of the market. At wont, the elderly are seen as a 
curse. The process of aging goes on despite the efforts and invest- 
ments in medical and technological ways to stop that process. Older 
people arc invited lo behave as younger ones do There is a great 
pressure to push them to exercise, practice intensive sex or travel to 
dangerous places 

TTiere is a contradiction between the need to live the final part of 
human life with poise and dignity and social demands to look beauti- 
ful, youthful, sexy, athletic and immortal We leave our older parents 
alone but ask them nut to feel lonely, nor to complain, nor to ask for 
our company We tell them we are too busy t<t be with them in limes 
when tliey need family the most 

They are confined in dangerous apartments, spending years in total 
loneliness in front of a TV set If they have an accident or become de- 
pressed, we blame them for refusing to he in a nursing home, where 
professional people would take very good care of them. Then we cre- 
ate the perfect justification to put tliem into this imprisonment We 
sentence Ihem to lose their freedom and rights not in the name of the 
law but in the name of love 

Society avoids this unfair treatment of the elderly, hiding behind 
the idea of inslitutitmal efficiency I'rivate enterprise - with no emo- 
tional or spiritual links with the older person - is supposed to provide 
a loving, caring, eompa.s5ionale and gentle care that family members 
refuse to provide 

The fear is not about the confrontation with the aging process - 
that, after all, is a natural personal experience. The fear comes from 
the anticipation of going through such an experience in total loneli- 
ness. The argument that family members cannot afford to keep the 
older members of the family at home because of economic reasons is 
false. It seems the wealthier the family, the socmer the elderly are con- 
fined to these "golden jails" 

Perhaps, out of loneliness and aban- 
donment, the older person rediscovers 
community, and finds out, maybe too 
late, that it's not always a family 
that is a loving community Often,

Fourth, I have read most of 
White's stuff, and nowhere did 
he ever say he was right and 
everybody else was wrong He 
is running with a minoriw 
opinion, and that is usually 
the one least popular If you 
look around we have reached 
a point where so many news 
networks all say the same 
thing.

The Comin;; Out Day con- 
ference, sponsored by the K- 
State Queer Straight Alliance, 
Flint Hills Pride Alliance and 
the Regional AIDS Frujeet, 
will be from 3 to 9 p.nv Friday, 
Oct, 1 1, in the K-State Student 
Union. 

Preregistratlon for the con- 
ference is due Tuesday, and 
regiitration forms are available 
at 
umw. ksu.edu fqw/conjerence 

The conference costs $5 lor 
high school students. $10 fur 
college students and $15 for 
the general public. Thi.' cost 
covers the dinner provided, ac- 
cording to the Web site. 

"Even though it's a confer 
ence on Coming Out Day. it's 
not just u conference for gay 
people," said Mary Kay Siefers, 
assistant professor in leader- 
ship studies and programs and 
co-adviser to QSA "These is 
sues affect our community as a 
whole" 

The conference's focus is 
gender-identity discrimination 
and other related issues, said 
Siefers, who is also a member 
of the Flint Mills Pride Al 
liance. 

"This conference is to cre- 
ate awareness and education 
of Coming Out Day and its 
sponsors," Siefers said. 

The keynote address, titled 
"Why ending discrimination 
based on gender identity mat- 
ters to all of us," will he pre 
sented by Christine Robinson, 
doctoral candidate in sociology 
at the University of Kansas 

Siefers said the conference 
is open to students of all sexu- 
al orientations. 

"We don't have just gays 
and lesbians registering. Wc 
have straight people registering 
as well," Siefers said. "We're 
wanting to increase the quality 
of experience in our communi 
ty, and it benefits the society as 
a whole tu address these is- 
suei," 
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Several workshops will be 
available during the confer- 
ence. One workshop tilled, 
"Coming Out 101," will be pre 
sented by Dan Wilcox from 
University Counseling Scr 
vices. 

"People might become de- 
pressed, not because of who 
(hey are, but because of how 
people treat them,' Dorinda 
Lambert, associate director of 
Counseling Services, said. 
"People might need help or 
support because of how they 
are treated, and it's important 
for them to realize there are a 
lot of resources on campus 
that can help them to provide 
support" 

According to the Weh site, a 
traveling exhibit, "Love Makes 
a Family,' <ilso will be at the 
conference 

This exhibit features 40 
families with gay, lesbian, bi- 
sexual and transgender mem- 
bers The exhibit consists of 
photos with interviews from 
each family member 

QSA will be sponsoring oth- 
er events throughout the week 
in addition to the conference 
to provide information and in- 
crease awareness, Siefers said. 

One example is a door in 
the Union Plaza people can 
open and walk through to 
symbolize "coming out of the 
closet," making public their 
same -sex preferences. 

Tlie door will be on campus 
this week, Siefers said 

"It's a visual of the Coming 
Out Day," she said. "The idea 
of the conference is to en- 
hance the lives of people by 
educating and creating aware- 
nett."

Movl* r«vlfW Sy SI Ounan 



Producers always Kave trouble letting go of 

a franchise thai makes muncy, but the con- 

glomeratiun of people who put together "Red 

Dragon" have been vindicated by an excellent 

film 

1 1 isn't often an Academy Award -winning 
film makes it to number three. That's because 
by the third flim the idea hai; been played 
out, and things get boring and ridiculous No 
longer is the film even disguised as art by the 
third time. It is simply a means of cashing in 
on a profitable name. 
Anyone who saw "Hannibal" had no rea- 
son to believe "Red Dragon" would be any 
diHerent. 

Hut "Ked Dragon" successfully re- 
visits the first Thomas Harris novel in the 
series to give the audience a prequel to 
the genre-defining thriller "Silence of the 
Lambs" 

Special agent Will Graham (Ed- 
ward Norton, "Fight Club") was 
wounded in the process of capturing 
Hannibal Lecter and retires to spend 
time with his family The f*BI pays the 
agent a visit after two families have 
been brutally murdered in two differ 
ent cities, and they want his expert 
opinions about the killer 

The catch is, they want him to get 
together with former teammate, 
forensic psychologist and convicted 
cannibal, Hannibal Lecter, to help 
find the murderer 

The tension between Norton and 

Hopkins is not nearly as intriguing as the 

pairing of Jodi Poster and Hopkins But "Red 

Dragon" creates the most fleshed out, interesting 

character in the series besides Lecter himself in 

Kulph t-iennes' abtised serial killer. 

I'iennes playi Francis Dolarhyde, a man who has 

been turned into a monster and has taken the name 

and image of the Red Dragon His on screen transfer 

mation is realticed beautifully through Piennes' acting 

ability and the writing of Thomas Harris with Ted Tally. 

It should be noted that "Manhunter," the original 

1 986 venion of the movie, was no dud either. 

"Red Dragon" isn't a remake of a bad movie It's a 
different version of the same book, but both movies are 
excellent. 

I^oducer Dino DeLorentis, who also produced "Hanni- 
bal" and "Manhunter," barely convinced Anthony Hopkins 
to revive his role of Hannibal Lecter, and it's a good thing 
he did 

Hopkins creates a caged animal in fleeter that is still in- 
sanely obsessed with revenge and makes mistakes but is still 
much scarier than the Lecter of "Hannibal " Together with a 
cast of literally some of the best talent in Hollywood, he 
makes the niuvic work. 

Where "Hannibal" was a joke and almost a parody of it- 
self that shamelessly relied on gore, "Red I>ragon" is a 
psychologically intense thriller that relies on relationships 
and character development to move the movie forward

Hollywood and Hong Kong speak different 
languages, and they never seem to understand 
each other completely 

A perfect example of this is the way Jackie 
Chan never seems to get a clear leading role in 
an American film, "The T^edo" finds the mar- 
tial arts comedian in his most asinine pairing 
yet. 

Chan plays jimmy Tong, a cab driver who is 
socially inept but professionally precise. He is 
too shy and verbally clumsy to get the atten- 
tion of the woman with whom he is infatuated, 
but his amazing ability to weave in and out of 
trafHc at high speeds gets him a job chauOeur- 
ing the charming millionaire industrialist Clark 
Devlin 

One income isn't enough for Devlin. He al- 
so works part time as a secret agent using a ro- 
botic Armani tuxedo to battle the evil trnttled- 
water tycoon Diedrich Banning. Banning plans 
on contaminating the world's freshwater sup- 
ply with a chemical agent that fatally dehy- 
drates anyone who drinks it tu boost his cum 
pany's sales. 

If that's not stupid enough, Banning has de- 
veloped an army of water striders to deliver 
the chemical across the globe. Is there any or- 
ganism you could enlist in your quest for 
world domination that's lamer than water 
striders? Why not use something cool, like Sea 
Monkeys or orangutans with wet suits? 

A car bomb leaves Devlin comatose, and 
Tong does the one thing his employer told him 
not to do. He tries on the tuxedo and gains the 
suit's secret powers. 

Posing as Devlin, Tong teams up with sexy 
secret agent Del Blaine (Jennifer Love Hewitt) 
Blaine's job is to collect intelligence, yet she 
donn't even consider why a Chinese man with 
broken English goes by the name of Clark 

Blaine isn't just a dense character - the en- 
tire movie is void of common sense. Casting 
Hewitt alongside Chan was a bad move. She 
doesn't have the comedic skill of Chan's for- 
mer partners Chris TUcker or Owen Wilson. 

A 48 year old martial arts star and a 23- 
year-old sexpot make for an extremely odd 
couple, but the two never develop any energy 
in tandem. Director Kevin Donovan focuses 
on a far more interesting pair with several 
close-ups of Hewitt's chest 

Chan's physical abilities are wasted. Chan is 
known for doing his own stunts, but several of 
the action sequences of "The TUxcdo" are ob- 
viously computer generated. They look silly 
and are a big disappointment 

Chan, however, still finds a way to exhibit 
his ability to use his body to create both action 
and comedy - often at the same time With 
the suit supposedly providing Chan's character 
with his ass-kicking power, his facial expres- 
sions during ihe Kung Fu scenes reveal an 
everyday man who's just along lor the ride 

Chan keeps his character separated from 
the powers of the tuxedo, but he should have 
kept his distance from this waste of celluloid

because they have found nu- 
merous birds," Hansen said. 

No human cases of West 
Nile have been recorded in 
Kansas, Hansen said, but this 
does not keep the public from 
worrying. 

"Physicians, members of the 
public, clinics call. Mostly what 
we try to do is educate them," 
Hansen said "Part of the rea 
son it's gotten a lot of press is 
because it's a new disease on 
this continent" 

Virus hits home 

A Sunset Zoo curator 
recorded last month one of the 
fint North American emus to 
die of West Nile virus. 

"We're almost certain that it 
did die of West Nile virus," 
Ryan Gulker, general curator 
for Suruet Zoo, said. 

He said postmortem tests in- 
dicate the zoo's emu died of 
West Nile virus, but the public 
should not be alarmed. 

Gulker looked after the fe- 
male bird when zoo o^icials 
Tint found it was ill in early 
September The emu displayed 
West Nile symptoms when she 
became disoriented, lost control 
of her motor skills and stag 
gered, he said. Dr. Adrian Mut 
low, Sunset veterinarian, saw 
the bird's health deteriorate 
during the course of a few days. 

"That particular emu was 
looking a little bit wobbly," 
Mutlow said "By lunchtime, 
she was very wobbly In a mat 
ter of a few days, she couldn't 
even stand up She couldn't get 
her balance." 

Mutlow said caretakers 
placed the emu in a crate to 
prevent injury, and they began 
treatment for possible diseases. 
They provided supportive care 
and antibiotics, and they con- 
sidered the possibility of bacter- 
ial meningitis 

"West Nile was definitely on 
the cards," Mutlow said, "but at 



West Nik information 
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the time, all that we could say 
was that it was a neurological 
disease." 

As the bird's condition wors- 
ened, it was transported to 
K- Slate Veterinary Diagnostic 
Laboratory for more intensive 
care and placed in a sling, Mut 
low said 

"It wasn't long after that the 
bird actually died," Mutlow 
said 

Before the bird died, a blood 
test had been run, and a mouth 
swab tested for West Nile, Mut- 
low said Zoo ofTicials said the 
initial test came back negative 

But after testing brain tissue, 
Vet- Med researchers deter- 
mined the cause of death was 
most likely West Nile 

Gulker said the test is "high- 
ly accurate" but not validated. 

"It means it's not scientifi- 
cally proven over and over 
again," Gulker said. 

Official result.^ will be avail 
able after Cornell University 
conducts and verifies tests for 
West Nile Cornell is the na 
lion's only research center that 
can positively identify West 
Nile, Gulker said Cornell re- 
searchers were not available for 
comment. 

Taking action 

Since the first West Nile out- 
break struck North America in 
1999, media attention has pres- 
sured zou officials to respond 
actively An equine vaccination 
can be injected into birds, but 
no evidence exisU that the vac- 
cination defends against the 
virus in birds 

To vaccinate a bird, Gulker 
said 200 personnel must chase 
and catch it - a difficult 
process, which can create a 
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dangerous, stressful environ 
ment for the bird and catcher. 
Additionally, the risk of injury 
to the animal exists. One or 
two more injections would be 
necessary after the Grsl 

"Animals have their territo 
ry," Gulker said. "If you are 
chasing them around it, they 
get very stressed. That's some- 
thing we like to minimize, be- 
cause of what can happen 
when you are doing that. We 
fell that the benefit of catching 
all the animals didn't outweigh 
the negative aspects" 

Though Gulker said mone- 
tary costs did not factor into 
the decision to withhold vacci- 
nations, the decision of which 
birds, if any, to consider for 
vaccination did influence the 
outcome. Sunset Zoo is home 
to 80 birds of 30 species, Gulk- 
er said. 

He said the vaccination was 
rejected a few months ago, par 
lially because there was no 
proof of its efficacy. 

Gulker said some zoo offi- 
cials may have decided to inoc- 
ulate their birds as an attempt 
to address media pressure, He 
said Sunset will continue to 
take the same actions it had be- 
fore West Nile was detected 

"We were taking precautions 
initially." Gulker said. "The 
biggest thing was to make sure 
we didn't have any stagnant 
water by running or changing it 
daily. 'Htat's the biggest thing 
anyone can do" 

Gulker said geographical lo- 
cation can make an environ- 
ment more susceptible to mos 
quitoes. which can be vectors 
of West Nile. When flamingos 
became increasingly infected by 
West Nile, zoo officials along 
the East Coast, including Flori 
da, began to use the vaccine 
more frequently, he said. 

Remember the basics, Gulk- 
er advises the public Spray in- 
sect repellent containing DKET, 
wear long clothing in the out 
doors and eliminate sta^ant 



water, which can be found any- 
where and can be host to virus- 
infected mosquitoes. 

"There's probably more stag- 
nant water at the university 
than the zoo." Gulker said. 

Across the nation 

Meanwhile, researchers and 
veterinarians from the Ameri- 
can Zoo and Aquarium Associ- 
ation continue to network re- 
sources in search of a proven 
West Nile vaccine. They plan to 
meet this week in Milwaukee to 
difCWf developments and make 
recomme ndati ons 

Dr Dominic Tra\is, a veteri- 
nary epidemiologist at Lincoln 
Park Zoo in Chicago and co- 
coordinator of the AZA West 
Nile Surveillance Plan, said the 
option to vaccinate is volun- 
tary, and the AZA has no poli- 
cy on the equine vaccination. 

AZA member institutions 
can send animals to Cornell 
University to test for West Nile. 
Travis said. Any day now, vet- 
erinarians at Sunset Zoo will 
receive official results regarding 
the emu's death from Cornell 

Nonetheless, Hansen re- 
minded fCansans that the 
amount of people who will 
come into contact with the 
virus is slim. She suggested they 
avoid going outside at dusk and 
dawn, especially on rainy days. 

"It's preventable, though 
older people are more vulnera- 
ble. Are you going to get rid of 
all the mosquitoes and all the 
birds in Kansas? No I don't 
think you want to do that, nor 
is it realistic," Hansen said 

"West Nile virus in humans 
isn't very common. If you read 
the news, you'd think that hun- 
dreds of thousands of people 
were dying" 

As of Friday, 146 Americans 
had died as a result of West 
Nile, and 2,703 had been infect- 
ed, according to the latest avail- 
able data from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
tion.

KANSAS 1 12 states have no 
confirmed human West Nile cases

Kantaa is among 12 states 
that have not confirmed any 
human West Nile cases, ac- 
cording to the press release, 

A Colorado man who 
worked in Hamilton County, 
Kan., contracted West Nile 
virus in late September, but 
whether he was infected in 
Kansas or Colorado could not 
be verified, according to a 
press release by the Kansas 
Department of Health and 
Envirorunent 

Sharon Watson, public in- 
formation director for the 
Kansas Department of Health 
and Environment, said that as 
of Thursday, 97 of Kansas' 
105 counties have produced 
at least one case of West Nile 
in mosquito pools, birds, hors- 
es or mules ~ but none in hu- 
mans 

"We expect that West Nile 
virus wilt be in every county, 
by some point - by the end of 
this year, or next year. We 
don't know for sure," Watson 
said. 

She said with the coming 
of winter, the number of cases 
reported would likely de- 
crease. 

"Once we get our first hard 
freeze, which we would ex- 
pect in October, we will sec 
the mosquitoes die off or hi- 
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be mate throughout winter," 
Watson said. ''Those mosqui' 
toes that survive the wintet 
and resurface in the spring 
will cause the virus to become 
a problem again." 

According to the CDC, 
West Nile can be transmitted 
only through the bite of an in- 
fected mosquito. 

"As long as we have mos- 
quitoes and people going out" 
side and getting mosquito 
bites, then yes, we're going td 
have people getting West 
Nile"

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Businesses upgrade to 
newer, more efficient 
drug-testing method 



New technology 
allows for easier 
I processing, quicker 
retrieval of results

Businesses all over the 
country have turned to body- 
fluid analysis to test potential 
employees for illegal drug use, 
and the process is becoming 
easier and cheaper than ever. 

Wanda Coleman, assistant 
manager of Dillons West, said 
her store no longer uses tradi- 
tional urine testing. Instead, 
she said, they test the saliva of 
job applicants. 

Coleman said she has to en- 
sure the person being tested 
hasn't had a mint or any other 
candy in their mouth within 10 
minutes of the teat. 

"It's Icind of lilce a tooth- 
brush. You sticlc it in their 
mouth for two minutes, and it 
gathers saliva," she said 

Aaron Smith, senior in digi- 
tal art, said he thinks illegal 
drug screening is necessary for 
employers He has undergone 
several illegal drug screenings 
for employment purposes 

Employers may encounter 
problems. Smith said, if their 
employees call in sick or don't 
come to work because of ille- 
gal drug use. He said he would 
always be willing to cooperate 
with employers when it comes 
to drug screening. 

Coleman said Dillons ad- 
minister illegal drug screening 
hvcausc of corporate policy. 
After the specimen is collected, 
she said, the store then sends 
it in for testing and receives re- 
sults back within four days. 

This is an improvement 
over the traditional urine test 
ing the store used to do, she 
said. 

Most companies that ana 
lyze these samples are located 
on the cast coast, she said. The 
company the store uses for the 
saliva tests is located in 
Kansas. 

Dillons has been adminis- 
tering the saliva test for the 
last 18 months, she said. 



All potential employees 
take the test before they can 
be hired. However, hired em- 
ployees undergo additional 
testing only if they are in- 
volved in an on-the-job acci- 
dent. 

"I think it's a good thing to 
use drug testing," Coleman 
said. 

"We are big on safety - you 
don't want someone to be 
smoking pot and then coming 
to work and being clumsy." 

Randy Wilkinson, human 
relations specialist at Sears in 
Manhattan Town Center, said 
Sears also uses illegal drug 
screening as a part of the hir- 
ing process. 

lite store uses a new local 
company that offers results in- 
stantaneously, compared to the 
twO'week wait with other 
companies, 

Wilkinson describes the 
new lest as similar to a preg- 
nancy test Once the specimen 
is taken, the test administra- 
tors stick an indicator into the 
urine to see if there are traces 
of THC in the sample. 

Sears employees are tested 
before they are hired or in case 
of an accident or suspicion of 
drug use. 

'There is actually a correla- 
tion between drugs and theft," 
Wilkinson said 

The screening is adminis- 
tered within 24 hours of an 
employee's hiring, he said. 
This helps cut down on the 
possibility of someone circum- 
venting the lest if they have 
been using controlled sub- 
stances. 

The test is given in a secure 
environment, he said If some- 
one does test positive on the 
initial screening, the specimen 
is sent in for an actual analy 
sis. In these cases, a medical 
examiner will call the individ 
ual to see if he or she is taking 
any prescription drugs that 
may have shown up on the 
test. 

The same course of action 
is used with the saliva testing. 
Coleman »aid the medical ex 
aminer investigates any posi- 
tive result before notifying the 
Dillons store of any problems 
with the testing 

"We don't want to accuse 
someone of being a drug user 
if they aren't," she said

Bush says Iraq could be plotting attacks on United States

CINCINNATI - President 
Bush, seeking support for war 
against Iraq, called Saddam 
Hussein a "murderous tyrant" 
Monday night and said Hus- 
sein might be plotting to attack 
the United Slates with biologi- 
cal and chemical weapons. 

Saddam and his "nuclear 
holy warriors" arc also build- 
ing a nuclear weapons pro- 
gram and could have a nuclear 
weapon in less than a year, 
Bush said in prime-lime ad- 
dress 

"If we allow that to happen, 
a terrible line would be 
crossed," the president told 
civic group leaders at the 
Cincinnati Museum Center 
"Saddam Hussein would be in 
a position to blackmail anyone 
who opposes his aggression." 

"1 am not willing to stake 
one American life on trusting 
Saddam Hussein," Bu.;h said. 

His address opened a week 
of debate in Congress over res- 
olutions giving the president 
authority to wage war against 
Iraq. The House and Senate 
planned voles for Thursday, 
II ' the Bush-backed resolu- 
va* expected to pass hy 
'narpiis. 

Siill, doubts lingered at 



home and abroad about Bitsh's 
plant. 

Even as he spoke, new polls 
revealed lingering unease 
among voters about going to 
war, particularly if casualties 
were high or fighting distracted 
attention from America's sag- 
ging economy. Democrats criti- 
cized Bush's insistence upon 
confronting Iraq alone if the 
United Nations failed to act. 

Bush hopes an overwhelm- 
ing vote in Congress will per- 
suade reluctant allies in the 
United Nations to adopt a 
tough new resolution forcing 
Saddam to disarm - by force, 
if necessary. 

The president said U.S. in- 
telligence shows Iraq to be 
building manned and un- 
manned aerial vehicles that 
could be used to target the 
United Stales with chemical or 
biological weapons 

He said Iraq had trained 
members of Osama bin 
Laden's al-Qaeda terrorist 
group, and that a "very senior 
al Qacda leader" has received 
medical treatment in Baghdad 

On the anniversary of the 
first US airstrikes in 
Afghanistan, Bush tried to ex- 
plain why Iraq should be the 
next front in the war on terror 
He hoped to dispel doubts of 
domestic critics and to per 
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suade other nations to support 
a U.N. resolution ordering Iraq 
to submit to tough new 
weapons inspections. 

Advisers said the biggest 
questions Bush hoped to an- 
swer were: Why now? Why 
Iraq? 

"While there are many dan 
gers in the world, the threat 
fa'om Iraq stands alone because 
it gathers the most serious 
dangers of our age in one 
place," Bush said "Iraq's 
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weapons of mass destruction 
are controlled by a murderous 
tyrant, who has already used 
chemical weapons to iiill thou- 
sand of people." 

The address was loaded 
with political implications, 
coming four weeks before the 
Nov 5 congressional elections 
that will determine control of 
the House and Senate

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Fighting For Rights 

Laws against same-sex marriage deprive some of basic civil liberties

"Here comes the bride, here come!) the other bride?" 

Same-sex marriafte in the United Stales isn't about the 
right to choose a certain lifestyle It is about Mffering the 
same rights and civil liberties to all citizens without discrim- 
ination. It is nut about "gay marnage," because under cur- 
rent law, homosexual people can marry. They just have to 
marry someone of the opposite sex 

The issue at hand is whether the government should be 
able to plate limitalions on who can marry whom. Until the 
Supreme Court ruled otherwise in 1967 some stale laws made it illegal 
for people to marry outside their race. Thankfully, justice prevailed, and 
today people are free to marry regardletts of race. Will the same justice 
someday be given to same-sex couples? 

CiUTcntly, only one state acknowledges same sex marriage as legiti- 
mate. In Vermont, same sex couples can marry, but if they reside else- 
where, that state's government will not recognize the marriage. 

According to www.gay-cml-unionscom. Kansas legislators declared in 
1996 that "a marriage contract is a civil contract between two parties 
who are of opposite sex, and that ail other marriages are contrary to 
public policy and void It is strong public policy only to recog 
nize as valid marriages from other states those that are be 
tween a man and a woman" 

This issue is not entirety under state jurisdiction The 
Defense o( Marriage Act, signed into law in 1996 by 
President Clinton, stipulated that while the states 
could decide for themselves what they recognize as 
marriage, the federal government would only 
recognize marriages between opposite-sex cou- 
plet. 

Why ii it so important to be able to legally 
achieve ball -and -chain itatus instead of simply 
being lifetime partners? A legally recognized mar- 
riage includes certain benefits, which any two 
people wishing to share their life together need. 

The ability to make medical deciiions on behalf 
of a partner, property rights, foint adoption, immu- 
nity from tesil tying, insurance benefits and domestic 
violence protection are some of the rights married cou- 
ples share. 

On the federal level, visitation of a partner in a hospi 
tal or prison, immigration and Social Security survivor 
benefits are exampfcs of the partner privileges same-sex 
couples are being deprived of 

Addltiontlly, the US Supreme Court declared murriBgc to 
bt "of fundamental importance to ail individuals " when ruling on 
Zablockl v. Redhail in 1978. The court described marriage as "one 
of the basic civil rights of man" and "the most important relation In 
lite " The court alio added that "the right to marry is part of the fun- 
damental 'right to privacy" in the U.S. Constitution. 

According to wwui.cemui.gov, there are 601,209 households with 
lame-ioi partners in the United States - 3,973 of them in Kansas. That 
mearu 1,202,4 IS people are unable to exercise their "bask civil rights" 
by having the "most important relation in life" guaranteed to them u 



U.S. citizens under the "right to privacy" in the US Constitu- 
tion.

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Professor explains benefits of schools 
receiving Spanish lessons via satellite

Many rural schools across 
the country lack in providing 
a forei)^ language education 

Spanish via Satellite, start 
ed at K- State in l9R<i, gives 
students whose schools are 
not equipped to teach a for 
eign language the opportunity 
to learn Spanish. 

Charles Thorpe, SVS course 
instructor, «xplained how the 
program works and the effects 
it has had on rural schools and 
students as part of the Vernon 
Larson International Lun 
cheon series Monday at the 
Ramada Inn Ballroom. 

"Our main goal has been to 
untie the tongues and open the 
eyes to those who want to get 
to know their fellow human 
beings," he said 

Thorpe said many students 
can receive a foreign language 
education, but underfunded 
rural schools are left out in the 
cold. 

"We want those under 
served schools to know they 
haven't been forgotten," he 
said. 

SVS teaches Spanish I and 
Spanish 11 courses twice a 
week. The broadcasts are pro- 
duced at the Educational Com 
munications Center in Bob 
Dole flail. 

Courses cover the vocabu 
lary, language structure. 
cultural practices, products, 
history and geography of 
Spanish-speaking countries,

The summer of 1984 was 
the flrst year of the SVS pilot 
program and involved Hvc 
schools. 

This year, the program 
serves about 90 schools, Thor- 
pe said. 

The program hit its peak in 
19*)6, but 'fhorpe said students 
still are engaged in foreign 
studies. 

"We are not ready to go out 
of business," he said. "We arc

The program, now in its 
14th year, can be received 
through www.ksuedu/ecc/sm 
or the university house chan- 
nel on the Dish Network. 

Thorpe said he believes it's 
more important than ever to 
receive a foreign language edu- 
cation. 

"We have had a false sense 
of security at home and 
abroad 11ierc is this 
attitude that you're in America 
now, so you speak English, 
and we have assumed that 
everyone else can speak Eng 



lish," he said. 

"We need to learn about 
each other and be able to talk 
to each other." 

Thorpe said his life has 
been richly blessed by the peo- 
ple who have passed through 
the program. 

"You win some You lose 
some But at the same time, 
you get both," he said. 

"My deepest wish is that 
they might have some thought 
about the power of language, 
(he cultural lessons and the 
commonality of all human be 
ings" 

Thorpe, who is fr()m Wichi- 
ta, previously taught German 
and Spanish in public and pri- 
vate schools 

Mel Cbastain, educational 
communications center direc 
tor, said Thorpe's primary in- 
terest always ha.s been the stu- 
dents, even while he was 
trying to learn the new tech- 
nology of the program.

Hamas vows revenge; U.S. steps up criticism 
after 14 Palestinians killed, 110 wounded

The Islamic militant group 
Hamas threatened new at- 
tacks Monday after Israel 
fired a missile into a crowded 
Gaza street and killed 1 1 
Palestinians The United 
Stales said it was "deeply 
troubled" hy the raid in which 
three other Palestinians died 
and 110 were wounded. 

Israeli said its troops were 
searching for llamas militants 
when they raided Khan You- 
nis with 40 tanks backed by 
helicopters shortly after mid 
night Monday Most of the 
dead fell victim to a missile 
fired into a crowd. Hie Pales- 
tinians said they were civil- 
ians Israel said most were 
fighters killed in battle 

"Everyone should know 
that as our people were not 
safe in Khan Younis, so Is 
raelis will nol be safe in Tel 
Aviv," said Abdet A/iz Hantisi, 
a Hamas leader "We will 
strike everywhere" 

In Wash j onto n. State De 
partment spokesman Richard 
Boucher couched U.S. criti 
cism of the operation with a 
restatement of American sup 
port for Israel's right to self 
defense. 

[avier Sotana, the Euro- 
pean Union's visiting foreign 
policy chief, said he was 
shocked by the number of ca- 
sualties. "I think that it is 
even mure dramatic because 
of the efforts that the Pales- 
tinian people were making in 
order to get out of (he way of 
violence in recent weeks," he 
said. 

Israel's deputy defense 
minister, Weizman Shiri, re 
gretted the loss of civilian life 



"But what can we do?" he 
said. "It's war" 

The four-hour raid was the 
deadliest against the Pales- 
tinians in three months and 
besides the dead, 25 of the in 
jured were in critical condi- 
tion, doctors said. 

Most suffered shrapnel 
wounds in the head, chest 
and abdomen The dead 
ranged in age from 14 to 52 

The Israeli miUtary said 
Khan Younis is a stronghold 
of the Islamic militant group 
llamas, which has killed hun 
dreds of Israeli civilians in 
suicide bombings It said dur 
ing the raid, troops arrested a 
wanted man carrying a home- 
made explosive device. 

But there was no indica- 
tion of a specilic target, as in 
previous strikes against want- 
ed militants that also claimed 
civilian casualties 

As the raid began, the mil 
itary said soldiers exchanged 
fire with armed Palestinians, 
killing two. 

Doctors said a 45 year old 
woman also died The missile 
was fired in a densely popu- 
lated neighborhood as the Is- 
raelis were pulling out. 

Brig Gen Yisrael Ziv. the 
army commander in the area, 
said troops met heavy resis- 
tance from Palestinian gun- 
men, and many armed men 
gathered in the streets as the 
Israelis withdrew 

Palestinian witnesses gave 
a different account. 

Wissam Abdeen, who was 
hit by shrapnel in the arm, 
said that us troops withdrew, 
residents emerged from 
homes to inspect the damage, 
and there were no gunmen in 
the crowd. Another witness, 
Walid Sabah, whose 17 -year- 



old son Abdullah was killed 
by the missile, said there were 
armed men in the street but 
Ihey were not shooting. 

Abdeen said as troops 
withdrew, he heard heli- 
copters. "A big explosion lift- 
ed me and blew me 30 feel 
away," he said. 

Ziv said the battle was 
filmed from a pilotless plane; 
the army has not responded 
to an Associated Press re- 
quest to see the footage Ziv 
said none of the dead Pales- 
tinians were on Israel's want- 
ed list 

Most of the dead and 
wounded - including cbil 
dren as young as 9 - were 
taken to the city's Nasser 
Hospital. 

There, as more than 5 DO 
people gathered outside near 
the morgue, shots from Israeli 
machine guns and assault ri 
fles hit the courtyard 

Ziv said the shooting by 
Israeli forces was prompted 
by mortar fire from a nearby 
position, at the hospital, two 
explosions were heard before 
shooting began 

Last month, Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat appealed 
for an end to attacks against 
Israeli civilians But a few 
days later Islamic militants 
staged a pair of suicide bomb- 
ings that killed seven Israelis, 
prompting a 10 day Israeli 
siege of Arafat's West Bank 
headquarters 

Israel withdrew from the 
devastated Rainallah com- 
pound under US and United 
Nations pressure last week, 
and there have since been 
signs of a fledgling Palestinian 
campaign to move to a strate- 
gy of nonviolent resistance to 
Israel's occupation

|am music is part of a national 
trend that has been brought into the 
pop mainstream by artists such as the 
Dave Matthews Hand, but its roots go 
deeper than the fiddle solu of "Ants 
Marching" The Jammy Awards 

recognize jam musicians across the na- 
tion, and the Uonnarcx) jam music fes 
tival drew more than 70,000 people to 
a 500 acre farm in Manchester, Tenn., 
in June 

The music has intested college cam- 
puses across the country, and K-State 
IS no exception 

Mother Kali is an Indian -influenced 
Jam band that consists of five mem- 
bers, three of whom play percussive in- 
strumenls. 

The band has o repertoire of struc 
tured songs, but the musicians still rely 
heavily on jam sessions to realize a 
creative goal 

"It gives you so much freedom to 
play," Pinley said "We have several 
structured songs, but normally we just 
cut loose I'd have to say that most of 
our shows are improvised 

We like to have a good time, to 
changing it up all the time creates o 
special connection between us and the 
audience, and that makes it all very in- 
teresting" 



Scholar, while not a jam band, is in- 
fluenced by jam music in its style The 
band plays a more straightforward pop 
that owes more to the style of Dave 
Matthews Tom CToolc, guitarist for 
Scholar, said much of what they do is 
based on audience response 

lamming creates spontaneity The 
audience is often on its toes anticipat- 
ing what will happen next, and that 
makes it intriguing. OToole said 

"It's an artistic outlet for us," 
OToole said. "And with having such a 
busy schedule anymore, it gives you an 
opportunity to let go, It's a big release 
for everyone But it's especially a very 
rewarding experience for Ihe audi 
ence." 

Other bands in Manhattan owe a 
nod to jam music Special Guest is 
known for jamming nearly a full hour 
with no vocals. Loco Machecn, Pin 
ley's other band, melds many musical 
influences to create one melting pot of 
sound 

The free- form impromptu perfor 
mances these bands use have a long 
history that can be traced back to jazz 
musicians. 

The Grateful Dead, formed in the 
early 1960s, was well versed in jastz. 
blues, countiy and rock 'n' roll, and of- 
ten experimented with improvisation. 
The Dead gained a following based on 
its entertaining and original concerts 
They created a spontaneous sound that 
caught on, and they continued to tour 
for decades. 

Past forward two decades to a 
group called Phish. After catching on 
as a Grateful Dead inspired jam bund, 
a new generation was exposed to songs 
longer than five minutes. 

With a similar sound, they had 
broad influences, including Ihe Dead, 
as well as artists like Prank Zappa and 
ZZTbp 

Some of the other more modem 
popular bands that fall into the same 
jam band category are Widespread 
Panic and Rusted Root. The style has 
permeated mainstream pop through 
artists such as Ben Harper, Tim 
Reynolds and Gov't Mule. 

No matter how broad a background 
members of a band may have, they all 
tend to meld together However, most 
jam band bands will name the Grateful 
Dead as one of their largest influences 
on their love for jamming, Hutch ens 
said. 
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■■[ know that for me, it's The Grate- 
ful Dead, Moe , and Rusted Root. And 
1 know our lead singer (Shiva Kumarl 
is really moved by Dead Can [>ance 
But one thing that is similar to each 
one is that there Is so much texture in- 
volved with the music" 

Por Mother Kali, jamming normally 
starts when a percussionist picks the 
beat, rhcn musicians adds their own 
sounds for a loosely structured song, 
Pinley said 

Some musicians not only like the 
loose structure and the creativity that 
comes from jamming, but they find it 
mure comfortable, Hutchens said 

"Personally, it's more relaxing as a 
stage presence," Hutchens said. 

"When you cover a song, you think 



about it the whole lime And then you 
start to worry about it over and over. 
You think, 'I have to play this chord 
here and keep the beat just right there' 

"But when you jam, you just don't 
worry as much Most times, if you 
make a tiny mistake, people won't no- 
tice, so you can just concentrate on 
whatever you want. You can cut loose 
and zone out, and just let the music 
come. 

"II seems like there are a lot of 
bands that are testosterone -filled and 
like to come out and shout about how 
they're going to kick everyone's butt," 
he said "On the other hand, there's us 
We like to have fun and let the miuic 
speak for itself." 

1'he musicians agree that both the 
band as well as Ihe audience benefit 
from jamming, OToole said. 

"I know for me, I've written all of 
my music from jamming," he said. 
"Someone will come up with a riff or a 
beat, and I'll remember that when 1 
write music" 

The bands appreciate the loyalty of 
jam music fans, OToole said. 

"It's great thai people come out and 
watch us, loo. 1 think people are start- 
ing to find out that the music scene, 
and not just jam band wise, in Man- 
hattan is growing, and we love the 
support "

TOPEKA - A giant crane 
placed a statue u[ a Katisia Indi 
an atop (he slate Capitol on 
Monday, only to lake it down 
several hours later because of a 
problem with boll^ holding it in 
place. 

The placement of "Ad Astra" 
on a tower on the dome was 
supposed to end decades uf de- 
lays, artistic disputes and bud- 
get wrangling Hundreds of 
people watched Monday after 
noon as the crane hoisted it 
over the dome, then lowered it 
gendy into place. 

Workers then started tight 
ening 17 bolls that connected a 
plate at the base of the statue 
into another plate at the tup of 
the dome's lower Bui five of 
the bolts wouldn't tighten 
enough, according to Ben Bau - 
man. spokesman for the state 
Department of Administration 

"This is a pretty big cngi 
neering project." Bauman said 
"Not everything goes together 
as planned." 

Set to replace a single, large 
lightbulb atop the Capitol, the 
statue weighs about 3 tons and 
stands some 20 feet tall. Bau- 
man said stale engineers had 
told state ofTicials that there 
might be a hitch when il was 
lowered into place 

Aiter the statue returned to 
the ground, the bolts were to 
be removed from the base, the 
holes in the base rethresded, 
amd the bolts put back in place. 

Bauman said workers hoped 
to hoist the statue back atop 
the Capitol sometime T\iesday 
morning 

"I don't think there's any 
embarrassment about this." 
Bauman told reporters. "Ttiere 
was always a chance they were 
going to have to bring it down " 

Other officials, however, 
saw the return of "Ad Astra" to 
the ground, after the cclebrato 
ry raising Mcmday afternoon, 



a> a major embarrassment. 

"It's a PR. disaster, as far as 
I'm concerned," said Senate 
Minority Leader Anthony 
Henstey. D-Topeka, a critic of 
the project "Everyone was as- 
sured it was going to be done 
right the first time" 

In recent months, Gov. Bill 
Graves, an ardent "Ad Astra" 
supporter, ignored critics who 
said the state shouldn't spend 
money on the project because 
o( the state's Tinancial prob- 
lems 

Initiated 14 years ago, the 
project's cost eventually 
reached $1.6 million, including 
work on the dome and a new 
plaxa on the Capitol grounds 

Private donations are en 
pcctcd to pay for at least $1.5 
million uf the costs, thanks in 
part to $500,000 in anonymous 
contributions announced by 
Graves and the Topcka Com 
munity Foundation on Friday 

But criticism surfaced again 
Monday nighl, as a crowd of 
about 70 people gathered to 
waich the work on the statue 

LaTonia Wright, a Washburn 
University social work student, 
said she was upset with the 
idea of the state proceeding. 
She said money spent on the 
statue, whether state funds or 
private donations, could be bet- 
ter used to help needy families 

As for the statue's return to 
the ground, she said "Oh yes, 
it's an embarrassment. Is that 
more money''" 

Bauman said he thought a 
second raising of the statue 
won't change the cost of the 
project much Me said the 
crane was to remain at the 
Capitol tfirough the end of the 
week, to remove scaffolding 
around the dome tower 

"1 don't think it's probably 
going to amount to much," 
Bauman said 

The statue, by Salina sculp- 
tor Richard Bergen, depicts a 
loincloth-clad Kansa with his 
bow drawn and arrow aimed at 



Uie north star. Its name comes 
from the state motto, "Ad Astra 
Per Aspera," Latin for, "To the 
Stars Through Difftculties." 

Bergen wim a contest spon- 
sored by the Kansas Arts Com- 
mission in 1988, only to sec the 
project delayed by concerns 
about its cost. 

For two weeks, the sculptor 
and the statue toured the slate, 
in part to raise money to cover 
the cost of its casting at a 
foundry in l^veland, Colo. 
Bergen said he doesn't know 
how much he has raised for I he 
project but was gratified by 
public support in the lowms his 
work visited. 

Bergen, who formerly taught 
art in Salina schcmis, noted that 
his idea for depicting an Indian 
came from children's drawings. 

Graves said his decision to 
go forward was the correct one 
because, "l*rogress doesn't stop 
just because we have some 
rough economic times" In May, 
he vetoed a provision in a bud- 
get bill designed to block the 
project 

Many spectators at the 1 1 
minute lifting and placing of 
the sculpture were enthusiastic 

'"It's really wellpropor 
lioned and well-done," said 
Karen Swanson, a rural 
Shawnee County resident. "It's 
a Kansas thing; it represents 
the stale" 

The dispute over the dome 
predates Bergen's plans by sev- 
eral generations. 

An 1889 plan called for a 
statue of Ceres, the Roman 
gfxldess of agriculture, atop the 
then -unfinished dome. But gen 
erations of legislators and state 
officials balked at the cost and 
the idea of honoring a pagan 
figure said by some to have 
loose morals 

Until a decade ago, a 750- 
watt bulb made do. The state 
then replaced it with a 250 
watt high-pressure sodium 
bulb, which bums brighter and 
saves energy. 
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Bush taking step toward ending 
lockout after port talks break off

to determine the impact of a 
labor dispute that has brought 
shipping trade to a virtual 
halt and is estimated to be 
costing the cctmomy up to $2 
billion a day. 

rhe move came hours after 
contract negotiations between 
workers and management 
collapsed. 

Port operators and manu- 
facturers' groups applauded 
the move, but the longshore 
men accused the administra 
tion of trying to bust the 
union. 

The workers have been 
locked out, without pay, by 



management. In an executive 
order, Bush gave the board of 
inquiry one day to report 
back to him, and he was ex- 
pected to ask the courts to or- 
der a resumption of work for 
80 days 

Though the administraUon 
promised an unbiased exami- 
nation of Ihe lockout. Bush 
appeared to have made up his 
mind that it was hurting na- 
tional security and the econo 
tny 

Senior administration offi- 
cials said it was virtually cer- 
tain Bush will seek Ihe "cool- 
ing-off period " 

"A continuation of this 
lockout, if permitted to con- 
tinue, will imperil the nation- 
al health and safety," Bush 
wrote in his executive order 

"Ordinary Americans are 
being seriously harmed by 
this dispute," Labor Secretary 



Elaine Chao said "Pamlly 
farmers and ranchers are be- 
ing devastated by the shut- 
down. Millions, if not billions 
of dollars of American pro- 
duce, meat and poultry are 
rotting in containers on the 
docks and un idled trucks and 
rail cars" 

The lockout has caused 
layoffs, and could prompt 
more, her department said. 

The department also 
warned the lockout could 
hurt national security, be- 
cause the armed forces and 
defense contractors rely on 
commercial ships that use 
West Coast ports 

The formation of the board 
of inquiry - a step taken only 
rarely by presidents - is re- 
quired under the Taft-Hartley 
Act before the president can 
order management to let the 
workers back in. 



House majority leader supports president; 
Democrats voice concerns about war plans

WASHINGKJN DC - 
hlouse Majority Leader Dick 
Armey, after weeks of fence 
silling, endorsed giving Presi- 
dent Bush the authority to go 
to war against Iraq, while Dc 
mocrstic lawmakers contend- 
ed that launching the war 
without the international 
community's support would 
be 3 mistake. 

Armey said his decision 
Monday came after a review 
of the facts and evidence 
against Saddam Hussein, in 
eluding briefings by adminis 
tration officials about dangers 
posed by Iraq's weapons of 
mass destruction. 
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The Texas Republican, 
who is retiring at Ihe end of 
this session, has in particular 
questioned the propriety of 
Ihe United Slates launching a 
pre eniptive strike against 
Iraq 

"America has never been 
an aggressor nation." he said 

But he said he now be- 
lieves Iraq violated the terms 
of the cease-fire agreed to af 
let the Persian Gulf War a 
decade ago, and "I don't see 
this as pre emplive at all" 

But as Bush prepared to 
give a nationally televised 
speech justify ing the need to 
disarm Iraq and remove Sad- 
dam from power. Democrats 
stepped up criticism of Bush's 
insistence that the United 
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States will take on Iraq alone 
if the United Nations fails to 
take lough action against 
Saddam. 

Sen John Edwards. D- 
N.C., who has stood with 
Bush in advocating action to 
defang Saddam, criticized 
what he called the adminis- 
tration's "gratuitous uniUtcr- 
alism" in a speech Monday to 
the Center for Strategic and 
International Studies 

"We seem determined to 
act alone for the sake of act- 
ing alone, which may be the 
easy way to achieve our 
short-term ends, but will nev- 
er result in hmg-tcrm securi- 
ty," the potential Democratic 
presidential candidate said in 
prepared remarks I

The sniper has shot eight 
people since Wednesday, 
killing six of them. 

Five died in Montgomery 
County within five miles of 
each other, and the sixth died 
on a Washington street The 
latest attack wa.<! in neighbor- 



ing Prince George's County, 
just north of the nation's 
capital 

Police say there have been 
no eyewitnesses and little to 
l^o on. 

Ballistics tests found that 
the bullet which struck the 
boy was identical to those 
which killed some of the oth 
er victims and wounded a 
woman in Virginia, said )oe 
Riehl, an agent with the fed 
eral Bureau of Alcohol, To- 
bacco and Firearms 

All victims wert hit by a 



single shot. 

In Monday's attack, a shot 
was heard and the boy 
slumped over, telling his aunt 
he thought he had been shot. 
Prince George's County Po- 
lice Chief Gerald Wilson said 
Police cars surrounded the 
school, and officers put up 
crime scene tape and 
searched the campus 

Schools in Montgomery 
and Prince George's counties 
initiated a code-blue aleri, 
keeping students inside dur- 
ing recess and lunchtime.

WASHINGTON. DC. - 
President Bush asked a federal 
court Tuesday to reopen West 
Coast ports and impose a 
cease-fire that would end a 
caustic lO-day labor lockout, 
which has cost the fragile econ- 
omy as much as $1 billion a 
day. 

"This dispute between man- 

Sment and labor cannot be 
wed to (urthcr harm the 
economy and force thousands 
of working Americans from 
their jobs," Bush said in a hasli- 
fy arranged announcement out- 
side the Oval Office 

Bush's politically charged 
decision made him the first 
president in a quarter century 
to intervene in a labor dispute 
Mnder the Taft-Hartley Act His 
speech, which was moved up 
15 minutes, coincided with an 
announcement by the dock- 
workers' union agreeing to an 
llth-hour truce proposed by 
Labor Department officials to 
return to work for 30 days un- 
der terms of the expired con- 
tract. 

Shipping companies and ter- 
minal operators had not agreed 
to reopen the docks, however, 
after locking out workers 10 
days ago Tnelr refusal forced 
the Bush administration to seek 
the court's help 

"We needed to reopen the 
ports, and we needed both par- 
ties to agree," said a White 
House officiaJ close to negotia- 
tions, who insisted the timing 
of Bush's announcement was 
not changed to scuttle an 
agreement "We only had one 
nde agreeing."

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Massage therapy helps reduce tension

Record-high stress levels among col- 
lege students could make opportunities 
foi rest, relaxation and reflection more 
elusive than ever. 

A study of K-State students from 
1989 to 2001 showed a 50- percent in- 
crease in the frequency of reports of 
stress- related symptoms, said Pred 
Newton, director of University Coun- 
sehng Services. 

"We've been on a steady climb 
that's starting to peak at this point," he 
said "It's a buildup of many factors." 

Stress buildup can damage the body, 
causing muacic discomfort and pain. 
Massage therapy could be a solution to 
minimizing those symptoms, Austin 
McCabe, junior in elementary educa- 
tion, said. 

McCabe recently started a massage 
therapy business for Haymaker Hall 
residents to gain practice hours for 



Kansas' certification process. Her 15- 
minute Swedish chair massages can 
help hall residents release some ten- 
sion built up from stress 

"Research has shown that massage 
can relieve stress." she said. 

Massage helps improve circulation, 
lymph product drainage, mobility and 
flexibility, McCabe said 

The therapy also helps remove 
metabolic wastes, increase oxygen and 
nutrient flow, and helps stimulate en- 
dorphin release, according to the 
American Massage Therapy Associa- 
tion Web site Massage also helps 
clients (eel more relajted, calm, creative 
and alert, and it reduces mental stress 
and anxiety levels, according to the 
site. 

"It can be really healing for some- 
one in a high stress situation," 
Crimpers massage therapist Ali Acker 
said "Being able to make the body re- 
lax is very bcneflcial It helps you take 
a moment for yourself, which is a big 



thing because a lot of people's lives are 
so busy that they don't take time to re- 
lax" 

But finding time to relax could be 
difficult for busy students About two- 
thirds of students work while attending 
school, responsibilities which are often 
added to the challenges of managing 
relationships, classes and other factors, 
Newton said 

No single factor is responsible for 
increased stress levels, which consis- 
tently have been rising during the last 
13 years, Newton said Some stress 
may be caused by political and societal 
pressures, he said 

'We're in a more complex and 
rapidly changing society, so students 
are feeling some of that pressure," he 
said 

Stress levels haven't suddenly and 
drastically increased, as some media 
hype indicates, Newton said

Faculty Senate passes policy limiting use of night exams

A policy regulating time 
used outside of rcgulariy 
scheduled class for exams was 
passed at Faculty Senate on 
TXtetday afternoon. 

The original proposal 
would have required profes- 
sors to cancel classes to make 
up for the hour used for an 
evening exam or use that class 
time for a review session 

However, a majority of 
senaton said they believed 
the policy was inappropriate 



Aruna Michie, arts and sci- 
ences senator, said if classes 
with evening exams have to 
sacrifice class time to make 
up for those minutes, then 
classes with Geld trips have to 
do the same 

'There are a lot of classes 
that go far over their assigned 
credit hour," Michie said. 
"There are plenty of people 
who arc exceeding their three 
hours" 

Other senators said they 
felt that with a review session 
as the only alternative to can- 
celing class, they were being 



told how to teach 

"It is purview ol faculty to 
decide whether a review ses 
sion is warranted," Elizabeth 
Dodd, arts and sciences sena- 
tor, Slid 

After the amendment, an 
overall policy addressing the 
use of time outside of class 
was passed. The policy per 
mits evening exams to be giv- 
en only in classes with a min- 
imum of 100 students 
Exceptions will be given to 
classes that need special tech- 
nological classrooms only 
available in the evenings 



All time used outside of 
regular class time must be list- 
ed in the line schedule begin- 
ning with the spring 2004 se- 
mester 

Jackie Spears, academic af- 
fairs committee chair, said the 
policy was drafted because of 
faculty and student concerns. 

Faculty are teaching more 
evening classes and they were 
concerned with evening test 
conflicts. Spears said. Stu- 
dents had conflicts with work 
schedules when evening tests 
were not listed in the line 
schedule.

TKe long lines and extra 
hassles of vehicle registratjnn 
for some students and Msnhal 
tan residents will now ease up 
after Riley County and five 
other entities in Kansas have 
decided to offer online car reg- 
istration 

The added convenience, 
said Riley County Treasurer 
Eileen King, will benefit those 
vehicle owners who find it 
hard tu register through mail 
or in person 

"We decided to oHer online 
registration for the the conve- 
nience of people and to cut 
down on our tines on the last 
day of the month," she said. 
"Especially in higger counties, 
at the end of the month it was 
a big problem with long lines, 
so we worked with the state 
and got it going" 

King, along with five other 
county treasurers across the 
state, worked with a company 
specializing in online vehicle 
registratifm to write and devel- 
op the new process 

"It's available statewide, 
and it was one of those things 
that everyone needed to sign 
onto," she said. "I'm not sure 
how many rural counties have 
accepted it yet, but some of it 
depends on how many people 
are computer literate and com- 
fortable about doing financial 
transactions on the Internet.'' 

While the new registration 
process is an added conve- 
nienie for some, others may 
not be able to reap the benefits 
of it being offered online 

"tt is limited because only 
those people who don t have 
to bring in an additional piece 
of paper can do it online," 
King said "Also, people that 
have specialty license plates 
cannot register online." 

In addition, only those car 
owners with participating in 
surance companies are allowed 



to access the online vehicle 
registration, she said 

"You can find out if your in- 
surance company participates 
when you go to the online 
site," King said. "If it is listed, 
you're good tu go If it is not 
listed, you can notify the 
state " 

Furthermore, all online reg- 
istration payments must be 
purchased with a credit card, 
and a convenience fee, usually 
two or three percent, is added 
since all payments are handled 
through an official payment 
corporation 

"Right now, payments are 
only handled by credit card he- 
cause it's a state system," King 
said "The stale has not been 
able to work it out where we 
can do e-checks," 

While only two Riley Coun- 
ty residents have used the new 
registration. King said it will 
benellt a number of people, in- 
cluding students like Casey 
Quinn, junior in mechanical 
engineering, who now has his 
parents register his car because 
of his busy schedule. 

"I had to take time out of 
my day tu go and register," he 
said "It's hard for me to get 
down there from 8 am to 5 
p m. because t have to get out 
of class or have to get off from 
work." 

However, with the new on- 
line registration, Quinn said H 
was a convenience he would 
consider using in the future 

'With the online registra- 
tion, it would be easier," he 
said 

'Also, students wouldn't 
have to drive all the way home 
to register and can do it at 
their convenience" 

Although the online regis- 
tration is in its beginning 
stages, King said it has gone 
smoothly so far 

"For our office, it has been 
really nice," she said "It is bet- 
ter customer service and gives 
people what they want "

Blanton works full time for 
the American Red Cross as a 
specialist 111 For the first six 
months, he was on the road, 
Now, he is located in Manhat 
tan where he helps run a Red 
Cross express, a smaller blood 
drive set up with just two beds 

When he's not doing that. 
he's helping with bigger blood 
drives, such as the one this 
week at K State 

Blanton said his work in- 
cludes making blood bags, 
checking paperwork, helping 
with medical history forms 
and taking blood 

"There's lots of variety," he 
said "You're always at differ- 
ent places with different se- 
tups. It's repetitious, but not 
like some jobs where it's the 
same day in and day out It's 
one of the best jobs I've ever 
had" 

He has worked there now 
for two and a half years. 

Two different staffs are 
helping with this year's blood 
drive - one at the K-Slate Stu- 
dent Union and one at the 
Chester E E'eters Recreation 
Comple:ii The goal each day 
for the Rec location is 50 
units On Monday, the Red 
Cross received 44 units, and as 
of 6 p m Tuesday, they re- 
ceived 30 units. Monday's to- 
tal from both locations was 
120 units 

In previous years, K-Slate 
and the University of Kansas 
have competed in the biannual 
blood drive KU's blood drive 
last week collected about 160 
unit.s each day. Blanton said

Faculty Senate's 

exam decision 

bad for students 

Faculty Senate's decision to not 
cancel classes on evening exam days 
might have more ramifications than 
senators think. 

Students already are 
putting in more hours 
than necessary in many 
classes. For instance, 
fivc-credit-hour 
modem language 
classes require an 
additional eight to 12 
hours of lab, which is 
not included in the line 
schedule when 
enrolling. And many 
architecture and 
journalism labs require 
upwards of 20 hours 
per semester 

Canceling class on exam days would 
have been an integral step in addressing 
these other concerns students and 
faculty might have. One arts and 
sciences senator even said "There are a 
lot of classes that go far over their 
assigned credit hour." This was her justi- 
fication for continuing to keep these 
exam days when, in fact, it should have 
been evidence for just the opposite. 

Faculty Senate and other campus 
officials should instead see if teachers 
are cramming too much into one 3- 
credit hour class. Students enrolling in 
15 hours shouldn't expect to sweat 
through a semester that has now 
accumulated the workload of 20 plus 
credit hours.

My husband and I have 
called numerous limes for 
someone to come out and fix 
things However, we have lo go 
through a property manager, 
who then is supposed to relay 
our messages lo our landlord 

riiis rarely liappens Our liv 
ing conditions have gotten so 
bftd recently that the post office 
stopped delivering our mail It 



said the front steps to 
our apartment were dan- 
gerous enough to make 
the mailman afraid he 
would be "seriously in- 
|ured." 

I don't think the steps 
were quite that bad, but 
the post office would not 
resume mail delivery until they 
were fixed I had to caJI the city 
building inspector to come out 
and make my landlord fix the 
steps, because he never returned 
the six or seven calls t made 

We've wntten letters to our 
landlord and property manager 
complaining about our poor hv 
ing conditions. 

Wc even explained the vari- 
ous ways ihcy were in breach of 
our contract 

Yet they still haven't done 
anything lo make our house a 
safer living environment 

These problems should not 
be occurring 

Landlords should make an 
honest effort to negotiate prob 
lems with their tenants, instead 
of leaving people to dwell in 
potentially condemnable hous- 
es 

According to the Residential 
l.andlord and Tenant Act, im- 
plemented by Ihe Kansas 



Supreme Court in 1979, land- 
lords must do the following: 

U Comply with ihe require- 
ments of applicable building 
and housing codes materially af- 
fecting health and safely, 

2) Exercise reasonable care 
in the maintenance of common 
areas. 

3) Maintain in good and safe 
working order and condition all 
electrical, plumbmg, sanitary, 
heating, ventilation and air con- 
ditioning systems, and appli 
ances supplied or required to be 
supplied by the landlord, 

4) Provide and maintain on 
the grounds, ftir the common 
use by all tenants, appropriate 
receptacles for the removal of 
garbage and waste incidental lo 
occupation of the dwelling unit 
and arrange for their removal, 
and 

5) Supply running water, rea- 
sonahle amounts of hot water at 
all limes and reasonable heat. 
except where the heal or hot 
water is generated by an instal- 
lation within the exclusive con- 
trot of the tenant and supplied 
by a direct public utility con- 
nection 

My landlord clearly is violat- 
ing these requirements, and he's 
probably not the only one. But 



tenants also need to be respon- 
sible and honor their commit- 
ments, even if their landlords 
aren't fulfilling their end of the 
bargain 

When we sign leases, we 
promise to respect the ou dined 
obligations, but we also have 
options If our landlords fail to 
meet theirs 

Several agencies, such as the 
Kansas Bar Association and the 
Consumer Footed ion Division 
of the Kansas Attorney Gener 
at's Office, will help you fde a 
complaint if you think your ten- 
ant rights have been violated. 

You also can write to Attor- 
ney General Caria ) Slovall, 
Consumer Protection Division, 
Kansas )udicial Center, Topcka, 
KS 66612, or call the toll-free 
Consumer Hotline at 
(800) 432-2310. 

There is hope for those of us 
ignored by our landlords, and 
by taking advantage of the 
aforementioned resources, we 
can keep those "slumlords" 
from taking advantage of us.

Hayjey Cherveny, Ordi- 
nary Women member and 
iuninr in dance and psy- 
chology, said the group 
has heard about recent 
hate crimes against 
K- State students of Middle 
Eastern descent 

Because the alleged 
crimes weren't reported, 
Cherveny said, the group 
would like to protect the 
confidentiality of the peo- 
ple involved. 

Cherveny said the 
group is opposed to a war 
in the Middle East because 
many members believe it 



could trigger hate crimes 
against students of Middle 
Eastern descent. 

Ordinary Women start- 
ed the petition to show 
they don't have a discrimi- 
natory view of these stu- 
dents. 

The group will be col- 
lecting signatures and fur 
thering its cause from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m every day 
this week at a table in the 
K-State Student Union 

Also, students who 
agree with the petition 
have been passing it 
around their classes this 
week, 

Cherveny said the re- 
sponse has been positive, 
and they have collected 
many signatures, although 
she didn't have a specific 
number 

Mandy Zelch, junior in 
music education and 
member of Ordinary 
Women, said the purpose 
of the petition is to gather 
as many signatures as pos- 
sible and send the peti- 
tion to Kansas representa- 
tives and senators 

Zelch said the group is 
also going to try to get the 
petition printed in full as 
an advertisement in the 
Collegian sometime next 
week Although Ordinary 
Women is collecting signa 
turea to combat racial hate 



crimes they believe are 
happening at K State and 
the surrounding area, 
Maria Qeebe, International 
Student Center program 
coordinator, said she does- 
n't know of any racial hate 
crimes from people she 
knows in the international 
student commimity. 

"1 haven't heard of any 
problems they have en- 
countered," she said 

"This thing kind of 
started after Sept 1 1 , but I 
haven't seen anything out 
of the ordinary." 

Deebe said that if inter- 
national students are e^tpe- 
ricncing hate crime prob 
lems, they should contact 
the Internationa) Student 
Center or Office of Stu- 
dent Life for assistance 
and support 

"There are always going 
to be people being picked 
on for their color, race or 
ancestiy," she said. 

"But I realty haven't 
seen anything unusual." 

Erica Townsend. junior 
in marketing and interna- 
tional business, said Ordi- 
nary Women wanted to 
show, in a peaceful way, 
thai they don't support 
racial hate crimes against 
K-State students. 

"It is imperative to 
make it known that it is

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'Ad Astra' sculpture remains earthbound over bolt problem

The "Ad Astra" statue, 
depicting a Kansa Indian and 
destined to top the Statehouse, 
remained earthbound Tuc»day, 
as engineers and construction 
workers tried to solve a prob- 
lem involving the bolts meant 
to keep it on its lofty perch. 

A crane moved 'Ad Astra" 
into place Monday arternoon 
as hundreds of people 



watched, only to lower the 
statue back down a few hours 
later Another attempt wasn't 
expected until at leasi Wednes- 
day 

"We're not going to fly the 
statue up today," Gregg Lynch, 
project manager for the con- 
tractor, IE Dunn Construe 
tion Co , said Tuesday 

"We're going to do this 
right." 

The stalue, by Salina sculp 
tor Richard Bergen, depicts a 
toincloth-clad Kansa with his 
bow drawn and arrow aimed 
at the north star. Its name 



comes from the state motto, 
"Ad Astra Per Aspera," Latin 
for "To the Stars Through Dif- 
riculiies" 

The talest delay disappoint- 
ed a crowd of about 50 people 
who gathered Tuesday outside 
a barbed -wire construction-sile 
fence on the Capitol grounds. 

"Bui the important thing is 
that it gels up there and gels 
up there right," said Chuck 
Sodergrcn, a retired school ad- 
ministrator from Topeka who 
also saw Monday's statue- rais- 
ing "I think with any project, 
you have little problems. The 



important thing is that you 
take care of them." 

Seventeen bolls are sup- 
posed to connect a two-inch- 
thick plate ai the base of the 
statue tu another two-inch 
plate at the top of a tower on 
the dome. The stalue weighs 
about 4,100 pounds and stands 
mure than 20 feel tall 

The holes in the statue's 
plate and the holes in the 
dome lower's plate were slight- 
ly off That meant five of the 17 
bolts, five eighths of an inch in 
diameter, wouldn't tighten 
enough

Manhattan closer to stores approval 
after rezoning ordinance passes 5-0

After a unanimous vote by 
city c<mimt»sioners Tuesday 
night, the cily of Manhattan 
is even closer to the approval 
of a Wal Marl Supercenter 
being built and expanded on 
its existing location 

The City Commission 
patsed the second reading of 
the rezoning ordinance for 
the proposed Wal-Mart 
Supercenler with a vote of 
5-0 'I'he first reading was 
passed Oct 1 after speakers 
from Wal Mart Inc and Eric 
Caltell, assistant director for 
pInnninK, informed cummis 
sioners of the new site's dc 
velopnu'nls 

"With regarding the zon- 
ing malter, there have been 
no changes from last week," 
Caltell sukI 

I'he rezoning for ihe pro- 
posed Supercenter includes 
two comtncRial lols on a 22 
acre tract of land, including 
one for the shopping center 
and one commercial outlot 

Lot one will consist of ihe 
209,924 square foot Super- 
center, consisting of general 
merchandise retail, groceries, 
tire, maintenance and a vari- 
ety of other services 

The commercial outlot 
will include a 62,018 square 
fool vacant commercial lot 
for future development No 
specific plans have been 
made for the outlot at this 
time. 

Before approval of Ihe 
second reading, Manhattan 
residents voiced Iheir opin 
ions of the rezoning tract of 



land, with a majority of con- 
cerns including parking and 
traffic issues 

Manhattan resident 

Michael Dikcman said he felt 
the new Supercenter will 
cause traffic congestion for 
the surrounding area. 

"We're trying to fit a 
square peg in a round hole in 
this area" he said "I foresee 
it's going to be an extremely 
complex area I haven't seen 
anything that indicates the 
traffic will be improved It 
seems to be a real, real prob- 
lem" 

However, Mayor Ed 
Klimek said that both the 
city and Wal-Mart developers 
have taken a large number of 
conditions into consideration 
throughout the pasi several 
months. 

'There has been a great 
deal of planning put into 
this," Klimek said 

While the second ordi- 
nance reading was passed, 
the development process is 
far from complete 

The Manhattan Urban 
Area Planning Board is plan- 
ning to meet Oct 20 to con- 
sider the final development 
plan 

Although the process is 
timely, Wal Man developers, 
as well as Manhattan plan- 
ners, are anticipating the 
new development 

"We're looking forward to 
working with Ihe city of 
Manhattan," said Bob John- 
son, developer of the Kansas 
City Wal-Mart Stores Inc 
"We appreciate the support 
and look to open late next 
year."

Debate runs into 
snag in senate

WASHINGTON - CIA Di- 
rector George Tenet told law- 
makers Tuesday that Saddam 
Hussein might not use 
weapons of mass destruction - 
unless provoked by fear of an 
imminent US -led attack. 

Tenet's asiessment, which 
came as both (he House and 
the Senate debated a resolution 
to authorize (Resident Bush to 
use (orce agiinst Iraq, ap 
peared somewhat at odds with 
Bush's aasertioa that the Iraqi 
leader might k planning a 
chemical or biological attack 
on US interest! 

Bush's drive to win war au- 
thority, meanwhile, hit a snag 
in the Senate. 

Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D- 
W.Va,, a Gere* opponent of the 
president's Iriq war resolution, 
was using delaying tactics in an 
effort to bijck the measure 
Senate Maprily Leader Tom 
Daschle, D-S.D., said that 
could easilr put off a final vole 
until next week. 

However, eventual approval 
of the administration backed 
rcsotuiior appeared likely, and 
it was gaining broad bipartisan 
support iti both chambers. 

Both the House and the 
Senate worked into the 
evening on the measure and a 



final House vote was expected 
by late Thursday 

Secretary of State Colin 
Powell made appearances on 
both sides of Capitol Hill to 
urge lawmakers to pass the res- 
olution with large bipartisan 
maifins and wtUiout amend- 
ments 

"I think the resolution is 
timely, and we need it now," 
Powell told reporters He said 
it would help strengthen his 
hand at the U.N Security 
Council. 

Meanwhile, Bush continued 
to try to drum up US. and in- 
ternational support for his 
hardline policies. 

Bush told a Tennessee audi 
encc that "the full force and 
fury of the United States mili- 
tary will be unleashed " should 
he decide to use force against 
Iraq "And make no mistake 
about it. we will prevail," Bush 
added. 

The night before, in a 
speech to the nation from 
Cincinnati, Bush warned that 
Saddam Hussein might attempt 
"cruel and desperate measures," 
including using chemical and 
biological weapons against US 
forces or his own people 

But Tenet, in a letter read 
before a joint hearing of the 
House and Senate intelligence 
committees, suggested Baghdad 
"for now appears to be drawing 
a line short of conducting ler 
rorist attacks with convention- 
al or chemical or biological 
weapons." 

Should Saddam conclude 
that a US -led attack against 
his country could not be de- 



terred, "he probably would be- 
come much less constrained in 
adopting terrorist action," said 
Tenet. 

Tenet also briefed Senate 
members privately 

The Bush administration has 
made the case that going after 
Saddam is necessary because 
he has the capability to use 
weapons of mass destruction 
and is trying to expand it. The 
administration also stresses 
that he has used them in the 
past. 

Tenet provided a slightly dif- 
ferent take, suggesting that )ust 
because Saddam has such 
weapons doesn't necessarily 
mean he'll use them at this 
time. 

Sen. Carl Levin, D-Mich., 
chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, noted that 
if the conclusion is that Sad- 
dam would be more likely to 
use weapons of mass destruc- 
tion if attacked, "it's a relevant 
fact in terms of unilateral 
force" 

Levin opposes US action 
against Iraq with out U.N 
backup 

Byrd, who has been criticiz- 
ing the Iraq war resolution dai- 
ly since the Senate began de- 
bate last Thursday, told 
colleagues at a party luncheon 
that he planned to make full 
use of Senate rules to try to 
derail the legislation, partici 
pants said. 

Byrd. a former majority 
leader, is widely regarded for 
his knowledge and skilled use 
of Senate rules 

Sen. Joseph Lieberman, D- 



Conn., a Democratic sponsor 
of the resolution, complained 
ahuut the tactics "This is too 
important a matter to frus- 
trate," he told reporters. 

But Daschle suggested the 
delaying tactics might only be 
postponing the inevitable - 
approval of the measure fn the 
meantime, he said, some De- 
mocrats would still try to mod- 
ify the wording to narrow the 
scope of the resolution - even 
if they were unsuccessful. 

Daschle suggested that a 
procedural vote scheduled for 
Thursday - essentially to de- 
cide whether to stay on the bill 
or go to something else - 
would be a critical vote that 
will signal the depth of the res- 
olution's overall support. 

Also l^iesday: 

■ At the Pentagon, a Defense 
Intelligence Agency official, 
|ohn Yurechko, said Saddam is 
actively making biological and 
chemical weapons and trying 
to hide that fact from the 
world, 

■ Sir Christopher Meyer, 
Britain's ambassador to the 
United States, told a foreign- 
policy audience in Washington 
that, "As far as Saddam Hus- 
sein and weapons of mass de- 
struction arc concerned, for the 
international community inac- 
tion is not an option." 

■ Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee Chairman Joseph 
Biden, D-Del . introduced a bill 
to offer immigrant visas and 
permanent U.S. residence to 
selected Iraqi scientists "in ex- 
change for credible information 
on Iraq's weapons programs"

US. intelligence not 
ruling out terrorism

KUWAIT - Two Kuwaiti 
gunmen in a pickup truck at- 
tacked US forces during war 
games Tuesday on an island in 
the Persian Gulf, killing one 
Marine and wounding another 
before they were shot to death 
by US. troopii Kuwait called 
the assault a terrorist act. 

The Pentagon officials said 
the assailants pulled up to a 
group of Marines conducting 
urban assault training on 
Paitaka, an uninhabited island 
off Kuwait's coast, and opened 
fire with small arms 

They then drove to another 
site, stopped and attacked 



again before being killed by 
Marines, officials said 

Marines later found three 
AK-478 and ammunition inside 
the vehicle, according to a 
statement released in Washing- 
ton by the Bahrain-based U.S. 
Fifth Fleet It said the injured 
Marine was hit in the arm. 

In a brief statement, the 
Kuwaiti Interior Ministry con- 
demned the attack and identi- 
ncd the assailants as Anas at- 
Kandari. bom in 1981, and 
jassem al Hajiri, bom in 1976 
It said both were Kuwaiti civil- 
ians. 

US intelligence has not de 
lermined if the attackers had 
any terrorist links, said an in- 
telligence official, speaking on 
the condition of anonymity 

An Interior Ministry official. 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity, described the two 
men as fundamentalist Mus 



lims More than 30 of their 
friends and relatives were de- 
tained for questioning, he said 

"The ministry announces 
that this is a terrorist act," the 
Interior Ministry said in a 
statement 

"It will not allow anyone to 
undermine the country's secu- 
rity" 

Pentagon spokesman Lt 
Daniel Hellage said the 
Marines returned to their ships 
shortly after the attack, but 
would resume exercises on the 
island Wednesday. 

Failaka Island, about 10 
miles east of Kuwait City, wan 
abandoned by its inhabitants 
when Iraq invaded Kuwait in 
1990, and Iraqi forces heavily 
mined it during their occupa 
tion 

After a US led coalition 
liberated Kuwait in the 1991 
Persian Gulf War, the govern- 



ment compensated islanders 
for their property and resettled 
them on the mainland 

The island has since been 
cleared of mines and many 
Kuwaitis fish there on week- 
ends Some former residents 
visit occasionally. 

The shooting attack was un- 
precedented in Kuwah. a US 
ally since the Gulf War More 
than a decade later, most 
Kuwaitis remain supportive of 
the close relationship.

Advocates swear by organics; 
conflicting evidence exists

Wayiic Martin has a re .1 son fur advocating organic food. 

While working un a lOOO-acre Farm al age 20, Martin 
hruught a truck full al frciih-cul wheat intu the ham li> he un- 
loaded BlI hcfuri! he could, the farm owner, with ii plaUic 
tub -and spray nozzle strapped to his back, totd him to hold 
up d minute Martin witnessed his boss "fog the bins with this 
foul-smelling chemical." 

"It smelted like death to me," Martin said 

Martin later found out the chemical was mulathion, but he 
said he knew that whatever it was, the dry wheat was going 
to soak It up like a sponge in that moist environment. 

When Martin asked his boss about it, he said "Thai's why 
the worms won't eat it.' 

After that, Martin abandoned conventional (arming meth- 
ods and discovered the alternative of organic farming. Martin 
is now a modest organic farmer, and he spends most of his 
time managing People's Grocery Cooperative store 

Martin said he fustifles his advocacy of organic foods as a 
matter of simple common sense. 

"The less toxic chcmitats you ingest, the more you lower 
your chances of health complications," he said 

Martin is not alone in his commitment. The national and 
international demand for organically processed foods has 
been increasing by 15 to 20 percent every year during the 
past decade, according to the September 50 edition of 
Newsweek With the new spotlight on organic foods, the 
United States Department of Agriculture has stepped in to 
regulate production and advertising claims 

Any producer who wishes to label foi>d as organic must 
have that to be inspected and certified by the 
USDA ^M 

To claim 100 *^ — • *- 

percent organic or 
simply organic (at 
least 95 percent), 
farmers must 
have docu- 
mented proof 
that the food 
was produced without 
hormones, antibiotics, herbicides, in 
secticides. chemical fertilizers, genetic modification or germ- 
killing radiation. 

Martin said he not only appreciates the chemical -free as- 
pect of organic foods but also their increased nutritional val- 
ue 

"It's a docuntrnted fact that organic foods have mure nu- 
trients," he said 

"It is important to feed your body at a cellular level Feed 
your cells, not your stomach, and your reward is being 
healthy' 

The Journal of Alternative and Complementary Medicine 
published u study on Nov. 7, 2001, in which the researcher 
concluded that organic crops contain significantly more vita- 
min C, iron, magnesium and phosphonis, and significantly 
less nitrates, than conventional crops 

However, opposing studies that do not support organic 
foods can also be found. 

"More information is needed," said Mary Higgins, assistant 
professor and extension nutrition specialist "There is no con- 
clusive research that organic fouds are healthier than conven- 
tional, or the other way around" 

Six months ago, jason Hamm, senior in general manage- 
ment, started sorting through this conflicting information. 
Since then, he has been eating organic foods. He made the 
decision after learning about the petrochemicals, such as pes- 
ticides and herbicides, which companies put in food 

"It's pretty shady stuff if you really dig down into it," 
Hamm said 

"Educate yourself about it, because you are not going to 
get a lot of information from media sources " 

Though this may sound like a political statement. Hamm 
said it is mostly about his own health He questions the mo- 
tives of commercial producers who. he said, put profit before 
people, and he said he trusts that organic foods arc produced 
with care for the consumers 

When Katie Wlnslow, senior in theater, discovered organic 
foods a year and a half ago, she noticed how a little care can 
make a big difference 

"Urganics give me a pure form of energy," Winslow said. 
"I've noticed a big change in my attitude. I'm happier Physi- 
cally, my body is shaping itself differently" 

'fhough she doesn't claim to be an expert on organic 
foods, Barbara Knous, associate prtifessor and extensive spe- 
cialist in nutrition, said she does know about the physical and 
mental effects of food in general 

"If people feel what they are eating is healthier, sometimes 
they just feel better It's a placebo effect." Knous said "But 
there are some people who are sensitive to pesticides, herbi 
cides and additives For them, organic food might be the right 
way to go." 

Knous also said that due to the higher prices of organic 
foods, they may not be the best choice for everyone Organic 
advocates say they don't mind spending more on their food 
and supporting small, family based organic farmers while 
they are at it 

"You gel full because your body has all the nutrients it 
needs," Kristina McCoUum, senior in creative writing, said. "I 
think it is as much about your attitude and lifestyle as it is 
about your need for food." 
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STRESS I Massages help students relieve tension

Bui students may need to 
take attion lo stay physically 
and cmolinnally stress free, he 
said. 

"The more slressers and 
stress situations you have, the 
more you havt- to counteract 
with stress reducers," ht' said. 
"There are several ways - mas- 
sage therapy being one of them 
- for people to regulute and re- 
duce stress levels." 

That's where the dim lights, 
candles and soft music in Ack 
cr's massage room at Crimpers 
in Aggieville come in. For a 
hair hgur lo an hour, depend- 
ing on the treatment, clients 
can relax and begin healing 
muscles with deep-tissue and 
, relaxation massages, she said. 

"I want them to walk away 
feeling like. That rocked, That 
felt good,' and that they en- 
joyed doing something for 
themselves," Acker said. "It just 
gets the body slowed down. 
Touch is such a wonderful 
thing - the body really re 
sponds to I hat" 

Aside from squeezing a mas- 
sage into busy schedules, stu 
dent* need to get regular sleep 
and exercise, eat properly and 
drink plenty of water to help 
their bodies deal with stress, 
McCahe said. 

Acker said most massages 
cost about $31) lo $43 per hour, 
depending on the treatment. 
Though it could be more costly 
than other alternatives, the ser- 
vice might be necessary to help 
keep the body feeling healthy 
and pain free. Acker said 

"I would say they're neces 
sary (or people who are in situ 
ations where they're putting a 



lot of stress in their muscles," 
she said 

Acker said clients with 
more severe problems usually 
need two to three services io 
release years of toxin build up 
After the initial cleansing, 
clients could benefit from mas 
sages once a month to once 
every two months, she said. 

However, stress levels dif- 
fer. Acker said CItenIs with 
less stress and pain problems 
don't need massages as fre 
quently, she said Those indi 
viduals can benefit from u 
massage once every two 
months 

But more is belter, McCabe 
said 

"If you can afford it, gel it 
three to four times a week or 
as often as you exercise," Mc 
Cabe said "Or just as a special 
treat, maybe once or twice a 
month" 

Nancy Gyurcsik, assistant 
professor of kinesiology, treats 
herself to one-hour weekly 
massages. For three years, sht 
has been getting weekly deep 
athletic massages to help hei 
relax and keep her body in 
healtliy condition 

"When you're so busy all 
week with work and doing 
things in personal life, it's just 
the hour that's time fur nte to 
relax and stow my life down," 
she said 

Gyurcsik said massage also 
helps her relieve muscle sore 
nesij from regular exercise and 
prevent injuries. 

Some muscle soreness also 
could result from inactivity, she 
said Students often don't 
stretch their lower backs and 
leg muscles since they sit for 
Umg periods while studying or 
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in class, Gyurcsik said. That 
reprlilivcness could cause in- 
riexihility and discomfort that 
massage could help, she said. 

Whether a massage provides 
siress relief, pain loss or relax 
alion, McCabe and Acker both 
said that students should expe- 
rience the benefits themselves 

"Everybody needs to be 
pampered," Acker said. 

'Everybody has stress, 
everybody has back pain, neck 
pain, shoulder pain, knee pain, 
lust because we're students 
doesn't mean we can't enjoy 
those services."

•The peak of accidents 
and breeding season coin- 
cide," Pox said. "The moat 
critical time of year is 
around Nov 15" 

[■'ox said driving is espe- 
cially dangerous in the fall 
because it is darker during 
peak driving hours, when 
people are traveling to and 
from work. 

"There are increased dri 
ving hazards half an hour 
before sunrise and sunset, 
because deer are more ac- 
tive at this lime and il's 
harder to see," he said. 

"People are also 20 times 
more likely to have an acci- 
dent with a deer during the 
night than Ihey are during 
the day These are Ihe times 
when our eyesight is primar 
ily the weakest " 

Pox attributed an in 
crease in dcer-rclatcd acci 
dents to pour visibility, an 
increase in the number of 
commuters and the deer 
mating season 

He also said vehicle 
speed influences accident 
rales. 

After the speed limit was 
reduced to 55 mph in 1974, 
there was a reduction in deer 
related accidents 

In 1996, when the speed 
limit was increased to 65 and 
70 mph, there was an in- 
crease in accidents. Fox said. 

"Speed is the one thing 
that we have the greatest abil- 
ity to modify," Fox said. "A 
lew microseconds can make 
the difference between a deer 
crossing the road safely, you 
slowing down in time, ur htt- 
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ting the deer." 

To control a dangerous 
deer population, the Kansas 
Uepartmcnl of Wildlife and 
Parks has lengthened hunting 
season and increased the 
number f)f permits 

"Deer breed once a year, 
so during that time, Ihey 
move around a lot," Pox said 

With more (ban 10,000 
deer vehicle accidents in 
2001, the Kansas l^ighway 
Patrol is also taking notice, 
advising motorists to be cau- 
tious of deer activity. 

Second Lieutenant John 
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PJchkorn said accident num 
bers have increased in 
recent years 

"Drivers should be aware 
of their surroundings,' 
Eichkom said 

"Drivers should watch for 
deer-crossing signs. They are 
put there for that reason " 

Fox advises motorists to be 
cautious, especially at night 

"1 tell my daughters to not 
use the cruise control at 
night." he said. 

"It slows reaction lime, 
and every mile per hour 
counts"

Puberty, enzymes blamed for hereditary hair loss

He's 23 and going bald. 

Bui [eremiah Gudding, lenlor in public relations, said it 
doesn't bother him 

In fact, he jokes about it with his friends and fiancee, Sher- 
ry, who happens to be a cosmetologist. 

"I tell her I should slop hanging out at her shop because I 
don't advocate her haircutting abilities," he said. 

Going bald at age 23 is not unusual, though 

Dr. John Adams, of Advanced Dermatology in Manhattan, 
said most men start balding between puberty and age 15. Male 
patlem baldness, which is hereditary, is Ihe No 1 cause of hair 
loss, he said Some men might even starl noticing hair toss as 
early as age 1 3, because il is triggered by the onset of puberty 

l5uring puberty, an enzyme makes the body's testosterone 
more potent In people with the hair loss trail, some cells are 
more sensitive to this change. These sensitive cells quit growing 
hair, resulting in male pattern baldness 

Gudding said he was 17 when he began to notice hair loss. 
His hair was long - down to his jawline Then, by his senior 
year in high school, it had thinned out quite a bil, he said By 
his freshman year in college, he was almost bald 

"I think I deal with il a little more than most guys that go 
bald in their 20s because I dealt with il at a much younger age 
than the majority of men that have lo go through that," Gud- 
ding said "Plus, I'm not single, so that helps" 

But when his hair loss began, he was single He said he was 
self-conscious about il then and worried about its effect on dat- 
ing. 

"It's just one of those things you are self-consciuus about, es- 
pecially when you are Ihat young When you are 17 or IS, it's a 
little tough to deal with," he said "Now, it's like, whatever 1 
just deal with it" 

Gudding said his father is bald, so it did not surprise him 
when he started balding 

It is a myth that hair loss is inherited only from the mother's 
family, Adams said. II can be inherited from either side. 

•'However, genetics arc not very reliable. You can't say if a 
person's father had it, they will have il. It doesn't work that 
way," he said. "We haven't found the exact way it's inherited, 
but il is It's bitarre." 

Though hair loss is typical among men, attitudes about it can 
vary. 

Gudding said that even though he is comfortable with it, his 
dad is not. 

"He's working the combover thing," he said. "His hair in 
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front is like H inches, and he combs it over to the side, and I 
juit don't understand that. 

"1 will never have a combover" 

Amy Phillips, designer at Hair Experts Design Team, said the 
salon sees many college-aged men experiencing hair loss 

"Some are self-conscious about it, and some aren't, so we 
jusl kind of take it one situation at a time," she said 

She said knowing that it happens a lot makes guys feel bet- 
ter. She also said certain hairstyles are 
better for balding men 

"lypically, the best look is to avoid 
the combover," Phillips said "Deal 
with it by cutting it shorter That'll 
make it look a little better." 

Gudding said he tried every non- 
surgical treatment before he started 
shaving his head. He tried Rogaine, 
Propecia - a hormone-based treat- 
ment - and even herbal remedies. 

"Rogaine worked, but I had two lit- 
tle Afro puffs on the side, and I didn't 
think thai was really too appealing," 
Gudding said. 

He had an allergic reaction lo 
Propecia, and the last treatment he 
tried was just too expensive, he said. 

Td rather be bald than go through 
all the bad stuff that I have to do to go 
through Ihe Ircalmenl," Gudding said 

So, for the last couple of years, 
Gudding has shaved his head. 

"It's not that I want to hide the fact 
I'm bald," he said "I just tike il." 

In fact, Gudding said there are 
more advantages than disadvantages 
to being bald. 

"1 like the fact thai most of the time 
I don't get carded, so I don't have to 
worry about having an ID strapped to 
my head al all times," he said. 

And when he goes for job inter- 
views, he said il makes him look older 
and more experienced. 

Il also demands more respect at work, he said 

"It gives me more of that authoritative appearance," he said. 

Plus. Guddtng said, il complements his personality 

"It should be the other way around - you look like you act." 
he said. "But I have to act a lillle how I look." 
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Treatments available to halt, reverse hair loss among men

Those experiencing hair loss can take 
several preventive measures 

Dr John Adams, with Advanced Der- 
matology, said one of the most effective 
n on -surgical treatments is called Propecia 
It is a once-a-day pill that blocks the en- 
zyme responsible for hair loss. He said be- 
tween SO to 60 percent of people who 
lake it will slop losing hair, and some will 
even grow hair 

"It's kind of a miracle drug for young 
men, if you catch it early." Adams said. 



"You can prevent going through stress, 
anxiety and going through any medical 
procedure." 

It costs about S60 per month, he said, 
and requires a doctor's prescription 

A less cosily treatment is Rogaine, now 
an over-the-counter medication. Rogaine 
stops the hair loss but does not cause hair 
regrowth 

Rogaine and Propecia must be taken 
continuously to remain effective 

"Both you have to continue taking the 
rest of your life," Adams said "If yuu slop 
taking them, your scalp will look like you 
never took them" 



Those who quit using Rogaine will no- 
tice hair loss again in about three months 
Those who quit using Propecia will notice 
hair loss again in about six months to two 
years 

A medical procedure called hair trans- 
plantation can disguise hair loss During 
the procedure, doctors cut existing hairs 
into individual hair follicles and transplant 
them into areas of the scalp without hair 

Adams said this procedure has im- 
proved greatly in recent years 

"Now a lot of people have il done, and 
you don't know they've had it done," he 
said "Thai's the key lo a good surgery." 
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K-State to relocate Ft. Riley courses; 
budget problems force cutbacks 

Officials say proposed change result of declining enrollment on base

K-SlaU* is negotiating to 
move its courses available 
at Fort Riley to the Manhat 
tan campus ^ 

In a letter about budget 
problems to the Collegian 
and the Manhattan Mer- 
cury, President )on Wefald, 
Provost James Coffman and 
Vice-President for Adminis- 
tration and Finance Tom 
Rawson said K-State will 
end its presence at Fort Ri- 
ley. 

The change may take 
place in January, Coffman 
said 

Coffman said the deci- 
sion for the change is 
due to a combination of 



several reasons. 

"Basically, it's a matter 
of declining enrollment at 
Fort Riley courses," he said 
"We can use the money that 
we are spending there more 
effectively if we combine 
with other needs on cam- 
pus." 

Elizabeth Stevens, assu 
ciate provost of continuing 
education, said the change 
has not been finalized yet. 
but K-Stale has approached 
Fort Riley to change the 
courses to be more accessi- 
ble to more people, in addi 
tion to soldiers. 

She said K-SUte still has 
an existing contract with 
Fort Hiley, (hough. 

Stevens said the contract 
is automatically renewed on 



a yearly basis unless one of 
the parties wants to termi- 
nate it. 

Coffman said the move's 
intention ultimately is to ex- 
pand K- State's evening 
courses option. 

Stevens said with the 
courses moving to the main 
campus, K-State will be 
able to provide stronger 
evening courses to non- tra- 
ditional students, which will 
affect an overall growth in 
enrollment, 

Coffman said K- State's 
revenue will benefit from 
this change. 

"We will benefit far more 
by generating more revenue 
with the same expendi- 
tures," he said 

tn addition to K-State of- 



fering classes at Fort Riley, 
several other institutions of 
fer courses there as well 

K-State and Barton 
County Community College 
have collaborated on a 
working partnership to help 
advise students at Fort Ri- 
ley 

Stevens said courses will 
cofllinue to be taught by 
Barton County Community 
College advisers at Fort Ri- 
ley 

"The advisers will assist 
students who want to find 
out about K-State programs 
and will be directed to cam- 
pus and distance learning," 
Stevens said.

health insurance increasing

It's on his to-do list 

But Aaron Brantley, senior in me- 
chanical engineering, said finding a 
new health insurance policy is not 
his highest priority. Brantley was 
dropped from his parents' insurance 
after turning 23. and he has been 
without coverage for three years 

However, Brantley said being 
uninsured doesn't worry him. 

"I haven't really needed it," Brant- 
ley said. "And the parents' policy 
doesn't cover it, and 1 never pur- 
chased anything through the school 
or any other organization, and I'm 
not currently employed, so I couldn't 
get it through them either Plus, 1 
have enough money if something 
was to happen - for a short time, I 
could cover it" 

Brantley is not alone. 

About 4t.2 million U.S. residents 
lacked health coverage for all of 
2001, according to census figures re- 
leased last week. This indicates an 
increase of about 14 million people 

The largest portion - at 28.1 per- 
cent - was 18 to 24-year-olds. The 
second largest portion was 2.5- to 34- 
year-olds at 23.4 percent 

Most college students are covered 
through their parents' insurance 
policies while they are enrolled full 
time. However, once students turn 
23, they lose that coverage. 

Brantley said not having insur- 
ance makes filling prescriptions 
more costly, but he said obtaining a 
new policy will have to watt until he 
graduates in May and gels a job. 

"I defmilcly plan to get right on 
that once i get out of school," he 
•aid. 

Carol Kennedy, director of health 
education and promotion at Lafene 
Health Center, said student privilege 
lees cover physician visits, so unin- 
sured students can utilize this service 
for no charge. However, charges are 
applied once any equipment or test- 
ing is used. 

'The privilege fee is not health in 
surance," Kennedy said 

She said it is very important stu- 
dents are insured. 

"It's essential," Kennedy saJd. 
"Students who feel they can't afford 
it should look into the policy 
through the Kansas Board of Re- 
gents, It is a reasonable cost" 

To reduce costs, all six regents 
schools provide the same health care 
plan for students Undergraduate 
students have two options: the Lim- 
ited Plan and the Comprehensive 
Plan. 

The Limited Plan costs SVJ9 per 
icmetter for undergraduates under 
age 26. It costs $235 per semester for 
undergradualtt 26 arid older

Different types of foods affect physical, emotional conditions

You arc what you eat 

Each part of the day can be aQecl- 
ed by what type of food a person 
eats. From breakfast to falhng asleep 
at night, food afiecls mood 

As the alarm clock blares, the 
;inooze button goes into action. 

Eating a traditional meal for 
breakfast will help you wake up, 
Leon Rappoport, psychology profes- 
sor, said 

Cuftee is a stimulant, and that 
will get you going," he said "Toast 
and the sweetness of jelly will cer- 
tainly get you up, but it's not a good 
idea for a regular pari of your day If 
you have a carbohydrate meal, you 
will get a kmger, more persistent 
rush" 

The saying that breakfast is the 
most important meal of the day is 
true for Andrew Bauman, sopho- 
more in marketing 

"I always make sure 1 have a bowl 
of cereal with milk and Uj," Bauman 
said "1 am crabby if 1 don't eat 
much. A well-balanced diet is some- 
thing that will keep you from being 
cranky" 

Eating a nutritious breakfast, es- 
pecially on an empty stomach, can 
keep energy high throughout the day, 
said Dianna Schalles, health educa- 
tor and nutritionist at Lafene Health 
Center 

"If you have candy, it might give 
you a temporary surge of energy, but 
that could backfire," she said. "You 
want something balanced with a lit- 
tle protein and fat" 

Noon rolls around, and the tum- 
my starts grumbling. 

Lafene patients who complain of 
tiredness report the feeling worsens 
after lunch, Schalles said Most of 
the time, people complain about feel- 
ing sleepy after ealing a meal high in 
carbohydrates Slie said she recom- 
mends a high protein meal at lunch 
to increase alertness 

Bauman isn't sure if eating heavy 
foods for lunch ahers his mood, but 
he said it affects him mentally. 

"Some foods, if they are heavy, 
psychologically make me not feel so 
good " he said 'If 1 eat something 
good for me. then 1 feel good." 

The day begins to slow, and the 
tummy still is hungry. 

Snacking between meals can be 
healthy, if the food is healthy, Rap- 
poport said. Sweet foods will cause 
an energy surge, but will make peo- 
ple's mocMls more variable 

"You don't want to eat sugary 
snacks," he said. "You don't want to 
drink a lot of sweet drinks The 
quick rush will last about 30 min- 
utes" 

As the stress of the day weighs on 
students, they often turn to comfort 
foods. 

These are foods people associate 
with childhood Students turn to 
comfort foods for emotional reasons, 
such as stress, Schalles said.

Gordon started her work at K-State in July, 
and she said she is excited about K-State and 
the Manhattan community.

Originally from Lynchburg, Va., Gordon is 
married to Anthony Cobb, a computer informa- 
tion speciahst in the Information Technology 
AjsisUnce Center.

Mansfield, assistant manag- 
ing editor for visuals at the 
San Jose Mercury News, was 
the visiting professional for the 
Bill Bniwn Master Editor Lec- 
ture on Wednesday 

"Papers rceonnected with 
their communities in ways 
they haven't for a really long 
time because of those events," 
he said 

The Minneapolis Star Tri- 
bune published three spreads 
on the jobs firefighters, police 
officers and puramcdics do - 
spreads Mansfield said wouliJ 
have never been considered 
before the attacks. 

Mansfield said newspapers 
also realized they still have the 
power to influence people 

"People want to buy news- 
papers." he said "Even with 
lots of T\' coverage of Sept. 1 1, 
people still turned to the news- 
paper Why' Because it al- 
lowed us to step back from the 
images we were seeing on TV 
and allowed us to gel a moro 
in-depth opinion and analysis 
of what was happening. Thai is 
what newspapers do" 

Sept 1 1 also allowed news- 
papers to rediscover the power 
ol photography, he said. 

"We captured moments in 
history through photography 
and laid them out there for the 
n'hole world lo see," he said 

Those images did not ap- 
pear without discussion The 
San lose Mercury News ran a 
large pictua' of people jumping 
from I he World Trade Cenier 

"It is not a decision you 
make lightly," he said, "but we 
wanted lo present life full and 
clear I don't think we should 
thield readers from the truth 
We were having quality con- 
versations in the middle of the 
day about what pictures to run 
when I didn't really want to 
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have to have a conversation 

"Thai is what a newspaper 
does. Those kind of conversa- 
tions, I hope, I ihink, hap- 
pened in a lot of newsrooms 
across the country that day" 

Mansfield said the Sept 1 1 
coverage was great because 
journalists reached beyond 
what they normally do 

"We saw people in New 
York and Washington, D.C , 



reaching as far as they could 
reach, and we wanted lo be 
part of that." 

That is where newspapers 
changed ihe way they present 
news, he said 

"1 think there was a real 
reverence, elegance and mi 
phistication lo this coverage 
that just really didn't e.xisl be- 
fore in nfwspapers," Mansfield 
*ia((l. "Wr treated tragedy as 



something we can one up and 
move on to the next one We 
didn't forget this one" 
And they won't forget 
"We will become the only 
people to mark il." Mansfield 
said of ihe anniversary "The 
country will move on. But, if 
people are still reacting lo this

"Our goal if to reach every- 
body - the whole student popu- 
lation," said Akeis H add ox, ju- 
nior in hotel and restaurant 
management and political ac- 
tion chair for BSU 

Kelly Williams, senior in 
psychology and president of 
Delta Sigma Thela sorority, 
said these organizations have 



decided to participate in a na- 
tional program lo raise aware- 
ness about voter registration 
among college students 

"It was the numbers. Voting 
percentages are way low 
among college level students, 
and we thought we could make 
a difference by coming out and 
encouraging people," Williams 
said "We've donf this program 
in the past, and we thought it 
might be good to bring it back." 

Paris Kossiler, senior in art 
and president of USU, said it's 
especially important for college 
students lo i)e aware of their 
voting rights and responsibili- 
ties 

"I'm actually very encour- 
aged so far," Rossitcr said. 
"We're meeting our day- by-day 
quota, and we re even going a 
little bit beyond ' 

Students should lake active

use parents' 
health benefits 

U.S. Census figures released last week 
indicate the number of people without 
health insurance increased by about 
400,000 in 2001. 

The 18- to 24-year- 
old age group makes 
up the largest portion 
of that increase - 28.1 
percent. The second- 
largest portion is 
people aged 25 to 34. 

Once most people 
turn 23, they are 
removed from their 
parents' insurance 
plans. This could be 
one reason why many 
students are without 
health coverage. 

Students can get 
health insurance through Lafene Health 
Center. The costs for undergraduates 
under 26 range from $179 to $235 per 
semester for the Limited Plan to $403 
to $539 for the Comprehensive Plan. 

Students should take advantage of 
their parents' health plans while they 
still can - receiving full physical, dental 
and eye check-ups - to help prevent 
possible problems if they are unable to 
pay for coverage once they turn 23, 

But they also should look at all 
possible options regarding health insur- 
ance before turning 23, to gain an 
understanding of what kinds of plans 
are affordable and readily available for 
people in their age brackets.

School leaders fear future state budget cuts would leave lasting scars on Kansas higher education 



Editor. 

In the midst of ongoing 
news about the fiscal environ- 
ment in Kansas and budget 
shortfalls in the recent past 
and projected future, much has 
been made of (he magnitude of 
the problem and little has been 
said about the real impact. Be- 
cause K-State has been diligent 
in diagnosing evolving fiscal 
parameters and planning ac- 
cordingly - "coming up with 
the money," as they say - some 
news consumers might have 
the impression the damage has 
been minimal and the future 
predicted cuts will just trim off 
more of the proverbial fat 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth. The purpose of this 
letter is to be explicit about the 
impact of the state's revenue 
shortfall on the university 

An overview of Ihe fiscal 
climale and how 11 affects 
K-SUIe 

lb put tlie current situation 
into context, it is important to 
realize that K-State entered in 
to this crisis already at the hot 
torn of the Big 12 in per-stu- 
dent funding This has been 
reflected in faculty and staff 
salaries. It has been (rightly) 
noted that most states are 
faced with a similar dilemma 
However, when compared to 
our five designated peer? - 
Iowa State, Oklahoma State, 
Colorado Stale, Oregon State 
and North Carolina Stale - 
K-State is funded at 80 percent 
of the peer average. Thus, the 
university always sails close to 
the wind and goes into these 
cuts in a very nun- competitive 
position. 

Going into the current fiscal 
year (fTOJ), which began [uly 
1, K- State lost $7<J million m 
buying power. Thh results from 
an actual general fund (lax 
money) reduction of $1 4 mil- 
lion and unfunded mandates in 
the amount of $6 3 million 
This amounts to a 5-pcrccnt 
reduction in the general fiind 



budget tn August, Gov Bill 
Graves made $41 million in 
additional "allotments" (budget 
cuts) statewide, which reduced 
our budget by another $15 
million, an additional 0.92 per- 
cent This adds up to a S9A 
million reduction [6 percent) 
from the general fund budget. 
This affects a total budget (tax 
money plus tuition) that al- 
ready was funded at only 80 
percent of the average budget 
of the aforementioned peers. 

At this point, we would like 
to digress for a moment to 
thank the governor and those 
legislators who had the 
courage to create the tax pack- 
age that was passed in the 1 1 th 
hour of the 2002 legislative 
session. Without that, the bud 
get cuts for all of education 
would have been close to 20 
percent 

This brings us to projections 
for the rest of FTf03 and for 
fTf04 It now seems likely that 
an additional 2 to 4 percent of 
the general fund portion of the 
budget will be cut during the 
current fiscal year. This 
amounts to an additional S3.2 
to $6.4 million at K-State this 
year Fiscal year 2004 projec- 
tions suggest a slate shortfall of 
more than $800 million start- 
ing [uly 1,2003 If all but $450 
million of this shortfall were to 
be eliminated by simply not 
funding what some would 
think of as commitnrents, such 
as the normal transfers to the 
Highway Fund, and by reduc- 
ing the statutory ending bal- 
ance below 7 1/2 percent, and 
so forth, that remaining 
amount would still be a further 
10 percent reduction in 
K-State's general fund budget. 
This amounts to an additional 
S 15 to $16 million The total 
loss in buying power at K-State 
during ihe twti year period 
(FY03 and FY04) would 
amount to 1 H to 20 percent of 
the general fund budget, or 
$275 million to $31.7 million. 
These numbers would mean 
K-Slate would be changed per- 



manently from the kind of in- 
stitution Kansas has come to 
rely on for a huge array of 
teaching, research and infor- 
mational outreach needs 

This is so because the large 
majority of the budget is ex- 
pended as salary, since people 
are the most important aspect 
of everything Ihe university 
does. In addition to reducing 
operating budgets substantially, 
50 positions have been elimi- 
nated and 90 more held vacant 
through college and unit-level 
hiring freezes. That adds up to 
140 jobs Depending on how 
further cuts come to be distrib 
uted across different categories 
of personnel, a further $20 mil- 
lion budget reduction equates 
to more than 500 positions at 
K-Stale 

About tuition 

At this juncture, we would 
anticipate readers might be 
thinking, "Wait a minute, what 
about that 25-percent increase 
in tuition and fees we have 
been reading about^" Good 
question. Several points need 
to be made about tuition 

First, those increases were 
meant to make badly needed 
improvements in the university 
What has happened instead is 
that these new funds have 
gone to reinforce areas made 
critical by the reduction in 
state support Thus, students 
stand to pay a lot more and 
gel less in the interest of main- 
taining basic functions 

Second, the tuition has 
made a significant difference in 
shoring up some of the worst- 
hit aspects of the university 
However, two large segments 
of K State cannot generate tu 
ition, nor can they spend it 
TIr'sc are the Agricultural Ex- 
pcnnient Station and Ihe Co- 
operative F.xtcnsion Service 
Everyone who is keeping up 
with events across the stale 
and nation knows that in addi- 
tion to basic economic chal- 
lenges traditional to agricul- 
ture, we are experiencing a 
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As an engineer in 
the U.S. Air Force, 
there's no telling what 
you'll work on.

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sustained drought This is not 
the time to reduce research 
support for agriculture, and yet 
that is e;<actly what is happen- 
ing for the reasons noted 
above. 

Third, with the kind of gen- 
eral fund cuts contemplated in 
the numbers noted above, and 
with the kind of tuition and fee 
increases they imply, we are 
experiencing the precipitous 
privatization of public institu- 
tions 

The effects 

Now, let's return to the di- 
rect effects fjf the fiscal short 
falls to dale. A few examples 
are given lo afford the reader 
greater insighl into the degen- 
erative effect uf the budget re 
duct ions. 

The university is making 
every effort to maintain avail 
ability of classes, flaving said 
that, class sizes are getting 
larger, and substantial bottle 
necks eidsl in key areas. Ac 
counting and slalistics arc two 
prominent examples that every 
student and faculty member 
will recognize 

Due to the large number of 
positions eliminated and 
frozen, specialties are being 
dropped, and faculty und stuff 
are taking on additional work 
on lop of their normal jobs 

At the point the university's 
ability to provide adetjuale 
numbers of class sections be- 
gins to falter (not much pasi 
Ihe current point), then enroll- 
ment drops, students are truly 
disenfranchised, and loss of lu 
ition revenue begins to com- 
pound the loss of general fund 
dollars This is the doomsday 
spiral that must be avoided at 
all costs 

Library hours were reduced 
and then restored from a small 
and shrinking reserve for the 
balance t>f this semester What 
about next semester, (»r next 
year'' 

Basic infrastructure, like 
plumbing systems, is beginning 
to fail at a greater rate When 



this affects the interface be- 
tween the pipes in the tunnel 
and iristructional or research 
lab equipment, departmental 
operating accounts get hit fur- 
ther to make repairs. As those 
funds decline, basic needs such 
as paper clips, telephone bills 
and copying costs are compro- 
mised by attempts to replace or 
repair equipment A vicious cy- 
cle results. 

The hours of students and 
other employees assigned to 
check and maintain instruc- 
tional technology equipment 
every evening (to be sure it is 
operating properly for faculty 
the next moniing) have been 
cut Now they only check the 
notes from that day's use to 
see if any problems have been 
reported This equipment is 
starting to accumulate mal 
functions This is more than a 
nuisance. Rather, it creates a 
waste of critical time for facul- 
ty and students who depend 
on this equipment to work 
properly. 

The critically needed re- 
design of the infonnali<m tech- 
nology system that supports 
the Sludeni Information Sys- 
leni has been restructured and 
the timeline extended People 
tire being redeployed from oth- 
er functions to support this ef- 
fort This comes al a time 
when computer security is un- 
der constant attack from out- 
side hackers, and reinforce 
mcnls really are needed there 
at the same time 

Effective Dec II, K State 
will discontinue iis program in 
the state's Small Business IX'- 
velopment Centers We are ihe 
only Regents university in the 
state to have done so 

The university is discontinu- 
ing our long standing presence 
at Fori Kiley Large cuts in Ihe 
cooperative Extension Service 
have resulted in personnel with 
statewide responsibility n<il 
having travel funds Technolo 
g^' can make up for some of 
this prijhiem but by no means 
all 



The position of associate 
provost for international pro- 
grams is not being filled this 
year even though a successful 
candidate has been identiried. 
The timeline for the search for 
a new dean of the College of 
Arts and Sciences has been re- 
structured lu move it into the 
next fiscal year and provide an 
opportunity for the new dean 
to have simie concept of what 
kind of college and budget he 
or she will iiiherit. 

What aboul the future? 

The more planning that can 
be brought to bear on these is- 
sues, the more able the univer- 
sity is to address them .Some, 
perhaps much, good can come 
of that. However, strictures on 
the scale implied by the num- 
bers go far beyond responsible 
planning and priority setting 
Scenarios under discussion 
now imply damage that will be 
lasting and mission changing 
In additiim, good planning is 
made substantially more diffi 
cull by the very nature of the 
legislative process. 

I>ast spring, we did not 
know if we would be left with 
an estimated SK million or $20 
million reduction in our gener- 
al fund budget until late May, 
and the fiscal year started less 
than six weeks later An even 
bigger array of possible out- 
comes exists today 

The truth is this If K- Stale 
receives more budget cuts, 
there is no question that we 
are putting the entire university 
in harm's way 

Universities like the Univer- 
sity of Kansas and K Stale are 
of extraordinary importance 
for our stale's quality of life 
and its economic vitality in the 
2 1st century Continuing large 
budget cuts will severely hurt 
our state universities for years 
to come

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Study refutes effectiveness 
of monthly breast self-exams 

Despite findings, doctors still encouraging BSEs

A recent study in China 
found that women who regular- 
ly performed breast self-eitams 
were no less likely to die from 
breast cancer than women who 
don't. 

However, local physicians 
said this does not mean women 
should stop performing the ex- 
ams on a monthly basis. 

Carol Kennedy, director of 
health education and promo 
lion for Lafene Health Center, 
said the Tindings of the study 
are no reason to stop perfomi 
ing breast self-exams (BSE) 

"The bottom line is we are 
not advocating anyone to slop 
doing this," she said 

There is no other method for 
college-age women to detect 
abnormalities, she said. Mam- 
mograms, which are recom- 
mended for women over the 
age of 50, are ineffective for 
this age group However, she 
said there arc lumps found in 
young women, and BSE is one 
way to And them 

(ay Reppert. physician at 
Lafene, said exams can detect 
lumps missed by mammograms. 

This is another reason 
women should not abandon 
BSE 

"There is no harm in doing 
it," he said. "It is inexpensive 
and niay save a person's life." 

Reppert does agree, though, 
that there is no strong evidence 
to promote BSE as a cancer 
screening measure 

"I agree there's not enough 
evidence," he said 

"But it's hard to see why we 
shouldn't." 

There is a significant amount 
of cancer that is found by indi- 
vidual women either by using 
BSE or by accident, he said. 

There are certain things peo- 
ple should look for when they 
are performing BSEs, including

internal and external factors. 

Kathy Dickey, clinic supervi- 
sor of the Riley County Health 
Department, said BSE should 
be done in conjunction with 
clinical breast exams and yearly 
mammograms, depending on 
the woman's age A BSE alone 
is unlikely to help a woman de 
tect cancer in the earliest 
stages, but the exams do make 
women aware, she said 

Dickey said she begins 
telling girls to perform BSEs 
when they are teens and should 
perform BSEs on a regular ba- 
sis and be aware of di&erences. 

"1 tell people to feel for a 
small hard pea or a small ker- 
ne! of un popped popcorn," she 
said "Anything that wasn't 
there before." 

Dickey said women should 
also pay attention to changes in 
skin texture or dimples and the 
way their breasts hang Howev 
er. BSEs aren't enough to pre- 
vent breast cancer 

Women who have noticed 
different through BSEs also 
should have exams by a doc- 
tor. Routine mammograms 
should be performed annually 
every year after women turn 50 
or as prescribed by a doctor de- 
pending on different risk fac- 
tors 

Baseline mammograms are 
for women between the ages of 
55 and 40, Dickey said, so doc- 
ton have an image lo go by for 
future procedures.

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Sniper leaves tarot card, shell casing outside school 

Federal agency continues search for clues in D.C. suburbs as victims' families mourn losses

BALTIMORE - A tarot 
card with the taunting words 
"Dear policeman, 1 am God" 
and a shell casing emerged 
Wednesday as potential clues

boy was critically wounded 
Monday, a source familiar with 
the investigation said on con- 
dition of anonymity. 

Authorities said the shell 
was .223-calibcr. the same 
kind of bullet used to kill six 
people and wound another in 
Washington and its Maryland 



and Virginia suburbs in the last 
week. The casing is believed to 
be the first one recovered since 
the slayings began Michael 
Bouchard, an agent with the 
Bureau of Alcohul, Tobacco 
and Firearms, would not say 
whether authorities had Imked 
the casing lu the attacks.

U.N. members outline agreements 
on resumption of Iraq inspections 

Letter outlines Security Council plans for weapons inspections

UNITED NATIONS - 
Seeking to ensure Iraq's coop- 
eration, U.N. weapons inspec- 
tors have sent the Iraqi gov- 
ernment a letter outlining 
agreements on the resumption 
of inspections. 

The letter, circulated to Se 
curily Council members on 
Wednesday, asks Iraq to con- 
firm its acceptance of agree- 
ments on a host of issues in 
eluding that it "clarified' 
during the Vienna talks that 
inspectors "will be granted im 
mediate, unconditional and 
unrestricted access to sites, in- 
cluding what wa-s termed 'sen- 
sitive sites' in the past " 

Those sites include the 
Ministry of Defense and facili- 
ties of Saddam Hussein's Re- 
publican Guards, which were 
previously off-limits to inspec- 
tions. 

The letter noted that a tS»98 
agreement between Iraq and 
the United Nations requires 
advance notice to inspect eight 
presidential sites, but raised 
the possibility for change. 

"Should these sites be sub 
ject, as all other sites, to iiiune- 
diate. unconditional and unre- 
stricted access," it said, 
inspections would be conduct 
ed there "with the same pro- 



fessionalism." 

The United Slates is de 
manding the 1998 exemption 
be lifted and all presidential 
sites also be subject to surprise 
inspections. Iraq said it has 
nothing to hide at the sites, but 
considers them a symbol of 
their sovereignly and wants 
the agreement, which was en- 
dorsed by the Security Coun- 
cil, to remain in effect. 

The letter was signed by 
chief weapons inspector Hans 
lUix, who is in charge of dis- 
mantling any chemical and bi- 
ological weapons and long- 
range missiles that Iraq 
possesses, and Mohamcd El- 
Baradei, director-general of 
the International Atomic Ener 
gS Agency, responsible for dis 
mantling any Iraqi nuclear 
weapons 

It was sent to Gen. Amir 
Al-Saadi, an adviser to Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein who 
headed the Iraqi delegation at 
the Vienna talks 

In the letter, dated Tuesday, 
Blix and BlBaradei said they 
were putting the agreements in 
writing and asking for confir- 
mation at the request ol Secu- 
rity Council members. 

The letter also asks Iraq to 
confirm that no relevant mate- 
rial will be destroyed except in 
the presence of inspectors, that 
inspectors can interview any 



Iraqi they believe "may have 
information relevant to their 
mandate" wherever they want, 
and that inspectors can use 
helicopters "without limitation 
in all parts of Iraq and without 
any area excluded," 

On the question of satellite 
imagery, it says inspectors 
"may wish to resume the use 
of U 2 or Mirage overflights" 
under arrangements that exist- 
ed before inspectors left in De- 
cember 1998 

The letter also details 
arrangements (or offices. Iraqi 
escorts. communications, 

ground transport, security, and 
visas for arriving staff. 

Under sanctions imposed 
after Iraq's 1990 invasion of 
Kuwait, U.N inspectors must 
certify that Iraq's weapons of 
mass destruction have been 
destroyed. Iraq has banned in- 
spectors frnrn returning for 
nearly four years, but agreed 
late last month to let them 
come back. 

The United Nations and 
Britain are seeking a new reso- 
lution to toughen iiispcctionv 
and authorize use of military 
force if Iraq ducxii'i comply 
with the inspectors - but 
Prance. Russia and China 
want Iraq to be given a. chance 
to cooperate and oppose any 
green light now for military 
action.

U.S. serviceman fires at Kuwaiti soldier after threat

WASHINGTON DC. - In 
the second violent incident in- 
volving US. forces in Kuwait, 
a US serviceman fired his 
weapon at an unidenlified 
civilian vehicle after a person 
in the vehicle pointed a gun at 
him, US officials said 

The officials, who discussed 
the matter on condition of 
anonymity, said initial reports 
from U.S. authorities in 
Kuwait did not indicate 
whether Ihe US troops were 



Army or Marines or whether 
anyone was wnunded 

The initial report said US 
troops in a Humvee utility ve- 
hicle were overtaken by a 
civilian vehicle and thai as Ihe 
civilian vehicle went by, a per- 
son inside drew a gun and 
pointed il at the Americans 
One of the Americans opened 
fire, and they reported having 
seen Ihe civilian vehicle veer 
off the roadway 

It was unclear whether any- 
one in tlie civilian vehicle was 
hit by Hie US gunfire. 

The Americans continued 



driving without stopping to in- 
vestigate further, iho US offi- 
cials said 

The incident Wednesday 
happened on mainland 
Kuwait On Tuesday, two gun- 
men drove up in a pickup 
truck and opened fire on 
Marines engaged in urban as 
sault training on Failaka, an 
island 10 miles east of Kuwait 
City Hie attackers then drove 
to a second location and al- 
lacked again before being 
killed by Marines 

The Kuwaiti Interior Min- 
istry identified Tuesday's as- 



sailants as two Kuwaitis and 
said they had committed a ter- 
rorist act. 

There was no immediate 
word on the motive behind 
Wednesday's incident 

The Bahrain-based U.S. 
Fifth Fleet said it was check- 
ing on the report of Wednes- 
day's incident, and US offi- 
cials in Kuwait would not 
comment 

Kuwaiti Interior and De- 
fense ministry officials con- 
tacted by The Associaicd Press 
said they had no immediate 
information

The positive cases were 
among a group of samples 
sent to the Center fr)r Disease 
Control (CDC) in which fivf 
came back negative and seven 
are still pending, Sharon Wat- 




son, KDHE public informa- 
tion director said Tliese are 
the first human cases reported 
in fCansas, but 620 cases have 
been reported in horses 

7'he patients, three from 
Rice County and one from 
bolh Shawnee and Wyandotte 
counties, started experiencing 
symptoms in August, and 
blood samples were sent to 
the CDC, Watson said How 
ever, with CDC testing sam- 
ples from all across the na 
lion, the results were just 
received Thursday, 



Aff«(te<l areas 
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The patients range in age 
from 28 to 72. Four of the live 
arc recovering at home, and 
one remains hospitalized 

"I don't know specifically 
how serious the person is," 
Watson said. "It is a serious 
condition based on the length 
of hospital stay." 

Watson said more serious 
cases are seen in patients old 
er than 50 and those with 
conditions like cancer that 
leave them with a weak im- 
mune system 

"Generally, it aflects people 



over 50 The CDC is still try 
ing to research why that is be- 
cause there is not a clear ex* 
planation," she said 

Watson said with cases of 
West Nile in birds and horses 
in 98 of the 105 Kansas coun- 
ties, il was not a surprise to 
sec human cases 

"We knew humans would 
follow in a short time," she

like a positive, but indeed it 
turns out negative,"

More than 50 greeks expert 
enced homelessness during Al 
pha Tiu Omega fraternity's 
third-annual Homeless 4 
Hunger event. 

One or more representa- 
tives from seven sororities and 
22 ATO members slept out 
doors in boxes Sunday through 
Thursday night, 

"We just want to spread 
awareness through Manhattan 
about the hardships of being 
homeless," said Dustin Kam 
merer, ATO member and ju- 
nior in public relations 

The philanthropy raised 
more than $2,000 through a 
clothing and canned food dri 
ve, sorority-sponsor and par- 
ticipation fees, and Homeless 4 
Hunger T-shirt saies, said Dan 
Sobek, ATO member and ju- 
nior in business and hotel and 
restaurant management. 

Additional donations of 
money, canned food and warm 
clothing were accepted al a 
community barbecue Thursday 
night in City Park 

All proceeds and donations 
benefit the Manhattan Emer- 
gency Shelter. 

"They're just having a real 
lough time right now - every- 
body is because of the econo- 
my," Sobek said. 

"There's a greater need than 
ever before. We're just trying 
to step up and help out." 

With trash bags, duct tape 
and cardboard boxes, partici 
pants built homes on sponsor 
ing sororities' lawns Sunday 
Groups rotated campsites each 
night and weren't allowed to 
return to their homes or hitch 
rides, Sobek said 



Walking was the only form 
of Iransporiation whether it 
was to the next campsite or to 
the Chester E Peten Recre- 
ation Complex for a shower. 
Participants also had to be in- 
viled into sorority houses to 
eat or use the restroom, Sobek 
said. 

Participants were encour- 
aged to stay at their campsites 
as much as possible, but could 
find shelter at other locations, 
such as the library, Sobek said. 

Runners from ATO helped 
provide emergency items, but 
participants were expected to 
have jrverything they needed 
for the week, he said. 

"We're trying to give them 
the feeling that they're just 
itind of roughing it and making 
some sacrifices for the home- 
less," Sobek said. 

Other participants who did- 
n't camp out helped by partici 
pating in Wednesday night's 
warm clothing and canned 
food drive, he said. 

"I^retty much everyone in 
the house chips in one way or 
another," Sobek said. 

The philanthropy has grown 
larger every year, Kammercr 
said. 

"This year, we have more 
participants than ever before 
and morc sponsored sites than 
in the past,"' Sobek said 

"It's kind of been a gradual 
process growing each year." 

But the experience wasn't 
complete without fun events, 
such as a competition for 
building the best house with 
cardboard boxes or collecting 
the most items during the food 
and clothing drive, Sobek said,

Privilege fee remains $84 
per semester for Lafene 

Money in reserve account allows for reduced budget

Students will continue to 
pay $84 per semester for a 
Lafene Health Center privilege 
fee after a bill passed Thursday 
evening in Student Senate 
called for a continuance rather 
than a fee increase for the next 
three years 

A bill introduced last week 
called for an increase in the 
privilege fee, but Lafene Direc- 
tor Lannie Zweimillcr reduced 
his budget and Student Gov- 
erning Association determined 
privilege fees could remain the 
same as the previous three 
years. 

Despite the continuance, no 
services will be cut. 

"Services will stay the same 
.and we are able to keep the 
privilege fee down," Travis 
Stryker, privilege committee 
chair, said. 

Lafcne's reserve account, 
operated by the controller's of- 
fice, will be reduced from 10 
to 5 percent. 

The reduction was made af- 
ter the previous year's reports 
showed the reserve account 
was actually receiving 19 per- 
cent in revenue because of 
profits made from prescrip- 
tions and health services. Stu- 
dent Body President Zac Cook 
said. 

If revenue is generated by 



lafene. it will be reverted into 
the reserve account. 

The reserve account can be 
accessed by Lalene should an 
emergency arise with approval 
from the vice president of in- 
stitutional advancement, the 
student body president, the 
Student Senate chair and the 
Privilege Fee Committee chair 

The bill also states privilege 
fees may not be used for re- 
modeling or moving Lafene oCf 
campus. 

Before reductions in the es 
timated budget, privilege fee 
committee members discussed 
the idea of a user fee for 
Lafene patients but deter- 
mined it was not in the best 
interest of students. 

"It was my understanding 
they didn't choose a user fee 
to promote public health," 
Cook said. 

"A user fee would deter stu 
dents in need of care from go 
ing to Lafene Health Center" 

If Lafene administration 
was to determine a user fee 
was needed, Senate would 
have to be notified and ap 
prove the (ee. 

Also included in the initial 
privilege fee legislation was 
$42,000 to purchase a blood 
counting machine and ventila 
lor hood 

However, ZweimiUer deter 
mined be could purchase the 
items on his own. Cook said.

America doesn't need apologetic attitude when it comes to working hard 





Soitietimes It would be nice to be 
part of a minority. 

As a while, middtc-tlass male, I am 
grouped together with u large number 
of people who are losing opportuni- 
ties daily in the name of righting sup- 
posed wrongs 

1 have seen the United States 
adopt an apologist mentality in almost 
all social policies. This country is hell 
bent on creating places for people who might 
not have earned them at the expense of those 
who have Case in point: flarvard Univenity re- 
cently released a study on the distribution of 
merit based scholarships Tlie researchers are 
concerned merit awards are not going to the 
neediest students That shiiuld be obvious. The 
idea behind merit awards is they go to those 
who earn them academically Need-baseJ 
awards go to students who need money. 

In refuting this study's conclusions, I 
will i)jnore any errors made in their statistical 
sampling. For instance, they looked at merit 
programs in only four states, flarvard recom- 
mended three actions be taken to correct this 
disparity. 

I'irsl, it advocated allowing students to get 
need- and merit-based aid. 1 realty don't have 
a problem with this, mostly because 1 never 
thought the two were mutually exclusive In 
fact, 1 would be shucked to Icam any institu- 
tion has actually refused to allow this 

Second, they wanted to "expand the de- 
finitions of merit" 

As a National Merit Scholar, I abhor 
this idea If I learned the National Mer 
it Scholarship Corporation had lowered 
its criteria just to meet some quota and fu- 
ture scholars didn't have to work as hard as 1 
did, I would be very, very angry. 

Such a proposal cheapens the accomplish- 
ments of past merit recipients and undermines 
the concept of rewarding achievement. We might 
as well call it "gimme-based aid" 

Finally, Harvard suggested placing income 
caps on merit aid 

I am not opposed to this if they put the cap 
in the nght place. After all, according to the Na 
tional Center for Educational Statistics, about 25 
percent of undergraduates from families with in- 
comes of $ 1 00,000 or more receive aid 
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Clearly, the idea of 
the rich getting richer ap 
plies here It may be pru- 
dent to continue award 
ing the honors of merit 
scholanhips to these stu- 
dents, withholding the fi- 
nancial btmus when they 
can alTord to pay their 
own way through college 
f lowever, since the emphasis of the 
study is on minorities, especially those 
below or at the p«jverty level, I know 
this is not the case 

These income caps, if applied, 
would gouge middle-class stu- 
dents like me Without my merit 
award. I could nut afford to go lo 
college. My family is not pour, 
but like many middle-class fami 
lies, we are breaking even when 
you factor in normal expenses 
This problem will only get worse 
as tuition continues to rise 

Obviously, economically disad- 
vantaged students need assistance, 
loo, but by and large, they are get- 
ling it The National Center for 
Education Statistics estimates 77 
percent of students whose families 
make less than $20,000 a year are 
f^ceiving aid. Purthermore, almost 66 
percent of independent students with 
annual incomes less than $10,000 are 
getting assistance. 

So much emphasis is gtveti to helping 
minorities that the plight of others, no 
less important, may be forgotten entirely 
This would be detrimental to the entire 
nation. If K- State wants to keep bragging 
about its fUiodes scholars and other elite 
achiever;, it had better not heed the Har 
vard study If anything, il needs to con- 
sider expanding its merit assistance, or 
its successful students will be singing an- 
other fight song

Advocators against bilingual 
education believe that Spanish- 
speaking students should be 
taught one year of English and 
then move to an all- English cur- 
riculum. 



Supporters of bilingual educa- 
tion believe courses should be 
taught in Spanish and English 
over a prolonged period of lime 
for non English-speaking students.

In an effort to increase vot- 
er registration, Student Body 
President Zac Cuuk said he 
felt there needed to be some 
type of push to get students 
interested 

As a result, Cook and fel- 
low SGA members will be 
host to the "Cat's Challenge," 
a competition against the Uni 
versity of Kansas to see which 
school can get the most stu 
dents and residents to register 
to vote during their respective 
home football games Oct. 12. 

"I was looking for a way to 
get more of the 18-24 age 
range to vote," Cook said 

"We've been looking for a 
lot of ways to gel involved 
with KU since my term start 
ed, and this seemed like a 
great opportunity" 

Moreover, the competition 
is not limited just to the stu 
dent body, but is open to the 
Manhattan community as 
well, he said. 

SGA members will be lo 
cated at various places around 
Manhattan, including the en- 
trances and parking lots 



around KSU Stadium, begin- 
ning at 10 am 

An additional location will 
be at Varney's Bookstore in 
Aggieville starting at 8 a.m. 

Voter registration will close 
at the end of the football 
game 

After all registration ballots 
have been counted, the school 
with the least amount of regis- 
trations will have its SGA 
members wear the opposing 
school's colors during the 
K State KU football game 
Nov, 2 

"We think this is going to 
be a push to get students 
pumped up about this won- 
derful opportunity," Pmily 
King, chief of staff, said 

"The football game is a 
wonderful way to gather the 
student body and ihe K-State 
community. This would be the 
greatest opportunity to pro- 
mote responsibility and team 
spirit," 

While there is a competi 
tion involved. Cook said the 
overall goal of the event is to 
increase the number of stu 
dent voters at both campuses 

"Both of us think it's a key 
to have students get out and 



have a say in the proceis" 
Cook said. 

"The key reason is to get 
studenU registered to vote." 

KU Student Body President 
lonathan Ng agreed, adding 
that the competition will only 
increase interest to the stu- 
dent body, 

"We definitely embraced 
the idea," he said 

"Adding this new dimen- 
sion to the process is obvious- 
ly a positive thing." 

In addition. Cook said he 
hopes the combination of 
both schools will result in a 
large population of new regis- 
tered voters 

"Hopefully, with the com- 
bined totals, I would think 
this might be a one-day record 
event for registering people," 
he said. 

"I would hope that this 
would go down as the largest 
single day drive in Kansas " 

While both schools are 
concentrating on registration 
turnout, neither one is forget- 
ting Ihe competition at slake. 

"We feel like we're more 
politically active, and I look 
forward to seeing Zac sport 
crimson and blue," Ng said. 



"Regardless of tha out- 
come, it's good for layhawks 
and Wildcats alike We wel 
come competition, but regard- 
less of the outcome, we'll be 
happy with the whole silua 
tion" 

Cook said K-State will win 
due to a number of reasons, 
including Ihe large attendAnce 
at home football games. 

"I'm confident that we'll

House passes war measure; 
Senate likely to follow

The House voted 296 133 
Thursday lo give President 
Bush the broad authority he 
sought lo use military 
force against Iraqi 
leader Saddam Hus 
sein-wilh or without 
UN. support 

The Senate was 
poised to do the same 
and to deliver Bush a 
national security poli- 
cy victory 

"The ffouse of 
Representatives has 
spoken clearly to the 
world and to Ihe Unit 
ed Nations Security 
Council The gathering threat 
of Iraq must be confronted lul 
ly and hnally," Bush said im- 
mediately after the vote 

Senate sponsors later sue 
ceeded in defeating all efforts 
to weaken the proposal, open 
ing the way for a final vote ci- 
ther late Thursday or early Pri 
day 

"It is clear that we have lost 
this battle in the Senate," said 
Sen Robert Byrd, » WVa , the 
most outspoken Senate foe of 
the resolution Byrd accused 
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Congress of "handing the pres 
ident unche.'ked authority" 

While Bush hailed the 

strong showing, a majority of 

House l>emoerais voted 

against the resolution - even 

though their leader, 

Uick Gephardt of 

Missouri, was one of 

its authors 

"The issue is how 
to best protect Ameri- 
ca. And I believe this 
resolution does that," 
Gephardt said 

The Senate 
was working on the 
same resolution, vot- 
ing 73 25 lo choke off 
delaying tactics and 
move toward a final 
vote, expected late Thursday 

It voted down a series of ef 
forts lo weaken or block the 
resolution, asi did Ihe House 
Senate leaders of both parties 
predicted easy passage. 

TTie administration got a big 
boost when Senate Majority 
Leader Tom Daschle an 
nounced he was puttmg aside 
hi!< misgivings lo support the 
president 

"1 believe it is important for 
America to speak with one 
voice," said Daschle. D-S.D.

TWo principal figures of 
Russian theater, Constanttn 
Stanislavsky and Vladimir Ne- 
mirovich-Danchenko, founded 
the company in Moscow in 
1918 They have toured 
throughout Europe and Asia, 
but this year's tour of i^ Bo 
heme" marks the company's 
first visit to the United States. 
Their stop at McCain is one of

Shooting death linked to Washington-area sniper; deaths increase to 7

MANASSAS. Va The 

number of deaths from the 
Washington -area sniper rose to 
seven Ihursday as authorities 
said hullistics evidence bad 
linked the killer to a man 
gunned down at a Virginia gas 
station 

Dean Meyers, 53. of 
Gaithersburg, Md , was felled 
hy a single shot Wednesday 
night, moments after filling his 
ear's tank. 

Six other people have been 
killed and two have been 
wounded since the attacks be 
gan Oct 2 

Prince William County Po 
Ike Chief Charlie Deane said 
the results uf an autopsy on 



Meyers and ballistic evidence 
had linked the cases He 
pleaded for the killer to give 
up "There's enough damage 
been done" 

Police earlier said they were 
searching for a white minivan 
seen leaving the gas station in 
this bedroom community, but 
Deane said the van's occu- 
pants had a reasonable expla 
nation of their actions lie re 
fused to say whether there 
were surveillance cameras at 
the station, but said some cam 
eras were in the area. 

"It's a difficult case but we 
are developing more informa 
linn an the minutes go by," 
Deane said.

House approved on Thursday a 
compromise $355 4 billion de 
fense bill brimming with mon- 
ey for new deiilroycrs. helicop 
tcrs and missiles Tlie bill 
would also grant President 
Buth most of the Pentagon 
buildup he requested following 
la^t year's terrorist attacks 

While the day's spotlight 
shone on the congressional de 
bate over authorizing Bush to 
u!(e force against Iraq, the mas- 
sive defense spending package, 
one sixth of the entire federal 
budget, underlined the biparti- 
san consensus behind hecFrng 
up the military 

, Quick Senate approval is al 
*Q eKpecied, and White House 
prfjs secretary Axi Fleischer 
said Bush looks forward to 
siitning it into law because it 
wrH "ensure thai we provide 
oiir troops in the Field with the 
resources they need to fighl 
terrorism and defend freedom." 



The bill's 409 14 passage, 
less than four weeks before 
congressional elections, also 
reflected a desire by Democrats 
lo head off campaign -season 
accusations by Bush thai they 
had delayed a measure urgently 
needed in the US. effort 
against terrorism 

Most of Congress' budget 
work has been stalled because 
Bush wants to spend less than 
Democruis and even some Re 
publicans want 

The bill's popularity was al- 
so a tribute to the billions it 
would spend from coast to 
coasl for weapons and other 
equipment. 

Included was $5 1 billion 
for 15 Ait Force C 17 transpori 
aircraft - $5S6 million more 
than Bush requested, which 
the Boeing Co has been huild 
ing in Long Beach, Calif, and 
$270 million for 14 Army 
Black hawk helicopters, seven 
more than Bush sought, built 
by the Sikorsky Aircraft Corp 
of Stratford, Conn 

As lawmakers sorted 
through a pile of legislation in 
hopes of recessing soon for Ihe 
elections, the House approved 
a $105 billion military eon- 
slructioii bill, 419-0. 

By 272-144, the House also 
approved a bill keeping federal 
agencies open for another 



week, a measure necessitated 
by the spending battle between 
Bush and Congress. 

And on tap was a measure 
to help stale and local govern 
ments revamp their voting sys 
tems For now, all was colored 
by the Nov 5 elections, when 
control ol the House and Sen- 
ate for the next two years will 
be decided. 

Hoping to focus voters on 
issues that could help Democ- 
rats, the party's leaders invited 
press coverage of a forum they 
were staging Friday on retire 
mcnt security, corporate re 
sponsibility iind whether the 
economy is on the right track 

To counter that, House Re^ 
publicans were preparing a tax 
cut package that includes big 
ger breaks (or stock market 
losses and for people trying lo 
rebuild depleted individual re 
tiremenl accounts and 40Ukl 
plans. 

Ihe defense bill, for the fed 
eral budget year that started 
Oct 1, represents a $14 billinn, 
or 1 1 percent, increuse over 
lost year. 

Hush sought $167 billion, 
but ran into bipartisan distaste 
for his proposal lor a $10 bil 
lion fund he could lap without 
congressional input for com 
haling terrorists in overseas 
countries

"A race is much different 
than anyone would expect 
It's like the difference 
between practicing a speech 
and actually giving it," she 
said. "There's a lot more 
adrenaline in the race." 

Tliere is punishment in 
volved. she said, but mostly il 
is a great accomplishment if 
you can complete it. 

"It's a challenge - a test of 
your endurance - an achieve- 
ment," she said "All goals 
and achievements involve a 
lot of work It (eels good 
when you fmish, and il feels 
good when you complete a 
long training run Of course, 
you'll have moments that feel 
like punishment, but that's 
part of the process." 

For moments like those, 
both .Schmidt and Bietau said 
Ihe re arc runners out there to 
help 

"There arc people that 
don't finish the race," 
Schmidt said. 

"What's amazing is how 
supportive the runners are al 
the end of the rate In the last 
six miles when the running 
becomes difflcult. 1 distinctly 
remember runners cheering 
each other on, helping thern 
up, encouraging them lo go 
forward "

UNMS blAlE (OlLtdUN 

The wheels are in motion for 
a possible SafeRide profcram 

Board members of the Riley 
County Area Transportation 
Agency will vote at 130 p.m. 
today whether (o provide its 
services for such a program. 
ATA, a non-profit agency, pro-

"If they lum it down, we go 
back to the drawing board and 
try to fulfill our responsibilities 
elsewhere foi the students," 
said Student Body Vice Presi- 
dent Todd Kohman, member of 
the SafeKide Task Porcc "If 
they vote yes, we begin work 
together cooperatively" 

The SdfeKidc Task Force 
met for the find lime last Thurs- 
day However, SafeKide discus- 
sions have been underway 
since spring 2001 during for- 
mer student body president 
Kyle Barker's administration 

Kohman said the task force 
obitained cost estimates from 
ATA Executive Director 
Richard Daily for utilizing its 
service For a three hour shift, 
it would cost SSI 50 for a 16- 
person vehicle This cost in- 
cludes mileage, gallons of fuel 
used, maintenance and driver 
ditpMtchn «s|;e« Eali«M«t» 
were based on an 11 p.m. to 
2:50am shift, 

"We are in the transporta- 
tion business," Daily said, "and 
I see it as a service to both the 
university and community in 
general" 

Daily said if the board ap- 
proves using ATA, it could pro- 
vide its services immediately 
upon implementation of a 
SafeRide program 

Kohman said the task force 
mutt present a proposal before 
Student Senate on (an 30, 
2003. Kohman said details 
must be worked out by then 

He said he hopes to have a 
pilot program implemented by 
this spring and a full-scale pro- 
gram implemented by fall 2003. 

"It's kind of the responsibili- 
ty for this task force to get 
something the Student Senate 
will approve, so we can live up 
to the expectations of what stu- 
dents want," Kohman said "So 
everyone is going to have to 
work together in order to 
achieve this goal "

Air Force ROTC puts in hard work after football fans leave

The football team won, the parking 
lots were empty and fans cleared the 
50,000-scat KSU Stadium on Saturday, 
but Sarah O'Crawley and her Air 
Force ROTC peers still had work to 
do 

As the temperature dropped and the 
cold wind whistled through ihc empty 
stadium, O'Crawley, freshman in biolo- 
gy and first year cadet, joined a team 
of about 50 Air Force ROTC students 
outside the stadium 

With latex gloves and five-gallon 
buckets, they began their 12 hour task 
to pick up about 25 to 30 Dumpsters 



filled with pop cans, popcorn bags, 
napkins, peanut shells and other trash 
left behind by excited lans and messy 
tailgalen The vtudents use the money 
they cam for the ROTC program 

The cleaning process is split into 
two six-hour shifts - a night shift and 
morning shift, both covering the area 
from the Chester h Peters Recreation 
Complex to College Avenue and trom 
Kimball Avenue to Bramlage Coliseum 

Tlic bulk of the stadium cleaning 
occurs during the night shift with 
about 50 cadets The Sunday muming 
shift utilizes a group of about 20 cadets 
to collect 200 to 300 trash bags from 
55-gaIlon drums in Ihe parking lots 
and to finish cleaning ihe stadium 



There is a definite technique to the 
whole process, said Alan Schulcnberg, 
senior in electrical engineering and

"We go into it with a game plan." 
Schuknherg said "We have so many 
new people that haven't cleaned the 
stadium before, and it sounds simple, 
but it jusi takes forever"

The farmer president's ap- 
pMfBnce marked the public 
opening of 9 $3 2 million reno- 
vation project at the 40 year 
old Dwight D. Eisenhower Li- 
brary, which honors the 



longtime Abilene resident who 
served two terms as the 34th 
president from 1953 to 1961 

"We celebrate this day in 
this fantastic place, where gen- 
erations of Americans have 
come to reacquatnt themselves 
with the man who, for me, re- 
mains the very conscience of 
American leadership," Bush 
said, "whose moral authority, 
experience and vision laid the 
foundation for freedom's victo 
ry in the Cold War and from 
whom we have so much to 
learn." 

Eisenhower, who was born 
Oct. 14. 1890, moved with his 
parents to Abilene in 1892. Af- 
ter graduating from Abilene 
High School, he received an 
appointment in 1910 to the 
U.S. Military Academy «t WM 
Point, where he was commlt- 



sioned as an Army 2nd lieu- 
tenant in 1915 

During his 30 year military 
career, Eisenhower rose to the 
rank of five-star general and 
powered the military defeat of 
Hitler's Naii Germany in 
1945 

"I didn't just like fke, I re- 
spected him," Bush said "Not 
just because of his presidency 
but because of his dedicated 
service in uniform" 

ffe went on to emphasize 
how the values that influenced 
Eisenhower a century ago can 
do so again to influence future 
world leaders

Saturday afternoon, 
K StateSalina's first greek 
organization received a 
charter from the national 
fraternity Phi Delta Theta to 
potentially lengthen that list. 

The ceremony was at 1 1 
ii m^ at the Bicentennial Cen- 
ter, allowing the group to 
leach its goal of becoming a 
part of the national organiza- 
tion. 

The idea to form a frater- 
nity began in 1999 when 10 
K- State Sal ina students want- 
ed to be more than just good 
friends - they wanted to be 
bruthen. 

Mike Htgley, vice presi- 
dent of Phi Delta Theta, is 
one of the original 10 stu- 
dents 

Higlcy, senior in technolo- 
Ky management, said At first, 
!<roup members called them- 
selves the brotherhood frater- 
nity, 

The brotherhood fraternity 
\ct forth the principles they 
wanted to uphold and re- 
searched on the national lev- 
L-1 to find a fraternity that up- 
held the .same principles, 
Higlcy said. 

He said the national fra- 
ternity Phi Delta Theta mir- 
rored the principles the 
brotherhood fralemity out- 
lined as individuals: friend- 
ship, sound learning and 
moral rectitude 

Kevin Gorman, president 
of Phi Delta Thetas Manhat 
Ian chapter, said he was ex- 
cited Phi Delta Theta was ex- 
panding 

"It's great anytime you can 
f;row nationally, but to be the 
first is an honor, and for 
them to choose U!t w&s a big 
ger honor," Gorman said. 

Gorman said the process 
lo become a fraternity usually 
lakes five years, but Higley 
!iaid the Sal in a chapter did it 
in four 

Matt Diederich. president 
of Phi Delta Theia's Salina 
chapter, said the first step of 
an interest group officially 
being recognized as a frster 
nily is to form a colony, 
which was formed Oct, 6, 
2001 

To receive a charter, which 



is the final stage of becoming 
an official chapter, a colony 
must be upheld for at least a 
year and be approved on the 
national level. 

Higley said the brother- 
hood fralemity, now Phi 
Delta Theta, established itself 
on campus by sponsoring 
various community service 
events. 

Last year after the Sept 1 1 
attacks, the fraternity spon- 
sored a one-day event at 
Sam's Club that raised more 
than $800 for the American 
Red Cross. 

The brotherhood fraternity 
also participated in a full-day 
community service project at 
a homeless shelter in Salina, 
the Ashby House More than 
25 men volunteered, totaling 
more than 600 hours of 
work. 

For the past two yean the 
brotherhood fraternity re- 
ceived the most beneRcial or- 
ganization award on the Sali- 
na campus 

"We're very diverse," 
Higley said. 

"Over 40 to 50 percent of 
our members are holding of- 
fices on other groups on 
campus." 

Diederich, senior in pilot 
program professionals and 
airway science, said of all the 
organizations he's worked 
for, he hasn't found a better 
group than Phi Delta Theta. 
* "It's been my privilege to 
help lead them," Died rich 
said 

Diederich said while being 
involved in general is crucial 
to a person's college experi- 
ence, he believes qualities ob- 
tained by being involved in 
Phi Delta Theta will be in 
valuable in the real working 
world. 

Higley said he also be 
lieves his brothers are receiv- 
ing a well-rounded college 
experience by being involved 
in the fraternity 

"Especially on the Salina 
campus, it's easy to go into 
your room, play video games 
all day and stay distant 

"Men of our organization 
are getting the fullest possible 
college experience," Higley 
said 

"We're not the college ex-

education for minorities be 
counterpriKluctive while foreign 
language study by Elnglish 
speakers is laudable* 

It's sad flollingsworth docs 
not seem lo be aware of lhi!i 
when she wrote: "If parents 
speak strictly Spanish in the 
home, they pass this down to 
their chiUren, who are handi 
capped from the siari in a new 
country" Or, when she claims ; 
that "There is nothing wrong ' 
with requiring people to speak ', 
your nation's national language." | 

The "funny thing " is language | 
conflicts arise where one group ; 
tries to impose its language on 
another by force of law, and 
select limit edEnglishproficienl 
- LEP - children as scapegoats 
for social problems that have 
little to do with language.

"It's just at the very begin 
ning phases of even talking 
about it," said Beth Mon- 
telone, chair ol the Committee 
on Technology 

She said the issue was pro 
posed during a Faculty Senate 
meeting by Student Senate 
Chair |ahn O'Hara Faculty 
Senate will discuss the issue 
this year 

O'Hara said online tran 
scripts would be more cflictent 
for students 

"There's been a number ol 
times we've needed transcripts 
for internships or scholarships, 
and each time you have to go 
and pay that $5 We're just 
trying to be more effective, 
and with technology, we think 
online transcripts is something 
we can accomplish." 

O'Hara said he has dis- 
cussed the issue since last 
school year with Seth Bridge, 



chairman of the Academic At 
fairs and the University Kela 
tions Committee. 

O'Hara said discussions so 
far include unofTicial tran 
scripts. 

'That's not to say wc aren't 
seeking the opportunity to 
have an ofTiciat online Iran 
script, but we think it's plausi- 
ble to have an unofficial Iran 
script online," O'flara said 

Bridge said he met Friday 
with Rob Caffcy, member of 
the Computing and Informa 
tion Technology Advisory 
Council, and discussed a sys- 
tem through K-State Online 
that would allow access to un 
official transcript information 

"It was originally config 
ured to help out advising, but 
it has a lot of features u.sed for 
transcripts," Bridge said 

Many times, O'liura said, 
employers don't require an of 
ficial copy. So having access 
to an unofficial copy would 
still be beneficial And he said 
he hopes to eliminate the $5 
charge for obtaining a copy 

However, Montelone said if 
offlcial transcripts are posted 
online, they probably still 
would cost money 

"I am sure there would be," 
she said. "There is a fee now. 
It's an official university docu- 
ment with a sea) on it " 

Montelone said the first 
step in the process will be 
speaking to the Office of the 
Registrar 

To ensure the security of 



such a system, O'Hara said he 
and Bridge met with Bob 
Krause, vice president of insti 
tutional advancement. He said 
there will be mechanisms to 
prevent fraud or grade alter- 
ations. 

"This is definitely going to 
be a positive move - a step in 
the njiht direction," O'Hara 
said. 

"Absolutely, we will make 
sure there are no possibilities 
for any sort of fraud, as that 
would be a discredit to the 
university and our education, 
and that i.<i the last thing we 
wont to see happen." 

O'Hara said senators also 
are in the process of contact- 
ing Beth Unger. vice provost 
of academic services and tech 
nology, to see if online tran- 
scripts are an opportunity stu 
dents could malic use of 

O'Hara said he hopes to 
sec transcripts online soon. 

"The sooner, the better." he 
<>aid 'We feel like this is 
something that should be able 
to be accessible very soon. I 
would hate to put a timeline 
on it, but 1 would hope by the 
beginning of next semester we 
could have this access ' 

Unfortunately, Bridge said, 
the issue is still in its begin 
ning stages. 

"We've got to find out if 
students could gel an unoffi 
cial transcript online, what 
features it would need." he 
said, 'and that's kind of uhere 
we're at now"

He laid the task force is 
now in contact with the Riley 
County district attorney dis- 
cuuing if a portion of money 
Irom DUIs in Riley County 
could be utilized (or SafeRide. 
Kohman said the task force 
also b seeking corporate spon- 
sors to help pay for SafeRide 
costs Task force members will 
speak to the Aggieville Busi- 
ness Association, Briggs Auto 
Group and other corporations, 
Kohnian said 

Then, he said the task force 
wit! have to iron out logistics, 
such as where pick up and 
drop off points would be, who 
will have privileges to use 
SafeRide and how tu address 
abuses of the program 

"We don't know if we will 
have to issue cards, or an elec- 
tronic slip you can print off 
KATS," Kohman said "These 
are all issues the task force will 
have to decide So, it's starting 
to come together." 

A plebiscite vote last spring 
showed most students favored 
a SafeRide program It also 
showed the ma)orily of them 
would utilize the service, and a 
majority would pay $2 per se- 
mester for it Kohman said 
there still is a positive response 
to the program. 

"Prom what we've got going 
on so far. the feedback seems 
real positive," he said. "I'm ex- 
cited for the students because I 
think we've got everyone work- 
ing on the same page for the 
same goal, and I hope before I 
graduate, which is in May, I'll 
be able tu take the SafeRide 
bus home some night." 

Once there is more of a con- 
crete program, Kr)hman said he 
and task force members will 
speak to sludeni groups, such 
as GAMMA, Greeks Advocat- 
ing the Mature Management of 
Alcohol and greek houses, to 
gain their input Kohman said 
implementing a SafeRide pro- 
gram is important lo ensure the 
safely of students and others 

"If we save one life, if we 
avert one person from driving 
dmnk and killing themselves or 
another, then this program is a 
success," he said "There is no 
dollar amount on student safety 
and a life It's worth it"

The cleaning process begins 
Thursdays, when Aaron De- 
van, senior in electrical engi- 
neering and cadet wing com 
mander, meets with athletic 
department ofncials to discuss 
any progress. 

Then, after every home 
football game, cadets arrive 
about five hours after the 
game begins. They begin by 
picking up the north lawn of 
the stadium, then comb the 
stands for any leftover bever- 
ages and dump them into 
buckets lo be drained. The 
cadets are split into different 
groups, each with its own re- 
sponsibility 

"We use souped-up leaf 
blowers to blow the trash into 
the white aisles, then we 
sweep up any accumulated 
trash and bag it," said Steven 
Sisson, senior in marketing 
and public relations officer for 
the 270th cadet wing "It is re 
ally a pretty efficient way of 



collecting all of the trash The 
blowers will pick up every 
thing there is lo get." 

Devan said there is more 
trash in certain sections 

"The alumni section is sur 
prisingly the area with the 
most trash, and the student 
section is probably the clean- 
est," Devan said. 

Mark Schnell, freshman in 
architectural engineering and 
first -year cadet, said he appre 
ciates sections that clean up 
their trash 

'The band does an awe- 
some job of picking up after 
themselves after every game," 
he said. 

Cleaning the stadium helps 
avoid bird and insect prob- 
lems, but it can be dirty. Air 
i^orce ROTC cadets don't 
seem to mind 

"You get to know people in 
the corps, and that makes it 
fun," Auld said "Plus you find 
some pretty interesting things 
sometimes I found a new 
sweatshirt the other day, a 



food coupon and some tun- 
glasses." 

Other cadets have found 
money, cell phones and even a 
hearing aid 

"It's fun in its own weird 
way," said [eff Boyles, senior in 
geography and director of 
training. 

"You get a chance to com- 
municate with each other on a 
social level, and that's some 
thing wc don't have time to do 
otherwise." 

Sisson said the work is 
worth it 

"It's hard work, but it is a 
lot of fun getting to hang out 
and joke around," Sisson said. 
"Granted, it's dirty work, but 
it's still a lot of fun " 

It's also the main source of 
income for the corps It earns 
$3,000 per game 

"It's the way we pay for all 
the things we do," Sisson said. 
"It carries us through the 
spring and summer Basically, 
it pay« for everything we do as 
a unit and funds the cadet 



lounge" 

Devan said cadets are not 
required to go, but there is al- 
ways a high turnout. 

"It's kind of a neat manage 
ment and leadership feat," he 
said 

"It is hard tu inspire people 
to pick up Irash and do it well, 
but they are up here after 
every game instead of going 
out with their friends or 
spending time with their fami 
ly They're dedicated to clean 
ing up trash to support our or 
ganization." 

That dedication is evident 
in cadets like Owen Walker,

He and other Salina cadeb 
travel more than an hour to 
help clean the trash. 

"I signed up to help be 
cause I receive a scholarship

A Degree Better 
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Women receiving more 
bachelor's degrees than men

Women may have more opportunities and more education 
than ever, according to a recent report 
More American women than men have received bachelor s de- 
grees every year since 19^2, according to a |uly report (nmi the 
U.S Department of Commerce's Census Bureau 
On average, men still have more yeajs of educalioo than women, 
but the rate at which women have been attending college has in- 
creased, said lim Ragan )r, professor of economics The number of 
women receiving bachelor's degrees almost has doubled since 1 980, he 
said. 

Ragan said there are several reasons 
for the trend. 

"Over the last 50 yeans, wages have in- 
creased faster for women than men, So 
there's more of a reward for receiving a 
college det;ree for women than there was 
10 yeiiri . igo, ta- taki 

Women are increasing tlteir skills taster 
than men. Kagan said The number of op- 
portunities for women has also increased, 
he said 

In addition, the length of time women 
expect to spend in the labor force has in- 
creased, he said. 
"The working life of women has in- 
creased," he said "It's now financially 
more attractive to go out and get a 
college degree than it was 30 to 40 
years ago" 

Women are getting married and having children at later ages 
than they were 30 years ago, making it easier to work toward a 
degree, he said 

Melissa Divine, instructor of women's studies, said 
the trend also could be fueled by opportunities 

"One of the things is that doors are open tiow,' she 
aid 'We can get education We're encouraged to get an 
education " 

Divine said women may realize success can be 
achieved through a degree It's no longer unusual for 
wonico to attend college, she said. 

"We have templates lor success," !>he satd 
"The templates we see on television shows show 
that it's not unusual to go to school It's now unusu- 
al to find women who don't entertain that idea" 
Today's career options are much more broad than in the past, t)i 
vine said Women are shifting away from traditional female profes- 
sions, she said. 

"A lot of it is about understanding that 1 have to have a career 
that's dependable," she said. 

"Knowledge is power, as chchf as it sounds 1'he one way that we 
have some control over our own destinies is being able to determine 
and have genuine choice Financial freedom is one of the ways we can 
achieve that" 

The trend could have important implications for women in the long 
run. Divine said 

"1 think it's a continued cultural shift," she said. "Once women are 
allowed to compete, we will compete" 
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Education levels determining factor of average earnings

More education could 
equal more lifetime earnings. 

A recent report from the 
U.S. Department of Com- 
merce's Census Bureau indi- 
cates that during the average 
adult's working life, people 
with bachelor's degrees earn 
about $1 million more than 
IMople with only high school 
degrees. 

A master's degree recipient 
earns about SSOO.OOO more 
than people with bachelor's 
degrees, and earnings increase 
by about $1 million for each 
Ulditional degree thereafter, 
. to the report.

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Local transportation agency 
delays vote on SafeRlde proposal 



Indonesia blaming al-Qaeda for bombing 
attack that killed at least 180 in nightclub

Board members of iKe Riley 
County Area Transportaiion 
Anenty said Monday iKey 
needed more detailed informa- 
tion about SafcRide, a late- 
night transportation program, 
before voUng to allow use of 
their services 

Members tabled Uic issue. 
requesting further dialo^gue be- 
tween ATA and K Stale 

K-Stale's SafcRide Task 
Forte had contacted ATA Ex- 
ecutive Director Richard Daily 
about using ATA's buses to 
transport studcnt^ from Ag- 
gieviile and campus during Fri- 
day und Saturday nights, and 
possibly Thursday nights Shifts 
would run from about 1 1 :30 
p m. to 2:30 am. 

Daily presented the idea to 
the board and outlined require- 
ments he had discussed with 
the task force - no funding 
from ATA. time and-a- half pay 
fur drivers, an on call dispatch- 
er and someone sober accom- 
panying the driver 

■*.My thought from the busi 
ness standpoint is it's more 
money," Daily said "But it's al- 
so a service to the community" 

However, the board wanted 
specifics regarding cost, rev- 
enue, the necessity of a pro- 
gram, who else had been con- 
tacted about it. bussing routes 
and salety "f drivers 

■'K State has a shuttle ser- 
vice of its own. Why don't they 
use it'" board member Robert 
Smith said 

He said revenue would have 
to he substantial tor ATA to 
benefit from SafcRide 

" tt used to be when you got 
drunk in Aggieville. you called 
a cop, and they look you 
home," Smith said "Unless its

g«t a phenomenal amount of money, I don't

a sizeable amount of money, 
we're in tor more trouble than 
it's worth 

"Do we really need this kind 
of grief'" 

Smith said he would consid- 
er it if ATA would make at 
least S500 per night. 

Board member Chuck ]ack- 
son agreed substantial revenue 
was necessary for a future 
"yes" vote, 

"With what they call binge 
drinking these days, they don't 
just drink one beer They drink 
a whole pitcher," he said 
"They're drunk They're bel 
Ugerent 

"Unless we get a phenomc 
nal amount of money, I don't 
think it's worth it " 

Daily previously said it 
would cost $83 SO for a 16 
passenger vehicle to transnorl 
students each night for Inree 
hours That tost included 
mileage traveled, gallons of fuel 
used, maintenance and dri 
ver/dispatcher wages 

However, Daily did not 
quote an exact price to board 
members He s«id details 
would be ironed out later 

"I want to sec a written plan 
with routes," said Debbie Nuss, 
board member I want to see a 
budget of what il would cost, 
tr oncepi, I could say I'm 
...lung to explore this" 

But she said she needs more 
information 

"Is this because they ex- 
plored all other possibilities, 
and is this the last resort for 
them''" she said "If it will gen- 



erate revenue for us that will 
allow us to do other things, 
then fine" 

Board ['resident Lorcne Op- 
py said she understood the 
board's concerns, but she said 
SnfeRidc would benefit stu 
dents She also said K State 
has tried other ways, such as 
tab service, to carry out such a 
program. ■ 

Bottom line is I think it's a 
good thing," she said "When I 
had_kids down In Aggicville. I 
wisli they'd had transporta- 
tion 

Members said they would 
consider and vote tm using 
ATA for SaleRide when Dailv 
could present them with fur 
ther program information 

"tt's defmitcly a move in the 
right direction Ui continue dia 
logue with Ihc ATA." said Stu- 
dent Body Vice f'resident Todd 
Kohman. SafeRide task force 
member "I'm pleased with 
their decision, and I'm |r>oking 
forward to creating a proposal 
thai botJi K-Statc and ATA can 
work with" 

No task force members at- 
tended the meeting, but 
Kohman said they will address 
the board when logistics are 
nulled down. 

"It's all deciding who's go- 
ing to use it, what nights a \ 
week - this is all stuff we need 
to have before we go to thent." 
he said. 

Kohman said the task force 
wilt discuss issues raised by the 
bttard at its next meeting, (or 
which a dale has not been set

Indonesia's government, 
reeling from a bomb attack 
that killed at least 180 people, 
acknowledged for the first 
time Monday that al Qaeda is 
active on its soil - setting the 
stage for a possible crack- 
down on extremists 

Stocks plummeted in the 
capital Jakarta, and markets 
sank elsewhere in Southeast 
Asia as tourists fled the coun 
try, already one of the re 
gion's most fragile economies. 

But many Americans said 
they were planning to stay, 
contrary to State Department 
advice and despite warnings 
US interests could be the 
next targets 

The tar bomb Saturday at 
a nightclub packed with for 
eigners on the resort island is 
likely to harm more than just 
the economy and tourism 
Since the Sept 1 1 attacks. 
and despite I' S, pressure and 
the discovery of an al-Qaeda- 
hnked terror network in 
neighboring Singapore and 
Malaysia, Indonesia had in- 
sisted there was no threat of 
violent extremism on its soil 

The turnaround came after 
a Cabniet meeting in |akarta 
Monday, when Defense .Min 
ister Matori Abdul Djalil said, 
"We are sure al-Qaeda is 
here" 

•The Bali bomb blast is 
linked to al-Qaeda with the 
cooperation of local terroj- 
ists," he said 

President Megawati 

Sukarnoputri is likely to (ace 
growing demands to arrest 
high profile suspects whose 
continued freedom has as- 
tounded law enforcement nffi 
cials in other countries 
Whether she can do so with- 
out provoking extremists - 



and possible further attacks ~ 
is an open question. 

In Washington, President 
Bush had strong words for 
the Indonesian leader, saying 
he planned to talk to her 
about the need to crack down 
on terrorism. 

"J hope I hear the resolve 
of 8 leader who recognizes 
that any time terrorists take 
hold in a country it's going to 
weaken the country itself." 
Bush said 

"And there has to be a firm 
and deliberate desire to find 
out - find the killers before 
they kill somebody else." he 
said 

Security Minister Bambang 
Susilo Yudoyono said there 
were signs terrorists were 
planning attacks against in 
dustrial sites, including 
ExxonMobil s Arun liquefied 
natural gas plant in Aceh and 
the C'allcx refinery in Suma 
tru 

"We will increase the secu- 
rity alert in those areas" Yu- 
doyono said 

On Bali, there was no visi 
hie es'idcnce o( a higher secu 
rity presence or stricter con 
trols ot the airport, though 
police insisted an elite unit 
had been deployed. 

The TBI and Australian 
detectives joined the hunt for 
the killers Investigators from 
Scotland Yard were on the 
way, and Germany said it 
might send experts, 

Bali polite said 27 witness 
es had been questioned 

Suspicion has fallen on |e 
maah fslamiyah, a group that 
Singapore says is based in In 
donesia and is linked to 
Osama bin l-aden's lertor net 
work Bui the gntup's leader 
denied involvement 

"All the ailcgulinns against 
me are groundless 1 challenge 
them to prove anything," Abu 



Bakar Bashir said. 

"l suspect that the bomb- 
ing was engineered by the 
United States and its allies to 
justify allegations that In- 
donesia is a base for terror- 
ists" 

Indonesia has refused to 
arrest Bashir, saying he has 
committed no crimes and that 
an anti -terrorism law has not 
been passed by Parliament 

Underlying the reluctance 
is a fear that arresting Bashir 
could provoke a backlash 
against the nascent democra 
cy in the world's most popu- 
lous Muslim nation, and that 
providing the military wider 
powers to deal with terrorism 
could herald a return of hu- 
man rights abuses, 

Malaysia and Singapore 
have jailed scores of suspect- 
ed Icniaah Islamiyah mem- 
bers accused of plotting to 
bomb the US. Embassy and 
other Western targets The 
group has carried out bomb- 
ings in the Philippines, 

jemaah Islamiyah is be- 
lieved to have four tons of 
ammonium nitrate, a chemi- 
cal used lo make the Okla- 
homa City truck bomb, pur 
chased by a suspected 
Malaysian member who the 
Malaysian government says 
allowed two of the Sept, II 
hijackers to use his apartment 
in 2000 

The US Embassy ordered 
all nonessential staff and de- 
pendents to leave Indonesia, 
and said other Americans in 
Indonesia should consider 
leaving 

Up to 20,000 Americani 
are believed to be in Indone- 
sia although few are perma- 
nent residents Many are em- 
ployees of US energy 
companies, which have exten- 
sive interests in the resource- 
rich nation.

ATA members should certainly do 
some research on the topic themselves, 
but at the same time, our elected repre- 
sentatives must be at meetings to repre- 
sent students.

Ghetlo has become quite familiar with today's pop 
ular culture Searching through wuiu) google com for 
the word yielded 781,000 sites in 17 seconds 

Ghetto has jjone from a word used in Ihe African- 
American comm*mity to commonplace thanks to ttic 
effervescence ol up hop Artists like Britney Spcan, 
Christina Aguilera and limp Hiikit arc taking a cue 
from leading hip-hop ariiMs and making it into a 
"fashion statement"

U.S. soldiers come under gunfire in Kuwait

KUWAfT - US military 
forces in Kuwait came under 
gunfire Monday for Ihe sec- 
ond time in a week, this time 
without any casualties 

Shots were fired from two 
civilian vehicles on US Army 
soldiers near a northern 
Kuwait training area, US of 
ficials said Nobody was in 
jured and the soldiers did not 
return fire, according to a 
U.S tlmbassy statement and a 
U S military spokesman at 
Camp Doha in Kuwait 

Within a few hours, 
Kuwaiti officials began pri- 
vately suggesting the targets 
may have been pigeons, nol 
American forces 

Bird hunters start heading 
out this time uf year as lem 
peralures drop below 1(M) de 
greet. 

The US, military official, 
however, said the troops in 
volved had "no doubt" the 
shots were meant for them 
He spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

The shooting came six days 
after two Kuwaiti a.ssailanls 
opened fire on Marines taking 
a break from war games on 
an island off Kuwait (Jne 
Marine was killed and anoth 
er wounded before the as 
sailants were shot dead 

The following day, a U S 
Army soldier fired a shot al a 
civilian vehicle overtaking a 
military Humvee. US offi 
cials said the civilian vehicle's 
occupant bad pointed a gun 

f^esident Bush said Mon- 
day Ihe attacks in on U,S 
troops in Kuwait, as well as a 



deadly bombing in Bali and 
the bombing of a French oil 
tanker in Yemen point lo 
Osama bin Lad en's al-Qaeda 
terror network and the need 
for a global coalition to fight 
it. 

"This is a reminder of how 
dangerous the world can be if 
these al Qaeda are free to 
roam," Hush said, adding that 
the attacks raised concerns al 
Qaeda is on Ihe move again 
and could strike the United 
States 

Kuwaiti Defense Minister 
Sheik laber Mubarak Al 
Sabah said it was too early to 
say i( Monday's shooting was 
a tenor attack 

But he said Kuwaitis and 
Americans are re-examining 
security measures near train 
ing areas because such inci 
dents "affect not only the 
friendly military forces, but 
also Kuwait as a slate" He 
did not say what new mea 
sures were being considered 

Despite Ihe attacks, the 
U S military spokesman said 
troops remain comfortable in 
Kuwait and denied they've 
come to feel like targets 

t'ifteen Kuwaiti,s. many of 
them cousins or nephews, 
have been arrested in last 
week's fatal attack Of them, 
Islamic Affairs and justice 
Minister Ahmed Buqcr said 
"five or IQ' are affiliated wiih 
Usama bin Lad en's al-l,jaeda 
network The resi were in 
volved in selling weapons, he 
said, but had no al Qaeda 
cimncctions, 

Inlerior Minister Sheik 
Mohammed Khaled Al Sabah 
has said there was no cvi 
dence Ihe group took orders 



from al-Qaeda and Ihal only 
slain attacker Anas al Kan- 
dari, 21, had pledged alle 
giance lo bin laden The oth- 
er assailant was al-Kandari's 
cousin, )asscm al Hajiri, 26 

That shooting and the ap- 
parent bomb attack on a 
French oil tanker off Yemen 
this month have hieled specu- 
lation a I Qaeda may be re 
grouping and seeking Western 
targets The attacks have not 
been linked or acknowledged 
as coordinated al Qaeda cf 
forts, 

Baqer said al-Qaeda may 
be regrouping, but its mem- 
bers cannot easily recruit oth- 
ers 

"They can't speak in public 
and add more people to their 
regime because this will ex- 
pose ihem What they can do 
is kill people because this is 
easy," he said in an interview 
conducted in English in his 
ministerial office 

Deputy Prime Minister 
Sheik Sabah Al Ahmed Al 
Sahah met with leading Is- 
lamic Fundamentalist and 
West emitted liberal politicians 
Monday and urged them lo 
avoid exchanging accusations, 
Sheik Siibah, who also is the 
nation's foreign minister, said 
it was important Kuwaitis 
"maintain their national 
unity" 

Ahmed Bishara, who heads 
the liberal National Democra- 
tic Movement, said his group 
promised lo cooperate 

"We told him the govern 
ment wax responsible for 
what happened because it has 
been too easy on the Muslim 
fundamentalist movements 
and iheir activities."

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U.N. accuses Liberia of smuggling, 
calls for expanded weapons embargo

UNITED NATIONS 
Liberia smuggled more than 
200 tons ol military equipment 
into the country in violation of 
U.N, sanctions, uLCording to a 
U.N, report that calls for an 
arms embargo to be expanded 

The report, obtained Mon 
day by The Associated Press, 
details "a sophisticated trail of 
double documentation" de- 
signed to show that the 
weapons and aminunilion 
were shipped to Nigeria - not 
to Liberia, which has been un 
der an embargo 

The UN experts compiling 
the report said they had cvi 
dence that six cargo pianes 
landed al Roberta Internation- 
al Airport in Ihe l.ibcrian 



capital, Monrovia, between 
|unc and August with more 
than 200 tons of ammunition, 
rifles, pistols, hand grenades. 
missile launchers, machine 
guns, mines, and spare parts 

Forged documents showed 
that the cargo, listed as 
drilling and technical equip 
ment, was being sent to the 
Nigerian Defense Ministry, the 
report said 

In reality, more than 200 
tons of moslly older equipment 
from Yugoslav Army slocks, 
supplied by a Hetgrade-based 
company, was shipped to the 
Liberian government in viola- 
tion of the U.N arms embargo, 
the report said 

The August shipment in 
eluded a new rotor engine and 
blades lor a Liberian military 
hehtoplLT which was qiiickl\ 



repaired Almost immediately 
it began resupplying front line 
bases in the north, where gov- 
ernment forces are Hghting 
rebels, the report said 

The northern -based rebel 
movement, Liberians United 
for Reconciliation and Democ 
racy, or LURD, has been fight 
ing lo oust President Charles 
Taylor, a former warlord who 
won presidential elections in 
1997 - seven years after he 
launched a civil war that dev- 
astated the West African na- 
tiim 

Taylor's govemmeni has ac 
cused neighboring Guinea of 
supporting the rebels, Guinea 
denies the accusations

Whether it's rough around the edges or smooth 
and polished, metal is a hard substance that is nearly 
impenetrable and often dangerous The same gues tur 
the music 

Harder, faster, louder, more complex and often 
mure disgusting than any other type of music, metal 
is one of the most identifiable genres of music 

Brian Reeves, host of the metal show known as 
The Pit on KMKF FM 101 5, has been involved in 
the local metal scene since playing in Purphyria. then 
known as Time Has Come, and most recently, Condi- 
tion 13 It is dilticult for metal bands tu gel 
many gigs in Manhattan, and Reeves, )u- 
nior in radio and television, said that is 
partially due to (he extreme nature of the 
music 

"It's loud It's fast It's aggressive And 
just like hardcore punk rock, it isn t for 
everybody," he said. "Most metal music is not 
just three chords and a catchy chorus It's 
not designed tu be mainstream pop or 
bubble gum It's more involved and com- 
plex" 

That complexity may be harder 
lo hear with loud guitars and =^^ 
screaming vocals, but talent is 
something Go/arr (Clint McAllis 
ter), guitarist for the Bearded Ass- 
holes, said metal musicians lake 
pride in. 

"Mainstream music doesn't have 
good leads anymore," he said. 
"Thanks to Nirvana, you don't 
have these guys anymore who come out and show 
you what they can do I'm sure a lot of those guys 
can actually play that stuff, but lo nol bring that out 
in your music is wrong" 

The history of metal is remarkably clear No one 
disputes Black Sabbath as the forefathers of mclal. 
introducing listeners to spooky music with dark 
themes and complex arrangements 

"The fact Ihat they sland alone when you lalk 
about the godfathers of metal, and thai O/zy is still 
around today, is a testament to how original they re 
ally were," Reeves said 

But metal isn't restricted to mainstream acts like 
Mctallica and Pantera With an ever-changing local 
landscape of metal bands, Manhattan is home lo its 
share of crunching low luned guitars and screaming 
vocaU. 

Gozarr (Clint McAllister), guitarist for the Heard 
ed Assholes, pointed out thai Manhattan's history 
with metal got its real start with early '90s bands 
such as Pukeweasal and Roach Factory. Several 
bands, representing different subdivisions of metal, 
still exist in Manhattan ITte Bearded Assholes are all 
too happy lo lay claim to the title of death metal 
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With song titles like "Blood. Coke and Acid." and 
'WAAAARRR^" the band claims to make masic that 
is a "pungent musical meat grinder of bruiul death 
metal," according lo its Web site The guitar riffs are 
heavy and dark with flashy drawn ou I solos, and the 
vocals are all but unintelligible with Vigo the 
Carpathian ai the micruphune. 

Gozarr said they are wailing lo release their album 
until they replace drummer Ty Dupp, who recently 
moved, so they can support and promote it 

Pins St Needles also has an album primed for re- 
lease |ohn Franco, drommer, said the album, which 
was recorded at M&M Studios in Manhattan, still 
needN lo be mastered and duplicated before its late 
November release Franco, senior in graphrt desrgn, 
said the vocals are influenced mainly by Mike Pat- 
lon of Faith no More and Mr Hungle, while 
the music is influenced by Tool, Pantera 
and the Hr-d Hot Chili Pepper* in differ 
ent ways 

Tlie band formed in lune 2001, and 
Franco said he play» metal because of the 
emotitinal (junlilies that come across in the 
music 

"It's an emotional roller coaster,'* he 

said "We pride ourselves <m bringing a Tool 

flavor where we can be melodic

crescendo of musical emotion 

"That's the thing that allracis 
me to this music In this band, I m 
able to express a lol more Ihan I 
would he able 1u in something like 
punk" 

Crossing the theatrics ol goth 
with hard, fast metal, Ualseraph is 
a build with .1 monopoly on black itieial in the tftea 
CiUng Cradle of (•iUli and IJimmu Horgir as prmiary 
influences, vocalist Brenlon Hohlfeld said Ihe hand 
lakes itself more seriously than most local metal 
bands 

Instead of writing tongue in cheek death metal, 
Balseraph writes about themes such us vampires and 
the Salem witch trials with dark atmospheric key 
board arrangements Balseraph s recently released de 
but. "First Suffering" is available online and at shows 
In black clothes and makeup, singing about vani 
pi res, il's easy for a band to become a cheesy cliche, 
something Hohlfeld said he tries to avoid. 

"We try not to take ourselves too seriously," he 
said. "Some black metal bands get way too serious, 
but we can still laugh at it all And we don't wear 
makeup tMi heavily We don't look like some of the 
European nu'tal hands that look like they just got 
kicked oul ol Kiss" 

Hounding oul the local metal music rosier are 
Broken Bone Coalition and Strange Unit Milch 
McCuire, guitarist for BBC, uid the band's hard fast 
music is influenced by Hatebreed and Slayer 

^Strange Unil is a metal band that uses hip-hop el- 
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enients such as turntables and occasional rapping to 
dUiinguisb itself from other bands The riffs and vo- 
cals are slill as hard as any other band, and basstsi 
John Havenstein defined the style as grindcore with a 
hip hop influence 

The biggest challenge for Strange Unit has just 
been getting gigs, Havenstein said tt's a predicament 
common to all Manhattan metal bands With no bar 
that is home for the genre, and little enthusiasm from 
club owners, the bands usually play house parties or 
occasionally bring several bands together for one 
show, such as last year's Manhattan Metal Fest 

"We're willing lo play any keg parly for free beer," 
Havenstein said "We just want to get oul and play 
because that's what we love to do.'' 

Another difficulty is warped public perceptions of 
metal With the influx of new metal bands since the 
emergence of Kom, Coal Chamber and Slipknot. 
many ckmes have entered the field While the bands 
have a derinilc connection to metal, McAllister said 
he doesn't enjoy much of the music, a sentiment 
echoed by other underground metalheads 

Some guy will see that you have long hair and a 
beard and be like 'Dude I listen to metal,' and I'll ask 
what he listens to and it's like Limp Bizkit," he said 
'*And that's not metal." 

When that happens, McAllister said he tries to 
point people in the direction of gateway metal bands 
such as In l-lames or Slayer. 

Plenty of melal still exists for people who are in- 
terested, he said 

Reeves said the mainstream still has a place in 
melal, and with his radio show, he tries lo expose 
people Id new bands they might not have heard, 
while also playing popular bands 

No matter what, metalheads will continue to wear 
long hair, get tattooed, write sometimes juvenile, 
sometimes disgusting lyrics and above all, Ihey will be 
proud of the music. McAllister uses a sense of humor 
when trying to describe what being a metalhead is 
about 

"Us not like we get together and march because 
we all seem to be pretty anti social," he said "If a 
sorority girl is walking down the street and sees me, 
thinks I'm scary, and when grandmas go 'Oh my 
God,' I think that's what makes a metalhead."

Kansas was ranked as the 
I4th smartest state in a recent 
survey by Morgan Quitno 
Preis, an independent research 
and publishing company in

T^e rankings were based on 
21 education -related factors, 
including teacher salaries, per- 
pupil expenditures, class size 
and graduation rates, according 
to the Morgan Quitno Web 
site 

"It's indicative of the fact we 
value education in Kansas," 
said l.ori Martin, director (or 
the department of teaching and 
learning for USD 383 "Cer- 
tainly, education is a priority in 
the state of Kansas. It's our 
goal to be number one" 

Kansas already has met 
most of President Bush's stan 
dards for education, Martin 
said The only way to improve 
is for Kansans to keep raising 
the bar, 

"We have to set high stan- 
dards for ourselves and our 
children," she said "We have to 
make a concerted effort for im- 
provement" 

Some specific improvements 
could be made, satd )an Wiss- 
man, asstxiate dean of the Col- 
lege of Education 

"Kigher salaries could make 
teaching more attractive," Wiss- 
man said 

However, Wissman said be- 
ing ranked 14th in the nation is 



relatively good. 

Kansas' location and demo 
graphics give it an advantage tn 
many areas, Wissman said Dt; 
cause Kansas has many rural 
schools, class sixes and the 
number of at-risk students re- 
main low, she said. 

The most important aspect 
of Kansas' success, Wissman 
said, is the way Kansas univer- 
sities prepare teachers 

"We have excellent teache^rK 
who have been prepared very, 
very well," she said ,, 

Early field experiences pro 
vide K-Slate education studenU 
with invaluable learning expcri 
ences, Wissman said. 

The professional develop 
ment that teachers experience 
at Kansas universities help» 
make them better teachers, she 
said, and the majonty of teach 
ers educated in Kansas choose 
to remain in Kansas to leach 
This has a positive effect on the 
state's entire education system' 

"The congeniality among 
teacher education programs 
within the state is very impor 
tant," she said. 

Morgan Quitno releases an 
nual rankings on subjects such 
as safest city, inosl livable state, 
healthiest stale and most dan 
gerous state This is the first 
year for the smartest state 
rankings 

The five smartest states ac 
cording to Morgan Quitno are. 
from first to fifth Connecticut, 
Vermont, Montana, New {ersfy 
and Maine

Martin said Kansas can con- 
tinue to improve its education 
system and work to be the 
smartest stale, but it will take 
work

Although changes arc taking 
place slowly, women now are 
becoming leaders more than in 
the past. Ragan said 

"When barriers are elintinat- 



ed, people can do tlie jobs they 
do best," he said. 

The trend is likely to coniin

"I think it means that there 
are a lot of opportunities for 
women" he said "There are 
likely to be more as women 
find themselves in high-level 
poshions Opportunities beget 
opportunities"

could make graduate school a 
more attractive ctption for some 
students, especially with the 
tough [ob market, said Duttie 
Evans, assistant director o( Ca- 
reer and Employment Services 
Evans said she expects gradu 
ate program enrollment to in 
crease. 

"We are anticipating a trend 
upward," Evans said 'There al- 
ways is quite a proportion of 
students that do further their 
education lis primarily if what 
they aspire to do requires that 
For some things, it docs require 
that level ol expertise ' 

An advanced degree helps 
prepare students for positions 
with more responsibility and 
higher pay. Guikema said 
Graduates in disciplines such 
as business administralicm. 
medicine and computer and in 
formation sciences typically 
earn much more with respect 
to education levels, he *aid 

"With the additional piece of 
paper comes the additional 
knowledge and additional ex- 
pertise,' he said "That's the key 
- that the advancc'd degree 
qualifies you lor jobs at a differ 
eiit level" 

But holding an advanced 



degree In other careers may not 
merit drastic pay differences or 
leverage in the job market, he 
said 

For some careers, a bache- 
lor's may be all that's neces 
sary, Evans said 

"If you really want to have 
what we consider a good stan- 
dard of living and earning pow- 
er, it requires a bachelor's." 
Evans said "More and more 
companies require a bachelor's 
for a lot of positions " 

The lough job market could 
alter students' motives lor ob- 
taining more education, she 
said 

"It's a little bit concerning 
whether they're doing it be- 
cause it will make a difference 
in the job they get or whether 
they just can't Tind a job," 
Evans said 

Motives related to money, 
limited employment opportuni- 
ties or uncertainty about the fu 
ture could be the wrong rea- 
sons for obtaining more 
education, said DeAnn Ricks, 
graduate student in agronomy 

"It's a personal decision that 
should be really analyzed and 
not used as a fall-back plan or 
option," Ricks said "It would 
be a bad thing to end up in 
graduate school and realize 



that you don't really want to be 
there.' 

Guikema agreed. 

"Graduate school is not for 
everyone," Guikema said 
"Graduate school is for people 
who want to follow their pas- 
sions" 

A passion for learning is the 
reason Ricks is working on her 
master's. She hopes to earn a 
doctorate to teach 

"I really didn't ctmsider the 
pay difference when I went to 
graduate school," she said. "1 
just didn't feel like I was done 
learning" 

But attending graduate 
school isn t an easy choice, 
Ricks said Students are taking 
a risk by investing time and op- 
portunity cost*, not to mention 
perhaps putting their lives on 
hold in terms of marriage and 
family life 

"It's a risk, hut J think it is 
powerful if you're driven and 
stay on track " Kicks said 

Even with ihe risks. Kicks 
said she encourages other inter- 
ested students to attend gradu 
ate school 

"It's something everyone has 
to decide for themselves," she 
said "I think there is always 
going to be ii need for people 
with education at every level"

Ambrose delivered guest lec- 
tures at K State an Eisenhower 
Lecture in 19118 and a Landon 
Ucture in 2001 

Ambrose was accused of 
plagiarism earlier Uiis year In 
some of his books, he footnot- 
ed others' work, but did not 
place the passages within quo- 



tation marks 

"Some people have said he 
apparently plagiarized other 
historians' books." Linder said 
"It tarnished his reputation as a 
historian and he died under a 
cloud of controversy, but he did 
have a very interesting and ex- 
citing career" 

Ambrose's last book, "To 
America: Pergonal Reflections 
of a Historian " is set for a Nov 
19 release

asked for a bond reduction on

"This is a serious felony." she 
said "We believe $5,000 is ap- 
propriate for this offeiwe." 

Aimdilokwong is a convict- 
ed sex offender and is still on 
probation for previous charges, 
she said She also said there 
were additional charges pend- 
ing related to the offense 

Aimdilokwong was arrested 
April 17 in the K State Student 
Union for aggravated assault 
Reports indicate he has been 
banned from campus but was 
allowed to take classes through 
the Internet

CNS Director Harvard 
Townscnd said WebMail users 
have been experiencing login 
problems, even after entering 
the correct 10 name and pau- 
word 

"The problem appears to be 
due to people not explicitly 
logging out of WebMail before 
they exit their Web browser," 
Townscnd said "The WebMail 
server, thcteforf, thinks that 
person '\% still logged in and 
keeps resources allocated to 
that user" 

Townscnd said the intennit- 
tent problem, unrelated to ear- 
lier WebMail problems, was 
difficult to diagnose 

"CNS staff liave been work- 
ing with the WebMail software 
company to diagnose the prob- 
lem." he said 

Townsend said the WebMail 
company is sending CNS a 
new venion of WebMail to fix 
the pf^lem, but he still advis- 
es students to logout properly. 

"Even with the software fix 
from the vendor, people using 
WebMail should always explic- 
itly lofoul by clicking the 'Lo- 
gout' button in the main Web- 
Mail screen before they exit 
their browser," he said. 

For TJ. Steinkirchner, 
sophomore in architecture, 
Web Mull problems couldn't 
have come at a worse time.

Death toll reaches 9 

FBI analyst killed Monday; investigators link shooting to sniper

FALLS CHUKCH, Va - 
An FBI analyst who assessed 
terrorist threats was identi 
tied Tuesday as the ninth per- 
son killed by the Washington- 
area sniper, shot in the head 
in an attack investigators say 
has yielded the most detailed 
clues yet in the hunt for the 
gunman. 

For the first time, witni- 
es were able to give informs 
tion about license plates on 
vehicles seen fleeing the 
scene, including a ligirt-col- 
ored Chevrolet Astro van 
with a burned-out rear tail- 
light 

A law enforcement official, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said another wit- 
net) gave a description of a 
dark-skinned, possibly fiis 
panic or Middle Eastern, man 
in a white van. 
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"There was some addition- 
al information that we were 
able to get from last night's 
case, and I am confident thai 
that information is going to 
lead U!t to an arrest m the 
case," Fairfax County Police 
Chief Tom Manger said. 

Law enforcement sources 
said there were no indica- 
tions the sniper targeted 47- 



year-old Linda Franklin be- 
cause of her job She worked 
for the FBI's Cyber-Crimcs 
Division, created last year to 
focus on computer crimts as 
well as intellectual property 
cases. 

Montgomery County (Md | 
Police Chief Charles Moose. 
the head of the investigation, 
emphasized that Franklin 



was not working on the case. 

Franklin, a 47yc8r-old 
mother of two grown chil- 
dren, was killed Monday 
night as she and her husband 
loaded packages into their 
convertible in the parking lot 
outside a Home Depot at the 
Seven Corners Shopping 
Center hallistics evidence 
Tuesday connected the sniper 
to the slaying. 

"Linda was a dedicated 
employee, and she will be 
missed," said FBI Director 
Robert Mullcr All of us are 
deeply shocked and angry 
over this tragedy" 

An FBI chaplain at 
Franklin's Arlington home 
said Franklin and her hus- 
band were planning to move 
Friday to another home in 
the area and were at ffome 
Depot to buy supplies for the 
move and the new house.

Drink Safe coasters 
to target date rapes 



Technology to be 

made available 

within 3 months

One of Prank Guerra's 
friends was rap«d a few years 
ago. 

"Someone slipped some- 
thing in her drink," Guerra 
said "She only looked away 
for a lew seconds" 

Guerra said he could not 
believe something so bad 
could happen to someone he 
knew 

He could have simply 
been sympathetic with his 
friend, but he said that just 
was not enough 

"1 decided to do some- 
thing about it," Guerra said. 
"Something that would really 
help" 

He invented Drink Safe 
Technology, a company that 
is dedicated to helping people 
stay safe while partying. 

Guerra said his most re 
cent invention is the Drink 
Safe Coaster 

"You lake a few drops 
from your drink and put it on 
the card," he said "If it 
changes color, you should 
stop drinking" 

The coasters, which sell 
for 40 cents each, will be 
available in drug stores all 
over the country within three 
months, Guerra said 

"A lot of universities have 
been making the coasters 
available to their students as 
well," he said 

Bill Arck, director for the 
Alcohol and Uther Drug Ed- 
ucation Service at K-State, 



said anything that helps pro- 
mote safer drinking habits for 
students is a positive tool the 
campus can use. 

Arck also said people 
should be aware that devices 
like the coaster are not al- 
ways foolproof. 

"Students should be aware 
that something like this 
would not make them safe, 
but it would make them 
safer," Arck said 

Arck said if students prac- 
tice other safe drinking 
habits, they can greatly re- 
duce their risks of being 
drugged 

"You should party with 
people you know and trust," 
he said 'And you should al- 
ways measure and make your 
own drinks" 

Lt. Kurt Moldrup of the 
Kiley County Police Depart- 
ment said he agreed with this 
mentality about safe drinking. 

"Those kinds of devices 
aren't always guaruntecd," he 
said. 

"You should still keep 
drinks under your own obser- 
vation at all times" 

Guerra said his company 
has received numerous 
e-mails from people who 
have used the coasters and 
escaped potentially harmful 
situations 

The coasters respond to 
gamma- hydroxybulyerate, or 
GHB, as well as many other 
drugs associated with rape. 
He said he didn't want to 
name the other drugs and 
give potential rapisis ideas. 

Even though the coaster 
might not be foolproof. Arck 
said it could help 

"Wc have a small problem 
with GliB here in the com- 
munity," he said. "I think it 
sounds like a good aid for 
partying safer"

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Contrary Belief 

Historians should be careful to balance their views 



You probably remember from grade school that 
Oct. 14 is the anniversary of Christopher Columbus' 
arrival in the New World He reached San Salvador in 
1442, which means Monday was the 510th anniversary 
of liJs arrival 

Your ^rade- school teacher probably spent much less 
time talking about the Columbian Exchange Hial's a 
term Alfred W. Crosby 
coined in 1972. and it 

deals with European effects 
on the New World, 

The phrase has 
taken on more mean- 
ings tince 1972, and 
there are now al- 
most as many de- 
ftni lions of it as 
there are histori- 
ans If you drjn't 
believe me, just 
do a Goot(le 
search for 
'Columbian Ex- 
change" 

Deflnitions 
differ, but the 
generat idea is 
the sajne. 
The CJi 
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change involved the transfer of New World 
plants, animals - basically, anything that was- 
n't nailed down - to Europe 
In return, Europeans brought with them a host 
of icky things like diseases, harmful plants and 
animals, and really bad hairstyles. 

Many emphasize the harmful parts of 
the exchange One reason for this is that a lot 
of indigenous groups only contact with Europe 
was from contagious diseases. In their rush to place blame on 
Europeans, however, some critics mistakenly label the exchaitge 
as purely harmful 

They then proceed to demonize Columbus and those who 
came sdfter him 

In spite of the social and ecological problems it caused, colo- 
nization of the Americas gave the Old World something it des- 
perately needed in order to develop new land and new oppor- 
tunities for those willing to pursue them. 

The abundance of land in the Americas was especially iin- 
p4jrtant in Columbus' lime, because land in ISth- and ]6th-cen- 
lury Europe was about as readily available as women who want 
to go out with me. 

New opportunity made a way for low bom people to break 
out of their sfxial strata and make l>etter lives for themselves 
In this way, it provided a powerful impulse for democratic 
thought. 

Although we might not like some consequences of [-European 
colrjnization of the Americas, it created conditions favorable to 
the eventual success of the United Slates - and of democracy. 
Some historians, like Frederick Jackson Turner, write that the 
entire history of the United States was shaped primarily by the 
availability of new land to settle. 

Ideally, Europeans probably 
should have t>een more considerate in 
the way they related to the preexist- 
ing population of the Americas 
They should have learned 
more about native cultures. 
They shouldn't have ticen 
an quick lo impose their 
values on others 
Sadly, our world is not ideal Bad things 
can result even from the best of intentions. 

We can't change the consequences of 
past actions. We can, however, look at those 
actions in a balanced way. 

The Columbian Exchange wasn't com 
pletely bad It also wasn I the best thing ihal 
ever happened to humanity It had both 
positive and negative effects, and to say 
otherwise would be tu ignore the truth

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Recycling program put off 

Request to obtain bids for service proposal fails

A request tu obtain bids for 
a recycling program failed 23 
during Tuesday's Commission 
meeting 

The request would have 
asked for service proposals for 
a single-family residential 
curbside recycling program in 
Manhattan, but three coramis 
sioners said there wasn't 
enough information to move 
forward. 

Mayor Ed Klimek, Mark 
Taussig and Brad Everett said 
no to the request based on a 
lack of fmancial information 

'I don't think the proposal 
is clear enough for us to con- 
tinue," Taussig said "There Is a 
lot of money involved in this 
process, and the contractor 
needs to know ahead of time 
more precise numbers in order 
to compete bid wisely" 

Those general numbers in- 
clude the following: 

■ the number of residents who 
will choose to opt-out of the 
recycling program. Right now, 
the Mayor's Recycling Task 
Force is estimating that num 
ber at roughly 25 percent, 
based on a similar program in 
Overland Park, Kan Commis 
sioners arc concerned this 
number might be higher, 
which would not be profitable 
for the potential contractor 

■ the number of single-family 
residents in Manhattan. Sam 
mi Mangus, assistant to the 
city manager, said the task 
force's "best guess" is around 
9,000 They compiled those 
numbers from city utility 
billing, tra.sh hauling services 
and the housing project, but 
she also pointed out these 



were "not exact numbers." 

■ the 25 cents charged to each 
serviced household per month 
the city would collect for pub- 
lic education about the recy- 
cling program Klimek was 
concerned with how the task 
force decided on the number 
and what the money would be 
used for. If 75 percent of the 
households participate, as the 
task force estimated, that 
would generate $1,687.50 per 
month Again, the number was 
extracted from other examples, 
said |udy Willingham, chair of 
Mayor's Recycling Tisk Force 

"If you really want this to 
be attractive, you have to keep 
cost down," Taussig said. "1 
know $3 a year doesn't seem 
high, but you have to be able 
to justify that number." 

■ market value of recyclable 
material. However, Willing- 
ham said those numbers are 
extremely flexible, and there is 
no way to gage that amount 
exactly 

"There might be a market 
for newspapers one month and 
then none the next," she said 
"That is something the con- 
tractor would have to deal 
with" 

■ the amount it would cost the 
city F.verett said he was hesi- 
tant "solely because of the 
opcn-endedness of the finan- 
cial cost on city staff" Howev- 
er, Mangus had assured the 
commissioners that no new 
staff would be hired and that 
the responsibilities would be 
shouldered by existing staff 

"I just think we need more 
precise numbers," Everett said 
"I have mixed emotions on the 
issue, but I can't support it 
without solid numbers. I think 
we are relying on false hopes 



"I think we should put it to 
rest The community at large is 
recycling We should let them 
do it from home because it has 
been successful in the past " 

However. Snead said none 
of the issues raised were signif- 
icant enough to vote against 
the request. 

"It is not our job to craft 
proposals,'' he said "The busi- 
nesses will have to develop 
their own information, and 
then if they have questions we 
can set down and talk If we 
don't proceed now, we won't 
have the opportunity to learn 
what is out there " 

And residents seemed to 
agree 

"( want to remind the com- 
missioners they are voting on 
a request to accept bids," said 
Steve Galitzer, a member of 
the Riley County Solid Waste 
Committee "We don't know 
what it will cost That is why 
we are requesting proposals. 
We are just saying lets see 
what this will cost us' We are 
not saying yes to the program," 

Ben Champion, senior in 
chemistry, reminded the com- 
mission the proposal is meant 
only as a "gtxid estimate " 

"There is no harm in getting 
more information," he said 
"There has been success in 
other cities, and that is where 
these numbers are coming 
from They arc not exact, but 
they will allow the task force 
to move on and obtain more 
exact numbers to bring back In 
the commission for approval 

But that was not enough for 
the three commissioners 

"Whoever bids needs accu 
rate numbers," Klimek said I 
don't see those numbers In 
this request," 



Bush doesn't support firearm fingerprinting, 
questions accuracy, gun owners' privacy

WASHINGTON - Presi- 
dent Bush does not support 
the push for firearms "finger 
printing" Ifiat has grown from 
the Washington-area sniper 
shootings, a spokesman said 
Tuesday, saying Bush is un- 
convinced of the technology's 
accuracy and is concerned 
about gun owners* privacy 

Besides, added White 
House press secretary Ari 
Fleischer, when it comes to 
new gun controls generally, 
"How many laws can we real- 
ly have to slop crime, if people 
are determined in their heart 
to violate them mi matter how 
many there are or what they 
say?" 

A sniper has struck in the 
Washington area 1 1 times in 
the past n days, killing nine 
people and seriously wound 
ing two others at random The 
rifle attacks have revived in- 
terest in a national system of 
"fingcrpnnting" for gum - te 
quiring gun makers to file mto 
a law-enforcement database 
the distinct markings that each 
gun leaves on a test-fired shell 
casing t>olice could then pos 
sibly use the recorded etchings 
to trace crime-scene slugs to 
the weapon thai fired them 

"Ballistic fingerprinting in 
creases the chance of you gel- 
ting a lead that can take you 
one step closer," said Erie 
Gorovitz, who tracks gun laws 



for the Coalition to Stop Gun 
Violence 

New York and Maryland 
are the only stales that cur- 
rently require such ballistics 
data to be kept on handguns 
sold in those stales 

Sen Herb Kohl, DWis, 
and Rep Robert Andrews, D- 
N J , are among those in Con- 
gress trying to pass legislation 

10 create a national fsystem. 
The National Rifle Association 
and other gun rights lobbyists 
oppose such a system, fearing 
it is one step down a path lo a 
national database of gun own 
ers 

Bush, too, is resistant as long 
as he has questions, Fleischer 
said 

"There are some issues that 
are raised with this that deal 
with the accuracy of the balli.t 
lie fingerprinting that need to 
be explored and reviewed be- 
fore any final determination 
can be tnade," Fleischer said in 
response to three days nl 
questions from reporters 

Federal and state law offi- 
cers investigating the Wash- 
ington-area sniper killings 
have used such markuigs to 
confirm the linkage among the 

1 1 shootings 

Bush also has concerns 
about privacy and liberty 
questions surrounding a na 
tional database, which PIcisch 
cr likened to the prospect of 
fingerprinting every American 

Maryland state Sen 
Christopher Van Hulten, who 



pressed for passage of the 
Maryland law and now is a 
Democratic candidate for 
Congress, countered that the 
Bureau of Alcohol. Tobacco 
and Firearms itself testifies to 
the lechnolotcy's usefulness 
He blamed Bush's resistance 
on an alliance with the NRA. 

A |uly 2001 report by ATF 
found that even the limited 
computerized ballistic finger 
prints currently available to 
federal law enforcement offi- 
cials had produced during the 
preceding 15 months 8,800 
matches linking 17,600 crime 
scenes 

Gary Mehalik, a 

spokesman for the Newtown, 
Conn -based National Shoot- 
ing Sports Foundation, elabo 
rated on the gun lobby's accu- 
racy concerns that Bush 
evidently shares. 

Gorovitz said such changes 
are inconsequential, and the 
value of baflistit imagery has 
been pnjved repeatedly in 
trials 

As for the assaltunt terror- 
izing Washington and its sub- 
urbs, the president's 
spokesman said; "In the cue 
of the sniper, the real issue is 
values. These are the acts of a 
depraved killer who has bro- 
ken and will continue lo break 
laws, and so the question is 
not new laws" 

Senate Majority Leader 
Turn l>aschle said he is open 
lo having the Senate look at a 
national fingerprinting system

For seven seasons, K-State volleyball 
has completely dominated Kansas 

Not only have the Cats won 14 straight 
matches over the jayhawks, but they have 
won in decisive fashion 

Kansas has won just six games in 
those )4 straight defeats at the hands of 
the Wildcats. 

This kind of dominance has been im 
portant in the Wildcats' efforis to main- 
tain a stronghold because it's against a 
state rival, coach Suzie Pritz said 

"Any lime it's KU and K State, I think 
it's a big rivalry," she said. "Both sides arc 
going to get pretty ftred up for that 
match. 

"But, in the past, il hasn't been a big 
rivalry This is going to be the first lime 
when - in terms of records being idcnii 
cal and having similar schedules and sim- 
ilar teams - this will be first year when it 
will be a real nice battle " 

Prilz said the reason for the potential 
threat of the streak's end is due to the ex- 
perience and quality of Kansas' players in 
big positions 

The (ayhawks welcome back four se- 
niors to this year's team, led by middle 
blocker Kylie Thomas. 

But Kansas also has big-time players 
who are young, Prilz said. One of them is 
freshman setter Andi Hozum. 

They are just more talented," she taid, 
"They have been through some battlei 
and fought through some things s year 
ago. The Lima kid from Brazil that's play 
ing in the middle for tJiem is exceptional 
They are phiyirtg a freshman setter who I 
think is very athletic t think in both ways 
- in experience and personnel - they are 
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better" 

K-State is riding a thrce-mafch win- 
ning streak going into tonight's contest. 

On Saturday, the Cats took four games 
to beat Colorado in one of K Stale's bet 
ter defensive matches of the season, PHtz 
said

Indonesian officials inter- 
rogated a security guard and 
another man Tuesday about 
the deadly nightclub bombing 
in Bali and said traces of C 4 
plastic explosives were found 
at the scene of the blast. 

With Indonesia under in- 
creasing international pres- 
sure to combat terrorism, a 
viukni Muslim group with 
ties i<) Indonesia's military 
disbanded - Ihe first apparent 
sign Ihe government was get- 
ling serious about moving 
against Islamic extremism 

The announcement by the 
group, Laskar Jihad, came as 
Ihe accused spiritual leader of 
another extremist network 
linked to the al-Qaeda terror 
network said he would sub- 
tnil lo police questioning. 

Most of the nearly 20O vic- 
tims of Saturday's blast were 
foreign tourists, and the grim 
toll prompted calls for In- 
donesia lo crack down im

Bush shares Sharon's eval- 
uation of Iraq as an aggresMve 
nation that Ihrcalens Israel, a 
US official said Tuesday Is 
rael was hit by 19 Iraqi Scud 
missiles in the 1991 Persian 
Gulf War, and Iraq also has 
attacked Saudi Arabia, Iran 
and Kuwait 

Mindful of Iraq's record 
under President Saddam Hus- 



sein, Bush and his top advis 
ers intend to talk to Sharon 
about how they think the risk 
can be reduced, (he official 
said, speaking on condition of 
anonymity 

Iraq's missile arsenal is 
considered far less potent 
than the one it had a decade 
ago, but administration ofn- 
cialii worry that Iraq might 
use chemical or biological 
weapons against American 
troops and others. 

Undersecretary of Stale

62.000 knives last month, 
down 42 percent from the

Ryan declared a moratori- 
um on executions in 2000. 
catling the stale's death penal 
ty system "fraught with error " 
after 13 inmates were found tu 
have been wrongfully convict- 
ed

dential recommendations to 
I he ({overnor. 

But Ryan has suggested that 
he may grant a blanket 
clemency to all 

Prosecutors disputed the

They argued that the clemency 
petitions must be considered 
by the board on a cose-by-case 
basis.

Tuesday, the battle lines were 
clear. Frosecutors highlighted 
evidence from scores of 
Illinois' most notorious and

In Chicago, prosecutors 
passed out yellow ribbons for 
the families of victims lo make 
visible the dozens of relatives 
attending the hearings.

Emma )ean Durts left the 
hearing room in tears while 
listening to the case of 
Leonard Kidd, 48, who was 
convicted of setting a 1980 fire 
thai killed 10 children, three of 
them hers He was also con- 
victed in the 1984 stabbing 
deaths of four people 

[>rosecuturs said Kidd has 
killed more children than any- 
one in the history of Illinois. 
But defense attorney Sharon 
Hicks argued Kidd is mentally 
retarded and was tortured by 
police to get him lo confess 

At least IQ of the inmates 
seeking clemency contend 
their confessions were tortured 
out of ihem by Chicago detec- 
tives under the supervision of 
a police liculenanl who is no 
longer on the force. 

A judge has appointed a 
special prosecutor to examine 
those allegations

Bodies of 11 suspected illegal immigrants 
found Monday in locked railroad car in Iowa

DES MOINES, Iowa - 
Eleven suspected illegal inuni- 
grants whose decomposed 
bodies were found in a locked 
railroad car probably died 
slowly and painfully from se- 
vere overheating or asphyxia- 
tion, authorities said Tliesday 

Tlie victims apparently 
boarded the grain hopper in 
Mexico four months ago and 
may have been smu^ed into 
the country, said ferry Hein- 
auer, district director of Ihe 
Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service for Nebraska and 
Iowa. 

their nationalities were un 
known and authorities said 
they did not know if the vic- 
tims were men, women or 
children 

The car had been latched 
from the outside and there 
was no evidence of food or 
water inside. Sheriff Tom 
Hogan said 

He said it was difficult to 
count the huddled bodies, au- 
thorities said there were as 
many as 1 1 

Authoritiesi removed the 



bodies Tuesday, one day after 
they were discovered near 
Denison, 60 miles northwest 
of Omaha, Neb The rail car 
was sealed and moved to Dcs 
Moines for examination by in 
vestigatora. 

The medical examiner will 
try to dulcrmine causes of 
death, and authorities will 
then begin trying to identify 
the remains. 

Corinne Stem, the chief 
medical examiner in El Paso 
County, Texas, said the victims 
may have become delirious 
and suffered hallucinations, 
severe cramping. hcadachu!> 
and vomiting before succumb 
ing lo the heal or a lack of

He said immigrants take 
life- threatening risks when 
ihey climb into a grain car on 
a smuggler's promise of free- 
dom, 

"There are some boxcars or 
grain hoppers that can only be

provocations from Iraqi air de- 
fense guns and radars.

"I turned and luoked and realized I was 
going to gel hit by a car," Headrick said. "The 
next thing I knew I was on the hood, then the 
pavement I guess mv head hit (he windshield, 
but my head duesn'l even hurl now." 

Headrick said he was taken lu Mercy 
Health Center on College Avenue by ambu 
lancr and was released about three hours lat- 
er 

"They said I didn't break anything, but I 
dislocated my shoulder,' he s<iid "My tailbone 
hurts, and my leg kinda hurts. They said I'm 
going to feel bad tomorrow, but I'm Up and 
moving loday" 

Lt flichard H«*hTnan of K State Police said 
l^mberl looked away from the toad as he 
was approaching the crosswalk, and he struck 
Headrick 

Although conditiims were rainy Wednes- 
day morning. Hemnan said K State Police 
didn't believe the raui contributed to the acci- 
dent.

The Kansas Court of Appeals held sup- 
pression hearings Tuesday for a K State ad 
ministintor and a former administrator 

Renee Freeman, former director of GEAR 
UP 11 (Gaining Karly Awareness and Readi- 
ness for Undergraduate Programs), and 
Kcgintand McGowan, assistant vice president 
of educational and personal development 
programs, were arrested on Aug. 24, 2001 
and later charged with possession of marijua 
na and drug paraphernalia. 

At their March 15, 2002 trial. Freeman's 
and McGowan's defense attorneys motioned 
Ui suppress evidence, claiming the two were 
illegally stopped in lunction City 

On Tuesday, the Court of Appeals re 
viewed their cases, which were submitted 
without oral argument, said Ron Keefover, 
education -information officer in the judicial 
administration office The three- judge panel 
will use written briefs as the basis of their ar- 
gument. 

The panel will take four to sU weeks to de 
Gtde whether the evidence should be sup- 
pressed or if it should be used in trial, 
Keefover said. No trial dale is set. 

Freeman resigned in January 2002, accord- 
ing to Hollon Hall business office records. 
McGowan's position has not changed.

President urges United Nations to take action

"Those who choose (o live 
in denial may eventually be 
forced to live in fear," Bush 
said as Ihe United Nations be- 
nan a debate over his plans to 
disarm and oust .Saddam 

"Every nation Ihat shares 
in the benefits of peace also 
shares in the duly of defend 
ing the peace," he said 

With do/.ens of lawmakers 
from both parties on hand for 
the East Kmim signing cere- 
mony. Bush used his speech - 
and Friday s strong congres- 
sitmal vole - lo press the UN. 
to adopt a new resolution 
compelling Iraq lo submit lo 
uncondilionbl weapons in 
spections 

Though he said military ac- 
tion would be his la.st resort. 
Bush left link- room for Sad 
dam to avoid confrontation 

The UN Security Council 
on Wednesday started its first 
day of open debate on Iraq al 
the behest of the dozens of 
non-Securily Council nations 
who oppose an attack on 
Baghdad ITie debate is mostly 
designed lo take the adminis 
iration lo task on its Iraq poll 
cies, and While House offi- 
cials expected sharp criticism 
throughout the day 

Even as Bush spoke, Rus- 
sia's deputy foreign minister 
said the United Stales' pro 
posed resolution is unaccept 
able, while a Iwo-step propos 
al fnjHi Prance is closer to the 
Kremlin's stance Both nations 
hold veto power in Security 
Council 



The American variant of 
the resolution on Iraq has nol 
undergone changes It is unac 
eeptable and Russia cannot 
support it," Yuri Fedotov said. 

However, the French pro 
posal contains "many posi 
tions that Russia shares," Fe 
dotov said. 

As if in reply. Bush said, 
"The time has arrived once 
again for the United Nations 
to live up to the purposes of 
its founding - to protect our 
common security The time 
has arrived once again for frei 
nations to face up to our glob 
al responsibilities and con- 
front a gathering danger"

No-fault insurance policy raises premiums for policy holders, students 



When payinK the 
monthly bills, we might 
damn our economy ur 
inflation or that mini- 
mum wage job OS we

In actuality, Kansas' 
no-fautt insurance con 
cept could be to blame for your de 
pletcd funds 

There is much criticism con- 
cerning thi» policy, and with jfood 
reason Though this policy was im- 
plemented in hope<i of compensat 
ing on accidcnl victim wilhoui thc 
use of our court system, prtMif 
abounds the opposite ha-s occurred 
According to the insurance site 
Utww.insurecom, the no fault m 
surance policy makes each party 
involved in an auto collision pay 
for their own bodily harm no mat- 
ter who cauwd the accident Each 
individual's insurance company is 
responsible for lost wages, 
medical expenses and damage 
to the automobile, so long ai> 
the accident is ntd severe 

These laws were enact 
ed to reduce the in.<>lance 
ol auto injury fraud and 
keep insur 
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costs down Historically, 
these reductions have 
nut materialized 

TTie Poundalion 
for Tkxpayer and Con- 
sumer Itighls explains 
the Tea<wns insurance 
premiums have in 
creased since the imple- 
mentation of no-fault laws al 
untm.' cons u menuatchdog, org. 

Rr«t, the viciim and ihe mo- 
lorist who caused the accident are 
compensated for medical expenses, 
wage loss and other benefits, re- 
gardless of fault Paying both 
claims is more expensive than ihe 
Personal Kcsponsibiliiy System, in 
which the pohcy of the al fault dri 
ver only covers Ihe innocent dn 
ver's expenses. State I'ami Insur 
ance has stated that "the advantage 
of no-fault laws ties in a re- 
distri 



bution of insurance benefits based 
on need ruther than fault" 

This quells my fears that drunk- 
en and reckless drivers arc getting 
the benefits they deserve

Additional insurance covering 
damage caused hy uninsured or un 
derinsured drivers roust be pur 
chased to protect driven in the in- 
stance of a serious collision. 

Although both parties are cum 
pensated for their medical bills and 
car damage, the issue of pain and 
suffering is greatly ignored in no 
fault stales With no one being "at 
fault" concerning an accident, the 
victim loses his right to sue for ad- 
ditional pain and suffering. 

The exception to this rtile states 
you may sue if the accident was 
"extremely serious " And who de- 
cides how serious the accident is^ 
The insurance company, of coune. 

According to consumerwatch- 
dogorg. eight of the 10 states with 
the highest insurance premiums in 
1989 were no-fauH states In 1995, 
the number dropped to six out ol 
10, due to Connecticut and New 
[crsey's decision to repeal the law. 

In fact, premiums in mandatory 
no -fault states - like Kansas - rose 
nearly 25 percent between 1989 
and 1995 

The no-Fault laws do nothing 
more than eliminate accountability 
for reckless drivers When opening 
a policy with an insurance compa- 
ny we should inquire about the av- 
erage policy holder's character. It 
just might be the only way to keep 
our costs down

Changes can 
cause tension

When Billy KcUy went 
home for winter br^ak his 
freshman year of college, he 
found a big surprise. 

After making the trip home 
to Lawrence, Kelly, junior in 
park management and tonser- 
vaiiun, was looking forward la 
Sleeping in his own bed and 
WtoyinK his spacious room. 

Instead, he walked into u 
different situation. 
■" ■■When I wtrnt home for 
feteak, I found my room not 
how I had left it," he said. "My 
s'fuff was in the closet, and my 
parents had emptied out my 



dressers and put my clothes in 
tubs They even sold my bed 
and bought a different one" 

According to Tony Jurich, 
professor of family studies and 
human services, Kelly is not 
alone ffundrcds of college stu 
dents go home each year to 
Tind their rooms different than 
how they had left it. 

"I think what happens is 
you get into a circumstance 
where the college student 
winds up scooting off," he said 
"They sit there and say, I m off 
on my own and we're going to 
see what we can wind up doing 
and have a good time.' 

"What they don't realize is 
that they also have a room 
back home that is not very us- 
able anymore.'' 

As a result, many parents 
decide tn take over their child's 
room, making for a difficult 
transition when he or she 
c»mes back home 



"f^rents seem to sec the sit- 
uation as 'we need some more 
room, and it's the logical thing 
to do,'*' Jurich said. "They come 
up with all sorts of logical 
things to do with the room " 

However, to the student, a 
changed room is not a happy 
homecoming after weeks away 
from home It can create ten 
sion with parents. 

"What they do is a little bit 
of howling and parents are al 
mo.it universally flabbergasted 
over it," he said "I think the 
reason why is, it's the child's 
house also and it has a lot of 
childhood memories. To the 
kid, it's a place where they 
grew up" 

Kelly said that although the 
change upset him at first, he 
later realized why his parents 
decided to transform his room 
into an extra guest room and 
storage area 

"I didn't really care, since t 



don't live there anymore," he 
said "I see why they did it, 
since they have a lot of guests 
come over." 

Although Megan Halespcs- 
ka, freshman in open-option, 
doesn't go home often, she said 
it was difricult going home for 
the first time and seeing her 
parents' belongings in her for 
mer area. 

"It kind of makes you feel 
that they haven't forgotten you, 
hut they have replaced you 
with their stuff," she said 

Halespeska said her room 
was turned into an all purpose 
storage space, with her parents' 
belongings placed in her clos 
ets and throughout the room 

"It feels differL*ni when yim 
go in there because not all of 
your stuff is in (here anymore 
,and it isn't the way you had 
left il." she said "It was so 
messy when I was home, and 
now that it's so clean, I feel 



like it's a guest room" 

jurich said it is not uncom- 
mon for students to feel out of 
place when going back home 
to a changed room 

In fact, he said that most of 
the time, students don't want 
to show their true feelings to 
their parents 

"It's a thing that no college 
student wan Is to admit to You 
may not want to make a fuss 
over it. but il makes good sense 
as to why it's being made," Ju- 
rich said "Parents are always 
very much surprised when tlicy 
get this response from 
teenagers because they don't 
think it's a big deal" 

Cunseqiienlly. these hidden 
feelings can soon lead to frus- 
tration and a lack of communi- 
cation between the child and 
parent 

"I would suggest it's in the 
best interest if they try to come 
to some sense of understand- 



ing." Jurich said "That's not go 
ing to be easy since they're 
dealing with feelings of symbol 
ism. We've got some symbolic 
feelings on behalf of the slu 
dents, so we have to take thai 
into account when we start to 
look at everything else that's 
going on" 

Above all, Jurich said com- 
munication is key to resolving; 
problems relating to the con- 
trol of the room 

"Parents need to understand 
why the kids arc upset, and thv 
kids need to understand why 
parents do the things they do," 
he said "Make sense of all this, 
and when alt of the smoke 
clears, come up with a compro- 
mise. 

"It's an important piece of 
history, and you have to deal 
with how you're going to try to 
at least accommodate each 
other and find a middle

Kansas City Ballet to perform at McCain Auditorium

Sleppin|[ onto the McCain Auditonuni stai;i; Friday 
will be a dance company with a rich 20year hisiory 
and acclaimed talent working within it. 

William Whitener. artistic director of the Kansas 
City Ballet, has worked with dance experts like Twyla 
Tharp and [erome Robbins, and danced in the )nffrey 
Ballet of Chicago The critical praise he has received 
■ince taking over as the artistic director in l'i9b has 
not made him or his work less accessible, and he likes 
to keep it that way 

"The truth is. you don't need to be educated to en- 
joy a dance perfomiance, because everyone moves all 
day long," he said "Everyone has a 
body, and most people dance in one 
way or another 

'We know what it leels like and 
we've seen a great deal on film and 
television. Dance occupies a strong 
presence in our culture, whether it's 
ballroum, tango, ballet, jazz or Broad 
way" 

The company will present a range 
of pieces, putting the dancers through 
the paces of classical, jazz and modern 
dance 

On the classical side of the spectrum are the pieces 
titled "Boumonville Variations." a set of dances chore- 
ographed by 19th-century Danish choreographer Au 
gust Boumonville. Though the dances were choreo- 
graphed at the dawn of the royal Danish ballet 
technique, Whitener said they do not appear dated 

The more modem 1983 Nacho Duato piece, "Jardi 
Tancat" ("Closed Garden" in English), is danced in 
bare feet Whitener said that in modem dance, the 
weight is often driven downwards, whereas classical 
dance strives to achieve an effortless, nearly weight- 
less quality. 



"The dance is more grounded," he said, "It's pas- 
sionate and very sensual " 

The show will close with Whitener's own piece, 
"Each and Every" Whitener said the energetic piece 
features the entire company and called it "a rousing fi 
nalc for the evening" 

The company has participated in several forms of 
outreach programs in Manhattan throughout the 
week Linda Martin, director of community programs 
for Kansas City Ballet, has been visiting local grade 
schooh to introduce children to dance Martin said 
she keeps the sessions simple, giving the students a 
general dance experience that involves live music and 
some simple choreography 

"tt usually starts out with the boys saying 'oh broth- 
er,' but by the time Ihey get started, 
they realize it's physical, active and 
challenging." she said "They're doing 
things they like to do. like running 
and jumping and responding to the 
music By the end, everyone wants to 
keep going" 

Former Kansas City Ballet dancer 
Rebka Sakati has been teaching mas- 
ter classes to K-State dance students 
all week. |oyce Yagerline, associate 
professor of speech communication, 
theater and dance, has helped to de- 
cide what classes to visit, Martin said 

"In the master classes, we use live piano music, and 
students seem inspired by that because they're not 
used to having live music, so it's exciting for them," 
she said 

Regardless of familiarity with dance, Whitener said 
the performance can be a rewarding experience for 
anyone. 

"If you walk into a museum, you don't have to 
study Picasso to appreciate it," he said. "It may help 
you understand it more, but not having that education 
doesn t take away from the experience"

"Barefoot in the I'ark " Simon also wrote "The 
Odd Couple" and the Pulitzer Prize winning 
"Lost in Yonkers 

Simon's ability to creiue witty 
dialogue curries the story of the 
couple moving into a small, 
overpriced apartment in New 
York City, Pat Weisenburger, di- 
rector, said 

"Neil Simon is a genius when 
it comes to writinj; comedy," she 
said. "We were thinking of a 
good play to start oft the season, 
and our set designer. Frank 
Dolan, really wanted to do it 
and loves doing special effects 
like making il snow After he 
suggested it and ^ftcr I re-read 
it, 1 remembered how funny the 
play was." 

The couple cnc outliers a series of problems 
such as a broken skylight and a leaky closet. 
The idealistic wife Corie, played by Tara Bauer, 
junior in theater, loves the apartment and Hnds 
it a fun challenge getting moved in and getting 
organized, while Paul, played by Nick Wa singer, 
senior in engineering, hates the apartment. 

Though Paul is disappointed in the apart 



ment, he loves his wife and is excited about his 
new job as a lawyer Visits from Cone's mother, 
played by Miriam Climenhaga, and a quirky up 
stairs neighbor complicate things even more 

When the two nearly separate over the strug- 
gles, Simon is able to show thai people can still 
be in love when they disagree, Bauer said 

"In this play, you see these two people find 
out how different they are," she said "They real 
izc it when they arc faced with all these prob 
leins. But they work it out be- 
cause they are so in love with 
each other " 

The cast and crew is made "( 
of a wide variety of volunteers i >\ 
ail ages Weisenburger said high 
school students arc working 
alongside Dwight Nesmith, 82, 
who makes a cameo in the play 

The comic subject matter 
leaves no opporiunity for actors 
to get depressed, Climenhaga 
said 

Climenhaga said she enjoyed 
performing in a comedy because 
the element ul timing, that is 
crucial for jokes, is a challenge 
The play takes place in the 1960s and has a dif 
ferent feel from many modern plays, but that 
doesn't seem to be much of a problem for this 
group of actors, Climenhaga said 

"It's a different culture, since it's an older 
play," she said "They act in a different way than 
we do now which can be difftcuh at times But I 
think the story is very universal."

thrift store tips. For one, buyers 
should grab items if they hke 
them. 

"The minute you decide you 
want it, It's gone," she said. 
"One time, wc weren't even 
open yel I walked in the front 
door, saw somclhirip cm the 
(able and said, 'Uh, I want that.' 
I went to the back to drop my 
stuff oH, went back up, and that 
sucker was gone 

"Wc weren't even open, but 
somebody followed me in the 
door, and they had it up at the 
counter. 

"I don't do that any more If 
1 see it and want il, I buy it " 

She and co-owner Terrie 
Mailer buy items - besides 
clothes - that people bring in, 
It's usually not very much, 
Boltz said, but she will give 
them some money - even if 
they fmd sellable stuff in trash 
cans, 

"1 call them ray Dumpster 
divers," she said "If they want 
to dive for il and bring us their 
stuff, I'll give 'em something for 
il " 

Slie said she doesn't encour- 
age Dumpster diving - some- 
times divers can overload the 
store with junk Instead, she 
wishes people would consider 
giving ihrift stores their posses 
sions rather than throwing 
them in their backyard trash 
cans. 

"It's amazing what you can 
come up with, especially after 
college ends Behind the sorori 
tics and fralcmities, they've got 
homes back there. " 

Bolt/, said that although she 
sometimes is amazed thai some 
people donate brand new items 
- some with clothing labels 
still on ihem, she doesn't com 
plain 

"I can't bitch at ihe rich," 
she said. "I need their stuff '

K-State slashes budget to absorb state reductions

The cuts ere deep, but they could get worse 

Lagging state revenue already has fori:ed K-State to cut its budget 
twice this fiscal year, resulting in a lo«s of about $9 3 million in spend 
ing power 

Cuts came in May and again in August 

They forced the relocation of Port Riley classes, reductions in lan- 
RUage lab requirements and even reduced how often paper towel dis 
pensers are refilled 

Administrators are coping, they say. They are maintaining quality 
while working wiih les.s Hut additional cuts are on the horixon. And 
those, officials say, could be detrimental to K State 

'The real concern is what's cun>ing," said |ohn Struve. vice president 
of administration and Tmance "If you accept some of the projections 
that come out of Topeka, if those actually occur both lor this year and 
next fiscal year, it would be the worst rcducions K State has cvir ^-m,

The cuts 

l^si spring, KState foresaw state funding decreases. The state was 
in financial ruin, attempting In fill a S770 million hole in the state bud- 
gel. At the end of its longest legislative session in history, K State was 
left with $7^ million less in spending power Cuts occurred in three ar- 
eas: the academic colleges. Veterinary Medicine and Research and Ex- 
tension. 

Struve said several areas were hit as a result However, the largest 
portion of these reductions existed in unfunded mandates, costs the 
state traditionally has covered. They include increases in fringe benefits, 
such as group health uisurance. 

K State hod to absorb the costs. It also had to absorb costs to pay 
for salary increases and longevity bonuses for classified staff members. 

"Classified staff for years have had a longevity bonus program," 
Struve said "This ycai, the stale cut half the funding out, but we of 
coune still have to pay the lull bonus, so we had to absorb that " 

Then the state slashed funding in all state agencies K-State alone 
lost about $14 million

37-year-old man 
wounded by single 
shot Saturday night

ASHLAND, Va - Investi- 
gators acting on the assumption 
that the Washington-area 
sniper has expanded his geo- 
graphic range searched for 
clues at a parking-lot shooting 
scene Sunday, while doctors 
said the critically injured victim 
has a reasonable prognosis. 

Dozens of officers complet- 
ed a methodical search of a 
wooded area near the Pon- 
derosa restaurant where a 37- 
year-old man was downed by a 
■ingle shot to the abdomen Sal 
urday night. 

Some witnesses said they 
heard a shot coming from a 
wooded area. 

ff the shooting is linked to 
the sniper attacks that have 
killed nine and injured two 
since Oct 2, it would be the 
first weekend attack and the 
farthest the sniper has traveled 
- about 85 miles south of 
V^hington 

The longest previous dis- 



tance from the Washington 
area was Spotsylvania County, 
about 50 miles south of Wash- 
ington. It also would break the 
longest lull between shootings, 
about five days. 

The most recent confirmed 
sniper attack was the Monday 
night slaying of FBI analyst 
Linda Franklin outside a Home 
Depot store in Palls Church. 

Residents were on edge in 
Ashland, a town of about 
6,500 At the Virginia Center 
Commons mall, about seven 
miles from the shooting, a nor- 
mally busy food court sat half- 
empty Sunday. Shopper Nancy 
Blrod said she ahnost had been 
too afraid to come 

Police said the victim, whose 
name was not released, and his 
wife were traveling and stopped 
in Ashland His wife told au- 
thorities the shot sounded like 
a car backfiring and said her 
husband took about three steps 
before collapsing. 

Authorities were on the 
lookout early on for a white 
van with a ladder rack Ash- 
land Police Chief Frederic 
Pleasants jr said after inter 
viewing witnesses, however, po- 
lice had no suspects and no 
clear description of a vehicle 
that could be placed at the 
scene.

The basic plot is beautifully simplis- 
tic You watch a short video You gel a 
phone call assuring you of certain 
death in seven days Exactly one week 
later, you die 

The matenal on (he tape is psycho 
logically bizarre and unsettling. It 
looks like a conceptual student fdm 
produced by the combined forces of 
Rodin, Franz Kafka and Trent Reznor. 
Tension and atmosphere are creat- 
ed using minimal horrific and disturb- 
ing gore Itie suspense and pnmiise of 
death from that fir^t scene are enough 
to assure the audience ihai the danger 
our protagonists face is very real 

Most of the slory is told in Rachel's 
investigation as more about the tape 



and its images are revealed Soon, it is 
shown that an abused little girl named 
Samara had some special extrasensory 
ability, hut she used it to hurl people 
and animals, making (hem go insane 
Somehow, she has made the tape as 
some sort of post-mortem message. 

Though the movie clocks in at 
nearly two hours, not a moment is 
wasted. Each day closer to the end of 
Rachel's week reveals more about the 
tape's story By the end, we are shown 
the significance of every image on the 
tape, and all the details come together 
in a denouement that will invade your 
thoughts, if not dreams, for days. 

Keep in mind, the movie is based 
on the fapanetc screenplay "Ringu," by 
Hiroshi Takahashi (conveniently for 
Dreamworks, never released in the 
United States ) and the novel of the 
same tide by Koji Suzuki Some of the 
symbolism, especially in the technolo- 
gy, is meant more for |apan, but that 
doesn't diminish the experience of 



the film 

At finst glance, the cast doesn't ap- 
pear (o be impressive, but these perfor- 
mances are lop- notch and well direct- 
ed by Gfire Verbinski f'The Mexican" 
and "Mouse Hunt") Coming off the 
phenomenal success of her rote in 
"Mulholland Dr," Watts is Holly- 
wood's upcoming "it girl" 

Manin Henderson holds his <twn as 
her ex The cast is filled in by her son. 
Aidan (David Dorfman) who is spook-

Perhaps what makes this movie so 
scary is the inevitabiUiy of the ticking 
clock and the use of modem technolo- 
gy Most of the time horror movies arc 
lold in some remote place where no 
help is to he found In "The Ring," it 
doesn't matter where the victims are 
or who is around - death is inevitable 

Despite a few technical mistakes. 
"The Ring" is one of the best horror

But his 36 yard Ticld goal attempt 
was blocked - a low kick thai left K- 
State wondenng what could have been, 
had it been given an extra frame nf 
football 

For Brite and the Cat kicking crew, 
the sight was all too familiar 

K- State's first score didn't result in 
seven because of a blocked extra point 
Three limes against Oklahoma State, 
the same thing happened 

The Cats, however, didn't score 
enough points to compensate this week 

Brite said he couldn't tell if it was 
low, bul he knew what had happened 
because he heard it 

"My head was still down when I 
heard the thump from someone's hand, 
so 1 couldn't see if it was the low or 
not," Brite said 'The way 1 hit it. it fell 
like it was going high, but you never 
can tell" 

The decision to kick con be debated 
and looked at in hindsight, offensive 
coordinator Ron Hudson said But it 
wasn't much of a second thought ini

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BUDGET Tuition helps absorb shortfall; officials plan for future cuts

"KState, rmandally, did not 
come into this fiscal year in a 
strong situation," Strove said 

Slruvc said K- State's overall 
Funding was already well below 
its peer universities, which in- 
clude OkiahoniB State, Col- 
oradu State, Iowa State, Ore 
gon Slate and North Carolina 
Slate Univcrsily, He said K 
Slate's overall budget is ai 
libout 80 percent of its peers 
The operating budget is around 
54 percent of its peers, 

K- Stale was nnl in a compet- 
itive situation, Strove said 

But then the situation wors- 
ened 

In August, almost two 
monlhs into the fiscal year. 
Gov. Bill Graves ordered $41 
million in emergency cuts as u 
result of lagging tax revenues 
Universities were forced to cut 
their budgets by $5.2 million ~ 
K State's portion was just less 
than $1.5 million. 

Struve said KSlale knew 
more cuts were coming 

'We track this thing very 
closely We watch whal's going 
on with the state, watch state 
revenues We have people in 
fopeka. so we know whal's go- 
ing on. This was not a surprise," 
Slruvc said 'But it doesn't 
make it any easier Sumelimes 
when we say, 'No, we weren't 
!>urprised by this,' there's an in- 
lerpretalion Ihal it didn't cause 
any pain That's not the 



situation 

'We pride ourselves on 
keeping on lup of where things 
are going and plan accordingly, 
but it doesn't make it any easi- 
er." 

The emergency cuts, com- 
bined with the first slate cuts, 
resulted in $9 3 million less in 
spending power. 

The effects 

Adntinislrators in each col- 
lege had to decide where to cut 
spending Some cut travel, 
some froze positions and some 
decisions have yel to be made 

"So far, colleges are main- 
taining llie undergraduate edu- 
cation, but it is becoming extra- 
ordinarily difficult," Struve siiid 
"And can we continue doijig it' 
Because we were so poor from 
the outset of this thing, you 
have to wonder if colleges can 
continue lo keep not only the 
(jualily ot education but keep 
the uniqueness of K-Stale in 
tad." 

Other areas also experienced 
cuts, such as tlale Library Its 
hours originally were reduced 
lo absorb ihe cuts, but after stu 
dent outcry, they were restored 

"Although we are dealing 
with the budget reductions, it's 
really tough," Siruve said "It's 
jusl been extremely difficult for 
the areas lo deal with It " 

About 1 percent ()f K- Slate's 
25 -percent tuition increase 
helped soften the blow 

Tuition funds helped 



alleviate the reduction in 
spending power by about $18 
million, but those funds were 
not designed to offset state gen- 
eral fund reductions. They were 
intended to support faculty 
salary increases 

"lis unlortunate these two 
issues had to collide head on 
with the appropriation reduc 
tions and Ihe significant in 
crease in tuition," Strove said, 

Struve said a team of univer- 
sity leaders and administrators 
made presentations across cam- 
pus to educate students and 
faculty about the reductions. 

I^esident [on Wcfuld de 
dined to comment regarding 
(he budget 

The future 

Us hard, adminisirators say, 
to plan a budget when culii 
keep coming. 

'It gust drains Ihe energy 
that could be put toward more 
poiiilive endeavors, and not 
knowing the full magiiiiude 
makes il increasingly difficult." 
said Bob Krause. vice president 
of institutional advancement 

Hiree crucial events will 
help determine additional cuts, 
Siruve said. 

On Nov 5, the state will 
elect a new grjvernor I'hat 
saiiie day, the slate consensus 
e.sliiTiating group will make a 
revised revenue projection for 
this fiscal year, and on Nov S. 
Ihe stale director of the budget 
will present possible revised 



budget recommendations. 

Then, toward the end of fan- 
uary, the governor wilt make 
budget recommendations to ihe 
Legislature. 

"We can derive from this a 
pretty good sense of what to ex- 
pect in January, and that will 
also help us quantify how large 
any reductions may be and, to 
an extent, will shape the initia 
fives we come up with to deal 
with them." Strove said 

Krause said they hope those 
estimates will be worst-case 
scenarios. 

"If we look at last estimates, 
it would create a situation 
where the reductions they held 
would have an incredibly nega- 
tive impact on the programs at 
Kansas State," Krause said 

If the worst case scenario 
conies true, which Krause said 
could be around an additional 
l2-percenl decrease, il would 
hinder ihe quality ot cducalion 

"It would make it impossible 
lo maintain (he level of quality 
we have been able to provide 
students in the past,' he said. 

However, Krause said he 
feels encouraged He said both

So, lohnsun said,» they reduced 15 per 
manenl full time equivalent positions, 13 
support positions and cut about $1.6 mil 
lion in operating funds 

Reducing positions is difficult, he said. 
because they already used flexible posi 
tions last year. 

And we don't have much empty now," 
he said 

They now are in the process of plan 
ning lor priority programs in case of fu 
lure cuts, Johnson said 

"You cannot continue lo take budget 
cuU across all programs, or you end up 
with a mediocre set of programs," he said 

Ohicnbusch said agronomy extension 
will revamp its operations, such as travels 
Prior lo budget reductions, county agents 
and specialists traveled lo deliver up lo-

So. six open full lime equivalent leach- 
ing positions were closed F.ven if eco 
nomic conditions improve, Johnson said 
those positions will remain closed because 
Ihey will still have to recover from the 
cuts 

He said departments now are in the 
process of revising curriculums to sec if 
they can still have excellent iindergradu 
ale and graduate programs while working 
with fewer teachers 

"Which ultimately," he said, 'is going to 
mean reviewing the wisdom of offering 
smaller classes and consolidating some 
classes so they can maintain the funda 
menial principles but offer less credit 
hours" 

The quality of education will be affect 
ed in several ways. Johnson said Fewer 
teachers means larger class sizes and few 
er course offerings 



Extracurricular acttvilies also are 
negatively alfecled 

"Faculty are also extremelv active in 
advising extracurricular activities, taking 
fludenls on (rips and coaching, judging 
contests. <tnd thnig.'> ol thai nature that all 
enhance the quality of the academic pro- 
gram, lohnson said 

"And when you have less people, you 
have less time lo do those kinds r.if activi- 
ties' 

However. Johnson said they still will 
offer (fuality. competitive degrees 

"We will maintain an excellent core 
program (or leaching, but the additional 
educational opportunities on the edges 
will be diminished." Johnson said 

fylef Brecden, senior in agricultural 
economics and agriculture senator, said 
the cuts will hinder the college's advance- 
ment 

The College of Agriculture is one of 
Ihe best agriculture colleges in the nation.' 
Breeden said, "and what most distresses 
me as a student is the fact these govern- 
ment cutbacks will nnl allow us lo 
progress as a college as rapidly as we 
could have expected' 

Course cutbacks also worry him, he 
said 

"The decrease in offerings in class 
times is also a worry lo me because the 
students needing required classes might 
find il difficult lo complete their require 
luents," Breeden said 

.\nd now, he said, tuition money is 
maintaining current levels of educational 
opiiorumilies instead of improving them 

Despite the cuts, Breeden said Ihe level 
of his education will be maintained due to 
ihc exccllenl teaching staff 

"I don't feel like my education will be 
affected in a negative way, but there could 
possibly be limits on shoil term improve- 
ment," he said

Students see their breath on the way 
to class in the morning instead of feeling 
sweat drip down their backs 

In addition to this, some officials say 
tf)e lImhi^ fall brings go deeper th&ii tlie 
landscape and the weather It can affect 
students in their personal lives, acade- 
tiiics and health 

Personal lives 

Dormda Lambert, associate director 
for clinical services at University Coun 
seling Services, said that if students see a 
trend of relationships ending in the fall, 
they ore noticing something pretty con- 
sistent with what happens to others 

However, l^mbert said il is important 
to distinguish between changes that oc- 
cur due to students returning to a school 
setting and changes that might occur be 
cailK of seasons She said that if rela 
tionships do end in tfie fall, it is more 
likely due to situdetits returning to school 
after u summer away rather than the 
changing seasons. 

She said that when students come 
back to school in August, many things 
are happening. 

•They've gained new experiences over 
the summer," she said. "They've t>een 
growing and learning abtiul themselves." 

Lambert said students might return to 
school to fmd that old relationships don't 
work anymore 

"Vou've been changing and they've 
been changing - sometimes you come 
back together and can't resolve differ- 
ences due to these changes, and relation 



ships do end," she »id "But it's not like 
a virus. It's a natural process of grov/th 
and devclopmenl" 

Lambert said an increase in stress 
brought on by being back in class con po 
tentially end relation- 
ships. 

"The presstire of be- 
ing back with classes 
and tests and iufv''* ■■ 
15.000 things ar. 
iiig to ktep I relmiiiii 
ship going can be lot 
much depending on 
how they handle thai 
pressure," she iiaid 
"TTiey may become 
more irritable and not 
be able to handle those 
relationships'* 

Lambert said she 
believed people coulil 
learn how tu handle 
the increase in stress 
She encourages stu 
dents to check out 
uiww ksuedu/coumel 
ing for information 
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Academics 

judy Lynch, director 
of the Academic Assis 
tance Center, said pro- 
fessors see a drop in 
how students arc doing in their classes 
after spring break, and a simitar drop af- 
ter Thanksgiving brcuk 

"The time between Thanksgiving and 
Christmas can make or break a student," 
Lynch said 'Sometimes it hurts them - 
they just totally lose their focus They go 
home for Thanksgiving and don't come 
back mentally" 

Lambert said increased stress from re 
turning to school was also a factor in stu- 



dents' academic success 

"People arc juggling a variety of 
things," she said "If a person can't man 
age lime and studies normally, as stress 
grows that gels worse Some students 
push themselves too hard 
using the same skills that 
don't work" 

l^mbcrt said students 
should learn how to study 
effectively and how to bal- 
ance schoulworfc witi) time 
for ihcmsclvcs 

"We do suggest people 
learn to lake better care of 
themselves, then the pres- 
sure becomes less toxic," 
she said "The most suc- 
cessful students recognize 
when pressure is coming 
and prepare themselves tor 
it." 

l^mberl said that if stu 
dents are failing academi- 
cally, it probably has less to 
do with the change in the 
weather and more to do 
with not having sufTicient 
skills to keep up with their 
school work. 

However, she said some 
people may have a sensitivi 
ty to a lack of light, which 
could make them more 
prone lo become depressed. These stu- 
dents may be diagnosed with Seasonal 
Affective Disorder (SAD) 

She said SAD isn't as much of a con- 
cern in this part of the country as in 
more northern regions 

"1 wouldn't suggest that all students 
who have trouble gelling out of bed in 
the morning have 111 is disorder," she said

Future budget cuts forces schools to find 
new ways to fund programs or cut them

Past budget cuts and the expected upcoming bud- 
get cuts have deans in both colleges hunting for dol- 
lars everywhere I hey can. 

The College of Engineering 

The engmcenng college has wntng out all the inef 
ficicncics il could and is looking lor ways to increase 
revenue 

Terry King, dean of the College of Engineering, 
■old philanthropic gifts, reorganiulton of oflice staffs 
and partnerships with the government are all oppor- 
tunities to bring in new resources 

"With cuts of this magnitude, you can't do busincaa 
like you've been douig business," King said. 

The College of l^ngincering already has had to cut 
3 percent of iU budget, and about 4 percent more is 
expected to be cut next year, King said 

"The way we do our budgeting is all of our re- 
tources are put into departmenls," he said. "The de- 
paiUnenU arc expected to make ilie cult" 



Although !ila^ cuts might lie ahead for the College 
of [Engineering. King said il won't happen anytime 
soon. 

"^e biggest problem from the staff is they feel un- 
certainty," he said. "We've tried lo assure them there 
are no imminent layoffs, but they're concerned" 

This year's budget cuts have yet lo trickle into the 
classroom, said James Goddard, professor of orchilcc 
tural engineering and construction science. 

"It hasn't affected me directly in the classroom," 
Goddard said. "We've lost funding for one full-time 
faculty position That's impacting us because now 
we'll have lo cover the sections that individual 
would've taught" 

The college's enrollment has been growing for the 
past few yean, which puts added pressure on ctaas 
size, Goddard said. 

"At the same time we're getting cuts, the students 
are jy owing," he said "We're already finding out some 
courses aren'l going to be taught in the spring." 

Cutting sections means larger class sizes, which 
could affect the overall level of education, Goddard 
said 

"If a class is designed to be a smaller, interactive 
class, it's harder for the instructor lo gel involved." he 
said. 

King said il is difficult to find ways to cut the bud- 
gel and maintain (juality education at the same time. 

"People arc being squeezed pretty hard," King said 
"We're going to have to find ways to improve the 
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quality and less expense Us still a bargain to come to 
school here" 

This year, both engineering and business sludcnlt 
were char]|>ed a S5 fee to help retain faculty in the col- 
leges King said it is difficult to maintain faculty mem- 
bers with the salaries they were being paid. 

'Hlie salaries are so low we tend to lose some fac- 
ulty," King said "We expect the budget to be cut 4 
percent Clearly we must reduce peraonnel. Long 
term, we just can't survive that way" 

The College of Business Administration 

Business uludctils ami t.i(.ulty liic being affected 
tremendously from the budget cuts, said Yar Ebsdi, 
dean of the College of Business Administration. 

"it's one of the most challenging things I've ever 
faced," he said. "It's not fun lo deal with cuts and find

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sittant at the center, said (he 
videos will be very effective Cor 
the purposes they serve. 

"1 think these videos arc In- 
teresting," she said "They art 
enlightening and leave you 
thinking" 

Wewers also said that when 
students are exposed to blunt 
messages, they gain a new un- 
derstanding of the wortd and a 
willingness to change it. 

Henderson agreed about the

TAX Decrease in revenue leaves education, housing facing budget cuts

K-State Research and Exten- 
sion. 

Higher education already 
has seen numerous cuts, Dar- 
ling said, and the decrease in 
sales lax revenue almost un- 
doubtedly will force more 
cuts 

"The governor doesn't want 
to make more cuts," Darling 
said "Not on his watch He 
wants to put it off so the next 
governor is forced to on their 
watch." 

There is no question that 
there will be cuts. Darling 
said, but legislators must de 
cide where to make the cuts 
Higher education, K 12 educa 
tion and housing are among 



the possibilities 

Darling said indation was 
about 2 percent fur fiscal year 
2002, which makes the de- 
crease even more dramatic 

"It was a surprise to me be- 
cause inflation alone will usu 
ally make it creep along," he 
said. "It is a red flag to me as 
an economist to see the num- 
bers aren't keeping pace with 
inflation" 

Despite troubles across the 
stale, Riley County was able to 
post a 2.2-percent gain Dar- 
ling said this is a huge im- 
provement from Dscal year 
2001, when Riley County saw 
a 78-percenl drop 

Bernie Hayen. chief finan- 
cial officer for the city of Man- 
hattan, said the increase so far 



during calendar year 2002 has 
been about 4 percent He said 
he expects the final change to 
be between 2 1/2 and 3 1/2 
percent. 

"Manhattan's economy is 
surprisingly Mining considering 
obvious difficulties the nation- 
al economy is suffering," 
Hayen said. 

Because of the procedures 
involved in reporting sales lax 
revenues, Hayen said the 
amount collected in Septem- 
ber more accurately represents 
what business was done in Ju- 
ly. This can cause discrepan 
cies in how accurately revenue 
numbers reflci:! gross sales, he 
said. 

Maintaining a consistent 
retail base is important to the 
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health of Manhattan's econo- 
my, Hayen said 

"We shouldn't be surprised 
at these numbers," he said. 
"With a new Target and even- 
tually a new Home Depot, it 
wilt equate to new growth."

minimum standard and re- 
quires campus administration 
to adopt a policy." 

The Board's policy also re- 
quires each soliciting company 
to educate and inform students 
on the responsible use and the 
risks of credit, along with pro- 
viding information on the so 
licilalion of credit card appli 
cations 

Each university will include 
educational material on these 
topics Ihrough student pro- 
grams and various materials 

At K-Statc, revisions to the 
university's former policy are 
taking place after numerous 
complaints from students and 
faculty members. 

"Changes have been sug- 



gested by students and SGA," 
Student Body President Zac 
Cook said 

"We found that over the 
past few months, a blanket 
policy wouldn't be the way to 
go for the slate schools." 

In the coming weeks, mem- 
ber from the Student Govern- 
ing Association and student 
activity services will be work 
ing to adapt the changes into 
the new policy 

"A committee will be look- 
ing to gel thai done in the next 
few weeks," Cayle Spencer, co- 
ordinator of student activities, 
said. 

"It's definitely on the radar" 

While these changes will be 
made within the month. Cook 
said he did not see many dif- 
ferences taking place with the 



new policy 

"The new policy will make 
it a lot more conducive to 
learning." he said 

"One key change lo the pol- 
icy is there wilt be no hawking, 
which means that solicitors 
cannot yelt at the students. 

"The contact must be initi- 
ated by the students That will 
he the major change that peo 
pie will see on the main cam 
pus" 

Under this policy. Cook 
said only on campus solicita- 
tion will be affected 

There are different rules tor 
the solicitation that takes place 
in the KStaie Student Union 
and during athletic competi- 
tions. 

Although he agrees with the 
Board's decision on a new S4i 



licitation policy, Pat Bosco, 
dean of student life, said he 
would have liked K-State to 
create its own policy 

"I would have liked a policy 
that would be homegrown and 
specific for K-State," he said 

"However, well work with 
the approved Board of R^ents 
policy, and with the help of 
SGA and Gayle Spencer, we 
will comply fully with the new 
policy." 

With the change taking 
place in the spring semester, 
Bosco believes it will take 
some adjustment time and 
eventually will become benefi- 
cial 

"Our students and or^gani- 
italions will adapt, and it will 
be a good thing in the long 
run," he said

Solicitation laws 

do not reflect 
university needs 

The Kansas Board of Regents has set 
restrictions on credit card solicitation, 
but its decision seems to aim more at 
appeasing the six 
Regents universities 
than at solving solicita- 
tion problems. 

TTie policy mirrors a 
University of Kansas 
moratorium on credit 
card solicitation from 
Aug. 15 to Sept. 5. 
Officials from KU and 
the other Regents 
universities were 
concerned that college 
students would make 
poor financial 
decisions resulting in 
debt, which ultimately 
would be the fault of solicitors. 

What the Regents failed to under- 
stand was that these solicitors are 
student organizations just trying to eam 
money through fund-raisers. It's a fast 
and easy way for campus organizations 
to raise a large amount of money. 

The policy bans solicitors for three 
weeks of the semester. This still allows 
solicitation for 13 weeks a semester, or 
26 weeks a year This policy seems to 
reflect a Regents decision that didn't 
want to set demands on an issue it 
didn't appear to be concerned about. 

A better decision would have been to 
let the universities develop individual 
policies, therefore reflecting the needs 
of their students.

I do not fully agree with this 
explanation of the reality televi- 
sion phenomenon. I admit that 
when I see the whiny, two-faced, 
over- emotional blonde get reject 
ed by the bachelor, it is a satisfy- 
ing experience.

When Parking Services strikes, appeals process could waive violation fee 



I've been hit - hit with a parking ticket 

There's nothing like the sight of the tittle 
yellow envelope that sticks to your 

windshield like a leech to its prey It 

is the envelope in which no good 

news comes. It's there to tell you 

that you get to donate S18 more to the school 

you've given thousands to already 

I fell victim to the yellow-envelope virus 
the first week of school I had a meeting on 
campus all day and my parking pennit was 
not available to be picked up Since there 
weren't any permits, I figured there couldn't 
be any tickets, so I parked illegally. 

Imagine my surprise when I returned after 
a long day and found a ticket stuck tu my 
windshield. I responded with the usual signs 
uf maturity: swearing, anger and bitter resent- 
ment. My roommates were compassionate, but 
not too concerned until the following day 
when another one of my roommates received 
one. 

Now it was an epidemic 

Her parking ticket was again given before 
permits were available She had cross country

Armed with our youthful optimism of fight 
ing the system, we decided to appeal our tick- 
ets We went to Parking Services to file an ap 
peal. 

The l-^rking Service employee was helpful 
and gave us the (orms in order to complete 
the following process:

3. Fill out an envelope with your name and 
address. You must provide the stamp. 

4 Wait to hear 
A couple of weeks later, my roommate re 
cetved a call saying her ticket had been void 
ed. I was still waiting, but figured mine would 
surety be voided, too I mean, what does she 
have that 1 don'l, aside from being older, ath- 
letically gifted and really smart? 

I continued to wait until a self addressed 
letter finally came saying my ticket had not 
been voided. I now had been bitten by snail 
mail 

There s nothing like losing twice to the sys 
tern 

Still bitter, I decided to investigate the ap 
peal process I prepared myself to do battle 
with some evil villain from Parking Services 
Imagine my disappointment when the Director 
of Parking .Services, Darwin Abbott, turned 
out to be a nice guy. 

He gave me some insight into how the 
process works. Once filed, appeals go to two 
judges - one is a student and the other a fac 
ulty member They are elected by students and 
faculty The judges vote whether to void the 
ticket 



Their votes are sent back to Parking Ser- 
vices where, if the judges agreed, the appeals 
are either voided or returned to the owner If 
the judges don't agree, the form is sent to a 
third judge to break the tie, which is probably 
where mine went, and why it look longer 

Abbott said he didn't know exactly why 
mine was not voided, because the system 
works on a jury like system it can vary some 
what on its selection He said sometimes in 
the beginning of a semester, there are vari 
ances due to a new judge. 

Abbott said that of the many appeals Park- 
ing Services receives, about 40 percent are 
voided He offered a few tips to make sure 
your appeal is part of the minority. 

Make sure to tell the story completely with 
full details in order to ensure the best results. 
Generally the forms that receive voids are 
those that are truthful and explain the situa- 
tion with factual evidence. 

Although my appeal fell into the 60-percent 
loser category, and I had to write the painful 
check, I dtm't consider it a loss to the system 
After alt, with the knowledge I gained from 
writing an appeal and the money I'll make 
from this column, I'll call It breaking even.

"Students aren't always 
prepared for the weather,"

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she said. "They aren't proper- 
ty dressed for it sometimes. 
They should pay attention to 
the weather forecast and 
dress for cold weather." 

Kennedy also said students 
should make sure to continue 
to get fresh air even though 
temperatures are cooling 
down. 

Reppert said that when an 
apartment or house is cluscd 
lo fresh air, fumes from appli- 
ances can accumulate as well 
as germs from roommates 
breathing, coughing or sneez- 
ing 

Reppert said cracking a 
window is important 
"If our houscM and apari- 
menis don't have good air ex- 
change, it's not good fur us," 
he said.

a way to make it less painful " 
The college is facing the 
possibility of having to cut sec- 
lions and combine classes. 

"Combining classes is not a 
good idea." Fbadi said "You 
do not have the personal inter- 
action We will Iry our best to 
provide the best education and 
opportunity we can possibly 
do 

"I'm counting on the dcdi 
cation of faculty lo make the 



opportunity advantageous to 
the students." 

Laurie Werih, senior in fi- 
nance, said that although she 
hasn't heard complaints, she 
can see the negative effects of 
cutting sections 

"To stress out the professors 
and to give ihem all this extra 
load will make it difficult for 
them lo teach, " she said "It's 
unfortunate, but what can we 
do about il if the money's nut 
there^" 

Staff cuts still remain a pos- 



sibility for future budget cuts, 
Ebadi said 

"It's always a possibility We 
arc thinking about combining 
non-faculty staff to help us," he 
said 

The $5 fee increase for busi 
nevs students to help retain 
faculty is a little late for the 
College of Business, Bbadi said 

'We lost six faculty mem- 
ben," Bbadi said "The main 
reason was salary. They were 
not even in the market. If we 
don't have quality faculty then 



the pragram will not be the 
standing program we have 
now " 

Ebadi said the most difficult 
aspect about budget cuts is not 
having the resources to give 
students the quality education 
they deserve 

"We are trying to find the 
least painful way of handling 
this," Kbadi said "Wc already 
had a 4 percent cut and there 
is mure to come. It's going to 
get a lot worse before it gets 
better." 



Police say sniper might have tried to contact them

HOCKVILLE, Md - In a 
tantalizing turn in the hunt for 
the Washington -area sniper, 
investigators said Monday the 
killer apparently tried to eon 
tad them in a phone call that 
was too "unclear" to be under 
stood They pleaded with the 
person to call buck 

The announcement came 
hours after Virginia authorities 
surrounded a white van 
parked at a pay phone in 
Richmond, Va , and seixed 
two men. 

Police later said the men 
hod nothing lo do with ihe 
i.asc and would be deported 
(or immigration violations 

The most intriguing devel- 
opment came from Mont- 
gomery County Police Chief 
Charles Moose, who is in 



charge of the investigation. 

Moose disclosed for the 
first time that a call had been 
received from someone of high 
interest to investigators - but 
was somehow muddled 

He did not disclose who re 
ceived the call, when or where 
it was made or other details. 

But investigators believe 
the call may have come 
from the sniper and Ihal the 
caller was the same person 
who left a note and phone 
number the scene of the latest 
shooting, a law enforcement 
source told The Associated 
r*ress on condition of 
anonymity 

For the second consecutive 
day. Moose seemed intent on 
establishing a dialogue with 
the killer On Sunday, lie pub 
licly pleaded with the note 
writer to call authorities. 

Early Monday, he said: 



"The message that needs to be 
delivered is that we>are going 
to respond to a message that 
we have received We are 
preparing our response at this 
time." 

Moose said he could not 
discuss the message further 

The flurry of activity raised 
hope there had been a 
break in the search for the 
sniper who has killed nine 
people and critically wounded 
three others in Virginia. Mary- 
land and Washington since 
Oct 2 

The latest attack came Sat- 
urday night in a steakhuuse 
parking lot in Ashland, just 
north of Richmond. 

The victim, a 37-year-old 
man, was felled by a single 
shot to the stomach. 

He remained in critical but 
stable condition at a Rich 
mond hospital Monday after 



having his spleen and parts of 
his pancreas and stomach re- 
moved Surgeons removed the 
bullet from the victim, and au- 
thorities said Monday that bal- 
listics tests had linked the slug 
to the sniper 

The white van, which had 
30day Virginia tags and a 
small Marine Corps sticker on 
the back window, had been 
idling beside the pay phone in 
Richmond (or some lime, said 
David Ounham. a mechanic at 
a nearby car dealership 

Witnesses said officeni con- 
verged on Ihe van and dragged 
out a man Authorities didn't 
say how the second man was 
arrested 

Hours later, the lead fell 
apart A Juslice Department 
official said deportation pro 
ccedings had begun against 
the 24 year old Mexican and 
35 year old Guatemalan

Bus driver killed 

Maryland man could be D.C. snipers 13th victim 



By David OishnMu 

ROCKVILLE, Md - A 
bus driver was shot to death 
Tuesday as he was about to 
set out on his morning route 
in what authorities fear was 
the 13th attack by the Wash 
ington-area sniper Police also 
revealed a chilling warning 
found at a weekend shouting 
scene: "Your children art nol 
safe anywhere at any time." 

Montgomery County Police 
Chief Charles Moose issued a 
new plea, urging the gunman 
to continue a dialogue with 
investigators. 



"It is important that we do 
this without anyone else gel 
ling hurt," he said 

In an extraordinary state 
mrni that appeared to con- 
firm authorities are in a des- 
perate parley to slop the 
killing, the police chief said 
the sniper had Irit'd lo com- 
municate with police during 
the past several days ~ and he 
suggested the gunman had 
made demands 

"We have researched the 
options you stated and found 
thai it is not possible electron- 
ically to comply in the man- 
ner that you requested," 
Moose said. "However, we re- 



main open and ready to talk 
to you about Ihe options you 
have mentioned" 

He said the sniper was 
seeking an 800 telephone 
number lo talk with authori- 
ties, and he offered to set up a 
private post office box "or an- 
other secure method" 

"You indicated thai this is 
about more than violence," 
said Moose, who had aiked 
the sniper to contact authori- 
lies for two days before Tues- 
day's slaying 

He refused to take ques- 
liuns from reporters 

The sniper has killed nine 
people and critically wounded 



three others in Maryland, Vir- 
ginia and Washington since 
Oct. 2. Authorities were 
awaiting ballistics tests lo con- 
firm that but driver Conrad 
lohnson 

[ohnson, 1.5, was gunned 
down in Aspen Hill, the same 
community where the attacks 
began 

He was shut once in the 
abdomen jusi before 6 am as 
he siood on the top step of his 
bus, setting off a police drag- 
net and snarling traffic in the 
suburbs north of Ihe nation's 
capital [ohnson, a married fa- 
ther of two children, died later 
at a hospital

Rankin said there are only 
about 25 A-3 planes left in ex 
istence. 

He said one of the associa- 
tion's goals is to help ensure 
the remaining aircrafts, which 
were used predominately in the 
Vietnam War, arc well taken 
care of and on display in muse- 
ums 

Rankin said the A-3, com 
monly called the "Whale" be- 
cause of its size, was not rare 
during the Vietnam War but 
was a lesser- known plane be- 
cause it didn t have a filam- 
ourous role, 

"It's not a sexy fighter 
plane," Rankin said "'You did-

For 
instance, if your houKe already has a pink room 
where you want lo keep your lillte bundle of 
love, you can just spend a wad of dead presi- 
dents to make sure the baby is a girl That way.

There are only a couple of problems the 

Sirocedure isn't a sure thing, and even if it were, 
t's wasteful 

According to BBC News, the success rate of 
the process is 91 percent effective for producing 
females and 74 percent effective for males

failure, as will every 10th attempt

A budget cut that sizable, lu- 
tich said, would mi;an a loss of 
around $350,000 for his depart- 
ment alone. 

There is no question that 
there will be anothtir cut, but 
the question is how big that cut 
will be, Burden said 

He said the College of Edu- 
cation has been considering the 
possibility of a 10-percenl bud- 
get decrease 

One of the ways students 
may be directly a^ected is that 
certain classes will be offered 
less often, Burden said. 

Some classes might even be 
eliminated completely 

"Our dean has a priority lo 
maintain programs and cours- 
es," he said. "However, if we 
don't have (he fund, we can't 
offer the classes as often as we 
would like" 

Virginia Muxley, associate 
dean of human ecology, said 
she did not think there was a 



single place at K-State that has 
not been affected by the cuts. 

"We have gone through 
every department's budget and 
the dean's budget," she said. 
"We have (rimmed every place 
we could and rearranged (o get 
the classes covered." 

Moxley said (he obvious 
steps have been taken, such as 
increasing class sizes and re- 
ducing the frequency (hat cer- 
tain classes are offered 

For a serious answer to the 
budget cut problem though, 
Moxley, as well as many others, 
looks to the new governor 

"The governor is the leader 
when it comes to setting the 
lone for state fmance," she said 
"And so far I haven't heard ei- 
ther candidate (alking abou( 
what they will do for higher ed- 
ucation." 

furich agreed that the new 
governor could play a big role 
in K State's fate 

"The new governor will have 
some very hard choices," he 



said. "And in those, choices we 
are going to hc)pe (here is some 
wisdom" 

Jurich said his department 
has already cut out as much as 
possible without cutting pro 
grams and staff members

"It makes it eaiier to deal 
with when you have someone 
to fight with, " Marin said "But 
it is also hard, because we lost 
a great friend I touldn't believe 
iiltb an angel had cancer But 
when she would battle the can- 
cer, it would make mc stronger. 
She let me know I could do it." 

The fact that Oliveras was 
able to continue her daily ruu- 
tine, even when she was sick, 
iMiazed her friends, Marin said 

"She just kept going," she 
said, "Her number-one concern 
was always her family It was 
never about her " 

Oliveras left behind three 
sons - Eirian, Kevin and Mark 
Oliveras - all K-State studtnts 

"She was so strong," Mark, 
freshman in history said "She 
never let on how sick she was 
She fought for a long time and 
did everything she could to gel 
well It is still a shuck." 

The biggest shock, he said, is 
ttiat it happened in his family. 

"People ignore it," Kevin, 
funior in computer engineering, 
$aid. "They don't give it a sec- 
ond thought, but they should 
Someday it might happen to 
you and yuur family I never 
expected it to happen here, and 
it did"

"I honestly never thought 
about it much until my mom 
was diagnosed," said Brian, 
who is taking off a semester to 
tie up loose ends after his 
mother's death "People need 
to be aware of (his. My mom 
fought hard, but ultimately the 
cancer beat her Uur hope now 
is that people can learn from 
my mom's story and become 
educated about the cancer ' 

}anc( Kiser, a nurse and fa- 
cilitator (il a support group 



Oliveras attended, said early 
detection is extremely impor- 
tant in fighting breast cancer. 

"We can't stress that 
enough," she said. "It is some- 
thing we tell everyone who 
asks." 

Kiser said women should 
know three vital steps in flght- 
ing cancer The first is monthly 
breast self-examinations 

'1 know there has been 
some talk of these not being ef- 
fective," Gleason said, "but 
(hat is simply not true That is 
how 1 found my lump," 

Another step is taking clini- 
cal breast examinations at least 
every three years beginning at 
age 20 and annually after 40. 

"It is never too early to be- 
gin," Riser said. 'It could save 
your life." 

An annual mammogram is 
also suggested for women age 
40 and older, Kiser said. 

For those diagnosed with 
cancer, Gleason said she can- 
not stress enough the impor- 
tance of a support group 

"We are a family," she said, 
"and losing Kriss was hard. We 
were with her for all of her 
treatments, just like she was 
there for us Hopefully people 
will read her story and learn 
about the cancer. 

"You are your own best ad- 
vocate. Being aware of your 
body and doing self-exams can 
only be hclpltil."

signs to protesters. 

"We want people to be 
aware that their neighbors in 
town are reflecting on this, as 
I'm sure Ihey are," he said, 
"We want to lend a peaceful 
presence to express that this 
proposed adventure is going 
to sabotage rather than pre- 
serve the security of the US" 

The nonviolent war protest 
furthers the alliance's long- 
term mission of working for 
peace and justice locally and 
abroad, said Arvne Cowan, 
Manhattan Alliance for Peace 
and lustice treasurer 

Other organizations, in- 
cluding several student organ 
izatiuns, have been invited to 
participate in the protests. 
Cowan said. 

The group is also sponsor- 
ing public forums <ind encirur- 
aging participants to write und 
call newspapers and elected 
slate and national representa- 
tives 

"We hope to add our voice 
to the voices all across the 
country that are speaking nut 
against the move toward war 



in Iraq," Cowan said. "These 
demonstrations are going on 
all over, and we feel that they 
do make a difference If politi- 
cians in Washington see 
enough people out on the 
street, they'll have to consider 
this when they make their de- 
cisions " 

Cowan said the community 
is invited to participate in the 
protests. 

"We hope that as people in 
Manhattan see us out there, 
they will join us," Cowan said. 

Wood said there were 
many reasons the group was 
protesting the possible war. 

"We question whether the 
United States has a right to 
begin .i war with Iraq based 
on the kind of information 
President Bush has shared 
with the world," she said "By 
setting a pretedeni by which 
one country can serve as jury, 
judge and eitecutioncr of an- 
other without an outside 
body, we are establishing the 
U.S. as a tyrant, so we are go- 
ing against the values we say 
the United States stands for " 

Wood said that if interven- 
tion occurs, it should be a 



multinational force under the 
leadership of the United Na- 
tions 

Paul Youk, senior in soci- 
ology and English, said he had 
several reasons for becoming 
involved with opposition ef- 
forts. 

"In the most basic sense, 
examining the role of what 
our government does is im- 
portant for any citizen of 
America to do," he said. 
"There's really a double stan- 
dard about how America 
treats countries in the Middle 
East. We will let political al- 
lies get away with things that 
we condemn other nations 
for, when other nations do 
things that are just as bad or 
worse." 

"There are a tot of people 
concerned that this issue will 
take away from others in the 
US that are really more 
pressing," Wood said 

"Corporate ethics, respon- 
sibility and accountability, 
the stock market, the econo- 
my, education - you name it 
There are a lot of things going 
on domestically that we need 
to be giving our attention to."

warrants in 
sniper case

ROCKVILLE. Md. - Police hunting the 
serial sniper issued an arrest warrant 
Wednesday for a 42-ycar-old man they be- 
lieve has information about the string of 
terrifying shfMitings that have left 10 people 
dead in the Washington suburbs 

Montgomery County Police Chief 
Charles Moose said the man, John Allen 
Muhammad, should be c<msidered "armed 
and dangerous' and that he was being 
sought on a federal weapons charge 

He also cautioned lliat the public should 
not assume Muhammad is involved in any 
of the shootings that have stricken the 
Washington area since Oct, 2 

Moose identified Muhammad a« a black 
tnalc who also goes by the name John Allen 
Williams. He also said a juvenile may be 
accompanying Muhammad. 

He did nut identify the juvenile, but a 
law enforcement source identiRcd him as 
17-year-old Lee Malvo 

A U.S ofTicial in Washington said au- 
thorities were looking for two 'people of 
interest," including one who was formerly 
connected to Port Lewis, an Army base 
south of Tacuma, Wash., that provides 
s<ime of the most intense sniper training in 
the US military 

A Port Lewis spokesman said the PBI 
had asked for help from the base but could 
lay nothing else. 

Moose also issued another cryptic mes- 
sage io the sniper: 

"You asked us to say 'We have cau^l 
the sniper like a duck in a jumse' We un- 
derstand that heanng us say that is impor- 
tant lo you,"' Moose said "Lei's talk direct- 
ly We have an answer fur you about your 
option We are wailing for you to contact 
us." 

The announcement came hours after the 
investigation jumped across Ihe country 
FBI agents converged on a rental home in 
Tacoma with melal detectors and chain 
saws, carting away a tree stump from the

The effects of budget cuts have 
been sweeping across campus, and the 
College of Architecture, Planning and 
Design, and the College of Arts and 
Sciences have been seeing their conse- 
quences 

Although each school is different in 
size and structure, both have had sim- 
ilar effects from the budget cuts and 
more importantly, are awaiting to see 
what the future holds for them. 

College of Architecture, 
Planning and Design 

As one of the nation's top colleges, 
Dean Dennis Law worrtes that the cut 
of about $250,000 in the College of 
Architecture, Planning and Design's 
$6 million budget might jeopardize 
the reputation of one of the smallest 
schools on campus. 

"1 don't sleep at night, and it wor- 
ries me terribly." he laid "We've es- 
tablished auite a legacy nationwide, 
and we've been a center of excellence 
for the state." 

Along with the other eight colleges 
on campus, the college nas experi- 
enced cutbacks in labor, travel and of- 
Rce suppliei. 

"We've completely shut down trav- 
el, and most of the faculty pay and 
travel at their own expense," l^w said 
"Also, we're basically shutting down 
all copying, doing everything cmline or 
uung e-mail" 

Tne greatest cut lo the college, 
JHFwever, has been to its staff mem- 
ken. Law said the college has had to 
cut various staff members in the 
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dean's office and architecture pro- 
grams. 

These cuts, Law said, create future 
problems for students and faculty 
members alike 

"The numbers are going to be going 
up in our classes, which is a real prob- 
lem in studio class," he said. 

However, Law and the associate 
deans are informing students of these 
changes. 

"I've been very good about commu- 
nicating this to the students," Law 
said. "1 called an all-coltcge meeting, 
and the students are fearful enough 
that they're getting organized to uy to 
influence the legislators tm Iheir con 
cems. I'm prettv proud of them." 

Ray Weiienburger, associate dean 
for the college, said that '/ecause the 
college Is smaller than the other eight, 
any significant changes could affect 
the school in a larger way 

"It's a tremendous impact on a col- 
lege that's small and doesn't have 
much maneuvering room," he said. 

In addition. Law said the college's 
lack of physical diversity affects the 
overall budget cuts. 

"We lack a lot of phyical diversity 
that the other colleges do," he said

New Ackert Hall addition becomes home to research center

What once was a vision to one man can now 
be seen by all. 

The new addition to Acicert Hall is now 
home to the Terry C. )ohnson Center for Basic 
Cancer Research. 

Johnson, who is suriering from the final 
stages of liver cancer, has been the director of 
the Center for Basic Cancer Research since its 
development in 1960. 

Richard Consigli, university distinguished 
professor emeritus and long-time personal 
friend of Johnson, said Johnson is honored by 
having his name on the center that he helped to 
create. 

He is a very private kind of person, and he 
is honored about be- 
ing named," he said 

it was his cre- 
ation, and he is very 
proud." 

The center is a 
non-profit organiza- 
tion devoted to basic 
cancer research and 
education. It relies 
heavily on donations 
and government 

grants 

"We receive fund- 
ing from the National 
Cancer Institute, and 
we are the only non- 
medical school that 
has had this funding." 
said )anis Galitzer 
administrative assis- 
tant at the center 

Galitzer said |ohn- 
son wanted the center 
to be a way for educa 
tors and students ot 
different educational 
backgrounds to join 
together and share 
ideas. 

"He has created a 
cancer center in a 
school that isn't a 
medical school, mak- 
ing it possible for peo- 
ple from all different 
disciplines to interact, 
thereby increasing the 
opportunities and the 
possibilities for can- 
cer discovery," she 
said. 

(ohnson was a pro 
lessor and the direc- 
tor of the Division of Biology from 1977 to 
1992 after receiving his doctorate in microbiol- 
ogy from the University of Minnesota 

[ohnson's dedication to helping students 
learn more about cancer research helped to 
earn him the honor of university distinguished 
professor in 1989, 

"He was director of the Division of Biology' 
for years here, and he was a tough boss, but 
there were a lot of great things happening while 
he was there," Gahtzer said 

Galitzer said Johnson and the rest of the 
center's staff arc proud of their program be- 
cause of the quality of students they train and 
produce 

fohnion not only helped college students, 
but younger children as well. 

He and the staff at the center created a col- 
oring book to help explain cancer to young 
children 

The book, "A Day with Dr Waddle." explains 
to children about cancer, science and good 
health and is available in both English and 
Spanish. 
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Consigli said the books are just one of the 
many things [ohnson dreamed about. 

"There were so many things that he had vi- 
sions that he made come true," he said 

"They named the cancer center after him be- 
cause he is very deserving - he is one of a 
kind" 

Galitzer said she doesn't think the cancer 
center would exist without Johnson's hard work 
and dedication. 

"This building now exists because it was his 
lifelong dream." she said "This is the pinnacle 
of what he has worked for for 20 years and he 
doesn't even get the chance to come in, sit in a 
chair and say. '1 did it'." 

Galitzer said Johnson was diagnosed with his 
illness in June and has only been into the center 
a couple of times since then 

She said he's 
never been inside the 
new center 

"He is a very per- 
sonal and private 
person," she said 
"Nothing is ever 
about him." 

Consigli said John- 
son has been a phe- 
nomenal fund raiser 
and was always will- 
ing to help out those 
who needed the 
money the most, 

'He had a lot of 
visions about the 
cancer center ~ not 
only helping students 
get into cancer labo- 
ratories, but helping 
a lot of faculty if they 
needed equipment or 
something like that," 
he said 

"The cancer center 
was always there to 
help" 

Galitzer said the 
center has put back 
more than $125,000 
into the economy at 
K-State through pay- 
ing for lectures and 
seminars 

"Our goal has al 
ways been to provide 
funding where the 
university does not," 
she said 

Stephen White, 

interim dean of the 

College of Arts and 

Sciences, said there 

will be a ceremony to dedicate the new center 

to lohnson at some point in the future 

'The center has been named in his honor, 
and he is aware of that."' he said 

"They are not even totally moved in yet, so 
we will have the ceremony when the dust set- 
tles' 

Although the ceremony hasn't commenced, 
the center is up and running, doing all of the 
things Johnson envisioned 

"He made it possible for those people to get 
together in different ureas for different reasons 
"Because of that, confederations have been 
mude that may newr have existed," Galitzer 
said "His dream was to bring these people to- 
gether, to gel them lo share their ideas and to 
work iogi'ther" 

Galitzer said thai if Johnson were to walk in 
to the office today, he would look artjund and 
be proud of what he helped build, but would 
still work to develop more. 

"He would sit back and say, 'Here it is We 
did if Then he would say, "OK, what more

According to www.patrio 
tismorg/unday, the UN was 
formed during Worid War II 
when representatives from 26 
nations said their countries 
would continue to Tight against 
the Axis Powers The charter 
was ra lifted Oct 24. 1945 - 
thus the UN was bom 

"The U.N was formed to 
create peace and increase in 
ternalional cooperation," Ker- 
spring said. 

Today marks the 57th an- 
niversary of the ratification of 
the U:N. 

The U.N has representa 
lives from 81 countries The 
duties of the U N are vast and 
include peacekeeping as well 
as international disease con- 
trol. 

"The U.N takes care of 
everything from AIDS to pre 
venting wars," Herspring said 
"The question is - what does 
n't the U N do"" 



Hayhurst said a problem 
with the UN IS that they have 
no power to enforce the poli- 
cies they implement and they 
rely cm individual troops to en- 
force rules. „ 

"The UN is a good thing, 
hut right now it's nol working," 
said Svitluna Chernykh. gradu- 
ate student in political science. 
"I don't think the U N is capa- 
ble right now of solving prob- 
lems, because they are so 
weak" 

Hayhurst said the UN is 
valuable but needs lo work on 
following through on deci- 
sions. 

"Wc need an organ izulion 
where countries and organiza- 
tions come together to discuss 
what is going on in the world," 
he said But if the U N isn't 
going lo stick with its decisions 
.their work is in vain ' 

Chernykh said the UN 
needs to concentrate on keep- 
ing up with Ihe changing world 
and changing policies

could be to blame 

for winter doldrums 



It's that lime of the semester where stress 
abounds concerning midterms, we ache for 
more sleep and often feel a general sense of 
anxiety or dread Many of us might blame 
these effects on upcoming exams, a lack of 
motivation or good ol' 
senioritis. 

Actually, there could 
t^ tJ^t ti*-' " cosmic connection 

to your woes: you might 
suffer from seasonal af- 
fective disorder 
Seasonal affective dis- 

iusANPOwfu „rder is recogniied in 

the DSM IV (the Amer 
jean Psychiatric Association's diagnostic man- 
ual | as a subtype of a major depressive 
episode It's highly seasonal and usually be- 
gins in late fall or early winter. 

SAD, also known as winter depression, is 
triggered by changes in the amount of sun 
light during different times of the year, ac- 
cording to the American Academy of Family 
Physicians' Web site, familydncloi tirg 

Women are more susceptible to winter de- 
pression - 70 to 80 percent of sufferers are 
female - and symptoms usually surface in 
young adulthood, around age 20 SAfl and its 
symptoms affect as much as 6 percent of our 
population 

Some common symptoms of winter de 
pressiun are a drop in energy level, a tenden- 
cy to oversleep, irritabilily. fatigue and weight 
gain These symptoms might >ound like the 
typical effects of college life, hut there arc 
variations of symptfmis more severe and last- 
ing than just a craving for sweets 

Since SAD is classified as depression, it's 
logical to note that winter depressitm can ini- 
tiate feelings of guilt, loss of interest in fa- 
vorite activities, ongoing feelings of hopeless- 
ness and physical ailments, such as 
headaches. 

According tu the Northern County Psychi- 
atric Associates Web site, wwti' ncpamd.cnm, 
winter depression is often bahinced with a 
feeling of nmnia in the spring or summertime. 
If mood swings are severe, an individual with 
SAf> might be diagnosed ^vtth htpolar disor- 
der 

These symptoms usually return year after 
year, appearing und disappearing at about the 
same time each year Women are more prone 
to winter depression, but individuals living in 
northern geographic regions or those who 
work in btiildings with little naiural licht are 
susceptible as well 

One means of battling the blues is Ihrougb 
light therapy ISychiatrist Norman Rosenthal 
introduced this method of Ireatnienl in \^KA 

The cfmcept is simple more tight, better 
mood A sufferer of SAO often uses a special- 
ly made light box or a light visor worn on tltc 
head like a normal cap Tlie patient then sits 
in front of the light box or under the visor for 
a certain length of time each day, usually 
around 30 minutes 

Surprisingly, tanning beds are not recom- 
mended lor treatment of SAD UV rays will 
fry your skin, but sadly, won't improve your 
mood 

There are side effects to light therapy, such 
as eye strain, headache, fatigue and inability 
lo sleep If these effects persist, there are the 
options of pill popping and behavioral thera 
py to explore as well. 

Though many people sulfer mild forms of 
winter depression, a severe case should not 
be overlooked or luisinlerpreled If six of 100 
Americans are susceptible, that means hun- 
dreds of young adults on campus are at risk 

If you find yourself more irritable, sensitive 
or anxious than usual, talk to a friend Re- 
search your symptoms online or in the DSM- 
IV Finally, visit Lafene Health Center 

Your first four visits are free, and you 
might ease more than your seasonal anxiety

Collage artist creates life metaphors from range of materials

Water paints can slide onto any 
shelf. Oil paints can lake up whole 
closets But storage space for a collage 
artist's material is much trickier 

'There's a lot of junk laying around 
the house," [onalhan Talbot, collage 
arijsl and painter, said "My wife said I 
can't go out and find any more stuff un 
til 1 make more art" 

Talbot, who lives in Warwick, NY, 
said he stores clips from magazines, 
product wrappings and other flat mate- 
rials in files according t(j color The 
1,000 little compasses, 5,000 small plas- 
tic figures and various other three-di- 
mensional materials he hopes to use 
are stored in a bam behind his house 

T^bot said he enjoys working in col 
lage because the material "is not inno- 
cent," because it already holds histori- 
cal, social or sexual implications. 

Collage also provides a metaphor for 
the way people live, Talbot said.

Talbot will speak at 10:30 a.m Fri- 
day and will hold a workshop starting 
at I 30 pm in the Marianna Kistler 
Beach Museum of Art He said he will 
explore ideas of what art is and how to 
acquire visual language skills. 

"Ari is a language of visual symbols 
where English is a language of verbal 
tymboli or sounds," Talbot said "Most 



of us are pretty good with 
English, but those of us who 
work with visual mediums, 
there are things we can learn 
from verbal language and how 
to apply those to art" 

In his afternoon workshop, 
Talbot will walk students 
through Ihe making of their 
own collages using a tech- 
nique he developed 

Most collage ari makes use 
of paste, meaning the artist ei- 
ther has to put Ihe piece to 
gether and then disassemble it before 
putting it back together, or work incre- 
mentally until the piece is finished 

Instead of using old technique, 
which limits the amount artists can 
work with the materials. Tklbot said he 
will show how to fuse images together 

The technique is the subject of 
Talbot's book. "Collage: A New 
Approach," which is available at ama- 
ioncom.

feel the largest effect of the 
budget cuts. 

"We're creating more vacan- 
cies in the college simply by 
not hiring this year," he said 

This will hopefully create 
more job openings for t\e\t 
year, he said Because of these 
vacancies, the college will be 
relying on temporary instruc- 
tors to fill the basic courses 

"In arts and sciences, what 
we're trying to do is to protect 
our students," White said 

The college has not been ef- 
fected this academic year, but 
the future is still in question 

"I think there's a lot of un- 
certainty in the future," White 
said. "We don't know how Ihe 
slate revenue will come in over 
the next several months." 

However, Ihe college is hop- 
ing for an economic turn- 
around 

"We're hopeful thai the 
economy will change and that 
state revenue will increase," 
White said "We're being pre- 
pared to serve our students in a 
time of budget pressures, so we 
can't just ignore it."

Salina campus focuses on 
maintaining education

Maintaining quality education is on 
the top of Dean Dennis Kuhlman's list 
as he reviews ways to cut the College of 
Technology and Aviation's budget. 

"It is hard," Kuhlman said, "but we 
have to maintain a level of excellence" 

Reductions 

The college, hit by a $240,002 cut. 
began by reducing the budget in three 
key areas. 

The Tirst was a decrease in the 
amount of planned new equipment 

"We Just cut the upgrade," Kuhlman 
said. "We decided we could still educate 
our students on the equipment we 
presently own without sacrificing their 
education" 



The second step, cuttmg expendi- 
tures, affected all areas of the Salina 
campus, including telephone usage, out 
of slate travel, utilities and subscriptions 
to professional journals 

"Every unit on campus took a cut, 
with the exception of the library," he 
said. "The library has an emphasis on 
student learning, so we left thai alone." 

Last, five faculty positions 
were not filled for this school ^^__ 
year ^^=a 

"Even though we have 
these vacancies, we were 
able to get around cutting 
classes because of some eOi- 
ciency changes in the class 
schedule," Kuhlman said 

Those changes, which stu- 
dents can expect to see more 
of in the spnng, were the re 
suit of an audit on how class 
offerings are related to de- 
gree requirements, he said

Plans for redcvelopments

The survey, compiled by 
Brailsford and Dunlavey of 
Washington, DC. has a num- 
ber of differences from the 
one conducted in spring 2002. 

"The first survey was done 
speci^cally to determine if stu 
dents would be interested in 
us pursuing the redevelop- 
ment area of fardine apart- 
ments," said Bob Burgess, as 
sociate director for housing 



and dining administrative ser 
vices 

"The responses that came 
back indicated that an over- 
whelming majority of students 
on campus felt that the rede- 
velopment was good to ex- 
plore" 

Burgess said between 4,000 
and 5,000 students responded 
to the first survey 

After all survey results weru 
counted, information fnmi the 
first survey was compiled by 
Brailsford and Dunlavey, then 
summarised and presented to 
ff ousing and Dining Services 

"The survey results froni 
the first one have been good, 
and we've had really good 
participation." said Skyler 
Harper, assistant director of 
Housing and Dining Services 

"The consultants said thot 
we had one of the highest per- 
centage of returns." 

In addition. Burgess said he 
thinks the responses have 
helped continue the process 
for future changes to Jardine 
apartments,

"The more students we can 
ask questions to, the more 
valid the survey will be in the 
long run." 

The surveys were sent via 
e-mail to the student body 
earlier this week In addition, 
all students who ci>mplete sur- 
veys will be eligible for a vari- 
ety of prizes, ranging from a 
PALM pilot to gift certificates 
for local restaurants. 

Surveys must be completed 
by Nov 1 for students to be 
eligible tor prizes 

While results from the sec- 
ond survey are weeks away, 
Harper said Housing and Din- 
ing Services officials have 
been planning for the results. 

"Tile survey numbers and 
the data we get from it will 
determine what we can afford, 
and from there on we'll decide 
where we want to go from 
there," he said

' Manhattan needs a recycling 
program. 

Recently, the Manhattan City 
Commission voted no 
to a request to obtain 
bids for curbside 
recycling. The plan, 
developed by the 
Mayor's Recycling Task 
Force, has been in 
progress since August 
2001. 

City commissioners 
said they voted no to 
the request because 
they need more infor- 
mation before asking 
for contractors' bids. 

The task force needs 
to work to create a 
more thorough plan that will show 
commissioners the program's feasability. 

Recycling wilt benefit Manhattan's 
economy and environment. A commu- 
nity attitude survey conducted in 1999 
showed that 87 percent of the 
Manhattan area respondents would be 
willing to pay for the service. 

It is certainly valid that the commis- 
sioners feel they need more information 
before moving forward with the project. 

Task force members should take what 
the commission says to heart. The plan 
has been stalled, but that doesn't mean 
a more comprehensive plan won't be 
approved in the future. 

If commissioners and task force 
members work together, the proposed 
plan may become a reality in the near 
future.

I^any Republicans in Kansas are very pas- 
sionate about gun rights, especially the right to 
carry concealed weapons As long as citizens 
have no history of drug use, Shallenburger 
supports their concealed carry rights Sebelius 
would restrict that right to retired law enforce- 
ment officers. She also opposes assault 
weapons, according to the Eagle editorial. 

This isn't to suggest that educatiim, budget- 
ing, and taxation haven't been addressed at 
all Sebelius attacked Shallenburger in a de- 
bale for suggesting a 3- percent cut in educa- 
tion - $69 million - was more desirable than 
a hike in taxes 

por a while, that debate concentrated on 
the important issues, but it eventually gave 
way to more hemming and hawing Both can 
didates said they wouldn't know where they 
could cut and streamline the budget until they 
take office 

This is unacceptable Here is another in- .' 
stance in which pointed questions from the 
news media might have given us some real an- 
swers Bui we also need to hold the candi- 
dates responsible lor not being ardent enough

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Recycling task force unsure of next step after city rejects bid proposal 



Commission says 
group's presentation 
lacked information

The next step in implement 
ing a curbjide recycling pro- 
gram in Manhattan is un- 
known, task force members 
said, after the City Commission 
voted no to a request to obtain 
bids. 

"I am defmitety disappoint- 
ed," said Judy Willinjishani, chair 
of the Mayor's Kecychng Task 
Force "I don't know where we 
will go at this p<]int" 

The task force was estab- 
lished in August 2001 after a 
community attitude survey in 
1999 showed 87 percent of the 
respondents would pay from $1 
to $5 per month, and 13 per- 



cent said they would pay $6 to 
$10 for the program. The task 
force was exploring possible 
ways to implement the program 
to include single-family resi- 
dences in Manhattan. 

Willingham said the next 
slep was tn ask for proposals 
from cantraclors so the task 
force and city could belter esti- 
mate the cost of the program 

"We can't understand why 
(hey would have voted no to 
obtaining proposals." she said 
"We were not asking for a yes 
ur a no to the program. We just 
wanted to move forward" 

Commissioner Mark Taussig, 
who voted no at the commis- 
sion's Oct. 15 meeting, said the 
committee needed to have that 
information before asking for 
bids, 

"The presentation and plan 
was incomplete," he said "1 
wasn'l ready to go for it with 
those pieces missing" 

Those pieces included the 



following: 

■ The number of residents who 
will choose to opt out of the re- 
cycling program The task force 
is estimating that number at 23 
percent, based on a similar pro- 
gram in Overland Park, Kan 
faussig said he is concerned 
the number might be higher 
and therefore not be profitable 
for the contractor He also said 
the opt-out provision needs to 
be more specific 

"It is good that we have that 
option," Taussig said, "but do 
you opt out for a year, a life- 
time' We need to have that in 
the proposal" 

■ The 25 cents that would be 
charged to each serviced house- 
hold per month for public edu- 
cation about the recycling pro- 
gram If Ty percent of the 
households participate, as the 
task force estimated, that would 
generate $1,687.50 per month 
Again, that number was ex- 
tracted from other examples. 



Willingham said But Taussig 
said be wants to know how 
that number was determined. 

"If you really want this to be 
attractive, you have to keep the 
cost down," Taussig said at last 
T\iesday's Commission meeting, 
"I know $3 a year doesn't seem 
high, but you have to be able to 
justify that number." 
■ The market value of recy 
clable material. Taussig said the 
proposal doesn't leave an op- 
tion on bow to get rid of recy- 
clable material if there is not a 
market value for it 

"All it says is the contractor 
cannot throw it away," he said. 
"So, what is he supposed to do 
with it? We need to know how 
he will get rid of it," 

Willingham, however, said 
the market value of recyclable 
material is extremely flexible, 
and there is no way to gauge 
that number exactly 

Materials that would be re- 
cycled in the initial phase 



would be No 1 and No 2 clear 
plastic beverage containers, alu- 
minum beverage cans, steel 
cans and brown, green and 
clear glass bottles. 
■ The amount it would cost the 
city At the meeting, Sammi 
Mangus, assistant to the city 
manager, assured the commis- 
sioners that no new staff would 
be hired 

Commissioner Brad Everett, 
who voted no, said he was hes- 
itant because he "really didn'i 
want to see the city tied into it" 

"1 think there would be a 
need for additional staff," 
Everett said, "and if not addi- 
tional staff, definitely additional 
hours from existing staff It is 
not that I am against recycling, 
I just think it already happens 
in Manhattan The city does 
not need to be pulled into it." 

Everett said that once the 
program is established, a lot 
more cost will surface because 
the numbers are so vague now. 



"That is when the public will 
begin to say no to the program 
1 am just not ready to approve 
this with that possibility still 
there," he said 

Willingham said that is why 
they were asking for bids 

"All we have is an estimate," 
she said, "and no one will 
know if it is a good estimate 
until we have a bid" 

Commissioner Bruce Snead, 
who voted for the request, said 
it has to allow for flexibility in 
the bidding process. 

"This would have put infor- 
mation in our hands," Snead 
said. "1 think the proposal is 
well crafted and tailored to the 
community, but until we get 
proposals from firms, it is hard 
to tell where we need to be" 

Willingham said she isn't 
sure yet if the task force will 
present another proposal. 

"We will see if there is a po- 
tential to revisit the issue," she 
said

that some branches of science 



become more advanced and 
complex, which can be difficult 
for government officials to ful 
ly comprehend 

Lane said this hinders poh- 
cy making 

Public policy on environ- 
ment, energy, health and de- 
fense is based on political en- 
vironment. Lane said. 

He said he noticed a change 
in the operation of the founda- 
tion when the Republicans be 
came the majority in 1994 
Lane was lold to lay low on 
promoting changes in policy, 
which, he said he did to a cer- 
tain degree. 

Lane noted other changes 

as well 

"All the people with big oi 
fices suddenly had the small 
ones in the basemem," he said 

He quoted Will Rogers 
when discussing the issue of 



partisan politics.

"Many times, residents call 
in and complain about the 
number of cars in front of their 
house, thinking it's illegal," he 
said 

"But we're not necessarily 
upset with that. We're con- 
cerned with i{ they're parked 
legally * 

Parking is considered illegal 
on streets such as Ratone or 
Vattier if the vehicle is parked 
between (he hours of 2 am 
and 9 am without a permit in 
a marked green zone. Only 



those vehicles with issued 
green permits are allowed to 
park on these streets during 
those hours 

In addition, no vehicles are 
allowed in or around resident 
driveways without permission 

Although parking signs with 
specific information arc posted 
throughout Manhattan's city 
streets, Schoen says his patrol 
ofTicers issue tickets regularly 

"We issue a number of tick- 
ets on a daily basis," he said

Both Steve and Angle said 
an advantage of an online rela- 
tionship is being in the comfort 
of one's own home.

"I was )ust kind of tired of 
going out all the time and trying 
to meet someone," Steve said

Dan Wilcox, psychologist at 
University Counseling Services, 
said online relationships may be 
advantageous because they ere 
ate time and space between 
people, which may help them 
invest more time in coromuni 
eating with each other 

"It could encourage people 
to talk," he said. "Thai's some- 
thing a lot of relationships 
miss." 

Another advantage to this 
type of union, according to an 
article by Andre Cross at 
wwuiaskmgncom, is having a 
catalog of people to search A 
person can look at people with 
all types of physical characteris- 
tics and personalities. 

Cross also noted that online 
dating is cheaper than a date 
and is easier for shy people 

Although Wilcox said many 
positives can come from this 
form of communication, he 
warned that there might be neg- 
ative results as well 

He said students complain 
about the lack of honesty in on- 
line relationships. 



"1 guess the temptation that 
some people have to be dishon- 
est is something that can really 
affect the course of an Internet 
relationship," Wilcox said. 

He said once trust is broken 
within any relationship, it is 
hard to repair 

"Relationships are difficult 
enough, but to deal with dis- 
honesty on the Internet must be 
really hard," Wilcox said 

Wilcox said if people choose 
to engage in Internet relation- 
ships, they need to make sure 
they also have plenty of f ace- to- 
face interaction. Otherwise, 
people might become with- 
drawn and unable to develop 
bonds with others without the 
support of their computer 

"I think, for some people 
with online dating, this has be- 
come their exclusive mode for 
interacting with people, and it 
excludes them," Wilcox said 

He said, though, that the 
success of online dating mostiy 
depends on the way the two 
people choose to utilize it 

"It's )ust you and that per- 
son," he said "If people take 
advantage of that, that's the 
key" 



FBI warns of possible terrorist attacks 
against American transportation systems

WASHINGTON - The FBI 
issued a warning to state and 
local law enforcement nation 
wide Thursday about a possi- 
ble attack soon against trans- 
portation systems, particularly 
railroads 

Offlcials said the warning, 
based on mformation obtained 
from al-Qaeda prisoners, sug 
gested that terrorists may try to 
take out bridges, key sections 
of tracks or train engines in an 
effort to cause derailments and 
widespread damage 

"Information from debrief- 
ings of al-Qaeda detainees as 
of mid'October Indicates that 
the group has considered di- 
rectly targeting U.S. passenger 
trains, possibly using opera- 
tives who have a Western ap- 
pearance," the FBI said in a 
statement 

IntelUgence ofTicials contin- 
ue to believe that al-Qaeda 
plant to attack targets that 
would be readily recognized as 
representing U.S. economic in- 
terests, the FBI said 

Captured al-Qaeda photo- 



graphs of US railroad engines, 
cars and crossings have in- 
creased concern about the 
threat, the FBI said 

Amtrak President David 
Gunn said federal transporta- 
tion officials notified him 
about the warning "The 
threat, like a lot of others, is 
not specific," Gunn said "It's 
not targeted at anything per 
sc." 

Gunn said the passenger 
railroad is taking steps to en- 
hance security and passenger 
safety, but declined to describe 
them except to say they will 
not be evident to riden 

Amtrak has increased pa- 
trols and freight railroads have 
tightened security, the FBI 
said 

Around the Sept 11 an- 
niversary, Amtrak announced 
it intended to enforce tighter 
identification requirements, in 
eluding ID checks of passen- 
gers on trains. But Amtrak de 
cidcd to reconsider that plan 
and has never implemented it 

The Office of Homeland Se- 
curity was contacting key state 
and local officials to urge their 
help and vigilance in warding

Gordon fohndroe said. 

"The American people 
should still ride our nation's 
rails and know that this warn- 
ing has been provided to state 
and local law enforcement, 
and the appropriate security 
officials, so they can take the 
appropriate steps to increase 
protective measures," [ohndroe 
said. 

New York Gov George 
Pataki said. "There are tiireati 
and those out there who are 
looking to do us harm here in 
the United Sutes " 

He said Ridge did not iden* 
tify any specific target in New 
York.

iire needed," Kuhlman said. 
"We have been able to schedule 
iivailahle classes to tKe max! 
mum niunber of students who 
need it This enables us to offer 
one less section a lot of times, 
which, of cuune, saves us mon 
L-y without sacrificing student 
needs " 

Lyiisey Burnett, student 
htidy president at K-State-Sali- 
nu, said that even though the 
ihangLs were drastic, they 
didn't affect students' education 
as iTiuch as some expected. 

"Before the cuts, we tried to 
make sure everyone was aware 
t»f the possibility, so they 
werirn't bruadsided by it," she 
said, "but it really isn't that no- 
liceable (he college still has a 
great commitment to educa- 
tion." 

Security upgrades 

AiiolntT unexpected demand 
on the budget was the need for 
immediate security upgrades 
because of the Sept 1 1 attacks, 
Kuhlman said 

"The attacks put additional 
pressure on us to move ahead a 
little faster on the security pru- 
Krams," he said "We had 
planned to complete it in a 
t.uuple of years, but instead, we 
hod to take that step 
imtncdiately"

Those upgrades - meeting 
security guidelines from Federal 
Aviation Administration, the 
FBI. CIA and the Salina Rt 
gional Airport - forced the col- 
lege to shift funding to cover 
the expenses. 

"This is money that could 
have gone taward*i equipment 
upgrades ur hiring faculty," he 
said "But it is also something 
that is completely out of our 
control." 

Current situation 

As enpettcd. Kuhlman suid 
,staff morale within the college 
is down, but it mostly centers 
on the uncertainty None of the 
faculty or classified staff re 
ceived pay increases 

"They see all the ways we 
have cut already and are now 
asking what happens at the end 
of this year and the vc^r tifter 
that." he said. "There is fear 
that the budget is starting t<> in 
fringe on the real reason we arc- 
here - education" 

Kuhlman said that even 
though it is hard to keep the 
two issues - budget and educa- 
tion - separate, he is trying to 
focus on the positive effects of 
the reductions 

"[ want to think of this as a 
short-term process," he said. "It 
will eventually turn around, 
and I want us to be in the posi 
tion we need to be in to pursue 



excellence in education" 

To do that, Kuhlman soid he 
is engaging faculty in discus- 
sions about the principles that 
will guide them if there is an- 
other budget cut 

"We are aware of the poten- 
tial of additional cuts," he said 
"While we don't have an exact 
number amount picked out, we 
are looking al methods to de- 
crease spending But flrst. we 
must tietidf what principles arc 
important to us. and it should 
be education" 

fie also is informing stu- 
dents of the long- range goals of 
the college 

"I think, for the most pan, 
the students (eel safe despite 
the potential (or additional 
budget cuts,' Burned said "1he 
dean has presented the long 
range plan, and we have a pic- 
ture of what is going to 
change," 

And while Kuhlman expectt 
these changes to be permanent, 
he does think it will help the 
college move toward excellence 
in education 

'We are still offering a quaJi- 
ty education with less money," 
he said 

"While this is not ideal, we 
are doing it. When the money 
dues start coming back in, we 
will be able to use it in efficient 
ways becau.^e we know what 
works"

The college also set aside 
about $182,000 in reserves in 
anticipation for more budget 
cuts. 

Then, in August, when Gov 
Bill Graves ordered $41 mil- 
lion in emergency cuts, 
K- Stale was forced to cut 
again. This time. Veterinary 
Medicine's bill was an addi- 
tional $84,000. 

"If we have another mil- 
lion-dollar shortfall from the 
state, our reserves arc gone," 
tUchardson said.

Those two factors, plus tu 
ition increases helped, 
Richardson said, but certainly 
didn't solve the problem 



"Til ere are serious concern) 
in the college," he said 

"We will avoid personnel 
layoffs at all cost ~ that needs 
to be known ~ but employees 
are still concerned. There is 
not despair or desperation, but 
it is dcnnitcly on people's 
minds" 

Richardson said the cuts 
are permanent - for now 

"You can never say never," 
he said, "but 1 know it will be 
years before any areas are re- 
stored. Once the economy has 
a turnaround, we can start to 
rebuild a new base Until then, 
we have to deal with this"

University budget cuts have 
made a significant impact on 
K-Slate's nine colleges, and sec- 
retaries and office employees

Leslye H alter, senior admin- 
istrative assistant with the 
agronomy research extension 
program, said state budget cuts 
have affected the way she deals 
with purchases and biUs in her 
office.

SALLISAW, Okitt - A 
teenager, apparently upset by 
complaints about his driving, 
shot four neighbors, including a 
2 -year-old girl, then went on a 
20-mile shooting spree, appar- 
ently targeting people at ran- 
dom, police said, 'TWo of the 
victim* died. 

Daniel Pears, 16, was arrest- 
ed after losing control of his 
pickup truck and crashing near 
a police roadblock, authorities 
said. As police cars surrounded 
him, he threw out a rifle and 
surrendered, said Oklahoma 
State Bureau of Investigation 
spokeswoman Kym Koch. 

Authorities hadn't deter- 
mined a motive for the Satur- 
day rampage, but police said 
they believed Fears became an- 
gry when a neighbor scolded 
him for driving recklessly in the 
middle-class neighborhood. 

"A man got onto him for dri- 
ving erratically because he said 
he almost hit some kids," Koch 
said.

The Office of Extensive Hu 
man Nutrition has not been af-

'It hasn'l affected my de 
partment too much, mostly be- 
cause we have made other 
arrangements through grants.' 
said Michelle Hurklund. office 
specialiiil for Ihe extensive hu- 
man nutrition program 

"The only thing that is a(- 
lecting us is the publication we 
do." 

The publicalitm of "The 
Nutrition Spotlight" was re- 
duced from six limes a year to 
four times a year 



"(t cost about $3,500 a year 
to publish, and then mail was 
on top of that," Burklund .liaid. 
"That's a lot of money for a 
publication, so we thought we 
could save a little bit there by 
cutting down." 

Another area of reduction 
included the paper supply 
throughout the office. Burk- 
lund said the human nutrition 
offices have turned to the In- 
ternet to post newsletters and 
handouts to save paper 

"It's not any harder to do. 
It's just an extra step mostly 
because some of the people 
don't always have the lechnol- 
ogy to get something that's at- 
tached to an e-mail." she said. 
"They'll end up calling and 
saying to send them a copy, 
which is what we were trying 
to avoid" 

In the future, Burklund said 
the extensive nutrition pro- 
gram might have to raise the 
costs of informational videos 
and CDs made by the depart- 
ment 

"We don't rnake a profit on 
it, but it may be more expen- 
sive to mail il," she said "In 
years past we have been able 
to eat mcmey off of a CD and a 
video, but we may have to 
raise the price to make up for 
some of the deficit cost" 

As for the agronomy exlen- 
siim program, the future re- 
mains uncertain, Haller said 

"It really worries me, main- 
ly because I've been at this job 
for so many years, and it con 
cerns me." she said "I'm not 
really sure how many people 
totally understand what's go- 
ing on"

Fluctuating between bril- 
liant and boring, "One by 
One" lees the Foo Fighters 
manic as ever. 

Kicking ofT with the hard- 
rocking "All My Life," the 
track starts off with a simple 
palm-muted riff with a tension 
built by Dave Grohl's nearly 
spoken lyrics before breaking 
in with loud guitan that lead 
to a soaring chorus 

It's one of the better Foo 
Fighters songs ever written, 
but i( unfortunately self un- 
reasonably high expectations 
for the rest of the material 

Tracks like the driving 
"Ixiw" and the melodic "Dis 
enchanted Lullaby" just slow 
down the album "One by 
One" is rife with filler that 
brings down the albums over- 
all quality Of course, the Foo 
Fighters were never good for 
more than three or four songs 
per album. 

The slow -paced "Tired of 
You" features a slinking guitar 
part by Queen's Brian May, 
but it doesn't save the song -

The team also is ranked No 
27 in the GolfStat rankings, but 
Norris said the rankings will 
mean a lot more once the team 
plays in a few more events. 

"As the season goes on, the 
rankings will become a little 
more valid,' he said 'I'd like to 
think we're No 19, but I'd like 
to think we're a little bit better 
than that. That one match with 
Oklahoma was wei^ted a little

"It's a number, and I think it 
makes our guys feel good about 
what they've done so far, and it 
gives them a chance to gu up or 
down at this next event," Nurhs

Hudson said is still u concern 

"He just didn't complete the 
ball like he is supposed to," he 
said "I just got to continue to 
work with him because those 
guys are open. 

"He said to me, The mois- 
ture is killing me coach. 1 just 
can't seem to hang on to the 
ball' I told him, 'Well, they've 
got the same problem, and 
they're completing it' So 
everyone has to play in the 
same environment" 

Running back Darren Spro- 
les did his job once again, 
rushing for 124 yards and one 
touchdown He became the 
second fastest player in K- 
Slate history tu reacb 1,000 
career-rushing yards 

Baylor, on I he other hand, 
had less than zero success run- 



ning the ball 

Coming out of the locker 
room, Baylor practically 
ditched the running attack - 
after the team had accumulat- 
ed just five yards total in Oie 
Grst half - and went strictly to 
the air 

Zachry completed his first 
four passes of the opening dri- 
ve, leading the Bears all the 
way down to the Wildcat 4- 
yard line. 

But once again, K-Siate 
came up with a big play, as 
Andrew Shull blocked a 21 
yard field goal attempt, and 
Randy Jordan returned it 93 
yards fur the touchdown 

It was the first time in 35 
years the Cats had accom- 
plished such a teal. 

"It was a tremendous play 
by a lot of people," Snyder 
said. "We had a loi of defen- 



sive backs in there that re- 
sponded well after the block, 
and after we got it picked up 
and started to return, that gave 
us the chance to get some 
blocks down field that you 
might not otherwise gel ' 

By then, the Cats were be- 
ginning to pull away. 

Baylor was no longer in the 
contest, something linebacker 
Terry Pierce said should have 
happened earlier in the game. 

"When you look at a team 
like Baylor, you think, Hey, 
we don't think we're going to 
be playing for very long - our 
twos and threes are going to 
be in there,"* he said "When 
you start taking a team for 
granted, and let a team like 
Baylor hang around, one or 
two big lucky plays, they are 
going to put points on the 
board." 



On Saturday, though, the 
Bears weren't able to do so 

A late touchdown by Baylor 
did nothing more than shrink 
the point differential for the 
time being K-Stale would 
score two more times in the 
fourth quarter with Marc 
Dunn at the helm. 

But a mostly ineffective Cat 
o^ense, coupled with a defense 
that still gave up some big 
plays, proved to Pierce that 
K-State wasn't as ready as il 
should have been for Baylor 

The score and the inconsis 
tent performance echoed that 

"I don't think it was Texas 
- I think it was practice and 
the way we watched film," 
Pierce said. "It showed, be- 
cause we weren't as prepared 
as we were for the Texas game 
and all the big games. We just 
weren't prepared"

"Discerning probably as 
much us anything," he said. 
"Right at the very outset of the 
hallganie. we give up a play the 
fint snap of the ball game lesse 
Teluan slips and fell Those are 
the kinds of things you can't 
account for, but there were oth- 
er times when we had them 
pinned on a couple of times, 
had tackles, had an arm around 
him and couldn't bring him 
down, and he freed himself up 
and made a couple of plays. 

"Then there were some 
limes when we didn't have any- 
body close tu where they 
!ihould have been, so we had 
some problems in regards to 
the execution - the alignment

A big chunk of those yards 
went to Baylor wide-receiver 
Reggie Newhouse, who hauled 
in nine catches for 173 yards 

Newman said he would have 



liked to go oneon-one with 
Newhouse mure, but Baylor's 
no-huddle iiffense in the sec- 
ond half didn't allow that to 
lake place 

"We just had to stay right 
and left pretty much," he said 
'It's a little difficult when they 
go no-huddle like they did" 

Baylor went to the no-hud- 
dle on its First drive of the sec 
ond half 

Zachry passed on every op- 
portunity in that drive, going 
seven-for-ninc for 68 yards 

Newman said the no-huddle 
was very effective, but at the 
same time, the Cat secondary 
didn't cover like it should have 

"They executed well, but at 
the same time we didn't exe- 
cute as good as we should 
have," he said 

"We gave up a couple of 
passes that should have been 
covered better We just didn't 
understand where we were, and 
that s the big focal point in our 
secondary" 

Defensive coordinator Bob

Andrew Shuil was the leader 
in getting to the quarterback, as 
he sacked Zachry and hack-up 
QB Greg Cicero two times 
each 

lush Buhl, who also had a 
sack to go with his 13 tackles, 
said it is the job of ihc defen- 
sive front four and the line- 
backers to get pressure on the 
quarterback to help out the sec- 



ondary defenders 

"We work as a team," he 
said "The back has to help the 
front, and the front has to help 
the back We have to have 
them hold the coverage so we

after Russian police 
raid Moscow theater 
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MOSCOW - Moscow's 
chief physician said Sunday 
that all but one of the 117 
hostages who died during an 
operation to free hundreds of 
hostages from a city theater 
were killed by the effects of 
gas used to subdue their cap- 
tors 

The Interfax news agency 
quoted Andrei Seltsovsky as 
saying that one person died 
from bullet wounds during 
Saturday's assault. It was the 
first time that a Russian offi- 
cial identified the cause of 
death of most of the victims 

The gas left many captives 
unconscioi^, and they had to 
be carried* from the theater 
suffering from symptoms of 
poisoning Authorities have 
not said what was in the gas 

An anesthesiologist, 

Yevgeny Y'evdokimov. said 
the fatal effects of the un- 
specified gasses were exacer- 
bated by the weakened con- 
dition of the hostages, who 
had spent 58 hours in c;iptiv 
ity under high stress and with 
little food or water, Interfax 
reported 

Nearly 650 of the released 
hostages still are hospital- 
ized, and more than 200 of 
them are in critical condition, 
Russian medical authorities 
said Sunday 

They said the death toll so 
far was 1 17 

Seltsovky told Interfax 
that 646 people were in the 
hospital, including 150 who 
were in intensive care wards 
and 45 who were in very seri- 
ous condition He said the 
dead included 63 men and 54 
women. 

Moscow hospitals on Sun- 
day began releasing some for- 
mer hostages, but most were 
being kept for further treat- 
ment. 

Outside one of the hospi- 
tals treating survivors, the 
wail of sirens mixed with the 
cries of relatives as doctors 
released some of the 750 who 



were rescued. 

Anxious hostage relatives 
waited for word on their 
loved ones after a special 
forces raid on the theater 
Saturday killed most of the 
hostage-takers The freed 
captives were taken to hospi- 
tals, most of them suffering 
from the effects of knockout 
gas that was pumped through 
the building before it was 
stormed by Russian special 
forces 

Some hospitals posted 
complete or partial lists Sun- 
day afternoon of those being 
treated, but information re- 
mained fragmented 

A US Embassy 

spokesman said its workers 
were trying to find which 
hospital one of the two 
known American hostages 
was in 

Fifty of the rebels who 
seized the theater were killed 
- several with bullets to the 
head, apparently as they lay 
incapacitated from the gas. 
About 750 hostages were re- 
ported to have been freed in 
the operation 

President Vladimir Putin, 
who visited some of the in- 
jured Saturday, declared 
Monday a national day of 
mourning 

As the troops surrounding 
the theater began to with- 
draw, people put tlawcn 
around the site. 

Besides the SO assailants 
the Federal Security Service 
said were killed at the theater 
officials said three other gun- 
men were captured, and au- 
thorities searched the city for 
accomplices and gunmen 
who may have escaped. 

The chief Moscow prose- 
cutor. Mikhail Avdyukov. 
said Sunday that three people 
have been arrested in 
Moscow on suspicion of 
helping organize and carry 
out the raid, the Interfax 
news agency reported 

The prosecutor's office 
could not be reached by tele- 
phone for confirmation or 
details

Cancer research director dies 



Terry lohnson remembered for 
contribution to cancer studies

His name, his work and his dream 
will live on. 

Terry fohnson, director of the Center 
for Basic Cancer Research, died Sunday 
of cancer. Those who knew him said his 
memory forever will grace the K-Slate 
campus 

"Terry Johnson will go down as one of 
the giants in K-State history." [^resident 
|on Wefald said. "He was a superb schol- 
ar, an excellent teacher and a brilliant 
fundraiser. He will be missed by the 
K-State community." 

Johnson, who was diagnosed with 
cancer in June, founded the Center for 
Basic Cancer Research, a non-profit or- 
ganization devoted to cancer research 
and education, in 1980. The center's new 
location in Ackert Hall is named for him.

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"The fact that we 
arc now in the Teny C 
lohnson Center for Ba- 
sic Cancer Research 
turns up his life's 
work," said Janis Gal- 
itzer, administrative as- 
sistant at the Center 
for Basic Cancer Re 
search "He look the

"He was an amazing fund- raiser who 
had strong feelings towards the center 
He was able to communicate the excite- 
ment of research and what it means in 
the Tight against cancer, and people 
responded to him Thai is what made 
him great" 

Johnson was a professor and the di- 
rector of the Division of Biology from 
1977 to 1942, after receiving his doctor- 
ate in microbiology from the University 
of Minnesota. He also was serving as the 
chief scientist for K -State's Bioserve 



Space Technologies, a research partner- 
ship including NASA. 

"He was a fine human being," Wefald 
said. "He was a great source of strength 
for the university over many genera- 
tions," 

Among his many honors, lohnson re- 
ceived the distinguished graduate faculty 
award in 1987, was named a university 
distinguished professor in 1989 and the 
outstanding faculty member of the year 
by the Punhelk-nic and Interfratemity 
Council in 1998 

But despite the awards and honors, 
Galitzer said fohnson was a very private 
person 

The cancer center was his dream, 
Galitzer said, and his dream, and the 
fight, wilt live on.

Police said Kobert Flores 
Jr, 4 1 , specifically targeted the 
instructors, killing one in her 



office on the second floor and

Flores walked to the front 
of the classroom and shot the 
first victim several times, then 
went to the back of the room 
and killed the second victim, 
police said 

Senior Julie Raymond said 
she was taking an exam when 
the gunman came in 

"We just thought that he 



was late for the test," Ray- 
mond said "Then he started 
talking to instructors and fired 
shots. All of us ducked under 
the tables and then ran out of 
the room At first, I thought it 
was a joke and realized it 
wasn't when I heard the 
shots." 

Flores told students in the 
room lo leave Later he was 
found dead by officers search- 
ing the school.

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Debarking surgery not healthy for dogs

Even though the nuisance 
of barking is a problem fur 
many dog owners, there may 
be no simple solution to tht 
problem 

Debarking surgery, a con- 
troversial canine vocal-cord 
surgery that removes the vocal 
cords to inhibit the animal's 
barking, is not always the b' si 
solution to the problem, said 
Kalhy Gaughan. D V.M and 
assistant professor in (he 
K-State pel health center 

"We usually try to find an 
alternative procedure." Gaugh- 
an said 

"Stress-wise, this is not 
good lor the do^ The proce- 
dure can make them quieter, 
but it will frustrate the dog 
even more" 

The surgery can be per 
formed in two ways. Gaughan 
said 

The first method requires 
the surgeon to go through the 
moulh. but this is not ideal be 
cause it could leave scar tissue 
Uaughan said the other ap- 
proach, which makes an inci- 
sion in the neck, going through 
the dog's larynx, results in a 
smaller risk of scarring. 

Deborah Diehl Nelson, 
fl.V.M. and owner of Blue 
Hills Animal Hospital, Man- 
hattan, said ihc surgery is 
risky, and dug owners should 
try to find an alternative ap- 
proach to (he problem 

"They should address the is- 
sue of why this behavior is 
happening in the Tirst place." 
Nelson said "Instead of a 
quick fix. let's try lo reshape 
the animal's behavior so that 
they're a more pleasant ani- 
mal" 

Nelson said she believes 
that annoying barking may be 
(he product of a dog with ex- 
treme territorial behavior, 
boredom or separation anxiety. 

She said medication to re- 
Ueve anxiety and collars Ihat 
help control a dog's barking 
are more desirable solutions

Cutting dogs' 

vocal cords 
unhealthy, cruel 

The recent trend of canine vocal -cord 
surgery - which removes the vocal 
cords to inhibit barking - might be 
coming to Kansas. 

But we are spealcing 
out against this 
inhumane procedure. 

Dogs' stress levels can 
skyrocket, causing more 
frustration and anguish 
Barking is their main 
defense mechanism, and 
when that is taken 
away, the dogs - and 
possibly their owners - 
could be in danger. 

There are plenty of 
other options you can 
choose instead of 
having a veterinarian 
cut open your best friend's throat. First, 
figure out why your dog is barking 
excessively. If it is because of boredom 
or separation anxiety, try to give your 
pet more exercise and attention. 

Training schools or collars that help 
control a dog's barking are also ways in 
which the vocal -cord surgery can be 
avoided. As a last resort, you can always 
give your pet up for adoption if its 
barking is too much of a problem. 

However, pet owners shouldn't pin 
all the blame on the animals. You 
should try to reshape your loved one's 
behavior constructively, instead of 
participating in risky procedures. 

Even if you do have a pet that barks, 
noise fines are a lot cheaper than this 
cruel surgery. The operation is unneces- 
sary and could result in more tension 
for you and your pet. 
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Distracting Dreads 

Schools oppose students with hair in natural locks

In some schools, the interpretation of this 
verse is up for debate 

Kistecshu l^anegan, a teenager who attended 
Whiteftsh hligh School in Whitefish, Mont., was 
suspended for having dreadlocks. The Missoula 
[ndependenl in Whitefish reported thai according 
to school policy, dreadlocks and mohawks were 
not allowed, so she was asked to leave. After 25 

day« away from Whitefish, Lanegan decided lo enroll in Flathead High 
School, 20 minutes (rom her home 

In the school's defense, the assistant principal told L,anegan at the end 
of (he year (ha( her locks would have to he gone before the start of (he 
next school year, according to the article. When L,ancgan informed him 
the only way (o get rid uf them would be to shave her head, he reported- 
ly said, "I guess that s what you're going (o have (o do then' 

lerry House, Whitefish superintendent, said in the Missoula article that 
Lanegan was suspended mainly to avoid bullying and teasing from class- 
mates He stands by the school policy, and he even went as far as saying 
it would've been different if she were black 

"That's natural, that's expected, that's cultural Is it natural for this 
white student to have this kind of hair? Is il natural for other stu 
dents to ask to be moved because they say the hair smelts'' Yeah, 
we see a difference" 

What House, and probably plenty of other people, don't re 
alize is that dreadlocks are not confined to blacks 

There are Kasla-Buddhists in Japan, Maori Warriors in 
New Zealand and sad bus and sadhvis in India - in addition 
til the heavy representation in Africa with Hermetic priests, 
the Himba in Namibia and Angola, the Turkana, Massai 
and Sainburu of Kenya and the Baye Fail in Senegal 

Francesco Mastalia and Alfonse Pagano, W'ho co- 
wrote the book, "DREADS," discovered that Bahatowie 
priests of the Ethiopian Coptic Church had been locking 
their hair since the fifth century 

During the invasion of Ethiopia by Italy in 1935, Em- 
peror Haile Selassie I was forced into exile, and guerrilla 
warriors swore r\pt to cut their locks until he was rein- 
staled to the throne. 

The book goes on to say that newspapers had been 
publishing photographs of Kikuyu freedom fighters 
"dreadlncked lo project a fierce, frightening appear 
ance during the Mau Mau rebellion in Kenya" at 
the same time, and )amaicans were ex- 
posed to dreadlocks by India through 
sadhus, nomadic Hindu holy men who 
lock their hair 

Even outside of schools, dreadlocks 
remain a constant source of controversy 



There are those who complain about the look, style, smell and length of a 
person's locks Locks are seen as "radical hair," and people have deemed 
them socially improper and unprofessional 

One of the most common complaints given about dreadlocks is they 
are a distraction. How is hair any more distracting than butterfly belly- 
butlon rings, colored contacts or tattoos'* It is no secret students are dis- 
tracted easily, but we might be underestimating their intelligence 

The societal police are apparently running out of things to focus on 
and are attacking things which make an individual (usi that - an individ- 
ual. My locks are an integral part of who I am, and I don't consider them 
a fashion statement that can be hastily changed

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Computer science 
interest declining 

K-State enrollment figures 
illustrate trends in industry

PoDowing a national 
trend, K-Siaie is experiencing 
a slinht decrease in Lhe num- 
ber (if computer science ma- 
jors 

Accurdint; to a report in 
USA Today, the downturn in 
the computer technolog;y in- 
dustry hai led to the de- 
crease. 

Virgil Wflllcntine, profes 
sor and head (i[ the Depart- 
ment o( Compuiing and In 
formation Sciences, said 
freshman enrullmenl is down 
10 to 12 percenl in the de- 
partment, but enrollment for 
all other students is steady 

"It's a pretty normal reac- 
tion to headlineii in the me- 
dia," he said 

"The public sees what's 
hap(iening and our numbers 
follow accordingly 

"We went through the 
same thing in the late '80s, 
and there were concerns 
with enrollment, but society 
fell no real dmps" 

The report slated that en- 
rollment in a key course (or 
computer science majors is 
down 20 percenl at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan Ohio 
State University has experi- 
enced a decline of 50 percent 
in a similar course. 

The report also mentioned 
that cumpuler science gradu 
atcs will lit(ety be available 
for several years, as current 
students graduate Problems 
could arise when this fall's 
freshman class graduates 

David Sol dan, professor 
and head of the Department 
of Electrical and Computer 
Engineerinf!. said enrollment 
of freshman computer engi 
neers is trending down a tit- 
tle bit, but enrollment in his 
department is mostly holding 
steady. 

Soldan said that although 
(he economy is down, (here 
is enough demand for gradu- 
ates to find empjoymenl He 
said one of the biggest ad- 
vantages when finding a job 
is having internship experi 
ence 

"Hiring from pools of in- 
terns is especially common in 
a down market,' he said. 



"We've been telling our stu- 
dents this for years because 
you need at least one before 
you graduate. It's one of the 
things that will separate peo- 
ple" 

Overall, K-State graduates 
from the electrical and com- 
puter engineering department 
are still doing well in terms 
of finding jobs, with only two 
or three graduates not having 
found fom yet, Soldan said 

One of the segments of 
the industry that does seem

ing capital punishment for the 
killing i>f more than one per 
son within three years. 

In Prince William County, 
where Dean Meyers was slain 
Oct <4 while pumping gas. a 
grand jury charged Muham- 
mad and Malvo with capital 
murder and conspiracy to 
commit murder under a new 
posi-Sepl 1 1 terrorism law.

The Associated Press 
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Caring for reptiles requires signficant amount of time, devotion

Sure (hat guy with the ball python wrapped arnuiid hn neck 
ct parlies looks cool, bul there's more lu taking care of a snake 
than showing it off to inncbriated guests 

"A lot of people don't ri^iilizc what they're gelling inio when 
they want a reptile." said Pets *n' Stuff employee Kindl Shaw, 
sophomore in open-option. 

"I'm sure a lot of people think I'm mean when they want to 
buy a reptile, and I try to steer Ihem away from it before they 
buy a book or realize how much it's going to cost Once you 
add up the reptile and its whole set up, it is an expensive in- 
vestment, and people need to think about whether they want to 
do that They can't skip out on what the reptile needs just to 
save money" 

Reptiles require varying amounts of time, care, food and 
equipment, resulting in a large variation in the costs of keeping 
one of the scaled creatures 

Shaw said a good rule of thumb when buying an aquarium is 
that its width should be at least one and a half times the length 
of the reptile, and twice its length for the length of the uquaii 
um 

"It's a myth that reptiles grow to the size of their cages," she 
sajd. "If they don't reach their full adult size, they are either de- 
formed, or they die early" 

The most commott example of reptiles not reaching a full 
adult size is the iguana Before they die, iguanas should reach 
six to seven feet in length They eat many vegetables and can 
become very aggressive as they age. 

"Having an adult iguana is almost like having a child," Shaw 
laid. 

That doesn't mean all reptiles require a great deal of time, 
money and attention. Leopard geckos and cum snakes are both 
relatively low-maintenance pets, Shaw said 

Pets 'n' Stuff owner TV Holbom breeds corn snakes to sell to 
wholesalers who distribute them to pet stores 

Holborn said he sold between 500 to 600 baby com snakes 
over the summer, and he has a good deal of experience with 
them, 

The snakes make good pets for first -time reptile owners be 
cause they don't require much attention or expensive equip- 
ment, and they are easy to handle since they are rarely aggres- 
sive, Holbom said. 



"When they arc babies, you want tn expose them to plenty of 
human contact," he said "As they get older, you ciiii take them 
out every couple of days and they should be OK 

"Most reptiles art' mostly for display You don't gel the same 
response from them that you would with a dog or cat, but com 
snakes generally have a ttuod di^jponition They can bite, but 
they're riot known for bemg angresstve" 

Baby corn snakes cat a pinky mouse every two days, and 
adult corn snakes eat mice that are about I he same width as 
themselves, Holborn said 

Holborn said he became interested in reptiles when he would 
go out camping While backpacking in the outdoors, he became 
interested in snakes 

Shaws interest wasn't piqued until she had worked at the pet 
store for a while 

'"At first, I didn't know anytiiing about the animah. and like 
most girls, I tiiought reptiles were gross,'" she said "After a while 
I became more interested in them and their biolugy and geogra- 
phy I think more people would find them fascinating if they 
learned more about them" 

Shaw owns a leopard gcckn named Simon, two mali uro- 
mastyx geckos and two white-lipped tree frogs She said the 
mali uromaslyx geckos are from a desert environment so she 
doesn't need to give them water They get water from the mois 
lure in the vegetables she feeds them. 

Shaw said small details like that make it important for reptile 
owners to buy a recent book on the animals they choose 

Those books can be found at pet stores or book stores, and 
Shaw said to be leery of the Internet since sites sometimes have 
wrong or outdated information. 

Higher-mainienuncK reptiles have special requirements that 
can be learned from pet store employees or books. Pot instance, 
chameleons can't be handled much becau!>e the animals can be- 
come to stressed in captivity that they tan die 

Giant geckos can virtually never be handled since their skin 
falls off as a defense mechanism and they arc aggressive with 
sharp teeth. 

Equipment, bedding and food all depend on the natural envi- 
ronment of the reptile Just one example of the specialization of 
those needs is the variance in heating, Holbom said 

"For snakes and other terrestrial animals, you want the heat 
source underneath Ihem, so you should gel a heal pad to put 
under the aquarium,"' he said "Por arboreal animals, reptiles 
that climb, you should get a heal lamp."

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KU copes with budget cuts, begins to give out layoff notices to employees

KANSAS SIAIECOlLEblAM 

The University of Kansas 
and K- State are linked in van 
ous ways, including budget 
funding from the Kansai Lcgis 
luture. 

KU is experiencing finan- 
cial strife similar to K Stale'!. 
because of lagging funds in the 
^lale budget. 

The Kansas Board of Re- 
gents directs cuts and sets forth 
specific criteria for making 
cuts, said Dick Carter, external 
relations employee (or the 
Kansas Board of Regents. 

Carter said cuts are made 
using criteria that include 
strategic cuts, not cuts across 



the board The criteria speci- 
fied the cuts needed to ensure 
the quality of students' learn- 
ing experience. 

With those criteria, the 
schools took different ap- 
proaches. 

At KU, the cuts have meant 
layoffs of unclassified and clas- 
sified staff, along with other re- 
ductions. 

On Sept. 20, KU adminisUa- 
tors announced they gave lay- 
off notices to 13 employees 
and will eliminate up to IS va- 
cant positions throughout the 
campus. The cuts helped KU 
comply with the I -percent 
statewide budget cuts an- 
nounced by Gov. Bill Graves 
in August. 



The cuts were the latest 
since }une, when KU laid off 
22 employees and left 32 posi- 
tions vacant in response to the 
3-percent budget cuts. 

Kevin Boat right, KU associ- 
ate executive vice chancellor 
for university relations, said 
KU's human resources office is 
working to reassign most of 
the employees but cautioned 
the cuts mighl not be over 

"Unfortunately, it probably 
isn't over lor this year," he 
said "The new governor and 
Legislature elected will have to 
deal with a future budget brac- 
ing for further cuts that might 
have an effect on the students 
We were able to absorb these 



cuts and manage them with 
very little impact (o the stu- 
dents But if there are cuts in 
lanuary, that may not be possi- 
ble " 

Boatright said the next 
budget projections will be re 
leased on Nov 5. and that will 
play a role in potential future 
budget cuts. 

"It will have an effect on the 
tnoney we spend in January, ' 
Boatright said 

Carter said the budget 
crunch could continue past the 
foreseeable future. 

"There doesn't appear to be 
a solution around the comer," 
he said. 

As a result, Jonathan Ng, 
KU student body president. 



said, a student committee has 
been established to work with 
the administration throughout 
the process 

'We are attempting to do 
things more proactive," Ng 
said, "We have a specific stu- 
dent committee that meets 
with the provost and works tin 
issues " 

The issues include the 
planned tuition increases, in- 
vestment strategies and the 
university enhancement pro- 
gram that officials hope will 
make KU a top-25 university. 

The KU administratitm has 
worked to keep students in- 
formed. Chancellor Robert 
ffemeiiway is writing a month 
ly column for the University 



Daily Kansan and sending a bi- 
weekly e-mail to faculty and 
staff. 

In an Oct 20 e-mail, 
Hemenway said students come 
first, academic priorities take 
priority and budget cuts will 
not be across the board. 

The e-mail also emphasized 
on research, and fie men way 
said tuition increases should 
enhance students' education. 

Boatright said it is part of 
an effort to increase communi- 
cations on campus. 

"1 tliink it is typical of what 
he has done in recent years 
with the e-mails," he said. "He 
said recently he wants to in- 
crease the number of those he 
does," he said

When It comes to state bud- 
gel cuts, one ihing is certain - 
the K-Stale Student Union has 
not been directly affected by 
ttie drastic cuts in the same 
way as K-Slate's colleges have, 

John Struve, interim assnci- 
ate vice president of adminis- 
tration and finance, said the 
Union is currently unaffected 
by the cuts 

"As far as I know, there is 
no direct effect," he said "Stu- 
dent fees are unaffected by 
stale budget cuis. and all of 
their revenue is unaffected by 
the stale appropriation reduc- 
tion" 

However, Bernard Pitts, ex- 
ecutive director of the Union, 
said budget cuts still have tak- 
en some toll on I he facility. 

"It has affected us in a cou- 
ple of ways,' he said "Our bud- 
gel process is based upon wlial 
we think we can have in rev- 
enue, sn our budget goes as our 
revenue goes 

"The student fee is only 
aboul 10 percent of our operat- 
ing budgel." Pilts said. "But the 
other 90 percent is based on 
our other revenue sales " 

Therefore, services such as 
catering and the sale of office 
supplies were m directly hit 

"The coUcues are looking at 
iiftft^'lMtlg.s tliat could git. and 
catering and office supphes are 
those types of expenses," he 
said 



Bush signs 

election bill 

to reform 

ballots

WASHINGTON - Presi- 
dent Bush signed legislation 
Tuesday thai Congress ap- 
proved overwhelmingly to cor- 
rect the sort of voter registra- 
tion mixups and confuting 
balloU Ihat threw his own elec- 
tion into bitter dispute Iwo 
years ago. 

Critics branded the signing 
ceremony little more than "a 
White House photo-op" 

The "Help America Vote Acl 
of 2002" will give slates $39 
billion to replace - in time for 
the 2004 presidential election 
thai will likely include Bush's 
bid for « second term - outdat- 
ed punch card and lever voting 
machines, and to improve voter 
education and poll -worker 
training 

The bill was signed too late 
for the vote next Tuesday that 
will determine control of Con- 
gresa and 36 governorships. 

The new Taw also requires 
statewide voter databases Ihat 
are designed lo make it easier 
to register and delect fraud. 

"Every registered voter de- 
serves to have confidence that 
the system is fair and elections 
are honest, thai every vote is 
recorded, and that the rules are 
consistently applied," Bush said 
on his two-day respite from the 
campaign trail 

"Thv legislation I sign today 
will add lo the nation's confi- 
dence." 



West Nile detected in dog 

Veterinary pathologist verifies Abilene greyhound s exposure

An Abilene canine has 
been verified as the first dog 
to be exposed lo West Nile 
virus in Kansas, said George 
Kennedy. pathologist at 
K- State's Veterinary Medicine 
diagnostic laboratory 

However, this test does nol 
prove the dog became jick as 
8 result of West Nile, Kennedy 
said Signs of the virus 
showed up in serum samples 
after being tested al ihe lab 
Iwo weeks ago, he said 



In Abilene, the greyhound 
originally displayed neurologi 
ca) signs of convulsions, poor 
coordination and lethargy - 
symptoms associated with 
West Nile. Kennedy said 
Though researchers could nol 
confirm whether or the dog 
became infected by West Nile, 
the virus "does not uppear to 
cause extensive illness in dogs 
or cats," according to ihe Cen 
lers for Disease Control Web 
site, umwcdcgov. 

Prank R Jordan, veterinari 
an at Abilene Animal Hospi- 
tal, provided care for ihe dog. 



"!'m not convinced the 
symptoms wc saw are related 
to the West Nile virus," |ordan 
said "I fust don't thmk the 
dog had West Nile, but il's ob- 
vious after sending the blood 
sample thai Ihe dog had been 
exposed to it." 

Researchers could not de- 
finiiively determine the dogs 
illness, Jordan said, but they 
knew ihe dug had a neurolog- 
ical disorder He said the 
greyhound recovered by the 
time K- State received the lest 
results 

"The dug is absolutely fmc 



now," Jordan said. 

However, he said, liltle re- 
search exists on West Nile for 
species other Uian birds, hors- 
es and humans. Dogs have 
tested positive (or West Nile 
in only two states, Illinois and 
Louisiana, Jordun said. 

"There's so much of this 
that has lo be learned in other 
species.' Jordan said "We 
were surprised when this 
came back |>ositive, and it cer- 
tainly raised questions in our 
minds."

Student price index reveals increase in costs 



Economics dub project 

turns up 5-percent 
increase in expenditures

Student costs are on the rise 
due in pari to a tuition in- 
crease 

K-Slale's economics club 
computed the student price in- 
dex and found that student 
prices have increased nearly 5 
percent in the last 12 months 
At the same time, the con- 
sumer price index, which com- 
putes prices in general, in- 
creased only by 15 perceni, 
said Michael Oldfather, club 
adviser and economics profes- 
sor 

The student price index is a 
project the economics club has 
i>een doing for 10 years, said 
Dan I^rcel, senior in econom- 
ics and club president II gives 
economics students a way to 
track prices of items that are 
important to students 

Parcel said the student price 



index evaluates prices of tu- 
ition, room and board, enter- 
tainment, beer, pizza and gaso 
line He said they also study 
the prices of a representative 
sample of textbooks. 

Oldfather said he was not 
surprised by the club's Tmdings. 

"The students knew tuition 
had gone up, so they were pre 
pared for this," Oldfather said 
"Plus, the state budget crunch 
won't be ending any time 
soon." 

Parcel said there is no rea- 
son to be alarmed by the re 
port. 

"The financial difficulties 
the state's having have been in 
Ihe news lately," Parcel said. 
"That is a function of politics 
and lower lax receipts on the 
stale level, and this is a good 
reason why students need to 
pay attention to the election" 

Parcel cited the tuition in 
crease as the main factor that 
increased the student price in- 
dex, and he said that nothing 
else in their survey had much 
of an effect on the increase of 
student prices. 

"For an undergraduate stu- 
dent who is a resident of 



Kansas and taking IS hours, 
tuition was $300 mure this se- 
mester, " Parcel said 

Parcel said there has been a 
5 8-perccnl increase in prices 
at both public and private 
schools across the state, and he 
believes the student price index 
may continue lo rise 

"Inflation in general is 
trending toward somewhere 
between 1 and 2 percent each 
year," Parcel said "If financial 
difficulties continue, tuition 
will have to be increased 
again." 

Oldfather agreed there is a 
potential for future increases in 
the student price index. 

"I wouldn't be surprised it 
the student price index went 
up a little faster than prices in 
general," Oldfather said 

Oldfather also said the in- 
crease in student prices hasn't 
greatly affected student behav- 
ior 

"H appears that students 
pretty much feel that a college 
education is still important at 
this high price They don't like 
it much, but they realize it's 
still a good bargain," Oldfather 
said.

The voting process will be overhauled 
by the time President Bush runs for re- 
election in 2004, which should help to 
prevent a repeat of the 
2000 election fiasco. To in potnt i m 

Bush signed a bill d«twt*(tbyth«Kjiii>fiii 

into law Tuesday that ::i';;:rr 
would require states to 'wmKiThimthi 

CoNcgUnfi offlcJal 

replace punch cards opinion 

and lever voting 
machines with comput- 
erized ballots. This 
$3.9 billion Help 
America Vote Act also 
provides funds to 
improve voter educa- 
tion and poll-worker 
training Though the 
new requirements 
won't take effect for 
next week's elections, new computer- 
ized ballots are expected to be in place 
for the next presidential election. 

Reform of the outdated voting 
process has been long overdue and 
should help ease the headaches that can 
occur from controversial elections. A 
test run for last year's gubernatorial 
elections in Virginia produced only one 
"lost-vote" as opposed to nearly 800 
with the punch -card ballots. 

The new system also ensures a 
nationwide standardized ballot system. 
What the states, therefore, need to do is 
educate voters and poll -workers in how 
to use the new system, helping to keep 
mistakes and confusion at a minimum. 
This is smart legislation that will 
improve the legitimacy of future 
elections.

China, for instance, has more than 
130,000 people in prison camps, according 
lo Amnesty International Their crime'' Be 
lieving in some religion or another, whether 
it be Falun Gong, Islam or ever-popular 
Catholicism Some of these groups have 
been oppressed for half a century or more, 
according to Amnesty 

Religious belief isn't the only thing land- 
ing Chinese citizens in the slammer Accord 
ing to the Human Rights Watch, the Chinese 
government is acting against members of the 
primarily Muslim Uighur ethnic group 

Chinese ofTtcials have juslifled recent per- 
secution of the Uighurs based on - get this 
- the American declaration of a single 
Uighur-run organization to be a terror 
ist group. 

According to an Aug. 20 arti- 
cle in the Washington Post 
the government of China 
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also organizes anreislve family planning In 
some areas of China, if a 
woman becomes pregnant and 
already has one child, the must 
have an abortion or suffer pun- 
ishment. 

Can you imagine the sort of 
emotional toll that could take 
on a woman? 

China's government re- 
presses many more people than 
Hussein's regime does, and 
with methods that are just as bad as - if not 
worse than - his. 

Strangely enough, we haven't yet attacked 
China and replaced its regime with one we 
considered better. On the contrary, we trade 
more stuff with China than you could shake 
a whole wad of chopsticks at And I'm talk- 
ing genuine bamboo, not those silly plastic 
ones 

Chopsticks aside, China isn't the only 
country whose regime is on par with Iraq's 
in terms o( human rights violations 

Burma has an enormous number of child 
soldiers, according to the HRW Most of 
these children are in tht 




T^tmadaw Kyi, Burma's national army - 
many of them recruited forcibly. 

What kind of nation recruits children ai 
young as 11 to fight for it? Not even Hus- 
sein's regime pits children against their fel- 
low citizens in armed conflict. 

Those are juit two of many examples 
There are probably six or seven governments 
in the world whose human rights violations 
are every bit as bad as Hussein's. 

This begs the question : why Iraa? Since 
there is so much pain, violence ana corrup- 
tion in the world, why is our presidential ad- 
ministration so totally focused on bringing 
Saddam down? 

Could there really be something in the al- 
legations of conspiracy theorists? Could 
President Bush be a pawn of rich oil produc- 
ers who would benefit from war with Iraq? 

1 don't behcve Bush is acting capriciously 
or with the sole intention of providing his 
oil buddies with a nice chunk o' change Re- 
gardless of his intentions, though, he's still 
making our nation appear petty and selfish 

If we really are concerned about fighting 
for human rights around the world, we 
should prioritize according lo the 
number and types of violations we 
see from various governments. Our 
first concern should be to slop pain 
and violence where it is strongest

Language is a complex system 
for organizing experiences into 
meaningful structures Of all the 
behaviors in which humans en- 
gage, none is more complex and 
yet commonplace as speaking and 
listening lo language, says Gary 
Cziko. educational psycliology 
professor ut the University of Illi- 
nois and author of "Without Mira 
cles: The livolulion. Acquisition, 
and Use of [..anguage." 

If we didn't have a formal way 
of communicating with each other, 
we'd all be running around like 
chickens with our heads cut off, 
wondering exactly what was going 
on. 

Chickens aside, words - espe- 
cially when worked into phrases - 
can have a profound effect on our 
lives fn order lo continue our 
quest for knowledge, we must also 
continue ihe evolution of lan- 
guage 

Language helps us accomplish 
things that no individual could 
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achieve alone Language allows 
people to share their 
experience!*, successes 
and failures with oth- 
ers, making it possible 
for members rtf a com- 
munily lo share knowl- 
edge with one another. 

Language in its 
more permanent writ- 
ten form makes it pos 
sjble for us to understand some- 
thing about those who lived in 
other placi-s and times. 

And language, both spoken and 
written, is essential for the devel- 
opment of science and technology 
in that il allows individuals to 
make ideas and theories public 

In order for communication lo 
further evolve, we must continue 
lo improve and expand language 

Because, without language, our 
basis of knowledge is nonexistent.

He's been from Denmark to 
Japan to Hollywood, but now 
sculptor Patrick Dougherty has 
begun building his latest cre- 
ation on the north lawn of the 
Marianna Kistler Beach Muse- 
um of Art 

The pro}ect, whose working 
title is "Shades of Home," be- 
gan Oct 21 and will be com- 
pleted, weather permitting, 
Nov, 10. 

Dougherty has been build- 
ing sculptures around the 
world since 1982. He said he 
likes the public to have hands- 
on experience with his art 

"It's fun and provocative," 
Dougherty said "I'm interested 
in public interplay It takes a 
lot from the artist to get people 
to look at the art ' 

All of Dougherty's sculp- 
tures consist entirely of pliable 
branches found in the local 



area of each sculpture 
"Shades nf Home" will consist 
of elm branches found mainly 
on the banks of the Kansas 
River, east of Manhattan 

"These are beautiful sticks 
here," Dougherty said while 
looking at the piles of elm 
branches stacked up behind 
the art museum "This is going 
to make a beautiful sculpture." 

Currently, the area where 
the sculpture is being built is 
chained off. Those involved 
hope the surrounding chains 
will come down so the public 
can walk inside the sculpture 

Because the sculptures are 
made of tree branches, each 
has a temporary life All of 
Dougherty's sculptures last on- 
ly one to two years 

However, this works to 
Dougherty's advantage. 

"A lot of time, you see cam- 
puses without a lot of artwork 
because they are hesitant to 
approve sculptures that will be 
around forever," Dougherty 
said 

"But for one year, you can 
find people who will let you 
build on these spaces" 

Dougherty is familiar with 
Kansas. He has worked with 
the Saltna Art Center, the Sail 
na Art and Humanities Com- 



mission, the Wichita Center 
for the Arts, and the Kemper 
Museum of Contemporary Art 
& Design 

Planning for the project be- 
gan in 1999 when Dougherty 
was contacted by the Beach 
Museum 

"Our curator, Bill North, 
had seen works he had done 
in the past," said Lindsay 
Smith, exhibition designer for 
the art museum. "(North) has 
wanted to do a project for sev 
eral years - we just had to get 
the funds and pick a time In 
get it done" 

The piled -up branches that 
are wailing to be used in the 
sculpture still have most of 
their leaves. This is unlike 
Dougherty's other sculptures, 
which are all made of bare 
limbs. 

"Originally, we were going 
to strip the branches before we 
started, but the leaves create 
change in color," Smith said 
"Eventually, they'll all come 
off and create a bed. which 
will make it look more natur- 
al- 
Dougherty creates sculp 
tures year-round However, the 
weather often dictates his trav- 
el schedule. 

"I work throughout the 




year," Dougherty said "I like 
to work somewhere where it's 
not loo cold during the winter, 
but often we're caught in the 
cusp of fall" 

Sometimes people who help 
Dougherty are paid. However, 
most of the work is done by 
volunteers Two volunieers on 
this project are Aaron McCaf- 
fery, senior in art, and Sarah 
Price, exhibition assistant at 
the art museum 

"It is a really exciting expe- 
rience to help build the sculp- 
ture from the ground up," Price 
said. 

McCaffery, whose major has 



an emphasis in sculpture, said 
he finds it very rewarding to 
work with an established artist 
like Dougherty. 

'As a sculptor, its good to 
work with someone who has 
made it," he said. 

Dougherty also will receive 
help from students in the De- 
partment of Landscape Archi- 
tecture, as well as from his sis- 
ter, Kale Farrell 

Parrell, a poet from New 
York City, will give a presenta- 
tion at 5:30 pm. Nov 7 at the 
art museum She will speak 
■bout how experiences with 
nature have influenced the

'It's difficult for a transfer 
udent to understand the col- 



lege process here, because they 
understand the process some- 
where else." Haupt said. "It's 
tough - not academically - but 
you just don't know the ins and 
outs of the university. The 
workshop is to help transfer 
students overcome some of 
those hurdles " 

Cameron Pohreiiholtz, senior 
in biochemistry, attended two 
different colleges, the second 
being Oklahoma Baptist Uni- 
versity, before transferring to 
K'State in spring 2000. 

"It's difficult to transfer un- 
usual sciences and religion 
courses." Fahrenholti said "But 
I'd visit with the dean's office of 
the college to figure out what I 
needed to take here " 

Out of the 22,762 K-Stale 
students, 1 ,635 are transfer stu- 
dents, said Larry Moeder, direc- 
tor of admissions and student 
nnancioJ assistance 

He said transfer students en- 
roll after current students and 
before incoming freshmen. For 
the spring semester, transfer 
students enroll Jan 14. two 
days before school starts. 

Cunile Oe Vault, associate 
registrar, said the lime between 
transfer-student enrollment and 
the first day of spring semester 
is a long standing practice that 
was set up by an academic pol- 
icy and procedures committee 
and the Office of Admissions 

"Most transfer students need 
upper-level courses, which tend 
to be more open than lower- 
level courses, which tend to 



close," DeVault said. 

Erika Curtis, junior in public 
relations, transferred from But- 
ler County Community College 
and said she doesn't regret at- 
tending a junior college firat 
She said she feels that the ad- 
vantages outweighed the disad 
vantages 

"I'm a little behind as far as 
prerequisites that I couldn't 
take anywhere but here, but I 
don't regret going to juco at 
all," she said 

Curtis said almost all of her 
classes transferred She said it 
cost her less to lake the classes 
at Butler 

"A lot of people get mad be- 
cause a lot of their classes don't 
transfer, but I tell them that's 
their fault It's their responsibil- 
ity to make sure they transfer," 
she said 

Greg Huschka, sophomore 
in mechanical engineering, 
transferred from Wichita Slate 
University 

Huschka said all his classes 
transferred He said this proba 
bly happened because he only 
went to WSU for a year and 
didn't take higher-level courees 

Moeder said the best advice 
he can give transfer students is 
to research enrollment proce- 
dures and ask questions 

"Check out procedures and 
offerings well in advance. Don't 
assume it'll be just like the col- 
lege you're currently attending," 
he said "And don't be afraid to 
ask questions - even continu- 
ing students ask questions " 



Federal government charges 
sniper suspects with murder

GREENBELT, Md - The 
federal government filed 
charges Tuesday against 
sniper suspect lohn Allen 
Muhammad under a I94fi ex- 
tortion low (hat could bring 
the death penalty, accusing 
him of a murderous plot to 
get SIO million 

Muhammad, 41, and fohn 
Lee Malvo, 17, are already 
charged with murder in 
Maryland and Virginia in the 
attacks that left 10 people 
dead and three others criti- 
cally wounded They are also 
charged with ;tn Alabama 
slaying last month and are 
suspected in a February slay- 
ing in Washington state. 

The federal cose could 
take precedence, though At- 
torney General fohn Ashcrofl 
said negotiations over where 
the two men will first stand 
trial are continuing 

Muhammad was charged 
under the Hobbs Act, a 
union corruption law that al- 
lows the government to seek 
a death sentence against 
killers who try to extort mon- 
ey or disrupt interstate com- 
merce The charge was based 
on a note, found at the scene 
of one of the shootings, de- 
manding $10 million 

"I believe (he ultimate 



sanction ought to be avail- 
able here," Ashcroft said, 
adding that the sniper slay 
ings are "an atrocity" 

Malvo was not charged in 
the 20-caunt criminal com- 
plaint, but he is identified as 
a )ohn Doe in (he supporting 
affidavit that describes some 
of the prosecution's evidence 
for the first time. 

A judge must agree that 
Malvo can stand trial as an 
adult before he can be identi- 
fied The federal death penal- 
ty does not apply to juveniles, 
but Malvo could face the 
death penally if he is convict- 
ed in Virginia or Alabama 

US Allorney Paul Mc- 
Nulty of Virginia said it was 
undecided whether the gov- 
ernment will move to the 
next step and obtain an in- 
dictment But he said the 
complaint outlined "some of 
the grounds for a federal 
case" 

The complaint names only 
seven victims - six killed in 
Montgomery County and a 
man gunned down in Wash- 
ington, DC 

A senior Justice Depart 
ment official, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said 
the Virginia cases were omit- 
ted because of (he state's 
laws regarding double jeop- 
ardy ~ that is, being tried 
twice for the same crime

Kennedy urged the public 1o 
remember the rarity of West 
Nile cases in dogs and humans. 
He said that when immune sys- 
tems are compromised or 
weakened, the individual be- 
comes more susceptible to such 
an iUness. 

"It is looking like, from oth- 
er results around the country. 
that dogs can gel West Nile 
very occasionally," Kennedy 
said "But it is important that 
dog owners be assured that this 
is not going to afftct large num- 
bers of dogs' 

West Nile virus can be trans- 
mitted through the bite of an 
infected mt)S{(uito, according to 
the Kansas Department of 



Health and Environment. As of 
Tuesday afternoon, the CDC 
had recorded 3.599 U.S. hu- 
man cases and 193 deaths. 
There have been no deaths in 
Kansas. 

Meanwhile, a ]ohnson 
County resident became the 
sixth verified human case from 
Kansas, said Sharon Watson, 
public informatiun director for 
KUHE In addition to the six 
confirmed cases, the KDHB 
has sent six more human cases 
from Kansas, which arc pend- 
ing verification, for CDC test- 
ing 

Watson said the number of 
West Nile cases has decreased 
lately, though resurgences of 
the virus would be mure likely 
next summer 



"The cold weather has 
helped to reduce mostjuito ac 
tivity." Watson said "Extreme 
cold weather will kill a lot of 
mosquitoes and cause a lot of 
others to hibernate It will 
probably be next |uly that we 
sec more West Nile cases." 

Watson said that allhuuyh 
102 of 105 Kansas counties 
have confirmed at least one 
case of West Nile in mosqui- 
toes, birds or horses, KDHE 
has ended its bird -surveillance 
program due to colder tempera 
tures. The surveillance program 
served to track West Nile 
across the stale 

Sheridan, Stanton and Mar- 
shall counties have not pro- 
duced a West Nile case, Watson 
said

But both the Democratic 
and Republican parties have 
lawyers on standby to pounce 
on suspected irregularities in 
next Tuesday's vote 

Already, voter intimidation 
allegations have surfaced in 
Arkansas, where there is a 
light Senate race, and investi 
gators are reviewing hundreds 
of questionable voter-registra- 
tion cards in South Dakota 
Justice Department civil-rights 
monitors have been to oversee 
polls In several f^orida coun- 
ties 

It was the 2000 Florida re- 
count battle - with its confus- 
ing "butterfly ballots," half-per 
farated punch ballots and 
^legations of voter inlimids 
tijn - that gave rise to the leg- 
islation Bush's electoral victo- 
ry over Democrat Al Gore was 
ultimately decided by the 
.Supreme Court 

The president made no 
mention Tuesday of that Hori 
da debacle The stale, gov- 
erned by (me of the president's 
younger brothers, |cb, more re- 
cently botched its Sept 10 pri- 
mary 

Despite new computerized 
voting machines, Florida took 
a week to sort out technical 
and organizational problems 
and determine that Bill 
Mc Bride narrowly defeated 
former Attorney General Janet 
Reno for the Democratic gu' 
bcmatorial nomination. 

While House press secre 
tary Ari Fleischer, reminding 
reporters that Jeb Bush's re- 
election is the Democratic Par- 



ty's "No, I target," was defen- 
sive about the state's spotty 
election record 

"Clearly there are many 
lessons to be learned from 
2000, and the state of Florida 
reacted to them and has pro 
vided a tremendous amount ol 
funding and resources to the 
various counties throughout 
Florida as a result of that," 
Fleischer said 

Critics accused ihe presi 
dent of halfhearted interest 

Democratic National Com- 
mittee Chairman Terry McAu 
liffe said Bush, who has pub 
licly spoken the words 
"election reform" as few as 
four times in two years, was 
merely "posing for a White 
House photo-op" on Tuesday 

Rep John Conyers, [r. dean 
of the Congressional Black 
Caucus that held national 
hearings on allegations that 
thousands of mmority voters 
were harassed or intimidated 
while trying to vote in Florida 
two years ago, recalled that in 
the summer, Hush vetoed a 
S400 million "down payment" 
on overhauling the election 
system 

"Without funding, this bill is 
an empty shell and the presi- 
dent's signature is a cruel and 
empty promise," said Conyers, 
D-Mich . top Democrat on the 
House ludiciary Committee 

Bush s televised ceremony 
in an auditorium within the 
White House compound of- 
fered a timely political perk to 
at least one House Republican 
in a tight reelection race

Social Security numbers, or 
specially assigned voter ID 
numbers at the polls That 
same year, states will have to 
Kive provisional ballols to vot- 
ers wh(»se names do not ap- 
pear on voter rolls Those pro- 
visional ballots would be 
counted once valid registration 
is verified. 

For 200e balloting, states 
will be required to maintain 
voter registration lists linked to 
driver's license databases 
States also will be required to 
have voting machines that let 
voters confirm ihe way they 
marked their ballot - and, if 
necessary, change their votes - 
belore they are finally cast 

"The bill goes a long way 
toward addressing a lot of the 
problems, but the extent to 
which the bill works relies on 
what the states do because 
they are given a lot of discre- 
tion," said Tova Andrea Wang, 
a staffer to the National Com- 
mission on Federal Election 
Relorm. 

"A new polling machine is 
fine and great as long as peo- 
ple know how to use it, and 
there's no specificity in the leg- 
islation on poll-worker train- 
ing and voter education "

Brin said in order to be successful, people

For Brin, losing the weight be- 
gan as an obsession 

Now it's a desire instead." he

Brin said he had poor self es-' 
teem before losing the weight, 
making him suspicious of others. 

"I fell like people were staring

Help available for victims of violence, abuse

Fear, It's an everyday reality 
for domestic abuse vitlims It's 
there when they wake up, when 
they leave ihe liouse and when 
they go to bed 

As Domestic- Violente 
Awareness Monlh (.omes tu an 
end, ludy Davis, director of Cri 
sis Center Inc., said awareness 
shouldn't stop after Otlober 

'Us a problem year-round," 
Davis said. 

According to a 1998 US. De- 
partment of |us(ite report, 
young women between the ages 
of 16 and 24 experience the 
highest rales of violence by tur- 
reni or former partners 

This doesn't surprise Mary 
Todd, advocate for victims of 
sexual violence a I the Women's 
Center in Lafene I leullh CL-nter 

"Domestic violence is cer 
lainly a problem for college-age 
students," Todd said "From Itme 
(o time, people on this campus 
will come to various agencies lo 
seek help, whether it is at ihe 
Crisis Cenlcr, Counseling Ser- 
vices or here al the Women's 
Center" 

Dorindu Lambert, assistant 
director of clinical services at 
Lafenc, said almost 70 percent 
of people using Counseling Scr 
vices come in for relationship is 
sues, and 10 to 15 percent seek 
help for violent relationships. 

"Relationship violence is a 
problcni on campu^i, fust as it is 
a pniblcm in soticly as a whole,"' 
Lambert said "In conjunction 
with other services available on 
campus, we focus on education 
and prevention, making people 
aware of the warning signs " 

Lambert said there are differ- 
ent forms of relationship vio- 
lence. 

"In relationship violence, you 
see a lot of concerns Anything 
from emotional violence, to hit- 
ting and physical violence to 
sexual assault," she said "We 
encourage people lo get help, 
and Icam how to handle con- 
(lict in a relaliimship" 

Lanibert said Counseling Ser- 
vices offers workshops as well 
as individual and couple coun- 
selitig. 

"Counseling Services assists 
students in seeking change In 
their behavior and helping those 
who are dealing wuh the after- 
math of d violent relationship," 



she said. 

Lambert said it is important 
to educate the community about 
the dangers of relationship vio- 
lence. 

"Students need lo understand 
thai relationship violence affects 
family, Friends and the commu- 
nity," she said 

Crisis Center Inc , a 24hour, 
free service lor domestic vio- 
lence victims offers confidential 
counseling, shelter and advice, 
rhe center sees 10 to 12 domes- 
tic violence victims for every 
one sexual assault victim. The 
Center sees more than 1,200 
people per year, Davis said. 

"We see some college stu- 
dents, but we know we should 
be seeing more."' Davis said "We 
strongly suspect that there is 
more inlimale violence in dating 
relationships among students 
than we are reaching." 

Davis said people in a violent 
relationship ate often afraid to 
come forward 

"They fear that things will get 
worse if they seek help," she 
said "Also, in an intimate rela- 
tionship, there is a tendency fur 
domestic -violence victims to fre- 
quently protect I heir partner. 
'Tliey tend to second-guess 
lliemselves, taking responsibility 
for the violence committed 
against them'" 

Davis said there is a cyclical 
pattern to domestic violence 

"There are extreme highs and 
extreme lows lo a violent rela- 
ti(mship, and that is bard for 
people to understand.'" she said 

Todd said this cyclical pal- 
tern is why abuse sufferers often 
take back their abuser 

"Tlu- batterer promises that 
he will change The perwtn who 
is battered takes them back,"she 
said, "Ihere is a brief honey- 
moon period thai wont last" 

Todd said breaking that cycle 
is I he hardest part 

"When people do decide to 
leave, they're at an even higher 
risk for serious violence," she 
said "Thai's why it's important 
lo have a support system" 

Davis said it is often hard lo 
reach out for help because vic- 
tims fear a loss of privacy, 

"There is a reluctance often 
to reach out to family because 
they fear being judged," she said, 
""People al wain's say, 'why doc*sn'l 
she jus) dump him,' but they're 
blaming the abuse on her The 
focus should be, 'whv doesn't he

Todd said people should seek 
help from police, the Crisis Cen- 
ter, the Women's Center or 
Counseling Services if they are

"It is a crime lo be battered,"

that isn't the face of love There 
is no part of love thai batters" 
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Labor party cabinet ministers resign 

Sharon's coalition falls apart due to dispute

tBRUSALEM - Prime 
Minister Ariel Sharon's 
broad-based coalition col- 
lapsed Wednesday when Cab- 
inet ministers from the mod 
crate Labor Party resigned in 
a dispute over funding for 
[cwish lettlements, threaten 
ing lo push Israel into an 
election 

The crisis ended a 20- 
month "unity government" 
formed as a front against the 
Palestinian uprising, and 
could suboia§;e US efforts to 
win support for a peace plan 

Sharon told parliament he 
would continue to lead, sug- 
gesting he would try to govern 
with a coalition of far-right 
and religious parties rather 
than call early elections. 

The crisis was precipitated 
by Sharon's rejection of Labor 
Party leader Bmyamin Ben- 
Eliezer's demands to cut $145 
million in funds for [ewish 
scltlemenis in the $57 billion 



2003 slate budget Compro- 
mise proposals failed, and 
Ben-Eliezer resigned from his 
post as defense minister, fol- 
lowed by the rest of Labor's 
Cabinet ministers 

Under Israeli la\P, the six 
resignations only take effect 
within 48 hours, leaving room 
for last-ditch maneuvers But 
politicians from both sides 
predicted Sharon s broad - 
based coalition was at an end. 

"We must fight terror, but 
this is the day when we have 
to present a diplomatic hori- 
zon," Ben-Eliezer said, refer- 
ring lo peace talks with the 
Palestinians "The prime min- 
ister is unable to present a 
diplomatic horizon" 

Critics accused Ben-Eliezer 
of partisan politics, noting 
that in polls ahead of Labor's 
Nov 19 leadership primary he 
trails two more dovish chal- 
lengers, and leaving the gov 
ernntent over a settlement 
dispute could boost his stand- 
ing 

The budget was put to par- 



liament after the L^bor minis- 
ters resigned, and it passed 
with the support of parties 
otitside the coalition - as ex- 
pected - by a 67-45 vole It 
must pass two more readings 
in coming weeks before it is 
final 

Several officials involved in 
the last -minute talks said For- 
eign Minister Shimon Peres, 
who led Labor for much of 
the past two decades and has 
been a key supporter of the 
unity government, tried to 
persuade Ben-Eliezer lo back 
down Peres then resigned 
along with Ben-Eliezer and 
four other Labor Party minis- 
ters 

If the resignations go 
lhrou){h, Sharon would face 
the difficult choice of trying 
to stay afloat with the support 
of an array of extreme-right 
and religious parties - mean- 
ing political instability and 
constant pressures for even 
tougher, internationally un- 
popular policies concerning 
the Palestinians.

Misconceptions about holiday revealed through research, open mind 



Whether you've been eagerly an- 
ticipating or cowering cowardly, to- 
day is the day to let your demons - 
or creative costuming - loose. 

Halloween is usually regarded as 
a day of demons, fraught with 
witchcraft and debauchery coaled in 
a thin, candy shell 

The roots of this mysterious holi- 
day actually have little to do with 
Satan or his evil tubiects 

Although it is difficult to explain fully the 
multitude of myths and superstitions regarding 
Halloween, the festival itself can be traced back 
to the Celts, whose society was formed before 
Christ 

Hie Celts held an annual celebration called 
"Svnhain" to recognize the end of summer, ac- 
cording to urufwreligiousUileranceoTg, a Web 
site run by the Ontario Consultants on Reli- 
gious Tbierance, an agency that promotes reli- 
gious b-eedom 

It was believed that the "veil between this 
world and the next" was thinnest during ihiv 
passage between summer and fall, which al 
lowed the deceased to return. Their souls were 
carried via animal - often a black cat - which 
explains the fear of such felines to date 

So, the fear of our dearly departed is ex- 
plained, but what of the costumes, pumpkins 
and Irick-or-treating 
that are staples of

The Celtic influence yielded these 
Iraditiona) symbols as well 

Since the Celts were afraid ol 
spirits inhabiting Ih^ir bodies, they 
would dress as ghouls themselves, 
hoping to trick or scare (he spirits 
away They darkened their homes, 
making them as uninviting as possi 
ble However, Samhain was a festival 
of nre, and hilltops were often ablaze in cele- 
bration When returning home from the festivi 
ties, the townspeople carried embers from the 
fire in a gourd or turnip, and often carved men- 
acing faces into their gourds, hoping to keep 
lost spirits at bay 

The term "|ack-o'- lantern" is based on an 
Irish folk tale from the 18th century, according 
to uiwuitheholidayspotcom. a multi- holiday in 
formation guide. 

lack, a mischievous drunk, convinced the 
devil to climb a Iruit^rec and throw some ap 
pies down to him Once the devil was up the 
tree, jack carved a cross in its trunk, hindering 
Satan from climbing back down Jack made a 
deal with the devil, who promised to relinquish 
any rights to lack's soul when he died Unfortu- 
nately for lack, God didn't want Jack's soul ei- 
ther Satan offered him an ember and a gourd 
to carry the small flame, as Jack aimlessly wan

dered the darkness of Earth for alt eternity. 

The |ack-o'lantem idea was imported with 
the Irish in the mid 1800s due to the gicit 
potato famine The Irish used pumpkins rvthcr 
than turnips to decorate their homes duriiK

Trickor-treating has its roots in both Irish 
and English culture During Samhain, the Cdto 
would go door to door collecting food to do- 
nate to Iheir deities, according to wwwrtUgioM 
tolerance org On All Souls' Day, European 
Christians traditionally traveled through neigh-

"An important thing to re- 
member is that 46 or 47 of 
the 30 states are also having 
fiscal stress It isn't just 
Kansas State" 

The morale among the An- 
derson Hall staff is very 
gloomy, Rawson said, but ad 
ministration officials know 
they can gel through it 

"I know everyone is feeling 
really overwhelmed right 
now." Rawson said "They 
have more responsibility now. 
but I am *;urf we will get (he 



job done well" 

Ed Rice, associate vice 
president of the administra- 
tion and finance division of 
facilities, agreed with Raw 
son 

"I know il's tiring, and it's 
a definite load on the staff, 
bui we will gel through it," 
Rice said. 

The office is doing a bud- 
get planning session for next 
year Alter a new governor is

"1 would like to see our

Recent nu metal icons such as Slip- 
knot and Mudvayne and the resur- 
gence of shock rock brought by Rob 
Zombie may he enough (o make some 
music lans forget that horror has been 
a part of pop music since the start 
Some of the rock stars have become 
staple Halloween costumes with campy 
stage makeup and horrific imagery 

Here is a brief history o( five o( the 
scariest singers in pop. Sorry, Michael 
)acks(m didn't make (he lis(. 

Screamin' Jay Hawkins 

This jaz^ sinyt-i tiiudi' a name for 
himself starting in the early 1 950s. 

His bizarre life paralleled his stage 
show The singer claimed to be raised 
by American Indians and he was Ihe 
father of about 73 children, most of 
whom he never met, and 16 of them 
were united by the now defunct 
www. jayik ids.com . 



The singer was known for entering a 
stage adorned with spooky props by 
coming out of a coffin set on fire and 
singing his hit single "t Put a Spell On 
You' 

Rock acts such as Black Sabbath 
and Alice Cooper later borrowed from 
the singer, and he became a revered 
icon after he opened for the Rolling 
Stones in Madison Square Garden in 
)9»0. He died m Pans. France, on Feb 
12. 2000 

Ouy Osbourne 

Black Sabbath laid the foundation 
for spooky rock 'n' roll, and pretty 
much single-handedly godfathered 
metal music 

Orzy Usboume has been Ihe endur- 
ing icon from Ihe band, making gaudy 
golhic jewelry, dyed black hair and ur- 
ban legends about recreatioival sex and 
drug use an intrinsic part of dark rock 
While Screamin' [ay may have waved 
around a slick with a skull on it, Oz;y 
bit the head off a live bat (even if it 
wai on accident) and urinated on the 
Alamo 

Now that's a shock rocker who has 
lived like he played. 



Glenn Danzig of Th« Misfits 

After finishing his stint in Samhain. 
Glenn Danzig joined up with these 
legendary horror punk rockers, singing 
songs like '" Return of the Fly" and the 
violent "Last Caress." 

The skull painted faces of Ihe band 
members were notoriously obscured by 
their death-spike hair dos, and the 
costumes were elaborate predecessors 
for the likes of Gwai While the band 
owed its costumes to Kiss, its sound 
was derived more from goih punk 
legends ihe Uainned and Danzig's own 
Samhain 

For some reason Danzig just 
doesn't seem as cool solo. 

Blackie Lawless of WJI.S.P. 

Hass player and vocalist Blackie 
Lawless was a founding member of 
WASP and still tours with the band 

Lawless was known for wearing a 
razor-blade jockstrap and dominaling 
elaborate stage shows thai involved 
women being whipped on stage, fire 
breathing and fake blood The band's 
single 'Animal (F"* Like A Beast |" 
was targeted by Tipper Gore's PMRC 



as porn rock, making the band a tnid- 
'HOs household name. 

Marilyn Manson 

By du' (itiic Manlyn Manson put to- 
gether the Spooky Kids in Florida, 
shock rock was old hat, and pop music 
was full of scary rockers to steal from, 
so he had to hit a new chord 

Say what you will, but Manson suc- 
ceeded admirably in creating an alter- 
nate personality fueled by Saturday 
morning carioons, Willy Wonka and 
bad horror movies His first album, 
"Portrait of an American Family," 
stands as the best example of giving 
goth metal a mainstream sound while 
staying creepy as it can get 

Of course after that first album, 
things lust got wone as Manson staried 
to make music for the sole purpose of 
being confrontational and/or creeping 
people out The (un camp and the po- 
litical messages were both stripped 
away, and all that was left was a cari- 
cature. 

Now Manson 's spooky image has 
become an overused blue print for 
creepy metal bands But he does make 
a good Halloween costimie.

Five of Ihc defensive backs 
Ihal have seen significant field 
time this season are still in their 
firsl year playing ul K- State. Tet- 
uan took over starting duties at 
safety when Walker suffered an 
inlury against Southern Califor- 
nia and further aggravated it 
against Colorado 

At the other safety position, 
Kashad Washington is a junior, 
but spent his first years at 
K- St ate working on the offen- 
sive side of the ball as a running 
back 

The secondary also has two 
new junior college transfers on 
the squad this season Randy 
lordan holds down Ihe comer- 
back spot opposite Newman, 
while lames McGill is battling 
for a starting spot between

The overall inexperience and 
lack of depth has played a role, 
Elliott said. But, he said, there

"It's been a problem since

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U.S. confronted about draft resolution language that could authorize military force

UNrTED NATIONS - The 
United Slates wbi taken to 
task Wednesday for Its draft 
resolution on Iraq with a ma- 
jority of Security Council 
members opposing language, 
M>hich could authorize Wash- 
ington to launch a war in 
iiaghdad 

Although the Bush adminis- 
tration has said it expects a 
■iwih end to the seven weeks of 



negotiations, it was clear 
Wednesday that staunch oppo- 
sition from powerful players 
such as Russia, Prance and 
China would mean more titnc. 
and possil}ly more compro- 
mise, to win support for the 
draft. 

"We have consistently 
found that we need more time 
.. than we originally sought," 
said British Ambassador fere- 
my Grecnstock. whose country 
is a CD-sponsor of the U.S. 
draft resolution. 



In Washington, Secretary of 
State Colin Powell said debate 
would likely be concluded to- 
ward the end of next week, but 
he warned the United States 
wouldn't be tied to the will of 
the United Nations. 

"There is nothing that we 
would propose in this resolu- 
tion or we would Tind accept- 
able in a resolution that would 
handcuff the president of the 
United States in doing what he 
feels he must do," Powell said 

Powell spent the day on the 



telephone with Russian, British 
and French foreign ministers. 

The five veto-holding mem- 
bers of the council arc deeply 
split over Iraq The United 
States and Britain want the Se- 
curity Council to approve a 
resolution threatening Saddam 
Hussein with retaliation if he 
fails to comply with a tough 
new inspectiuns regime. 

Russia, Prance and China 
want to give Iraij a chance to 
cooperate before discussing 
any consequences. 



In an effort to lure support, 
Washington signaled a readi 
ness this week to make some 
minor concessions involving a 
new weapons inspection 
regime 

The suggestions were quiet- 
ly welcomed but didn't pierce 
the core of the debate over 
whether the United States was 
seeking the authority to, act 
unilaterally if Iraq fails to com- 
ply with inspectors. 

"Some paragraphs can still 
be regarded as the right to au- 



tomatic use of force," Deputy 
Russian Ambassador Gennady 
Gatilov said "This is the main 
problem " 

He said Russia wanted writ 
ten assurances in the resolu- 
tion that it will not trigger mil- 
itary action. 

Diplomats, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said 
Washington could be willing 
to offer such assurances pri- 
vately. In the meantime, US. 
officials said they were sticking 
to the draft's basic principles

The Republican governor 
was confronted during a cam- 
paign slop by Rep Carrie 
Meek, DHa., who said the 
Maitians should be treated like 
Cuban immigranis. 

'All you have to do is call 
- the wet foot-dry foot policy 
would lake effect." Meek said. 

Normally, Cuban immi 
grants are allowed to remain 
in the United States if they 
reach land, while those inter 
cepted at sea are returned 

The governor said he 
agrees Haitian immigrants 
should be released until their 
asylum request is heard, like 
immigrants from other coun- 
tries 

"Haitians should be treated 
in the same fashion that )a 
maicans, people from the Ba- 
hamas, people from any coun- 
try in the world," Bush said 

A day eariier, the governor 
said he had called White 
House officials regarding the 
immigrants, but he did not 
elaborate Wednesday as to 
whether he had spoken with 
his brother. 

While House spokesman 
Ari Fleischer said the Haitians 
were being treated fairly and 
humanely and that the presi 
dent would not intervene 

"Hie Immigration and Nat- 
uralization Service will apply 
the law and make the proper 
judgments," Fleischer said. 

The 50- foot wooden 
freighter carrying 2 1 1 Haitians 
and three Dominicans ran 
aground Tuesday on a stretch 
of beach near a road south of 
downtown Miami. Six Haitian 
nationals were charged with 
illegal smuggling in the case 

The Haitian immigrants in- 
cluded 150 men, 35 women 



and 26 juveniles, INS spokes- 
woman Barbara Gonzalez 
said. One of the minors was 
hospitalized for dehydration. 

Gonzalez declined lo say 
whether any of the immigrants 
had asked for asylum. 

The immigrants' detention 
sparked protests by Haitian- 
Americana who said US laws 
discriminate by favoring other 
immigrants - particularly 
Cubans. 

lean Robert Lafortune, 
president of the Haitian- 
American Grassroots Coali- 
tion, said the detention poses 
a leadership lest for Gov 
Bush. 

"If Bush could champion 
the issue, he could shift the 
balance in the election," 
Lafortune said. "The time for 
lip service is over." 

Bill Mc Bride, Democratic 
nominee for governor, re- 
leased a letter to Bush asking 
him to order the Haitians' re- 
lease He also took to Hait- 
ian-American airwaves 

"We should not have one 
set of rules apply to one set of 
people and one set of rules to 
apply to Haitians," McBride 
said during a call Wednesday 
lo WSRF AM in Fort Uud 
crdale 

Thousands of Haitians 
each year risk dangerous voy- 
ages aboard rickety, crowded 
boats to flee their impover 
ished island Unlike Cubans, 
Haitian immigrants usually 
are denied asylum and sent 
back 

About 4,000 immigrants 
have been intercepted at sea 
this year, including about 
1.3Q0 Haitians, the Coast 
Guard said 

The Bush administration 
quietly changed its detention 
policy on Haitian refugees in 
December to discourage a 
feared mass exodus. Before 
the change, Haitian immi- 
grants applying for asylum 
were released into the com- 
munity while their petitions 
were processed. Since the 
change, Haitians have been 
kept in immigration custody.

Student senators passed a 
bill that would increase the 
University Counseling Services 
privilege fee by 2 percent each 
year during the next three years 
at their meeting Thursday 
night 

The bill was amended to 
give the 2-percenl increase 
rather than a I percent in- 
crease. This amounts to an ad- 
ditional SO cents in fees per 
student each semester, Travis 
Stryker, privilege committee 
chair, said 

Student Body President Zsc 
Cook debuted the bill saying 
that despite other K-State em- 
ployee salaries remaining con- 
stant tor the 2002 05 year, 
there were pay increases in 
some positions at Counseling 
Services 

Cook said that if Counseling 
Services could give pay raises 
to employees when other of 
fices couldn't, ihey didn't need 
the extra mortey as much as it 
appeared 

Pred Newton, director of 
Counseling Services, said 
Counseling Services was able 
to take the extra money by 
eliminating a position and giv* 
ing other staff pay raises.

Suspects' rifle 
connected to 
more killings

Authorities charged the two 
sniper suspects with murder 
Thursday in a Louisiana at- 
tack that came tust two days 
after a sitnilur slaying in Al 
abama. 

|ohn Lee Muhammad. 41, 
and John Lee Malvo, 17, arc 



now charged with a month- 
long series of killings stretch- 
ing from the Gulf Coast to 
the suburbs around the na- 
tion's capital 

Police nationwide are said 
to be looking for links to the 
two men. assisted by federal 
authorities. 

The two men face multiple 
stale and federal counts in 
the Alabama and Louisiana 
cases and the sniper spree 
that left 10 people dead and 
three others wounded in 
Maryland, Virginia and 
Washington, DC. They are 
also suspects in a February 
killing in Washington slate. 

Baton Rouge Police Chief 
Put Englade issued first de 
gree murder warrants for 



Muhammad and Malvo after 
ballistics tests matched the ri- 
fle used in the sniper shoot- 
ings to the Sept 23 slaying 
and robbery of a beauty shop 
worker in the Louisiana capi 
tal. 

Hong !m Ballenger. 45, 
died from a single shut to the 
head as she left work Wit- 
nesses said the gunman was a 
young black man who fled in- 
to a nearby park and evaded 
bloodhounds called in to 
track him down. 

According to the arrest 
warrant, police believe 
Muhammad shot the woman 
and Malvo stole her purse 
and fled 

Earlier in the day, Alaba- 
ma authorities said the same 



rifle, a .223-calibcr Bushmas- 
ter, had been linked to the 
shooting death of a liquor 
store worker in Montgomery 
on Sept 21, two days before 
the Louisiana slaying and 315 
miles away. 

In that case, the suspect - 
allegedly Malvo - was seen 
rifling through one of the vic- 
tim's purses when he was 
chased off by an arriving po- 
lice officer 

Tlie sniper suspects have 
been in custody in Maryland 
since they were captured at a 
highway rest stop Oct 24. 
Authorities found the rifle in 
their car, which they say was 
modified so someone could 
fire unseen through a hole in 
the trunk

Kristine Sheedy is ihe

Test files include copies of 
old tests and answer sheets 
that are used tu help students 
study for exams 

Several greek organiza- 
tions keep test files 

"I think people probably 
exchanged test files anyways," 
Sheedy, junior in industrial 
engineering, said. "[Is just 
easier to have one central 
place for everyone to look l( 
works out for everyone." 

lennifer Samayoa, member 
of Thela and a junior in mar- 
keting, said that while 
Thela 's test files are for mem- 
bers of the chapter, non- 
members can gain access 
through a member sharing 
them. 

"I've shared them before," 
Samayoa said "It's up to the 
members if they want to 
share the tests with other 
people in iheir classes" 

Brandon Van Allen, ihe 
scholarship chairman of Al- 
pha Gamma Rho fraternity 
and sophomore in agronomy, 
said lest files arc helpful 
study guides 

"For the most part, the 
guys here use them to gel an 
idea of the type of tests the 
teacher gives," he said 

Test files are not limited to 
greek organizations Any 
group of students could cre- 
ate a test file of their own 

However. Mishelle Banas. 
residence life coordinator at 
Goodnow Hall, said Good 
now no longer uses test files 

"I couldn't speak on be- 
half of other residence halls, 
but 1 think that's the polity 
across the board. So I would 
assume that no residence 
halls use them." Itanas said 

Students in other resi- 
dence halls said they hadn't 
seen or heard of test files be- 
ing used in their respective 
halls 

"I've never heard of any- 
thing like that within the res- 



idence halls," said |ulia 
Hancy, sophomore in finan 
cial services and social coor- 
dinator for the Association of 
Residence Halls 

Nick Foienski, sophomore 
in computer engineering and 
resident of Marlatt Hall, said 
he didn't know of the use of 
test files in Marlatt, either. 

Helene Marcoux, associate 
director of the Honor Coun- 
cil provost office, said that 
when she was working on 
her doctoral degree, she sur- 
veyed 368 (acuity in spring 
2000 

One thing the survey 
asked was if faculty believed 
Ihe use of test files in greek 
organizations was cheating 

She said about 79 percent 
of the faculty did not believe 
the use of test files was cheal- 
ing 

Survey-takers made extra 
comments regarding lesl files 
such as "depends on (acuity 
stipulation" and "depends on 
whether the teacher who 
gave the test allowed stu- 
dents to keep the tests" 

"I believe if an instructor 
has old test files in the library 
where everyone can access 
them, then that's OK," Mar- 
coux said "However, if a sin- 
gle mom who is the first gen- 
eration going to college u( 
her family and is not in a 
sorority, she's going to be at a 
disadvantage. 

"Yes, lest files are legal, 
but are ihey fair'?" 

Hhil Anderson, honor sys- 
tem director, said that if a 
student wanted to use test 
files, they should ask their in- 
structors to avoid being in vi- 
olation of the honor pledge 

Anderson said a student is 
required tu attend a hearing 
and can be expelled from the 
university after two honor 
pledge violations 

He said that how the tests 
are accumulated could be a 
factor of whether il is a viola- 
tion of the honor code 

"Study guides can be use- 
ful, but to be on the safe side, 
students should check with 
Ihe instructor to be sure it is 
an authorized activity In 
most cases, it probably will 
be." Anderson said

Program encourages 

female students to play 

larger part in college

Some may think these two 
are one in the same 

As female engineering ma- 
jors, Trisha Culbertson. Erin 
Pasold and lennifer Beach have 
become accustomed to being 
the minority in their major 

"I was expecting it (being a 
minority), especially in electri- 
cal engineering," Beach, junior 
in electrical engineering, said 

Suzanne Franks, director of 
the Women in Engineering and 
Science Program, said the Cot 
lege of Engineering student en- 
rollment is about 12 percent fe- 
male This is below the national 
average of 19 percent, Franks 
said 

Pranks said there are a num- 
ber of reasons why K-Slale is 
below average, and the univer- 
sity has begun to address the is- 
sue 

She said the mission of the 
Women in Engineering and Sti 
ente fVogram is to increase the 



enrollmeni of women of all elh 
nic backgrounds. Slilt, Franks 
said the program was not de- 
veloped because female engi- 
neers needed special help 

"Women don't need special 
help They have the talent and 
the capability to complete the 
program," she said "'While oth- 
er areas - law, medicine, veteri 
nary - have increased their fe 
male numbers in the last 20 
years, engineering ha5 not The 
(act we have this program says 
more about engineering than 
about women" 

Although il is in a similar 
situation, Ihe College o( Archi- 
tecture does not _ have a 
women's program. Maureen 
Herspring. academic adviser (or 
architecture, said that while 
two-thirds of students in the 
college are male, college offi- 
cials never have considered il a 
problem 

"We have had surveys asking 
students if we need a special 
program (or women, and it has 
got shot down every lime." Her- 
spring said "'Wnmen dtm't 
want lo have a separate support 
group - they feel a pari o( ilie 
whole" 

Although females enrolled in 
the College o( Engineering feel 
accepted by their peers, Ihe 
problem is not in acceptance 
but in nuinbcrs Franks siiid 



Franks said there are not 
enough female >itudenls in the 
college, and that lacks diversity 
as well. 

She said many people don't 
have an understanding of what 
engineers do. and iherefore, 
mosi students who enroll have 
been informed by family mem- 
bers 

Culberison. sophomore in 
biological and agricultural engi- 
neering, said she had an aunt 
who was an engineer who 
helped her chwtse a major 

"She was a big influence in 
my decision I learned about 
engineering from her,"" Culberi- 
son said. 

Pasold and lU-ach also had 
family members who served as 
role models in their career 
choices 

Franks said that because of 
these types o( influences, or 
role models, the College of En- 
gineering only attracts a certain 
demographic m 

To combal ihis problem, the 
Women in Engineering and Sci- 
ence Program wilh corporate 
and government funding, has 
organized events for middle 
school girls and female high 
school Htudeiiu lo come to 
K-Stale in the summer and 
learn about uience, Franks 
said 

AiKothcr possibility for in- 



creasing enrollment of female 
students of all elhnicilies could 
be lo increase the number o( (e 
male professors. 

Franks said that in fall 2001. 
only seven engineering profes- 
sors were female, and only one 
female professor was a racial 
minorily 

Of these seven, all were as 
sistanl or associate professors 

Franks said university offi 
cials are aware of the problem 
and are trying lo increase these 
numbers There is administra- 
tive support for this increase, 
she said 

Franks said increasing the 
number of female professors 
will not create Ihe same in 
crease in female enrollment, 
hut it should help narrow the 
gender gap 

For now. female students 
will he lell to deal with being 
the minorily, which Pasold, ju- 
nior in arciiiteclural engineer- 
ing, said is not always a bad 
thing 

Pasold said she has a class 
where she is the only female 
She has not experienced any 
discrimination, but there is stilt 
a challenge 

"I Ihink there is an unwrit- 
ten challenge in Ihe air - like 
We know you're suppose to be 
here, but now prove it' But it's 
a fun challenge,'" she said

Test files, or compiled copies of old 
tests and answer sheets, are useful 
studying tools for tough exams. 

And honor system 
officials say they're 
perfectly legal. 

Several greek houses 
on campus use test files 
to help their members 
learn material for tests. 

But this system is 
not limited to greek 
organizations. Any 
student can create test 
files of their own. 

Tills would be 
especially useful in 
residence halls. 
Resident assistants or 
hall coordinators could 
compile tests and answer keys and keep 
them on file for future occupants 

However, complaints arc likely to 
surface about lest files giving some 
students an unfair advantage over 
others. 

If instructors are worried about some 
students having an edge over others, 
they should do a belter job of keeping 
their tests in the classroom, such as fXck 
them up when students are finished. Or, 
professors can provide old tests online 
as study tools for students, 

Test files don't pose an unfair advan- 
tage. Anyone can create these files. 

If you're upset at the possibility of 
someone knowing what exactly to focus 
on, set up test files for future students. 

If you aren't able tu take advantage, 
someone else can in the future.

On Sept 20, 2001, at 8 
pm , I'residcnt George W 
Bush addressed Congress 
and all of America 

That night, he explained 
the government's actions in 
the aftermath of the Sept 11 
terrrmst attacks 

That night, he promised a 
"war on terrorism," 

It's been nearly a year since Operation 
Enduring Freedom achieved \u objectives 

Almost a year later, it is prudent to ask 
why Bush has not tasked the military to 
duplicate the effort in other nations. 

The worthiness of attacking Iraq is a 
different argument, but Bush's obsession 
with Saddam Hussein is a thorn that has 
punctured the terror war's tires 

To effectively criticize Bush's actions, 
it's important to examine the promises he 
made to us To be fair, 1 will acknowledge 
that some of the goals have been met. 
There remain many more unfuirilled. 

In his speech. Bush said, "Our response 
involves far more than instant retaliation 
and isolated strikes Americans should not 
expect one battle, but a lengthy campaign,

We have seen action in only one the- 
ater Afghanistan With the diversion pro 
vided by Iraq, the campaign locjks lo be- 
come too lengthy to measure.

Bush goes on to say that, 
'It may include dramatic 
strikes, visible on TV, and 
coverl operations, secret even in 
success." 

CNN has given us plenty 
lo work with in this area. 

Continuing, Bush states, 
"We will starve tenorists of 
funding, turn them against an 
other, drive them from place to place, until 
there is no refuge or rest" 

According lo whitehouse.gov, 208 coun- 
tries have pledged lo do this Of those, 167 
have seized terrorist assets worth $779 
million - an additional $34 3 million 
frozen by America itself - and the rest are 
working with the United Slates to improve 
their abilities to do the same 

Bush continued, 'And we will pursue 
nations that provide aid or safe haven to 
terrorism Every nation, in every region, 
now has a decision to make Either you 
are with us, or you are with the terrorists. 
From this day forward, any nation that 
continues lo harbor or support terrorism 
will be regarded by the United States as a 
hostile regime " 

Now we gel to the heart of the matter 
There are counUies against which, to dale, 
we have taken little or no action 

I^leslinian lerrarifta in Israel are an ex 
\ ample of a group Bush claimed to oppose. 



but there is great sentiment in America to- 
ward them There is also plenty of criti- 
cism of the tsmeh government for its at- 
tempts lo put down terrorism attempts 
thai parallel US actions in Afghanistan. 

Last week, Chechen rebels took more 
than 800 hostages in a Moscow theater, A 
Russian effort lo incapacitate the terrorists 
wilh a nerve gas resulted in the death of 
more than 110 hostages, Chechnya has 
been fighting for its independence for 
years now, and it is believed al Qaeda has 
secretly supported ihem in that conflict. 

Recent al-Qaeda operations include the 
attack on a French tanker Oct 6 in 
Yemen, which was strikingly similar to that 
on the U S S Cole two years ago in the 
same waters, the attack on American ser- 
vicemen Oct. 8 in Kuwait and the Bali 
nightclub bombings Oct. 12 in Indonesia. 

Though covert actions might be taking 
place now, it's unlikely any headway can 
be made against terrorisni without a mili- 
tary effort, such as Operation Anaconda 

Instead of sending soldiers to Iraq, 
Bush should devote the military to rooting 
oul terrorists for good.

Bush committed to end Israeli occupation

WASHINGTON - While 
keeping arm's length from Is- 
rael's political turmoil, the 
Bush administration renewed 
its commitment Thursday to 
ending Israel's "occupation" of 
the West Bank and Gaza and 
seeking establishment of a 
Palestinian state in 2003 

The goals are contained in a 
peacemaking 'roadmap" ap- 
proved by the United Nations, 
the European Union and Rus- 
sia 

American diplomats are in 
the Mideast even amid uncer- 
tainty about the United States' 
plans to go to war with Iraq 



German Foreign Minister 
joschka Fischer, declaring his 
country Israel's best friend in 
Europe, endorsed the diplo- 
matic effort and the goal. 

Fischer, in a breakfast meet- 
ing with reporters, disputed 



the notion that the Bush ad- 
ministration was not playing 
an active role. 

Israel's prime minister, Ariel 
Sharon, has endorsed state- 
hood for the Palesliniaris, but 
in a gradual way. ' 
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K-Slate's rise lo prominence 
under Coach Bill Snyder has 
been labbed as a "blueprint for 
success."

forcing Smith to fumble and 
knocking KU's starting QB out 
of the game for two series. 

The list of pathetic quarter- 
backs to don the crimson and 
blue and come away empty 
against the Cats during the last 
decade is long and lengthy The 
likes of Jay Alexander, Matt 
Johner and Mario Kinsey join 
Wegner and Smith as those 
who where destroyed by K- 
State while at the helm of the 
Jayhawk ship 

Ah, and who can forget 
Chalupagate A few weeks be- 
fore the end of the 1999 sea- 
son, KU's senior defensive end, 
Oion Hayford, pulled into the 
drive-thru of a Taco Bell in 
I^wrence wanting some food 
After ordering, Rayford at- 
tempted to jump through the 
drive-thru window and got 
stuck doing so, looking for 
some free tasty treats. 

The stunned and scared em- 
ployees called ihe police and 
fUyford was arrested 

I heard he was angry that 
an employee accused him of 
playing football for KU 

Arrests dealing with cheap 
chow don't just end there for 
the "Flaw on the Kaw" Former 
starting quarterback Kinsey, 
along with tailback Reggie 
Duncan stole a purse from a 
KU female student Then Kin- 
sey and Duncan attempted to 
order a pizza with the poor 
girl's credit card and were sur- 
prised to get arrested for the 
crime 

The coaches have not done 
much better at looking intelli- 
gent.

K-State has had a strong-hold on Ihe 
Governor's Cup for nine seasons 

And while the Sunflower Showdown 
hasn't been close since 1994, there is an 
added variable to the equation this year 

KU's coach, Mark Mangino, was once 
a student of Bill Snyder's. 

Mangino came to K-State in 1991, and 
K-State had its first winning season since 
1982 

Despite being relatively inexperienced, 
Sliyder said there wasn't really any con- 
C«n when he hired Mangino 

"The experience issue hasn't always 
been a factor," he said "Mark, Ihe feed- 
back I got, was a hard worker, an intelli- 
gent guy that did things the right way and 
I Ihoughl would m in with a staff that 
wanted tu roll its sleeves up and go to 
work." 

K-State did go to work, appearing in 
six bowl games in the time Mangino was 
a Wildcat assistant coach 

After the 1998 season, Mangino, along 
with several other K-State coaches, went 
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to Oklahoma to try to do the same thing 
they had helped Snyder do in Manhattan 

They did 

Mangino was part of the national 
championship team at OU in 2000, 
stayed at Oklahoma one more season. 
then took the coaching job at Kansas 

Now he's once again attempting to re- 
build a program in the same conference 
as K-Statc 

Snyder said that's a concern going into 
this weekend's matchup 

'Like I have said before, I wish apples 
would fall a lillle further from the tree," 
he said "It's not just Mark There are 
other coaches over there that have been 
on our stafl and have a good understand- 
ing about what we are alt about It puts 
you tn a position where you have lo 
make some changes and we have made 
changes thai have date back to a period 
of time when conches left to Oklahoma" 

Changes have been made, linebacker 
Terry Pierce said, and will continue to be 
made now that the Cats will (ace a for 
mer coach every year. 



Although the majority of alterations 
have been made on offense, the defense 
will change things up a little bit this 
weekend as well, he said 

"t think we will change things enough 
lo where ihey won't be able to get a read 
on what we are doing," Pierce said. 

Pierce said with Mangino al KU, il just 
adds a little more spice to this rivali^. 

He said although K-State has handled 
the Jayhawks with case for nearly a 
decade, anything can happen in games 
like these 

' In rivalry games, 1 think everything is 
always evened out." l*icrcc said "It's al- 
most like Oklahoma Stale and Oklahoma 
last year Oklahoma was a much better 
learn but in a rivalry game there are a lot 
of different emotions, more so than just 
schemes and frwitball" 

Running backs couch Michael Smith 
said the game against KU is the highlight 
of his season because of the close prox- 
imity of the schools. 

Smith, who played at K-Stale from 
1988 tn 1991 and has served as a coach 
since 1995, said il was a great feeling 
when the Cats finally beat the jayhawks 
in 1991 Now, even though the Cats have 
dominated for several years, Ihe feeling is 
still Ihe sJune when K-Statc wins 

"I don t think it's changed too much," 
Smith said. 

"It's still KU/K-Siate."

K-Slate has used a vicious pass rush 
and monsler hits to unseal the jayhawks, 
particularly in the last several years 

In 2000, on only the third Jayhawk of- 
fensive play. Wildcats Chris Johnson and 
Mario Palafehi met in the Kaiiiai back- 
field. Johnson recorded the sack on 
Dylen Smith, and Patafchi recovered the 
fumble and coasted into the end zone. 

In that game, the Cats sacked the KU 
signal caller a team -record nine times 

It isn't the only instance of K- Stale's 
pass rush setting records, either In fad, 
K-State has virtually rewritten its sack- 
record books with the pummel ing of KU 
quarierbacki. 

tn 1995. the CaU recorded eight lacks 
on the way to upsetting the No. 6 Hawks 
41-7 The mark set a KSU Stadium 
record Wildcat defensive end Nyle Wiren 
nabbed the quarterback three times, 
which tics for second on the single-game 
individual sack list. 

Coming off a week where this year's 
unit put up impreisive numbers of Its 
own - el|ht sacks against Baylor - 
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K-Slale's newest corps of quarterback 
kilters is salivating at Ihe chance to make 
a difference Saturday. Defensive coordi- 
nator Bob Elliott said keeping steady 
firessurc on Ihe KU quarterback will be 
mportant. 

"That is important in every game. We 
got to rush the passer whether it's four 
guys, or five or six," he said "We can't 
just always blitz, and our guys arc capable 
of putting on good rush with just lour." 

KU might be due for a big sack day as 
well. The Jayhawks have given up 28 
sacks In nine games, an average of more 
than three sacks a game.

strooms," Rice said. "Of 
course, we want to keep 
them clean every day." 

Lindsey Praechter, fa- 
cilities employee and se- 
nior in print journalism, 
said the restruoms are a 
concern for Ker. 

"The cleanliness is al- 
ways an issue" she said. 

Rice said he hopes to 
be able to keep student 
and faculty morale high by 
keeping things looking 



nice, but it may not always 
be possible. 

"It does have a toll be- 
cause people can see that 
things aren't getting done," 
he said. 

Praechter said she Is 
genuinely concerned 

about the budget cuts as a 
student worker. 

"Well, I don't jusi go to 
classes. I work in the 
building," she said. "1 have 
to take a coat with me to 
wear during work because 
it is so cold" 



The first call-back of 
funds for the division was 
$450,000. Rice said. He 
said the division has set 
aside another $400,000 
for the possibility of more 
cutbacks in Ihe spring 

Rice said that through 
the cutbacks, he feels it is 
important to keep the ac- 
tual grounds of the cam- 
pus looking nice. 

"It's a morale booster," 
he said. 

Praechter said she 
thinks il is important to 



keep the grounds clean for 
visitors, but that K-State 
students arc concerned 
because they have to live, 
work and go to school 
here every day 

"We have to sit on the 
floors to wait for classes," 
she said "And if there arc 
dust bunnies and gunk, it's 
not enjoyable " 

Another change stu 
dents might feel directly is 
the heating and cooling in 
classrooms around cam 
pus. Rice said. 



"We are going to keep 
it a little cooler in the 
winter and a little warmer 
in the summer." Hice said 
"So my advice is just to 
dress appropriately." 

Through the assistance 
of the Slate Department, 
tacililies is in the middle 
of an entrgy survey that is 
being conducted by Viron 
Energy Services, of Over- 
land Park, Kan., Rice said. 

"They will be giving us 
a report back toward the 
end of this month with 



suggestions of how we can 
cut back our energy use," 
he said. 

The savings from Ihose 
decreases in energy use 
would be used to further 
balance the cuts. Rice 
said. 

"1 think we have a 
good core of slafl who are 
doing the best we can," 
Rice said. 

"We are all very proud 
of KStatc and want to 
continue the history of ex- 
cellence."

review their spending and cut 
back on unnecessary spending. 
He said Shallenburger believes 
10 percent can be saved over- 
all, eliminating ihe need to 
raise taxes 

"We'll take that money and 
fund K 12 and higher education 
and other core services a state 
should offer," Wilson said 

Students can take an active 
role in the government by ex- 
pressing their opinions to legis- 
lators and other officials, he 
said 

Another way to decrease the 
financial strain on the state, 
Wilson said, is to examine the 



tax structure, especially lax ex- 
emptions 

"We don't need more taxes," 
he said, "we need more taxpay- 
ers" 

By decreasing the amount of 
tax exemptions, more people 
will be paying taxes, and each 
individual can pay le^s, Wilson 
said. 

The size of the state govern 
ment has tteen growing at twice 
the rate of inflation, Wilson 
said, which will have to be con- 
trolled if the budget is to be 
balanced 

If the growth rate is nearer 
that of inflation, there would be 
fewer obstacles in balancing the 
budget.

You might remember the 
movie "TVvelve Angry Men," 
starring Henry Fonda, Lee I 
Cobb and B G Marshall 

Most of the dramatic film 
takes place inside a jury room 
as a dozen people deliberate 
at the end of a murder trial 

It's hot At the outset, most 
of the jurors are eager to ren- 
der a guilty verdict and go 
home 

As the story unfolds, view- 
ers learn that some are influ- 
enced by prejudice against the 
dark-skinned defendant 

We'd like lo think that 
such bias doesn't hold sway in 
jury rooms these days 

After all. Twelve Angry 
Men" came out in f?

Several years ago. physi- 
cian Michael LeNoir coined 
the apt term "image distortion 
disorder" to describe a preva- 
lent social dynamic that blurs

"Most ol the images that 
one ethnic group has of an- 
other are developed by ihc 
media," LcNoir said 

Some repetitive media rep 
resentatJons of minorities 
"have a devastating effect on 
every penon In this country 
and undermine any attempt to 
bring us together as a people," 
says LeNoir, who practices 



America who are con- 
cerned about race relations 
must react to obvious distor 
tions in the media by raising 
our voices in protest over the 
never-ending attempt lo por 
tray people of color in these 
caricatured, fragmented and 
distorted images ' 

Such images have profound 
consequences in many spheres 
- including the courts 

News outlets frequently ex- 
acerbate the illness of "image 
distoriion disorder," but 
they're sometimes effective at 
calhng attention to how 
racism contributes to present- 
day injustices. 

One of the virtues of a re- 
cent special report is that it 
did just that 

In a documentary called 
•Deadly Decisions," from 
American Radio Works, corrc 
spondent Alan Berlow found 
that "juron may be influenced 
by their own fears and preju 
dices when they sentence peo- 
ple lo death," 



The documentary, co- pro- 
duced by Minnesota Fhiblic 
Radio and Nl'R News, sue 
ceeded in ways that public ra- 
dio shows like "Morning Edi- 
lion" and "All Things 
Considered" routinely fail 

Meticulously researched, 
the report devoted an hour to 
scrutinizing what happens un- 
der the surface 

The result was journalism 
that explained how people 
can be put to death by a legal 
system that's equitable but 
functionally skewed against 
defendants without whhe skin 
or financial resources 

Such stories are difficult to 
tell with detailed care 

But when journalists find 
ways, there is more hope for 
the future.

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Saudi foreign minister refuses use of territory 



Saudi cooperation during 

strike against Iraq limited, 

even with U.N. support

CAIRO, Egypt - Saudi Arabia will not 
allow bases on its soil to be used for an 
attack on Iraq even if the United Nations 
authorizes military action, Satidi Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud al-Paisal said in an 
interview broadcast Sunday 

Saudi Arabia earlier ruled out the use 
of its territory for unilateral U.S. action 
against Iraq but had indicated it would 
cooperate in some way if the U.N, Secu- 
rity Council approved. 

In the CNN interview, however, Saud 
said more clearly that Saudi cooperation 
would not include permitting use of its 
territory for strikes against Iraq. 

"We will cooperate with the Security 
Council, but as to entering the conflict or 
using the facilities as part of the conflict, 



that is something else," Saud said 

Pressed about whether Saudi bases 
could be used, he gave a definite "no" 

In Washington, White House 
spokesman Ari lleischcr refused to com- 
ment on the CNN interview 

While House aide Mary Malalin re 
spondcd obliquely when asked about 
Saud's comments in a separate CNN in- 
terview 

"We have many friends and allies in 
the region, and we have many friends 
and allies around the world. There is no 
doubt that George Bush will not enter 
into any kind of conflict unless he's sure 
of victory," she said 

Saud also said his govcnimeni be 
lieved it was still possible to avoid war. 

"Iraq has made a very clear and un- 
ambiguous promise to the Arab countries 
that it will abide by the United Nations 
resolutions," he said 

Tlic Security Council is debating a 
US proposal to toughen UN weapons 
inspections after Iraq agreed to allow in 
spectors to return after nearly four years. 
The United States wants the council to 
authorize harsh measures against Iraq if 



It fails to cooperate. 

However, fiussia, China and France 
oppose the American proposal, fearing it 
would give a green light to Washington 
to attack Iraq without further consulta- 
tions 

Security Council members expect the 
United States to offer an amended draft 
resolution this week. 

Arab nations have spoken out against 
unilateral US. military intervention to 
oust Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
They have indicated more willingness to 
accept such action if the United Nations 
approves. 

Most Arab nations joined the US led 
Gulf War coalition that liberated Kuwait 
in 1991 

Saudi Arabia allowed U.S. troops into 
the oil rich kingdom to defend it against 
Iraq 

US command and-control facilities 
have been based in the kingdom, but 
Washington is now ticefrng up a base in 
the Gulf naticm of Qatar 

Arab foreign ministers are scheduled 
til meet in Cairo on Nov 10 to discuss 
how to avert the crisis in Iraq

JERUSALEM - Prime 
Minister Ariel Sharon sought 
to keep his imperiled govern 
menl afloat Sunday by bring- 
ing former premier Benjamin 
Netanyahu into the Cabinet, 
while Netanyahu set a tough 
condition lor joining - early 
elections, 

Israel's two leading right 
wing politicians, Sharon and 
Netanyahu, are trying to work 
out an alliance while also bat- 
tling each other to lead the 
Likud Party into the country's 
next general election 

The ballot must be held be- 
fore next November but could 
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be brought forward to caHy 
next year if Sharon resigns or 
if his fragile coalition collapses 
in the coming days or weeks 

That could plunge Israel in 
to even more turmoil as tlie Is 
raeli Palestinian conflict drags 
on and with a U.S. war with 
Iraq on the hon/.on 

In the complex rivalry be 
tween Shan)n and Netanyahu, 
both stressed their efforts to 
resolve the current political 
crisis, and played down any 
suggestion they were jockeying 
(or advantage in the next elec 
tion 

"I told (Sharon) that I'll be 
happy to serve as foreign niin 
isler on condition that we go 
to early elections," Netanyahu 
told Israeli television 

'The right thing is to inmic 
diately go to new elections," he 
added, predicting that l.ikud 
would double its current 1*) 
seats in the parliament 

Sharon ^anls Netanyahu in 



the govcmmcnl, a develop- 
ment that could help stabihze 
the coalition. 

In addition. Netanyahu 
would presumably be subject 
to the discipline of Cabinet de- 
cisions, rather than having the 
freedom to criticize the gov- 
ernment from the oul.sidc. 

Sharon "praised the deci- 
sion in principle by Mr Ne- 
tanyahu to join his govern 
rncnt," the prime minister's 
ofhce said in a statement. 

Netanyahu's demand for 
early elections was "being ex 
amiped," Sharon's office 
added 

Netanyahu could harm his 
image if he flatly refused to 
join the government at a mo- 
ment of crisis 

Hut analysts said he is re 
luctant to serve under Sharon 
as the race for party leader in- 
tensifies 

Sharon is the current t.ikud 
leader, but a party primary 
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must be held before the next 
general election 

Stmie polls have shown Nc- 
lanvahu winning a head-to- 
be.id contest 

He would then be posi 
tioncd to become the next 
prime minister, according to 
the polls thai show Likud win- 
ning the largest number seals 
in the next election 

In Israel's chronically un- 
stable political system, the 
winner of any election will 
have to work out alliances 
with a host of smaller parties. 
Such governments regularly 
fall, and the country has had 
five prime ministers in the past 
seven years. 

Sharon's broad-based coali- 
tion government lost its major 
ity in parliament last week 
when the moderate I^bor Par- 
ty, the largest single faction, 
quit over a dispute about fund- 
ing to (ewish settlements in the

Although both Martin and Goehring

Jensen had 14 kills on a 462 hitting 
percentage, extending a streak of her 
own to 12 straight double-digit kill 
matches 

"Our team is \\.mt on a roll right 
now." Jensen said "Everyone is playing 
well, and it takes m people to be great 
out there. It takes ihe pass, and it takes 
the set Everybody just played well 
tonight"

The Tint brick has been 
laid for what players hope to 
be a repeat of 2001. 

K-State won its first game 
of the season Saturday in 
Bramlage Coliseum. 110-63. 
in an exhibition match 
against Team Concept, a team 
composed of former colliege 
players who now play either 
in the WNBA or overseas 

Coach Oeb Patterson said 
it'* great to have Ihe first 
game under Ihe team's belt, 
bul there are some improve- 
ments that need to be made 

"The first thing that comes 
to mind is our defensive ad- 
juitments - the individual ac 
countability in making adiust- 
ments," she said 

Team Concept shot eight 
of 22 from outside the three 
point arch. 

Team Concept's Reyna 
Portenbcrry went toe to toe 
with three-point threat Laurie 
Koehn by sinking four of six 
three -pointers 

"That is something we can 
do very quickly." Patterson 
said "We just need to adjust 
to the opponent's offense." 

The second thing Patterson 
said she wants to improve is 
the number of turnovers 
K-State had 19 on Saturday 

"Tonight we tried to do loo 
much too soon," Patterson 
said "That's a timing element 
and a familiarity element" 

However, Patterson said 
she was pleased with a Cat 
defense that held Team Con 
cept to 52 -percent shooting 

The Cats also totaled 38 
defensive rebounds, eight 
blocks and six steals 

Koehn, who led K-Statc In 
treys during her (mhman 
campaign with 122, started 
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slowly in the first half, hitting 
only one of six attempts. 

But she came out firing in 
the second half, hitting four 
of five outside the arch 

Friday night was like 
Christmas Eve. Koehn said 
The whole team was excited 
to get back on the court. 

Overall. Koehn was nine of 
15 from the field, including 
five for 1 1 three pointers, to- 
taling 23 points 

She said the credit should 
be given to her teammates 

"I was getting wide-open 
looks from what (Nicole 
Ohide and Kendra Wecker) 
were doing." Koehn said 
"They're collapsing, and then 
kicking the ball out They are 
giving me open shots ' 

Wecker said she had a lot 
of great passes from her team- 
mates, accounting for her 14 
of 20 field goals and 31 
points J 

"The way our offense 
works, if it works right, we 
are going to get some easy 
looks." Wecker said 

It did work Saturday night, 
under the leadership of Weck- 
er, Patterson said 

She said Wecker played a 
lead role in the contest, and 
the other players fed off her 
leadership 

"Kendra asserted herself so 
effectively tonight." Patterton 
said. "She was extremely ac 
live going to the board That 
made her an even better play- 
er tonight" 

Patterson said Wecker was 
not the only active one Satur-

OhIde played well 

OhIde went six of 10 from 
the field and eight of 1 1 from 
the line for 20 total points 
She proved that she not only 
can play hard, but she also 
can dish the ball to open 
players 

OhIde had nine assists dur- 
ing the game 

Thai will be a tremendous 
asset for the Cats when they 
face stronger teams, Patterson 
said. 

"If she comes off the floor 
with nine assists, other teams 
are going to pay if they pay 
too much attention to her," 
she said 

OhIde also led the team 
with 15 rebounds, a big part 
of what it takes to be a top 
team. Patterson said 

As a team, the Cats to- 
taled 58 rebounds, 20 on of- 
fense and 38 on defense. Pat- 
terson said that kind of ball 
control is exactly what 
K-State wants 

"We were very effective in 
getting into an aggressive 
flow," Patterson said "Wc 
moved the ball and were at- 
tack oriented."

best album since 

'Boys for Pele' 



Conceptiiul afbuim arc risky gambles Un musi- 
cians, but I his one pays oH for Ton Amos 

"Scarlet's Walk" finds Amos telling the story of a 
fictional character's Kerouac-esquc journey across 
the United States The album is artistic, eloquent 
and dense, but it can come off as pretentious for 
n on -Amos fans. 

That won't he much of a surprise for fans who 
have followed her through albums like the loosely 
conceptual "Roys for Pele" and the strict confines of 
"Strange Little Girl " "Scarlet's Walk* is her mo«l 
ambitious and complex concept yet 

In "Strange LitlJe Girl," Amos created fictional 
character vignettes by covering songs written by 
men in a new way. If thai album was a bundle of 
short stories, "Scarlet's Walk" is the equivalent of a 
novel. 

Track two, "A Sorta Fairy Tale," 
is the first single from (he album, 
and is a perfect introduction into 
this modem American fairy tale 
told in 18 tracks Where •'Little 
Earthquakes" and "Under the 
Pink" told Amos' personal stones, 
this album tells the story of someone else, Scarlet, 
and literally maps the trajectory of the change that 
comes over her throughout her idumey. 

The album sleeve includes lyrics, pictures of 
Amos as Scarlet in different parts of the country 
and a map The map shows the exact route of the 
character's journey according to the song that tells 
each part of the story. 

To put it lightly, this is an album you'll need to

Starting with "From the Choirgirl Hotel" Amos 
started to explore new ways of approaching songs 
The studio disc of "To Venus and Back" was an ab- 
stract experiment that yielded mixed results and a 
lukewarm reception "Scarlet's Walk" combines the 
styles Amos used in her first three albums. 

The song structures are reminiscent of "Under 
the Pink," and "Little Earthquakes," most notably so

on album opener "Amber Waves" and "Taxi Ride," 
but the album is u 74 minute linear experience in 
the style o( "Boys for Pele" ' 

The result is exciting. It combines the best in 
Amos' original styles but pushes her artistry further 
without becoming a repeal of things she has done in 
the past. Amos' personal life has become a relatively 
happy one, with a child and a husband, so instead 
of fabricating pain fur art to recreate "Little Karth- 
quakes," she becomes a story-teller 

Besides that, the album has its own song gems, 
such as the melodic ballad "Your Cloud " 

Amos fans will quickly lake to this album How- 
ever, It might he advisable for those new to the red- 
headed siren to at least listen to "Little Earth- 
quakes" before taking on this work 

"Scarlet's Walk" serves as a testament to Amos' 
artistic longevity 10 years after her debut, and it is 
her best album since "Boys for Pele."

The reiently completed 
schuol study provides a good 
tatjjei for "suitable education" 
fundroK in Kansas I am com 
mitted to reaching the targeted 
funding level as quickly as pus 
sibte and then adjusting the 
numbers annually in order to 
avoid past mistakes Addition- 
ally, local districts should be 
allowed, within constitutional 
parameters, to enhance fund 
ing locally. 

We must al.M) address the 
fact that Kansas ranks 41sl out 
of 30 states in teacher salaries. 



As much u possible, new 
school dollus need to be di 
reeled to recruit, reward and 
retain quality teachers. 

I'he next governor of 
Kansas must use I be power of 
the ufHce, the power of persua 
sion. and if necessary, the 
power of the veto, to ensure 
public education is funded ad 
equately in every budget 
That's the state's responsibility, 
and if the job is dune, il re 
duces the pressure on local 
communities. 

The funding of quality 
schools in Kansas may deter- 
mine the economic future of 
our slate in the 21 si century 
There is no higher priority for 
our tax dollars and no greater 
commitment for the next gov- 
ernor 

1. Are you willing to raiie 
taxes to fund education'^' If 
not, how do you propose lu 
get the needed money? 

I believe il is inappropriate 
to discuss a tax increase until 
we have reviewed how our 
state government is run It has 
been almost two decades since 
any review of state govemmeni 
was completed to look for 
waste and inefrKiencies.

All Kaid. K State amassed a 
little less than 200 yards of to 
tal offense for the quarter and 
had a 30-0 lead. 

Fullback Travis Wilson said 
the start K- Slate got off to was 
about as grjod as a person can 
ask for. 



"When we came out, we 
had a lot of intensity and just 
wanted to smack them in the 
mouth," he said "We seemed 
to du that, and that helped us 
get a jump up in the game and 
get some points on the board " 

And it only got worse for 
the {ayhawks in the second 
quarter 

K State's offense added 11 
more points to its already 
blow-out total before half-time, 
as the defense didn't allow 
Kansas to get past its own 40 
yard line 

ITie (ayhawks settled for just 
14 total yards and tw(» first 
downs in the hall 

Coach Bill Snyder said his 
team played very well to start 
the game, 

"We played well on oRense, 
played well on defense, played 
well on special teams. We 



played hard and played with 
emotion. The execution was 
good for the first half of the 
ballganie. and that's about all a 
coach can ask for," he said. 

"I think our football team 
had a lot to do with it Our 
football team played well. I 
know Ihe University of Kansas, 
without their No. 1 quarter 
back, that makes a lot of differ 
encc in the game as well But 
we still could have come out 
and laid an egg like we did in 
Baylor, but our youngsters 
chose not to, and I was ex 
tremcly proud of them because 
of that." 

With the No 2s playing the 
majority of the second half, 
Snyder said they were trying to 
keep the game moving, while

The No 1 offense did have 
the first series of the third 



quarter and was able to punch 
it jn for six when [Jarren Spro- 
les scampered 2fi yards for the 
score.

According to xuwu'campmsafetyoTg, 
the Campus Sex Crimes [Prevention Act 
was enacted Oct 28. 2000 The acts 
purpose was to provide names of con- 
victed, registered sex- offenders enrolled 
as students at institutions of higher edu- 
cation, or working or volunteering on 
campus. 

The act took effect Oct. 28, 2002. Ac 



cording to the Web site, changes re- 
quired that state procedures ensure that 
this registration information is promptly 
made available to law enforcement agen- 
cies with jurisdiction where the institu- 
tions of higher education are located and 
that it is entered into the appropriate 
state records or data systems 

Mellgren said students can come to 
campus police in Kd wards Hall and ask 
for the sex-offender list to see if there are 
offenders in the surounding community 
Information and photographs for regis- 
tered sex -offend en are also available on- 
line at aiMc access Aow.va.tors 

Mellgren said that although the list 
provides names, students can never be 
loo careful. 

"Sc]« offenses are listed in the KBI, 
which tries to segregate them out to 
identify with different universities," he 
said "But people move around and it's 
hard to keep an accurate account Once 
the list is posted, it could be accurate to- 
day but it could change tomorrow"

Jaily adjuslments" 

For exampk, when Al Deeb 
eats at a restaurant, he has lo 
check if ihe food is free of all 
pork products before ordering 
He never had to worry about 
tliis in his Islamic homeland. 

The Muslim Student Associ- 
ation at K-Statc helps students 
through these adjustments, 
MSA president Ersel Obiiz, 
«aid. 

"Even though the environ- 
ment is very tolerant, we need 
to be together to really fee! Ihe 
essence of our religion," Obuz, 
doctorate candidate in food 
science, said 

Speaking for the MSA, 
Obuz added I hat they are glad 
to be part of the Manhattan 
community 

With the events of Sept. 11 
resulting in negative attention 
for Islam, Al-Deeb was not 
one to shy away from his be 
liefs. He describes the inci- 
dents as misrepresentations of 
Islam and lakes every opportu 
nity lo correct any miscon- 
ceived ideas people might have 
about his religion 

"I am proud to be a Mus- 
lim," Al-Dech said "After Sept 
11, I didn't hide, 1 stood up 
and talked. I know there is 
nothing to be ashamed of" 

Al-Deeb also explained 
that the mistreatment of 
women in Middle Eastern and 
Asian countries has nothing to 
do with the Islam religion but 
IS the result of thousand -year- 



old cultures and traditions. 

Mohamed Awadallah, doc- 
toral candidate in electrical en- 
gineering and a Muslim, en- 
courages people who are 
interested in Islam >o 'Tind Ihe 
right source and not rely on 
someone who might be misin 
formed about Islam 

"Talk to a practicing Mus- 
lim or read a translation of the 
Quran," he said 

Al-Decb described the reli 
gion of Islam as practical and 
simple, but not shallow To 
share the basic ideas of Islam, 
Al-Deeb related it to the col 
lege setting, comparing life to 
taking a test. 

"The Quran is the required 
text (or the lest," Al Deeb said 
"Muhammad is the teacher 
He makes the book 
clear and is a perfect 
example of living your 
life as a Muslim" 

Al-Deeb added thai 
it is important to know 
that Muhammad was [ust 
a man, which means tha 
truly following the Quruo 
is humanly possible because 
the prophet Muhammad 
achieved it in his lifetime 

This is why Muslims model 
their lives after Muhammad to 
pass the test of life, he says 

"By the time we die, that is 
it - test over," Al-Deeb said 
"Then, at the time of judgment, 
our good deeds are weighed 
against our bad deeds, and we 
will live forever in paradise or 
the hell lire"

Sniper on campus ^kills' 10; leaves campus in shock

It's been nearly Iwn weekii kukx 
one of the worst «ierial killinc 
sprees i)n rctorti ended in Wash 
inglun, IJC While the (.apture ol 
the alleged sniper cui)lintie!> to t-'oal 
the newspapers with the tniraveliii^ 
of information, city residents are

Thai's in Wa.ihington, DC 
Twelve hundred miles away in 
Manhattan. Kan , little changed 
when the shooting's started, and 111 
tie has changed now 

Inspired by the Washiniiton 
sniper, I decided to go on a killing 
spree of my own Armed with a 
tape recorder in the pocket of iny 
leather jacket, t sel out across cam 
pus, scorching for viclimsi My 
spree covered five days beginning 
with the day aflcr the capture of 
the sniper and ending the follow 
ing Tuesday. In all. I amassed lU 
victims 

The response I received was a 
little more shocking to even me 
than I had expected The students, 
and even the few teachcns tn 
whom I had said. You have just 
been shot," gave rtie looks of sur- 



prise and words of shock 

Despite the surprise of most. 
none of the people I 
stopped and talked to 
GalHlal HuglMi biid considered the possi- 
bility of such a random 
act on the KState cam 
pus I was able to chatigc a few 
minds, but not all of them 

The victims I chose wore mostly 
students I tried lo approach leach 
ers and adults, but I hey seemed the 
least humored by what I was trying 
to do. 

Apparently, a lape recorder can 
be as deadly as a gun 

1 found most of my victims 
walking alone Twice I selected 
ihcm in pairs, but only i( there was 
no one else around 1 generally 
stayed away from the cover of 
trees, under tlie shadow of a tall 
campus building, where a sniper 
might loom, because I didn't want 
anyone else lo sec what 1 was do 
mg 

A couple of times, I tried to se 
lect a victim in a parking lot How 
ever, parking security became curi- 
ous as lo the nature of my standing 
around. 

t learned that being a sniper is 
not easy 

My hours were between 4 p.m 
and 6 p ni , when the popuJation 
was a little less dense StalisUcally, 
serial killers tend to stay within 
their own racial lines I didn't 
choose victtnu according lo gender 



or race, although only one was a 
minority 

Even after being selected, many 
continued to shake their heads and 
said that I hadn't changed their 
minds at all, or perhaps just a little 
A few were even annoyed that I 
would stop them 

Aside from the select few, the 
number that had never stopped to 
think about it before, despite how 
serious the issue, surprised me 

We seem to isolate ourselves in 
what is familiar If something does 
not directly affect our routine or 
livelihood, we feign ignorance. 
most often unknowingly, because 
frankly, ignorance is bliss 

Thai ignorance can make us de- 
sensitized and unaware. 

Can you name any one of the 
victims in the sniper shooting'* Did 
you ever read the list of victims 
that died in the Sept 1 1 attacks'' 

I hope I've been able to change 
your mind about a few things 
Even if you were not one of the 
perstms 1 approached on campus, 
perhaps the headline was enough 
lo catch your attention Reducing 
ignorance, by putting ourselves in 
lite situation, can reduce uncertain- 
ty. 
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Nurturing occupations deserve salary increases, respect of peers 



If you ask a 
chJId "What is the 
must important job 
in the world?" you 
can expect a pre- 
dictable answer like 
a lawyer, doctor or 
politician. What 
you wouldn't ex 
pcct is for the child to respond 
with the answer of itay-al- 
home mom or kindergarten 
teacher. 

Western society has a very 
clear idea about which occupa- 
(Jons are important and which 
are not. The positions com- 
monly thought of as important 
have certain qualities 

TTiey are asiociated with ad- 
vwiccd education, power, pres 
tige, wealth and masculinity 
But is merit accurately being 
reflected in these practices? 

Tlie answer is no Positions 
associated with nurturing and 
traditionnl ideas nf femininity 
are not valued highly We un- 
dermine the importance of the 
people who directly care for 
the more vulnerable members 
of society, while inflating the 
importance of people who are 
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individualistic and 
only work toward 
their own gain This 
reflects an underly- 
ing bias in conven 
lional ideas about 
gender. 

Before the femi 
nist movement, men 
and women had very specific 
occupational roles 

Women maintained the 
home and cared for the family, 
while men worked and earned 
a living Basically, women nur 
tured and men conquered. To- 
day, the increased number of 
women receiving an education 
and entering the workforce has 
caused a change. 

When women first began to 
infiltrate the workforce, they 
were confined to positions that 
were deemed 'appropriate" 
and "ladylike " "This meant pri 
marily nursing, teaching or sec- 
retarial pnsitjcms Over the 
years, women have advanced, 
but the positions that are still 
seen as women's work contin- 
ue lo be underpaid and under- 
valued. 

I'm not simply saying that 



women do not receive the 
salaries they deserve, although 
it's true. My claim applies tc;^ 
both men and women who 
have chosen positions that di- 
rectly nuriure the members of 
our society, who require such 
assistance. At the moment, 
there just happen to be more 
women than men who have 
chosen these roles 

However, these men and 
women are not receiving the 
salaries or respect they deserve. 

If we want to think of our 
society as merit based, then we 
must ask if people are receiving 
salaries that reflect the merit of 
their work. Everyone talks 
about how underpaid teachers 
are, especially those who work 
with the youngest and most im- 
pressionable age groups. 

Nursing home employees 
are another cjcample of an ex- 
tremely underpaid group. They 
do difficult work, care for the 
senior members of our society, 
work long hours and receive 
very little monetary compensa- 
tion or respect 

It amazes me to think that 
advertising executives are paid 



millions lo create new wayi to 
dupe the American pubhc inio 
buying things they do not nooti, 
while the people we entrust 
our children and elders to are 
making barely enough to stip- 
port their own families 

The root of the monetary in 
equity is found in the altitiMlcs 
about these occupations liow 
often is the stay at-home par- 
ent considered truly successful ' 

The only way to rectify thts 
situation is to make an eCTovl lo 
change nur attitudes about nur 
turing roles. If a friend exprcn 
es his or her desire to one day 
be a full-time parent, do not 
lament the waste of his or her 
undergraduate degree. 

Don't assume that people 
who can't do, teach. If they 
didn't teach, nobody would be 
able to do anything Value the 
people in the behind- the -sceiK's 
support ^tems who allow 
those in the limelight to shine. 
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Bill to improve Fort Riley 
awaiting final approval

Afler the approval of a $(i8 
milliun bill to improve Purl Ri 
ley, the bill is now being 
processed and is in its second 
phase. 

The Military Cons I ruction 
Appropriations Act was ap- 
proved by Congress in Oclober 
and is currently wailinji for au 
thorization, Christie Vanover, a 
Port Riley spokeswoman, said 

"Although the apprupriu- 
tions have been approved, Ihe 
authorization has not been," 
she said "It's not locked in sol 
id that these will definitely be 
happening" 

When authorized, the bill 
would allow Port Riley to up 
grade in a number of areas, in 
eluding S41 million for u na 
lional guard maintenance 
facility and new barracks nn 
the Infantry Drive East 

"The facility will upgrade 
equipment indoors." Vanover 
said. "It will help the prolonged 
life of equipment and in turn 
saves the taxpayers' money" 

However, while the Fori Ri- 
ley appropriations bill passed, 
Congress denied a Manhattan 
airport expansion request 

"There were some differ 
cnces from the House and the 
Senate side," said John Arm- 
brust, head of military issues 
for the Manhattan Area Cham 
ber of Commerce 

If the e.tpansion request had 
passed. Armbrust said. Fort Ri 
ley would have benefited. 

"With the expansion, there 
would be more airplanes to 
land for deployments and ma- 
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jor exercise, and they would be 
able to fly out of Fort Riley in 
stead of going to Topeka," he 
said. 

Although the request was 
denied, the airport expansion 
will be a topic of discussion for 
the 2008 fiscal year Armbrust 
and local olTicials will be work- 
ing to move this date up 

"We've already started to 
discuss how we'll approach it 
next year." he said "We just 
have to work with them and 
sec what other priorities (here 
are and see how it fits in Ihe 
overall picture" 

While city officials will be 
working with the stale on the 
airport expansion. Fort Riley is 
concentrating on the future of 
the bill and the additional re- 
quest of an Urban Operations 
Combined Arms Collective 
Training Facility 

'llie facility, which would al- 
low soldiers to train in an ur- 
ban like environment, has been 
approved in its first phase and 
has moved to the second 

" Tliis will be u facility where 
they can do urban -style train- 
ing, like a village complex with 
a residential and business dis- 
trict," she said. "Soldiers will 
train in an urban environment. 
since not all of their battles are 
fought in the field" 

With the approval of the ap- 
propriations bill. Fort Riley offi 
cials arc hoping not only to 
benefit their soldiers, but sur- 
rounding communities as well 

"This helps build morale, 
and obviously if our soldiers 
are better taken care of, our 
community is better," Vanover 
said 



Media critic speaks out about industry's practices, judgement

Norman Solomon, who 
used to work in the main- 
stream media, now challenges 
mainstream practices as a me- 
dia critic 

On Monday evening, 
Solomon, a syndicated colum- 
nist, spoke in Forum Hall to 
the pubhc on 'Media and 
Democracy: The Unfulfilled 
Promise." 

The Lou Douglas Lecture 
Series brought Solomon, who 
lives in San Francisco, Calif, 
to K-Statc 

The event was co -sponsored 
by UPM Community Learning 
Center and the AQ Miller 
School of foumalism and Mass 
Communications 

"Describe what happens - 
give the reader Ihe chance to 
make their own assumptions." 
Solomon said 

Solomon made an impres- 
sion on Danya Morris, junior 
in public relations 

"He proposed a lot of good 
questions that typically you 
don't hear." Morris said after 
attending the speech. 

She said the principles of 
critical thinking and'challeng- 
ing what Ihe mainslream me- 
dia stale arc two concepts she 
will lake home from 
Solomon's speech. 

"He's a very effective speak 
er in his delivery and in his in- 
sight to different areas that I 
didn't think aboul before," she 
said 

In his speech, Solomon 
used KKSU-AM 580. "the 
voice of Kansas State Universi- 
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ty," which used to be a univer- 
sity-owned radio station but is 
now commercially owned, as 
an example of large corpora- 
tions taking control of smaller 
businesses. 

"KKSU is a tragedy," 
Solomon said "People have lo 
defend what they have or they 
lose it" 

Solomon also spoke about 
the importance of journalistic 
accuracy He is Ihe executive 
director of the Institute for 
Public Accuracy. 

Solomon also addressed the 
US view on terrorism 

He said that when a foreign 
country attacks the Uniled 
Stales, it is considered terror 
ism, but if the United Slates at- 
tacks that country in relum, ii 



is considered retaliation 

"The Afghanistan villagers 
who were killed were just as 
innocent as those who went lo 
work on Sept 1 1," he said 

Oavin Heathtock, setiior in 
political science and market- 
ing, said he wished he could 
have written down some of 
Solomon's speech 

"It was absolutely fabulous," 
he said "He didn't only attack 



(he media - he attacked the 
whole problem that media it. 
resp()ndcnl to ratings" 

Solomon concluded his 
speech by reminding students, 
that the future is theirs 

"History is not something 
consumed - it is made all the 
lime by what we do and don't 
do," he said "In part, what 
happens in the future is up to 
you."

;be beneficial, especially after 
;the city's decrease in economic 
^developments. 

'. In the past couple of years, 
;lhcre has been a population de- 
cline of a little mure than 6 
Itercent. he said. In addition, 
eity officials have seen a de- 
cline of more than 10 percent 
in USD 383, which covers the 
Khools of Manhattan and sur 
^rounding communities. 

"We're a big supporter be- 
cause there arc a lot of eco 
nomic concerns that face this 
County," he said "We feel we 
need to do something to jump- 
Btart the economy." 

The proposed improvements 
to county roads and bridges 
could help the city's failing 
economy as well, Butler said 

"For economic development, 
you have to have good roads to 
set people lo their jobs and 
nave commerce occur," Butler 
said ''That's a key part to ecu- 
nomic development " 

While Butler strongly sup- 
ports the half -cent tax increase, 
he does realize the confusion 
and debates among county resi- 
dents. 

"The key element in Ihc 
confusion is that the voters said 
they want a sunset to the sales 
tax, and there is a sunset." he 



said "They also wanted tn 
make sure that the money 
would go to the purposes listed 
on the ballot, and they are go- 
ing to do that," 

In addition, Butler said 
some residents have been ton- 
fused about when the half cent 
tax increase will take place if 
passed. 

"This is not going to be an 
increase in the sates tax in 
Manhattan and Riley County,' 
he said 

"This sales tax will only go 
into effect after the new Law 
Enforcement Center expires 
That is key." 

Commissioner concerns 

City C'drnniissiiitTi.T Brad 
Everett is concerned when it 
comes to the description of the 
tax increase on the ballot 

(le said he feels that the 
words on the ballot will be the 
deciding factor of whether or 
not the box i<^ checked 

"I'm supportive to tlic devcl 
opment, but I'm just a little 
leery of the language that's pro- 
vided on the ballot," he said 

In addition to the ballot, 
Everett said he is worried 
about the division of the tax 
money between the county and 
the city 

"The county has publicly 
come out and said they do not 



want to come out and spend 
another dollar outside of coun- 
ty lines," he said. "I feel very 
uncomfortable by what's been 
said about not wanting to see 
dollars spent outside this exist- 
ing county Manhattan has to 
think larger than just from city 
limit to city limit." 

Everett also said he was 
against letting an economic 
project fail 

"I was opposed to having it 
go back and have an economic 
development go down in de 
feat," he said. 

While Everett said the city 
should consider how to in- 
crease economic development, 
he believes that the sales tax is 
another expansion from the 
one for the L,aw Enforcement 
Center 

"Once we'vL- fuiniled our 
obligations in paying that off 
and sale& tax drops back down, 
we're simply reenacting anoth- 
er sales tax to go back on," he 
said "I simply think U's a con- 
tinuation" 

However, with all of his 
concerns, Everett does foresee 
the bill eventually parsing. 

"I think ii will pass, but it's 
just like a lot of Senate elec- 
tions," he said. 

"It's anybody's guess, but 
I'm just going on what J have 
been seeing"

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Eating disorders often signs of 
underlying emotional problems

At 5 feet 8 inches, she 
weighed 87 pounds 

The nerves in her heart were 
starting lo unravel, and her 
pulse was so low it sel off heart 
alarms when she slept Her 
heart rate was only 30 beats 
per minute The average is 70. 

Lisa, a senior in family stud- 
ies who wished lo remain 
anonymous, was anorexic and 
about to die. 

She was just 14 

Depression and suicidal 
thouRhts consumed her She 
was not getting along with her 
parents, and she wanted some 
control She found it through 
food restriction 

"It became a control thing," 
Lisa said. "I felt very out of 
control with most things, bul 1 
thought, I can control this" 

She said she sought ulten- 
tion from her parents, and her 
eating disorder accomplished it 
When she was sick, they paid 
attention to her It was her way 
of expressing her feelings, be- 
cause she did nut know how to 
express (hem verbally 

"I wanted my parents to see 
how bud I fell," Lisa said. "1 
didn't think they were listening, 
so I wanted to show them how 
bad I felt on the inside" 

She was a perfectionist, she 
said, and she was good at dis- 
guising her disorder 

Though she stopped eating 
to get attention, it developed 
into her coping mechanism for 
family stress 

Dorinda Lambert, associate 
director with Lafcne Counsel 
ing Services, said eating disor- 
ders often are a sign of underly- 
ing problems 

"When a person might be 
presented with the symptoms of 
an eating disorder, it's likely re 
ally highlighiing that there's 
lots of other things going on," 
l.,ambert said. 

Family problems arc one of 
many things Often, it's a dis- 
torted body image 

Lambert said people with 
eating disorders often express 
their feelings through their dis- 
orders because they do not 
know how to share them di 
recllv- 
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"It's a way to try lo deal 
with things." Lambert said "Us 
not effective It's destructive, 
but it's how they try lo deal 
with things" 

There are three main types 
of eating disorders: anorexia 
nervosa, bulimia nervosa and 
binge eating disorder 

People with anorexia ner- 
vosa starve themselves in order 
lo lose weight. They have an in- 
tense, irrational fear of body fat 
and weight gain. They become 
obsessed with food and are de 
termined to become thin - 
even to the point of emaciation. 

"They believe they are very 
fat, but people who look at 
them can see that they risk 
their health and life because 
they are so thin," I.,ambert said 

Dianna Schalles, registered 
dietitian with Nutrition Ser- 
viceii at Lafene hlealth Center, 
said anorexics will chew gum - 
just lo be chewing - or they 
will drink diet beverages so the 
carbonation will Till them up 
They attempt to eliminate all 
calories from their diets 

People who suffer from bu- 
limia nervosa also tend lo have 
poor perceptions of their bod 
ies However, they do not com 
pletely restrict their diets In- 
stead, they binge eat and then 
purge Typical purging methods 
are vomiting, laxatives, diuret- 
ics and exercise Bulimics want 
to Ho anything possible to rid 
their bodies of calories they 
take in 

Schalles said it is a miscon- 
ception, though, that laxatives 
can prevent weight gain The 
body absorbs mi>sl nutrients 
from the food by the lime the 
laxative works Therefore, the 
"weight loss" is actually water 
loss, or dehydration 

Schalles said family prob- 
lems, low-self esteem and cer- 
tain personality traits can pre- 
dispose someone to developing 
an eating disorder 



She said anorexics tend to 
be perfectionists who like to be 
in control of everything They 
axe secretive about their disor- 
ders, and until a certain point, 
do not feel they have a prob 
tcm. 

Bulimics tend to be impul 
give and often are more up 
front about their disorders 
They know their behavior is ab 
normal, but they want to lose 
weight 

People with a binge eating 
disorder usually are very aware 
they have a problem Binge 
eaters consume massive 
amounts of food, but they do 
not purge. 

While eating disorders can 
occur among men, about <)0 
percent of documented cases 
occur in adolescent and young 
women, according to the Na 
tional Institute of Mental 
lleakh 

Schalles said most eating 
disorders begin during adoles- 
cence That is a crucial lime be 
cause of body image and influ 
ential peer groups 

Schalles said treating an eat 
ing disorder includes seeing a 
psychologist, a physician and a 
nutritionist The pivotal mo 
menl in treaiment is when the 
person realizes he or she has a 
problem and decides to seek 
help. 

Lisa decided to seek help af- 
ter seeing a picture of herself at 
HI pounds 

"I freaked out," she said "I 
thought, 'I do not look like this. 
This is disgusting,'" she said 

It looked like she had can 
cer, she said, like she was dying 
- which she was. 

Today, Lisa said she nu 
longer struggles with the disor- 
der Her last hospital visit was 
at the end of eighth grade, and 
she has not struggled with 
anorexia since she started col- 
lege 

"It wasn't easy," she .said "It 
was a goal. I didn't want to 
think about food anymore, so 1 
had lo make it a goal of not 
thinking about it anymore" 

And, she made a decision. 

"There are only two ways it 
is going to end. Vou are either 
going to die, or you will get 
over it.' she said 

Lisa chose the latter.

After years of fumbling 
with contact lenses and has- 
sling; with eye glass prescrip- 
tion changes. Andy Brinker 
was ready for a change in the 
fall of 1999 

"I couldn't see anything," 
Brinker, junior in criminology, 
said. "I was pretty much blind 
without my glasses " 

While investigating differ 
etit vision -correction methods, 
Brinker stumbled upon laser 
in situ keratomileusis 

(LASlKl and an opportunity 
to escape the annoyances ol 
contacts and glasses forever 

"I kind of ended up being u 
guinea pig," Brinker said 

A doctor at The Eye Care 
Center in the Kansas City 
area offered lo perlonn the 
procedure on both of 
Brinker's eyes for $1,000 

During tlirec informational 
meetings, he learned aboul 
the process An opihamnlogisi 
would create a flap ol skin on 
his outer cornea using a mi- 
crokeralnme - similar to a 
motorized knife blade Then, 
a computer-controlled laser 
would remove a small amount 
of corneal tissue rinally, the 
surgeon would replace the 
flap lo its original position 

Despite the use of lasers. 
Brinker said he wasn't afraid 

"Everybody I talked to said 
the doctor was good," he said 
"I was a litde nervous because 
it was something new, but I 
really wasn't scared" 

In less than 15 minutes, 
the surgery was ovn, and af- 
ter a (our hour nap, Brinker 
could see the difference al- 
ready 

"It was nice not to have to 
deal with glasses anymore." he 
said 

Dr Richard Schroeder. an 
opiomelrist at The Eye Doc 
tufs in Manhattan, said 
Brinker's LAS IK success story 
isn'l unique 

"That's the goal - 20-20 vi- 
sion every lime," Schroeder 
said. 

"It's extremely accurate 
The goal is lo reduce depen- 



dence un glasses, and that 
goal is achieved with good 
candidates most all of the 
time li is extremely accurate." 

In fact. Schroeder said, 
nearly nine of 10 LAS IK cases 
are successes. 

'Some people just heal dif 
ferently than others, so there's 
a 10-percent chance of some 
one needing a retreatment," 
he said. "They'll actually 
regress slightly where they 
will need a litUe bit more of 
the procedure, so we go in 
and touch that up" 

Michelle Rosebrough 

knows thai feeling. 

In 1998. Rosebrough, grad 
tiate student in sociology, had 
the procedure done to cut 
down on her $50-per-month 
contact lens bill, 

"I wore disposables, and 
you had to change them every 
two weeks, or you'd end up 
with eye infections," she said 

After her $3,000 LASIK 
surgery in Davenport, Iowa, 
Rosebrough said she could 
notice improved clarity almost 
immediately after the surgery 
But soon her vision began to 
worsen. 

"I went lo an eye doctor 
here, and they showed that 
my vision was a lot worse 
than it had been," she said. "It 
was 20 15 in my left eye and 
20-20 in my right eye. I was 
actually prescribed lo wear 
glasses again." 

As a result, Rosebrough 
will undergo another $400 
surgery during Thanksgiving 
break to correct the previous 
procedure Unlike Brinker 
though, Kosebrough is a littlr 
scared. 

"I'm a little nervous," she 
said "Bul when 1 get it done, 
I'll be so happy not to have 
glasses, not lo have contacts. 
to be able to wake up in the 
morning and see" 

And thai feeling, Brinker 
said, is well worth the wait. 

"If you've got the money, 
it's definitely worth it It was 
something 1 would definitely 
do again, nnd I'm 100 percent 
happy with mine," Brinker 
said, 'i'm absolutely thrilled 
with il"

He likes the break in nio 
nulony that exercise provides 
him, even if it is sometimes 
short. 

"It just gives me more ener- 
gy to do things," Bloomer, ju 
nior in business, said. "I just 
get 8 source of accomplishment 
from exercise It gives me more 
motivation to do thinp." 

Bloomer uses daily work 
outs as a break between a busy 
16 hour class load and a night 
packed with homework. 

He usually goes to the 
Chester E Peters Recreation 
C'omplejt between 4 and 6 p m., 
because it is not as crowded. In 
exercising, he tikes to use a mix 
uf weight training, an anacro 
bic exercise that doesn't use 
oxygen, and jogging, which is 
an aerobic exercise. 

Most of his weight training 
occurs at Ihe Rec Complex 
However, Bloomer said, he en 
joys jogging outside 

Bloomer said he is focuseiJ 
on academics but understands 
he would not be as successful 
without weight tniimng 

"School's first, but t always 
try to have time throughout the 
day to work out." he said. "Af 
lernoons are usually good for 
me I usually go jogging, and 



sometimes I lift weights." 

Manhattan fitness experts 
said students use exercise to re 
lieve stress. With the busy lives 
students lead, tfiey advocate an 
hour of exercise three times a 
week including both aerobic 
and anaerobic exercises 

"A good workout is 20 min- 
utes of aerobic activity, using 
citlier walking or an elliptical 
trainer," said Lindsay Hard- 
wick, Wellness Center fitness 
instructor at the Rec Complex 
"The rest of the time is 30 to 
40 minutes doing total body 
circuit training." 

The center offers three levels 
of circuit training beginning, 
intermediate and advanced It 
also offers free consultations, 
where clients set up an ap-

~If they can't get a full 
workout in, at least that ab 
workout is doing something It 
is a legitimate workout 
though," he said. 

The lunchtime abdominal 
workouts might be the latest 
trend in exercise. In the last 
few years, TacBo has grown in 
popularity Pilates, an exercise 
program that improves muscle 
control flexibility and control. 
was also a fad flardwick said 
she doesn't see a trendy fxer 
else in 2002. ll is just stressing 
aerobic and anaerobic sctivi 
ties. 

Btuonier said he doesn't in 
corporate trendy exercises into 
his workouts.

Pal Ryan likes muscles. 

That's why Ryan, senior in 
public relations, takes crea 
tine, protein, energy pills and 
night-time recovery pills to 
help improve them. He also 
uses these supplements be- 
cause he has participated in 
professional bodybuilding 
shows He said he credits 
much of his success (o his reg- 
imen. 

Ryan said he's been using 
supplements religiously for 
four years. 

"I've always been interested 
in growth," he said "Supple- 
ments reward ynu for your 
hard work. They kind of give 
you a needed edge to help you 
get belter." 

He said he's noticed bene 
fits from the supplements in- 
cluding more strength and sta- 
mina Kyan said he takes 
creatine for six weeks and 
then takes two weeks off. He 
said (his period is important 
so his body doesn't become 
too accustomed to the crea- 
tine. 

"During the break, I notice 
1 don't have quite as much en 
crgy," he said. "I definitely no 
tice a difference" 

Barbara Lohse Knous, asso- 
ciate professor of human nu- 
trition, said that although diet 
is the No. I way to get nutri- 



ents, there has been research 
that says one multivitamin 
each day might be healthy. 

"The thought is that it 
might pratei;t against disease," 
she said. "It's not a panacea lo 
cure anything. It's directed 
more toward prevention." 

Lohse Knous said it's im- 
portant not lo make a blanket 
slatement about everyone 
needing to take diet supple- 
ments. She said the need 
varies according to lifestyle, 
gender and diet preferences, 
including people who avoid 
animal products. 

"So many foods are forti- 
fied," Lohse Knous said. "You 
have lo be careful because you 
can get way over the recom- 
mended amount You could be 
at risk of taking too much" 

Everyone should remember 
the rules regarding supple- 
ments because they are differ- 
ent from drugs, Lohse Knous 
said 

"Consumers shouldn't as- 
sume all supplements are safe, " 
she said. "Consumers need lo 
show something is unsafe be- 
fore it's investigated They're 
not innocent until proven 
guilty." 

From his experience, Ryan 
said he hasn't noticed any neg- 
ative side cffcctii fie said he 
believes paying attention lo la- 
bels of the products and fol- 
lowing Ihtr dosage amounts is 
important 

"A lot of people are scared 
about these," he said "But you 
really shouldn't have any 
problems if you just follow the 
directions " 

Dianna Schalles. health ed- 
ucator and nutritionist, said 



she cautions people about 
what supplements they're tak 
ing. 

"There just aren't a lot of 
studies out right now at>out 
most of these," she said "Some 
products may feature one lim- 
ited study that shows they 
work, but that's not enough." 

Schalles said there are 
some promising studies about 
creatine, a supplement that 
may delay fatigue in high -in- 
tensity exercise. 

"It does seem to be one 
right now that has some po- 
tential." she said. "It may actu- 
ally help an athlete with the 
intensity of a workout and lo 
do 'one more rep.'" 

F>ramoting and educating 
people about a healthy diet is 
the first thing she advises 
when athletes ask her about 
taking supplements. She said 
supplements won't help if 
someone isn't taking in ade- 
quate calories, protein and 
carbohydrates 

"A lot of the perceived ben- 
efit may come from the place- 
bo effect," she said "But nutri 
tion and training are the 
biggest contributors to success 
- not necessarily supple 
ments." 

Ryan said debate is over- 
played about whether supple 
ments are unfair means to 
contribute to athletic perfor 
mance. 

He said some abuse may 
exist among athletics, but 
much of the cnntrjvi-rsy is fu- 
eled by media hype 

"Supplements do help, but 
they don't do everything," 
Ryan said "It's just that extia 
edge"

As universities across the 
country fight budget cuts and 
scramble to fill faculty vacan- 
cies, people like Terry King, 
College o( Engineering dean, 
have become a commodity. 

King is one of three finalists 
being considered for the Vice 
President of Academic Affairs 
and Provost position at Iowa 
State University, a position 
that opened in May 2002 

Richard Seagrave, chemical 
engineering professor at Iowa 
State and chairman of the 
provost search committee, said 
the 22-membcr search commit- 
tee received more than 100 
nominations. 

"WeVe looked over the ma- 



terial that applicants submitted 
and matched their qualifica 
tions against the university's 
criteria," Seagrave said. "After a 
lot of meetings, we've managed 
to narrow it down to where we 
are now" 

H King is offered and ac- 
cepts the position, il would not 
be his first employment at 
Iowa Slate. He was a faculty 
member for about 15 years, 
part of which he served as 
chair of the Department of 
Chemical Engineering, accord 
ing to an Iowa Stale news re 
leue King said the search 
process it still in early stages. 

The other candidates have 
outstanding credentials and I 
expect the preatdeni of ISU will 
be looking tor specific talents 
in the next provcxiC be said. 



Seagrave said the selection 
process is on schedule, and the 
committee hopes to announce 
a provost by the end of the sec- 
ond week in Oecfinber 

"Hopefully, il will be sooner 
than tiiat. but that has been the 
goal from the beginning," he 
said. 

Seagrave said the three re- 
maining candidates will visit 
Iowa Stale for a two day inter- 
view to meet with students, 
faculty and administration.

Seagrave said the search 
committee, including the grad- 
uate student senate president

K-Statc IVovost [ames Cofi- 
iTian said any speculation 
about King is premature 

"We just have to let the 
process play out," Coffman 
said "II depends on when he 
leaves, or if he leaves - and I 
hope he doesn't. We would 
both likely appoint an interim 
dean and while that person 
served, conduct a national 
search." 

Coalman said if King did 
choose to leave, a search 
wouldn't begin until early ncjct

Unfortunately, Pettibone also had no touch 
with Ihe economic realities of immigration 
One of his radio ads discussed how he wanted 
lo crack down on illegal immigrants and make 
it harder for them to function in Kansas 

He seemed to be under the impression that 
an enormous number of Kansans would be 
happy to take jobs now held by illegal immi- 
grants throughout the slate 

The problem is that there just aren't very 
many people wilting lo take jobs seen as unde 
sirable If Pettibone understood this, he would 
act to encourage legal immigration and find so-

"We think there is growing 
support in the council for a 
strong resolution that makes 
clear to Iraq that it has failed 
to comply in the past, that it 
needs to comply with a tough 
inspection regime, that 
there'll be serious conse 
quences if it doesn't." Bouch- 
er said 

If a consensus should be 
reached, another U.S. official 
said, the next step would be a 
meeting of the United States 
and the four other permanent 



membera of the Security 
Council Britain, France, Rus- 
sia and China 

White House spokesman 
Ari Fleischer was more cau- 
tious. "There are no assur- 
ances about what will happen 
next," he said 

The text has been revised 
to reflect eight weeks of U.S 
diplomacy involving France, 
Russia and other UN Securi- 
ty Council members that ob- 
ject to threatening war 
against Iraq if it should refuse 
to disarm or to cooperate 
with weapons inspectors

Negative effects of video violence debatable

Ciad in a cabana shirt and acid washed jeans, Tommy Verectti 
iprints down the itreel and, trying to evade the authorities, ducks in- 
to a back alley. 

He stumbles upon an unsuspecting pack of gang members Lucki- 
ly, before they can respond, Vcrcetti has already drawn and repeat- 
edly fired his sawed-06 shotgun. 

The smoke clears, and Vercetti is unscathed Ignoring the distant 
sirens, he strolls over to the corpses and picks up 
the leftover money and weapons 

This is one of countless situations you can en- 
counter when playing the recently released video 
game "Grand Theft Auto: Vice City" for PkySta 
tion2 

"Vice City" is the highly anticipated addition iu 
the "Grand Theft Auto" game series developed by 
Rockstar Games The game puts you in the shoes 
of a gangster sent to a Miami-like city to expand a 
crime boss' empire. 

The ^amc, released last week, has already been 
widely embraced by video-game enthusiasts, said 
Brendon Guth, employee at Digital Shelf 

"It has been a very high -demand game," Guth, 
graduate student in history, said T think it's pop- 
ular because it's one of those games that puts peo- 
ple in a role that they know they can't fulfill " 

In the past decade, video games have progres- 
sively taken the brunt o( the news media's atten 
tion when it comes to explaining the increasing 
amount of tragically violent events The most sig 
nificant event to be related to video-game violence 
was the Columbine High School shootings in 
April i'^'i, where the shooters were big fans of 
the first- person shooter game "Doom" 

"I personally don't really buy into the idea that 
videa games are Id blame." Guth said "Movies are 
for worw as far as graphic depiction of the crime 
world, or killing in general 1 Ihink that if pareni.'i 
do their job, then cverytiiing should work out 
fine" 

He said that he has rented several copies of vi- 
olent video games to parents renting for children 
He added that even though the game has more il 
legal activity as well as violent action, his store 
has sold 10 copies ol "Vice City" to parents pur- 
chasmg il for children 

In the I99t)s, Congress applied pressure to the 
video game industry so that parents aren't entirely 
in the dark Tlie Bntertaininent Software Rating 
Board (ESRB), established in September 1494, is 
an independent rating council thai rales games. 
The voluntary board was designed to give consumers information 
about games based on content 

The ESBB was formed after the increase of gor>* violence in video 
games such as "Street Fighter 2 " and 'Mortal Kombal" Most contro- 
versial violent video games have received the rating of "M" for ma- 
ture 'Ihis means the content in suitable lor people 17 and older and 
contains material that is violent, with possible sexual themes. 

Still, thousands of concerned parents and researchers continue to 
wonder if violent video games are giving iheir children the wrong 
impressions 

Along with the creation of the BSRB, several psychologists have 
initiated studies to see the results and consequences of children's ex-

posure to violence Family Studies and Human Resources professor 
John Murray is one local authority who has investigated the results 
of media violence on children 

"There's a lot of research on media violence, which deals mainly 
with TV and movies," Murray said "There are fewer studies tm video 
games, but they know that the processes are the same. The biggest 
problem with violent video games is that it is more involving than 
movies" 

Murray said there are three things that occur when children arc 
exposed to violence: aggression, desensiti^ation and fear He said the 
first two are more commonly found as a result of 
video games. 

"We've seen that kids start to use aggression 
and fight more often lo solve problems," he said. 
"They also become more desensitized. They are less 
sensitive to pain and suffering of others because 
they see it all the time" 

Most college students say they use video games 
as a chance to relax, have fun and kill lime, but 
they don't see it as something that makes them 
more likely to be violent. Some students tend to 
play violent games because they offer a form of 
freedom, bonding and an outlet for frvistration, said 
Travis Weigel, Marlatl Hall third -floor resident as- 
sistant. 

"Normally, my residents will play a game like 
'Quake' on their computers Then, when they're 
done, gather in the hallway," Weigel, senior in polit- 
ical science, said "They'll talk about strategies that 
worked and stuff that didn't work. They might 
trash talk a little bit and give each other a hard 
time, but it never really gets personal" 

Parents have united in the past to help regulate 
violent games In the 1976 Atari video game 
'Death Race 2000," based on the movie of the 
same title, players earned points after running over 
stick figures "The game was pulled from the market 
after parents spoke oui about the violence. 

In 1979, parents boycotted toy stores Ihat sold 
the Aiari game "Texas Chainsaw Massacre" In it, 
you were put in the shoes of the movie villain, 
LeatheKace, and your mission was to chop up peo- 
ple with a chain saw 

Murray argues thai males in iheir early teens 
are the most impressionable group of people when 
il comes to video game violence Hie skill and the 
will to kill are provided by video games, making 
mates exposed lo tiie games more dangerous - a 
result thai can be seen in recent school shootings, 
Murray said 

"We've known that aggressicm can be learned." 
he said "People who grow up in dangerous ur trau- 
matic households learn how and when to aggress 
due to necessity What the media does is it starts lo lake over teach- 
ing you when lo aggress. And when yuu see it all the time, that is 
how you will read" 

Weigel said he was concerned with the increased violence in pop- 
ular culture and how children arc raised He said parenting is the 
key to preventing kids from gellin>! out of hand 

"In my opinion I think it would be dumb lo blame video games as 
the primary cause of violence," he said "1 think parents have a lot to 
do with how kids grow up 

"By the time 1 was four, 1 knew the difference between real and

unreal, and 1 knew that car- 
toons were fake. 

"Nowadays, kids grow up 
slill thinking stuff like cartoons 
are real when they should 
have grown out of thai, and 
that's what is scary." 

Instead of affecting what 
children perceive as real or not 
real, Murray's studies, which 
can be found at wwwlohnmur- 
ray org/ tele htm, show that 
video games change (he way 
brain patterns work, making 
them more likely to use 
violence. 

Murray analysed the brain 
of a child who was exposed to 
violence. 

He said that as 
expected, the amygdala, the 
(ight-or- flight part of the brain, 
was obviously stimulated 

The surprising find was 
the posterior cingulate, the 



section of the brain that is eas 
ily accessible, was storing 
information. 

He said the fact that these 
images are so easily accessible 
helps to explain why kids re 
spond violently at limes. 

Murray mentioned that the 
solution to violence and video 
games must include parents 
and the video game industry 

"You have the ESKB, which 
is good, but the people who 
rale evcrylhing are part of 
the industry, so they may 
shave some points ofl," he 
said. 

"But parents are still re 
sponsible for Iheir children, 
and they need to know what is 
going on and talk to their chil 
dren 

"So, the parents and the in- 
duslr)' have to work hand in 
hand to limit the amount of vi 
olence their children are ex- 
posed to." 
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SEC chairman resigns under political pressure

WASHINGTON - Securi 
ties and Exchange Commis- 
sion Chairman Harvey IHtt re- 
signed under pressure 
Tuesday night after a series of 
political missteps that embar- 
rassed the Bush While House 
just when it needed to shore 
up investors unnerved by ac- 
counting scandals. 

In a letter to l^esidenl 
Hush, Pitt said "the turmoil 
surrounding my chairman- 
ship" had made it difficult to 
stay in the job "Rather than 
be a burden to you or the 
agency, I feel it is in every- 
one's best interest if 1 step 
aside now, to allow the 
agency to continue the impor- 
tant efforts wc have started." 

The White House quickly 
accepted his resignation 

Three administration offi 
cials. speaking on condition 
of anonymity, said the 
While House welcomed the 
resignation of a regulator who 
had created a host of political 
problems for Bush in the run 
up lo l\icsday*s midlcnn elec- 
tions. 

Pitt's troubles had been 
seen as weakening the SEC at 
a lime when the market was 
reeling from corporate deba- 
cles, including Enron, World 
Com and Global Crossing, 



and the economy was fragile. 

The latest fumble came 
when Pitt failed to share with 
fellow commissioners Infor- 
mation about William Web- 
ster, the newly named chair- 
man of an accounting 
indu.stry oversight board, be 
fore the agency voted last 
week to put the former CIA 
and PBI director in charge of 
the panel. 

The revelation led SBC 
commissioners, including IHtt, 
to request an internal investi- 
gation Thursday of Webster's 
selection - and renewed the 
almost dally drumbeat of calls 
from Democrats and other 
Pitt critics (or his resignation 
Webster's future as head of 
the new oversight board was 
unclear; he said this week 
that he would step aside if he 
decided he can't be effective- 
in that job. 

A senior While House offi- 
cial said Bush aides heard 
over the weekend that Pill 
was inclined to resign Nei 
Ihcr the president nor his 
aides requested the resigna- 
tion, but Pill called the While 
House personnel office Tues- 
day afternoon and said he in 
lended lo resign 

There were no objections, 
and I^tt submitted his resig 
nation late Tuesday after- 
noon, [n it, Pitt said he 
thought the controversy was 



hurting his ability to lead the 
SEC, 

Sen Richard Shelby, R- 
Ala , whose criticism of Pitt 
over Ihe weekend eroded his 
previously solid Republican 
support, said Tuesday; 
"The process of what hap 
pened urtd how il happened 
was very troubling, and I 
think il tainted the whole sit- 
uation" 

Kep Edward Markey, D 
Mass, a longtime critic of 
Pitt, said that during his 
tenure, "investors and Ihe 
capital markets have been on 
shaky ground" 

The White House official 
said Bush won't have a re 
placement immediately They 
had not begun lo search for 
candidates as of Tuesday 
night and expected Senate 
confirmation lo be difficult in 
the intense political climate, 
the official said 

Etirmcr SEC Chairman 
Richard Hrceden was said to 
have been informally ap- 
proached about Ihe job, but 
declined Breeden is now a 
court-appointed monitor for 
the bankrupt WorldCom 

Pitt, who fifsl worked at 
the SEC in the lale I«)60s and 
buill his career as an attorney 
in appearance-conscious 
Washington, has been criti- 
cised for meeting with the 
heads of companies under 



SEC investigation and for his 
close ties to the accounting 
industry - at a lime when the 
SEC is investigating major ac 
counting fraud at big corpora- 
lions Ktt re presented the Big 
Five accounting firms while in 
private practice. 

In this latest instance, Pitt 
withheld information about 
Webster's lead role on the au- 
diting committee for V.S 
Technologies, a company fac 
ing investor lawsuits alleging 
fraud. Webster told The New 
York Times that Pill assured 
him that SEC staff had 
looked into the issue and it 
would not pose a problem 

Last month. Democrats 
asked Bush to remove I^tt, 
whom Ihey accused of bowing 
lo the accounting industry by 
opposing the appointment of 
John H Biggs to head the 
oversight board. 

Supporters of Biggs, a pen- 
sion fund administrator, be 
lievcd he would advocate 
tough regulation of the ac- 
counting industry 

It was not immediately 
clear whether Bush sought 
Pill's resignation, but Ihe 
White House made no secret 
that Bush was angered by 
Pitt's failure lo warn the 
White House and chief of 
staff Andrew Card about 
Webster's role with the audit- 
ing committee.
